The  President: 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  herewith  submit 
for  the  information  of  Congress,  as  required  by  law,  their  annual 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1901. 

REVENUES  AND  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  revenues,  exclusive  of  those  of  the  water  department,  were  as  fol- 
lows: From  taxes  and  miscellaneous  sources  other  than  the  amount  con- 
tributable  by  the  United  States,  $3,387,635.73;  surplus  revenues  from 
previous  years,  $387,577.18;  unexpended  appropriations,  $546,008.93; 
advanced  from  the  United  States  Treasury,  authorized  by  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  February  11,  1901,  $220,182.57;  and  the  amount  con- 
tributable  by  the  United  States  to  meet  its  proportion  of  the  District's 
expenses  under  the  organic  law,  $4,184,511.77;  total,  $8,725,946.18. 

The  foregoing  statement  of  advances  is  correct,  but  the  Commis- 
sioners deem  it  proper  to  add  that  it  represents  only  the  advances 
actually  made  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  does  not  embrace  all 
the  advances  requisite  to  meet  the  total  liabilities  of  that  year,  a  large 
portion  of  which  have  not  yet  matured.  If  those  liabilities  should 
equal  the  entire  appropriations  for  that  fiscal  year,  a  total  advance  of 
$716,155.38  would  be  required. 

The  unexpended  appropriations  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  under 
consideration  were,  as  stated,  $546,008.93,  but  $50,036.12  of  that 
amount  are  balances  of  expired  appropriations  of  prior  years. 

The  appropriations  and  other  liabilities  for  the  year,  exclusive  of 
those  for  the  water  department,  were  $8,725,946.18. 

The  revenues  of  the  water  department,  including  a  balance  of  former 
years  of  $308,487,  were  $677,620. 15. 

The  expenditures  of  the  water  department  were  $300,877.26. 

The  details  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  for  the  year  are  stated 
in  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  collector  of  taxes  and  the  auditor. 

DEBT. 
FUNDED  DEBT. 

&lIn7AUnded  debt  °f  the.  District  of  Columbia  on  June  30,  1901,  was 
^15,070,180.18.    No  portion  of  it  was  incurred  under  the  present  form 
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of  the  District  government.  The  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  who 
is  charged  with  its  management,  reports  it  in  detail  as  follows:

The  District  of  Columbia  has  a  conditional  obligation  with  respect 
to  certain  illegal  and  excessive  payments  of  special  assessments, 
amounting  to  about  $11,000,  which  is  fully  discussed  in  the  annual 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1900.  But  the  responsibility 
of  the  District  on  this  account  is  much  more  than  offset  by  the  special 
assessments  due  the  District,  amounting  to  $17,198.21,  and  accrued 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent  per  annum  for  an  average 
of  more  than  twenty  years,  and  cash  collections  of  such  assessments 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  amounting  to 

*$i,ooq. 

Estimates  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  the  District  for  the 
fiscal  year  to  end  June  30,  1902,  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  details  of  these  estimates  are  con- 
tained in  the  Book  of  Estimates  for  that  year,  which  was  published  by 
the  United  States  Treasury  Department.

RATE  OF  GENERAL  TAX. 


The  rate  of  general  tax  for  the  year  was  fixed  at  $1.50  on  each  $100 
of  all  taxable  personal  property  and  of  all  real  property,  except  that 
used  solely  for  agricultural  purposes,  the  rate  of  which  was  $1  per 
$100  of  assessed  valuation. 


POPULATION. 


The  population  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  1900  was  278,718, 
according  to  the  United  States  census  which  was  taken  that  year. 
The  annual  increase  of  the  District  was  nearly  5,000  per  annum  for 
several  years  previous  to  that  census,  and  the  Commissioners  believe 
that  a  no  less  rate  of  increase  has  continued  to  the  present  time. 

DEATH  OF  PRESIDENT  WILLIAM  m'kINLEY. 

The  Commissioners  desire  to  record  the  deep  personal  grief  experi  - 
enced by  the  people  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  tragic  death  of 
the  late  President  William  McKinley  at  Buffalo  on  the  14th  day  of 
September  last. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  Mr.  McKinley  had  spent  most  of 
his  time  in  Washington,  which  was  his  official  home.  He  had  done 
his  greatest  work  and  made  his  greatest  fame  here.  His  character  and 
his  abilities  were  appreciated  here  as  nowhere  else  except  in  his 
home  town  of  Canton.  He  had  many  personal  friends  in  Washington 
and  he  was  loved  and  admired  by  many  who  had  never  met  him.  He 
had  always  taken  a  personal  interest  of  the  most  friendly  character  in 
the  affairs  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  had  rendered  it  every 
service  in  his  power. 

On  the  occasion  of  his  second  inauguration,  March  4  last,  the  citizens 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  carried  out  with  unusual  heartiness  the 
arrangements  which,  in  accordance  with  custom,  they  had  made  through 
an  inaugural  committee,  for  the  traditional  celebration  of  the  event. 
In  little  more  than  six  months  they  were  mournfully  participating  in 
the  ceremonies  of  his  funeral,  for  which  they  had  helped  to  arrange 
through  their  official  representative,  the  president  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  acting  with  the  Secretary 
of  State,  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

The  people  of  the  District  of  Columbia  share  the  general  feeling 
throughout  the  country  that  there  should  be  an  appropriate  monu- 
mental memorial  of  President  McKinley  in  the  national  capital,  and 
the  Commissioners  hope  to  see  this  accomplished. 
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GENERAL  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Commissioners  note  with  appreciation  the  great  increase,  in 
Congress  and  in  the  country,  of  the  desire  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  adequately  and  to  make  the  national  capital  the 
most  beautiful  in  the  world.    The  celebration  of  the  centennial  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  in  December  last  was  the  occasion  for  an 
unexampled  and  universal  expression  of  this  feeling,  and  it  was  fol- 
lowed by  action  in  Congress  which  advanced  the  general  improvement 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  an  unprecedented  fashion.    The  recom- 
mendations of  the  Commissioners  that  Congress  should  provide  ade- 
quately for  this  purpose,  regardless  of  a  temporary  apparent  deficiency 
in  the  District  revenues,  due  to  the  appropriation  of  a  large  portion 
of  them  for  the  purchase,  entirely  at  District  expense,  of  land  for 
street  extensions  outside  of  the  city  of  Washington,  and  with  due 
regard  for  the  fact  that  the  large  projects  were  for  the  benefit  of  the 
future  as  well  as  the  present,  were  accepted  by  Congress,  which 
appropriated  a  much  larger  amount  for  the  District  than  in  any 
former  year,  and  provided  for  advances  from  the  Federal  Treasury  to 
meet  the  anticipated  deficiency  in  District  revenues.    In  this  way  pro- 
vision was  made  toward  the  completion  of  the  sewage-disposal  sys- 
tem, the  construction  of  a  water-filtration  plant,  and  the  establishment 
of  an  adequate  water  supply,  besides  the  increased  appropriations 
required  for  increased  District  needs. 

The  Commissioners,  in  their  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  and 
in  the  recommendations  which  they  may  hereafter  make  to  Congress, 
anticipate  a  continuance  of  this  policy  of  broad-minded  and  far-seeing 
consideration  by  Congress  of  what  ought  to  be  done  for  the  national 
capital,  and  therefore  ask,  and  will  ask,  largely. 

An  important  expression  of  the  new  feeling  in  Congress  respecting 
the  District  of  Columbia  was  the  creation,  at  the  extraordinary  session 
of  the  Senate,  in  March  last,  under  the  authority  of  a  Senate  resolu- 
tion, by  the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia,  of  a  commission 
of  eminent  architects  and  landscape  engineers  to  prepare  a  general 
plan  for  improvement  of  the  park  system  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  have  been  glad  to  act 
in  cooperation  with  this  commission,  and  trust  that  its  project  for  the 
beautitication  of  the  National  Capital  will  be  adopted  by  Congress  as  the 
working  plan  for  the  years  to  come.  For  years  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  other  public  officers,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  District,  have  been  hoping  that  such  a  comprehensive  scheme  of 
improvement  of  the  park  system,  and  therefore  of  the  whole  District, 
would  be  adopted,  in  order  that  its  aesthetic  development  might  be 
made  harmonious  and  complete  and  in  accordance  with  the  best  ideals. 
In  connection  with  the  preparations  for  the  National  Capital  Centen- 
nial Celebration,  preliminary  steps  were  taken  toward  this  end,  and 
propositions  looking  to  the  creation  of  a  commission  for  this  purpose 
were  offered  in  Congress.  Out  of  them  came  the  action  of  the  Senate, 
which  has  produced  plans  that,  if  adopted  by  Congress,  will  prove  of 
lasting  and  inestimable  value  to  the  District  of  Columbia. 

CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION. 

The  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  the  establishment  of  the  seat  of 
Government  in  the  District  of  Columbia  on  Wednesday,  December  12, 
1900,  was  entirely  successful.    The  weather  was  most  favorable  and 
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the  simple  and  worthy  programme  prepared  by  the  executive  commit- 
tee representing  the  National  Government,  the  States  and  Territories, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  was  carried  out  with  dignity  and  efficiency. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  opened  the  day  with  a  reception 
at  the  White  House  attended  by  many  eminent  men,  during  which 
brief  addresses  were  delivered  on  the  history  of  the  White  House,  the 
history  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  development  of  the  nation. 

A  military  and  naval  procession  escorted  the  President  and  his  dis- 
tinguished guests  at  noon  from  the  White  House  to  the  Capitol,  where, 
at  a  joint  session  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  the 
Hall  of  the  latter,  addresses  on  the  subject  of  the  celebration  were 
delivered  by  Senators  and  Representatives. 

In  the  evening  a  reception  was  given  at  the  Corcoran  Gallery  of  Art 
in  honor  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  governors  of 
the  States  and  Territories. 

A  larger  number  of  governors  took  part  in  the  celebration  of  this 
memorable  anniversary  than  ever  assembled  in  Washington  on  any 
other  occasion.  Congress,  which  participated  so  cordially  in  the 
celebration,  has  authorized  the  publication  of  a  full  report  of  the 
ceremonies  and  addresses. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  DAY  AT  THE  PAN-AMERICAN  EXPOSITION. 

The  Pan-American  Exposition  having  invited  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  appoint  representatives  of  the  District 
among  its  honorary  officers,  the  Commissioners  appointed  Hon.  John 
W.  Douglass  and  Hon.  L.  G.  Hine,  formerly  Commissioners,  to  be 
honorary  vice-presidents,  and  Mrs.  John  B.  Henderson  and  Miss 
Isobel  Lenman  as  members  of  the  board  of  lady  managers.  The  Com- 
missioners were  also  invited  to  appoint  a  day  to  be  known  as  District 
of  Columbia  Day  at  the  Pan-American  Exposition,  in  the  city  of  Buf- 
falo, N.  Y.,  and  to  provide  for  an  appropriate  celebration  of  it.  They 
designated  Tuesday,  September  3,  and  appointed  a  committee  of 
arrangements  consisting  of  Hon.  John  W.  Douglass,  chairman,  Hon. 
L.  G.  Hine,  Hon.  George  Truesdell,  Hon.  Matthew  G.  Emery,  Mr. 
Mitchell  Dyrenforth,  Mr.  Walter  S.  Hutchins,  Hon.  M.  M.  Parker, 
Hon.  John  B.  Wight,  Mr.  John  Joy  Edson,  Mr.  Theodore  W.  Noyes, 
and  Mr.  John  F.  Wilkins.  Under  the  direction  of  this  committee  the 
celebration  of  the  day  was  successfully  carried  out. 

In  the  morning"  the  Commissioners,  escorted  by  the  committee  of 
arrangements,  a  body  of  marines  and  District  troops,  and  the  United 
States  Marine  Band,  were  conducted  to  the  United  States  Government 
building,  which  had  been  assigned  as  their  headquarters  for  the  day, 
where  they  held  a  general  reception,  while  the  Marine  Band  rendered 
an  appropriate  programme. 

In  the  afternoon  at  2  o'clock  exercises  were  held  in  the  Temple  of 
Music,  Hon.  John  W.  Douglass,  chairman  of  the  committee  of  arrange- 
ments, presiding,  and  the  Marine  Band  furnishing  the  music,  when 
addresses  were  delivered  by  the  director-general  of  the  exposition  and 
the  president  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. In  the  evening  at  8  o'clock,  in  the  Temple  of  Music,  stereopticon 
views  of  scenes  in  and  around  the  District  of  Columbia  were  exhibited, 
with  suitable  comment  by  the  acting  secretary  of  the  committee  of 
arrangements,  Mr.  Barry  Bulkley. 
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It  is  believed  that  this  celebration  was  beneficial  to  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  bringing  it  prominently  before  the  country,  and  so  extend- 
ing knowledge  of  its  history  and  advantages. 

MEMORIAL  BRIDGE. 

The  Commissioners  renew  their  indorsement  of  the  proposition  for 
the  construction  of  a  memorial  bridge  across  the  Potomac  River  to 
Arlington  Cemetery.  They  believe  that  such  ;,a  memorial  to  Ameri- 
can patriotism"  ought  to  be  constructed  as  soon  as  practicable. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

The  increased  experience  of  the  Commissioners  adds  weight  to  their 
frequent  recommendations  in  favor  of  the  application  of  a  civil-service 
system  to  all  employees  of  the  District  Government.  The  pressure 
for  employment  and  patronage  grows  stronger  with  the  progress  of 
time  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  necessary  to  dis- 
charge the  municipal  duties,  and  presents  embarrassments  from  which 
the  authorities  and  the  interests  they  represent  can  only  be  protected 
by  rigid  provisions  of  law  on  the  subject.  These  must  be  furnished 
by  Congress,  since  the  Attorneys-General  have  held  that  the  President 
can  not  extend  the  civil-service  rules  to  the  District 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Public  Library,  in  the  course  of  erection  on 
Mount  Vernon  square,  will  be  completed  in  the  month  of  May,.  1902. 
The  Commissioners  have  made  an  estimate  for  the  proper  equipment 
of  this  library,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  this  appropria- 
tion be  available  at  as  early  a  date  as  may  be  practicable,  in  order  that 
the  new  building  may  be  fully  utilized  without  delay. 

THE  DISTRICT  CODE. 

The  enactment  of  the  law  "To  establish  a  code  of  laws  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,"  which  was  approved  March  3, 1901,  to  take 
effect  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  next  January,  is  a  cause  for  con- 
gratulation.

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The  Commissioners  earnestly  recommend  that  Congress  will  take 
early  action  to  supply  this  need. 

MUNICIPAL  HOSPITAL. 

The  District  appropriation  act  for  the  current  year  contains  an  item 
of  $5,000  for  preparation  of  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  of  cost 
for  a  municipal  hospital.  Under  a  previous  act  of  Congress  a  site  for 
a  municipal  hospital  was  secured,  consisting  of  33.51  acres  of  land 
situated  in  the  line  of  Thirteenth  street  extended,  just  north  of  Rich- 
mond street  northwest.  Desiring  to  procure  the  best  plans  possible 
for  the  structure,  the  Commissioners  decided  to  obtain  them  by  com- 
petition, in  the  hope  of  thereby  enlisting  the  best  architectural  talent 
of  the  country.  The  preliminary  programme  of  competition  is  now 
being  prepared  by  Mr.  Edmund  M.  Wheelwright,  of  Boston,  a  recog- 
nized authority  upon  hospital  designing  and  construction,  who  has 
been  selected  by  the  Commissioners  as  their  professional  adviser  in 
the  premises,  and  it  is  expected  that  these  instructions  will  be  issued 
soon. 

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  board  of  education  has  continued  the  good  work  of  its  first 
year,  the  only  change  in  its  membership  being  the  regretted  retire- 
ment of  its  president,  Charles  J.  Bell,  in  January  last,  and  the 
appointment  of  Henrv  V.  Boynton,  who  was  also  elected  by  the  board 
to  succeed  Mr.  Bell  as  president.  Then  on  June  30,  1901,  H.  H. 
Twombley,  secretary  to  the  board  of  education,  resigned  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  W.  F.  Rodrick.  The  Commissioners  have  recommended 
the  estimates  submitted  by  the  board  of  education  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  Congress,  including  the  various  propositions  for  the 
improvement  of  the  school  system  and  the  school  buildings,  including 
medical  inspection  and  additional  buildings  and  grounds,  and  especially 
a  new  and  adequate  building  for  the  Business  High  School. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  board  of  educa- 
tion for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1901,  will  show  a  grand  total  of 
4<,431  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year,  of  whom  31,851  were  white 
and  15,580  colored.  The  whole  number  of  teachers  employed,  includ- 
ing teachers  of  kindergartens,  was  1,283,  of  whom  857  were  white  and 
426  colored.  The  increase  in  the  whole  enrollment  was  912,  or  nearly 
2  per  cent.  The  number  of  half-day  schools  was  349,  of  which  92  were 
m  grades  above  the  second. 

Congress  has  for  the  past  two  years  made  generous  provision  for 
new  schoolhouses.  If  this  liberal  policy  is  continued  the  half-day 
school  will  soon  disappear.  When  children  have  reached  the  third 
}  oar  of  school  life  no  good  reason  can  be  urged  for  refusing  them  the 
opportunity  for  a  whole  day's  schooling,  provided  the  work  given 
wiem  is  adapted  to  their  capabilities  both  in  matter  and  the  methods 
oi  presentation.

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to  our  present  accommodations  and  practically  wipe  out  the  half -day 
school  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades  throughout  the  city.  When  this 
is  done  it  will  probably  not  be  difficult  to  keep  pace  with  the  normal 
growth  of  our  schools. 

A  very  marked  expansion  of  our  school  system  may  be  looked  for 
in  the  rapidly  growing  suburbs.  An  example  of  this  rapid  growth  is 
seen  in  the  case  of  the  Takoma  Park  school  which  already  contains 
live  full  classes  in  four  rooms,  although  the  building  has  been  occupied 
only  since  September  of  the  present  year. 

Now  that  our  two  manual  training  schools  are  nearing  completion 
and  the  needs  of  our  academic  high  schools  seem  to  be  amply  met  for 
a  number  of  years  at  least,  only  two  projects  of  large  importance 
remain— the  construction  of  a  suitable  home  for  the  business  high 
school  and  the  adaptation  of  some  existing  building  to  the  exclusive 
uses  of  the  normal  school.    Says  the  superintendent  of  schools: 

The  occupation  of  the  two  new  manual  training  schools  should  mark  an  epoch  in 
our  development— an  epoch  of  equal  significance  with  that  in  which  our  local  normal 
school  was  instituted,  or  that  which  later  gave  birth  to  our  first  high  school.  Not 
that  manual  training  is  in  any  sense  inaugurated  with  the  completion  of  these  build- 
ings, but  that  their  occupation  places  an  appropriate  capstone  upon  the  edifice  of 
manual  instruction  in  this  city,  heretofore  incomplete,  although  built  upon  a  noble 
foundation.    For  more  than  a  decade  Washington  has  had  one  of  the  most  complete 
systems  of  manual  training  in  elementary  schools  to  be  found  in  the  country.  We 
have  furnished  carefully  graded  work  for  boys  in  carpentry  and  the  elements  of 
mechanical  drawing,  and  corresponding  work  for  girls  in  sewing  and  cooking.  The 
work  for  boys  has  continued  progressively  beyond  the  grammar  schools,  with  wood- 
turning,  forging,  pattern  making,  and  machine  work  in  iron  in  the  high-school 
courses;  but  the  work  for  girls  has  stopped  short  at  the  threshold  of  the  high  school. 
Girls  have  begun  to  sew  in  the  third  grade  at  9  years  of  age,  and  continued  to  advance 
in  this  homely  art  up  to  the  sixth  grade,  where  dressmaking  begins,  from  which 
point  cooking  takes  its  place  as  the  sister  art  of  the  household    This  training  is  not 
elective  nor  is  it  left  to  the  caprice  of  the  child,  but  is  properly  reouired  of  every 
girl  in  the  schools  in  the  grades  named,  and,  in  my  opinion,  no  expenditure  of  public 
money  has  given  richer  returns  on  the  investment,  and  none  touches  more  closely 
the  home  lite  of  the  community  for  practical  and  permanent  good  Y

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BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 


The  Board  of  Charities  has  labored  zealously  and  efficiently  to 
improve  the  public  charities  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  its  annual  report  the  board  reiterates  its  declaration  of  last  year, 
"that  a  sound  public  policy  demands  that  complete  public  control 
should  in  every  case  reach  as  far  as  public  money,"  and  in  keeping 
with  this  principle  has  recommended  the  reduction  or  elimination  of 
several  appropriations  for  private  charities,  looking  ultimately  to  a 
clear  line  of  separation  between  the  work  of  public  and  private  charity. 

It  recommends  that  all  District  charities  be  under  the  control  of  the 
District  Commissioners;  that  those  charities  now  organized  under 
departments  of  the  Federal  Government  be  transferred  to  the  District 
government,  and  that  appointment  to  membership  in  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians  be  made  by  the  District  Commissioners. 

It  recommends  "that  in  future  all  appropriations  for  District  char- 
ities and  reformatories  be  disbursed  directly  by  the  disbursing  officer 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  all  supplies  purchased  from  such 
appropriations  be  purchased  under  the  District  supply  system,  which 
obtains  in  other  departments  of  the  District  government."  This 
recommendation  follows  a  paragraph  showing  that  several  institutions 
have  their  own  disbursing  officers,  these  officials  receiving  compensa- 
tion at  the  rate  of  from  $300  to  $600  per  annum,  and  that  supplies  pur- 
chased in  the  open  market  are  not  obtained  at  as  low  prices  as  those 
purchased  under  the  District  supply  system. 

It  emphasizes  the  importance  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians 
and  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  work  of  this  board  has  not  yet 
been  extended  to  cover  the  field  as  proposed  by  the  authors  of  the  act 
creating  the  board,  for  the  reason  that  numerous  other  child-caring 
agencies,  doing  their  work  independently  of  the  board,  have  continued 
to  receive  support  from  the  Government,  and,  consequently,  a  set  of 
duplicate  agencies  has  been  maintained.  The  Board  of  Charities  urges 
bringing  all  public  child-caring  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians. 

It  calls  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  new  probation  law,  and 
emphasizes  the  necessity  of  an  appropriation  for  a  probation  officer  to 
make  this  law  effective. 

It  recommends  a .  reorganization  of  the  cooking  department  at  the 
Washington  Asylum,  and  estimates  for  the  service  of  competent 
cooks,  much  of  the  work  of  this  department  at  present  being  done  by 
convicts  or  ex- convicts  from  the  workhouse. 

It  recommends  an  appropriation  of  an  additional  $100,000  for  the 
workhouse  for  males,  for  the  reason  that  the  building  at  present 
unoer  construction  will  not  be  large  enough  to  meet  the  needs, 
it  calls  attention  to  the  work  being  done  in  returning  to  their  homes

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STREET  CLEANING  DEPARTMENT. 


Under  a  contract  for  hand  cleaning  during  the  fiscal  year  1898  the 
price  per  thousand  square  yards  was  32  cents.    In  the  appropriation 
act  for  11)01  the  Commissioners  were  required  to  advertise  for  the  entire 
work,  and  if  it  was  ascertained  that  a  contract  could  not  be  procured  at 
a  price  not  exceeding  20  cents  for  hand  work  and  20  cents  for  machine 
work  per  thousand  square  yards,  then  they  were  authorized  to  have  the 
work  done  under  their  own  supervision.    No  proposal  was  received 
under  the  advertisement  for  this  work,  and  the  Commissioners,  there- 
fore, procured  the  necessary  equipment  for  the  conduct  of  the  service 
under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning; 
1,565,809  square  yards  were  cleaned  daily,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
it  was  ascertained  that  the  entire  cost  was  18.6  cents  per  thousand 
square  yards. 

Utilizing  this  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  area  of  daily 
hand  cleaning  has  been  increased  from  400,000  square  yards  in  1898 
to  1,565,809  square  yards  daily  during  the  past  year.  During  the 
current  year,  since  the  1st  of  July,  1901,  a  patented  device  has  been 
rented  which  has  enabled  the  superintendent  to  clean  one-third  more 
of  area  than  could  have  been  done  with  hand  brooms.  This  machine 
removes  dust,  and  has  permitted  the  enlargement  of  the  daily  area  so 
that  the  daily  hand-cleaning  schedule  for  the  current  year  is  2,000,000 
square  yards.  The  superintendent  believes  that  by  the  end  of  the 
current  year  it  will  be  shown  that  the  cost  per  thousand  square  yards 
for  hand  cleaning  by  day  labor  will  not  exceed  the  rate  of  15  cents  per 
thousand  square  yards. 

The  street  cleaning  by  machine  is  being  done  very  satisfactorily 
under  a  contract  at  the  rate  of  18  cents  per  thousand  square  yards, 
800,000  square  yards  of  surface  being  cleaned  daily.  The  unimproved 
streets  are  cleaned  by  contract  at  the  rate  of  $64  per  day,  the  con- 
tractor furnishing  36  laborers,  12  horses  and  carts  with  drivers,  and 
all  tools  necessary  to  do  the  work.    The  total  nnrnW  of  «™*r*  vnrrk

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to  $51,600,  and  second,  by  a  rebate  of  50  cents  per  ton  upon  all  over 
20,000  tons  collected  per  annum,  which  is  estimated  to  amount  to 
between  $4,000  and  $5,000  yearly.  During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1901,  8,636  dead  animals  and  fowls  were  collected  by  the  same  con- 
tractors. These  animals  are  cut  into  pieces,  placed  in  the  digesting 
tanks,  and  reduced  with  the  garbage. 

In  accordance  with  the  act  making  appropriation  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  city  refuse,  contracts  were  entered  into  with  R.  V. 
Rusk  for  the  collection  of  ashes  from  private  residences  at  an  annual 
cost  of  $29,979:  for  the  collection  of  miscellaneous  refuse,  at  $8,000 
per  annum,  and  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil,  at  $17,000 
per  annum;  each  for  a  period  of  five  years.  The  service  of  collecting 
the  ashes  and  miscellaneous  refuse  during  the  past  year,  although  in  a 
measure  experimental,  has  been  satisfactory  and  beneficial  to  the  Dis- 
trict. Prior  to  entering  into  these  contracts  the  ashes  and  miscella- 
neous refuse,  including  paper  and  all  kinds  of  trash,  were  collected 
without  any  direct  supervision  whatsoever  and  deposited  on  dumps, 
streets,  vacant  lots,  and  alleys,  where  they  became  sources  of  nuisance 
and  numerous  complaints.  Under  the  present  system  the  refuse  is 
separated,  the  ashes  being  taken  to  dumps  on  the  low  lands  and  used 
for  filling  and  grading  purposes,  and  the  miscellaneous  refuse  taken  to 
a  crematory  and  burned;  57,069  cubic  yards  of  ashes  were  collected 
and  properly  disposed  of,  and  58,872  bags  of  paper  and  17,276  loads 
of  trash  were  hauled  to  the  crematory  and  burned. 

The  current  appropriation  did  not  justify  a  contract  for  the  removal 
of  ashes  from  buildings  other  than  private  residences.  There  are 
many  reasons  why  the  service  should  be  extended  to  apartment  houses, 
hotels,  and  business  houses,  and  the  Commissioners  have  submitted  an 
estimate  for  an  appropriation  which  if  adopted  will  enable  them  to 
accomplish  this  result. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  14,447  barrels  of  night  soil  were  collected 
bv  the  contractor,  as  against  6,157  barrels  for  the  preceding  year, 
when  the  work  was  paid  for  by  the  residents  individually.  It  is 
therefore  perfectly  apparent  that  the  public  health  has  been  greatly 
benefited  by  this  service. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  metropolitan  police  force  has  maintained  the  high  rate  of  effi- 
ciency which  has  long  characterized  it.  During  the  past  year  the 
reorganization  provided  for  by  a  recent  act  of  Congress  was  completed, 
witn i  the  exception  of  the  increase  of  salaries,  which,  to  be  operative, 
must  have  the  sanction  of  Congress.

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should  be  more  equitably  adjusted  by  advancing  at  least  a  hundred 
members  of  class  1  to  class  2,  as  recommended  in  the  estimates  for 
1903. 

Of  equal  importance  is  the  recommendation  for  an  increase  of  the 
force.  Owing  to  the  extensive  area  included  in  the  police  jurisdiction, 
which  is  over  44,000  acres,  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  a  thorough 
police  supervision  with  a  force  of  540  patrolmen,  not  half  of  whom 
will  be  on  duty  at  any  one  time  under  the  most  liberal  system  of 
operating,  and  from  which  the  sick,  disabled,  and  those  entitled  to 
leave  must  also  be  deducted.  The  area  to  be  policed  is  the  fourth 
largest  in  the  United  States.  The  police  force  of  those  exceeding  it 
number,  respectively,  7,463,  2,903,  and  2,295.  The  city  of  Baltimore, 
with  an  area  in  acres  of  only  20,254,  has  about  double  the  number  of 
policemen  in  service. 

The  insufficient  number  of  policemen  compels  their  employment  in 
four  reliefs,  which  gives  them  twelve  hours  off  duty  in  forty-eight. 
This  excessive  requirement,  made  necessary  by  the  limited  force  at 
command,  is  detrimental  to  the  physical  and  mental  welfare  of  the  men, 
in  that  disabilities  must  be  more  numerous  where  excessive  hours  of 
exposure  exist  and  irregular  hours  for  refreshment  and  rest  prevail. 
With  an  increased  force  it  is  believed  these  conditions  can  be  improved 
by  changing  the  system  or  hours  of  duty. 

Aside  from  the  conditions  named,  the  localities  where  the  public 
buildings  are  situated,  those  where  the  foreign  representatives  reside, 
the  suburban  villages,  and  the  more  generally  thronged  thoroughfares, 
require  a  more  complete  policing  than  now  prevails.  It  is  very  credit- 
able to  the  police  department  that  the  public  interests  are  so  well  cared 
for  with  the  limited  force  at  command. 

A  station  house  is  needed  in  the  central  or  business  portion  of  Wash- 
ington, and  one  in  its  southeastern  section.  The  buildings  now  used 
for  such  purposes  were  erected  many  years  ago,  and  have  been  adjudged 
insanitary  and  illy  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  used. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  harbor  master,  who  employs  a  patrol 
boat  and  a  detailed  police  crew  in  regulating  the  affairs  of  the  harbor 
and  river  front,  be  made  a  captain  in  the  police  department,  and  that 
ample  provision  be  made  to  organize  this  important  service  as  part  of 
the  police  department.  r

Nearly  one-ninth  of  the  alarms  responded  to  by  the  department 
during  the  past  year  were  false,  and  as  it  is  estimated  that  it  costs  not 
less  than  $25  to  answer  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  as  the  sending  in  of  false 
alarms  appears  to  be  on  the  increase,  it  is  recommended  by  the  chief 
engineer  that  the  penalty  for  willfully  sending  in  a  false  alarm  of  fire 
be  materially  increased,  and  that  a  term  in  the  penitentiary  be  made 
the  penalty  for  a  second  offense. 

While  the  strength  of  the  department  was  increased  during  the 
year  from  20  to  23  companies,  its  head  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
department  is  to-day  hardly  more  than  half  as  large  as  it  should  be, 
and  he  points  out  that  in  respect  to  its  reserve  apparatus  it  is  lament- 
ably weak.  There  is  not  one  really  first-class  steam  engine  in  the 
department,  and  an  earnest  plea  is  made  by  the  chief  engineer  for  a 
number  of  larger  and  more  modern  engines.  He  says  that  with  very 
few  exceptions  every  piece  of  apparatus  in  the  department  is  in  need 
of  repairs,  a  number  of  the  engines  being  in  such  condition  as  to 
render  them  liable  to  break  down  at  any  time.  There  should  be,  in 
his  opinion,  not  less  than  six  reserve  steamers  and  two  reserve  trucks, 
there  being  at  the  present  time  but  two  reserve  steamers  and  no 
reserve  truck. 

Collisions  between  the  apparatus  of  the  department  and  street-rail- 
way cars  resulted  in  the  death  of  two  men,  the  permanent  injury  of 
another,  and  more  or  less  serious  injuries  to  several  others  during  the 
past  year.  In  order  to  reduce  the  liability  of  such  accidents  to  a  mini- 
mum, the  drivers  of  the  department  were  directed  to  have  their  horses 
under  such  control  on  approaching  steam  or  street  railway  tracks  as 
to  enable  them  to  bring  their  teams  to  a  standstill,  if  advisable  or 
necessary,  before  crossing  the  tracks.  The  street-railway  companies 
were  notified  that  such  directions  had  been  given  to  the  department's 
drivers,  and  assurances  have  been  received  that  the  companies  will 
fully  cooperate  with  the  department  in  its  efforts  to  avoid  a  repetition 
of  these  accidents.  It  is  believed  that  if  both  the  drivers  and  motor- 
men  exercise  proper  care  there  will  be  no  more  of  them. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Chief  Engineer  Joseph  Parris,  May  1, 1901, 
the  Commissioners  decided  to  pursue  the  course  followed  elsewhere 
and  make  the  head  of  the  department  a  purely  executive  one.  The 
department  has  become  a  large  business  concern,  the  value  of  its  plant 
&ein£  not  less  than  $600,000,  while  it  employs  nearly  300  men  and 
expends  nearly  one-half  a  million  dollars  a  year.  The  chief  engineer 
recommends  a  further  reorganization  of  the  department,  such  as  will 
Place  its  members  on  the  same  footing,  so  far  as  tenure  of  ofifice  is  con-

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punished  and  not,  as  was  the  case  when  fines  were  imposed  upon  them, 
those  dependent  upon  them. 

As  the  law  stands,  the  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  is  the 
only  member  of  it  who  may  be  retired  on  more  than  $50  a  month.  He 
thinks  this  hardly  just  to  the  assistant  chief  engineers  or  to  the  fore- 
men, and  recommends  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  raise  the  allow- 
ance of  the  assistant  chief  engineers  to  at  least  $75  a  month,  and  that 
of  foremen  to  not  less  than  $65  a  month. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  difficult  at  times  to  secure  men  for  the  depart- 
ment, but  this  difficulty  has  now  been  overcome,  and  the  list  of  eligibles 
has  exceeded  50  for  some  time,  and  it  is  rapidly  increasing. 

The  department  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  method  of  provid- 
ing its  members  with  uniforms  is  not  now,  and  probably  never  has 
been,  a  matter  of  entire  satisfaction,  either  to  the  department  or  to  the 
men,  and  it  recommends  that  hereafter  the  Commissioners  shall  be 
empowered  by  Congress  to  contract  for  these  uniforms  and  to  deduct 
from  the  pay  of  the  men  the  cost  thereof. 

The  establishment  of  a  repair  shop  for  the  department  is  strongly 
advocated  by  its  head,  who  feels  that  should  such  a  shop  be  established 
the  cost  of  repairs  to  the  apparatus  would  be  very  materially  decreased. 
The  department  would  not,  it  is  believed,  be  subjected  to  delay,  as  it 
now  often  is,  the  chief  engineer  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  work 
would  be  done  more  promptly  should  the  department  be  provided  with 
a  repair  shop  of  its  own. 

Attention  is  called  by  the  department  to  the  fact  that  the  District  is 
without  a  salvage  corps,  an  organization  to  be  found  in  most  of  the 
large  cities  of  the  country,  where  it  has  proved  a  most  important  and 
valuable  adjunct  to  the  fire-fighting  force. 

The  chief  engineer  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  character  of  the  build- 
ing rather  than  its  height  should  determine  the  question  of  whether  or 
not  it  should  be  equipped  with  fire  escapes.

There  is,  says  the  chief  engineer,  no  greater  menace  to  a  building 
in  which  fire  has  started  than  an  elevator  well,  especially  where  the 
well  is  an  open  one.  In  numerous  cases  fires,  starting  on  the  lower 
floors  of  buildings,  have  been  drawn  up  elevator  wells  or  shafts  to  the 
very  roofs,  resulting  in  the  total  destruction  of  the  structures  with 
almost  inconceivable  rapidity,  the  destruction  in  many  cases  being  so 
rapid  as  to  make  escape  from  the  flames  impossible.  He  therefore 
recommends  that  elevator  wells  be  either  walled  up  or  that  the  use  of 
automatically  closing  traps  be  required — appliances  which  are  designed 
to  prevent  tire  passing  by  way  of  the  elevator  well  or  shaft  from  one 
floor  to  another. 

The  tire  department  heartily  indorses  the  proposition  of  the  water 
department  to  establish  in  the  business  section  of  the  city  a  high- 
pressure  water  service  for  lire  fighting,  it  being  believed  that  it  would 
enable  the  department  to  practically  do  away  with  steamers  in  the 
territory  covered  by  the  proposed  service  and  replace  them  with  com- 
bination chemical  and  hose  wagons,  the  steamers  in  that  event  being 
sent  to  the  residential  sections  where  there  is  need  of  additional  ones. 

Many  fires  during  the  past  year,  it  is  believed,  were  due  to  defec- 
tive electric  wiring,  and  the  chief  engineer  earnestly  recommends  the 
provision  for  an  electrical  inspector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect 
all  such  work,  and  that  the  Commissioners  be  empowered  to  make  and 
enforce  such  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to 
insure  public  safety  in  such  matters. 

The  establishment  of  a  public  crematory  for  the  burning  of  waste 
and  rubbish  has  decreased,  in  the  opinion  of  the  fire  department,  in  no 
small  degree  the  liability  of  fires.  The  accumulated  waste  and  rubbish 
cause  many  fires,  and  the  greater  the  amount  of  it  removed  from 
dwellings  and  business  houses  the  more  is  the  danger  of  fires  occurring 
decreased. 

The  department  also  believes  that  the  regulations  prohibiting  ashes 
being  placed  in  wooden  receptacles  is  largely  reponsible  for  the  decrease 
oi  fires. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  records  of  the  health  department  show  that  during  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1901,  6,087  deaths  occurred  in  the  District.  Of  the 
aecedents  3,430  were  white  and  2,657  colored.  The  annual  death  rate 
Per  thousand  for  the  entire  population,  21.83;  the  corresponding  fig- 
ure tor  the  white  population,  17.82,  and  that  for  the  colored  popula- 
tion, dO.73,  are  each  in  excess  of  analogous  figures  for  the  preceding

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Those  reported  by  the  coroner  as  due  to  criminal  homicide  decreased 
from  15  to  9.  The  number  of  deaths  from  electric  currents,  which  in 
1898-99  was  1  and  in  1899-1900  3,  increased  during  the  past  year  to  5. 
Fatal  injuries  from  steam  railways  decreased  from  19  to  IT,  and  from 
street  railways  from  8  to  3.  The  returns  of  births,  notoriously 
incomplete,  have  not  varied  materially  in  number  since  last  year. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  need  for  amending  the  law  regulating  the 
distribution  of  unclaimed  dead  bodies  among  the  medical  schools  of 
the  District  so  that  it  will  provide  a  supply  of  material  of  this  sort 
sufficient  to  permit  better  instruction  in  medicine  and  so  as  to  allow 
the  assignment  of  bodies  directly  to  official  examining  boards,  such 
as  those  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  in  order  to  enable  them  better  to 
determine  the  qualifications  of  candidates  coming  before  them.  The 
present  law  has  provided  somewhat  less  than  one  cadaver  per  annum 
for  every  eight  medical  and  dental  students,  a  number  manifestly 
insufficient  for  proper  instruction. 

Diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  as  shown  by  the  number  of  reported 
cases,  have  prevailed  less  during  the  past  year  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  value  to  the  community  of  the  wards  for  minor 
contagious  diseases,  recently  provided  by  Congress,  has  been  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  that  approximately  11  per  cent  of  all  reported  cases 
of  scarlet  fever,  and  22  per  cent  of  "all  reported  cases  of  diphtheria, 
have,  by  their  own  choice,  been  treated  in  such  wards.  These  wards 
have,  moreover,  cared  for  16  cases  of  measles,  36  cases  of  erysipelas, 
and  1  case  of  chickenpox. 

The  scope  of  the  disinfection  service  is  gradually  broadening  with 
the  increased  knowledge  of  the  community  relative  to  the  utility  of 
disinfection  in  the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases  generally.  The 
increased  work  has  been  due  chiefly  to  requests  for  the  disinfection  of 
tuhercul '  occupied  by  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary

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Attention  is  again  invited  to  the  necessity  for  amending  the  law 
regulating  the  sale  of  milk.  The  good  that  has  apparently  been  accom- 
plfshed  by  the  existing  statute  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  death  rate 
of  children  under  1  year  of  age,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the  entire 
population,  which  during  the  5  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  law 
was  5.91,  has  during  the  corresponding  period  since  its  passage  fallen 
to  4.87.  Even  such  mortality  among  this  class  of  the  population  as 
now  occurs  is  believed  to  be  due  in  great  part  to  the  sale  of  milk  more 
or  less  advanced  toward  souring,  and,  while  no  law  or  regulation  can 
prevent  householders  from  caring  for  milk  in  an  improper  way  after 
its  purchase,  some  action,  it  is  believed,  should  be  taken  toward  pro- 
viding for  its  sale  and  delivery  in  the  best  possible  condition,  so  that 
those  who  may  be  able  and  willing  to  care  for  it  properly  after  its 
purchase  can  do  so. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  urgent  need  for  a  new  pound.  The  pres- 
ent structure,  unsatisfactory  at  best,  has  been  rendered  even  more  so 
by  reason  of  certain  changes  in  the  grades  of  the  streets  in  its  vicinity. 

The  establishment  of  a  system  of  medical  inspection  in  the  public 
schools  is  again  recommended  by  the  health  officer.  Results  accom- 
plished in  other  communities  as  the  outcome  of  such  an  inspection 
service  have  fully  justified  a  demand  for  its  recognition  as  a  part  of 
our  municipal  system.  Accomplishing  as  it  does  the  double  object  of 
conserving  the  health  of  the  individual  pupil  by  direct  medical  over- 
sight and  of  preventing  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  among  the 
pupils  generally,  its  desirability  does  not  seem  to  be  open  for  question. 
It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  appropriation  which  has  been 
asked  for  its  establishment  and  maintenance  will  be  granted. 

The  need  for  the  establishment  of  municipal  bath  houses,  which,  too, 
is  recommended  by  the  health  officer,  is  so  apparent  as  to  need  no 
argument  in  its  support. 


SMOKE  INSPECTION. 


During  the  past  year  successful  prosecutions  for  alleged  violations 

or  the  smoke  law  were  maintained  in  seven  cases,  a  fine  of  $10  having 
been  imposed  in  each  case.  In  three  other  cases  warrants  were  issued 
and  the  defendants  brought  into  court.  Two  of  such  cases  were,  how- 
ever, continued  by  the  court  indefinitely  because  of  the  production  of 
contracts  for  the  installation  of  smoke-preventing  devices,  and  the 
Wiird  was  continued  to  enable  the  defendant  to  procure  additional  wit- 
nesses.  In  the  first  two  cases  devices  have  been  duly  installed  and  the

ELECTRICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  proposition  to  place  this  department  on  the  same  basis  as  other 
departments  of  the  District  government  by  providing  on  the  annual 
rolls  for  those  per  diem  employees  whose  services  are  now  continuous 
is  again  urgently  recommended. 

The  extension  of  the  incandescent  electric-lighting  system  is  pre- 
vented east  of  Rock  Creek  by  lack  of  authority  in  the  Commissioners 
to  grant  permission  for  the  erection  of  the  necessary  wires  and  poles. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  Commissioners  be  given  such  authority  as 
will  enable  them  to  erect  wires  and  poles  east  of  Rock  Creek  and  out- 
side of  the  tire  limits. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac 
Telephone  Company  is  prevented  from  building  conduits  either  to  bury 
its  existing  wires  or  to  make  extensions  to  its  existing  underground 
system,  while  the  electric-lighting  companies  enjoy  unlimited  privi- 
leges in  this  direction.  The  telephone  company  is  ready  and  willing 
to  take  down  a  great  many  of  its  overhead  lines,  which  it  can  not  do, 
however,  without  the  building  of  additional  conduits.  A  carefully 
drawn  bill  (H.  R.  9053)  having  many  features  which  it  would  be 
desirable  to  have  enacted  was  introduced  in  the  last  Congress,  which 
would  relieve  this  restricted  condition  of  affairs. 

A  bill  was  again  introduced  at  the  last  session  of  Confess  requiring 
every  railway  company  in  the  District  to  install  and  use  metallic-circuit 
trolley  systems,  either  overhead  or  underground,  and  to  abandon  the 
use  of  rail  and  ground  returns.  This  measure  is  of  considerable 
importance  in  affording  protection  to  subservice  pipes,  cables,  wires, 
and  other  metallic  constructions,  and  should  be  passed.  The  Washing- 
ton rracfaon  and  Electric  Company,  anticipating  such  legislation,  has 
rebuilt  a  large  portion  of  the  overhead-trolley  lines  controlled  by  it

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card-index  system,  whereby  the  speedy  examination  of  the  records  of 
all  assessments  is  greatly  facilitated. 

The  triennial  assessment  by  the  board  of  assistant  assessors  will  be 
completed  January  6,  1902.  The  work  of  the  board  of  equalization 
and  review  will  be  finished  in  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  June,  1902, 
and  the  new  assessment  will  be  the  basis  of  taxation  for  the  three  years 
beginning  July  1,  1902.  The  new  assessment  will  also  be  placed 
upon  the  card  index,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  $2,500  has  been 
recommended. 

The  preparation  of  the  new  system  brought  to  official  notice  many 
arrears  of  taxes.  Although  not  required  to  do  so  by  any  law,  the  asses- 
sor deemed  it  well  to  notify  property  owners  of  such  arrears,  and  the 
result  has  been  the  receipt  of  a  large  amount  of  back  taxes  of  which 
many  owners  seem  to  have  been  unaware.  Another  evident  result  of 
the  adoption  of  the  system  has  been  the  prevention  of  duplicate  pay- 
ment of  taxes. 

COLLECTOR  OF  TAXES'  OFFICE. 

The  general  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901,  were 
collected  in  one  installment  during  the  month  of  May  last,  pursuant 
to  the  requirements  of  "An  act  to  regulate  the  collection  of  taxes  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,"  approved  June  6,  1900.  The  amount  col- 
lected was  $27,960*. 57  more  than  the  collections  received  in  1900  under 
the  two-installment  system,  which  seems  to  indicate  that  if  there  is  any 
advantage  it  is  on  the  side  of  the  one-installment  plan. 

The  force  under  the  control  of  the  collector  has  for  some  years  past 
been  insufficient  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  it  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  the  public  and  creditable  to  the  office.  The  normal  increase 
in  business  has  far  exceeded  the  additions  to  the  force  provided  to 
conduct  it.  The  adaptation  of  a  card  system  to  the  several  tax  offices 
has  also  imposed  additional  duties  upon  the  collector,  and  requires  a 
corresponding  augmentation  of  his  force.  The  collector,  in  his  annual 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  1899,  to  which  attention  is  respectfully 
invited,  explains  at  length  the  occasion  for  further  assistance.  In 
order  to  meet  this  need,  the  Commissioners  have  included  in  their 
estimates  for  1903  a  recommendation  for  an  increase  of  an  assistant 
cashier  and  two  coupon  clerks  in  this  branch  of  the  public  service,  and 
earnestly  recommend  that  thev  be  provided.

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HARBOR  MASTER. 


The  harbor  master  reports  another  year  of  arduous  and  faithful 
work.  His  facilities  have  been  increased  by  the  improvements  to  the 
harbor  boat  Vigilant  of  the  new  boiler  last  year  and  the  new  engine 
appropriated  for  in  the  fiscal  year  just  closed.  The  harbor  master  asks 
for  an  increase  in  the  item  for  miscellaneous  expenses,  because  of  the 
necessarily  added  cost  of  maintaining  the  boat  with  this  new  and  larger 
machinery,  which  has  materially  raised  the  efficiency  of  the  vessel. 

The  harbor  master  once  more  recommends  that  a  night  crew  be  fur- 
nished for  the  great  amount  of  extra  work  that  must  be  done  by  the 
boat  at  night,  and  he  also  asks  that  a  naphtha  launch  be  provided  for 
the  work  of  dragging  the  river  for  corpses. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  harbor  master  be  made  a 
captain  in  the  police  force,  and  that  the  administration  of  the  police 
department  over  his  work  be  made  closer  and  more  immediate. 

EXCISE  BOARD.

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1  1901.    The  sealer  recommended  to  the  Commissioners  a  tolerance 
and  also  a  fee  for  the  inspection  and  sealing  of  these  bottles,  based 
upon  an  estimate  of  the  number  in  use.    In  an  order  of  the  Commis- 
sioners under  date  June  17,  1901,  recommendations  were  adopted. 
This  order  was  suspended  to  July  10  and  again  to  July  23,  1901,  upon 
request  of  the  Milk  Dealers  and  Producers'  Association  to  give  it  time 
to  ascertain  the  number  of  bottles  in  use,  with  the  object  of  reducing 
the  fee.    Upon  the  representations  of  this  association,  after  due  con- 
sideration, the  sealer  recommended  a  reduction  in  the  fee,  which  was 
adopted  in  the  order  of  the  Commissioners  dated  July  29,  1901,  fixing 
tolorance  and  a  fee  of  50  cents  per  100  bottles;  and  an  official  notifica- 
tion was  sent  to  each  milk  dealer  doing  business  in  the  District. 
When  the  inspection  was  taken  up,  the  fees  in  one  or  two  instances 
were  paid  "under  protest;"  in  another  the  dealer  refused  to  pay  the 
fee,  and  still  another  refused  to  exhibit  his  measures.    In  the  two  last- 
mentioned  cases  the  matter  was  taken  to  court  with  the  idea  of  having 
it  adjudicated,  as  there  appeared  to  be  a  combination  of  the  dealers 
for  the  purpose  of  resisting  the  carrying  out  of  the  law  according  to 
official  interpretation.    These  dairymen  present  their  bills  for  a  num- 
ber of  " quarts,"  " pints,"  etc.,  and  their  measure  is  the  bottle.  The 
cases  have  been  delayed  in  court  on  account  of  absence  of  counsel  and 
the  use  of  the  jury  by  another  branch  of  the  court,  and  the  office  is 
now  awaiting  a  decision  before  proceeding  with  a  further  inspection 
and  sealing  of  these  measures. 

The  second  assistant  has  been  engaged  upon  other  work  connected 
with  the  department.  The  increased  receipts  will  cover  the  additional 
expense  and  the  department  continue  to  be  self-sustaining.  A  decision 
in  the  cases  referred  to  will  undoubtedly  be  reached  at  an  early  date 
and  the  sealer  will  know  on  what  premises  he  stands. 

THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  ANACOSTIA  RIVER. 

In  their  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1900  the  Commissioners 
expressed  at  length  their  views  respecting  the  reclamation  and  improve- 
ment of  the  flats  of  the  Anacostia  River  within  the  District,  and  take 
occasion  to  again  present  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  Congress  in 
the  belief  that  it  will  be  the  subject  of  early  and  favorable  action. 

DISTRICT  BUILDING. 

The  Commissioners  again  advert  to  their  recommendations  for  a 
District  building  which  should  comport  in  capacity,  security,  and 
appearance  with  the  requirements  and  dignity  of  the  local  government 
at  the  National  Capital.  The  desire  for  such  a  structure  is  not  only 
ounded  upon  a  commendable  public  spirit,  but  upon  the  absolute 
necessity  to  replace  with  suitable  accommodations  the  present  rented 
apartments,  which  are  overcrowded  and  in  many  other  respects  illy 

%ted -to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  used. 

ne  legislation  already  projected  in  that  direction  indicates  that 
H  °gr.ess  (luly  appreciates  this  need,  and  that  provision  for  the  erec- 

on  oi  an  appropriate  building  for  the  district  offices  will  be  made  in 
lne  near  future. 
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BATHING  BEACH. 


Nearly  48,000  bathers  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunities 
afforded  by  the  bathing  beach.  This  seems  to  indicate  that  it  meets 
an  extensive  public  demand  and  that  liberal  provision  should  be  made 
for  its  support  and  improvement,  or  that  public  bathing  facilities,  at 
least  equally  suitable,  should  be  established.  The  reports  of  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  this  institution,  and  of  the  superintendent,  outline 
a  number  of  methods  by  which  such  improvement  may  be  attained. 


PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS. 


Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Congress  has  dedicated  to  the  purpose 
of  public  physical  diversion  a  portion  of  the  Government  grounds  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Washington  Monument,  there  is  great  need  for 
additional  advantages  of  the  same  kind,  as  it  is  not  practicable  for  all 
the  people  of  the  District  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunities so  provided  to  do  so.  These  facilities  are  not  only  deficient 
in  capacity,  but  so  remote  from  some  of  the  thickly  settled  portions  of 
the  city  as  to  be  practicably  inaccessible  to  many  who  have  the  most 
need  for  them.  It  is  very  desirable  that  suitable  public  playgrounds 
be  established  in  several  sections  of  the  District  so  as  to  be  convenient 
ot  access  to  all. 

WHOLESALE  MARKET. 

The  conditions  of  the  wholesale  market  on  the  reservation  on  B 
street  between  Tenth  and  Twelfth  calls  for  early  remedial  action.

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Shortly  after  the  passage  of  the  acts  of  Congress  referred  to  above, 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  secured  a  controlling  interest  in 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company.  This  change  of  relations  between 
the  two  companies  has  brought  apparently  within  reach  still  further 
improvements  long  desired  by  those  who  have  the  welfare  of  the  city 
at  heart.  A  union  station,  accommodating  all  steam  railroads  enter- 
in"-  the  city,  together  with  the  clearance  of  tracks  and  stations  from 
the  Mall,  in  addition  to  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings,  seem  to  be 
within  sight. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  is  willing  to 
do  its  share  in  accomplishing  these  desired  objects.    Shortly  after  the 
consolidation  of  interests  referred  to  above,  its  officers  intimated  to  the 
Commissioners  that  they  were  aware  there  was  more  or  less  sentiment 
in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  union  passenger  station  in  Washing- 
ton and  they  realized  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  such  a  station,  if 
the  same  could  be  established  in  fairness  to  all  the  railroad  interests 
and  the  public,  although  the  problem  was  a  very  difficult  one  to  work 
out.   They  suggested  that  the  only  proposition  they  had  been  able  to 
figure  out,  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  all  interests,  would  be  to  con- 
nect the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  lines  on  Delaware  avenue  with 
the  Pennsylvania  tracks  on  Virginia  avenue  by  means  of  a  double-track 
tunnel  from  the  ground  just  north  of  C  street  NE.,  thence  following 
the  line  of  First  street  east  to  B  street  south,  thence  curving  into 
Virginia  avenue  near  First  street  west.    This  would  permit  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  through  station  on  the  site  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company's  terminal  property  at  Delaware  avenue  and  C 
street  NE.,  and  would  contemplate  the  rebuilding  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Potomac  Railroad  through  Washington  as  already  authorized  by  Con- 
gress, with  the  exception  of  the  branch  and  station  on  the  Mall. 

A  large  union  station  could  thus  be  provided  on  an  eligible  site, 
with  a  through  station  and  a  stub  station— the  railway  company  deeming 
the  latter  a  necessary  essential  in  Washington — because  the  bulk  of 
the  traffic  from  the  North  stops  at  Washington,  and  the  bulk  of  the 
traffic  from  the  South  also  stops  at  Washington,  but,  of  course,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  have  a  through  connection  for  the  through 

North  and  South  passenger  trains,  as  otherwise  it  would  mean  a  long 

detour. 


The  Commissioners  at  once  took  up  the  matter  and  a  study  was  made 
ot  the  project  as  outlined  above.    No  insurmountable  engineering  dif- 


problems  that  have  confronted  the  city 
years,  namely,  the  clearance  of  the  Mall  of  railroad  obstructions  and 
the  erection  of  a  union  station  accommodating  all  railroads  entering 
the  city;  and  they  recommend  that  the  necessary  legislation  be  enacted 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  to  secure  these  great  improvements  in 
terms  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  District  of  Columbia. 

STREET  AND  ALLEY  PAVEMENTS. 

asnheumaterials  used  for  street  pavements  during  the  year  were 
asnhlf  ^phalt  block>  and  macadam;  40,832  square  yards  of  sheet 
of  in  1 1  ,85B  S(mare  yards  of  asphalt  block,  and  82,806  square  yards 
macadam^  being  laid.    This  was  all  new  work  upon  streets  hereto- 
u»provided  with  improved  pavement.    In  connection  and  addition

to  the  above,  306,000  cubic  yards  of  grading  was  accomplished.  The 
prices  paid  were,  for  sheet  asphalt  on  6-inch  concrete  base,  $1.79$  per 
square  yard,  and  for  asphalt  block  on  gravel  base,  $1.77  per  square 
yard.  For  the  coming  year  the  prices  will  be  $1.72  for  sheet  asphalt 
and  $1.77  for  asphalt  block. 

Vitrified  block  and  asphalt  block  were  used  for  paving  alleys,  about 
12,000  square  yards  of  the  former  and  13,000  square  yards  of  the 
latter  being  laid.    This  work  was  done  by  day  labor. 

The  recommendation  is  renewed  that  all  granite-block  pavements  in 
the  city  be  replaced  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  sheet  asphalt  or  asphalt 
block.  Objections  to  the  rough  and  noisy  granite-block  pavements 
are  being  continually  received,  and  under  the  conditions  prevailing  in 
Washington,  where  smooth  pavements  are  the  rule,  it  is  believed  that 
relief  should  be  afforded. 

SIDEWALKS. 

During  the  year  67,176  square  yards  of  cement  sidewalk  were  laid, 
and  4,035  square  yards  of  brick  sidewalk.  The  prices  for  cement  side- 
walk were  $1.05£  and  $1.18!  per  square  yard,  the  latter  price  prevail- 
ing upon  streets  in  the  county  not  provided  with  roadway  pavements. 
For  the  coming  year  the  prices  will  be  89  cents  and  $1.07  per  square 
yard,  respectively. 

The  amount  of  brick  walk  laid  has  steadily  decreased  from  year  to 
year.  1  he  first  cost  of  a  brick  walk  is  but  little  less  than  one  of 
cement,  while  the  advantages  of  the  latter  are  incomparably  greater. 
It  is  almost  impossible  to  maintain  a  smooth  brick  sidewalk  in  Washing- 
ton  on  account  or  tree  roots  which  grow  up  under  the  pavement  and 
displace  the  bricks.  The  cement  walk,  however,  is  not  so  easily 
affected,  although  with  some  variety  of  trees-notably  the  Carolina

mult  in  1875.    It  ,s  unsightly,  much  too  nar- 
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row.  and  structurally  unfit  for  the  heavy  traffic  imposed  upon  it.  The 
recommendation  is  renewed  that  it  be  replaced  by  a  modern  structure 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

The  act  making  appropriations  for  the  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the 
Government  for  the  fiscal  year  1901  contained  the  following  item  under 
the  head  of  Zoological  Park: 

For  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  Rock  Creek  on  the  line  of  the  roadway  from 
Quarry  road  entrance,  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  Commissioner  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  $22,000,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  revenues  of  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

The  old  bridge  was  built  of  timber  and  iron  and  was  in  an  unsafe 
condition.  Plans  for  the  new  bridge  were  prepared  by  the  Melan  Arch 
Construction  Company,  under  the  direction  of  this  office,  and  the 
bridge  has  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of  sidewalks  and  the 
grading  of  the  creek,  for  which  purpose  a  balance  of  $775  of  the  appro- 
priation remains  available.  The  bridge  is  constructed  of  concrete 
throughout  with  a  cement  mortar  face.  It  consists  of  a  single  arch  of 
80-foot  span  with  a  roadway  19  feet  wide  and  two  6-foot  sidewalks. 

Under  the  emergency  appropriation  to  repair  damages  done  by  the 
storm  of  June  2,  1900,  a  concrete-steel  bridge  with  granite  face  has 
been  erected  over  Piney  Branch  on  the  line  of  the  drive  along  Rock 
Creek  in  place  of  the  bridge  washed  away.  The  new  bridge  has  a 
span  of  24  feet  and  a  roadway  23  feet  wide. 

Contract  has  also  been  entered  into  for  the  construction  of  a  con- 
crete arch  bridge  over  Broad  Branch  on  the  line  of  Argyle  road. 
This  work  is  now  in  progress.  The  bridge  will  have  a  span  of  24  feet 
and  a  roadway  23  feet  wide.  Mr.  Glenn  Brown  assisted  the  office  in 
preparing  the  plans  for  this  work. 

The  $40,000  appropriated  on  account  of  the  Connecticut  avenue- 
bridge  across  Rock  Creek  will  enable  the  office  to  complete  the  foun- 
dations of  all  the  piers,  from  two  to  nine  inclusive. 
tij  .thousand  dollars  was  provided  on  account  of  work  on  the 
Massachusetts  avenue  bridge  over  Rock  Creek.  This  makes  a  total 
oi  $225,000  for  the  bridge  and  will  be  sufficient  to  complete  it.  It  is 
expected  that  the  masonry  arch  of  the  bridge  will  soon  be  completed, 
alter  which  a  fill  of  250,000  cubic  yards  will  be  necessary  in  order  to

The  location  for  the  inverted  siphon  has  been  changed,  so 
that  its  axis  is  about  normal  with  the  proposed  channel  lines,  and  its 
length  has  been  considerably  reduced.    Several  trunk  lines  have  been 
added  to  the  project.    First,  a  trunk  sewer  to  provide  the  properties 
within  the  low  section  of  the  city  adjacent  to  Pennsylvania  avenue  NW., 
between  First  and  Fifteenth  streets,  with  adequate  sewerage  facilities 
for  cellars;  second,  the  extension  of  the  east  side  intercepting  sewer 
from  Twelfth  street  east  to  Twenty -first  street;  third,  the  extension  of 
the  northeast  boundary  sewer  from  its  present  outlet  to  a  point  near 
Twenty-first  and  A  streets  NE.    Work  is  now  in  progress  upon  the

BUILDINGS  AND  BUILDING  INSPECTION. 

The  report  of  Mr.  John  B.  Brady,  inspector  of  buildings,  gives 
detailed  information  concerning  building  operations  during  the  year. 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  builders 
and  architects  of  the  inconvenience  and  loss  of  time  incurred  in  secur- 
ing permits  and  having  plans  examined  in  the  office  of  the  inspector  of 
buildings.  This  was  largely  due  to  the  utter  inadequacy  of  the  force 
of  the  office  to  meet  the  heavy  demands  upon  it,  and  partly  to  the  sys- 
tem made  necessary  by  the  law  concerning  permits  for  projections 
beyond  the  building  line.  Since  the  first  of  the.  present  fiscal  year  the 
office  force  has  been  somewhat  augmented,  as  provided  for  by  Con- 
gress, and  the  conditions  are  considerably  better  than  they  were  for- 
merly, although  the  force  is  still  insufficient  to  properly  attend  to  the 
business  of  the  office,  and  in  the  annual  estimates  increases  have  been 
recommended  which  are  believed  to  be  necessary  for  the  good  of  the 
service. 

With  regard  to  projections  beyond  the  building  line,  the  law  pro- 
vides that  permits  for  these  shall  be  issued  only  upon  the  concurrence 
of  the  three  Commissioners  and  the  Secretary  of  War.  Each  appli- 
cation has  to  go  through  the  following  routine:  First,  it  is  submitted 
to  the  inspector  of  buildings,  who  sees  that  it  conforms  to  the  building 
regulations  and  then  forwards  it  to  the  Commissioners,  by  whom  it 
is  individually  approved  if  considered  advisable,  and  then  the  appli- 
cation is  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War;  he  returns  it  to  the  office  of 
the  Commissioners,  and,  if  approved,  the  building  inspector  thereupon 
issues  the  permit.  This  process  takes  from  a  week  to  ten  days — a 
delay  which  causes  a  great  deal  of  irritation  to  those  applying  for  the 
permit.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  permit  finally  obtained  gives  the  appli- 
cant the  use  of  a  piece  of  Government  land  absolutely  free  of  charge, 
it  is  believed  that  the  cases  can  not  be  too  closely  scrutinized,  espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  tendency  is  to  take  every  square  inch 
that  can  possibly  be  obtained  under  the  schedule  of  projections,  and 

qUr,rt1e  of^en  to.  trJ  to  secure  still  more. 

rhe  Commissioners  believe  that  it  has  proved  a  mistake  to  grant 
projections  as  liberally  as  has  been  done  in  the  past.  It  is  the  rare 
exception  that  anyone  builds  a  house  without  taking  advantage  of  the 
pnyiiege  of  obtaining  a  few  feet  of  land  without  cost,  and  the  result 
£  toat  many  of  the  streets  of  Washington  which  were  noted  for  their 
breadth  and  beauty  are  now  lined  with  long  rows  of  bay  windows  and 
their  width  considerably  reduced. 


STREET  TREES.

-  l  k*01?  °*  tree  P*antmg  in  Washington  is  embraced  in  a  period 
with   t  y      last  tnirfcy  years,  as  previous  to  1871  trees  were  planted 
the  w- 1 system  and  generally  at  individual  expense.    On  account  of 
ae  r°adways  and  scattered  improvements,  trees  were  located 
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near  the  houses  and  were  few  in  number.  The  narrowing  of  the  road- 
ways and  the  planting  of  trees  along  the  curb  line  was  inaugurated  by 
a  public  act  approved  April  6,  1870. 

The  present  system  of  tree  planting  under  the  District  authorities 
was  instituted  in  September,  1871,  by  the  board  of  public  works,  and 
all  trees  now  at  the  curbs  have  been  put  there  since  that  date.  A 
commission,  consisting  of  William  R.  Smith,  William  Saunders,  and 
John  Saul,  acted,  by  request,  as  an  advisory  board  during  the  early 
years  of  planting.  The  report  of  this  commission  in  1872  recommended 
as  best  for  curbstone  trees  the  silver  maple,  the  American  linden, 
European  sycamore  maple,  the  American  elm,  the  tulip  tree,  the 
sugar  maple,  the  sweet  gum,  the  red  maple,  the  Norway  maple,  the 
negundo,  the  American  ash,  and  the  plain  trees.    During  later  years 
(since  August,  1884)  Mr.  Trueman  Lanham  has  acted  as  superintendent 
of  parking,  having  charge  of  the  planting  and  care  of  street  trees  and 
making  a  close  study  of  the  work  under  his  supervision. 

These  thirty  years  of  tree  planting  furnish  a  thorough  test  of  the 
varieties  of  trees  best  adapted  to  city  streets,  and  as  a  result  of  this 
experience  there  has  been  a  gradual"  evolution  in  regard  to  the  selec- 
tion of  trees  as  well  as  in  their  care  and  the  mode  of  planting.

Gentlemen:  I  have  no  suggestions  to  make  of  sufficient  importance 
to  bring  to  your  attention  respecting  the  business  of  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  Board,  especially,  other  than  to  renew  those  submitted 
in  my  report  for  the  liscal  year  1900. 

The  need  for  a  librarian  and  suitable  accommodations  for  the  increas- 
ing accumulation  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  other  publications  grows 
more  pressing  with  each  year. 

In  my  judgment,  a  committee  should  be  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  whether  a  single  system  should  be  established  for  keeping  the 
correspondence  records  of  all  the  departments.

RESTORATION  OF  PORTRAITS. 


The  appropriation  act  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901,  approved 
June  6,  1900,  contained  the  following  item:  'fcFor  restoration  and 
preservation  of  portraits  belonging  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  £900." 

So  soon  as  this  appropriation  became  available  the  Commissioners 
directed  the  publication  of  an  advertisement  for  proposals  to  do  the 
work,  as  follows:

Sealed  proposals,  indorsed  "Proposals  to  repair  portraits,"  will  be  received  at  this 
office  until  12  o'clock  m.  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  instant,  to  repair  the  following  por- 
traits belonging  to  the  District  of  Columbia:  Philip  Doddridge,  Joseph  Gales,  jr., 
Samuel  L.  Southard,  Charles  Fen  ton  Mercer,  George  Washington,  Henry  Clay,  Andrew 
Jackson,  W.  W.  Corcoran,  Alexander  Thompson,  and  W.  W.  Seaton.  The  work 
consists  of  rehiring  with  waterproof  backing  where  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commis- 
sioners; cleaning,  retouching,  varnishing,  tilling  cracks  where  necessary,  and  feeding 
the  paintings  with  oil.  All  walnut  frames  must  be  firmly  jointed  and  oiled,  and  the 
parts  which  are  now  gilded  must  be  regilded  with  all-gold  leaf  in  mat  or  oil;  all 
frames  now  gilded  must  be  likewise  repaired  and  gilded  in  all-gold  leaf  in  the  same 
manner.  All  work  to  be  done  in  the  best  manner  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commissioners,    The  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  is  reserved.

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awarded  to  Mr.  William  McGrath  the  work  of  relining  and  restoring 
the  full-length  portrait  of  Washington  and  cleaning  and  varnishing 
the  full-length  portraits  of  Jackson  and  Clay,  for  the  sum  of  $300. 
In  view  of  the  character  of  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Veerhoff  on  one  of 
the  portraits  restored  by  him,  the  Commissioners  awarded  to  him  the 
work  of  restoring  the  portraits  of  ex-Mayor  W.  W.  Seaton  and 
Hon.  Charles  Fenton  Mercer,  ex-member  of  Congress,  for  the  sum  of 
$25  each. 

With  the  approval  of  the  committee  aforesaid  they  also  awarded  to 
Mr.  Veerhoff  the  work  of  furnishing  a  frame  for  the  portrait  of  Pres- 
ident Washington  at  a  cost  of  $100,  with  a  plate-glass  front  at  an  addi- 
tional cost  of  $43,  and  the  regilding  of  the  frames  of  the  portraits  of 
Henry  ("lav  and  President  Andrew  Jackson  at  a  cost  of  $50  each.  Mr. 
Veerhotf  was  also  employed  in  repairing  and  revarnishing  six  frames  for 
portraits  of  Doddridge,  Southard,  Seaton,  Gales,  Mercer,  and  Thomp- 
son, for  $50;  placing  French  picture-glass  fronts  on  those  six  paintings 
and  that  of  the  late  Mayor  James  G.  Berret,  and  altering  the  hand  on 
one  of  the  portraits,  for  the  sum  of  $38;  boring  holes  in  glass  fronts 
of  the  legends  on  ten  of  the  portraits  for  $2,  and  cleaning  the  frame  of 
the  portrait  of  W.  W.  Coi  'co ran  for  $2. 

The  frame  of  the  Corcoran  portrait,  owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the 
appropriation  and  the  greater  need  of  the  other  portraits  for  glass  cov- 
erings, was  not  regilded,  but  it  is  so  unsightly  by  contrast  with  them, 
since  they  have  been  regilded,  and  is  otherwise  so  much  in  need  of 
repair,  as  to  require  immediate  attention.  If  the  portraits  of  Jackson, 
Clay,  and  Corcoran  are  also  protected  by  glass,  as  proposed,  they  will 
thereby  be  preserved  for  an  indefinite  period.  The  glass  is  needful  to 
protect  them  from  the  effect  of  the  atmosphere,  from  soiling,  and  from 
thoughtless  handling.

Occupants  of  dwelling  houses,  proprietors  of  boarding 
houses,  commission  warehouses,  hotels,  restaurants,  and  other  places 
where  garbage  is  accumulated,  and  owners  or  occupants  of  apartment 
or  tenement  houses  shall  provide  for  the  use  of  such  premises  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  receptacles  to  contain  all  garbage  which  may  accumu- 
late on  said  premises  during  the  usual  interval  between  the  collections 
of  garbage  therefrom,  and  shall  keep  such  receptacles  at  all  times  in 
good  repair.    Each  such  receptacle  shall  be  made  of  metal,  water- 
tight, provided  with  a  tight  cover  with  a  handle,  and  shall  be  so  con- 
structed that  the  contents  can  be  removed  therefrom  easily  and  without 
delav.    No  person  without  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  street 
cleaning  shall  use  for  the  reception  of  garbage  any  receptacle  having 
a  capacity  of  less  than  3  nor  more  than  10  gallons,  ror  more  than  one 
receptacle  containing  less  than  10  gallons.

Occupants  of  premises  from  which  ashes  are  collected  at 
public  expense  shall  provide  for  the  use  of  such  premises  a  sufficient 
number  of  metal  receptacles  to  contain  all  ashes  that  may  accumulate 
on  said  premises  during  the  usual  interval  between  the  collections  of 
ashes  therefrom  and  shall  keep  such  receptacle  or  receptacles  at  all 
times  in  good  repair;  each  such  receptacle  to  be  provided  with  a 
handle.  No  person,  without  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of 
street  and  alley  cleaning,  shall  deposit  ashes  for  collection  in  any 
receptacle  having  a  capacity  of  less  than  10  nor  more  than  24  gallons, 
nor  in  more  than  one  receptacle  containing  less  than  20  gallons. 

Sec.  12.  Receptacles  when  filled  must  be  placed  in  such  a  position 
as  to  be  easily  accessible  to  the  collector  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock 
a.  m.  and  6  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  day  on  which  the  collection  is  made 
from  the  premises. 

Sec.  13.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $1 
nor  more  than  $40  for  each  and  every  offense.

That  the  ordinance  to  revise,  consolidate,  and  amend  the  ordinances

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Since  my  last  annual  report  the  office  of  special  assessments  and  so 
much  of  the  water  registrar's  office  as  pertains  to  water-main  assess- 
ments have  been  consolidated  with  this  office,  and,  while  adding  largely 
toinv  responsibilities  and  duties,  has  been  a  decided  improvement  upon 
the  old  system,  especially  in  the  prompt  dispatch  of  business  and  in 
affording  increased  facilities  to  the  taxpayers.  The  various  items  of 
assessments  have  been  placed  on  the  card  index  and  the  searches  here- 
tofore occupying  considerable  time  have  been  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
This  much-needed  reform  was  practically  impossible  of  accomplish- 
ment until  an  appropriation  was  granted  by  Congress  for  the  purpose. 
It  is  hoped  to  make  this  branch  of  the  service,  as  well  as  all  other 
divisions  of  the  office,  attain  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency,  and  if 
Congress  will  still  further  give  us  needed  appropriations,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  of  the  result. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  IN  ESTIMATES. 


In  my  estimates  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  1902-1903  recommenda- 
tion is  made  for  placing  my  first  assistant  at  a  salary  commensurate 
with  the  importance  and  dignity  of  the  position,  commanding  a  knowl- 
edge of  all  the  details  of  the  office,  executive  ability,  strict  integrity, 
sound  judgment,  and  gentlemanly  courtes}7,  besides  the  superintend- 
ence and  direction  of  the  clerks  in  their  various  duties,  and  the  general 
management  of  the  office  in  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  assessor. 
1  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  Commissioners  and  Congress  the 
enactment  of  this  provision  into  law.  The  estimate  for  chief  clerk 
arrears  division  has  become  necessary  by  reason  of  the  additional 
responsibility  devolving  upon  that  branch  of  the  office,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  legislation  to  that  end  may  meet  with  approval. 


CURRENT  BUSINESS  OF  THE  OFFICE. 

The  past  year  has  been  unprecedented  in  the  volume  of  business 
transacted  in  the  various  branches  of  this  office,  and  has  taxed  the 
regular  and  temporary  force  to  the  utmost  degree,  involving  the 
working  of  extra  hours  by  the  regular  clerks  in  order  to  completely 
install  various  improved  systems  for  the  betterment  of  the  service  and 
the  protection  and  interest  of  the  taxpayers.  It  affords  me  pleasure 
jo  state  in  this  connection  that  the  clerks  and  officials  of  this  office  have 
>een  untiring  in  their  zeal  and  industry  to  accomplish  these  much- 
needed  reforms,  which  could  not  have  been  done  without  their  cordial 
cooperation.

until  the  first  Monday  in  June  following,  which,  when  completed,  will 
constitute  the  basis  of  assessment  for  the  three  years  commencing 
July  1,  1902. 

The  compilation  of  this  assessment  on  the  card  index  will  require 
considerable  labor,  and  is  required  to  be  done  by  a  corps  of  expert 
clerks,  which  is  practically  impossible  of  accomplishment  without  an 
additional  clerical  force,  and  I  am  therefore  compelled  to  urge  an 
appropriation  of  at  least  $2,500  for  the  purpose,  an  inconsiderable 
amount  when  compared  with  cost  of  preparing  numerical  books  in  past 
years,  which  usually  cost  from  $1,000  to  $6,000. 


ARREARS  OF  TAXES. 


The  successful  inauguration  of  the  card  system  of  arrears  has  been 
productive  of  incalculable  benefit  both  to  the  District  and  taxpayers 
alike,  and  has  been  the  means  of  clearing  up  the  back  taxes  to  a  con- 
siderable degree;  and  while  in  many  cases  the  owners  are  surprised  ir 
having  bills  sent  to  them  of  old  taxes  they  had  either  forgotten  on 
neglected,  yet  they  were  gratified  in  some  cases  to  know,  and  in  others 
inclined  to  put  the  blame  on  the  office.  Under  the  system  then  in 
vogue  the  responsibility  did  not  rest  with  the  office,  as  the  advertise- 
ment in  the  newspapers  and  pamphlet  was  deemed  sufficient  notice, 
there  being  no  other  provision  of  law,  nor  was  there  any  means  by 
which  notice  could  be  given  to  the  scores  of  delinquents  without  preju- 
dice to  the  current  business  of  the  office,  due  to  a  depleted  and  in  some 
respects  incompetent  clerical  force.    It  has  been  my  earnest  endeavor

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TAX  BILLS. 


The  method  adopted  the  past  year  in  noting  on  current  tax  bills  any 
arrears  of  taxes  has  proved  of  special  benefit  to  the  owners,  and  the 
many  complaints  that  they  were  not  informed  have  been  avoided,  thus 
for  all  time  settling  the  question  of  notice. 

In  this  connection  1  would  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year 
that  all  taxes  and  assessments  prior  to  July  1,  1900,  where  the  liens 
are  held  by  the  District  of  Columbia,  be  received  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  G  per  cent  per  annum  in  lieu  of  the  penalties  and  interest  now 
fixed  by  law,  provided  payment  be  made  between  the  1st  day  of  May, 
1902,  and  December  31,  ll*02,  both  dates  inclusive. 


TIME  FOR  PAYMENT  OF  TAXES. 


Under  the  act  approved  June  6, 1900,  public  No.  180,  provision  was 
made  for  the  payment  of  taxes  in  one  installment  in  the  month  of  May, 
1001.  which  act  also  provided  that  thereafter  taxes  may  be  paid  in  two 
installments,  namely,  first  installment  for  the  tax  year  1901-1902  in 
the  month  of  November,  1901,  and  if  not  paid  in  said  month  a  penalty 
of  1  per  cent  on  the  1st  day  of  December  and  a  like  penalty  on  the 
first  day  of  each  succeeding  month.  The  last  installment  is  payable  in 
May,  1902,  and  penalty  of  1  per  cent  attaches  for  nonpayment  on  the 
1st  day  of  June  and  a  like  penalty  on  first  day  of  each  succeeding 
month  until  day  of  sale.  Taxpayers  desiring  to  pay  the  whole  tax 
can  do  so  in  the  month  of  November,  1901. 


ANNUAL  TAX  SALE. 


The  preparation  of  the  delinquent-tax  list  for  the  annual  sale  must 
necessarily  be  delayed  in  its  commencement  until  within  about  six 
weeks  before  the  publication  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  and  sub- 
sequent sale  at  least  three  weeks  thereafter,  as  required  by  law,  and 
requires  the  combined  force  of  this  and  the  collector's  office  to  finish 
it  in  time.   The  reason  for  delay  is  to  afford  all  the  time  possible  for 

delinquents  to  pay  their  taxes*^  before  the  list  is  delivered  to  the 
printer. 


DUPLICATE  PAYMENTS.

REMISSION  OF  PENALTIES  AND  INTEREST. 

Applications  of  this  character  have  flooded  the  office  during  the  past 
year,  and  90  per  cent  of  such  cases  the  equities  warrant  relief,  hut 
from  lack  of  authority  of  law  have  to  be  acted  on  adversely.  I  desire 
to  renew  my  recommendation  that  some  provision  of  law  be  enacted 
vesting  the  Commissioners  with  power  to  remit  penalties,  interest, 
and  taxes  where  in  their  judgment  the  equities  are  strong  enough  to 
warrant  it,  and  thus  save,  the  District  and  property  owners  the  expense 
of  litigation. 

TRANSFERS  OF  REAL  ESTATE. 

The  duties  involved  in  the  transfers  of  real  estate  require  the  services 
of  three  expert  clerks,  one  to  transcribe  all  deeds,  wills,  and  decrees 
from  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds,  register  of  wills,  and  clerk's 
office  supreme  court  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  other  two  to  dissect 
the  various  items  and  enter  same  on  cards  and  ledgers,  requiring  great 
care  in  their  execution,  as  errors  in  this  line  would  involve  the  Dis- 
trict in  litigation  and  pecuniary  loss.  The  clerks  employed  on  this 
duty  receive  salaries  of  $1,200  and  $1,000,  respectively,  amounts  entirely 
incommensurate  with  the  responsibility  of  the  position.  The  number 
of  transfers  during  the  past  fiscal  vear  aggregate  5,210,  being  3,256  in 
the  city  of  Washington  and  1,954  in  the  countv  of  Washington,  an 
increase  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year  of  486.  It  is  estimated 
that  5,210  transfers  represent  about  15,000  pieces  of  property. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  TAXES. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  6,021  certificates  of  taxes  have  been  issued, 
a  decrease  though  scarcely  perceptible,  of  153  from  the  previous  year, 
requiring  the  services  of  three  clerks  in  making  the  examinations,  veri- 
fying, locating,  typewriting,  etc.  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  note  that 
not  a  single  error  has  come  to  my  knowledge,  thus  evidencing  a  marked 
improvement  in  this  service  over  past  years.

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TAX  EXEMPTIONS. 

The  many  exemptions  of  real  estate  coming  within  the  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  educational,  charitable,  and  ecclesiastical  establishments 
are  depicting  the  revenues  of  the  District  to  an  alarming  extent,  and 
some  modification  of  the  law  in  such  cases  is  imperatively  demanded. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  District  is  now  receiving  from  taxable  property 
only  about  44.70  per  cent;  exempt  property,  such  as  educational, 
churches,  charitable  institutions,  etc.,  2.02  per  cent;  District  of  Co- 
lumbia,  <U)4  per  cent,  and  United  States,  51.74  per  cent.  This  estimate 
of  United  States  property  does  not  include  streets  and  alleys.  It  is 
apparent  that  some  remedial  legislation  should  be  enacted  at  as  early 
a  date  as  possible,  with  a  view  to  prevent  further  reduction  of  the 
revenues  of  the  District. 

SUBDIVISION,  CONDEMNATION,  AND  TAX  DEED  CERTIFICATES. 

During  the  past  fiscal  }7ear  there  have  been  issued  415  free  certified 
statements  of  taxes  on  subdivisions,  condemnations  of  land,  and  tax 
deeds,  involving  not  only  unusual  care  in  their  preparation,  but  ad- 
ditiot  ial  service  of  the  clerks  outside  of  the  regular  routine  work  of 

the  ollice. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

There  have  boon  719  communications  received,  jacketed,  numbered 
and  entered,  in  nearly  every  case  indorsements  made  of  the  facts  for 
transmission  to  the  Commissioners  for  their  action.  This  does  not 
include  the  business  of  that  part  of  the  water  office  under  my  direc- 
tion, which  for  the  past  six  months  has  nearly  equaled  a  year's  work 
in  that  lino.  This  class  of  work  involves  skilled  knowledge  and  expe- 
rience, and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  I  have  been  ably  assisted  by 
my  first  assistant  and  the  water-tax  clerk. 


PUBLIC  EXAMINATION  OF  THE  RECORDS. 

The  act  of  May  13,  1892  (Public— No.  64),  relating  to  tax  sales  and 
taxes,  provides  in  the  concluding  lines  of  said  act  as  follows:

|aw  has  been  found  by  experience  to  be  too  broad  in  its  provi- 
*s, giving  to  the  public  privileges  and  access  to-the  records  in  many 
stances  detrimental  to  the  proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  this 
?ce,  and  affording  temptation  to  evil-disposed  persons  to  tamper  with 
ma  records.  The  assessor  is  required  to  bond  for  the  faithful  per- 
mance  of  duty,  and  necessarily  the  preservation  of  the  records,  and 
civo  ,V°werless  at  a11  times,  even  with  the  assistance  of  the  clerks,  to 
own  1  S('.rutiny  and  watchfulness  required.  It  is  essential  for  my

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The  following  recommendations,  which  are  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration in  compliance  with  your  order  of  April  1,  1901,  are  deemed 
necessary  for  the  improvement  of  the  efficiency  of  the  service  of  this 
department,  and  at  the  same  time  I  have  added  such  explanations  as 
may  lead  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  conditions  and  difficulties 
experienced  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  office,  with  a 
view  to  their  betterment. 

The  lack  of  sufficient  force  to  properly  transact  the  business  and 
give  to  taxpayers  that  prompt  and  satisfactory  service  which  they 
ought  to  have  has  long  been  apparent  to  everyone  who  is  brought 
into  business  relations  with  the  office.  Our  present  inadequate  force 
and  the  rapidly  increasing  business  of  the  office  would  suggest  a  large 
addition  to  the  number  of  clerks,  but  I  have  only  asked  for  such 
increase  as  has  been  found  by  experience  to  be  absolutely  necessary, 
namely,  an  assistant  cashier  and  two  coupon  clerks.  It  has  been 
clearly  demonstrated  that  one  cashier  can  no  longer  handle  the  large 
volume  of  business  that  passes  through  this  office;  hence  an  assistant 
is  a  necessity;  and  one  coupon  clerk  for  each  cashier,  to  examine,  com- 
pare, and  detach  coupons  and  stamp  bills  before  passing  to  the  cashier, 
is  also  necessary. 

Our  recommendations  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  office  are  based  on 
an  intimate  knowledge,  gained  by  experience,  of  what  is  necessary  for 
the  purpose,  hence  the  failure  of  Congress  to  supply  the  necessary 
assistance  to  enable  this  office  to  meet  its  growing  demands  has  been 
the  cause  of  embarrassment  during  the  past  four  years.  We  have 
repeatedly  asked  for  an  assistant  cashier,  and  our  recommendation  now 
becomes  more  urgent  for  the  reason  that  we  have  reached  that  point 
when  one  cashier  can  no  longer  perform  the  work  satisfactorily.  The 
same  can  be  said  of  our  request  for  additional  clerks;  but  one  was  pro- 
vided when  three  were  asked  for,  an  increase  then  needed  to  keep  pace 
with  the  additional  duties  devolving  on  the  office,  and  what  was  then  a 
need  is  now  a  necessity.

originally  intended,  owing  to  the  delay  caused  by  having  to  return 
such  a  large  number  of  bills  to  the  assessor  for  alteration.

Ther  1901  tax  in  one  installment  was  fully  justified  by  the  result, 
taxna  Was.no  complaint  or  apparent  embarrassment  on  the  part  of 
Myers  m  making  payments,  and  many  expressed  themselves  as 
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well  pleased  with  the  change  and  hoped  it  would  be  made  permanent. 
Instead  of  diminishing  receipts,  as  was  predicted  by  a  few  who  opposed 
the  single  payment,  our  receipts  were  larger  in  May,  1901  (single  pay- 
ment), than  in  November  and  May,  1900  (double  payment).

In  explanation  of  the  large  balance  of  unpaid  personal  tax  reported 
in  this  statement,  1  beg  to  state  that  it  is  made  up  mainly  of  assess- 
ments which  have  become  uncollectible  by  reason  of  retirement  from 
business,  removal  from  the  city,  death,  etc.,  of  the  persons  against 
whom  they  were  charged.  Other  assessments  on  this  account  are  fic- 
titious from  the  fact  that  they  were  arbitrarily  made  in  the  absence  of 
a  return,  as  required  by  law.  Since  1877  these  balances  have  been 
accumulating  until  they  have  reached  their  present  proportions,  and 
thus  they  remain  a  dead  letter.  By  eliminating  those  assessments 
which  are  uncollectible  for  reasons-  above  stated,  and  those  which  are 
barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  our  personal-tax  arrears  would  be 
greatly  reduced.  The  collections  on  account  of  personal  arrears  this 
year  were  19,209.90,  a  gratifying  exhibit;  but,  as  will  be  seen  upon 
examination,  they  were  on  account  of  the  years  1898,  1899,  and  1900 
only.  1  respectfully  suggest,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  statement 
ot  arrears  of  personal  tax  is  misleading,  as  it  represents  nothing  tan- 
gible upon  which  collections  can  be  made,  that  it  be  reduced  by  elimi- 
nating such  years'  balances  as  are  deemed  uncollectible  bv  lapse  of 
time.  J  r 

From  our  annual  tax  sale  this  year  for  the  delinquent  tax  of  1900 
the  District  realized  $116,913.30.  Compared  with  last  year,  this  shows 
a  decrease  of  130,000,  caused  by  the  fact  that  less  property  was  sub- 
ject to  sale  this  year,  which  curtailed  the  opportunity  of  bidders,  who 
were  as  numerous  and  anxious  to  purchase  as  heretofore. 

1  anticipate  no  diminution  in  the  amount  that  will  be  realized  from 
future  sales  except  where  affected  by  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
property  ottered  for  sale.  These  sales  have  become  very  attractive  to 
investors  and  are  ot  inestimable  value  to  the  District,  inasmuch  as 
they  stimulate  the  payment  of  taxes.  Out  of  town  buyers  have 
increased  from  one  to  three  while  every  year  adds  to  the  number  of 
home  investors.  In  view  of  these  facts,  it  easy  to  estimate  for  a  con- 
tinuance of  these  large  sales,  affected  onlv,  as  above  stated,  by  a 
decrease  in  amount  ot  property  delinquent  each  year.  The  additional 
laboi  imposed  upon  this  office,  resulting  from  these  large  tax  sales,

imdf  Option  of  property  and  to  avoid  errors,  would 
requue  the  constant  attention  of  two  efficient  clerks. 
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An  appropriation  of  $600,  made  last  year,  for  the  preparation  of 
certificates  and  record  of  sales  proved  inadequate  for  the  purpose.  1 
therefore  recommend  that  Congress  be  asked  for  an  appropriation  of 
Jl  000,  to  be  immediately  available,  for  the  payment  of  experienced 
clerks  to  be  selected  from  the  different  offices,  who  shall  perform  this 
work  after  office  hours  under  the  direction  of  the  collector  of  taxes. 

The  renewal  of  the  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  the  collection  of 
overdue  personal  tax  is  again  recommended.  The  services  of  an 
experienced,  authorized  collector  are  indispensable  for  this  purpose. 
In  older  to  collect  this  tax  from  many  persons  who  are  liable  for  it,  a 
personal  demand  must  be  made. 

Our  recommendation  for  an  increase  of  $200  in  the  salary  of  the 
deputy  collector  of  taxes,  which  has  heretofore  received  your  approval, 
isaoain  presented  for  favorable  consideration  and  such  action  on  your 
part  as  will  induce  Congress  to  grant  this  well-deserved  increase. 
The  position  is  one  of  great  responsibility,  its  duties  exacting,  and 
has  been  acceptably  and  ably  rilled  by  the  present  incumbent.  The 
salary  originally  estimated  for,  fc\000,  is  only  fair  compensation. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  salary  of  bank  messenger  be  increased 
to  $1,200.  This  position  is  one  of  responsibility  and  trust,  w  hich  the 
present  incumbent  has  tilled  with  entire  satisfaction.  He  is  required 
to  give  bond,  and,  in  addition  to  performing  his  duties  as  bank  messen- 
ger, he  renders  valuable  assistance  to  the  office  before  and  after  bank- 
ing hours,  being  an  accurate  and  competent  clerk. 

It  is  very  important  in  the  matter  of  advertising  and  selling  prop- 
erty for  unpaid  special  assessments  that  it  be  done  in  a  manner  that 
will  protect  the  District  from  loss.  We  have  recommended  in  former 
reports  that  Congress  be  asked  for  authority  to  divide  and  apportion 
all  charges  for  special  assessments  against  an  original  lot  among  its 
subdivisions  as  the  only  means  to  this  end,  and  we  urgently  renew  our 
recommendation.  No  action  being  taken  on  our  recommendation,  wre 
have  continued  to  advertise  such  assessments  in  full  against  each  sub- 
division of  an  original  lot.  All  such  collections  made  in  this  way  are 
illegal,  subject  to  refund,  and  a  loss  to  the  District,  according  to  an 
opinion  of  the  attorney  for  the  District.  As  this  method  jeopardizes 
the  collection  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  unpaid  assessments  on  origi- 
nal lots  which  have  been  subdivided,  it  is  important  that  action  be 
taken  in  the  matter  in  order  that  the  District  may  protect  its  interests. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state  that  we  were  materially  assisted  during 
°ur  busy  season  bv  a  detail  of  clerks  kindlv  allowed'  by  the  assessor. 

"  ith  the  aid  th  us  given,  our  force  was  enabled  to  dispatch  the  business 
of  the  office  without  delay  and  with  but  little  friction,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  it  required  much  explanation  to  reconcile  the  public 
to  the  new  order  of  things  and  allay  the  prejudice  which  a  change  from 
°W  methods  engenders. 

Inc  clerks  are  to  be  commended  for  their  patience  in  overcoming 
l.1"1  difficulties  of  the  situation  and  their  diligence  in  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  every  duty  imposed  upon  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITOR. 


Office  of  Auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 

Washinqton,  November  #7,  1001. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  series  of  tabu- 
lated statements,  marked  A  to  E,  respectively,  showing  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the  fiscal  year  which 
ended  June  30,  1901,  the  condition  of  the  revenue  account  on  that  date, 
and  the  balances  then  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  several  trust  funds 
and  the  various  appropriations  made  by  Congress. 

A  is  an  exhibit  of  the  revenue  account,  showing,  first,  the  cash  sur- 
plus on  hand  July  1,  1900,  together  with  the  receipts  from  taxes, 
licenses,  and  all  other  distinctively  District  of  Columbia  sources  of 
revenue,  and  one-half  of  lapsed  appropriations  credited  back  to  the 
genera]  fund;  second,  the  amount  appropriated  therefrom  to  meet  the 
payment  of  one-half  the  expenses  of  the  government,  and  third,  the 
amount  in  excess  of  revenues  received  during  the  year,  which  has  been 
advanced  by  the  United  States  under  the  act  of  February  11, 1901,  for 
the  general  expenses  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

B  is  a  general  statement  of  appropriations.  It  shows,  first,  the  total 
balance  of  appropriations  unexpended  and  subject  to  requisition  July 
1,  L900,  the  aggregate  amount  appropriated  for  the  year  under  various 
acts  of  ( Jongress,  and  repayments  to  appropriations  for  the  same  period; 
second,  the  amounts  advanced  therefrom  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  upon  requisitions,  and  third,  the  total  balances  of  appropri- 
tions  subject  to  requisition  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  June 
80,  1901. 

C  is  a  classified  statement  of  expenditures,  consisting,  first,  of  pay- 
ments by  the  disbursing  officer  in  checks  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States,  with  whom,  under  the  law,  all  moneys  advanced 
upon  requisition  are  deposited,  and  second,  of  requisitions  approved 
by  the  Commissioners  in  favor,  respectively,  of  the  officers  of  various 
charitable  institutions  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  as  ex 
officio  commissioner  of  the  sinking  fund,  on  account  of  principal  and 
Merest  of  the  bonded  debt. 

.^is  a  summary  of  the  account  of  C.  C.  Rogers,  disbursing  officer, 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States.  It  shows  the  deposits  made 
3  ™ L°*  amounts  received  from  requisitions  upon  the  Secretary 
w  fne  Treasury  on  account  of  the  general  expenses  of  the  District  of 
umunbia,  checks  drawn  against  the  same  by  him,  and  the  balance  sub-

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during  the  year;  second,  advances  made  to  the  disbursing  officer  upon 
requisitions  of  the  Commissioners,  and  third,  balances  subject  to  requi- 
sition remaining  in  the  Treasury  J  une  30,  1901. 


DEFICIT  IN  REVENUES. 


For  the  first  time  in  the  past  decade  of  its  history  the  revenues  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  are  found  to  be  insufficient  to  meet  its 
expenditures.  In  all  the  period  from  Jul}7  1,  1893,  to  June  30,  1900, 
the  collections  din  ing  each  year,  taken  in  connection  with  the  surplus 
on  hand  at  the  commencement  thereof,  were  more  than  sufficient  to 
meet  every  demand.  The  year,  however,  which  ended  June  30, 1901, 
closed  with  the  balance  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  ledger,  showing  an 
apparent  deficit  of  $716,155.38  if  all  appropriations  made  for  the  year 
are  treated  as  matured  obligations  on  that  date  and  charged  up  accord- 
ingly, or  an  actual  shortage  of  $220,182.57  if  only  appropriations  upon 
which  advances  had  then  been  made  are  considered  in  the  statement  of 
the  account. 

Among  the  causes  which  have  operated  to  produce  this  result  there 
are  two  which  would  seem  to  merit  special  mention,  the  first  being  the 
use  of  large  sums  derived  from  general  taxes  which  were  applied  in 
settlement  of  the  indebtedness  incurred  for  increasing  the  water  sup- 
ply, popularly  known  as  the  "tunnel  debt,"  and  the  second,  a  depar- 
ture from  the  terms  of  the  organic  act  in  appropriating  wholly  from 
District  revenues  for  expenditures  which  in  the  contemplation  of  that 
act  might  fairly  be  considered  as  payable  jointly  by  the  United  States 
and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  act  of  July  15,  1882,  as  supplemented  by  that  of  July  5,  1881, 
which  provided  for  the  construction  of  the  tunnel,  and  section  2  of  the 
District  appropriation  act  of  March  3, 1891,  relating  to  the  48-inch  and 
*  ourteenth-street  mains,  directed  that  the  one-half  of  the  cost  of  these 
works,  which  was  chargeable  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  should  be 
paid  from  the  water  fund  in  25  equal  annual  installments  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  deferred  payments. 
Under  these  provisions  12  installments  of  the  debt,  amounting  to 
^o31,332,42,  were  refunded  to  the  United  States  from  the  revenues  of 
the  water  department  without  any  appreciable  strain  or  embarrassment, 
lne  balance  of  this  indebtedness,  aggregating  $983,921.38,  was  paid 
from  the  general  fund  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  has  also  been 
called  upon,  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1901,  to  contribute  toward  the 
installation  of  the  filtration  plant  and  the  completion  of  the  Aqueduct 
&"*?ei  M  i> Howard  University  reservoir  the  additional  lump  sum  of 
•  \i  • a  contnl)utlon  t^t  might  better  have  been  made  a  charge 
against  the  income  of  the  water  department  to  be  returned  in  yearlv 
annual  installments,  as  stipulated  in  the  act  of  July  5,  1884. 

J  lie  second  factor  which  has  been  potent  in  causing  this  deficit  is 
the  payment,  exclusively  from  District  revenues,  for  the  extension  of 
streets  and  avenues  of  the  sum  of  1863,359.50.  As  the  additional 
allowances  made  on  this  account  since  June  30,  1901,  and  those  await- 
ing settlement  in  the  near  future  will  greatlv  augment  the  sum  total 
Of  these  unaided  expenditures,  it  is  clear  that  the  financial  condition  of 
the  District  is  such  as  to  awaken  grave  concern,  and  to  lav  upon  the 
shoulders  of  those  who  administer  its  affairs  a  burden  of  no  small 
responsibility. 
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ARREARS  OF  TAXES. 

I  have  received  from  the  assessor  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  care- 
fully prepared  statement  of  general  taxes  which  were  in  arrears  June 
30, 1901,  showing  the  amounts  uncollected  at  that  date  on  account  of 
the  various  levies  from  1881  to  1900,  inclusive.  This  list  of  balances 
is  an  outcome  of  the  application  of  the  card  system  to  assessment 
records,  and  as  it  is  believed  to  be  accurate  and  reliable,  will  be  made 
the  basis  of  a  readjustment  of  the  collector's  account  in  relation  to 
former  levies,  as  desired  by  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  Depart- 
ments, who,  in  making  his  customary  annual  statement,  has  found  it 
difficult  to  reach  a  satisfactory  conclusion  from  the  data  heretofore 
furnished. 

The  arrearages  on  levies  prior  to  1881  are  omitted  by  the  assessor 
because  of  a  judicial  decision  to  the  effect  that  the  collection  of  taxes 
in  arrears  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  is  barred  by  the  statute  of 
limitations.  The  case  quoted  in  support  of  this  contention  is  that  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  v.  The  District  of  Columbia 
(MacArthur's  Reports,  vol.  3,  p.  122). 

Such  a  consideration,  lacking  as  it  does  every  element  of  equity, 
should  not  be  allowed  to  go  unchallenged  in  the  interest  of  delinquent 
property  owners  if  it  were  possible  to  interpose  legislative  or  other 
preventive,  a  question  in  respect  of  which  opinions  differ.  1  confess 
mv  inability  to  solve  the  problem  unless,  as  suggested  recently  by  a 
brother  official,  the  solution  be  found  in  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the 
law  regulating  tax  collections  and  tax  sales,  which  provides  a  remedy 
that  may  be  drastic  but  is  unquestionably  just.  Objections  are  often 
urged  against  special  assessments  which  have  at  least  the  semblance  of 
justification,  but  1  can  imagine  no  good  reason  why  any  property  not 
I* rally  exempt  should  fail  to  bear  its  just  proportion  of  general  taxes 
Winch  are  levied  for  the  support  of  the  government. 

|  he  evil  of  delinquency  is  progressive  in  its  character,  each  year 
adding  its  quota  of  nonpaymg  property  owners  to  this  municipal  "black 
•st  and  some  measure  should  be  devised  to  stay  its  encroachment, 
'Hit  pending  this  action  it  might  be  well  to  offer  to  those  whose  titles 
are  thus  clouded  a  full  acquittance  upon  payment  of  the  actual  tax  with- 
out costs,  interest,  or  other  penalty.

PROPERTY  RETURNS.

CLAIMS  OF  FORMER  CONTRACTORS. 

I  had  hoped  to  be  able  ere  this  to  report  the  settlement  of  all  claims 
growing  out  of  contracts  made  by  the  board  of  public  works  during 
its  incumbency,  from  February  21,  1871,  to  June  20, 1874,  and  the  gov- 
ernment by  commissioners  which  succeeded  the  board  in  carrying 
forward  the  work  of  street  improvement,  but  the  Court  of  Claims, 
before  which  tribunal  they  are  pending,  has  found  it  impracticable  as 
yet  to  enter  up  judgments  in  these  cases.  The  taking  of  additional  tes- 
timony by  the  claimants  in  several  cases  where  new  trials  have  been 
granted,  and  the  necessity  for  securing  evidence  in  rebuttal  on  the  part 
of  the  District  have  contributed  to  the  delay  which  it  is  believed  will 
not  be  of  long  continuance. 


METROPOLITAN  POLICE  PENSION  FUND. 


Efforts  have  been  made  for  several  years  past  to  obtain  legislation 
in  behalf  of  the  widows,  orphans,  and  retired  members  of  the  Metro- 
politan police  force  who  are  in  receipt  of  pensions  under  the  act  of 
February  25, 1885,  and  whose  claims  prior  to  May,  1896,  were  reduced 
40  per  cent  in  amount  in  consequence  of  exhaustion  of  the  fund,  but 
so  far  without  receiving  Congressional  sanction. 

These  claims  have  heretofore  been  treated  as  ordinary  deficiencies  of 
the  Government  and  included  in  the  regular  estimates  therefor,  but, 
as  they  do  not  partake  of  this  character,  it  may  be  that  for  this  reason 
they  have  failed  to  receive  recognition,  and  that  better  fortune  would 
attend  the  efforts  to  secure  their  payment  if  the  question  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee  on  Claims,  a  recommendation  which  I  submit 
for  such  action  as  you  may  deem  proper. 

TRIBUTE  TO  EMPLOYEES. 

It  affords  me  now.  as  often  in  the  past,  sincere  gratification  to  com- 
mend the  worth  and  efficiency  of  my  colaborers  in  the  office,  who  have 
wrought  with  such  intelligent  zeal  and  faithfulness  in  the  discharge  of 
their  important  duties  as  to  reduce  the  cares  of  supervision  to  a  mini- 
mum and  to  entitle  them  to  your  most  favorable  consideration. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  business  of  the  office  continues  to  grow  in  volume  and  impor- 
tance as  shown  by  the  transactions  which  form  the  subject  of  this 
re5°!  lU,iU  claims'  Wable  from  appropriations  made  by  Congress, 
and  1 186  accounts  rendered  in  connection  with  deposits  made  by  citi- 
zens for  whole  and  half  cost  permit  work,  having  been  audited  and 
allowed  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTORNEY. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  % %  1901. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the 
business  of  the  office  of  the  attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

During  the  year  there  were  352  written  opinions  by  the  attorney  at 
the  request  of  the  Commissioners,  and  98  written  communications  to 
interested  parties  relative  to  pending  municipal  matters  and  suits. 

The  questions  submitted  for  opinion  by  the  Commissioners  embraced 
a  great  variety  of  subjects  relating  to  municipal  affairs,  including  tax- 
ation and  assessment,  street  extensions,  the  occupation  of  public  space, 
pending  legislation,  proposed  regulations,  and  the  construction  of  acts 
of  Congress. 

Oral  opinions  have  been  rendered  in  numerous  cases  submitted  by 
various  District  officials  concerning  matters  of  current  business  aris- 
ing in  the  administration  of  their  respective  departments. 

The  numerous  municipal  contracts  and  leases  and  bonds  to  secure 
performance  of  the  contracts  have  been  examined  and  certified  as  to 
sufficiency  of  form  and  about  100  tax  deeds  have  been  prepared. 

The  following  cases  were  instituted  against  the  District  of  Columbia 
in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  holding  an  equity 
court: 

D.  A.  Sanford  et  al.  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity  No.  21437. 
Bill  for  injunction  filed  May  18, 1900,  to  enjoin  the  District  from  taking 
possession  of  certain  lots  in  square  669  and  from  levying  certain 
assessments.  Under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  22,  1892,  to 
open  and  widen  alleys,  the  marshal's  jury  made  its  award  of  damages 
and  assessed  the  same  upon  property  in  said  square,  in  accordance  with 
the  said  act  of  Congress.  The  complainant  in  his  bill  claimed  that  the 
said  act  of  Congress  was  unconstitutional,  and  that  the  proceedings 
of  the  jury  were  therefore  void.  Demurrer  was  filed  in  behalf  of  the 
District  and  the  case  stands  for  hearing. 

.  John  Kennedy  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity  No.  21585.  Bill  for 
injunction  filed  July  21,  1900,  to  restrain  the  award  of  the  contract  for 
toal,  complainant  claiming  the  right  to  the  award  because  he  was  the 
lowest  bidder.  The  defense  was  that  complainant  was  not  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder.    On  August  3,  1900,  a  rule  for  injunction  issued 

jy  the  court  was  discharged  and  the  injunction  refused. 

m  i   !\ted  &tates  Electric  Lighting  Company  <y.  The  Commissioners, 

J ne  Dewey  Hotel  Company,  et  al.,  equity  No.  21741.    Bill  filed  Sep- 

( 111  >er  24,  1900,  for  an  injunction  against  the  construction  and  use  of 
certain  conduits  and  pipes  for  electric  lighting,  power,  and  steam  heat- 
y  and  service,  laid  in  Stanton  alley.  (See  reference  to  this  case  in 
t-ourtof  appeals  cases.) 

'Joseph  Schladt  v.  The  Commissioners,  equity  No.  22085.  Bill  for 
an  function  filed  February  27, 1901,  to  prevent  the  cutting  off  of  the 
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supply  of  Potomac  water  at  hotel  promises  1236  Thirty -second  street. 
The  defense  was  that  the  complainant  had  illegally  disconnected  the 
service  water  pipes  of  said  premises  from  the  water  meter;  that  having 
plead  guilty  in  the  police  court  to  the  charge  of  having  made  said 
unlawful  connection,  he  was  rendered  a  bill  according  to  schedule 
rates,  being  credited  with  the  amounts  paid  by  meter  rates,  and  notified 
that  the  supply  of  water  would  be  cut  oil'  unless  the  bill  was  paid.  On 
March  14,  1901,  the  restraining  order  which  had  been  issued  by  the 
court  was  discharged  and  the  injunction  refused. 

John  H.  Nolan  v.  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company, 
equity  No.  21886.  Bill  filed  November  28,  1900,  for  an  injunction 
against  the  stringing  of  certain  telephone  wires  across  the  sidewalk 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  house  connection  in  that  part  of  the  Dis- 
trict exterior  to  the  city  of  Washington.  In  order  to  make  a  test  case 
the  Commissioners  had  granted  a  permit  to  the  telephone  company  to 
string  two  wires  from  a  telephone  pole  on  Columbia  road  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a  house  connection  with  premises  No.  2438  Columbia 
road.  After  hearing  argument  upon  the  several  acts  of  Congress 
relating  to  overhead  wires  and  telephone  connections  and  a  full  presenta- 
tion of  the  views  of  the  Commissioners  thereon  which  had  led  them 
theretofore  to  refuse  such  permits  because  of  their  apparent  lack  of 
authority  to  grant  them  in  that  territory,  the  court  held  (29  Washing- 
ton Law  Reporter,  24)  that  the  Commissioners,  in  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  intrusted  to  them,  could  lawfully  grant  such  permits.  The 
injunction  was  therefore  refused. 

American  Security  and  Trust  Company  v.  District  of  Columbia, 
equity  No.  22392.  Bill  filed  June  20,  1901,  for  injunction  and  to 
cancel  certain  assessments  for  benefits  in  the  matter  of  the  opening  of 
Newport  place,  a  minor  street  in  square  69.  The  proceedings  to  open 
this  minor  street  were  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  July  22,  1892,  as  amended  on  August  24,  1894.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  act  is  unconstitutional  and  that  the  assessments  are 
void.    The  case  is  still  pending. 

The  following  mandamus  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
Commissioners: 

United  States  ex  rel.  Frederick  J.  Miller,  at  law,  No.  44401.  Peti- 
tion filed  January  2,  1901,  for  mandamus  to  require  the  issuance  of 
permit  to  erect  two  dwelling  houses  on  a  lot  less  than  50  feet  in  depth. 
After  a  hearing  the  court  dismissed  the  petition  on  grounds  not  involv- 
ing the  merits  of  the  controversy;  thereafter  the  application  was 
renewed.    (See  below.) 

United  Suites  ex  rel.  Michael  J.  O'Brien,  at  law,  No.  44608.  Peti- 
tion filed  April  6,  1901,  for  mandamus  to  restore  petitioner's  license 
as  a  master  plumber  and  gas  fitter.  Defense:  That  the  license  of  peti- 
tioner had  been  revoked  because  of  repeated  failures  to  comply  with 
the  plumbing  regulations.  On  May  24,  1901,  the  case  was  entered 
"dismissed,"  an  adjustment  of  the  matter  having  been  made  with  the 
Commissioners. 

United  States  ex  rel.  D.  Darby  Thompson,  at  law,  No.  44675. 
Petition  tiled  May  14,  1901,  for  mandamus  to  require  approval  of  his 
application  for  a  building  permit  for  a  "covered  porch"  on  the  front 
of  certain  buildings  erected  in  square  982.  Defense:  That  such  a  porch 
was  contrary  to  the  building  regulations.  On  May  3,  1901,  the  case 
was  entered  "  dismissed." 
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United  States  ex  rel.  Robert  Head  and  F.  K.  Percival,  at  law,  No. 
44485.  Petition  filed  January  16,  1901,  for  mandamus  to  compel  issu- 
ance of  permit  to  erect  a  market  building  on  lots  in  square  235. 
Defense:  That  the  necessary  written  consent  of  the  owners  of  the 
adjoining  property  had  not  been  obtained,  as  required  by  section  170 
of  the  building  regulations.  On  the  hearing  leave  was  given  the  peti- 
tioners to  amend  their  petition,  which  was  accordingly  done  May  26, 
L901,  and  thereafter  the  petition  was  dismissed. 

United  States  ex  rel.  Frederick  J.  Miller,  at  law,  No.  44566.  Peti- 
tion tiled  March  15,  1901,  for  mandamus  to  require  the  issuance  of  a 
building  permit  for  the  erection  of  two  dwelling  houses  on  a  lot  less 


section  6  of  the  regulations  for  the  subdivision  of  land,  which  provides 
that  "lots  may  be  subdivided  into  lots  not  less  than  16  feet  wide  and 
50  feet  deep,"  which  said  regulation,  it  was  claimed,  was  not  a  building 
regulation,  and  that  the  requirement  of  such  a  subdivision  was  ille- 
gally  made  a  condition  to  obtaining  a  building  permit;  that  such  a  regu- 
lation was  unconstitutional  because  it  deprived  petitioner  of  his  right 
of  property,  etc.  Defense:  That  the  regulation,  based  on  the  careful 
observation  of  the  Commissioners,  was  necessary  to  prevent  condi- 
tions liable  to  arise  imperiling  health  and  interfering  with  the  equal 
uses  of  the  adjoining  land  of  others.  On  April  26,  1901,  the  writ  of 
mandamus  was  directed  to  issue,  whereupon  there  was  an  appeal  to 
the  court  of  appeals,  where  the  case  is  now  pending. 

Final  judgments  were  rendered  against  the  District  by  the  supreme 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  by  justices  of  the  peace  in  the 
following  cases: 

Hoy  t  A.  Holton  and  wife  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  41835. 
Action  to  recover  $25,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by 
female  plaintiff  by  falling  against  a  pile  of  bricks  placed  on  sidewalk  of 
H  street  ttE.  Declaration  filed  February  9,  1898.  Plaintiff  secured 
a  verdict  and  judgment  for  $6,000;  on  appeal  to  court  of  appeals, 
the  judgment  was  reversed  and  the  case  remanded  for  a  new  trial. 
On  October  11,  1900,  judgment  was  entered  by  the  supreme  court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  $4,000,  which  was  to  be  in  full  satisfac- 
tion of  all  claims  in  this  suit,  and  also  of  the  suit  instituted  by  the 
husband,  Hoyt.  A.  Holton,  for  loss  of  wife's  services,  doctors'  bills, 
etc.  (at  law,  No.  43756),  which  latter  case  was  entered  "settled"  and 
dismissed. 

Henry  C.  Lamkin  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  37455,  filed 
January  9,  1895.  Action  to  recover  $15,000  damages  for  personal 
^juries  sustained  by  falling  into  an  unguarded  excavation  in  L  street 
kE.  After  two  trials  of  the  case,  a  verdict  was  recovered  by  the 
plaintiff  for  $3,000.  Motion  for  a  new  trial  was  filed  and  granted  by 
tne  court.  On  the  10th  day  of  November,  1900,  a  judgment  for  $1,000 
was  entered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  This  judgment  was  in  the  nature 
°t  :i  compromise. 


eenth  NW.  At  the  trial  of  the  case  on  December  6,  1900,  the  jury 
rendered  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  $8,500.    A  motion  for 
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a  new  trial  was  filed  on  the  ground  of  excessive  damages,  etc.,  and  on 
January  11,  1901,  a  remittitur  was  filed  and  judgment  was  entered  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  $6,000. 

George  Mauer  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  44302.  Action 
to  recover  $10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  suffered  by  reason  of 
the  falling  of  a  limb  of  a  tree  upon  him  while  riding  his  bicycle  on  N 
street  NW.,  between  Twenty -first  and  Twenty-second  streets.  At  the 
trial  a  verdict  was  rendered  for  $400,  on  which  judgment  was  entered 
February  12,  1901. 

Henry  Lyons  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  44215.  Action 
before  L.  I.  O'Neal,  justice  of  the  peace,  for  $300  damages  for  personal 
injuries,  damage  to  his  clothing,  etc.,  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of 
District  employees  in  connection  with  barricading  an  excavation  on 
Connecticnt  avenue,  near  its  intersection  with  Nineteenth  street  NW. 
The  plaintiff  obtained  a  judgment  for  $41.99  on  October  10, 1900;  this 
case  was  appealed  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  District,  but  after  fur- 
ther consideration  the  appeal  was  withdrawn. 

Catherine  Roth  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  40769.  This 
was  an  action  in  which  an  amended  declaration  was  filed  July  12, 1899, 
claiming  $8,000  damages  for  a  nuisance  alleged  to  exist  by  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  District  ambulance  stable  on  the  lot  belonging  to  the  Dis- 
trict, adjoining  plaintiff's  premises  on  Fifth  street,  between  M  and  N 
streets  N  W.  On  April  3, 1900,  the  court  of  appeals  reversed  the  judg- 
ment which  had  been  rendered  in  favor  of  the  District  and  granted  a 
new  trial,  holding  that  the  District  might  be  held  liable  in  damages  if 
the  ambulance  stable  was  maintained  in  such  a  negligent  manner  as  to 
constitute  a  nuisance.  The  case  was  accordingly  remanded  for  a  new 
trial.  On  November  21, 1900,  the  plaintiff  obtained  a  verdict  for $2,300, 
upon  which  a  judgment  was  entered  January  18,  1901.  An  appeal  to 
the  court  of  appeals  taken  by  the  District  was  dismissed  because  of  its 
failure  to  file  a  bill  of  exceptions  within  the  time  limited  by  the  rules 
of  the  court. 

J.  H.  Rogers  and  John  Rideout,  trustees,  v.  District  of  Columbia, 
at  law,  No.  36200.  This  was  an  action  filed  May  7, 1892,  for  $35,000 
damages  for  an  alleged  trespass  by  the  District  in  wrongfully  taking 
possession  of  and  improving  Q  street  between  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  streets  NW.  The  improvement  was  made  upon  the 
assumption  that  the  land  had  been  dedicated  to  the  public  in  the 
4  Kalorama  Heights"  subdivision.  The  fact  was,  however,  that  said 
portion  of  Q  street  was  within  the  lines  of  the  "one-acre  tract"  belonging 
to  George  Bomf ord,  which  constituted  the  family  burying  ground.  This 
''one-acre  tract"  was  not  sold  by  Bomford,  but  was  reserved  in  his 
deed  to  Lovett  in  1846.  The  trustees  who  subdivided  "Kalorama 
Heights  "  held  only  the  Lovett  title.  The  title  to  the  "  one-acre  tract," 
the  family  burying  ground,  was  not  acquired  by  them.  The  Bomford 
heirs  conveyed  this  tract  to  the  plaintiffs.  Inasmuch  as  there  was  no 
acquiescence  in  or  adoption  by  the  owners  of  the  Bomford  burial 
tract  ot  the  Kalorama  Heights"  subdivision,  and  they  did  not  dedi- 
cate said  tract  to  the  public,  the  sole  question  in  the  case  was  the  com- 
pensation that  should  be  allowed  them.  This  was  adjusted  at  $10,000, 
and  judgment  was  accordingly  entered  for  that  amount  Februarv  28 
1901  upon  the  condition  that  the  plaintiffs  should  execute  and  deliver 
a  deed  conveying  the  land  to  the  District  of  Columbia  upon  the  pav- 
ment  of  said  judgment.  F  p  J 
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Annie  M.  Hays  v.  District  of  Columbia.  On  April  29,  1901,  the 
plaintiff  procured  a  judgment  before  L.  I.  O'Neal,  justice  of  the  peace, 
for  $53  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  December  14, 1900,  by 
falling  into  an  excavation  in  an  alley  in  square  231.  The  amount 
claimed  was  1300.  The  excavation  had  been  made  by  Contractor  Noble 
II  Thomas,  who  was  sued  jointly  with  the  District.  An  appeal  from 
the  judgment  was  noted,  but  before  the  appeal  was  perfected  Mr. 
Thomas  adjusted  the  matter  with  the  plaintiff,  and  the  judgment  was 
entered  u  settled"  against  both  defendants. 

Julia  H.  Ketner  v.  District  of  Columbia.  Action  before  A.  S.  Tay- 
lor justice  of  the  peace,  for  $3(X  I  damages  for  personal  injuries  received 
by  plaintiff  by  falling  on  a  defective  sidewalk  at  Nineteenth  street  and 
Sunderland  place  NW.  The  plaintiff  recovered  judgment  for  $100  on 
May  29, 1901.    From  this  judgment  no  appeal  was  desired. 

the  Commissioners  directed  me  to  appear  and  defend  in  the  case  of 
Kichard  II.  Pollard  and  Christina  Pollard,  his  wife,  v.  Louis  H.  Hol- 
linberger,  at  law,  No.  43251,  which  was  an  action  to  recover  $10,000 
damages  from  the  defendant,  a  member  of  the  metropolitan  police 
forcer  for  alleged  slander.  On  August  16,  1899,  a  plea  of  not  guilty 
was  filed  in  his  behalf.  The  plantiffs  failed  to  join  issue  or  to  further 
prosecute  the  case,  and  on  May  3, 1901,  on  motion,  the  court  dismissed 
the  case  because  of  the -failure  of  the  plaintiffs  to  prosecute  the  same 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  rules  of  court.

or  the  defendant.  Appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  ot 
Columbia.   The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar  in  that  court. 
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Judgments  in  certiorari  have  been  entered  in  7  cases  quashing  assess- 
ments for  taxes  because  illegally  assessed. 

Decrees  in  equity  (following  Brewer  v.  District  of  Columbia  et  al., 
5  Mack.,  274)  have  been  entered  in  '11  cases  in  favor  of  holders  of  tax 
deeds,  canceling  taxes  assessed  prior  to  the  date  of  the  tax  sales  in 
pursuance  of  which  tax  deeds  were  issued  prior  to  the.  act  of  Congress 
relating  to  tax  sales  approved  February  28,  1898;  this  act,  it  will  be 
remembered,  contains  a  provision  requiring  the  purchaser  at  tax  sale 
to  pay  the  antecedent  unpaid  taxes. 

There  were  three  proceedings  in  habeas  corpus,  wherein  the  peti- 
tioners sought  to  be  released  from  the  District  workhouse,  where  they 
had  been  committed  by  the  judgment  of  the  police  court.  In  two  of 
these  cases  the  petitioners  were  discharged  because  of  defects  in  the 
information  and  in  the  third  case  the  petition  was  dismissed. 

One  civil  action  was  instituted  by  the  District  during  the  fiscal 
year — that  of  the  District  of  Columbia  v.  Louis  F.  W.  Weber,  at  law, 
No.  44745.  On  October  17,  1899,  Cary  D.  Freeman  secured  a  judg- 
ment against  the  District  of  Columbia  for  $250  for  personal  injuries 
sustained  by  falling  over  certain  rubbish  which  had  been  negligently 
placed  on  the  sidewalk  of  Seventh  street,  between  (j  and  I  streets  SE. , 
by  said  Weber,  who  was  notified  of  the  pendency  of  the  suit  against 
the  District  and  was  present  at  the  trial  of  the  same.  The  District 
was  obliged  to  pay  tnis  judgment,  which,  with  interest  and  costs, 
amounted  to  $399.99;  and  on  June  14,  1901,  suit  in  behalf  of  the  Dis- 
trict was  entered,  which  is  still  pending. 

There  were  283  lunacy  proceedings  instituted  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Commissioners,  an  increase  of  15  per  cent  in  the  number  over  the  last 
fiscal  year. 

In  this  connection  I  take  the  liberty  to  restate  my  views  upon  this 
subject  as  expressed  in  my  report  of  last  year,  that  the  act  of  Congress 
of  June  3,  1899,  under  which  indigent  insane  persons  and  insane  per- 
sons of  homicidal  tendencies  are  committed  to  the  Government  Hospi- 
tal for  the  Insane,  is  of  doubtful  constitutionality,  inasmuch  as  it  in 
terms  denies  to  the  alleged  lunatic  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  and 
commits  the  question  of  his  sanity  to  the  determination  of  one  of  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  holding  a 
special  term  for  orphans'  court  business.  This  objection  did  not  exist 
under  the  proceedings  in  force  when  the  law  was  changed  by  Congress. 
Then  the  marshal,  authorized  by  a  provision  contained  in  the  appropria- 
tion bill  for  1898,  empaneled  a  jury  in  attendance  upon  one  of  the 
criminal  courts,  and  the  verdict  was  confirmed  by  the  court.  The 
expense  was  thus  reduced  to  a  minimum.  It  consisted  of  clerk  fees 
and  the  ordinary  witness  fees.  The  present  law,  in  addition  to  these 
expenses,  requires  payment  by  the  District  in  each  case  of  a  per  diem 
compensation  of  $10  to  each  of  at  least  two  phvsicians.  During  the 
year  this  compensation  for  physicians'  fees  in  funacv  cases  amounted 
to  about  $5,000.  I  again  recommend  that  said  act  be  repealed  and  the 
tormer  simple  and  economical  procedure  be  reinstated.  If  Congress 
is  unwilling  to  make  this  repeal,  it  should  at  least  amend  the  law  by 
reducing  the  all  owance  for  physicians.

Supplemental  peti- 
tion, in  accordance  with  the  act  of  June  6,  1900,  filed  September  28, 
1900.  Verdict,  award,  and  assessment  of  the  jury  filed  November  12, 
1900;  amount  of  award,  $6,462;  amount  of  assessment  for  benefits, 
£3,526;  order  finally  confirming  verdict,  award,  and  assessment,  June 
27.  1901. 

Extension  of  S,  Twenty-second,  and  Decatur  streets  (Docket  No.  549). 
Decision  of  the  court  of  appeals  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  and  order  of  the  trial  court  confirming  the  verdict  sus- 
tained April  29,  1901. 

Extension  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  SE.  to  the  District  line  (Docket 
No.  551).  Supplemental  petition,  in  accordance  with  act  of  June  6, 
1900,  filed  June  11,  1901.  (Verdict,  award,  and  assessment  of  jury 
filed  July  24,  1901;  award  for  land  taken,  $1,939;  amount  of  assess- 
ments for  benefits,  $1,019.) 

Extension  of  Staughton  street  (Docket  No.  552).  Supplemental 
petition,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  June  6,  1900,  filed  August  15, 
1900.  Verdict,  award,  and  assessment  filed  October  5, 1900,  awarding 
$5,687.50  for  land  taken  and  assessing  $2,186.35  for  benefits;  excep- 
tions overruled  and  verdict  finally  confirmed  by  the  court  June  5, 
1901. 

Extension  of  Fifth  street  in  Le  Droit  Park  (Docket  No.  554).  Sup- 
plemental petition  under  act  of  June  6,  1900,  filed  August  6,  1901. 
Verdict,  award,  and  assessment  filed  October  4,  1901;  award  for  land 
taken,  $5,293.58,  and  assessed  for  benefits  the  full  amount  of  award. 

Extension  and  widening  of  Sherman  avenue  (Docket  No.  555).  After 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  S, 
Twenty-second,  and  Decatur  street  case,  motion  was  filed  to  confirm 
the  verdict,  award,  and  assessment  in  this  case.  (Final  confirmation 
was  decreed  October  2,  1901.  Appeals  have  been  taken  from  assess- 
ments by  four  separate  owners.) 

Extension  of  Eleventh  street  (Docket  No.  556).  Following  the  deci- 
sion of  the  court  of  appeals  in  the  S,  Twenty-second,  and  Decatur 
street  case,  an  order  was  made  in  this  case  setting  aside  the  entire 
assessment  for  benefits.  Appeal  from  this  order  was  taken  in  behalf 
of  the  Commissioners  to  the  court  of  appeals,  where  the  case  is  now 
pending,  hearing  having  been  delaved  by  the  death  of  one  of  the 
appellees. 

Extension  of  New  Hampshire  avenue  (Docket  No.  557).  After  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  S,  Twenty- 
second,  and  Decatur  street  case,  motion  was  filed  June  6,  1901,  to 
confirm  the  verdict,  award,  and  assessment  in  this  case.  (Final  confir- 
mation decreed  July  8,  1901.) 

Extension  of  Columbia  road,  east  of  Thirteenth  street  (Docket  No. 
ftoo  ^erdict,  award,  and  assessment  filed  August  1,  1900,  awarding 
^-9,612.64,  and  assessing  for  benefits  $14,830;  order  finally  confirming 

w\?  passed  March  20>  1901- 

.  VV  1(lening  of  Columbia  road  and  old  Sixteenth  street  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  (Docket  No.  577).  Verdict,  award, 
ana  assessment  filed  September  27, 1900,  awarding  $181,858  and  assess- 
ln^a7,]acent  ProPerty  for  benefits  $90,929,  and  the  Metropolitan  Rail- 
ioaa  Company  $25,000.  Exceptions  in  this  case  were  argued  and  the 
court  withheld  decision  until  after  disposition  by  the  Supreme  Court 
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of  the  United  States  of  the  ease  pending  before  it.  (Final  confirma- 
tion was  decreed  July  9, 1901.  Appeals  were  taken  by  the  Metropolitan 
Railroad  Company  and  several  owners  of  land  assessed  for  benefits.) 

Extension  of  Sixteenth  street  (Docket  No.  580).    Supplemental  peti- 
tion, in  accordance  with  the  act  of  June  6,  1900,  was  filed  November 
16,  19()0.    Verdict,  award,  and  assessment  of  the  jury  tiled  May  28, 
1901,  awarding  damages  amounting  to  $729,952.29  and  assessing  bene- 
fits aggregating  $108,831.75.    Section  12  of  the  act  of  Congress  for 
the  extension  of  Columbia  road  east  of  Thirteenth  street  declared  that 
certain  of  its  provisions  should  be  applicable  to  the  proceeding  for 
the  extension  of  Sixteenth  street,  viz,  that  the  benefits  should  be 
assessed  by  the  jury  in  such  amounts  as  they  should  find  property 
assessed  actually  benefited  by  the  extension,  and  that  if  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  benefits  to  be  assessed  was  less  than  one-half  of  the  dam- 
ages awarded  the  Commissioners  were  authorized  in  their  discretion 
to  reject  the  entire  award,  "  and  all  proceedings  hereunder  shall  be  null 
and  void."   The  assessment  of  benefits  in  the  award  of  the  jury  in  this 
case  did  not  approximate  one-half  of  the  damages  allowed,  and,  inas- 
much as  the  act  of  Congress  did  not  provide  for  a  second  jury  in  case 
the  award  was  rejected  by  the  Commissioners,  but  declared  that  all 
the  proceedings  under  the  act  of  Congress  should  be  null  and  void,  the 
Commissioners  refrained  from  exercising  their  statutory  authority  in 
in  the  premises  and  filed  general  exceptions  to  the  award  in  order  to 
hold  the  case  open  with  a  view  of  obtaining  further  legislation  upon 
the  subject. 

Condemnation  of  land  along  Rock  Creek,  in  the  line  of  Massachusetts 
avenue  extended,  for  slopes,  embankment,  etc.,  of  a  bridge  (Docket 
No.  573).  Report  and  award  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
court  filed  July  10, 1900.  Value  of  real  estate  condemned  appraised  at 
$600  per  acre,  aggregating  $1,010.05;  all  other  damages  for  milldam, 
riparian  rights,  water  rights,  etc.,  $1,000.  Exceptions  on  behalf  of 
parties  interested  were  overruled  and  the  report  and  award  finally 
confirmed  by  the  court  July  20,  1900;  and  a  further  motion  to  vacate 
the  award  was  overruled  January  7,  1901. 

The  following  cases,  originating  respectively  in  the  supreme  court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  in  the  police  court,  were  disposed  of 
upon  appeal  by  the  court  of  appeals,  viz: 

Guy  E.  Padgett  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  43620,  decided 
December  6, 1900.  The  petitioner,  by  his  writ  of  certiorari,  sought  to 
quash  the  general  taxes  assessed  against  his  county  property,  alleging 
that  said  assessments  were  void  because  the  description  of  the  property 
was  imperfect  and  insufficient.  The  writ  was  issued  ex  parte.  The 
District  filed  a  motion  to  quash  the  writ;  this  motion  was  allowed,  and 
the  petitioner  appealed.  The  court  of  appeals  affirmed  the  judgment 
of  the  lower  court,  holding  that  the  question  of  granting  or  refusing 
the  writ  of  certiorari  in  such  a  case  rests  in  the  sound  discretion  of  the 
court;  that  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  subject-matter  involved,  and 
the  public  inconvenience  resulting  from  interference  with  assessments, 
and  especially  with  assessments  for  general  taxes,  the  courts  are  gen- 
erally very  cautious  and  circumspect  in  the  exercise  of  their  discre- 
tion upon  such  applications;  they  must  see  that  there  is  not  onlv  an 
unlawful  assessment  made,  but  that  the  party  applying  is  or  will  be 
subject  to  wrong  and  injury  in  his  right  of  property  by  reason  of  the 
illegal  assessment,  and  the  application  must  be  made  without  unreason- 
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able  delay;  that  the  motion  to  quash  the  writ  was  properly  allowed 
where  the  grounds  of  the  application  were  that  the  property  had  been 
placed  upon  the  assessment  rolls  in  an  informal  and  defective  manner; 
that  the  description  of  the  property  was  imperfect  and  insufficient, 
and  that  the  returns  of  the  board  of  assessors,  which  form  the  basis  of 
the  taxes  on  the  property,  in  the  column  of  the  assessed  "value  of  the 
property  per  acre,"  contained  merely  figures,  without  anything  to  indi- 
cate whether  they  represent  dollars  and  cents.  The  court  said  that  it 
was  not  alleged  or  pretended  that  the  petitioner  was  surprised  or  in 
any  manner  deceived  or  misled  to  his  prejudice  by  the  form  of  the 
entry  of  the  assessment  in  the  assessment  roll,  and  that  while  the 
descriptive  entries  in  the  assessment  roll  may  not  have  been,  in  all 
respects,  as  regular  and  perfect  as  they  ought  to  have  been,  yet  if 
they  could  have  been  and  can  be  rendered  reasonably  certain  by  the 
reference  given  to  the  map  or  plat  the  assessment  ought  not  to  be 
declared  void. 

^  This  decision  was  of  great  importance  to  the  District,  inasmuch  as 
like  objections  would  lie  against  the  assessments  for  general  taxes  of 
all  county  property,  not  only  such  assessments  thereof  as  were  in 
arrears  but  the  assessments  for  current  taxes. 

District  of  Columbia  v.  William  H.  Sargeantand  District  of  Colum- 
bia  v.  James  Smith,  decided  December  6,  1900.  These  were  appeals 
from  judgments  of  acquittal  in  the  police  court.  The  appellees  were 
drivers  of  licensed  vehicles  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  and  were 
charged  with  violating  the  police  regulation  made  by  the  Commissioners 
under  the  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  June  7,  1898,  author- 
izing them  to  locate  on  the  streets  adjoining  the  station  of  any  railroad 
a  stand  for  cabs  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  to  and  from  such 
railroad  station.  The  defense  was  that  the  regulation  was  unreason- 
able, and  therefore  null  and  void.  The  testimony,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  police  court,  showed  an  unfair  discrimination  in  the  distribution  of 
cab  space  between  the  railroad  company  and  other  cab  drivers  or  cab 
owners.  The  court  of  appeals  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  police 
court,  following  its  decision  in  the  cases  of  Curry  and  Hazel,  wherein 
it  had  held  that  Congress  had  not  authorized  the  Commissioners  to 
giant  an  exclusive  right  in  the  streets  to  the  railroad  company,  and 
that  an  exercise  of  the  power  granted  to  the  Commissioners  which  in 
tact,  although  not  in  fornf,  thus  resulted  was  not  justified  by  the  joint 
resolution  which  empowered  the  Commissioners  to  allot  a  reasonable 
portion  of  the  specific  streets  for  the  cabs  of  the  railroad  company,  and 
was  not  intended  to  authorize  any  unfair  discrimination  in  favor  of  the 
company  against  the  public. 

United  States,  ex  rel.  Cotter  T.  Bride,  v.  The  Commissioners  of  the 
^strict  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  44290,  decided  April  3,  1901.  The 
petitioner,  on  November  12, 1900,  filed  his  application  for  writ  of  man- 
uanius  against  the  Commissioners  to  require  them  to  execute  and

rfiDie  '  the  Petitioner,  holder  of  the  certificate  of  tax  sale,  was 
entitled  to  a  deed  for  said  lot,  and  that  thereafter  he  demanded  from 
wie  Commissioners  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  tax  deed.  The 
commissioners  in  their  return  set  up  that  at  the  date  of  the  said  tax 
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sale  there  were  due  and  unpaid  against  said  lot  general  taxes  for  the 
years  1880  to  1895,  both  inclusive;  that  said  lot  had  been  sold  at  pre- 
vious tax  sales  and  bought  in  by  the  District,  and  that  petitioner  was 
not  entitled  to  a  tax  deed  until  he  had  paid  all  said  taxes  and  assess- 
ments in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  section  3  of  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  February  28,  1898,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to 
taxes  and  tax  sales  in  the  District  of  Columbia,"  which  provides:  "That 
no  deed  shall  be  issued  until  all  taxes  and  assessments  appearing  on 
the  tax  book  against  the  property  are  paid,  with  penalties  and  interest 
and  cost,  including  the  taxes  forthe  years  for  which  the  District  pur- 
chased the  property  at  tax  sale."   The  writ  of  mandamus  was  dis- 
missed by  the  court,  and  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  court  of  appeals, 
where  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  was  affirmed.    The  court  held 
that  the  above-mentioned  act  of  Congress  operated  upon  the  tax  sales 
for  the  year  1898;  that  said  act  was  intended  as  a  general  comprehen- 
sive system  of  procedure  for  the  listing,  advertising,  and  sale  of  prop- 
erty for  taxes;  that  it  was  not  intended  to  be  a  mere  auxiliary  method 
prescribed  to  a  preexisting  method,  but  was  intended  to  take  the  place 
of  a  system  previously  prescribed  in  which  it  was  supposed  there 
were  defects  that  required  legislation;  that  Congress  by  the  passage 
of  the  act  certainly  did  not  intend  to  deprive  the  District  of  all  remedy 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  due  prior  to  its  date;  that  the  act  was 
simply  a  reenactment  of  preexisting  laws  with  modifications  and 
enlargement  of  powers  to  make  them  more  effective,  but  in  doing  this, 
it  did  not  in  any  manner  nullify  what  had  been  done  under  the  pre- 
existing acts  upon  the  subject. 

Mary  E.  Swart  and  husband  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No. 
43118.    This  was  an  action  brought  June  10, 1899,  to  recover  $10,000 
damages  for  personal  injuries  claimed  to  have  been  sustained  by  the 
female  plaintiff  because  of  the  alleged  negligence  of  the  District  in 
allowing  a  defect  or  obstruction  to  exist  on  First  street,  between  S  and 
T  streets,  in  the  city  of  Washington.    At  the  trial  it  appeared  that  the 
District  was  engaged  in  laying  a  sewer  in  First  street,  and  had  opened 
trenches  on  each  side  of  the  street,  leaving  a  driveway  in  the  center  of 
7  or  8  feet,  on  each  side  of  which  were  piles  of  earth  removed  from 
the  trenches;  that  while  the  female  plaintiff  and  her  brother  were 
driving  past  the  improvement  the  horse  shied,  from  some  cause  not 
stated,  and  the  buggy  was  overturned  by  being  run  upon  one  of  the 
piles  of  dirt,  and  the  plaintiff  was  thrown  out  and  injured.    The  court 
below  directed  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  holding  that  the  evidence 
was  not  sufficient  to  be  submitted  to  the  jury.    On  appeal  to  the  court 
of  appeals,  that  court,  on  January  9, 1901,  affirmed  the  judgment  of 
the  court  below,  holding  that  it  was  an  established  principle  that  a 
party  who  ventures  to  pass  a  dangerous  defect  or  obstruction  in  a 
street,  knowing  its  condition,  is  bound  to  exercise  a  degree  of  care  pro- 
portionate to  the  danger;  that  it  does  not  always  follow  that  because 
a  trench  or  excavation  or  pile  of  earth  may  be  found  in  a  street, 
constituting  a  temporary  obstruction  to  travel  thereon,  therefore 
such  obstruction  is  unlawful,  and  that  for  all  injuries  that  may  be 
received  by  those  attempting  to  use  the  street  the  municipality  will  be 
liable;  that  such  excavations  and  piles  of  earth  in  the  streets  may  be 
necessary  in  making  the  ordinary  improvements  of  the  city,  and  if 
made  for  such  purpose  and  with  ordinary  care  they  are  not  unlawful 
obstructions  of  the  street.    Respecting  the  contention  that  there 
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should  have  been  guards  or  barriers  placed  around  the  trenches  and 
piles  of  earth  as  means  of  protection  to  those  passing  or  driving  along 
the  street,  the  court  said  it  was  not  made  apparent  how  this  could  have 
been  effective  during  the  day  and  while  the  work  was  in  actual  prog- 
ress; that  parties  pursuing  the  ordinary  course  in  their  work  with 
reasonable  care  ought  not  to  be  held  responsible  for  not  anticipating 
possible  events  that  did  not  ordinarily  occur  while  such  work  is  in 
progress;  that  the  trenches  and  piles  of  dirt  were  lawfully  made  and 
were  in  open  view  of  every  one  who  passed;  that  the  shying  of  the 
horse  seems  to  have  been  the  immediate  cause  of  the  accident,  and 
what  caused  the  horse  to  shy  was  a  matter  of  pure  conjecture;  that 
the  buggy  was  .overturned  by  being  run  upon  one  of  the  piles  of  earth, 
and  that  was  the  cause  of  the  shying  of  the  horse  from  the  regular 
course  or  way,  and  that  it  was  the  upsetting  of  the  buggy  and  the 
throwing  out  of  the  plaintiff  that  produced  her  injuries;  that  to  entitle 
her  to  recover  for  these  injuries  it  was  necessaiy  to  show  that  the 
alleged  negligent  defect  in  the  street,  if  the  defect  was  shown  to  exist, 
was  the  sole  cause  of  the  injury;  that  the  injury  must  be  produced 
dircctty  by  the  alleged  defect. 

Benj.  Whipps  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  40435.  This  was 
an  action  brought  October  29,  1896,  to  recover  $5,000  damages  for 
personal  injuries  claimed  to  have  been  sustained  by  the  plaintiff  by  the 
falling  of  a  wire  cable  used  in  constructing  the  public  sewer  in  Twenty- 
seventh  street,  between  K  and  L  streets  N  W.  At  the  trial  it  appeared 
that  the  cable  fell  because  of  insufficient  guying  or  other  support  for 
the  supporting  towers.  The  jury  rendered  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  for  $1,500;  on  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals  that  court,  Jan- 
uary 9,  1901,  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  court  below. 

The  work  of  constructing  this  sewer  was  being  done  for  the  District 
under  a  contract  with  John  J.  Jacoby.  He  was  therefore  liable  over  to 
the  District  for  the  payment  of  the  judgment.  The  contractor  was 
notified  of  his  liability  over  and  required  to  reimburse  the  District  the 
amount  of  said  judgment,  which  it  had  paid;  and  thereafter  he  reim- 
bursed the  District. 

United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company  v.  The  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Dewey  Hotel  Company,  et  al.,  equity, 
No.  21741.  This  was  a  bill  filed  September  24, 1900,  for  an  injunction 
against  the  construction  and  use  of  certain  conduits  and  pipes  for 
electric  lighting,  power,  and  steam  heating  service  laid  in  Stanton  alley, 
connecting  the  Hotel  Dewey,  No.  1326  L  street  NW.,  with  its  other 
premises,  No.  1008  Thirteenth  street  NW.  The  Commissioners  had 
granted  a  permit  therefor  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  26, 1900, 
regulating  permits  for  private  conduits.  The  complainant  claimed 
that  it  had  a  contract  with  one  of  the  defendants  for  the  exclusive 
supply  of  his  premises  with  light  and  steam,  and  that  the  new  conduits 
were  to  be  used  by  the  hotel  company  to  supply  such  premises  with 
light  and  power,  to  its  injury,  etc.;  that  the  permit  granted  by  the 
Commissioners  was  not  authorized  by  law,  and  was  null  and  void.  .  The 
answers  denied  the  material  allegations  of  the  bill;  the  court  below 


*  Hits;  the  Dewey  Hotel  Company,  however,  obtained  special  allow- 
ance tor  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals,  and  that  court  on  January  8, 
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1901,  reversed  the  order  of  the  court  below  and  directed  the  dismis- 
sal of  the  bill  of  complaint,  holding  that  a  bill  in  equity  would  not  lie 
against  such  constructions  under  a  permit  from  the  Commissioners 
upon  an  allegation  that  the  complainant  was  a  taxpayer,  in  the  absence 
of  anything  to  show  that  by  the  granting  and  execution  of  the  permit 
the  complainant  would  be  injured  or  wronged  in  its  capacity  as  a  tax- 
payer, and  that  the  fact  that  the  complainant  had  a  contract  with  one 
of  the  defendants  for  the  exclusive  supply  of  his  premises  with  light 
and  steam,  and  that  the  new  conduits  were  to  be  used  by  another 
defendant  to  supply  such  premises  with  light  and  power  would  afford 
no  right  to  maintain  the  bill;  that  to  entitle  a  private  individual  to  an 
injunction  restraining  a  public  nuisance  it  must  clearly  appear  from 
his  bill  that  he  will  sustain  a  special  and  particular  injury  therefrom 
for  which  he  can  not  be  compensated  in  damages. 

Alice  R.  Mosheuvel  and  husband  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law, 
No.  43323.    This  was  an  action  brought  September  7, 1899,  to  recover 
$10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  claimed  to  have  been  sustained 
by  the  female  plaintiff  because  of  a  defect  in  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
the  residence  of  the  plaintiff,  No.  113  E  street  NE.,  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  such  defect  consisting  of  a  deep  and  dangerous  hole, 
caused  by  the  wrongful  failure  of  the  District  to  provide  a  cap  for  the 
water  box  or  plug  located  in  the  sidewalk  at  that  point.    At  the  trial 
it  appeared  that  the  plaintiff  had  resided  in  said  premises  for  about 
nine  months;  that  she  was  entirely  familiar  with  the  existence  of  the 
uncovered  water  box;  that  it  was  near  the  steps  leading  to  her  resi- 
dence, and  that  she  considered  it  a  dangerous  place  and  tried  to  be 
careful  in  order  to  avoid  it;  that  she  came  down  her  front  steps  and 
saw  the  water  box,  and  while  she  did  not  keep  her  eye  on  it  all  the 
time,  she  was  perfectly  conscious  of  its  existence  and  that  it  was  a 
dangerous  hole;  that  she  tried  to  take  a  step  long  enough  to  take  her 
over  the  box,  but  miscalculated  the  distance,  and  her  toe  caught  in  the 
box  and  she  was  thrown  to  the  pavement  and  injured.    The  court 
below  directed  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  holding  that  the  plaintiff 
by  her  own  testimony  was  guilty  of  contributory  negligence  which 
disentitled  her  from  recovery.    On  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals  that 
court,  January  9,  1901.  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  court  below. 

E.  P.  Mertz,  appellant,  v.  District  of  Columbia.  This  was  an  appeal 
to  the  court  of  appeals  from  the  judgment  of  the  police  court,  where 
the  appellant  had  been  convicted  of  the  violation  of  section  182  of  the 
building  regulations,  which  provided  "that  every  approach  to  or  exit 
from  a  theater  or  other  place  of  amusement  through  any  other  building 
shall  have  inclosing  walls  of  brick, "  etc.  The  appellant,  without  author- 
ity therefor,  had  cut  a  door  in  the  portion  of  the  wall  between  his  store 
and  the  F  street  entrance  to  the  Columbia  Theater.  His  claim  was 
that  the  cutting  of  the  door  was  such  a  minor  repair  as  did  not  require 
a  permit,  and  that  the  opening  did  not  affect  the  strength  or  stability 
of  the  building  nor  endanger  public  safety.  The  court  of  appeals 
affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  police  court  on  Januarv  18,  1901,  the 
court  holding  that  in  cases  of  minor  repairs  under  section  20  of  the 
building  regulations  the  inspector  of  buildings  must  be  informed 
thereof,  and  he  must  determine  whether  it  is  a  matter  that  requires  a 
formal  permit,  and  that  the  act  of  the  appellant  in  cutting  said  door 
without  informing  the  inspector  was  a  violation  of  said  section  as  well 
as  of  section  182. 
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Eliza  J.  Scott  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  42612.  This  was  a 
writ  of  certiorari  to  quash  an  assessment  against  lot  9,  in  square  690,  for 
paving  an  alley.  The  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  on 
March  29,  1901,  by  its  order  quashed  said  assessment  because  the  same 
was  made  without  due  notice  and  was  not  made  in  proportion  to  bene- 
fits conferred  by  the  improvement.  The  court  in  making  this  order 
followed  the  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals  in  Davidson  v.  Wight 
(Street  Extension  Case)  in  the  court  of  appeals,  in  which  that  court 
considered  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in 
Norwood  v.  Baker  (172  U.  S.,  269)  as  decisive  of  the  question  of  the 
illegality  of  front  foot  assessments.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  the 
judgment  quashing  this  alley  assessment  to  the  court  of  appeals,  and 
its  decision  in  Davidsons.  Wight  having  been  reversed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  April  29, 1901,  and  its  judgment  in  Worm- 
ley  v.  District  of  Columbia  (15  App.  D.  C.,  58)  having  been  affirmed 
by  that  court,  the  judgment  quashing  the  assessment  in  this  case  was, 
on  June  4,  1901,  reversed  and  the  writ  of  certiorari  dismised. 

Henry  Oettinger  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity,  No.  18571.  This 
was  a  bill  tiled  August  20,  1897,  praying  for  an  injunction  and  decree 
declaring  that  the  occupation  by  the  District,  for  the  extension  of 
Thirty-seventh  street,  of  part  of  lot  291,  square  1301  (formerly  131), 
in  Beatty  and  Hawkin's  addition  to  Georgetown,  was  without  authority 
of  law  and  was  an  illegal  interference  with  the  complainant's  rights,  etc. 
The  defense  of  the  District  was  that  said  part  of  lot  291  formed  apart  of 
Thirty -seventh  street,  having  been  dedicated  for  that  purpose  in  con- 
nection with  dedications  made  therefor  by  F.  W.  Huidekoper.  Upon 
the  hearing  of  the  cause  the  court  dismissed  the  bill  of  complaint. 
On  appeal  by  the  complainant  to  the  court  of  appeals,  that  court  on 
June  4,  1901,  affirmed  the  decree  of  the  court  below,  the  court 
holding  that  it  was  established  by  the  testimony  that  the  complainant 
had  dedicated  this  land  for  the  purpose  of  extending  Thirty-seventh 
street,  although  he  had  made  no  formal  conveyance  in  accordance  with 
his  agreement  with  Huidekoper,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  that  agree- 
ment he  had  acquiesced  in  the  occupation  by  the  public  of  said  part  of 
his  lot  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  street,  ancl  that  the  public  authorities 
had  accepted  the  dedication  and  had  expended  public  money  upon  the 
faith  of  said  dedication. 

Washington,  Alexandria  and  Mount  Vernon  Railway  Company  v. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  equity,  No.  21672. 
This  was  a  bill  filed  August  25,  1900,  to  enjoin  the  Commissioners 
from  carrying  into  execution  their  official  order  to  the  railway  com- 
pany to  remove  the  electrical  switch  and  appliances  erected  by  it  at 
the  intersection  of  Maryland  avenue  and  Fourteenth  street  SW.  The 
answer  of  the  Commissioners  set  up  that  the  railway  company  with- 
out having  applied  for  or  obtained  permission  from  them  wrongfully 
and  illegally  installed  said  electrical  switch  and  appliances;  that  the 
act  of  Congress  of  August  23,  1891  (28  Stat.,  491),  authorizing  the 
railway  companv  to  lay  tracks  on  certain  streets  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington provided  that  "The  wires,  electrical  and  mechanical  appliances, 
conduits,  stations,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dis- 
trict Commissioners;"  that  the  power  of  the  railway  company  to 
make  all  needed  trenches  and  excavations  was  subject  to  the  condition 
contained  in  said  act,  "of  having  first  obtained  the  permission  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia;"  that  the  Commissioners 
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apprehended  danger  and  damage  to  the  pnl>lic  underground  construc- 
tions, conduits,  cables,  pipes,  etc.,  from  electrolysis,  occasioned  by 
the  grounded  circuit.  The  temporary  restraining  order  issued  in  the 
cause  was  continued  until  the  final  hearing  notwithstanding  the  motion 
to  vacate  the  same;  whereupon  an  appeal  was  taken  by  the  Commis- 
sioners to  the  court  of  appeals.  That  court  sustained  the  contention  of 
the  Commissioners  and,  June  8,  1901,  reversed  the  order  of  the  court 
below  and  discharged  the  restraining  order. 

The  following  District  cases  were  disposed  of  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  viz: 

District  of  Columbia  v.  Robinson  et  al.,  executors.  Decided  Janu- 
ary 7,  1901.  This  was  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  court  of 
appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  affirming  the  judgment  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  awarding  §8,000  damages 
for  an  unlawful  entry  by  the  authorities  of  the  District  in  1880  upon 
part  of  certain  lands  in  the  county  claimed  as  Harewood  road  and  the 
removal  of  gravel  therefrom.  The  action  was  begun  in  1882  and 
involved  the  title  to  Harewood  road,  the  District  claiming  that  the 
entire  width  of  the  excavation  made  by  it  was  part  of  a  public  highway 
established  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  3, 1862,  or  by  dedication. 
Mr.  Chief  Justice  Alvey  dissented  from  the  opinion  of  the  court  of 
appeals.  The  supreme  court  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  court  of 
appeals  for  substantially  the  same  reasons  assigned  by  that  court, 
namely,  that  the  burden  was  on  the  District  to  establish  its  claim  of  a 
public  highway  by  prescription  and  prove  the  uninterrupted  enjoy- 
ment by  the  public  for  twenty  years  or  more  with  the  knowledge  of 
the  owner  and  under  a  claim  of  right,  not  merely  a  use  tolerated  or 

Eermitted  by  him;  and  that  even  though  Harewood  road  was  a  public 
ighway,  if  the  gravel  was  removed,  not  for  the  purpose  of  grading 
and  improving  it  for  public  use,  but  in  order  to  obtain  gravel  for 
another  and  recognized  road,  the  excavation  made,  leaving  the  road  in 
a  worse  condition  for  travel  than  before,  the  owner  would  be  entitled 
to  recover  damages  for  injury  caused  by  the  excavation. 

John  B.  Wight  et  al.,  Commissioners,  v.  Davidson  et  al.,  trustees. 
Decided  April  29, 1901.    This  was  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the 
court  of  appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  wherein  that  court  held 
that  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899,  for  the  extension  of 
S,  Twenty-second,  and  Decatur  streets,  was  unconstitutional,  and  that 
the  proceedings  taken  under  said  act  of  Congress  were  null  and  void. 
In  each  of  the  several  acts  of  Congress  approved  February  10,  1899, 
and  March  3,  1899,  directing  the  Commissioners  to  file  petitions  for 
the  extension  of  certain  streets  and  avenues,  there  was  a  provision  that 
one-half  of  the  amount  awarded  as  damages  by  the  jury  of  condemna- 
tion should  be  assessed  in  said  proceedings  against  those  pieces  or  par- 
cels of  land  abutting  the  street  or  avenue  to  be  extended,  and  also  on 
such  other  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  as  might,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
jury,  be  benefited  by  the  extension.    The  court  of  appeals,  basing 
its  decision  upon  Norwood  v.  Baker  (172  U.  S.,  269),  held  that  the  act 
of  Congress  was  unconstitutional  because  it  arbitrarily  fixed  the  amount 
of  benefits  to  be  assessed  irrespective  of  the  amount  of  benefits  actu- 
ally received  or  conferred  upon  the  land  assessed,  and  because  it  con- 
tained no  provision  for  notifying  owners  of  the  property  to  be  assessed 
in  advance  of  such  assessment  or  at  any  time  pending  the  considera- 
tion of  the  case  by  the  jury.    The  Supreme  Court  reversed  the  judg- 
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mcnt  of  the  court  of  appeals,  and  held  that  its  decision  in  Norwood  v. 
Baker,  and  the  reasoning  in  that  case,  was  inapplicable;  the  court 
referred  to  its  previous  decisions,  particularly  to  two  cases  from  the 
District  of  Columbia,  viz,  Bauman  v.  Ross  (167  U.  S.,  548),  the  high- 
way-extension case,  originating  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  2, 1893,  to  provide  a  permanent  system  of  highways  in  the  Dis- 
trict, and  Parsons  v.  District  of  Columbia  (170  U.  §.,  45),  the  case  of 
a  water-main  assessment  in  the  District,  and  held  that  it  was  within 
the  power  of  Congress  to  order  the  opening  and  extension  of  the  streets 
in  question,  and  to  direct  the  Commissioners  to  institute  and  conduct 
proceedings  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  con- 
demn the  necessary  land;  and  it  was  also  competent  for  Congress  to 
enact,  as  provided  in  said  act,  that  of  the  amount  found  due  and  awarded 
as  damages  for  land  condemned  not  less  than  one-half  thereof  should 
be  assessed  b}^  the  jury  in  said  proceedings  against  the  pieces  and  par- 
cels of  ground  situate  and  lying  on  each  side  of  the  extension  of  said 
streets,  and  also  on  all  or  any  adjacent  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  which  will 
be  benefited  thereby,  and  that  the  sum  to  be  assessed  against  each  lot 
or  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  shall  be  determined  and  designated  by  the 
jury,  and  that  in  determining  what  amount  should  be  assessed  against 
any  particular  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  the  jury  should  take  into  con- 
sideration the  situation  of  said  lots  and  the  benefits  that  they  might 
severally  receive  from  the  opening  of  said  streets.  The  court  further 
said  that  in  proceedings  of  this  nature  notice  by  publication  was  suffi- 
cient; and  that  the  order  of  publication,  in  the  newspapers  named  by 
the  court  below,  gave  due  notice  of  the  filing  of  the  petition  and  an 
opportunity  to  all  persons  interested  to  show  cause,  if  any  they  had, 
why  the  prayer  of  the  petition  should  not  be  granted;  that  such  notice 
operated  as  a  notice  to  all  concerned  of  the  pending  appointment  of  a 
jury,  and  that  proceedings  under  the  act  of  Congress  would  subse- 
quently be  had,  and  that  this  gave  opportunity  for  interested  parties 
to  attend  meetings  of  the  jury,  to  adduce  evidence,  and  to  be  heard 
bv  counsel. 

The  decision  in  this  case  controlled  all  the  other  street-extension 
cases  instituted  under  said  act  of  Congress  and  enabled  proceedings  to 
be  resumed  in  the  other  cases  in  which  action  had  been  suspended 
because  of  the  adverse  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals.  This  case, 
in  connection  with  the  two  cases  above  referred  to,  furnishes  authori- 
tative law  for  this  jurisdiction  on  the  subject  of  street  extension  and 
the  assessment  of  property  therefor. 

Wormley  v.  District  of  Columbia  and  Allen  v.  District  of  Columbia. 
Decided  April  29,  1901.  In  these  cases  the  court  of  appeals  held  that 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  24, 1896,  authorizing  the  reassess- 
ment of  special  improvement  taxes  was  valid  and  constitutional.  It 
was  claimed  that  the  assessments  were  invalid  because  of  want  of  notice 
of  the  original  assessments  and  because  the  assessments  were  on  the 
basis  of  the  "  front  foot,"  and  were  arbitrary  assessments  without 
regard  to  the  actual  benefit  to  the  property  assessed.  The  provision 
of  the  law  was  that  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  the  assessment  work, 
including  the  expense  of  the  assessment,  should  be  charged  against  and 
become  a  lien  upon  the  abutting  property,  and  the  assessment  therefor 
should  be  levied  pro  rata  according  to  the  linear  frontage  of  the  prop- 
erty The  judgment  of  the  court  of  appeals  was  affirmed  in  these  cases 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  which  had  before  it  for 
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decision  at  the  same  time  a  series  of  cases  involving  the  various  aspects 
of  local  assessments.  In  one  of  said  cases  (French  v.  Barbour  Asphalt 
Paving  Companv)  the  court  discussed  at  length  and  maintained  the 
legality  and  constitutionality  of  "  front-foot  assessments."  The  Worm- 
ley  and  Allen  cases  were  affirmed  on  the  authority  of  that  case  and  of 
Parsons  v.  District  of  Columbia. 

District  of  Columbia  v.  Camden  Iron  Works.  Decided  May  13, 
1901.  This  was  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  court  of  appeals, 
affirming  the  judgment  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, for  $11,044.16,  with  interest  from  February  27, 1888,  in  an  action 
of  covenant  to  recover  the  price  of  certain  iron  pipe  supplied  for  the 
extension  of  the  water  service.  The  court  of  appeals  held  that  the 
contract  with  the  Camden  Iron  Works,  although  it  did  not  have  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  District  affixed  to  it,  was  yet  the  sealed  contract 
of  the  District,  being  signed  by  the  Commissioners  and  sealed  with 
their  private  seals;  and  the  court  disallowed  the  claim  of  the  District 
to  deduct  penalties  and  forfeitures  for  delay,  as  provided  for  in  the 
contract,  because  such  penalties  and  forfeitures  had  been  waived  by 
the  District,  and  held  that  it  was  within  the  province  of  the  jury  to 
allow  interest  from  the  time  of  the  last  delivery  of  the  articles  or  from 
a  later  date.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  (two  of  the 
justices  dissenting)  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  court  of  appeals,  hold- 
ing that  the  contract  was  a  specialty,  and  that  it  was  for  the  Commis- 
sioners to  determine  whether  the  interests  of  the  District  required 
such  a  contract  to  be  sealed. 

District  of  Columbia  v.  H.  B.  Moulton.    Decided  May  27,  1901. 
This  was  an  appeal  by  the  District  from  the  judgment  of  the  court  of 
appeals,  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District, 
for  $6,450  damages  recovered  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  the 
appellee  by  reason  of  his  horse  being  frightened  by  a  steam  roller  in 
Park  street  on  November  26, 1896.    The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  court  of  appeals,  holding  that  the 
District  was  not  liable  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  that 
the  trial  court  should  have  instructed  the  jury  to  render  a  verdict  in 
its  favor;  that  the  steam  roller  was  upon  the  street  for  a  lawful  pur- 
pose; that  such  an  appliance  was  a  necessary  means  to  a  lawful  end; 
and  that  appliances  used  in  connection  with  street  improvements,  even 
though  calculated  to  frighten  horses  of  ordinary  gentleness  not  familiar 
with  such  appliances,  may  be  retained  at  the  place  where  needed  until 
the  necessity  therefor  has  ceased;  and  the  fact  that  they  become  tem- 
porarily disabled  can  not  effect  the  right  to  keep  them  on  the  works 
until  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events  and  in  the  exercise  of  reasonable 
discretion  it  is  found  convenient  either  to  there  make  needed  repairs 
or  to  remove  them  elsewhere  for  that  purpose;  that  the  appellee  had 
notice  of  the  presence  of  the  steam  roller  on  the  street  in  ample  time 
to  have  avoided  it;  and  that  he  knew  that  such  objects  sometimes 
frightened  horses;  that,  as  the  danger  was  neither  hidden  nor  concealed 
the  District  was  not  under  any  obligation  to  restrain  him  from  attempt- 
ing to  pass;  that  the  District  was  not  bound  to  presume  that  it  would 
be  necessarily  hazardous  to  drive  past  the  roller,  stationary  and  quiet 
as  it  was,  and  familiar  as  horses  in  a  large  city  usually  are  to  the  sight 
or  sounds  of  the  electric  and  cable  cars  and  horseless  motors*  and  that 
the  roller  being  lawfully  on  the  street  the  District  was  not  bound  to 
guard  against  the  consequences  of  a  voluntary  attempt  to  drive  by  it. 
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And  now,  in  conclusion,  allow  me  to  call  attention  to  the  following 

mutters: 

The  code  of  law  for  the  District  was  finally  enacted  by  Congress 
March  3, 1001,  to  go  into  effect  and  operation  from  and  after  January 
1,  1902.  The  desirability  of  a  codification  of  our  complex  system  of 
law  has  been  recognized  for  many  years,  and  several  futile  attempts 
in  that  direction  had  been  made.  As  enacted,  the  code  covers  the  gen- 
eral law.  It  was  prepared  by  Hon.  Walter  S.  Cox,  for  many  -years  an 
honored  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District,  whose  legal  attain- 
ments and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  subject  peculiarly  fitted  him  for 
such  a  task,  and  it  has  received  the  intelligent  and  painstaking  revision 
of  our  entire  local  bench  and  committees  of  leading  members  of  our 
bar.  While  imperfections  may  be  found  in  the  code  and  experience 
may  demonstrate  that  some  of  its  provisions  require  amendment,  never- 
theless it  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  incalculable  benefit  to  this  com- 
munity. The  code,  it  must  be  remembered,  does  not  profess  to  embrace 
the  entire  body  of  existing  law;  there  yet  remains  to  be  systematized 
the  bulk  of  the  law  relating  more  particularly  to  the  detail  of  munici- 
pal matters. 

Proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  have  been  resumed  in 
the  case  of  Morris  v.  United  States,  relating  to  the  Potomac  Flats  and 
the  river  front,  and  testimony  is  being  taken  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  compensation  to  be  allowed  for  the  wharves,  warehouses,  and  other 
structures  erected  and  maintained  by  the  occupants  of  the  water  front. 
From  present  indications,  until  this  award  has  been  made  the  Commis- 
sioners will  not  be  put  in  possession  of  the  water  front  so  as  to  carry 
into  effect  the  act  of  Congress  "  relative  to  the  control  of  wharf  prop- 
erty, etc.,"  approved  March  3,  1899. 

The  very  difficult  and  important  subject  of  street  extension  and  special 
assessment  therefor  has  been  finally  settled,  as  above  indicated,  by  the 
adjudication  of  the  highest  court  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  law 
of  the  proceedings.    The  several  acts  of  Congress  on  the  subject  pro- 
vide that  these  assessments,  when  confirmed  by  the  court,  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  land  assessed,  and  shall  be  payable  in  four  equal  annual 
installments,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  "from 
the  date  of  confirmation  until  paid."   The  order  confirming  the  award 
of  the  jury  in  these  cases  is  subject  to  appeal  within  twenty  days,  and 
until  that  time  has  expired  the  order  is  not  so  final  as  that  it  could  be 
safely  acted  upon  by  the  Commissioners.    In  most  of  the  cases  appeals 
M  ere  taken  and  a  very  considerable  period  of  time  elapsed  before  the 
final  confirmation  on  appeal.    The  resulting  condition  was,  and  still  is, 
that  the  owner  assessed  in  these  proceedings  is  practically  unable  to 
eseapethe  penalty  of  interest;  he  can  not  pay  the  assesment;  the  court 
is  not  authorized  to  receive  it,  and  the  Commissioners  are  unable  at 
once  to  obtain  and  spread  upon  their  assessment  books  the  assessments 
confirmed  by  the  court.    It  is  manifest  that  some  relief  should  be  pro- 
vided, and  I  have  the  honor  to  suggest  that  you  recommend  that  the 
provision  respecting  the  charge  of  interest  in  all  the  street-extension 
condemnation  cases  be  changed,  so  that  interest  will  be  chargeable 
only  from  and  after  sixtv  days,  or  some  longer  time,  after  the  final 
confirmation  of  the  awards;  and  that  there  be  refunded  to  parties,  who 
have  paid  under  written  protest,  interest  on  these  assessments  for  such 
period. 
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I  append  hereto  the  report  of  my  assistant,  Mr.  James  L.  Pugh,  jr., 
showing  that  there  were  13,935  cases  tried  on  the  District  side  of  the 
police  court  during  the  year  and  $30,605.61  collected  as  fines.  I  fully 
concur  in  his  suggestion  concerning  the  necessity  of  providing  better 
accommodations  for  the  police  court.

It  is  wholly 
untit  in  size  and  structure,  and  I  can  not  urge  too  strongly  a  remedy 
for  this  condition  of  affairs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELECTRICAL  ENGINEER. 


Washington,  D.  C,  September  &f*  1901, 
Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following-  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  various  branches  under  the  control  of  the  electrical 
department  for  the  tiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901: 

GAS  LIGHTING. 

The  regular  gas-lighting  service  has  been  maintained  at  its  usual 
high  efficiency  throughout  the  year.  The  lanterns  are  kept  clean,  the 
burners  average  more  than  the  5  cubic  feet  required  by  law  and  minor 
defects  are  promptly  remedied. 

Owing  to  the  establishment  of  arc  lamps  on  several  streets  where 
Welsbach  lamps  were  maintained,  a  number  of  the  latter  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  localities,  and  18  added  to  the  number  previously 
maintained.  The  service  has  been  remarkably  good.  The  appropria- 
tion for  the  fiscal  year  1902  has  been  increased  from  $5,000  to  $10,000, 
while  for  the  year  1903  I  have  estimated  for  $20,000  for  this  service. 

During  the  year  all  the  gas  posts  and  lanterns  were  thoroughly 
painted  by  the  contractors  under  the  direct  supervision  of  this  office. 

The  following  lists  show  the  location  of  all  gas  lamps  added  during 
the  year:

NAPHTHA  LIGHTING. 

The  contract  for  this  service  was  awarded  to  Mr.  L.  S.  Nicolai,  after 
public  advertisement,  at  the  rate  of  $19.20  per  lamp  per  annum.  The 
candlepower  required  by  the  contract  was  increased  from  16  to  20. 
The  District  furnished  the  posts  and  lanterns,  the  contractor  supplying 
the  tanks,  burners,  and  pipes. 

During  the  year  the  naphtha  posts  and  lanterns  were  thoroughly 
painted  by  the  contractor  under  tne  direct  supervision  of  this  office.

COLLIS  LAMPS. 

The  use  of  these  ornamental  lanterns  has  proved  to  be  very  satisfac- 
tory. Forty-one  were  added  to  the  number  maintained  during  the 
preceding  year,  principally  around  Thomas,  Scott,  and  Dupont  circles, 
where  the  numerous  intersecting  streets  and  avenues  lead  to  confusion 
unless  clearly  designated. 

The  gas  consumption  in  these  lamps  is  2 |  cubic  feet  per  hour;  the 
annual  cost  $12.50.

COMBINATION  FIRE-ALARM  AND  DESIGNATION  LAMPS. 

Experimental  posts  of  an  ornamental  character,  designed  to  carry 
the  fire-alarm  boxes  connected  with  the  underground  cable  system  and 
having  lanterns  with  red  glass  and  street  designations  in  them,  were 
erected.  One  of  these,  at  the  corner  of  Thirteenth  and  F  streets,  was 
lighted  and  proved  so  satisfactory  that  the  balance  were  immediately 
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equipped.  In  a  number  of  instances  there  were  two  posts  on  the  cor- 
ners where  those  new  ones  are  erected,  one  carrying  a  frame  in  which 
the  street  signs  were  placed,  the  other  carrying  the  fire-alarm  box. 
These  two  posts,  neither  of  which  was  particularly  ornamental,  are 
now  combined  in  one.  At  night  the  street  signs  are  illuminated  while 
the  red  glass  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  lantern  indicates  readily  the 
location  of  a  fire-alarm  box.  The  accompanying  photograph  shows 
the  post  erected  at  Thirteenth  and  F  streets. 
The  locations  of  those  erected  during  the  year  are  as  follows:

ELECTRIC-ARC  LIGHTING. 

Constant  interruptions  were  a  feature  of  the  arc-lighting  service 
during  the  year.  In  addition  to  numerous  troubles  at  the  central 
station,  the  cables  were  constantly  breaking  down,  due  to  the  high 
voltage  used.  Although  the  company  seemingly  did  all  in  its  power  to 
maintain  good  service  the  results  were  very  unsatisfactory.  When  the 
lamps  burned  they  gave  good  service,  but  the  number  of  outages  was 
too  numerous  to  be  satisfactory. 

As  a  matter  of  experiment  thirty-seven  of  the  lamps  were  placed 
upon  the  low-tension  system  of  the  company.  This  change  involved 
the  substitution  of  direct-current  constant  potential  inclosed  lamps  for 
the  old  open-series  lamps.  The  results  have  been  very  satisfactory, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  outages,  which  have  been  reduced  to  a 
minimum  with  the  new  lamps.  Negotiations  are  now  pending  with 
the  company  for  the  substitution  of  the  inclosed  lamps  for  the  series 
lamps  throughout  the  territory  covered  by  their  low-tension  system. 

No  formal  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  company,  as  they  pro- 
tested against  the  rate  of  $72  per  lamp  per  annum,  as  fixed  by  Con- 
gress, claiming  that  the  cost  to  them  for  furnishing  the  service  exceeded 
that  amount.  Instead  of  a  contract  the  company  agreed  to  furnish 
the  service  at  the  legal  rate,  with  the  understanding  that  they  would 
trv  to  have  Congress  increase  the  rate. 

The  company  began  painting  all  their  posts  before  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  have  finished  it  at  this  writing.

INCANDESCENT  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  attempt  was  made  to  secure  legis- 
lation that  would  permit  the  extension  of  overhead  wires  outside  of 
the  fire  limits  and  east  of  Rock  Creek  for  this  system  of  lighting,  but 
without  success.  The  extension  of  these  lights,  therefore,  was  neces- 
sarily confined  to  the  suburban  section  west  of  Rock  Creek.  There 
are  several  important  highways,  however,  east  of  that  dividing  line 
where  such  lights  are  urgently  needed.  I  would  therefore  renew  my 
recommendation  of  last  year  that  the  following  proviso  be  inserted  in 
the  appropriation  act: 

Provided,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  permit  the  erection  of  such  poles  and  the  stringing  of  such  overhead  wires 
tnereon  outside  of  the  fire  limits  and  east  of  Rock  Creek  as  may  be  necessary  for 
ine  maintenance  of  public  incandescent  electric  lights,  said  wires  and  poles  to  be 
used  only  for  public  lighting  purposes. 

After  considerable  correspondence  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  they  agreed  to  establish  lights  on  the  Long  Bridge  and  they 
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now  maintain  at  their  own  expense  30  incandescent  lamps  connected 
5  in  series  to  the  trolley  wires  of  the  Washington,  Alexandria  and 
Mount  Vernon  Railway  Company.

In  connection  with  the  installation  of  its  underground  system,  this 
epartment  removed  37  poles  and  3,282  pounds  (approximately  32.82 
miles)  of  single  wire.

1  Of  this  number  455  were  paid  for  by  the  contractors  for  street  lighting. 
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hardship  upon  both  company  and  subscriber  that  the  matter  was  car- 
ried into  court,  with  the  result  that  a  decision  was  obtained  favorable 
to  the  issuance  of  permits  for  the  stringing  of  these  wires.  A  large 
number  of  applications  for  permits  which  had  been  accumulating  for 
months  were  finally  granted,  and  a  measure  of  relief  afforded  the  resi- 
dents outside  of  the  city  limits;  but  the  relief  is  not  general  through- 
out the  District,  and  many  individuals,  both  public  and  private,  are 
unable  to  get  telephones  installed  in  their  homes  and  offices.  The 
only  relief  is  through  the  enactment  of  legislation  permitting  the  tele- 
phone company  to  extend  its  conduit  system  and  to  use  its  existing 
overhead  lines  for  stringing  additional  wires,  under  proper  restrictions. 

Permits  were  issued  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Com- 
pany, based  upon  the  opinion  of  Judge  Barnard  in  the  test  case,  to 
connect  131  premises  outside  of  the  city  limits;  in  making  these  con- 
nections the  company  strung  1,729,321  feet  (327.52  miles)  of  single 
wire,  including  the  wire  connected  to  the  new  branch  exchange  in 
Takoma. 

The  company  report  that  they  strung  442  miles  of  wire  throughout 
the  District;  deducting  the  327.52  miles  which  the  records  show  were 
erected  outside  the  city  limits,  there  are  114.48  miles  left,  which  rep- 
resent the  amount  of  wire  strung  for  house  connections  inside  the  city 
limits  under  the  authority  granted  in  the  appropriation  act  approved 
March  3,  1897. 

The  United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company  removed  none  of  the 
overhead  lines  during  the  year.  They  still  maintain  about  50  miles 
of  wires  over  the  streets  of  the  city. 

Of  the  poles  and  wires  erected  by  the  Potomac  Electric  Power  Com- 
pany, 51,050  feet  of  wire  and  260  poles  were  for  the  public  incandes- 
cent lights  established  west  of  Rock  Creek.

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UNDERGROUND  SYSTEM. 

The  main  cables  in  this  system  were  extended  from  Fifteenth  and  K 
streets  westward  to  Rock  Creek.  The  overhead  connections  to  Engine 
No.  2,  Chemical  No.  1,  Trucks  B  and  C,  Engine  No.  1,  first  pre- 
cinct, third  precinct,  and  Evening  Star  Newspaper  Company  were 
removed.  Five  patrol  boxes  and  3  fire-alarm  boxes  were  also  connected 
underground.  .  ■ 

In  connecting  the  various  buildings  and  posts  2,913  feet  of  single- 
way  conduit  were  laid,  and  5  manholes  and  4  handholes  constructed. 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  legislation  by  Congress 
permitting  the  extension  of  the  conduits  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Poto- 
mac Telephone  Company,  but  so  far  all  efforts  in  that  direction  have 
been  fruitless.  The  underground  system  of  this  department  is  almost 
exclusively  in  the  conduits  of  this  company,  the  electric-lighting  ducts 
being  used  only  in  a  few  instances  on  account  of  the  unadvisability  of 
the  joint  occupancy  of  conduits  by  both  high  and  low  potential  sys- 
tems. This  department  is  therefore  limited  in  its  underground  exten- 
sions to  the  present  system  of  the  telephone  company,  which  has  not 
been  increased  for  several  years.  Many  important  and  extensively 
improved  sections  are  not  reached  by  telephone  conduits,  among  which 
are  Columbia  Heights,  Mount  Pleasant,  Washington  Heights,  Capitol 
Hill  (beyond  First  street  east),  and  southwest  Washington.  As  there 
seems  to  be  no  prospect  of  the  telephone  company  securing  the  nec- 
essary legislation  to  extend  their  conduits  to  these  sections,  I  have 
asked  in  my  estimates  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  for  money 
and  authority  to  build  conduits  to  the  first  of  the  subdivisions  men- 
tioned above.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  important  underground 
work  be  carried  on  as  rapidly  as  possible,  as  the  overhead  lines  belong- 
ing to  the  department  are  crowded  with  wires  and  will  need  renewing 
in  a  year  or  two.

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FIRE-ALARM  SYSTEM. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  245  fire-alarm  boxes 
in  service,  distributed  among  14  signal  circuits.  Seven  alarm  or  gong 
circuits  were  also  in  service.  During  the  year  6  boxes  were  added,  all 
paid  for  by  private  parties;  2  signal  circuits  were  added,  and  the  alarm 
circuits  increased  from  7  to  9. 

The  system  was  also  extended  to  the  new  truck  house  on  S  street, 
between  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty -fifth  streets,  to  the  new  chemical 
engine  house  in  Tennallytown,  and  to  the  new  truck  house  on  Whitney 
avenue,  between  Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth  streets.  The  extension 
to  the  latter  house  was  made  from  the  existing  wires  in  engine  house 
No.  11  on  Fourteenth  street,  between  Kenesaw  and  Kenyon  streets, 
the  wires  being  contained  in  a  cable  drawn  into  the  conduit  of  the 
United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company.  The  locations  of  the  new 
boxes  are  as  follows:  Box  No.  626,  Government  Printing  Office  stables;

INSTANTANEOUS  FIRE  ALARM  COMPANY. 

The  auxiliary  attachments  of  the  company  in  all  of  the  street  fire- 
alarm  boxes  have  finally  been  removed,  in  pursuance  of  the  order  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners.  Those  attachments,  however,  in  the 
United  States  Government  buildings  and  in  private  institutions  were 
not  included  in  the  order. 
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The  following  boxes  are  still  equipped  with  their  system:  Box  49, 
Agricultural  Department;  box  165,  Patent  Office;  box  167,  Pension 
Office;  box  624,  Government  Printing  Office;  box  346,  Weather 
Bureau;  box  432,  Bureau  Engraving  and  Printing. 

POLICE-PATROL  SYSTEM.

Bathing  beach,  wall  box;  First  and  E  streets  SW.,  booth  box;  Seven- 
teenth and  E  streets  SE.,  wall  box;  Second  and  E  streets  SE.,  wall 
box;  Seventeenth  and  Harrison  streets,  Anacostia,  wall  box;  Grant 
and  Monroe  streets,  Anacostia,  wall  box;  Seventh  and  D  streets  NW., 
wall  box;  Third  and  B  streets  NW.,  wall  box;  Eighteenth  street  and 
Columbia  road,  wall  box;  Ridge  and  Loughboro  roads,  booth  box; 
Chain  Bridge,  booth  box;  Little  Jails  and  Conduit  roads,  booth  box; 
Connecticut  avenue  entrance  to  Zoological  Park,  wall  box,  old  move- 
ment; Woodley  and  Tennallytown  roads,  booth  box;  Dean  wood,  booth 
box;  Long  Bridge,  booth  box.  Two  of  these  new  boxes  were  con- 
nected  with  the  underground  system.

With  the  exception  of  the  60  cells  on  the  alarm  or  gong  circuits, 
each  of  the  above  circuits  is  operated  with  one-half  of  the  number  of 
cells  mentioned,  one-half  being  charged  while  the  other  is  operating 
on  the  line.  There  were  718  cells  in  use  on  July  1,  1900,  and  38  were 
added  during  the  year.  The  entire  amount  paid  during  the  year  for 
current  for  charging  these  cells  was  $183.81,  at  the  rate  of  6  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  by  the  department  to  the 
supervision  of  the  installation  of  the  electric  wiring  in  the  following 
buildings,  plans  for  which  were  drawn  up  during  the  preceding  fiscal 
year:  Manual  training  school,  Seventh  street  and  Rhode  Island  ave- 
nue; manual  training  school,  P  street  between  First  and  Third  streets, 
and  the  Tenth  precinct  station. 

Plans  were  also  drawn  up  and  the  work  of  installing  the  wires  super- 
vised in  the  following  buildings:  Truck  F;  Chemical  engine  house, 
Tennallytown;  First,  Third,  and  Seventh  precinct  stations  and  chem- 
ical engine  house  at  Brookland.  This  has  become  a  very  important 
feature  of  the  work  of  the  department  and  one  which  could  well  be 
extended  to  embrace  all  electric  work  installed  in  private  houses. 
That  municipal  inspection  of  all  electric  wiring  is  urgently  needed  is 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  daily  through  its  observa- 
tion of  the  loose  methods  of  installation  in  vogue  in  some  instances 
and  of  the  extent  of  old  and  unsafe  wiring  still  in  use. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  announce  the  death  of  one  of  the 
most  efficient  employees  of  the  department.  On  August  28,  1900, 
Martin  Donaldson,  accompanied  by  one  of  his  fellow  workers,  was 
engaged  in  clearing  some  trouble  that  had  developed  on  the  patrol 
wires  in  Georgetown.  While  near  the  top  of  one  of  the  poles  to  which 
these  wires  are  attached,  he  came  in  contact  with  a  wire  heavily  charged 
by  being  crossed  with  a  high  potential  wire  several  squares  distant, 
lne  shock  was  sufficiently  great  to  throw  him  from  the  pole,  causing 
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almost  instant  death.    The  department  had  no  more  faithful  and  con- 
scientious employee  than  Mr.  Donaldson,  and  his  loss  is  keenly  felt  by 
all  his  associates.

At  the  request  of  the  board  of  education  the  low-pressure  steam 
boilers  in  a  number  of  the  school  buildings  were  examined  and  con- 
demned by  me;  these  examinations  occurred  in  the  fall  and  interrupted 
the  proceedings  of  the  schools  to  quite  an  extent,  as  it  became  neces- 
sary to  have  numerous  repairs  made  in  order  to  make  the  boilers  safe. 
In  one  of  the  principal  buildings  the  boiler  was  found  to  be  broken 
one-half  of  its  circumference,  thereby  endangering  life  and  limb  of 
the  occupants.  As  these  boilers  are  not  under  my  jurisdiction  and 
that  this  interference  should  not  occur  again,  I  have  the  honor  to  recom- 
mend that  some  one  be  detailed  by  the  board  of  education  to  make 
annual  examination  of  the  above-mentioned  boilers. 

The  District  of  Columbia  should  have  a  heating  and  ventilating  engi- 
neer for  supervision  of  the  heating  apparatus  in  their  school  buildings, 
as  other  cities  have.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  GAS  AND  METERS. 

Washington,  D.  C. ,  July  <27,  1001. 
Gentlemen:  T  have  the  honor  to  .submit  the  following  report  show- 
ing the  workings  of  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  gas  and  meters  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901: 

ILLUMINATING  TOWER  AND  PURITY. 

The  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Washington  Gas- 
light Company  during  the  year  ending  June  23,  1901,  was  eleven  one- 
hundredths  of  one  candle  more  than  during  the  year  1900. 

The  mean  average  illuminating  power  determined  at  the  three 
laboratories  was  found  to  equal  20.02  standard  candles.  The  maxi- 
mum average  illuminating  power  was  found  to  equal  30.11  standard 
candles.  The  minimum  average  illuminating  power  was  found  to 
equal  22.31  standard  candles. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  determined  at  the  central 
laboratory,  corner  Tenth  and  D  streets  NW.,  was  found  to  equal 
25. IS  standard  candles.  The  maximum  illuminating  power  was  28.09 
standard  candles.  The  minimum  illuminating  power  was  21.05  standard 
candles. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  determined  at  the  south- 
east laboratory,  corner  Fifth  and  D  streets  SE.,  was  found  to  equal 
20.11  standard  candles.  The  maximum  illuminating  power  was  32.56 
standard  candles.  The  minimum  illuminating  power  was  22.21  stand- 
ard candles. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  determined  at  the  north- 
west laboratory,  No.  1335  Fourteenth  street  NW.,  was  found  to 
equal  26.11  standard  candles.  The  maximum  illuminating  power  was 
29.79  standard  candles.  The  minimum  illuminating  power  was  23.68 
standard  candles. 

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  during  the 
year  at  the  central  laboratory  was  forty  one-hundredths  of  1  grain. 
The  highest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  2.55 
grains.  The  lowest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was 
eight  one-hundredths  of  1  grain. 

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas 
during  the  year  at  the  southeast  laboratory  was  1.66  grains.  The 
highest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet,  was  14.19  grains. 
The  lowest  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  eleven 
one-hundredths  of  1  gram. 

The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  dur- 
ing the  jTear  at  the  central  laboratory  was  5.29  grains.  The  highest 
quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  19.92  grains.  The 
lowest  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  1.80  grains. 

The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  dur- 
ing the  year  at  the  southeast  laboratory  was  1.63  grains.    The  highest 
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quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  9.35  grains.  The 
lowest  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  1.63  grains. 

On  fifteen  occasions  during  the  year  ammonia  was  found  to  exceed 
the  5  grains  allowed  by  law,  but  the  excess  was  confined  to  one  of  the 
Washington  Gaslight  Company's  inspection  stations,  namely,  the  south- 
east station. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  was  sulphur  in  excess  of  the  maximum 
amount  allowed  by  law. 

It  was  the  practice  of  this  office  from  the  time  of  the  establishment 
of  its  two  additional  inspection  laboratories,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  3, 1893,  to  ascertain  defaults 
in  the  candlepower  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Washington  Gaslight 
Company  by  averaging  the  results  of  the  inspections  determined5 at 
the  three  laboratories.  If  this  average  equaled  25  candles  or  more 
the  gas  was  reported  as  standard;  if  less,  then  as  in  default.  The  daily 
reports  made  by  this  office,  however,  showed  not  only  this  average 
hut  also  the  separate  results  of  inspections  at  each  laboratory.  The 
foregoing  method  was  changed  by  order  of  Commissioner  Macfarland 
on  January  25, 1901,  and  I  was  instructed  to  report  the  gas  as  in  default 
whenever  the  candlepower  fell  below  25  candles  at  any  one  of  the 
inspection  laboratories  without  regard  to  the  average  candlepower 
obtained  from  the  inspections  at  the  three  laboratories. 

between  June  21,  1900,  and  January  25,  1901,  the  company  was  in 
c  eraultin  candlepower  on  six  occasions.  From  January  25,  1901,  to 
June  M  1901,  the  company  was  in  default  in  candlepower  on  30  occa- 
sions though  by  average,  the  defaults  were  but  two.  The  total 
defaults  in  candlepower  during  the  entire  year  thus  numbered  36. 

SULPHURETED  HYDROGEN. 

Sulphureted  hydrogen  was  present  on  two  occasions  during  the  year 
and  was  confined  to  one  of  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company's  inspec- 
tion stations,  namely,  the  southeast  station.  1    J  P

[Georgetown  gas.] 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  George- 
town Gaslight  Company  during  the  year  ending  June  23,  1901,  was 
thirty-nine  one-hundredths  of  one  candle  more  than  during  the  year 

1900.  ,        .  , 

The  mean  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  determined  at  the 

laboratory,  No.  1838  Thirty-second  street,  was  found  to  equal  27.89 
standard  candles.  The  highest  illuminating  power  during  the  year 
was  34.16  standard  candles.  The  lowest  illuminating  power  during 
the  year  was  21.36  standard  candles.  § 

On  nine  occasions  during  the  year  this  company  was  in  default  in 
candlepower. 

Sulphurated  hydrogen  was  not  present  in  the  gas  during  the  entire 
year. 

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas 
during  the  year  was  3.38  grains.  The  highest  quantity  of  ammonia 
found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  8.28  grains.  The  lowest  quantity  of 
ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  1.32  grains. 

The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  dur- 
ing the  year  was  13.53  grains.  The  highest  quantity  of  sulphur  found 
in  100  cubic  feet  was  21.90  grains.  The  lowest  quantity  of  sulphur 
found  in  100  cubic  feet  was  5.60  grains. 

On  fourteen  occasions  during  the  year  ammonia  was  found  to  exceed 
the  5  grains  allowed  by  law. 

On  only  one  occasion  during  the  year  was  sulphur  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  amount  allowed  by  law. 

The  illuminating  gas  supplied  by  this  company  is  of  very  fine  qual- 
ity, being  a  product  of  coal  enriched  with  naphtha.  The  gas  appears 
to  travel  well  and  does  not  occasion  much,  if  any,  trouble  from  con- 
densation in  the  mains,  service  pipes,  or  meters. 

This  company  has  had  considerable  trouble  in  keeping  the  ammonia 
within  the  lawful  limits. 

SPECIFIC  GRAVITY. 

The  specific  gravity  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Georgetown  Gaslight 
Company  during  the  year  ending  June  23,  1901,  was  as  follows:

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GAS  SUPPLY. 

The  illuminating  gas  supplied  in  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the 
year  ending  June  23,  1901,  by  the  Washington  and  Georgetown  Gas- 
light companies  was  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the  law, 
except  as  hereinbefore  appears. 

The  average  candlepower  of  5  cubic  feet  of  gas  furnished  by  the 
Washington  Gaslight  Company,  consumed  per  hour  through  the  burner 
designated  by  law  and  known  as  the  "Bray  union  slit  burner  No.  7," 
was  found  to  equal  26.02  standard  candles. 

The  average  candlepower  of  5  cubic  feet  of  gas  furnished  by  the 
Georgetown  Gaslight  Company,  consumed  per  hour  using  the  burner 
described  above,  was  found  to  equal  27.89  standard  candles. 

The  photogenic  power  of  the  gas  furnished  in  Georgetown  is  of  a 
very  superior  quality  and  could  not  well  be  better  without  giving  seri- 
ous trouble,  due  to  condensation  in  the  pipes  and  meters,  thus  causing 
service  pipes  to  choke  and  other  evils  resulting  from  a  too  large  per 
cent  of  naphtha  in  combination  with  the  gas. 

For  several  months  during  the  year  the  Washington  Gaslight  Com- 
pany, at  its  southeast  works,  has  been  using  the  method  of  manufac- 
turing gas  adopted  by  Mr.  Robert  L.  Middleton,  superintendent  of  the 
Georgetown  Gaslight  Company;  that  is,  making  the  gas  from  coal  and 
enriching  it  with  a  smaller  per  cent  of  naphtha  than  is  employed  by 
the  company  in  the  water-gas  method  in  use  at  its  northwest  works. 
The  gas  thus  made  is  of  a  very  fine  quality  and  gives  satisfaction  to 
many  consumers.  It  contains  a  much  smaller  per  cent  of  carbonic 
oxide  than  gas  made  after  the  water-gas  method,  and  is  in  other  ways 
less  objectionable. 

Nine  hundred  and  four  photometric  inspections  were  actually  made 
of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company,  and  299 
inspections  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Georgetown  Gaslight  Company 
during  the  year  ending  June  23,  1901. 

INSPECTION  OF  GAS  METERS. 

During  the  year  ending  June  23,  1901,  this  office  inspected  and 
proved  4,232  gas  meters. 

With  the  exception  of  4  meters  inspected  for  the  Alexandria  Gas 
Works,  the  above-mentioned  meters  were  inspected  and  proved  for  the 
Washington  and  Georgetown  gaslight  companies  and  for  consumers  of 
gas  in  Washington  and  Georgetown. 

Three  hundred  and  two  of  the  said  meters  registered  fast,  average 
error  4.10  per  cent;  573  registered  slow,  average  error  9.09  per  cent; 
3,153  registered  within  the  limits  allowed  by  law,  and  204  did  not 
register  the  gas  flowing  through  them. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  above-mentioned 
meters  were  removed  from  service  on  the  complaints  of  the  Washing- 
ton and  Georgetown  gaslight  companies  and  consumers  of  gas  in  Wash- 
ington and  Georgetown. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-seven  were  complained  of  by  consumers  of 
gas,  they  believing  the  meters  to  register  incorrectly.  Two  hundred 
and  seven ty-nine  registered  fast,  average  error  4.77  per  cent;  63  regis- 
tered slow,  average  error  4.89  per  cent;  285  registered  within  the  limits 
allowed  by  law. 
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Seven  hundred  and  twenty-one  were  complained  of  b}T  the  Washing- 
ton Gaslight  Company;  12  registered  fast,  average  error  4.88  per  cent; 
495  registered  slow,  average  error  28.68  per  cent;  10  registered  within 
the  limits  allowed  by  law,  and  201  did  not  register  the  gas  flowing 
through  them. 

Three  were  complained  of  by  the  Georgetown  Gaslight  Company; 
2  were  fast,  average  error  1  per  cent;  1  registered  correctly. 

The  reason  so  many  of  the  meters  complained  of  by  the  Washington 
Gaslight  Company  were  found  to  register  slow,  or  not  to  register  at 
all,  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  such  meters  are  removed  from  service 
by  the  company  and  tested  in  the  company's  shop  to  ascertain  their 
condition  before  they  are  brought  to  this  office.  Under  such  condi- 
tions it  is  not  likely  that  meters  complained  of  by  the  company  would 
be  found  to  register  fast,  or  within  the  limits  allowed  by  law. 

FEES  RECEIVED. 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
were  received  by  this  office  for  the  inspection  of  meters  during  the 
year  ending  June  23,  1901,  which  amount  was  paid  by  me  to  the 
collector  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  recommendation  made  in  the  annual  reports  of  this  office  for  a 
number  of  years  past  that  the  gas  companies  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia be  required  to  make  a  more  suitable  rebate  than  they  allow  at 
present  in  cases  where  meters  complained  of  by  gas  consumers  are 
found  by  the  inspector  to  register  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the 
law  is  again  renewed.  The  same  course  should  be  followed  where 
meters  are  found  to  register  fast  as  is  pursued  bv  these  companies 
where  meters  are  found  to  register  slow  or  fail  to  register  at  all;  or  a 
similar  course  should  be  required  to  that  adopted  bv  the  New  York 
and  Baltimore  gas  companies,  as  appears  in  the  annual  report  of  this 
office  for  the  year  1899. 

1  respectfully  recommend  that  the  salary  attached  to  the  position  of 
first  assistant  inspector  of  gas  and  meters  be  increased  from  $1,000  to 
$1,400  per  annum.  The  work  of  inspecting,  proving,  and  sealing 
meters  has  largely  increased  during  the  last  several  years,  making  the 
position  of  first  assistant  inspector  of  gas  and  meters  one  of  some 
importance  and  responsibility;  and  the  increased  salary  mentioned  is 
only  a  fair  compensation  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  first 
assistant  inspector  of  gas  and  meters. 

The  recommendation  heretofore  made  for  some  time  in  the  annual 
reports  of  this  office  that  the  messenger  receive  a  salary  of  $600  per 
annum,  which  is  an  increase  of  $120 'per  annum,  is  again  renewed. 
The  messenger's  attention  to  the  sulphur  and  ammonia  tests  at  the 
Georgetown  and  southeast  laboratories  entitles  him  to  the  additional 
compensation.

In  my  report  of  last  year  attention  was  invited  to  the  urgent  neces- 
sity that  existed  for  a  night  crew  for  the  police  harbor  boat,  and  an 
estimate  for  the  same  was  then  submitted.  The  conditions  which 
impelled  me  at  that  time  to  ask  for  the  proposed  addition  to  the  force 
arc  not  only  still  in  existence,  but  have  become  more  apparent,  the 
desirability  for  the  increase  more  marked,  and  its  necessity  more  press- 
ing upon  each  day  of  the  year  just  ended.  The  utter  inadequacy  of 
the  force  as  as  present  constituted  to  cope  with  the  increased  business 
connected  with  the  large  territory  assigned  to  it  has  been  demonstrated 
again  and  again,  and  only  the  greatest  effort  and  sacrifice  on  the  part 
of  the  harbor  master  and  the  crew  of  the  boat  have  enabled  me  to  make 
some  approach  to  that  efficiency  which  should  characterize  this  impor- 
tant branch  of  the  service.  A  night  crew  is,  therefore,  not  only  a 
desirability,  but  an  absolute  necessity,  because  a  large  proportion  of 
the  work  of  the  harbor  force  is  required  to  be  performed  at  night,  or 
after  7  o'clock  in  the  evening,  at  which  hour  the  boat  is  at  present  laid 
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up.  This  work  pertains  to  the  enforcement  of  the  game  and  fish  laws 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  are  violated  almost  nightly;  the 
handling  of  the  thousands  of  persons  who,  during  the  summer  season, 
go  down  the  river  on  the  various  excursion  steamers,  returning  at  or 
later  than  11  o'clock  at  night;  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  against 
gambling,  which  is  carried  on  in  boats  anchored  in  numerous  places 
along  the  river  front;  the  locating  for  anchorage  within  the  prescribed 
area  of  yachts,  which  have  in  recent  years  been  arriving  at  the  capital 
in  large  numbers  from  many  different  States;  the  prevention  of  bath- 
ing in  the  vicinity  of  these  yachts  and  the  wharves  by  nude  persons, 
who  offend  the  occupants  of  these  vessels  by  obscenity  and  licentious 
actions,  and  so  bring  discredit  upon  the  name  of  the  city  in  all  locali- 
ties of  the  country  as  the  owners  of  the  j^achts  return  to  their  homes; 
dragging  the  river  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night  to  recover  the 
bodies  of  drowned  persons,  which  drownings  occur  of  tener  in  the  early 
evening  hours  than  at  any  other  period  of  the  day;  preventing,  upon 
the  request  of  the  health  office,  the  entry  into  the  harbor  of  vessels 
coming  from  localities  where  contagious  diseases  are  known  to  exist 
and  which  are  supposed  to  contain  the  infection;  and,  in  cases  of  fires 
upon  vessels  lying  in  the  harbor,  of  assisting  the  fire  department  to  run 
out  lines  of  hose  to  fight  the  fire. 

The  crew  as  at  present  constituted  comes  on  duty  at  8  o'clock  a.  m. 
and  goes  off  at  7  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  with  no  one  but  the  night  watch- 
man on  duty  after  the  last-named  hour  much  time  necessarily  elapses 
before  the  men  can  be  summoned  from  their  homes  whenever  a  neces- 
sity for  their  services  arises  after  the  hour  mentioned.  Furthermore, 
after  a  period  of  night  duty  the  men  must  be  excused  on  the  succeed- 
ing day,  and  I  am  therefore  on  such  occasions  without  a  crew  to  attend 
to  whatever  business  arises  during  said  day.  For  these  reasons  I  feel 
impelled  to  again  la}'  the  matter  before  you  for  consideration,  and 
request  that  an  earnest  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  additional  appro- 
priation herein  submitted. 

The  new  and  larger  boiler  for  the  police  harbor  boat,  for  which  pro- 
vision was  made  in  the  appropriation  act  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  was 
successfully  put  in  place  on  the  25th  of  June  last.  In  this  connection 
attention  is  invited  to  the  estimate  hereinbefore  submitted  for  a  fire- 
man at  $35  per  month.  The  installation  of  the  larger  boiler  makes 
this  increase  absolutely  necessary,  as  it  will  be  impossible  for  one  man 
to  act  as  both  engineer  and  fireman,  as  was  done  heretofore.  It  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  that  this  additional  man  be  provided. 

On  May  1  last,  while  endeavoring  to  apprehend  violators  of  the 
game  laws,  the  police  boat  was  disabled  by  the  breaking  of  its  crank 
shaft,  to  replace  which  would  have  entailed  an  outlay  of  about  $200. 
No  money  being  available  for  this  purpose,  it  was  necessary  to  put  the 
1  tgilant  out  of  commission,  and  I  borrowed  the  small  launch  Allie 
Moore  on  May  2.  On  June  1  this  launch,  having  been  sold  by  its 
owner.,  was  removed,  and  for  ten  days  I  was  without  a  boat.  On  June 
10,  through  the  courtesy  of  Capt,  E.  S.  Randall,  the  launch  Lome  Ran- 
dall was  placed  at  my  disposal  and  has  so  continued  up  to  the  present 
time. 

The  appropriation  act  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  contains  a 
provision  for  a  new  engine  for  the  Vigilant,  and  on  April  6  of  this 
year  the  contract  for  furnishing  the  same  was  awarded.  Work  under 
this  contract  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  I  expect  by  the  1st  of

August  to  have  the  new  engine  in  place  and  the  Vigilant  again  in  com- 
mission. With  the  new  boiler  and  new  engine  the  harbor  boat  will  be 
in  good  condition,  and  it  is  believed  will  be  able  to  maintain  a  speed 
of  at  least  10  miles  per  hour.  The  installation  of  this  new  and  larger 
machinery  will  necessarily  increase  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  boat, 
and  to  meet  this  additional  expense  the  estimate  for  miscellaneous 
expenses  has  been  increased  from  $1,440  to  $1,960. 

The  dragging  of  the  river  for  dead  bodies,  which  is  an  important 
item  in  the  work  of  this  department,  is  at  present  performed  by  the 
crew  in  a  rowboat,  and  is,  consequently,  very  arduous  and  exhausting 
as  well  as  time  consuming.  1  therefore  recommend  that  an  appropri- 
ation be  submitted  for  the  purchase  of  a  naphtha  launch,  or  its  equiva- 
lent, to  be  used  for  dragging.  This  launch  could  also  be  used  as  a 
substitute  for  the  Vigilant  when  the  latter  is  laid  up  for  repairs,  as  it  is  at 
present,  and  its  presence  would  render  impossible  the  embarrassing  con- 
ditions which  for  a  time  existed  during  the  past  year,  when,  upon  the 
breaking  down  of  the  Vigilant^  with  no  money  available  for  hiring  a 
boat,  I  was  compelled  to  resort  to  borrowing  boats.  A  suitable  launch 
can  be  procured  at  a  cost  of  about  $700,  and  I  earnestly  recommend 
that  an  estimate  for  the  same  be  submitted. 

The  maintenance  of  a  suitable  fish  wharf  for  handling  the  large 
quantities  of  fish  brought  to  the  harbor  is  a  matter  to  which  I  wish  to 
invite  your  attention.  Under  the  present  practice  the  fish-wharf  privi- 
lege is  annually  auctioned  off  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  for  various 
reasons,  one  of  which  has  been  the  lack  of  a  definite  and  specific 
agreement  concerning  the  removal  of  the  offal,  no  one  seems  inclined 
to  bid  for  the  privilege.  At  the  time  set  for  the  sale  in  the  year  just 
ended  no  bidders  presented  themselves,  and,  because  of  the  reason 
above  stated,  for  a  time  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  any  person 
to  agree  to  take  hold  of  the  wharf.  Finallv  the  same  bidder  who  has 
for  many  years  obtained  the  privilege  was  induced  to  make  a  bid,  and 
the  wharf  was  again  awarded  to  him.  To  obviate  such  a  condition  of 
affairs  I  recommend  that  a  commodious  wharf  be  secured  by  purchase, 
to  be  designated  as  a  fish  wharf,  the  same  to  be  leased  to  a  responsible 
party  for  a  term  of  years,  said  lessee  to  be  required  to  concrete  the 
entire  surface  of  the  wharf,  to  erect  thereon  suitable  fish  houses,  and  to 
provide  proper  sewerage  therefor.  The  offal  resulting  from  handling 
the  fish  has  been  removed  during  the  past  season  in  a  more  satisfactory 
manner  than  ever  before  by  the  wagons  of  the  contractor  for  the  removal 
ot  garbage,  and  I  recommend  that  arrangements  be  made  with  him  for 
the  continuance  of  the  service. 

The  James  Creek  Canal  in  its  present  unprotected  condition  is  a 
constant  menace  to  life.  Furthermore,  the  exhalations  arising  from 
the  mass  of  decaying  and  putrid  matter  which  marks  its  entire  length 
is  the  direct  cause  of  much  of  the  disease  which  exists  in  that  section  of 
the  city  lying  near  it.  It  is  a  veritable  death  trap.  Its  banks  being 
unprotected  in  any  manner,  there  are  numerous  deaths  by  drowning 
of  people  who  have  fallen  into  its  waters,  and,  as  the  bottom  of  the 
canal  is  a  deep  layer  of  soft  tilth  and  sewerage,  a  body  reaching  the 
bottom  rarely,  if  ever,  comes  to  the  surface,  as  it  sinks  and  disappears 
in  this  reeking  mass.  The  recovery  of  the  bodies  of  persons  drowned 
in  this  practically  uncovered  sewer  is  the  most  difficult  and  dis- 
agreeable duty  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  mv  force  and  is  in  itself  a 
menace  to  the  health  of  the  members  of  the  crew.    It  is  urgentlv 
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necessary  that  steps  be  taken  to  remedy  this  condition  of  affairs,  and 
I  earnestly  recommend  that  provision  be  made  to  arch  over  the  canal, 
thus  preventing  a  number  of  fatal  accidents  and  blotting  out  an  eye- 
sore, the  most  unsightly  of  any  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  past  winter  was  an  unusually  mild  one, 
this  department  was  not  called  upon  to  break  up  ice  in  the  channel  of 
the  Potomac  River.  It  is  recommended,  however,  that  for  this  pur- 
pose an  appropriation  of  $5,000  be  asked  for,  with  the  view  of  having 
an  emergency  fund  immediately  available  should  it  become  necessary 
during  the  coming  winter  to  perform  this  duty.  Prompt  action  on 
such  occasions  will  tend  to  prevent  the  southern  portion  of  the  city 
from  being  flooded,  and  by  having  such  an  appropriation  available  the 
necessity  of  appealing  to  Congress  for  funds  would  be  avoided  and 
much  valuable  time  saved. 

During  the  year  just  ended  I  have  ordered  261  vessels  to  move  from 
the  wharves  and  to  proper  anchorage  grounds,  as  marked  by  the  ouoys. 
The  masters  of  these  vessels  in  every  instance  complied  cheerfully 

with  these  instructions. 

For  a  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  this  department  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  attention  is  invited  to  my  report  to  the  major  and  superin- 
tendent of  police  printed  in  his  report  to  you  for  that  year. 

On  many  occasions  during  the  year  I  have  been  indebted  to  Major 
Sylvester  for  valuable  aid  and  cooperation  in  the  performance  of  the 
various  duties  connected  with  the  work  of  the  harbor. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  that  portion  of  my  report  of 
last  year  in  which  reference  is  made  to  the  fact  that  while  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  the  harbor  master  have,  since  my  assignment  to 
that  office  in  1883,  increased  more  than  fivefold,  the  salary  still  remains 
as  it  was  then,  namely,  $1,200  per  annum.  The  increased  duties  arise 
from  the  assignment  to  my  charge  in  1888  of  the  police  harbor  boat, 
the  enactment  by  Congress  in  recent  years  of  many  laws  establishing 
various  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  harbor  and  of  vessels 
arriving  therein,  and  of  the  new  fish  and  game  laws,  the  enforcement 
of  which  has  devolved  almost  exclusively  upon  the  force  under  my 
charge  and  involves  much  labor,  more  especially  in  recent  years,  owing 
to  the  increased  activity  of  the  fish  and  game  associations. 

In  my  last  report  an  increase  in  salary  of  $300  per  annum  was 
requested,  and  this  request  met  with  your  approval  and  was  submitted 
by  you  in  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  The  proposed 
increase  was  not  granted,  however,  in  the  appropriation  bill  as  finally 
enacted,  and  the  matter  is  therefore  again  brought  to  your  attention 
in  the  hope  that  the  increase  above  mentioned  may  be  obtained  for  the 
coming  fiscal  year. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  myself  and  the  members 
of  this  department,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  many  kindnesses 
and  courtesies  at  your  hands  and  to  express  the  hope  that  the  future 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  department  may  be  such  as  to  merit  their 
continuance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PROPERTY  CLERK. 

Washington,  August  £8,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  business  of  this  office  during  the 
fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1901,  with  such  recommendations  as 
are  deemed  advisable  for  the  better  and  more  efficient  transaction  of 
the  office.  As  the  character  of  the  business  transacted  through  this 
office  was  fully  explained  in  my  last  annual  report,  and  the  duties  of 
the  employees  more  fully  explained  in  a  subsequent  report  dated  Jan- 
uary 3,  1901,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  call  }rour  attention  to  them 
aerain  at  this  time.  During  the  fiscal  vear  above  referred  to  there  was 
expended  through  this  office  appropriations  amounting  in  round  figures 
to  $777,500.  There  were  3,873  requisitions  made  upon  the  office  for 
supplies,  which  necessitated  the  writing  of  9,000  orders.  Number  of 
bills  presented  were  8,135.  In  your  estimates  to  Congress  I  respect- 
fully recommend  that  you  ask  that  the  appropriations  for  this  office 
for  the  coming  fiscal  year  be  as  follows:

In  explanation  of  the  above  estimates  I  have  to  say  that  the  office 
sadly  lacks  the  necessary  force  to  enable  it  to  introduce  modern  methods 
in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  office,  and  until  this  is  furnished 
we  can  not  see  that  any  improvement  in  our  present  methods  can  be 
obtained.  The  force  here  estimated  for  is  that  which  I  think  the  busi- 
ness of  the  office  requires,  and  I  am  sure  that  a  careful  examination 
will  prove  that  to  properly  dispatch  the  duties  required  and  to  accu- 
rately keep  the  records  too  much  is  not  asked.  The  clerical  force  of 
this  office  to-day  is  no  larger  than  it  was  ten  years  ago,  notwithstanding 
that  within  that  time  the  work  has  increased  no  less  than  50  per  cent. 
Ten  years  ago  there  were  only  12  fire  apparatus  companies  to  make 
purchases  for,  whereas  to-day  there  are  24.  There  were  about  9  police 
stations,  while  to-day  there  are  11,  including  the  House  of  Detention. 
The  work  for  the  public  schools  has  increased  at  least  50  per  cent,  for 
during  the  past  ten  years  there  has  been  added  33  school  buildings; 
also  new  departments  of  manual  training,  etc.,  which  have  to  be 
equipped  and  constantly  supplied  through  this  office.  The  purchase 
through  this  office  of  equipment  for  the  two  new  manual  training 
schools  which  will  be  used  for  the  first  time  this  year  will  add  to  the 
work  of  the  office  during  the  current  year,  and  each  year  hereafter 
will  be  a  source  of  increased  labor  for  all  connected  herewith.  Other 
departments  added  during  the  time  since  Congress  has  added  to  the 
force  of  this  office  and  whose  supplies  are  furnished  entirely  through 
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it  arc  the  Freedmen's  Hospital,  Industrial  Home  School,  Municipal 
Lodging  House,  and  Public  Library.  Since  the  work  of  cleaning  the 
streets  has  been  done  directly  by  the  District  instead  of  by  contract, 
as  was  once  the  custom,  this,  too,  has  added  to  the  labors  of  this  office. 

I  tirinly  believe  that  if  the  increased  force  asked  for  is  granted  that 
it  will  be  decidedly  for  the  best  interest  of  the  District,  in  that  it  will 
afford  me  time  to  go  out  and  make  purchases  of  some  of  the  large  lot 
of  miscellaneous  supplies  which  are  constantly  required  and  are  not 
covered  by  contract.  Could  this  be  done,  prices  more  advantageous 
to  the  District  may  be  obtained.  As  it  is  now,  my  entire  time  during 
office  hours  has  to  be  devoted  to  clerical  work,  and  the  only  time 
afforded  me  to  go  out  and  make  purchases  is  after  office  hours,  when 
I  frequently  find  the  stores  1  wish  to  do  business  with  closed  for  the 
day.  I  might  here  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  other  Government 
departments  before  making  a  purchase  generally  know  exactly  what 
the  article  wanted  or  the  service  to  be  rendered  is  to  cost  before  an 
order  is  given.  This  has  led  the  accounting  officers  at  the  Treasury 
Department  to  require  of  this  office  that  prices  of  all  articles  not  cov- 
eted by  contract  be  written  on  the  order.  This  is  supposed  to  be  done 
before  the  order  is  given,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  not  done  until 
some  time  after — not  until  the  bill  is  rendered,  which  generally  is  the 
1st  of  the  following  month.  The  price  is  written  on  the  order  so  as 
to  give  it  the  appearance  of  a  bargain  having  been  made  as  to  the  cost 
before  delivery.  It  is  a  physical  impossibiht}^  with  our  small  force  to 
get  prices  on  but  a  small  percentage  of  the  supplies  needed  before  an 
order  is  given.  We,  therefore,  are  compelled  to  pursue  the  course 
above  described.  Congress,  I  believe,  will  not  compel  this  state  of 
affairs  to  exist,  but  will  provide  the  necessary  force  to  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  office  in  a  proper  and  lawful  manner  if  brought  to  their 
attention. 

The  method  recommended  this  year  by  both  the  superintendent  of 
property  and  myself,  and  approved  by  the  honorable  Commissioners, 
ot  awarding  the  contracts  for  the  20  classes  of  general  supplies  by 
items  instead  of  to  the  lowest  aggregate  bidder  on  each  class,  as  has 
heretofore  been  done,  has  resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  District  of  about 

V)00.  It  has  also  proportionately  increased  the  labors  of  this  office, 
in  that  now  we  are  required  to  make  many  orders  for  each  class  of 
supplies,  whereas  before  one  order  would  suffice.  The  same  increase 
is  also  noticed  in  the  number  of  bills  rendered.  This  saving  alone 
snould  be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  increase  asked.  This  office  is  the 
purchasing  office  for  all  departments  except  those  directly  under  the 
^ngineer  Commissioner,  and  is  the  only  office  where  the  conditions  of 

ne  appropriations  for  supplies  for  the  departments  as  above  mentioned 
can  be  obtained.  There  may  be  bills  outstanding  amounting  to  thou- 
fn  a  ,dollars  wnicn  no  other  office  would  know  of  until  they  are 
ioi  warded,  properly  approved,  for  payment.  This  portion  of  the 
sHt  *  office  should  °e  always  in  that  condition  that  the  true 
suue  ot  an  appropriation  can  be  furnished  those  having  a  right  to 
know  at  a  moment's  notice. 

tho  P  °f  the  clerks  in  this  office  is  ^tailed  from  another  branch  of 
when  ?7ernil!erit>  and  is  subject  to  call  for  dutv  in  that  department 
surrp  A    ^g^1**  of  the  service  require  and  I  am  compelled  to 
render  him,  and  in  being  deprived  of  his  help  my  own  office  is 
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greatly  crippled  and  embarrassed.  Therefore  I  most  earnestly  rec- 
ommend that  provision  be  made  for  this  clerk  as  a  regular  employee 
of  this  office  at  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 

T  had  hoped  to  inaugurate  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  fiscal  year 
a  card  system  of  keeping  a  record  of  costs  of  all  supplies  purchased, 
which  would,  if  kept  up,  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  estimating  the 
cost  of  supplies  and  enable  me  to  more  readily  tind  when  the  pur- 
chase was  made  of  a  known  article.    The  complete  outfit  was  purchased 
last  year,  and  by  my  deputy  remaining  after  office  hours  he  got  it  in 
condition  for  operation  this  fiscal  year,  but  so  far,  owing  to  the  pres- 
sure of  other  more  urgent,  if  not  important,  work,  he  has  not  been 
able  to  do  more  with  it;  and  unless  relief  is  afforded  this  necessary 
adjunct  will  have  to  be  abandoned  entirely.    I  have  asked  that  the 
salary  of  my  deputy  be  increased  from  $1,200  to  $1,400  per  annum, 
and  I  trust  that  you  will  again  try  to  induce  Congress  to  grant  this 
small  increase  which  is  so  well  deserved.    Mr.  Hargrove  is  a  faithful, 
well  posted,  and  efficient  clerk,  who  has  thoroughly  familiarized  himself 
with  all  pertaining  to  the  office.    His  present  salary  is  surely  non- 
commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the  duties  he  is  called  upon  to 
perform.    He  has  been  in  this  office  for  the  past  fourteen  years, 
and  has  at  all  times  proven  thoroughly  efficient.    There  is  also  an 
increase  in  salary  asked  for  the  bill  clerk,  from  $720  to  $1,200  per 
annum.    While  this  seems  like  a  large  increase  it  is  not  one  penny  more 
than  the  onerous  and  exacting  responsibilities  of  the  place  demands. 
The  increase  in  salary  asked  for  the  messenger  is  well  deserved.    He  is 
a  faithful  employee  and  performs  clerical  duties  in  addition  to  his  serv- 
ices as  messenger,  and  I  think  his  long  and  faithful  services  worthy  of 
recognition.    Owing  to  the  natural  growth  of  all  the  departments  of 
the  District,  the  quantity  of  condemned  materials,  such  as  old  furniture, 
bicycles,  and  miscellaneous  supplies,  which  are  by  law  turned  over  to 
the  property  clerk  for  disposition,  has  yearly  increased,  until  now 
it  is  so  large  that  it  is  necessary  to  provide  some  place  for  storage 
until  it  may  be  disposed  of  at  public  auction,  or  transferred  to  some 
other  branch  of  the  District  service  where  it  can  be  used  to  good 
advantage.    At  present  I  am  using  a  small  room  in  the  subbasement 
of  this  building,  which  is  entirely  too  small  to  meet  the  demands.  It 
is  sometimes  desirable  to  retain  some  of  this  condemned  material,  as  it 
frequently  can  be  used  in  some  other  branch  of  the  District,  but  with- 
out storage  facilities  it  has  to  be  disposed  of  almost  immediately  at 
auction  for  prices  ridiculously  low.    It  is  desirable  to  have  this  mate- 
rial stored  in  a  place  where  an  auction  can  be  held,  doing  away  with 
the  necessary  expense  of  hauling  it  to  an  auction  house,  which  is  con- 
siderable when  the  value  of  the  article  sold  is  considered.  Thanking 
you  for  the  consideration  shown  this  office  during  the  past,  and  trust- 
ing that  you  will  urge  upon  Congress  the  great  necessity  of  granting 
the  increases  asked,  I  am,

Now  that  the  city  is  to  have  a  new  morgue,  the  expenses  for  operat- 
ing the  same  will  be  greatly  increased  over  the  present  appropriation. 
This  will  entail  extra  responsibilities  for  the  morgue  keeper,  and  an 
increase  in  his  salary  is  respectfully  recommended. 

In  my  estimates  I  have  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  stenog- 
rapher and  clerk  at  $900;  also  an  assistant  morgue  keeper  at  $480  per 
annum.  The  necessity  for  this  clerk  is  demonstrated  by  the  number 
of  letters  received  from  attorneys  during  the  year  complaining  of  the 
incompleteness  of  the  notes  taken  at  inquests.  Important  testimony 
is  oftentimes  adduced  at  these  hearings,  and  the  value  of  authentic 
records  of  the  same  is  manifest.  The  stenographer  could  also  be 
utilized  as  a  clerk  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  office. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the  District  Code  which 
pertains  to  the  coroner's  office,  especiallv  that  clause  which  provides 
a  fee  for  witnesses  summoned  by  the  coroner.  I  do  not  think  that 
such  a  change  will  work  to  the  best  interests  of  the  office,  inasmuch  as 
this  fact  will  in  itself  be  an  incentive  to  introduce  unreliable  and  false 
testimony.  Not  only  would  this  condition  be  ever  present,  but  the 
number  of  would-be  witnesses  greatly  increased.  Considerable  time 
would  be  consumed  in  eliminating  this  element  by  prolonging  the 
inquest  in  hearing  irrelevant  testimony.  These  protracted  inquests 
would  be  a  great  objection  to  the  better  class  of  our  citizens  serving 
as  jurors.  With  the  natural  increase  of  work  in  this  office  it  will 
mean  an  additional  expense  of  nearly  $1,000. 

Furthermore,  as  is  recommended  by  the  revised  code,  the  office  as 
an  appointment  is  taken  away  from  the  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sioners and  vested  in  the  President.    As  in  every  instance  the  appoint- 
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ment  of  a  coroner  has  been  essentially  a  local  one,  it  would  seem 
advisable  for  many  reasons  that  the  office  be  continued  under  the  Com- 
missioners' jurisdiction. 

It  might  be  well  here  to  refer  to  several  important  recommendations 
brought  out  by  coroner's  inquests,  and  referred  to  from  time  to  time 
in  the  daily  press.  The  office  has  generally  been  fortunate  in  securing 
jurors  of  high  intelligence,  who  have  given  uncomplainingly  of  their 
time  and  energies  to  this  important  public  service. 

The  problem  of  avoiding  accidents  at  steam  railway  crossings  in  the 
cit}T  will  be  solved  when  elevated  or  depressed  tracks  are  used.  This, 
however,  does  not  provide  for  the  safety  of  our  rapidly  increasing 
suburban  population,  and  to  this  end  an  improvement  could  be  made. 
The  demands  for  rapid  transit,  of  course,  increases  the  danger  of  those 
living  out  of  or  near  town,  as  it  is  in  the  suburbs  generally  that  high 
speed  is  maintained  with  its  accompanying  dangers.  As  the  frequency 
and  speed  of  trains  multiplies  the  danger  to  the  suburban  citizen,  the 
protection  afforded  at  the  crossings  should  be  correspondingly 
increased.  It  would  seem  also  that  this  would  apply  to  electric  street 
railway  crossings.  Street  railway  accidents  were  somewhat  increased 
over  last  year.  The  crossing  policemen  undoubtedly  saved  many  lives 
through  their  vigilance  and  attention  to  duty.  Their  services  in  this 
respect,  especially  to  women  and  children,  are  almost  of  daily  occur- 
rence. 

There  was  one  fatal  bicycle  accident.  This  occurred  at  F  street 
near  Eleventh  NW.  This  accident  would  seem  to  suggest  that  the 
Commissioners  require  bicyclists  to  dismount  at  street  railway  transfer 
stations.  A  dismount  of  a  few  seconds  at  these  points  could  not  pos- 
sibly inconvenience  the  rider,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  much 
danger  would  thereby  be  eliminated  at  these  congested  points. 

Six  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  past  year  from  electric  shock,  while 
only  one  occurred  the  previous  year.  Testimony  in  many  of  these 
cases  suggest  the  importance  of  a  regular  inspection  of  all  electrical 
lines  carrying  dangerous  voltage.  There  is  ample  law,  it  is  under- 
stood, covering  this  matter,  but  no  appropriation  to  properly  enforce 
it.  While  it  may  be  unreasonable  to  expect  street  railway  companies 
and  lighting  companies  using  electricity  to  put  their  wires  underground 
in  the  agricultural  sections  of  the  county,  it  nevertheless  becomes 
important  that  the  overhead  wires  be  securely  strung  and  safely  insu- 
lated in  every  locality. 

It  also  developed  that  the  installation  of  wires  in  dwellings  and 
buildings  is  often  performed  in  such  a  manner  that  there  is  liability  to 
danger.  Death  in  two  instances  of  this  sort  occurred  from  abandoned 
wires  supposed  to  be  dead. 

It  would  seem  that  many  of  the  deaths  occurring  from  electric  shock 
are  a  strong  argument  for  putting  all  wires,  at  least  in  the  thickly 
populated  sections  of  the  District,  under  ground.  Two  men  lost  their 
lives  while  engaged  in  the  hazardous  work  of  linemen.  These  fatali- 
ties were  due  to  rotten  telegraph  poles. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  accidental  deaths  that  ten  people  lost 
their  lives  by  illuminating  gas.  Many  of  these  were  through  the 
medium  of  the  gas  stove,  a  very  useful  and  generally  safe  method  of 
heating  small  apartments.  It  appears,  however,  that  the  greater  dan- 
ger lay  in  the  manner  of  making  the  connection  with  the  gas  fixtures. 
Almost  invariably  the  two  stopcocks,  one  governing  the  gas  flame  or  jet, 
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the  other  the  stove,  are  within  1  or  2  inches  of  each  other.  The  cause 
of  the  escaping  gas  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  one  or  the  other  of  the 
stopcocks  was  turned  on  by  mistake.  These  accidents,  with  probably 
one  exception,  have  been  confined  to  occupants  of  boarding  houses  or 
small  hotels.  In  several  cases  the  fact  was  pretty  well  established  that 
the  unfortunate  guest  was  somewhat  intoxicated.  As  the  accident  is 
one  of  frequent  occurrence  it  might  be  lessened  by  reg-ulating,  if  pos 
sible,  the  mode  of  making  the  gas  connection  by  increasing  the  distance 
between  the  stopcocks  or  keys,  thereby  preventing  in  a  great  measure 
inadvertence  in  turning  on  either  or  both. 

During  the  year  several  deaths  have  occurred  from  drowning  in  the 
James  Creek  Canal.  The  importance  of  fencing  in  this  open  cesspool 
is  apparent.  Located  as  it  is,  in  a  fairly  thickly  populated  section  of 
the  city,  without  any  protection,  it  is  an  ever  present  source  of  danger 
to  those  who  go  near  it. 

My  experience  in  the  office  of  coroner  and  the  necessary  familiarity 
which  has  come  through  the  performance  of  my  duties,  leads  to  the 
belief  that  the  office  should  be  relieved  of  the  quasi  judicial  duties 
incident  thereto.  It  would  appear  to  be  entirely  sufficient  for  the 
coroner  to  investigate  and  determine  the  causes  of  death.  In  many  of 
the  cities  of  the  United  States  the  duties  of  the  office  are  performed 
by  a  medical  examiner,  whose  office  it  is  to  investigate  all  cases  of  death 
from  known  or  suspected  violence;  and  where  he  believes,  from  the 
condition  of  affairs  developed  by  his  investigation,  that  the  case  is  one 
which  should  be  judicially  determined,  he  refers  the  case  to  the  police 
department,  with  instructions  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
the  proper  legal  authorities.  If  this  plan  were  adopted  here,  I  am 
convinced  the  District  would  be  saved  considerable  expense  and  work 
of  the  office  expedited.  This  office  has  been  specialty  fortunate  during 
the  past  year  in  having  competent  jurors,  yet  an  occasion  might  arise 
when  the  verdict  of  a  coroner's  jury  would  rather  obstruct  and  com- 
plicate the  case.  An  instance  occurred  not  long  since  where  a  man  against 
whom  there  was  a  strong  prima  facie  case  was  permitted  by  a  coroner's 
jury  to  go  free.  Manifestly,  if  this  case  had  been  tried  by  the  proper 
legal  authority,  the  man  would  have  been  held  for  manslaughter  even 
though  he  were  not  guilty  of  murder.  Divesting  this  subject  of  all  other 
consideration,  it  would  seem  improper  to  expect  from  the  coroner,  who 
must  needs  be  a  medical  officer,  the  legal  knowledge  which  is  necessary 
to  conduct  a  criminal  investigation.  The  usefulness  of  the  office  of 
coroner  depends  in  general  upon  its  medical  investigations,  and  it  seems 
far  better  that  a  qualilied  legal  officer  of  the  District  should  have 
charge  of  certain  phases  of  all  inquests. 

In  closing  my  report,  1  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  valuable  services 
rendered  this  office  by  Major  Sylvester  and  the  police  department 
generally.

EXPLANATORY  OF  THE  ESTIMATE. 

After  a  period  of  thirty  years,  during  which  time  there  was  no 
departure  from  the  original  organization  of  the  Metropolitan  police 
force  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  rearrange 
the  system  so  as  to  make  it,  in  a  measure  at  least,  competent  to  meet 
the  general  development  in  social  and  business  conditions,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  Government  institutions,  which  had  undergone  great 
changes,  incident  to  advancement  and  progress  everywhere  and  along 
all  lines. 

During  the  last  session  of  Congress  provision  was  made  for  many 
of  these,  yet  much  remains  to  be  done  before  the  department  will  be 
so  advanced  as  to  make  it  what  it  should  be  at  the  capital  of  the  United 
States — a  model  for  all  others. 

For  years  the  major  and  superintendent  was  taxed  with  so  many 
matters  of  a  clerical  character  that  his  legitimate  work  was  encroached 
upon  to  such  an  extent  as  to  impair  his  usefulness  in  many  ways  as  an 
executive  officer,  and  prevent  his  giving  that  attention  to  details  nec- 
essary to  secure  efficient  service  from  a  large  body  of  men  engaged  in 
the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime. 

CAPTAIN  AND  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT. 

By  law  approved  February  28,  1901;  a  captain  and  assistant  super- 
intendent was  provided,  and  he  ha3  been  assigned  to  the  supervision 
of  the  most  important  auxiliary  of  the  department— the  detective 
bureau-  for  the  proper  and  successful  conduct  of  which  the  major  and 
superintendent  is  held  responsible  in  this  jurisdiction.    The  wisdom 
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of  this  assignment  should  not  be  questioned  when  it  is  understood  that 
the  official  in  charge  thereof  is,  in  business  relationship  and  rank,  the 
closest  official  to  the  major  and  superintendent.  Upon  such  repre- 
sentative rests  the  responsibility  of  dividing  the  work  in  the  preven- 
tion of  crime  and  the  apprehension  of  criminals.  Formerly  an 
inspector  of  the  force  exercised  this  authority,  and  he  was  usually  one 
of  the  lieutenants.  A  closer  communion,  and,  therefore,  a  procedure 
on  one  line  of  policy,  is  now  effected.  The  captain  and  assistant  super- 
intendent possesses  that  authority  in  law  which  secures  for  him  the 
respect  of  the  command  immediately  in  hand,  and  of  the  whole  force 
if  necessary.  In  the  management  of  the  secret  service  he  gives  it  an 
impetus  and  intelligent  action  which  could  not  be  expected  of  an  officer 
of  lower  rank.  In  the  absence  of  the  major  and  superintendent, 
through  leave  or  sickness,  he  becomes  the  acting  head  of  the  depart- 
ment, and,  having  been  promoted  from  the  ranks,  his  experience  should 
enable  him  to  properly  understand  the  force,  as  well  as  the  detective 
branch  of  the  service. 

He  should  possess  exceptional  and  many  qualifications,  give  his  time 
night  and  day  to  the  work  in  hand,  be  a  student  and  a  director,  pos- 
sess firmness  and  ready  capacity  for  the  solution  of  delicate  problems, 
be  honest,  respectful  and  willing,  kind  and  strong,  read  human  nature 
in  its  many  phases,  know  the  law  of  his  own  and  other  jurisdictions, 
have  a  full  knowledge  of  the  men  under  him,  assign  cases  committed 
to  his  charge  so  as  to  obtain  the  best  results  and  much  more — for  the 
inadequate  compensation  of  $1,800  a  year.  It  is  unreasonable  to  require 
so  much  for  so  little,  and  such  a  course  would  not  accord  with  the 
policy  of  a  well-regulated  business  firm  or  corporation.  In  submit- 
ting these  estimates  I  have  recommended  that  his  salary  be  made  at 
least  $2,000.  The  statesman,  the  diplomat,  the  rich  and  the  poor  must 
at  times  confide  in  this  official  while  seeking  assistance,  and  one  worthy 
of  such  confidence  is  surely  deserving  of  the  increase. 

CAPTAINS. 

The  next  item  relates  to  the  pay  of  the  captains.  These  officers, 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  law  approved  February  28,  1901,  and 
in  the  last  appropriation  act,  were  provided  for  as  lieutenant-inspectors, 
at  $1,500  per  annum.  There  are  four  of  them,  and  if  it  should  be- 
come necessary  some  day  to  call  out  the  entire  police  force  of  the 
District  one  captain  would  command  150  privates,  which,  to  anyone 
familiar  with  organization,  appears  reckless  and  inexpedient.  No 
captain  should  be  expected  to  properly  manipulate  the  movements  of 
more  than  100  men,  and  if  the  department  is  provided  with  another 
official  of  the  same  rank  it  will  about  adjust  the  organization. 

One  captain,  mounted,  is  employed  to  visit  the  station  houses  in  the 
District  to  see  that  the  horses,  wagons,  harness,  signal  system,  supplies 
of  all  kinds,  buildings,  equipments,  uniforms,  and  property  require- 
ments are  maintained  as  they  should  be;  to  inspect  uniforms  and  hel- 
mets as  to  make  and  condition,  to  preside  at  court-martial  hearings, 
and  to  cover  all  matters  by  written  reports. 

Two  captains  exercise  daily  and  nightly  supervision  over  as  ^  many 
police  districts,  each  containing  five  precincts.  They  transmit  and 
return  to  the  stations  in  their  respective  districts  official  reports  ema- 
nating from  headquarters,  orders  of  the  major  and  superintendent, 
inspect  the  stations  and  enforce  economy  in  the  use  of  gas,  forage,  and 
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supplies,  see  that  the  records  are  kept  in  accordance  with  law,  inquire 
into  and  observe  the  demeanor  of  the  members  of  the  force,  keep  up 
an  interchange  between  the  major  and  superintendent  and  the  com- 
manding officials  of  the  ten  precinct  stations,  serve  as  members  of 
courts-martial,  inspect  drills  and  target  practice,  visit  the  beats  of  the 
privates  at  unexpected  hours,  attend  fires,  and  assist  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  this  branch  of  the  service. 

The  fourth  captain  is  engaged  in  promulgating  the  orders  of  the 
major  and  superintendent  at  headquarters,  in  making  details  and  assign- 
ments of  members  of  the  force,  hearing  and  investigating  complaints 
of  all  kinds,  receiving  the  public,  summarizing  reports,  inspecting 
and  passing  on  requisitions  for  supplies  and  improvements,  correcting 
deficiencies  reported  by  the  District  captains,  keeping  the  major  and 
superintendent  in  constant  touch  with  the  details  as  reported  to  and 
from  the  ten  precinct  stations,  and  discharging  general  duties  as  may 
be  required.    He  must  also  act  in  court-martial  hearings. 

It  is  recommended  that  one  more  captain  be  provided  for  all-night 
service  at  police  headquarters,  to  supervise  the  detective  branch  as  well 
as  the  office  of  the  major  and  superintendent,  and  that  the  pay  of  each 
of  the  captains  be  raised  from  $1,500  to  $1,800  a  year. 

HEADQUARTERS  CLERKS. 

The  remuneration  of  three  stenographers,  who  are  classed  as  clerks, 
should  be  at  least  $900  each.  One  of  them  now  receives  this  compen- 
sation, while  two  of  them  get  but  $720.  Their  office  hours  are  from  9 
until  5  o'clock,  exceeding  those  of  the  Government  clerk;  they  are 
continually  employed,  including  Sundays  and  holidays,.and  I  feel  con- 
fident the  small  increase  urged  would  be  granted  readily  was  the  situa- 
tion fully  understood. 

POLICE  AND  FIRE  SURGEONS. 

The  pay  of  the  police  and  fire  surgeons  should  be  increased,  as  there 
are  over  eight  hundred  men  in  both  departments  who  require  their 
attention  during  the  year,  and  the  increase  recommended  is  more  than 
earned.  In  addition  to  visiting  the  sick  and  injured,  it  is  their  duty  to 
examine  all  applicants  for  both  branches  of  service.  Seven  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars  would  be  only  a  fair  compensation. 

DETECTIVE  SERGEANTS. 

Sixteen  privates,  selected  for  their  special  qualifications,  are  detailed 
as  detectives.  Fourteen  of  these  receive  an  extra  allowance  of  $240  a 
year.  It  is  but  just  that  the  same  pay  should  be  provided  for  the  other 
two.  These  men  incur  many  minor  expenses  in  connection  with  their 
work  which  they  liquidate  from  their  own  funds,  through  their  desire 
to  succeed  in  cases  they  may  be  handling,  and  all  should  be  accorded 
equal  means  for  defraying  extra  demands  on  their  resources,  which  are 
limited  in  every  instance.  The  continued  petty  thieving  incident  to 
this  jurisdiction  requires  an  intelligent  and  zealous  detective  work,  and 
every  encouraging  facility  should  be  furnished  the  operator. 

LIEUTENANTS. 

The  salaries  of  the  several  police  lieutenants,  which  are  $1,320  per 
annum  each,  have  not  been  advanced  for  about  fifteen  years,  while 
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their  duties  havein  every  way — doubled  by  reason  of  commands,  more 
laws  and  police  regulations  to  enforce,  together  with  twice  the  demands 
upon  their  time,  energy,  and  ability  than  formerly  existed.  Fifteen 
hundred  dollars  would  be  nearer  a  just  return  for  the  labor  required 
of  them. 

SERGEANTS. 

The  same  conditions  prevail  with  reference  to  the  sergeants,  whose 
salaries  have  not  been  increased  for  more  than  a  score  of  years.  They 
are  paid  $1,140  per  annum  each,  which  should  be  an  even  $1,200. 

A  REDUCED  PROBATION  PERIOD. 

Many  years  ago  the  lawmaking  powers  established  two  classes  of 
policemen,  the  first  known  as  " Privates  of  class  1,"  the  second  as 
"Privates  of  class  2."  The  former  was  established  as  a  probation  num- 
ber, at  $900  per  annum  each,  and  was  in  such  proportion  to  class  2, 
whose  members  were  allowed  $1,080  a  year,  that  after  a  service  of  two 
years  they  would  be  advanced  to  the  higher  grade  of  pay.  Practicing 
a  supposed  plan  of  economy,  Congress  each  year  afterwards,  when  the 
force  was  increased,  made  additions  to  class  1,  generally,  thus  chang- 
ing the  original  proportion,  so  that  a  private  of  that  rank  does  not 
receive  an  advancement  now  until  he  has  served  as  such  for  about  ten 
years.  Such  provision  has,  year  by  year,  served  as  a  menace  to  the 
best  service,  discouraging  those  who  have  faithfully  labored  and 
coveted  the  advancement,  which  was,  in  the  first  place,  evidently 
intended  to  come  after  two  years'  satisfactory  service.  The  $900  man 
is  required  to  labor  as  long  and  do  as  much  as  the  $1,080  man,  and  yet 
must  suffer  this  unjust  discrimination.  Owing  to  the  limited  force, 
it  is  necessary  to  operate  the  six-hour  changes — that  is,  on  duty  six 
hours,  on  reserve  six  hours,  again  on  duty  six  hours — so  that  from 
twelve  to  eighteen  hours'  work  out  of  twenty-four  is  required  of 
members  of  the  force.  It  is  not  surprising  that  all  the  members  desire 
eight  hours  to  constitute  a  day's  work,  but  such  is  particularly  the 
case  with  nearly  half  of  them,  who  receive  $15  a  month  more  than  the 
others.  There  must  be  dissatisfaction,  if  not  open  criticism,  and  such 
a  condition  is  not  conducive  to  best  results. 

Expecting  a  return  to  the  probation  period  of  two  years  and  then 
promotion,  these  faithful  public  servants  look  to  me  as  their  spokesman 
to  urge  consideration  of  this  matter,  and  in  doing  so  I  think  it  only 
fair  that  the  injustice  should  be  remedied,  and  at  this  time  at  least  100 
of  the  "  privates  of  class  1"  should  be  awarded  the  increase  from 
$900  to  $1,080  a  year,  which  would  restore  the  plan  originally  intended 
by  Congress  and  carry  with  it  encouragement  to  the  young  and  active 
man  who  expects  to  win  his  way  by  length  of  service  and  honest 
endeavor. 

INSUFFICIENT  DETAILS. 

There  is  now  1  private  detailed  at  the  bathing  beach.  There  should 
be  2,  to  perform  twelve  hours'  duty  each. 

Two  men  are  posted,  as  required  by  law,  at  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
and  Baltimore  and  Potomac  depots,  performing  eight  hours'  service 
each.  This  should  be  continuous  throughout  the  twenty-four  hours, 
and  would  require  2  additional  men. 

Two  members  of  the  force  are  detailed  at  the  Emergency  Hospital, 
performing  eight  hours'  duty  each.  To  make  the  supervision  com- 
plete, there  should  be  1  more  officer.

Two  members  are  employed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Arlington  Hotel, 
a  most  important  center.  The  number  should  he  doubled,  in  order  to 
make  a  continuous  service. 

Likewise,  at  the  Aqueduct  Bridge,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  Balti- 
more and  Potomac  depots,  the  village  of  Brightwood,  the  town  of  Eck- 
ington,  the  settlement  of  Langdon,  the  city  post-office,  Tenley,  Takoma, 
and  the  steamboat  wharves,  sixteen  hours'  service  is  being  rendered  by 
2  officers,  ending  at  midnight,  which  should  be  unobstructed,  and 
which  would  require  22  additional  men. 

Three  more  privates  would  complete  the  assignment  at  Brookland 
and  a  twenty -four  hours'  service,  three  additional  at  Benning,  3  more 
at  the  Corcoran  Art  Gallery,  3  for  the  important  beat  on  F  street, 
between  Ninth  and  Fifteenth  streets,  3  for  the  post  at  Fifteenth  and 
H  streets  NE.,  1  at  Cleveland  Park,  and  21  to  act  as  doormen  at  the 
several  precinct  station  houses. 

Referring  to  the  last  item,  when  the  cells  are  occupied,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  the  wants  of  the  prisoners  should  be  promptly  attended  to; 
that  is,  that  they  should  be  given  food,  water,  and,  in  case  of  illness, 
medical  attention,  and  be  prevented  from  attempts  at  suicide,  which 
inclination  often  manifests  itself  with  persons  who  are  in  keeping. 

Aside  from  the  deficiencies  which  I  have  noted,  those  localities 
including  the  legations  of  foreign  countries,  the  State,  War,  and  Navy 
Departments,  and  other  important  Government  offices,  should  be 
closely  policed,  and  an  officer  at  all  times  be  within  hailing  distance. 
At  least  20  men  should  be  provided  for  this  purpose. 

DESK  SERGEANTS. 

Two  more  desk  sergeants  will  be  required  for  the  substation  at 
Tenley,  1  for  day  and  1  for  night  duty.  These  employees  were 
known  in  the  last  appropriation  bill  as  station  keepers,  but  the  act 
approved  February  28,  1901,  made  them  desk  sergeants,  in  order  to 
have  someone  in  authority  in  the  station  house  during  the  absence 
of  the  lieutenant  or  sergeant,  and  that  an  officer  empowered  to  accept 
collateral  might  always  be  in  attendance.  They  perform  many  and 
varied  duties  of  a  police  and  clerical  character,  are  on  duty  twelve 
hours  each,  and  receive  $840  a  year.  As  their  responsibilities  have 
been  increased  and  they  are  members  of  the  force,  as  well  as  being 
clerks,  their  pay  should  be  advanced  to  $1,080  per  annum. 

LABORERS. 

Two  more  laborers  are  asked  for,  (1  to  have  charge  of  the  work 
at  the  Tenley  station,  and  1  at  the  substation  at  Anacostia);  and  I 
recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  laborers  in  this  department  be  fixed 
at  $600. 

BICYCLE  MOUNTS. 

Favorable  action  was  obtained  upon  the  recommendation  of  your 
major  and  superintendent  last  year  that  an  appropriation  of  $50  per 
annum  be  allowed  to  each  of  50  privates  of  the  force  doing  mounted 
service  on  bicycles.  Under  this  provision  the  men  purchase  their  own 
wheels  and  keep  them  in  repair  through  the  year. 

As  their  tours  of  duty  are  adjusted,  with  the  limited  number  of 
wheels  at  command,  2  men  patrol  during  the  day,  and  a  relief  of  2 
men  during  the  night  until  12  o'clock,  when  1  man,  making  the  fifth, 
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completes  the  twenty-four  hours  by  operating  through  the  precinct 
until  morning. 

As  there  are  10  precincts  with  5  bicycle  men  assigned  to  each  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  entire  detail  is  utilized. 

It  is  advisable  that  this  force  be  increased  at  least  10,  which  would 
require  a  further  annual  appropriation  of  $500.  This  would  enable 
the  assignment  of  the  same  number  of  men  for  duty  between  midnight 
and  morning  as  are  engaged  in  the  work  during  the  daytime  and  up  to 
12  o'clock  at  night. 


DRIVERS. 


An  increase  of  3  drivers  will  be  made  necessary  by  the  opening 
of  the  Tenley  station  house  (1  for  day  and  1  for  night  duty),  and  the 
assignment  of  1  to  the  service  of  the  major  and  superintendent. 

By  reason  of  the  transfer  of  the  ambulance  service  from  this  depart- 
ment to  the  board  of  charities,  4  drivers  are  dropped  from  the  police 
roll. 

Two  drivers  are  assigned  to  each  of  the  10  precincts  and  1  to  the 
police-court  van,  which  hauls  prisoners  daily  from  the  station  house 
to  the  court  and  from  the  court  to  the  jail  or  workhouse.  Should  the 
police-court  van  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  charities, 
but  23  drivers  should  be  provided  for  in  these  estimates. 


MATRONS. 


The  next  item  is  that  of  a  police  matron.  At  this  time  3  matrons  are 
employed  under  the  police  appropriation,  2  of  whom  search  and  care 
for  prisoners  at  the  house  of  detention,  and  the  third  has  supervision 
of  women  who  are  not  proper  subjects  for  the  latter  institution,  but 
who  may  be  held  at  the  station  house. 

It  is  at  once  apparent  that  a  single  matron  can  not  give  twenty -four 
hours'  continuous  service  at  the  station  house;  hence  this  request  for 
another  employee  for  this  line  of  work. 


FUEL. 


With  the  new  Tenth  precinct  station  in  operation  and  another  sub- 
station in  Tenley,  there  must  be  a  further  supply  of  coal  provided  the 
department,  and  it  is  estimated  that  $500  will  be  required  to  furnish 
the  extra  heating. 

In  this  connection  I  might  add  that  the  increased  price  of  fuel  will 
at  once  emphasize  the  fact  that  this  is  an  economical  recommendation. 


CONTINGENT  FUND. 


Many  of  the  patrol  wagons  purchased  for  the  department  over  ten 
years  ago  are  in  such  condition  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase 
new  ones.    In  order  to  do  so  the  contingent  fund  must  be  added  to. 

This  consideration,  the  expenses  involved  in  an  increased  police  force, 
by  way  of  beds,  bedding,  gas,  ice,  rewards  for  fugitives,  and,  in  fact, 
a  multiplicity  of  needs,  convince  me  that  $30,000  for  the  ensuing  year 
will  be  a  small  and  close  estimate. 

I  am  here  reminded  that  for  the  past  two  years  Congress  has  cut 
down  the  estimates  of  your  superintendent  in  this  respect,  which,  for 
the  first  time,  necessitated  the  incurring  of  a  deficiency  for  the  periods 
mentioned. 

After  a  record  of  years  without  a  deficiency  it  was  disappointing  to 
the  major  and  superintendent  to  have  to  meet  such,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
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that  Congress  will  give  the  items  stated  that  consideration  which  will 
result  in  ample  provision  being  made. 

MOTOR  VEHICLE. 

The  detective  bureau  has  property  recovered  to  secure,  and  prisoners 
and  witnesses  to  transfer  from  headquarters  to  other  places,  and  to 
make  prompt  and  rapid  conveyance  of  the  same  the  transportation 
facilities,  which  it  is  now  often  necessary  to  hire,  should  be  owned  by 
the  department.  A  patrol  wagon  might  be  called  from  its  legitimate 
use  at  a  station,  but  this  would  impair  the  precinct  work  and  give  rise 
to  proper  criticism  from  citizens  in  front  of  whose  premises  such  a 
conveyance  might  be  stopped.  I  have  estimated  for  a  motor  vehicle 
for  this  and  other  purposes. 

NEW  BUILDING  FOR  THE  FIFTH. 

An  inspection  of  the  Fifth  precinct  station  building  would  result  in 
its  condemnation.  Erected  thirty-odd  years  ago,  it  to-day  presents 
but  few  features  which  would  indicate  it  to  be  a  station  house  in  the 
modern  acceptation  of  the  term.  There  is  a  flight  of  stairs  to  climb 
before  it  can  be  reached;  dark  rows  of  iron  cells  encased  in  solid 
masonry,  without  ventilation,  gives  it  more  the  appearance  of  the 
"Black  Hole  of  Calcutta"  than  anything  else.  The  basement  at  times 
overflows  with  water,  and  the  rear  yard  adjoining  the  sleeping  rooms 
is  continually  damp  and  covered  with  insanitary  discolorations.  The 
antiquated  closets  are  contiguous  to  the  so-called  dormitory,  where 
members  of  the  force  must  sleep,  the  dreams  of  the  slumberers  to  be 
disturbed  by  an  intolerable  degree  of  heat  in  summer  and  the  disgusting 
odors  which  have  their  origin  in  the  next-door  closets  at  all  times.  The 
lot,  which  is  owned  by  the  District,  is  on  a  corner  and  is  of  sufficient 
area  to  permit  the  erection  of  a  suitable  station  edifice  and  stable.  The 
old  building  should  be  torn  down  and  a  new  one  erected  in  its  stead, 
the  cost  of  which  is  included  in  the  estimate  of  $30,000.  The  site  is 
in  southeast  Washington,  in  the  midst  of  a  well-populated  district, 
embracing  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Capitol,  navy-yard,  and  hun- 
dreds of  business  houses  and  private  residences,  and  is  admirably  suited 
for  the  purpose. 

If  provision  is  made  for  the  erection  of  a  station  house  and  stable  in 
southeast  Washington,  on  the  present  site  of  the  Fifth  Precinct  station, 
the  temporary  housing  of  the  command,  or  during  the  period  when  the 
house  is  under  construction,  is  a  question  which  must  be  disposed  of, 
and  it  is  suggested  that  an  appropriation  of  $600  be  made  for  the  rental 
of  a  building  for  such  purposes. 

In  support  of  the  propositions  heretofore  presented,  the  major  and 
superintendent  will  be  prepared  to  furnish  data  from  other  localities  in 
the  United  States,  wherein  the  reasonableness  of  the  increase  pay 
recommended  will  be  shown. 

ESTIMATES  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  DETENTION. 

Under  an  act  approved  "To  enable  the  Commissioners  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  to  provide  transportation  and  a  suitable  place  for 
the  reception,  transportation,  and  detention  of  children  under  16 
years  of  age,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  commissioners,  of  girls  and 
women  over  16  years  of  age,  arrested  by  the  police  on  charge  of 
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offense  against  any  law  in  force  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  held 
as  witnesses,  or  held  pending  final  investigation  or  examination,  or 
otherwise,  $8,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary:  Provided, 
That  all  such  persons  held  or  detained  under  public  authority  prior  to 
the  adjudication  of  cases  in  which  they  may  be  involved  shall  be  held 
at  the  place  so  provided,"  this  institution  is  being  supported  during 
the  current  fiscal  year  to  the  extent  that  is  permissible  under  an 
appropriation  of  $8,000. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  I  have  to  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  $11,595  be  appropriated  for  such  purpose,  to  be  included 
in  a  detailed  appropriation  as  follows:

The  house  of  detention,  as  the  law  making  provision  for  its  sup- 
port indicates,  is  not  a  station  house,  but  such  an  institution  as  is  best 
adapted  for  the  confinement  of  youthful  prisoners,  coming  into  the 
hands  of  the  police,  over  night,  or  until  the  charges  against  them  may 
be  disposed  of  by  the  courts.  In  addition  to  holding  such  prisoners 
for  trial,  the  judges  of  the  police  court  and  board  of  childrens'  guard- 
ians, in  the  absence  of  an  appropriation,  have  had  to  invoke  the  aid  of 
this  department  to  the  extent  of  caring  for  these  prisoners — that  is, 
housing  and  feeding  them — after  the  courts  have  determined  charges 
against  them,  until  such  time  as  they  may  be  sent  to  a  proper  reforma- 
tory or  assignment  may  be  made  of  their  cases — by  way  of  penalty  and 
betterment.  This  has  entailed  on  the  limited  appropriation  made  for 
the  purpose  an  expense  unlooked  for  at  the  time  of  the  inception  of 
the  institution,  but  the  department  has  been  enabled  to  do  this  with- 
out great  discomfort  or  entailing  deficiency.  The  lieutenants  of  the 
several  precinct  station  houses  have  been  greatly  relieved  during 
the  past  year  and  a  half  by  the  presence  of  this  place  of  confinement. 
Many  of  the  young  have  been  saved  the  humiliation  if  not  the  perma- 
nent disgrace  and  abandonment  which  too  often  follow  incarceration 
behind  the  bars,  and  weak  and  unfortunate  females  and  children  have 
had  kindly  care  during  the  period  they  were  deprived  of  liberty. 

The  officers,  without  exception,  have  performed  their  duties  con- 
scientiously and  thoroughly.  There  have  been  no  escapes,  harshness, 
or  maltreatment  which  would  in  any  measure  destroy  the  object  of  the 
work;  yet,  at  the  same  time,  those  who  have  been  sent  to  the  house  of 
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detention  as  prisoners  have  fully  realized  that  the  community  provides 
for  the  restriction  of  liberty — the  liberty  of  those  who  violate  the  laws. 
Persons  arrested  by  the  police  have  been  promptly  transported  to  these 
quarters,  and  there  has  been  no  delay  in  answering  the  summons  of  the 
court  for  their  production. 

During  the  brief  period  of  incarceration  females  under  the  super- 
vision of  matrons  and  boys  under  the  care  of  guards  have,  for  the  first 
time  in  some  instances,  been  taught  that  cleanliness  is  next  to  godli- 
ness, in  this,  that  they  were  required  to  bathe  and  attire  themselves 
in  clean  garments  for  the  night  and  preserve  good  order  while  so 
detained. 

The  vehicles  used  in  the  transportation  of  these  prisoners  are  devoid 
of  any  appearance  that  would  portend  to  the  prison  feature,  and  there 
are  no  outward  signs  that  would  indicate  other  than  humane  treat- 
ment; neither  do  the  rules  of  the  institution  permit  otherwise  during 
the  time  of  imprisonment. 

The  superintendent  of  the  institution  is  a  sergeant  in  the  Metropoli- 
tan police  department,  and  in  the  execution  of  his  duties  must  possess 
those  qualities  necessary  to  carry  out  the  ideas  as  above  enumerated. 
His  pay  at  the  present  time  is  $1,080  per  year,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  it  be  increased  to  $1,200. 

Three  clerks  are  required  to  perform  duty  eight  hours  each  daily, 
and  their  pay  at  this  time  is  $600  per  annum.  They  enter  all  names 
and  information  pertaining  to  those  who  may  be  sent  to  the  House 
of  Detention  and  prepare  the  routine  reports  necessary  to  its  proper 
conduct. 

The  driver  of  the  van  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  driving  a  double 
team  which  transports  prisoners  to  the  court  and  from  that  place  to 
the  several  institutions  to  which  they  may  be  sentenced  or  back  to  the 
house  of  detention,  where  they  may  be  assigned  to  temporary  impris- 
onment. 

Three  drivers,  at  $420  per  annum,  relieve  each  other  in  driving  the 
vehicle  which  responds  to  the  calls  from  the  several  precinct  station 
houses  when  arrests  are  made  in  order  to  transport  prisoners  as 
rapidly  as  possible  to  the  place  of  detention. 

Three  horses  are  employed  to  perform  this  work,  and  they  are  cared 
for  by  the  hostler,  at  $180  per  annum. 

Three  male  guards  are  kept  on  duty,  alternating  eight  hours  each, 
at  $600  a  year.  These  officers  are  charged  with  supervising  male 
prisoners— enforcing  the  regulations  as  to  bathing,  putting  them  in 
the  sleeping  apartments,  and  securing  them  properly  at  the  time  they 
are  to  be  taken  to  court. 

In  addition  to  these,  three  police  officers  change  watch,  so  that  one 
may  accompany  all  prisoners  to  the  courts  or  other  places,  as  he  mav 
be  directed. 

The  matrons,  performing  twelve  hours'  duty  each,  at  $600  a  year, 
have  charge  of  the  female  ward  and  attend  to  the  wants  of  those 
intrusted  to  their  charge,  and  in  addition  thereto  search  and  exercise 
proper  care  as  to  their  safety  and  security. 

This  includes  the  salary  list  of  those  who  are  now  paid  per  diem  out 
of  the  lump  appropriation  of  $8,000  per  annum,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  the  same  may  be  made  permanent  places  at  the  salaries  named  in 
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The  other  items  are  those  of  necessity — rent,  laundering,  horse- 
shooing,  meals  to  prisoners,  ice,  gas,  forage,  and  fuel.  The  horses 
employed  have  been  in  the  service  nearly  two  years,  and  the  time  has 
come  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  with  others  those  which 
have  become  incapacitated. 

One  of  the  wagons  employed  is  new,  and,  aside  from  repairs,  will 
he  of  little  expense  to  the  department  unless  some  unforeseen  emer- 
gency arises.  The  second  one  employed  for  the  transportation  of 
prisoners  was  secondhand  when  it  was  purchased,  and  will  have  seen 
its  days  of  usefulness  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 

Therefore  it  is  recommended  that  the  appropriation  include  sufficient 
to  replace  this  vehicle  and  pay  for  such  repairs  on  both  as  may  be 
required. 

The  miscellaneous  expenses  include  furnishing  of  stationery,  repairs, 
and  other  items  incident  to  the  conduct  of  such  a  station,  and  it  is 
estimated  the  amount  needed  therefor  will  be  $500. 

The  expenses  of  this  place  have  heretofore  been  paid  from  a  lump 
sum  of  $8,000.  The  inadvisability  of  such  a  course  is  well  known  to 
the  Commissioners  through  experience,  and  your  superintendent  feels 
justified  in  recommending  that  the  sum  may  be  as  he  has  estimated. 
It  will  afford  more  satisfaction  to  those  employed,  enable  the  public 
to  clearly  judge  of  the  expenses  in  detail,  and  Congress  to  see  that 
economy  is  practiced  in  this  branch  of  the  service. 

The  matrons  at  the  house  of  detention  belong  to  the  Metropolitan 
police  department,  and  it  is  urged  that  their  services  be  transferred  to 
the  appropriation  for  the  house  of  detention  as  enumerated  in  the 
estimates. 

If  the  maintenance  of  this  institution  is  supplemented  by  a  children's 
court,  where  they  may  be  free  from  anything  that  tends  to  degenerate, 
the  original  intention  of  saving  many  who  might  otherwise  go  astray 
early  in  life  will  have  been  accomplished,  and  the  parents  of  the  erring 
ones  may  be  protected  from  that  embarrassment  and  distraction  which 
attaches  to  life  in  a  great  city. 

ESTIMATES    SUBMITTED    FOR    THE    REORGANIZATION   OF    THE  HARBOR 

PATROL. 

Under  an  act  of  December  28, 1863,  Webb's  Digest,  page  199,  author- 
ity is  found  for  the  appointment  of  a  harbor  master  for  the  port  of 
Washington,  who  is  authorized  to  enforce  and  superintend  the  execu- 
tion of  all  laws  in  the  District  of  Columbia  enacted  and  declared  for  the 
cleaning  of  docks  and  wharves  in  the  port  of  Washington,  preventing 
nuisances,  etc. 

Section  895,  page  162,  of  the  Code  of  Laws  for  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, approved  March  3, 1901,  contains  certain  harbor  regulations  which 
the  harbor  master  is  charged  with  enforcing,  and  in  case  of  his  absence 
the  powers  and  authority  conferred  upon  him  are  exercised  by  the 
pilot  of  said  port. 

The  harbor  master  has  at  his  disposal  a  boat  and  detail  of  members 
of  the  police  force  who  are  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  reg- 
ulations referred  to;  also  the  various  laws  and  regulations  relating  to 
the  District  of  Columbia.  These  include  the  enforcement  of  laws 
against  illegal  fishing  and  hunting:,  gambling,  and  disorders  and  irreg- 
ularities of  all  kinds. 
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The  police  assignment  is  at  the  present  time,  by  direction  of  the  Com- 
missioners, subject  to  the  orders  of  the  harbor  master.  The  law  gives 
the  Commissioners  authority  to  detail  members  of  the  police  force  to 
such  places  as  they  may  determine,  but  the  law,  on  the  other  hand,  pro- 
vides for  superior  officers  to  the  privates  of  police  under  whose  orders 
they  shall  operate. 

The  boat  commanded  by  the  harbor  master  and  the  force  of  privates 
detailed  from  the  Metropolitan  police  department  have  rendered  most 
efficient  service,  yet  there  is  room  for  embarrassments  which  it  would 
be  well  to  provide  against.  A  case  might  arise  where  such  privates 
would  be  called  upon  to  perform  a  delicate  police  duty,  and  it  would 
be  necessary  for  them  to  receive  instructions  from  an  officer  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Metropolitan  police  force  with  rank,  but  who  has  only  the 
powers  of  an  "  additional  policeman." 

In  order  to  secure  that  improved  service  which  is  particularly  neces- 
sary, it  is  recommended  that  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1903,  be  permitted  to  carry  an  amendment  to  the  effect 
that  the  officer  who  is  now  designated  as  "harbor  master"  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  shall  be  designated  as  "captain,  also  harbor  master" 
in  the  Metropolitan  police  force,  and  that  the  major  and  superintend- 
ent of  police  shall  be  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  and 
regulations  relating  to  the  harbor  and  employ  such  captain  in  the 
execution  of  the  duties  appertaining  thereto. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  harbor  master  has  not  been  provided 
with  a  night  crew  for  the  conduct  of  the  patrol  boat,  but  has  been 
enabled  to  do  day  work  only. 

Very  often  he  is  called  upon  to  render  service  in  the  nighttime,  in 
the  recovery  of  drowned  bodies  or  in  the  saving  of  life  or  property, 
and  he  is  unable  to  render  such  service  for  want  of  assistance  to  do  so. 

If  such  a  change  would  meet  the  approval  of  your  honorable  board, 
it  is  suggested  that  estimates  for  the  maintenance  of  the  police  patrol 
boat  be  included  in  those  of  the  Metropolitan  police  department,  and 
to  the  end  that  a  sufficient  force  may  be  provided  to  perfect  the  system 
it  is  recommended,  in  addition  to  the  estimates  which  the  Commission- 
ers may  make  for  the  patrol  boat,  that  appropriation  be  procured  for:

This  arrangement,  with  a  sufficient  detail  of  privates,  would  provide 
a  day  and  night  crew  for  the  boat,  to  perform  twelve  hours  service 
each. 

REPORT  OF  OPERATIONS  WITH  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

May  11, 1901,  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  28, 1901, 
were  made  effective  the  captain  of  the  force,  on  and  after  that  date, 
being  designated  and  respected  as  captain  and  assistant  superintendent, 
the  lieutenants-inspectors  as  captains,  and  station  keepers  as  desk  ser- 
geants. Ine  benefits  to  be  derived  from  these  changes  were  fullv  set 
forth  in  the  annual  report  of  a  year  ago,  but  it  may  not  be  out  of  place 
to  recite  briefly  the  action  necessarv  for  carrying  into  effect  the  new 
enactment. 
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Prior  to  the  advancement  of  the  station  keepers  to  be  desk  sergeants 
they  were  required  to  undergo  examinations  before  the  board  of  police 
surgeons,  and  their  several  physical  defects  officially  certified,  in  order 
to  comply  with  an  order  of  the  honorable  Commissioners  that  such 
appointments  were  effected  with  the  written  understanding  that  the 
police  relief  fund  should  in  nowise  or  manner  be  applicable  in  any  case 
where  death,  removal,  or  resignation  should  have  been  the  result  of 
physical  deficiencies  which  were  found  to  exist  upon  medical  examina- 
tion made  by  the  board  of  police  surgeons  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia prior  to  the  date  of  appointment. 

Some  weeks  later  Capt.  and  Asst.  Supt.  M.  A.  Austin,  who  had 
been  a  valued  and  efficient  officer  in  the  department  for  thirty-five 
years,  was  retired  under  the  amended  law  making  provision  therefor, 
being  the  first  official  of  the  department  above  the  rank  of  sergeant  to 
avail  himself  of  the  privilege.  Thereupon  the  captain  in  charge  of 
the  detective  bureau  was  promoted  to  be  captain  and  assistant  superin- 
tendent, for  reasons  advanced  by  your  superintendent:  "The  capital 
city  of  the  country  should  have  a  detective  corps  as  capable  and  strong 
as  police  ingenuity  can  make  it,  and  while  there  are  embarrassments 
to  be  met  with  in  effecting  such  a  combination,  the  records  place  the 
work  accomplished  here  in  this  particular  in  a  creditable  category,  and 
there  is  a  noticeable  improvement  every  year." 

There  is  no  municipality  in  the  country  where  social  conditions 
are  identical  with  those  of  the  District  of  Columbia  or  where  the 
labors  of  the  police  have  been  rewarded  with  greater  success  in  the 
apprehension  of  criminals.  Other  cities  have  recorded  many  escaped 
murderers.  This  city  has  had  none  escape  during  the  present  adminis- 
tration of  police  affairs.  Petty  thieving  will  always  prevail  and  the 
best  methods  must  be  adopted  to  prevent  it  as  well  as  to  apprehend  the 
perpetrators  when  the  offenses  occur. 

The  detective  bureau  is  the  most  important  auxiliary  of  the  depart- 
ment and  the  chief  thereof  should  have  no  defined  hours  of  duty,  but 
should  always  be  accessible  and  on  the  alert.  He  is  at  all  times  in  close 
communication  with  the  superintendent  of  the  department,  who  must 
rely  principally  upon  him  in  the  pursuit  of  experienced  criminals.  He 
not  only  has  that  character  of  service  to  supervise,  but  must  conduct 
searches  for  missing  people,  respond  to  all  kinds  of  postal  inquiries, 
carry  on  an  extensive  correspondence  and  interchange  of  police  infor- 
mation. The  law  applicable  in  delicate  as  well  as  in  ordinary  cases 
must  be  at  his  tongue's  end,  and  he  should  possess  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  personnel  and  workings  of  the  department. 

In  connection  with  this  recognition  of  the  secret-service  branch  of 
the  department  and  operating  under  the  same  act  of  Congress,  the 
privates  of  the  force  detailed  as  detectives  had  conferred  upon  them 
the  rank  of  sergeants,  and  are  now  designated  "detective  sergeants." 
This  authority  enables  any  one  of  them  in  time  of  emergency  to  direct, 
by  reason  of  his  rank,  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  from  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  force,  and  is  in  keeping  with  the  arrangements  in 
the  larger  municipalities,  where  there  is  too  often  danger  of  friction 
through  want  of  authority  to  manage  proceedings  in  important  cases. 

As  a  result,  the  detective  service  is  improving.  One  difficulty  for 
many  years  was  the  want  of  familiarity  on  the  part  of  local  detectives 
with  professional  criminals.  The  practice  of  sending  officers  to  other 
cities  on  occasions  of  ceremony,  of  pursuing  fugitives  to  other  juris- 
dictions, and  bringing  about  closer  relationship  with  detectives  therein 
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is  serving  as  education  which  tends  to  advance  the  ability  of  the  corps. 
Too  difficult  accomplishments  should  not  be  expected  of  these  men, 
who  have  until  within  a  short  period  been  deprived  of  these  beneficial 
privileges  by  reason  of  inadequate  means  afforded  by  Congress.  A 
detective  is  made  by  hard  and  difficult  schooling,  and  to  succeed  must 
be  honest  and  have  all  the  advantages  to  familiarize  himself  with  crim- 
inal methods  away  from  as  well  as  at  home. 

Further  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  four  captains 
were  designated  and  their  duties  defined  as  explained  in  support  of  the 
estimate  herewith. 

After  reciting  the  official  title  of  those  who  shall  comprise  the  force, 
the  law  prescribes  the  manner  of  appointments  and  provides  a  tenure 
of  office  during  good  behavior  for  the  members  thereof,  the  last 
provision  assuring  them  their  positions — being  a  very  encouraging 
feature. 

The  indiscriminate  practicing  of  private  detectives  is  curtailed  and 
the  special  policemen  at  railroad  crossings  are  given  full  police  power, 
two  most  desirable  features. 

Up  to  the  time  the  new  law  became  operative  the  force  was  con- 
ducted upon  lines  laid  down  in  the  organic  act  of  1861,  with  one  or 
two  amendments,  the  system  and  organization  of  the  force  being 
behind  the  times.  Progress  in  every  direction  has  necessitated  not 
only  the  enactment  of  new  laws  and  regulations,  but  a  modern  means 
for  their  enforcement.  This  idea,  together  with  that  of  the  munic- 
ipal government  to  make  the  capital  city  a  model  in  the  management 
of  its  affairs,  is  uppermost  in  the  mind  of  your  superintendent  in  his 
efforts  to  give  the  police  department  a  first  place  among  others  of  the 
country. 

It  is  important  that  in  the  near  future  provision  should  be  made,  as 
has  already  been  recommended,  for  at  least  two  more  captains,  in 
order  that  an  adequate  number  of  commanders  may  be  had  for  the 
proposed  force  on  the  basis  of  one  hundred  privates  to  a  command. 

When  it  can  be  done  consistently  two  police  surgeons  should  be 
made  members  of  the  superintendent's  staff,  who  should  give  all  of 
their  time  and  attention  to  the  members  of  the  force,  and  it  is  respect- 
fully submitted  the  same  arrangement  could  be  made  for  the  fire 
department.  The  change  would  justly  entitle  such  appointees  to  the 
privileges  of  members  of  the  force  and  to  compensation  equivalent 
to  the  labors  of  such  positions. 

MOTOR  PATROL  WAGONS. 

The  improvements  made  in  motor  vehicles  prompts  the  recommenda- 
tion that  they  should  be  adapted  to  use  as  patrol  wagons  at  an  early 
day.  Not  being  required  to  be  in  constant  use,  from  an  economical 
standpoint  they  would  be  an  improvement,  while  time,  the  most 
important  item  to  be  considered  in  a  service  where  life  and  property 
are  at  stake,  would  be  saved  in  making  response  to  calls. 

CELLS  FOR  PRISONERS. 

The  cells  and  the  corridors  in  which  thev  are  located,  in  the  station 
houses  erected  years  ago,  are  antiquated  and  illy  adapted  to  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  are  employed.    In  order  to  afford  prisoners  that 
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humane  treatment  which  is  prompted  by  the  teachings  of  the  day, 
modern  steel  cages,  well  ventilated,  properly  heated,  and  admitting  of 
unquestioned  cleanliness  should  be  constructed  in  nine  of  the  ten  pre- 
cinct-station houses,  and,  in  this  connection,  a  means  established  for 
the  entrance  and  delivery  of  prisoners  away  from  the  public  gaze. 

A  MODERN  CENTRAL  STATION. 

Elsewhere  your  superintendent  has  urged  the  erection  of  a  new- 
building  in  the  Fifth  police  precinct,  and  while  such  improvement  is 
urged,  it  is  an  unfortunate  commentary  on  the  police 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  that  so  deplorable  a  condition  should  be 
permitted  to  exist  as  in  the  First  precinct  station,  the  primary  district 
in  point  of  police  business.  The  house  stands  within  the  shadow  of 
the  new  city  post-office  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  where  it  was  erected 
years  ago,  after  a  foundation  had  been  obtained  by  driving  piles. 
Dark,  damp,  aged,  and  contracted,  this  building  is  unfitted  for  the 
temporary  confinement  of  persons,  much  less  for  the  domicile  of  the 
members  of  the  force,  who  must  sleep  there  when  on  reserve  duty. 
This  edifice  has  been  condemned  in  vigorous  words  by  the  police  sur- 
geons as  follows: 

Strong  and  hardy  members  of  the  force  have  succumbed  to  disease 
by  reason  of  having  to  make  this  building  a  quarters.  Malaria, 
typhoid  fever,  and  kindred  troubles  have  resulted  from  officers  being 
quartered  there.  A  modern  station  should  be  erected  to  take  its 
place.  The  Government  should  dispose  of  the  lot  on  which  the  pres- 
ent building  stands  and  replace  the  station  with  a  structure  on  elevated 
ground.  It  should  be  of  such  character  as  to  not  only  furnish  a  cen- 
tral station,  with  all  improvements  and  requirements,  but  be  of  such 
proportions  as  to  afford  room  for  police  headquarters. 

There  should  be  a  drill  hall,  gymnasium,  bathing  pool,  and  such 
contingents  as  contribute  to  the  health  and  strength  of  the  men  phy- 
sically and  mentally.  Within  a  few  years  the  rental  now  paid  for  a 
headquarters  would  repay  the  cost  of  such  a  building.  It  is,  indeed, 
lamentable  to  find  cities  of  smaller  growth  than  Washington  well 
equipped  in  this  respect,  while  the  District  has  no  police  headquarters 
building  it  can  call  its  own. 

DISPOSITION  OF  THE  FORCE. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1901,  the  disposition  of 
the  police  force  of  the  District,  which  numbered  607  officers,  privates, 
and  desk  sergeants,  was  as  follows: 

One  major  and  superintendent  at  headquarters;  1  captain  and  assist- 
ant superintendent,  in  charge  of  the  detective  bureau  at  headquarters; 
1  captain,  exercising  a  general  supervision  of  the  property  and  equip- 
ment of  the  department,  and  2  captains  inspecting  the  first  and  second 
subdistricts  of  police  into  which  the  District  of  Columbia  is  divided. 

Nine  police  lieutenants  commanded  as  many  precincts,  with  32  ser- 
geants as  immediate  assistants  and  310  privates  performing  patrol 
duty,  the  remainder  of  the  total  of  540  privates  being  employed  in 
this  manner:  Ninety-eight  detailed  to  special  assignments,  62  to  posts, 
40  on  leave,  1  suspended,  and  29  sick.    The  98  members  referred  to  as 
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Inspector  of  pharmacy   1

The  above  service  should  be  curtailed  in  several  respects  by  Con- 
gressional provision.  In  lieu  of  the  detail  of  a  policeman  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  pharmacy  law,  there  should  be  an  officer  provided, 
in  connection  with  the  health  department,  for  such  duty.  The  6  mem- 
bers exercising  the  duties  of  bailiffs  at  the  police  court  should  be 
supplanted  by  court  bailiffs,  and  guards  or  watchmen  should  be  substi- 
tuted in  place  of  the  4  named  in  connection  with  the  workhouse. 

Posts  in  the  main  are  the  suburban  villages,  or  important  and  par- 
ticularly exposed  locations  in  the  District  which  could  not  be  included 
as  regular  beats,  and  are  in  many  instances  covered  by  a  police  service 
but  sixteen  hours  out  of  twenty-four,  owing  to  the  limited  force. 
This  condition  should  be  remedied,  and  has  been  given  attention  in  the 
reasons  advanced  for  an  increase  of  force.  The  posts  which  require  a 
detail  of  &2  men  include:

It  will  be  observed  that  310  privates  onlv  were  "walking 
" patrolling  beats."  They  could  not  all  be  utilized  at  one  time  1 
ever  the  system  permitting  the  employment  of  81  privates  through- 
out the  day,  from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  until  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  153  during 
the  night  or  remainder  of  the  twenty-four  hours,  a  ridiculously  small 
quota  for  a  territorial  area  of  70  square  miles,  embracing  valuable 
Government  and  private  improvements,  and  containing  a  population 
ot  nearly  300,000  people. 

A  further  deduction  might  be  made  to  show  the  average  number  of 
patrolmen  to  the  square  mile  or  the  population  to  each  policeman. 
That  calculation  is  readily  apparent  to  the  student,  and  displavs  this 
jurisdiction  in  a  lamentably  weak  attitude  when  compared  with  other 
municipalities.

There  is  no  disposition  to  present  the  case  independent  of  every 
feature  which  contributed  any  strength  to  the  situation;  but,  in  order 
to  be  more  consistent,  the  62  members  assigned  to  44 post  duty"  should 
be  taken  into  consideration.  While  they  were  not  engaged  in  patrol- 
ling defined  beats,  they  served  a  good  purpose  in  caring  for  several 
important  locations  and  terminals.  Where  men  were  on  duty  eight 
hours  each,  other  than  those  accompanying  patrol  wagons  who  served 
twelve,  and  owing  to  an  insufficient  force  numerically,  but  two-thirds 
of  the  twenty-four  hours  were  covered.  This  discrepancy  has  been 
cited  elsewhere  in  the  request  for  additional  support. 

Reverting  to  the  310  members  performing  regular  duty  on  beats, 
and  it  is  remembered  that  G  privates  are  required  to  complete  a  tour 
of  a  given  area  in  twenty-four  hours,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  determine 
how  many  new  beats  could  be  created  by  any  increase  in  the  number 
of  men. 

Under  existing  conditions  a  member  of  the  force  gives  the  District 
almost  his  entire  time.  The  police  day  b  gins  at  8  o'clock  a.  m.,  when 
a  member  will  answer  roll  call,  go  upon  the  street,  and  patrol  until  1 
o'clock  p.  m.,  when  he  reports  "off"  at  the  station  and  remains 
therein  "on  reserve"  until  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  when  he  is  relieved  from 
duty  for  six  hours.  At  midnight  he  resumes  work,  and  continues 
until  6  o'clock  a.  m.,  when  his  "day  off"  begins  and  continues  until  6 
o'clock  p.  m.  At  that  hour  he  "goes  on"  until  midnight;  then  fol- 
lows " reserve  duty"  until  1  o'clock  p.  m.  the  following  day,  when  he 
again  "goes  on"  street,  to  remain  there  until  6  o'clock  p.  m.;  then 
follows  "reserve  duty"  until  midnight,  after  which  he  is  "on  patrol" 
until  6  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

That  member,  under  the  regulations  governing  his  conduct,  is 
required  to  be  respectful,  cleanly  in  appearance  and  dress,  prompt  and 
firm;  to  constantly  patrol  his  beat,  be  able  to  give  intelligent  responses 
to  all  inquiries,  pay  his  just  debts;  to  be  honest  and  sober,  prevent 
crime,  arrest  offenders,  keep  a  memorandum  of  suspicious  houses  and 
persons  and  of  all  matters  of  police  interest;  to  arbitrate  complaints 
concerning  crowing  roosters  and  barking  dogs;  be  kind  to  individuals 
incapable  of  caring  for  themselves,  attend  inquests,  report  accidents, 
attempts  at  suicide,  animals  estray,  abandoned  infants,  dead  infants, 
dead  bodies  found,  drownings,  dead  animals,  dangerous  pavements, 
roadways,  buildings  and  bridges,  doors  and  windows  found  open, 
damaged  trees  and  boxes,  fires,  fire  plugs  damaged,  filthy  streets, 
alleys,  and  gutters,  persons  found  sick,  damaged  hydrants,  lamps  not 
lighted  or  damaged,  pumps  out  of  order,  permits  examined,  sewers 
damaged,  filthy  sewers,  suicides,  water  mains  and  pipes  damaged,  and 
other  matters  too  numerous  to  mention. 

In  this  wise  the  whole  force  operates  day  after  day  and  night  after 
mght.  In  some  localities  it  is  dangerous  for  a  private  to  continue 
street  service  alone,  and  in  the  nighttime  his  beat  is  doubled— that  is, 
two  men  cover  it.  Insufficient  force  prevents  this  course  being 
followed  in  many  places  where  it  is  desirable  to  do  so. 

Pennsylvania  avenue,  Connecticut  avenue,  and  F  street  should  be 
straight  beats,  with  a  squad  of  patrolmen  constantly  looking  after  the 
many  matters  of  public  importance  thereon  and  thereabouts.  The  for- 
eign legations,  where  distinguished  representatives  from  other  coun- 
tries reside,  should  have  attention  from  privates  confined  to  short  tours; 
the  various  circles  should  be  looked  after  by  details,  and  special  atten- 
tion given  to  control  riding  and  driving  at  circles  as  the  law  directs, 
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and  hack  stands  and  disorderly  localities  should  be  inspected  continu- 
ously; but  until  Congress  abandons  the  idea  that  the  capital  is  not  in 
need  of  such  care  it  is  feared  these  advanced  and  necessary  precautions 
will  not  be  possessed. 

This  outline  of  the  system  is  given  that  the  citizens  may  have  some 
conception  of  the  strength,  disposition,  and  requirements  of  members 
of  the  force.  With  such  in  their  possession  they  are  prepared  to 
speak  and  act  more  intelligently  concerning  the  police  institution,  one 
which  concerns  and  interests  all  advocates  of  good  government.  It  is 
well  that  they  should  understand  the  situation,  as  their  cooperation, 
both  actively  and  morally,  is  essential  to  its  proper  maintenance. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  District  of  Columbia  comprises 
the  police  district,  and  that  within  its  area  is  included  the  beautiful 
city  of  Washington,  with  its  Capitol  and  public  buildings;  that  exten- 
sive modern  motor  lines  traverse  it  in  all  directions;  that  magnificent 
residences  and  improved  grounds  are  scattered  throughout  its  domain; 
that  eminent  universities  and  colleges  are  located  therein;  that  a 
Government  park,  the  Zoological  Garden,  extensive  in  proportions, 
consumes  a  large  section  thereof;  that  costly  pleasure  resorts  and 
numerous  well-populated  villages  are  scattered  here  and  there,  while 
the  intermediate  parts  are  interspersed  with  luxurious  homes,  and  the 
modern  improved  roadways  and  driveways  are  patronized  by  the 
highest  officials  in  the  land  and  thousands  of  citizens  and  visitors  every 
month  in  the  year. 

The  protection  of  these  varied  property  interests  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  life  and  limb  make  necessary  a  thorough  police  patrol.  With 
the  vast  landed  area  in  which  all  these  improvements  are  located  the 
limited  police  force  heretofore  referred  to  becomes  insignificant, 
especially  when  compared  with  the  number  of  men  utilized  in  other 
jurisdictions  of  equal  size. 

The  police  area  of  some  of  the  leading  cities,  together  with  the  size 
of  the  police  force,  is  as  follows:

BICYCLE  SQUAD. 

Congress  having  provided  appropriations  at  the  rate  of  $50  per 
annum  for  the  purchase  and  keeping  in  repair  of  50  bicycles,  arrange- 
ments were  completed  June  20  for  carrying  the  same  into  effect,  and 
instructions  were  given  the  several  precinct  commanders  as  follows: 

On  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July,  1901,  members  of  your  command  who  may  be 
detailed  to  the  bicycle  squad  will  be  required  to  purchase  and  keep  in  thorough 
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repair  the  bicycles  which  they  ride,  and  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  the 
wheels  each  member  thereof  will  be  allowed  extra  compensation,  monthly,  at  the 
rale  of  $50  per  annum. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  existing  rules  for  the  government  of  the  police 
force,  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  are  promulgated 
for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

Bicycles  shall  be  of  the  latest  improved  pattern,  dark  blue  in  color,  and  at  all 
times  be  maintained  in  good  condition  to  enable  the  members  mounted  thereon  to 
meet  demands  in  any  emergency  where  speed  and  security  are  especially  requisite. 

Bicycles  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  clean,  and  shall  be  inspected  daily  by  the  lieu- 
tenant or  other  officer  in  command  of  a  precinct. 

The  make  and  number  of  each  bicycle  shall  be  registered  at  the  station  house 
where  the  same  may  be  in  use. 

In  case  of  destruction  or  damage  to  any  bicycle  employed  in  the  police  service  the 
owner  thereof  shall  be  required  to  replace  or  repair  the  same  without  cost  to  the 
department.  . 

Members  of  the  bicycle  squad  shall  be  detailed  to  a  service  of  eight  hours  each, 
beginning  at  8  o'clock  a.  m.  daily,  and  alternating  as  the  lieutenant  of  the  precinct 

may  direct.  ,    ,  . 

Members  so  detailed  shall  give  their  entire  time  while  on  duty  to  the  business  of 
the  department,  completing  a  tour  of  the  precinct  as  often  and  thoroughly  as  pos- 
sible, giving  special  attention  to  principal  thoroughfares  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  and  police  regulations. 

The  attention  of  members  of  the  bicycle  squad  is  especially  directed  to  the  regula- 
tions which  provide  against  fast  and  reckless  driving  and  riding,  for  the  speed  of 
street  cars,  automobiles,  locomobiles,  bicycles,  and  vehicles  of  all  kinds,  and  against 
the  sweeping  and  casting  of  debris  in  the  streets. 

While  on  duty  members  of  the  bicycle  squad  shall  not  stop  to  engage  in  conversa- 
tion with  members  of  the  force  or  others  on  subjects  other  than  those  concerning  the 
work  in  hand,  and  in  riding  shall  themselves  observe  the  rules  of  the  road  as  far  as 
consistent  with  duty. 

Frequent  dismounting  and  continual  foot  patrol  shall  not  be  countenanced  without 
good  and  sufficient  excuse  therefor,  except  in  the  execution  of  special  or  general 
orders. 

Members  of  the  bicycle  detail  having  extended  "time  off "  shall  be  expected  to 
be  unusually  prompt,  energetic,  and  intelligent  in  the  performance  of  duty. 

Two  bicycles  owned  by  the  department  shall  be  kept  at  each  precinct  station 
house  for  use  where  there  is  a  hurry  call,  but  shall  not  be  used  for  general  service  or 
personal  convenience.  The  lieutenants  will  observe  that  the  same  are  well  and 
properly  cared  for  and  kept  under  lock  when  not  in  use. 

Wheels,  when  not  in  service  by  the  owner,  shall  be  carefully  stalled  at  the  station, 
and  not  be  used  by  any  other  person  than  the  owner  when  he  is  on  duty. 

Repeated  violations  of  the  rules  governing  the  bicycle  squad  by  any  member 
thereof  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the  major  and  superintendent. 

The  bicycle  has  proven  a  most  valuable  invention  for  police  work, 
the  benefits  of  the  same  being  many  and  varied.  The  machine,  to  begin 
with,  facilitates  a  prompt  response  when  assistance  is  required,  and 
thereby  contributes  to  the  saving  of  life  and  property.  The  constant 
use  of  the  wheel  is  exhausting  and  is  said  to  increase  the  disability 
known  as  varicose  veins.  In  order  to  maintain  the  service  in  keeping 
with  that  where  members  of  the  force  are  mounted  on  horses  and  to 
avoid  the  development  of  physical  trouble,  those  assigned  to  it  were 
given  eight-hour  tricks  of  duty,  with  reserve.  The  establishment  of 
those  hours  contemplate,  in  addition  to  the  reasons  already  advanced, 
that  the  police  force  will,  within  a  reasonable  period,  reach  that 
strength,  numerically  which  will  enable  the  adoption  of  the  "  three 
platoon  system,"  working  eight  hours  for  all  members  *of  the  force, 
including,  however,  a  reserve  at  the  different  stations  for  emergencies. 
a  our  superintendent  believes  that  Congress  will  provide  for  actual 
requirements  as  to  increase  of  force  at  the  coming  session,  when  it  will 
be  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned  to  make  trial  of  the  eight-hour 
term  of  duty.    It  is  evident  to  the  reasonable  that  in  order  to  secure 
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high  perfection  in  the  force,  so  far  as  intelligence,  vigor,  and  appear- 
ance go  to  make  it,  those  composing  it  should  have  ample  relaxation 
from  labor.  Drill,  target  practice,  mental  instruction,  and  gymnasium 
exercise  should  not  be  too  strenuously  insisted  upon  when  the  members 
of  the  force  are  required  to  be  on  duty  thirty-six  out  of  forty-eight 
hours,  as  is  now  the  case.  Men  who  have  been  detained  at  the  police 
court  until  10  and  11  o'clock  a.  in.,  after  being  on  duty  from  midnight, 
are  not  in  mental  and  physical  condition  to  be  put  through  active  drill 
and  instructions. 

EIGHT-HOUR  SYSTEM. 

Your  superintendent  recommends  that  when  the  public  interests  will 
permit  the  "  three  platoon  system,"  with  reserve,  be  adopted.  That 
period  will  have  been  reached  when  the  force  called  for  in  the  esti- 
mates shall  have  been  provided,  and  it  is  confidently  predicted  that 
the  results  will  be  for  the  best  in  every  way,  and  be  a  long  step  toward 
giving  the  District  the  finest  police  equipment  and  service  in  this 
country.  With  its  establishment  there  should  be  less  sickness  and  dis 
ability  and  a  more  creditable  police  representation  than  that  obtained 
under  the  existing  system. 

In  furtherance  of  the  proposition  to  bring  about  an  effective  eight- 
hour  system  of  duty,  it  may  be  interesting  to  recite  the  plan  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned. 

For  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  platoon  system  for  the  members 
of  this  department  it  will  be  necessary  to  divide  the  patrol  force  of 
the  precincts  into  three  divisions,  to  be  known  as  platoons,  and  each 
platoon  into  three  equal  divisions,  to  be  known  as  sections,  viz: 
First  section  of  the  first  platoon,  second  section  of  the  first  platoon, 
third  section  of  the  first  platoon;  first  section  of  the  second  platoon, 
second  section  of  the  second  platoon,  third  section  of  the  second  pla- 
toon; first  section  of  the  third  platoon,  second  section  of  the  third 
platoon,  third  section  of  the  third  platoon. 

The  first  platoon  will  go  on  patrol  duty  from  8  a.  m.  until  4  p.  m., 
when  they  will  be  relieved  by  the  second  platoon,  who  will  perform 
patrol  duty  for  one  month  daily  from  4  p.  m.  until  12  midnight.  They 
will  in  turn  be  relieved  by  the  third  platoon,  who  will  go  on  patrol 
duty  from  12  midnight  until  8  a.  m. 

The  arrangement  will  remain  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  each 
succeeding  month. 

At  the  expiration  of  each  tour  of  patrol  duty,  as  above  indicated, 
the  platoon  will  be  excused  from  duty  and  permitted  to  go  home. 

Two  sections  of  each  platoon  upon  being  relieved  from  patrol  duty 
will  be  permitted  to  remain  at  home  for  sixteen  hours,  until  it  is  time 
for  them  to  resume  patrol.  The  other  section  will  remain  in  the  station 
house  after  the  expiration  of  their  tour  of  patrol  duty  in  reserve  for 
eight  hours,  when  they  will  again  be  excused  and  resume  patrol  duty. 
Each  of  the  three  sections  will  perform  reserve  duty,  rotating  daily, 
thus:  The  first  day  the  first  section  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  pla- 
toons, each  performing  eight  hours  reserve,  will  cover  that  reserve  for 
the  twenty-four  hours.  On  the  second  day  the  second  section  of  the 
first,  second,  and  third  platoons,  each  performing  eight  hours  reserve, 
will  cover  that  twenty-four  hours.  On  the  third  day  the  third  section 
of  the  first,  second,  and  third  platoons,  each  performing  eight  hours 
reserve,  will  cover  that  reserve  for  twenty-four  hours.    On  the  fourth 
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day  the  first  section  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  platoons  will  again 
perform  the  reserve  for  that  day  and  rotate. 

These  hours  of  duty  will  continue  from  the  first  to  the  last  day  of 
the  month.  On  the  last  day  of  the  month,  for  the  purpose  of  chang- 
ing both  patrol  and  reserve  under  this  system,  the  first  platoon,  which 
performs  patrol  duty  from  8  a.  m.  to  ±  p.  m.,  does  not  come  on  patrol 
again  until  12  midnight  of  the  second  of  the  month  following. 

BUREAU  OF  CRIMINAL  IDENTIFICATION. 

For  a  number  of  years  there  has  been  established  in  the  city  of 
Chicago  what  is  known  among  the  police  institutions  as  the  bureau  of 
criminal  identification.  This  source  of  information  has  been  sustained 
by  contributions  from  thirty  odd  municipalities  of  the  United  States, 
the  amount  of  the  contribution  being  regulated  by  the  population  of 
the  cit}^  according  to  the  Government  census.  The  bureau  was  created 
with  a  view  of  collecting  from  the  police  departments  of  the  sustaining 
cities  photographs,  descriptions,  and  Bertillon  measurements  of  crimi- 
nals who  might  be  apprehended.  The  aggregate  of  information  thus 
obtained  was  consulted  by  the  clerk  of  the  bureau  when  any  one  of 
the  departments  in  good  standing  desired  to  obtain  the  identification 
of  some  unknown  criminal.  The  value  of  such  a  bureau  would 
increase  as  the  stock  of  information  in  the  way  of  pictures,  descrip- 
tions, and  measurements  developed,  the  object  being  to  find  among 
those  on  file  the  identity  of  the  person  under  arrest.  In  the  manner 
defined,  several  thousand  photographs  and  measurements  have  been 
secured. 

To  insure  a  prompt  service  and  have  it  conducted  on  business  prin- 
ciples, the  contributing  agencies,  which  also  had  membership  in  the 
National  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police,  placed  the  bureau  under  the 
supervision  of  a  board  of  governors  selected  from  among  their  num- 
ber. This  board  collected  assessments,  paid  expenses,  audited  accounts, 
and  rendered  an  annual  report  for  the  approval  of  the  national 
association. 

By-laws  of  the  latter  organization  recite  the  conditions  of  manage- 
ment,  and  the  clerk  of  the  bureau  made  annual  report  to  the  board  of 
the  work  accomplished.  Your  superintendent  was  made  a  member  of 
the  board  of  governors  of  the  bureau  and  advanced  argument  for  the 
removal  of  the  same  from  Chicago  to  Washington,  which  met  with 
the  approval  of  the  other  members,  and  which  change  will  be  effected 
the  coming  year.  The  prime  object  in  making  such  change  is  to  afford 
Congress  an  object  lesson  of  the  great  worth  of  such  an  establishment 
it  made  national  in  character  and  placed  under  Government  control. 
l»v  such  action  every  police  officer,  sheriff,  and  marshal,  as  well  as 
agents  of  the  General  Government,  would  have  access  to  the  criminal 
intormation  concentrated  in  such  a  bureau.  On  the  same  score  it  is 
expected  that  all  police  officers  would  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor-

several  sums  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  I  nited  B»u* 
Treasury  not  Otherwise  expended. 

That  such  agency  will  prove  of  incalculable  value 
entire  eountn  can' not  be  questioned,  and  its  location  at  the  national 
capital  will  ailord  advantages  tor  belter  security  to  the  Government

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NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  CHIEFS  OF  POLICE.

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States,  a  division  to  be  known  as  the  national  bureau  of  criminal  identification, 
where  shall  be  collected  and  filed,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  for  record  and  report, 
plates,  photographs,  outline  pictures,  descriptions,  and  measurements  of  all  persons 
who  have  been  or  maybe  convicted  and  imprisoned  for  violating  any  of  the  military, 
naval,  or  criminal  laws  of  the  United  States,  including  the  laws  in  force  in  any  of 
the  Territories  or  possessions  of  the  United  States,  violations  of  which  are  punisha- 
ble by  the  United  States  courts. 

In  said  bureau  shall  also  be  collected  and  filed  for  record  and  report,  so  far  as 
mav  be  practicable,  such  plates,  photographs,  pictures,  measurements,  and  descriptions 
of  persons  who  have  been  or  may  be  convicted  and  imprisoned  for  crimes  committed 
in  any  State  or  Territorv :  Provided,  That  the  authorities  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories,  or  municipalities  thereof,  shall  provide  the  same  for  such  purpose:  And 
provided,  That  all  such  plates,  photographs,  outlines,  measurements,  and  descriptions 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  superintendent  of  said  national  bureau  of  criminal  iden- 
tification, with  a  duly  prepared  certificate  from  an  authorized  officer  or  officers  of  the 
law  having  in  charge  such  convicted  person  or  persons:  And  provided,  The  plate, 
photograph,  outline,  measurement,  or  description  of  any  person  wanted  by  the 
United  States  or  State  authorities  for  violation  of  any  military,  naval,  or  criminal 
law  of  the  United  States  or  any  State  may  also  be  filed  in  said  bureau  as  aforesaid. 

That  before  filing  or  recording  such  plates,  photographs,  outline  pictures,  meas- 
urements, or  descriptions,  the  superintendent  of  said  bureau  shall  be  furnished  for 
record  the  certificate  of  reliable  United  States,  State,  or  municipal  authority  that  the 
official  who  transmits  such  plate,  photograph,  outline  picture,  measurement,  or 
description  is  a  duly  authorized  official  for  such  purpose.  That  all  such  plates,  pho- 
tographs, outline  pictures,  measurements,  or  descriptions  which  may  be  filed  and 
recorded  shall  be  placed  in  a  systematic  manner  for  ready  consultation  and  compar- 
ison, and  any  information  pertaining  to  the  same,  or  any  identification  of  persons 
upon  description  furnished  by  any  official  aforesaid,  through  comparison  with  such 
plates,  photographs,  outline  pictures,  measurements,  or  description  already  filed  and 
recorded,  shall  be  furnished  on  request  to  any  United  States,  State,  or  municipal 
official  duly  authorized  to  receive  the  same,  who  shall  certify  that  the  same  is  wranted 
in  the  interests  of  public  justice  and  not  for  any  private  or  personal  use. 

The  Departments  of  the  United  States  Government  shall  forward  for  record  and 
file  in  said  bureau  any  plates,  photographs,  outline  pictures,  descriptions,  or  infor- 
mation pertaining  to  any  person  wrho  has  or  may  in  any  way  design,  or  indicate  that 
he  or  she  may  contemplate  the  violation,  or  is  known  to  have  violated,  any  military, 
naval,  or  criminal  law  of  the  United  States  or  the  criminal  law  of  any  State.

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the  most  profitable  trade  from  Saturday  night  patrons,  and  the  "speak 
easy,"  or  illegal  Sunday  place,  still  requires  police  attention  and 
action.  The  recommendation  is  renewed  that  liquor  license  be  issued 
only  to  those  who  propose  transacting  business  on  business  streets 
which  enjoy  a  more  thorough  police  supervision  during  hours  of  trade 
than  do  other  sections.  This  would  deplete  the  trade  with  the  offen- 
sive and  disorderly  inclined  who  reside  in  remote  localities  and  who 
make  Saturday  nights  the  occasion  for  indulging. 

SUBURBAN  RESORTS. 

The  extension  of  the  various  electric  railway  lines  in  the  surround- 
ing country  outlying  the  District  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a 
number  of  pleasure  resorts  which  were  extensively  patronized  during 
the  warm  season;  many  of  the  places  were  erected  and  improved  at 
enormous  expense,  and  no  means  were  spared  to  add  to  the  attractions. 
The  preservation  of  peace  and  protection  of  life  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
places  lying  near  the  District  line  required  energetic  and  continuous 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  force,  whose  efforts  were  fairly  compen- 
sated in  the  number  of  arrests  made  and  results  obtained,  but  good 
order  will  not  be  secured  in  the  vicinity  of  the  resorts  until  there  is 
thorough  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  in  the  adjoining 
States.  In  this  connection,  however,  I  desire  to  state  that  those  of 
Montgomery  County  and  Prince  George  County  showed  a  determina- 
tion to  materially  assist  in  upholding  the  law  to  the  extent  of  the  men 
and  means  at  command. 

Knowing  the  facts,  it  is  incumbent  upon  those  most  interested  to 
secure  such  legislation  or  make  such  arrangements  during  the  coming 
season  as  will  result  in  effective  remedies  being  introduced  at  the  open- 
ing of  another  year. 

FUGITIVE  LAW  NEEDED. 

Legislation  should  be  secured  which  will  permit  the  authorities  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  holding  for  a  reasonable  period  fugitives  who 
may  take  refuge  here. 

Under  the  existing  state  of  affairs  a  burglar  or  a  murderer  may  take 
refuge  within  the  District,  and  a  member  of  the  police  force,  without 
he  be  armed  with  a  warrant  originating  at  the  place  whence  the  felon 
fled,  arrests  him  at  his  peril.  Such  provision  should  be  made  as  would 
permit  the  detention  of  a  fugitive  for  at  least  ten  days,  upon  sworn 
information  being  tiled  here  by  our  local  authorities,  upon  the  receipt 
of  a  warrant  from  elsewhere  that  a  crime  had  been  committed  there 
for  which  a  fugitive  warrant  should  be  issued. 

This  defect  does  not  prevail  in  other  well-regulated  communities, 
and  it  is  quite  important  that  the  District  should  be  equally  forward 
in  matters  of  the  kind. 

CONCEALED  WEAPON8. 

The  statistics  do  not  justify  the  claim  that  the  carrying  of  concealed 
weapons  has  been  abandoned,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  there  has  been  a 
gradual  and  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  apprehensions  under 
this  charge.  The  imposition  of  a  fine  does  not  seem  to  diminish  the 
practice,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  superintendent  a  jail  sentence, 
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without  reserve  or  recourse,  should  be  imposed  upon  violators  of  the 
law.  The  penalty  being  discretionary  with  the  court  as  to  fine,  it 
should  be  amended  so  as  to  make  the  punishment  adequate  for  the 
offense,  and  the  individual  who  stalks  the  streets  prepared  to  kill 
should  be  sent  to  jail  and  given  an  opportunity  to  reflect  upon  the 
gravity  of  such  conduct. 

Sales  of  weapons  should  be  restricted  to  persons  of  lawful  age,  and 
dealers  should  be  required  to  keep  a  number  or  other  mark  of  identifi- 
cation in  every  instance  where  a  sale  is  made.  This  is  necessary  on 
occasions  to  establish  guilt  in  murder  or  attempt-to-kill  cases,  and 
should  receive  the  favorable  and  prompt  attention  of  Congress. 

LAWS  REQUIRED. 

There  should  be  a  law  making  it  an  offense  to  attempt  to  swindle  in 
the  District  of  Columbia.  The  would-be  perpetrator  of  a  confidence 
game  should  not  be  allowed  his  liberty  simply  because  his  efforts  were 

unsuccessful. 

In  this  connection  it  would  be  well  to  consider  the  advisability  of  a 
law  making  it  a  felony  for  a  person  of  evil  repute  to  be  found  with 
burglar's  tools  in  his  possession.  Such  a  law  prevails  in  other  com- 
munities, and  there  is  ample  requirement  for  it  here. 

THEATRICAL  REGULATIONS. 

Ow  ing  to  the  disposition  on  the  part  of  a  certain  theater  management 
to  defy  the  authorities  in  the  character  of  amusement  presented,  it 
being  at  times  of  a  low  moral  standard,  a  law  was  passed  by  Congress 
providing  for  such  regulations  as  your  honorable  board  might  deem 
just  and  proper  to  make,  whereby  any  performance  deemed  indecent 
might  be  curtailed  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  license  of  the  theater 
violating  the  same.  The  enactment  has  given  the  police  ample  authority 
to  proceed  in  such  cases. 

It  is  a  question  whether  the  scope  of  the  law  should  not  be  extended 
so  as  to  embrace  billboards.  Many  complaints  have  been  made  against 
the  character  of  some  of  the  posters  displayed,  and  while  those  inter- 
ested have  evinced  a  willingness  to  comply  with  police  inspection,  it 
is  believed  that  this  duty  should  not  devolve  upon  the  department,  but 
that  the  boards  should  be  discontinued  if  the  managements  do  not 
refrain  from  posting  such  designs  as  tend  to  shock  the  sensibilities  of 
the  public. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  police  are  charged  with  the  enforcement,  among  other  regula- 
tions, of  those  relating  to  street-railway  lines,  and  while  there  has 
been  a  general  avoidance  of  accidents  at  intersecting  roads,  due  to 
the  presence  and  vigilance  of  the  special  street-railway  policemen, 
there  have  been  serious  accidents  at  points  along  the  lines,  in  many 
instances  attributable  to  the  excessive  speed  indulged  in  by  motormen 
in  order  to  attain  the  work  required  by  the  company  schedules. 

The  inexcusable  speed  indulged  in  at  times  not  only  caused  acci- 
dents, but  disturbed  the  rest  and  comfort  of  residents  living  on  the 
street  over  which  the  roads  are  operated,  and  made  motormen  so 
inclined  "kings  of  the  road"  over  everybody  and  everything  in  the 
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way  of  pedestrians  or  vehicles.  Where  arrests  are  made  the  employ- 
ees invariably  receive  the  minimum  imposition  of  fine,  for  the  reason 
that  they  have  to  pay  it.  Were  the  law  such  as  to  make  the  corpora- 
tions pay  for  the  violations,  when  committed  in  obedience  to  schedule 
requirements,  there  would  be  fewer  cases  to  annoy  the  management 
of  the  roads,  the  public,  and  the  police.  The  companies  have  been 
crippled  now  and  then,  at  some  expense,  too,  by  children  rolling  iron 
hoops  into  the  railroad  slots,  a  practice  at  once  dangerous  to  the  child 
and  damaging  to  the  road.  A  police  regulation  forbidding  the  use  of 
hoops  and  "hook  and  ladder"  trucks  by  children  in  the  public  streets 
has  been  submitted  for  your  approval. 

FALSE  ALARMS  OF  FIRE. 

False  alarms  of  fire  were  turned  in  during  the  twelve  months  end- 
ing June  30,  1901,  in  82  instances.  This  kind  of  offense  is  not  only 
provoking  and  costly  to  the  fire  department,  but  aggravating  to  the 
police,  who  must  give  more  time  and  energy  usually  to  tracing  the 
miscreant  than  would  obtain  in  detecting  a  case  of  arson.  Such  dep- 
redation should  be  followed  by  a  severe  penalty,  and  will  continue 
as  lon^  as  the  keyless  boxes  are  used  unless  the  offense  is  made  a  more 
serious  one  under  the  law.  Arrests  upon  the  charge  followed  in  nine 
cases,  but  $10  or  even  $40  fine  is  poor  compensation  for  the  damage. 
The  department  offers  a  standing  reward  for  such  miscreants,  but  a 
more  stringent  law  should  be  enacted  in  order  to  secure  immunity 
from  such  acts  of  vandalism. 

STREET-RAILWAY  POLICEMEN. 

The  special  policemen  who  are  employed  at  street-railway  crossings 
are  instructed  to  see  that  the  police  regulations  are-enforced  respecting 
the  movements  of  cars,  to  reduce  the  speed  of  vehicles  and  bicycles,  to 
assist  the  old  and  }Toung  in  transferring  from  one  car  to  another,  and 
to  generally  assert  their  authority  as  policemen  when  warranted  in 
doing  so.  These  employees  are  subject  to  the  rules  governing  the 
Metropolitan  police  force,  but  have  shorter  hours  and  receive  the  same 
pay  as  members  of  class  1  in  the  regular  force.  They  accomplish  a 
great  deal  of  good  in  securing  the  public  against  accidents,  and  make  a 
favorable  impression.  The  service  they  render  is  in  some  respects 
identical  with  that  of  the  police  of  the  District,  but  their  hours  are 
limited  and  their  positions  are  assured  them  as  long  as  they  comply 
with  the  department  regulations.  It  is  important  that  these  men  be 
extended  every  opportunity  to  become  members  of  the  regular  force, 
but  the  age  and  other  physical  qualifications  should  be  exacted  as  in 
cases  of  other  applicants,  their  good  conduct  as  crossing  men  answer- 
ing for  the  character  requirement.  Your  superintendent  is  of  the 
opinion  that  they  should  be  allowed  a  leave  of  absence  annually,  not 
to  exceed  ten  days,  with  pay,  but  such  privilege  can  only  be  secured 
through  Congressional  enactment. 

FRUIT  VENDERS. 

The  fruit  venders  who,  with  their  carts,  for  some  years  occupied 
the  roadway  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  near  the  Center  Market,  were 
moved  away  from  there  in  obedience  to  your  instructions.  The  con- 
dition which  long  prevailed  was  unsightly,  unfavorably  impressed 
strangers,  and  brought  about  an  unjust  competition  with  the  licensed 
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dealers  located  in  the  market.  Many  of  these  venders  are  foreigners 
who  do  not  speak  our  language,  and  they  frequently  return  to  the  loca- 
tion in  violation  of  the  regulation  cited,  when  they  are  taken  to  court, 
where  they  pay  a  small  fine  and  frequently  repeat  the  irregularity. 
It  appears  like  a  hardship  to  indulge  in  warfare  on  these  classes,  but 
their  open  disregard  for  the  law  calls  for  stringent  disciplining. 

THE  MARKETS. 

The  patronage  and  traffic  in  and  about  the  markets  have  been  steadily 
increasing  for  years,  while  the  facilities  therefor  have  not  been 
extended,  and  it  is  with  some  difficulty  that  the  streets  in  those  vicin- 
ities are  kept  free  from  congestion  on  busy  days.  Especially  is  this 
true  of  B  street  south  of  the  Center  Market,  where  the  country  traders 
locate  along  the  curb  and  sidewalk  contiguous  to  the  Smithsonian 
grounds  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  wholesale  dealers  west  of  Ninth 
street.  Police  efforts  have  reduced  the  overcrowding  to  some  extent 
by  weeding  out  hucksters  who,  in  the  guise  of  producers,  were 
engaged  in  selling  vegetables  purchased  after  shipment  here.  The 
time  is  not  far  distant,  however,  when  other  arrangements  will  have 
to  be  made  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing  number  of  farm- 
ers who  gather  at  this  particular  locality  to  supply  the  table  demands 
of  a  great  city.  Their  teams  take  up  much  space,  a  double-track 
street  railway  is  operated  at  this  point,  and  the  market  butchers  and 
green  grocery  wagons  assemble  there.  While  the  number  of  standing 
teams  and  wagons  may  be  reduced,  sooner  or  later  stands  should  be 
erected,  cover  constructed,  and  the  situation  rearranged.  This  will 
necessitate  legislation,  but  will  make  the  great  market  worthy  of  the 
national  capital.  If  such  changes  were  established,  and  a  free  wagon 
yard  opened  near  by  in  connection  with  it,  much  would  be  added  to 
the  comfort  of  the  market  people  and  patrons  and  the  police  respon- 
sibilities be  lessened. 

STREET  PIANOS. 

There  are  not  as  many  street  musicians  abroad  within  the  District 
as  formerly.  These  practitioners  found  a  lucrative  haven  here  for  a 
number  of  years,  until  the  department  curtailed  the  privileges  formerly 
extended  by  confining  them  to  a  field  beyond  the  business  section  of 
the  city.  Failure  on  their  part  to  undergo  repairs  at  the  hands  of  the 
tuner  and  inability  to  keep  pace  with  the  issue  of  popular  airs  also  had 
the  effect  of  reducing  their  number.  It  is  quite  likely  that  improved 
instruments  would  be  appreciated  by  children  and  others,  and  the 
owners  would  find  the  business  profitable,  but  a  license  of  at  least  $25 
a  year  should  be  required  of  this  class  of  entertainers. 


JUNK  REGULATIONS. 

Legislation  should  be  had  making  it  an  offense  for  dealers  to  pur- 
chase spigots,  bath-tub  linings,  and  like  character  of  junk  without  the 
person  disposing  of  the  same  shall  have  first  established  his  identity 
and  right  to  dispose  of  it.  This  or  similar  action  would  have  the  effect 
01  reducing  pilfering  in  vacant  houses,  which  now  and  then  causes 
loss  and  embarrassment  to  the  owners.  While  the  offenders  in  most 
intances  are  apprehended,  that  does  not  repay  the  damage  to  the 
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EMPLOYMENT  AGENCIES. 

Employment  agencies  should  be  required  to  pay  a  higher  license, 
and  failure  to  carry  out  promises  or  contracts  made  to  catch  the  fee  of 
the  ignorant  and  innocent  should  subject  the  management  of  such 
places  to  prosecution  and  punishment.  While  the  police  have  been 
able  to  find  occasional  witnesses  to  enable  them  to  effect  arrest  and 
hearing,  such  cases  have  been  difficult  to  establish. 

SCHOOL  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

As  soon  as  the  police  system  is  changed  so  as  to  give  its  membership 
shorter  hours  of  straight  duty,  it  will  be  desirable  to  inaugurate  a 
school  of  instruction,  whereby  all  may  be  more  fully  informed  regard- 
ing modern  methods  of  policing.  A  proper  knowledge  of  the  laws  and 
regulations  is  important,  and  such  a  school  would  materially  improve 
the  operations  of  the  force  and  lead  to  a  higher  degree  of  discipline 
and  efficiency. 

PUBLIC  PLAYGROUNDS. 

The  many  laws  and  regulations  which  affect  the  occupancy  of  the 
streets  and  reservations,  the  playing  of  ball,  flying  of  kites,  and  assem- 
blages, effectually  dampen  the  pastimes  of  the  city  children  and  tend 
to  instill  defiance  in  the  more  advanced  youth.  Boys  driven  from 
pillar  to  post  in  seeking  spots  for  recreation  only  find  quiet  in  the 
pool  and  card  room,  working  a  degeneracy  which  is  to  be  deplored. 
This  department  receives  more  complaints  regarding  the  small  boys 
than  all  others  put  together.  The  citizen  whose  quiet  is  disturbed  or 
window  pane  broken  calls  for  the  police.  The  parent  condemns  the 
officer  and  the  complainant  alike.  The  member  of  the  force  is  directed 
to  invoke  parental  aid  in  the  first  instance  and  arrest  in  the  second.  It 
is  not  desirable  that  children  should  be  arrested,  however,  for  minor 
offenses,  as  the  fright  and  humiliation  incident  thereto  only  tend  to 
harden,  if  not  permanently  mark,  the  career  of  the  young,  perhaps 
unintentional,  violator.  A  boy's  hours  for  nightly  recreation  should  be 
limited  and  his  scope  for  daylight  enjoyment  enlarged. 

For  years  the  superintendent  of  this  department  has  urged  the  estab- 
lishment of  public  playgrounds,  where  the  children  and  persons  unem- 
ployed during  the  daytime  may  find  a  few  hours'  recreation  during  the 
warm  weather.  Playgrounds  should  be  of  such  dimensions  as  to  admit 
of  the  enjoyment  of  the  pastimes  incident  to  the  life  of  a  boy,  all  to  be 
under  proper  police  control.  Fresh-air  agencies  contribute  to  health 
and  manhood,  and  while  there  are  numerous  sources  of  outings  away 
from  the  city,  the  young  who  must  stay  at  home  during  the  torrid  days 
have  little  opportunity  for  profitable  employment  and  relief. 

In  New  York  42  school  playgrounds  are  open  during  the  summer,  28 
having  library  attachments.  Besides  these,  there  are  roof  gardens, 
outdoor  gymnasiums,  and  public  baths. 

In  Brooklyn  5  playgrounds  are  maintained  on  vacant  lots,  where 
swings,  sand  courts,  seesaws,  and  kindred  sources  of  amusement  are 
offered. 

In  Chicago  free  public  bathing  beaches  are  conducted. 
Baltimore  allows  the  use  of  8  playgrounds  of  the  public  schools  and 
4  in  the  public  parks. 

Boston  has  numerous  playgrounds  and  public  baths.

Cincinnati  has  3  public  playgrounds  with  pavilions  to  protect  those 
frequenting  them  from  the  heat  and  rain,  and  they  are  equipped  with 
swings,  merry-go-rounds,  and  other  forms  of  amusement. 

The  capital  city  has  ample  vacant  ground  in  and  about  it,  but  no 
appropriation  has  been  made  to  utilize  it  in  behalf  of  the  children  who 
not  only  want  the  improvement  but  who  need  it. 


POLICE  MAGISTRATES. 


A  subject  heretofore  given  attention  by  this  department,  and  which 
materially  concerns  the  welfare  of  the  citizen,  is  that  of  police  court 
trials.  As  time  advances  and  surroundings  change  the  necessity  for 
improvement  in  the  system  is  more  apparent.  Those  interested  have 
only  to  investigate  for  themselves  to  know  the  awkwardness  which 
attends  the  situation  so  far  as  the  police  are  concerned.  Last  year 
members  of  the  force  were  detained  at  the  police  court  awaiting  hear- 
ing of  cases  until  after  11  o'clock  a.  m.  in  1,856  instances.  Not  infre- 
quently is  there  an  arrest  made  during  the  after  hours  of  the  night  and 
the  member  of  the  force  making  it  is  not  only  required  to  remain  on  the 
street  until  after  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  finish  his  tour  of  duty, 
but  he  must  repair  to  the  police  court  without  rest,  perhaps  without 
breakfast,  and  there  remain  until  his  case  is  tried.  The  merchant  or 
professional  man  may  be  taken  from  his  business  as  a  witness.  A 
prisoner  may  be  acquitted,  but  he  has  been  transported  in  a  van  or 
patrol  wagon  from  the  police  station  to  the  court  after  being  confined 
in  a  cell  for  several  hours,  all  embarrassing  and  unbusiness  like.  To 
remedy  this  situation  it  is  proposed  that  magistrates  shall  determine 
cases  at  the  several  station  houses  every  morning  and  evening.  These 
officers  should  each  have  a  clerk  and  keep  a  docket.  Under  such  cir- 
cumstances the  prisoner  would  be  disposed  of  promptly  and  the  wit- 
nesses and  members  of  the  force  avoid  delays.  The  determination  of 
such  cases  ought  not  to  interfere  with  the  magistrates  giving  attention 
to  civil  questions  at  other  than  allotted  police  hours,  and  the  present 
police  court  could  be  maintained  for  the  trial  of  jury  cases.  Such  law 
as  would  provide  for  magistrates  hearings  of  this  class  of  cases  is 
recommended,  and  procedure  of  the  kind  would  obviate  the  establish- 
ment of  a  children's  court,  as  all  charges  against  children  under  16 
years  of  age  and  females  secured  at  the  house  of  detention  would  be 
tried  at  that  institution,  as  would  be  others  at  the  several  station  houses. 

While  inviting  attention  to  this  subject  it  is  proper  to  refer  to  the 
embarrassment  which  very  often  follows  important  trials  at  the  police 
court  through  the  want  of  provision  for  taking  testimony  in  shorthand, 
and  it  is  urged  that  a  stenographer  be  provided  for  that  branch  of  the 
District  judiciary.  It  is  regarded  as  necessary  by  this  department, 
which  is  as  much  concerned  at  times  as  is  the  court  itself.  The  want 
is  fully  appreciated  by  the  police,  to  the  extent  at  least  as  warrants 
reference  to  the  matter  in  this  report. 

STATISTICS  OF  CRIME. 

It  is  not  made  manifest  by  the  statistics  pertaining  to  arrests  or  com- 
plaints that  crime  in  the  District  has  increased  in  every  respect.  The 
number  of  cases  of  arrest  exceed  those  of  former  years,  but  this  is  a 
result  ot  the  more  stringent  enforcement  of  the  police  regulations. 
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Authorities  differ  as  to  whether  crime  increases  generally  as  the  world 
grows  older,  but  it  can  safely  be  asserted  that  it  keeps  pace  with  popu- 
lation.   While  poverty  prompts  violations  of  law,  prosperity  seems  to 
unite  action  on  the  part  of  the  "criminal  classes."  Poverty  operates  as 
a  cause  for  dishonesty;  prosperity  opens  a  more  inviting  field  for  the 
operator.  The  individual  who  steals  through  inability  to  obtain  employ- 
ment is  not  so  numerous  when  times  are  good,  but  he  who  makes  it  a 
business,  who  is  known  as  a  "professional,"  linds  more  opportunities 
than  when  they  are  hard.    Losses  are  unquestionably  greater  during 
the  seasons  of  abundance,  money  and  valuables  being  more  plentiful 
and  more  exposed.    In  this  jurisdiction  there  are  fewer  thefts  of  great 
magnitude  than  elsewhere  with  an  equal  population,  but  petit  larceny 
has  always  prevailed  on  an  extensive  scale.    Dishonest  employees  and 
children  are  the  factors  which  contribute  largely  to  this  condition. 
No  remedy  has  yet  been  found  whereby  the  practices  may  be  elim- 
inated, but  it  is  believed  that  if  the  former  were  required  to  produce 
books  with  entries  of  "character"  from  each  and  every  employer 
it  would  in  a  measure  check  the  condition,  while  compulsory  educa- 
tion, coupled  with  a  law  restricting  children  to  their  homes  after 
hours,  would  further  modify  the  situation.    Social  surroundings  in 
this  community  are  such  as  to  prompt  stringent  measures  with  respect 
to  their  control.    Cases  of  assault  occur  more  frequently  than 
formerly,  and  the  whipping  post  might  be  applied  without  infring- 
ing upon  the  law  of  humanity.    Women  and  young  girls  are  often 
the  victims  of  harsh  treatment,  while  the  brutal  offender  has  but  to 
undergo  a  season  of  confinement.    Wife  beaters,  and  those  who  assault 
females,  do  not  repent  through  jail  sentences. 

In  1899  in  17  cases  defendants  were  held  on  the  charge  of  murder; 
in  1900,  for  the  same  offense,  there  were  15;  while  during  the  fiscal 
year  just  closed  there  were  only  8  convictions  on  preliminary  hear- 
ings. Grouping  the  number  of  murders  since  1884  the  following  table 
is  adduced:

It  will  be  seen  that  in  1888  the  number  was  15  and  1898  the  same. 
In  1889  the  number  was  17,  and  the  same  during  1899.  While  no 
particular  conclusion  follows  the  citation  of  these  periods,  the  corre- 
spondence is  at  once  interesting.  Assault  with  intent  to  kill  was 
recorded  in  31  cases  sustained  on  preliminary  hearing  during  the  year 
just  closed,  55  in  1900  and  47  for  1899.  Cases  of  assault  and  battery 
held  in  1899  reached  828,  for  the  year  1900  there  were  722,  while  1901 
chronicled  801.  On  the  principle  that  violations  against  the  person 
are  more  numerous  in  hot  weather  than  cold  weather,  the  increase 
over  the  prior  year  is  justified,  but  as  to  murder  and  assault  with 
intent  to  kill  the  same  is  not  sustained,  but  a  favorable  decrease  is 
noted. 

Three  years  ago  attempt  at  rape  was  charged  in  7  cases  which  were 
held,  two  years  ago  in  8,  and  last  year  G.    But  2  cases  of  rape  were 
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substantiated  in  1899,  16  in  1900,  and  6  in  1901  out  of  12  arrests  made 
therefor.  These  are  heinous  offenses,  for  which  the  severest  penalty 
should  be  inflicted.  In  1899,  on  first  hearing,  11  cases  of  highway  rob- 
bery were  held;  during  1900  there  were  13,  and  the  past  year  aggre- 
gated but  5. 

Reverting  to  crime  against  property,  petit-larceny  cases  made  in 
1899  numbered  1,019;  in  1900  they  increased  to  1,298,  and  in  1901  to 
1,425.  Only  90  cases  of  grand  larceny  were  sustained  during  1899, 
97  in  1900,"and  100  in  1901.  Housebreaking  by  day,  which  in  this 
jurisdiction  means  where  premises  of  any  kind  are  broken  into  in  the 
daytime,  numbered  19  in  1899,  28  the  next  year,  and  39  in  1901. 
Housebreaking  by  night,  a  separate  offense  here,  recognized  as  such 
even  if  a  person  enters  a  premises  at  night  without  breaking,  was  the 
charge  in  81  cases  held  in  1899,  77  during  1900,  and  76  in  1901.  Of 
the  latter  class  205  complaints  were  made  to  the  police. 

While  considering  the  number  of  cases  of  arrest,  the  increase  of  pop- 
ulation, exposure  of  slot  machines  and  merchandise,  and  increased 
police  force  with  increased  vigilance  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. The  greater  amount  of  stealing  is  done  through  the  cool  weather, 
which  would  seem  strange  when  it  is  taken  into  account  that  windows 
and  doors  are  left  open  and  more  property  is  exposed  during  the  heated 
term.  Suburban  resorts  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  total  of  cases  of 
arrest  for  intoxication,  although  there  were  but  2,988  during  the  year 
as  against  3,018  in  1900  and  3,136  in  1899.  There  is  no  specific  law 
against  an  individual  becoming  intoxicated  in  the  District  unless  the 
act  is  accompanied  by  disorderly  conduct  or  the  subject  is  an  habitual 
drunkard.  The  vigilance  of  the  police  in  caring  for  these  unfortu- 
nates frequently  saves  them  loss  of  property  if  not  loss  of  life.  If  a 
penalty  of  some  kind  attached  to  such  conduct  the  practice  would 
doubtless  be  materially  reduced. 

The  summary  of  arrests  which  is  included  in  this  report  gives  in 
detail  the  offenses  and  their  number  wherein  police  action  was  taken. 
Under  new  legislation  the  youth  of  the  community  who  may  be 
arraigned  for  violations  are  frequently  paroled  on  probation,  and  the 
humiliation  and  embarrassment  to  which  parents  and  children  were 
usually  subjected  in  years  gone  by  are  avoided.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  the  advantages  extended  in  this  particular  will  cause  a 
diminution  of  misdemeanors  and  crimes  on  the  part  of  the  young  in 
this  District.  Time  alone  will  give  evidence  favorable  or  otherwise. 
One  great  evil  encountered  is  the  disposition  of  those  disorderly 
inclined  to  outswear  the  authorities  in  the  police  court.  Combinations 
have  been  reported  whose  purposes  were  purely  to  defeat  prosecutions 
at  any  cost  of  principle.  These  tendencies  should  be  rebuked  when- 
ever occasion  offers,  and  the  grave  offense  of  perjury  should  not  be 
allowed  to  go  unpunished  and  unchecked.  There  is  no  crime  which 
exerts  so  demoralizing  an  influence  as  that  of  false  swearing. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  estimated  value  of  money  and  property 
reported  stolen  aggregated  $94,019;  that  recovered,  $59,837.  The 
total  number  of  cases  of  arrest  was  26,062. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  statistics  accompanying  this 
report,  which  give  in  detail  the  work  performed  by  the  force;  also  to 
the  reports  of  the  property  clerk,  police  surgeons,  private  detailed  to 
enforce  the  pharmacy  law,  hack  inspector,  commander  of  the  patrol 
boat,  and  sanitary  officer. 
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To  secure  more  thorough  cooperation  and  a  more  equitable  division 
of  police  duties  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  inaugurate  a  detail  whereby 
on  and  after  July  1, 1901,  there  shall  be  on  duty  in  each  police  precinct 
a  member  of  the  force  to  be  known  as  precinct  detective. 

All  minor  crimes  to  be  specially  investigated  by  such  officer,  in  con- 
junction with  the  uniform  force,  as  the  lieutenant  of  the  precinct  may 
direct. 

All  offenses,  whether  of  greater  or  less  magnitude,  to  be  promptly 
reported  to  the  detective  bureau,  and  no  time  to  be  permitted  to 
elapse  after  preliminary  report  or  investigation  before  making  request 
for  the  assistance  of  a  detective  sergeant,  if  necessary. 

Particulars  of  any  offense,  accident,  or  fire  to  be  obtained  with  all 
dispatch  and  to  be  transmitted  without  delay  to  the  detective  bureau, 
especial  care  to  be  exercised  in  the  giving  of  names,  dates,  and  time. 


information  from  those  in  command  of  precincts  concerning  crimes  of 
greater  importance  which  may  come  to  their  notice. 

When  arrests  are  made  by  members  of  the  precinct  commands  for 
the  detective  bureau,  the  cases  are  to  be  carried  on  reports  "For 
detective  bureau,"  and  to  be  so  enumerated  in  quarterly  reports,  and 
members  of  the  force  to  cooperate  and  assist  the  detective  sergeants 
in  the  completion  and  prosecution  of  such  cases. 

Efforts  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  precinct  commands  toward 
this  end  are  to  be  reported  to  the  major  and  superintendent  by  the 
captain  in  charge  of  the  bureau,  and  due  credit  will  be  given  for  active 
cooperation. 

Detective  sergeants  are  to  have  the  authority  of  sergeants  during 
the  time  they  may  be  so  detailed,  and  will  be  respected  as  such  by 
members  of  the  force,  and  report  to  the  captain  in  charge  of  the 
detective  bureau  any  dereliction  or  failure  on  the  part  of  any  member 
of  the  force  to  cooperate  with  them  in  the  detection  and  suppression 
of  crime. 

Members  of  the  force  are  to  keep  memoranda  of  all  expenditures 
for  the  suppression  and  detection  of  crime,  and  present  vouchers  for 
the  same  to  the  chief  clerk  of  the  department  within  thirty  days  after 
incurring  any  expense. 


To  better  aid  the  clearing  up  of  mysterious  cases,  the  successful 
prosecution  of  offenders,  and  the  apprehension  of  criminals,  the  depart- 
ment contemplates  the  establishment  of  its  own  photograph  gallery  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  and,  as  an  introduction  to  this  end, 
June  6  the  following  order  was  issued: 

Hereafter  in  all  eases  of  murder  or  suicide,  where  the  subject  is  in  such  condition 
as  to  be  photographed  without  removal  from  where  the  body  is  found,  and  it  is  free 
from  the  public  gaze,  you  will  have  an  officer  placed  in  charge  with  instructions  to 
keep  the  locality  or  quarters  clear  of  all  curiosity  seekers  until  the  coroner  views  the 
same,  and  a  photograph  of  the  body  and  location  has  been  taken. 

This  is  not  intended  to  interfere  m  any  way  with  an  officer  who  has  been  directed 
to  make  an  investigation  in  a  case  from  taking  such  action  as  will  aid  him  in  discov- 
ering the  perpetrator  of  a  crime  or  the  cause  of  a  suicide. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  a  Bertillon  bureau  will  be 
inaugurated  as  part  of  the  photogiaph  plan.    There  will  be  kept  a 
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service  to  be  given  special 
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classified  card  index  of  measurements,  by  the  metric  system,  of  all  crim- 
inal subjects.  The  photographs,  measurements,  descriptions,  marks, 
and  historical  data  relative  to  all  persons  arrested  will  be  so  filed  and 
arranged  as  to  be  accessible  at  any  and  all  times  for  prompt  and  accu- 
rate identification  of  prisoners.  This  move  is  in  keeping  with  modern 
ideas  and  will  prove  of  value  in  studying  the  defects  and  character 
of  criminals  as  well  as  in  learning  who  they  are  when  their  identity 
is  otherwise  unknown.  Other  cities  will  exchange  like  data,  so  that 
valuable  and  interesting  conclusions  will  follow. 

VEHICLE  REGULATIONS. 

From  time  to  time  the  police  regulations  of  the  District,  which  cor- 
respond to  city  ordinances  in  other  jurisdictions,  have  undergone 
changes  to  meet  the  progress  of  affairs.  The  importance  of  suitable 
hack  laws  and  rates  and  rules  for  the  conduct  of  motor  vehicles  are  of 
the  greatest  importance  to  the  police  department.  No  city  in  the 
Union  is  blessed  with  the  smooth  streets  and  magnificent  roadways  that 
exist  in  the  District,  which  in  a  great  measure  account  for  the  reckless 
speed  attained  by  some  of  those  who  use  such  vehicles  here.  Stringent 
measures,  strictly  enforced,  will  alone  bring  about  that  freedom  from 
accident  to  rider,  driver,  and  pedestrian  which  is  so  much  desired. 
The  hack  inspector  of  this  department  has  been  ably  seconded  in  his 
efforts  to  secure  compliance  with  the  regulations,  but  has  in  a  measure 
been  embarrassed  by  adverse  ruling  of  the  courts. 

The  efforts  of  the  hack  inspector  to  displace  worn-out  and  unsanitary 
public  vehicles  have  been  especially  commendable,  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  some  of  the  unsightly  ash  carts  and  wagons  and  broken- 
down  animals  attached  thereto  can  not  be  removed  from  the  thorough- 
fare. The  naming  or  numbering  of  all  vehicles  for  hire  and  the 
regulations  of  drivers  of  public  conveyances  would  assist  in  eliminating 
them. 

ADMISSION  TO  HOSPITALS — TRANSPORTATION  OF  PAUPERS. 

In  conformity  with  changes  that  are  being  made  with  respect  to  the 
conduct  of  District  affairs,  it  was  deemed  consistent  to  arrange  for  the 
transfer  to  the  board  of  charities  the  business  heretofore  transacted  by 
an  agent  of  the  police  department  in  the  transportation  of  paupers  and 
admission  of  patients  to  the  several  hospitals,  to  take  effect  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year.  For  many  years  this  important  work  was  intelli- 
gently and  expeditiously  accomplished  by  John  A.  Frank,  a  member 
of  the  force  detailed  for  that  purpose,  who  will  hereafter  have  charge 
of  the  commitments  for  the  insane.  The  drivers,  horses,  ambulances, 
and  records  pertaining  to  the  hospital  service  will  all  be  properly 
transferred  to  George  L.  Wilson,  secretary  to  the  board  of  charities, 
and  in  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  this  service  will  be  estimated 
and  appropriated  for  in  the  charity  budget. 

HOME  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Through  the  successful  efforts  of  the  aid  association  for  the  blind  in 
establishing  a  home,  the  police  have  been  enabled  to  insist  upon  a  com- 
pliance with  the  law  against  the  occupancy  of  public  space  by  blind 
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people  seeking  public  aid.  A  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  the  ladies  who 
have  by  their  indefatigable  efforts  maintained  this  institution,  mainly 
through  popular  subscriptions,  and  those  who  are  inclined  to  give  can 
find  no  charity  more  deserving  than  this.  Already  a  profit  is  being 
derived  from  brooms  made  by  individuals  who  would  be  helpless  depend- 
ents but  for  the  timely  inauguration  of  the  home.  It  is  contemplated 
to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  work,  in  the  hope  that  later  on  those  who 
would  otherwise  be  upon  the  streets  or  in  the  almshouse  may  be  more 
fully  self-sustaining.  The  home  has  materially  aided  the  police  and 
assisted  humanity. 

TELEPHONE  BUREAU. 

The  telephone  bureau  located  at  headquarters  has  proved  a  suc- 
cessful experiment.  There  every  arrest  and  incident  attending  the 
movements  of  the  police  are  promptly  recorded,  and  in  addition  to 
headquarters  being  kept  constantly  informed  as  to  what  is  going  on 
throughout  the  jurisdiction  the  press  is  given  prompt  and  concentrated 
information  in  a  manner  which  prevails  nowhere  else  in  the  country. 
This  most  satisfactory  service  is  an  innovation  in  police  conduct  and 
enables  the  department  and  public  to  be  informed  as  to  what  is  going 
on  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night. 

To  secure  the  fullest  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  force,  the  fol- 
lowing requirement  in  each  precinct  exists: 

Please  inform  members  of  your  force,  especially  those  in  charge  of  reports,  to  have 
them  transmitted  as  promptly  as  possible  from  your  station  house  to  the  telephone 
bureau  at  police  headquarters,  and  officers  in  making  reports  to  the  station  house  will 
govern  themselves  accordingly. 

In  several  instances  disaster  might  have  occurred  to  the  department 
through  lack  of  promptness  with  respect  to  these  matters. 

TENTH  PRECINCT  STATION. 

The  Tenth  precinct  station  bounds  were  outlined  and  declared  by 
the  honorable  Commissioners  during  the  year,  and  the  building  erected 
for  station-house  purposes  reached  the  stage  of  completion.  It  is  a 
model  institution  in  arrangement,  workmanship,  and  material  and 
reflects  credit  upon  the  architects,  A.  B.  Mullet  &  Co.,  and  the  builders, 
Meads  &  Reynolds. 

Modern  details  are  in  evidence  in  its  construction,  and  the  heating 
and  sanitary  measures  leave  no  room  for  criticism.  Owing  to  a  ques- 
tion as  to  the  use  of  appropriation  the  gymnasium  has  yet  to  be  com- 
pleted. It  is  most  desirable  that  steps  be  taken  to  effect  electric  current 
with  this  house,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  honorable  Commissioners  will 
find  a  means  to  secure  this  improvement,  for  which  fixtures  have  been 
placed,  at  an  early  date. 

DOORMEN. 

In  years  past  it  occasionally  happened  that  persons  confined  in  cells 
made  attempts  to  destroy  themselves,  were  taken  suddenly  ill,  craved 
water,  or  had  other  wants  which  required  immediate  relief.  The 
practice  wras  for  the  clerk  in  the  station  to  secure  prisoners  and  visit 
them  as  demands  incident  to  other  duties  would  permit.  Following 
on  lines  of  safety  and  humanity,  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  to  detail 
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doormen  at  the  more  busy  stations,  who  operate  under  the  following 
instructions: 

They  will  inspect  all  prisoners  who  may  be  confined  in  the  cells  at  least  every 
fifteen  minutes,  and,  in  case  of  emergency,  give  closer  inspection,  as  the  lieutenants 
may  direct.  This  officer  will  see  that  the  prisoners  are  given  water  when  required, 
and  that  conditions  as  to  their  confinement  are  kept  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions governing  this  department. 

TARGET  PRACTICE. 

The  inauguration  of  target  practice  with  the  revolver  proved  an 
interesting  and  instructive  schooling.  Many  of  the  new  members  were 
taught  the  principles  involved  in  the  proper  handling  of  the  arm, 
defective  weapons  were  discovered  by  the  inspection  officers,  and 
improvement  was  noted  in  the  shooting.  After  several  tests  by  the 
members  at  tiring  the  sergeants,  members  of  class  2,  and  of  class  1  were 
distinctively  marked  up  in  the  scores,  and  those  scoring  above  20  out 
of  a  possible  30  were  required  to  shoot  off,  Sergt.  J.  A.  Williams  and 
Privates  Archibald  Mellen  and  D.  E.  Langley  being  awarded  gold 
medals  for  proficiency. 

DRILL. 

The  commands  of  the  different  precincts  are  required  to  keep  up  a 
weekly  exercise  at  drill  and  in  the  baton  manual  when  the  thermome- 
ter registers  below  80  degrees.  Owing  to  the  prolonged  and  arduous 
hours  of  duty  performed  by  members  of  the  force,  the  drill  is  so 
measured  as  not  to  be  exhausting  yet  to  be  effective  in  moving  the  men 
with  regularity  and  system  in  case  of  emergency  and  so  as  to  improve 
the  bearing  on  their  part  individually. 

ANNUAL  INSPECTION  AND  PARADE. 

The  different  commands  underwent  an  annual  inspection  by  a  board 
composed  of  your  superintendent,  Capt.  M.  A.  Austin,  and  Col.  Bur- 
ton R.  Ross,  and  the  thanks  of  the  department  are  due  the  last-named 
gentleman  for  his  intelligent  assistance  and  courtesy  in  this  important 
feature  of  the  police  work. 

The  inspection  embodied  marking  up  on  clothing,  equipments,  arms, 
and  attire  and  excellence  in  the  drill  and  manual,  the  Sixth  precinct 
command,  under  Lieutenant  Moore,  securing  the  banner  which  is 
annually  awarded  on  the  day  of  the  police  parade. 

The  parade  was  in  every  way  creditable,  as  is  known  to  the  honor- 
able Commissioners.  The  District  was  honored  by  the  presence  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  and  other  distinguished  citizens  on 
that  occasion,  who  reviewed  the  police  from  a  stand  erected  in  front 
of  the  Executive  Grounds. 

PERMANENT  ROPING  DEVICE. 

* 

The  police  arrangements  for  the  second  inauguration  of  President 
McKinley  were  favorably  commented  upon  by  the  Hon.  John  Joy 
Edson,  chairman  of  the  inaugural  committee,  and  his  assistants,  as  well 
as  by  the  public  and  visitors.  A  permanent  plan  for  roping  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue  and  the  connecting  streets  included  in  the  parade  line 
Was  effected  in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit  of  its  being  roped  off  with 
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wire  cable  in  the  future,  at  small  expense  and  within  a  brief  space  of 
time.  Permanent  sockets  were  placed  adjacent  to  the  curb  on  either 
side  of  the  streets,  into  which  temporary  iron  uprights  can  be  placed 
when  necessary,  through  which  the  cables  are  passed  and  fastened. 

GAMBLING. 

Public  gaming  houses  do  not  exist  in  the  District,  but  poker  playing 
is  carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  would  take  a  hand,  under 
cover,  in  rooms  hired  for  such  purposes.  Our  courts  distinguish 
between  card  playing  for  amusement  under  social  auspices  and  that  for 
gain,  where  there  is  what  is  known  as  a  "  rake-off,"  and  the  police 
nave  been  alert  to  bring  the  proprietor  or  conductors  of  such  places  to 
justice.  In  many  instances  raids  and  arrests  have  been  made,  but  the 
infliction  of  the  highest  penalties  has  not  always  prevailed.  The  only 
cure  for  the  disease  is  the  imposition  of  heavy  fines  or  imprisonment, 
and  the  police  will  continue  their  efforts  to  bring  about  a  compliance 
with  law. 

BAND  PERMITS. 

Owing  to  complaints  from  suburban  residents  regarding  the  disorder 
attending  the  crowds  which  followed  bands  of  music,  permits  for  music 
are  changed  so  as  to  allow  bands  to  accompany  processions  to  the  city 
limits  only.  Band  managers  agreed  to  cooperate  with  the  authorities 
in  dispersing  and  arresting  disorderly  characters,  and  the  disgraceful 
scenes  which  formerly  took  place  have  been  pretty  generally  discon- 
tinued. 

AUCTION  HOUSES. 

The  old  law  regulating  the  exposure  of  goods  on  sale  days  in  front 
of  auction  houses  should  be  abrogated  and  a  modern  law  framed  whereby 
the  occupancy  of  the  streets  and  sidewalk  for  such  purposes,  to  the  det- 
riment of  adjoining  business  houses,  pedestrians,  and  drivers,  may  be 
limited  or  discontinued. 

SIGNS. 

There  is  no  law  or  regulation  which  forbids  the  hanging  or  pasting 
of  temporary  cloth  or  paper  signs  against  the  walls  of  occupied  or 
unoccupied  buildings.  While  no  danger  could  result  from  such  dis- 
plays, their  multiplicity  and  contrast  with  the  generally  sightly  condi- 
tion of  buildings  prompts  me  to  respectfully  invite  consideration  of 
the  subject. 

In  this  category  may  be  mentioned  the  moving  signs  which  are 
carted  about  the  streets.  They  are  not  at  all  attractive  and  are  objects 
which  have  on  several  occasions  frightened  horses.  As  many  of  them 
are  attached  to  framework,  it  might  be  advisable  to  require  permits  to 
be  obtained  for  such  construction  and  displays. 

LEAVES  ON  THE  STREETS. 

The  small  boy  gives  the  police  some  annoyance  by  burning  the  dried 
leaves  which  accumulate  in  the  streets.  Citizens  register  complaint, 
but  the  force  is  not  always  equal  to  meet  the  emergencies.    If  the 
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leaves  were  swept  into  piles  and  then  sprinkled,  those  engaged  in  cart- 
ing them  away  would  have  their  work  facilitated,  as  under  such  con- 
ditions they  would  not  be  scattered  by  the  winds. 


PHARMACY  LAW. 


The  member  of  the  force  detailed  to  enforce  the  pharmacy  and  dental 
laws,  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  pharmacy,  has  insisted  on  the 
registration  of  physicians  and  upon  the  employment  of  registered 
pharmacists  as  clerks.  Occasionally  questions  arise  as  to  the  sale  of 
poisons,  but  where  violations  of  the  law  were  found  to  have  been  com- 
mitted the  parties  were  required  to  answer  in  court.  No  doubt  much 
good  has  been  accomplished  in  this  sphere  of  work,  and  that  its  details 
may  be  more  fully  understood  a  report  is  included  herewith  covering 
the  operations  of  the  agent. 


IMMORAL  INSTITUTIONS. 


During  the  year  it  was  learned  that  immoral  houses  were  conducted 
under  the  guise  of  massage  and  bath  parlors,  and  the  department 
secured  evidence  against  the  proprietors  and  took  them  to  court,  where 
they  were  promptly  determined  evils  to  society  and  compelled  to  dis- 
continue business.  It  is  quite  difficult  to  secure  testimony  against 
keepers  of  this  kind,  for  reasons  at  once  obvious,  but  the  police  have 
instructions  to  continue  such  supervision  as  will  tend  to  discourage 
those  similarly  inclined. 

INDEPENDENCE  DAY. 


The  promulgation  of  regulations  reducing  the  size  and  sale  of  fire- 
crackers and  prohibiting  the  use  of  toy  cannons,  bombs,  and  kindred 
explosives  on  the  Fourth  of  July  gave  to  the  citizens  on  Independence 
Day  little  room  for  complaint.  The  hours  for  the  use  of  fireworks 
were  in  no  wise  limited,  but  experience  teaches  that  there  may  be 
another  year  with,  perhaps,  fully  as  satisfactory  results.  Communica- 
tions received  at  these  headquarters  indicate  that  there  were  few  acci- 
dents, less  noise,  and  that  the  sick  in  homes  and  hospitals  were  relieved 
of  much  of  the  usual  excitement  attendant  upon  such  occasions. 


THE  DAILY  BULLETIN. 


The  old  method  of  reading  complaints  to  members  of  the  force  prior 
to  their  going  on  duty  has  been  superseded  by  the  police  bulletin,  a 
small  slip  printed  daily,  containing  all  information  for  the  general 
rorce,  whereby  members  are  enabled  to  give  particular  attention  to 
such  details.  The  bulletin  is  small  enough  to  carry  in  the  hat,  and 
serves  as  a  constant  reminder  of  losses  and  orders. 


EXECUTIVE  GROUNDS. 


The  Executive  grounds  receive  the  undivided  attention  of  a  minia- 
ture police  force  by  day  and  at  night.  This  auxiliary  has  been  thor- 
oughly systemized,  and  the  slightest  departures  from  the  regulations 
oave  resulted  in  those  responsible  therefor  being  relieved  from  such 
service,  which  has  certain  advantages  that  are  considered  desirable. 
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The  electric  and  telephone  service  in  connection  therewith  have 
reduced  the  system  to  a  nicety,  leavipg  no  room  for  adverse  criticism. 
Col.  Theodore  A.  Bingham.  United  States  Army,  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  and  grounds,  has  ever  readily  cooperated  with  the 
department  in  securing  for  it  every  advantage  in  this  branch  of  the 
work. 

GAME  AND  FISH  LAWS. 

The  game  and  fish  laws  were  so  amended  during  the  last  Congress 
that  the  shooting  of  reed  birds  is  not  limited  to  certain  days  of  the 
week,  as  heretofore,  and  nets  and  boats  used  by  violators  of  the  fish 
law  are  now  confiscated  to  the  District.  The  interstate  law  prohibits, 
under  heavy  penalty,  the  importation  of  game  killed  in  other  terri- 
tory during  the  closed  season,  and  dealers  and  others  are  more  cautious 
than  ever  before  in  handling  it. 

PROPERTY  RECOVERED. 

An  inspection  of  the  property  clerk's  records  need  only  be  made  to 
indicate  the  growing  work  of  the  police  and  the  improvement  in  the 
service  with  respect  to  lost,  stolen,  and  abandoned  property.  Three 
years  ago  the  registrations  of  recovered  property  numbered  1,802, 
while  last  year  the  records  show  recoveries  in  2,685  instances.  This 
follows  increase  in  population,  prosperous  times,  and  improved  police 
vigilance  and  attention. 

BRIDGE  PATROL. 

The  bridges  which  lead  to  the  adjoining  State  of  Virginia  have  been 
placed  under  such  surveillance  that  these  avenues  of  escape  for  crim- 
inals can  now  be  closed  in  case  of  emergency.  This  move  has  proved 
beneficial  and  contributes  to  the  general  welfare,  as  does  the  recently 
improved  service  at  the  railroad  depots. 

ADDITIONAL  EQUIPMENT. 

The  department  has  added  to  its  equipment  a  rapid-firing  gun,  which 
places  it  in  this  respect  on  an  equal  footing  with  other  well-organized 
police  forces  of  the  country. 

DISCIPLINE. 

As  an  organization  the  force  has  been  free  from  scandal,  and  its 
good  name  has  been  preserved  through  prompt  action  in  isolated  cases 
where  there  were  just  grounds  for  the  infliction  of  penalties.  In  all 
large  bodies  of  men  there  will  be  found  a  percentage  which  requires 
attention  and  disciplining,  but  it  is  claimed  for  the  police  force  of  the 
District  that  neglects  and  failures  have  been  fewer  than  ever  before 
known,  and  the  record  is  a  superior  one  with  reference  to  compliance 
with  the  manual  by  similar  bodies  in  other  cities.  Where  a  force  is 
not  encumbered  by  political  and  other  influences  such  conditions 
should  follow.  Members  are  given  to  understand  that  the  department 
is  conducted  on  business  principles,  and  that  they  as  agents  are 
expected  to  bring  about  good  results.  Continuance  of  employment, 
advancement,  and  encouragement  does  not  depend  on  the  number  of 
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eases  made,  but  that  member  who  maintains  a  good  personal  record 
and  a  beat  or  post  free  from  disorder  and  crime,  and  where  residents 
are  not  necessitated  to  complain,  is  believed  to  be  rendering  an  intelli- 
o-ent  and  commendable  service. 

Where  crime  is  committed  it  behooves  those  employed  to  detect  and 
apprehend  the  perpetrator,  and  if  circumstances  are  such  as  to  require 
special  skill,  and  success  attends  the  effort,  that  member  renders  meri- 
torious service,  for  which  it  is  the  aim  to  give  due  credit.  There  are 
many  misdemeanors  and  trivial  offenses  committed  where  leniency 
should  be  displayed  by  those  in  authority,  especially  in  cases  where 
the  offenders  are  juveniles,  and  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  depart- 
ment to  have  its  members  try  and  induce  parents  to  exert  a  proper 
influence  over  their  children.    Some  do  so;  others  are  indifferent. 

Harshness  and  disrespect  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  force 
is  discountenanced;  yet  there  are  times  when  the  baton,  if  not  the 
revolver,  must  be  employed  in  self-defense. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  improvement  in  this  respect.  In  1900 
there  were  99  cases  where  members  were  cited  before  court-martial, 
while  last  year  there  were  but  77  with  an  increased  force  of  25  over 
the  year  previous.  The  following  table  shows  in  detail  the  findings 
and 'character  of  discipline  inflicted:

In  a  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals  handed  down  March  13,  1900,  in  the  case  of 
Callan  v.  District  of  Columbia  (16  App.  D.  C,  p.  271),  it  is  held  that  the  act  of  the 
legislative  assembly  of  August  23,  1871,  relative  to  the  regulation  of  hacks  was 
repealed  by  implication  when  the  Commissioners  legislated  on  the  same  subject  by 
the  enactment  of  police  regulations. 

The  effect  of  this  decision  is  to  leave  the  District  of  Columbia  without  laws  for  the 
regulation  of  public  vehicles,  except  such  as  are  found  in  the  police  regulations. 

There  are  many  sections  of  the  act  referred  to  which  have  been  of  value  in  the 
past,  and  I  desire  at  this  time  to  renew  my  suggestion  that  said  sections  be  adopted 
as  amendments  to  the  police  regulations,  and  to  urge  that  it  be  done  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Several  times  during  the  past  year  the  question  of  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  fare 
for  public  vehicles  has  been  under  consideration. 

Believing  that  hackmen  should  be  granted  a  slight  increase  in  the  rate  of  fare,  and 
that  the  complicated  system  of  hack  rates  now  in  use  should  be  succeeded  by  one 
more  easily  understood,  I  submitted  the  following  schedule  of  rates,  in  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  trip  rates  are  abolished;  that  the  distinction  between  day  and  night 
rates  is  abolished,  and  that  the  charge  for  any  service  shall  be  according  to  the  time 
consumed: 

One-horse  vehicles:  Cents. 

One  or  two  passengers:  Half  hour  or  less   50 

Three  or  four  passengers:  Half  hour  or  less   75 

Each  additional  quarter  hour  or  part  thereof,  one  or  more  passengers   25 

Iwo-horse  vehicles: 

One  or  two  passengers:  Twenty  minutes  or  less   50 

Each  additional  passenger:  Twenty  minutes  or  less   25 

Each  additional  twenty  minutes  or  part  thereof,  one  or  more  passengers   50 

Alter  first  hour,  one  or  more  passengers,  each  half  hour  or  part  thereof   50

Delay  caused  by  driver  shall  not  be  charged  for. 

Time  consumed  in  loading  and  unloading  baggage  shall  not  be  charged  for. 
Vehicles  shall  maintain  a  speed  of  not  less  than  6  miles  an  hour,  except  where  the 
grade  necessitates  a  slower  rate. 
Drivers  shall  call  attention  of  passengers  to  time  of  starting. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  slight  increase  provided  for  in  this  proposed  system 
is  only  fair  to  the  hackmen,  and  its  simplicity  should  commend  it  to  all. 

With  the  aid  of  the  police  regulation  authorizing  the  condemnation  of  unsafe, 
unsightly,  and  insanitary  vehicles,  I  have  labored  to  improve  their  condition  and  to 
get  rid  of  those  which  were  absolutely  unfit  for  use,  especially  of  that  class  known  as 
■ '  night  liners. ' '  Although  twenty-five  vehicles  were  condemned  during  the  past  year, 
in  only  one  instance  did  I  find  a  vehicle  in  use  after  condemnation  in  the  same  con- 
dition as  before,  and  the  owner  was  promptly  fined  in  the  police  court. 

Many  of  the  others  were  properly  repaired  and  cleaned  and  have  since  been  used, 
while  some  of  the  worst  ones  have  been  permanently  retired  and  will  not  again  be 
placed  in  service.  Several  of  them  have  been  broken  up  by  their  owners  and  sold  as 
junk. 

Although  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  I  believe  that  anyone  conversant 
with  their  condition  heretofore  and  that  now  existing  must  admit  that  considerable 
progress  has  been  made. 

The  inaugural  period  passed  by  with  but  two  complaints  against  hackmen,  and  in 
each  instance  the  offender  was  apprehended  and  punished. 

The  proceedings  which  I  instituted  more  than  a  year  ago  in  police  court  to  deter- 
mine the  applicability  of  the  license  law  to  horseless  vehicles  have  been  postponed 
from  time  to  time  and  the  case  is  still  pending. 

A  great  majority  of  the  public  vehicles  are  driven  by  men  who  do  not  own  them, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  licenses  and  badges  are  all  issued  in  the  names  of  the  owners 
of  the  vehicles,  we  have  no  means  of  identifying  drivers  of  the  class  mentioned, 
although  it  is  with  this  class  that  we  have  principally  to  deal.  I  desire,  therefore, 
to  urge  the  adoption  of  a  suggestion  previously  made,  that  these  drivers  be  required 
to  register  and  that  the  badges  be  issued  in  their  names,  while  the  numbers  of  the 
owners'  licenses  shall,  as  at  present,  appear  upon  the  glass  of  the  lamps. 

The  license  law,  enacted  by  the  legislative  assembly  August  23,  1871  (Abert,  sec. 
3,  p.  341 ),  establishes  the  1st  day  of  July  as  the  beginning  of  the  license  year  for  the 
proprietors  of  public  vehicles. 

This  necessitates  the  payment  of  the  license  fee  in  the  midst  of  the  dull  season, 
when  it  is  with  great  difficulty  that  many  of  the  hackmen  are  able  to  obtain  the 
money  with  which  to  pay  the  same. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  the  date  be  changed  to  the  1st  day  of  January  of 
each  year.  The  revenue  derived  from  licenses  would  be  much  greater,  for  the 
reason  that  many  more  vehicles  are  in  service  at  that  season  of  the  year.

During  the  fiscal  year  reports  were  made  at  this  office  that  4  bateaux  and  2  yawl 
oats  nad  been  stolen,  and  2  bateaux  hired  out  and  not  returned.    The  owners  after 
using  the  boats  tie  them  carelessly  and  sometimes  too  short,  and  when  the  tide  falls 
pp™       !)reakf  and  the  boat  is  carried  off  bv  the  wind  and  tide.    Thev  are  always 
recovered  on  the  shore  or  about  the  docks.    The  boathouse  people  hire  out  boats  to 
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boys,  who  row  away  a  long  distance  from  the  place,  and  when  night  sets  in  or  they 
get  tired  they  leave  the  boat  at  some  point  convenient  for  them  to  get  home.  They 
are  always  recovered. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  express  my  high  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  I 
have  received  from  all  the  officers  and  members  of  your  department  with  whom  I 
have  been  brought  in  contact  during  the  last  fiscal  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  OFFICER. 

Headquarters  Metropolitan  Police  Department, 

Sanitary  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C,  July  1,  1901. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report  of  the 
operations  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901. 

The  statistics  have  shown  an  increase  from  year  to  year  of  a  number  of  persons 
who  applied  for  aid,  and  the  year  just  closed  was  no  exception. 

transportation. 

In  connection  with  other  duties  of  the  sanitary  officer,  it  has  been  a  part  of  his 
work  to  recommend  transportation  to  their  homes,  or  as  near  thereto  as  practicable, 
after  investigation,  of  the  unfortunates  who  may  have  become  stranded  in  this  Dis- 
trict and  found  worthy  of  aid. 

During  the  year  just  closed  transportation  was  furnished  to  936  persons,  at  a  cost 
of  $1,956.34,  while  for  the  year  1900,  913  people  were  likewise  aided,  at  a  cost  of 
$1,972.10.  There  was  an  increase  of  23  persons,  yet  the  expenditure  was  $15.76  less 
than  the  preceding  year,  thus  showing  that  while  the  number  was  greater,  the  dis- 
tance traveled  by  those  aided  was  not  so  far. 

One  dangerously  insane  person  was  furnished  escort  to  her  home  at  a  cost  of  $9.25; 
this  item  making  the  total  cost  of  transportation  $1,965.59. 

The  936  unfortunates  who  were  benefited  by  this  appropriation  are  classified  as 
follows:

I  am  glad  to  note  in  this  connection  that  there  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  oyster  dredgers  who  had  suffered  hardships  in  the  oyster  fields  of  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay  and  Potomac  River,  and  after  being  discharged  from  the  vessels  on  which 
they  were  employed,  finally  reaching  this  city.  In  the  year  1900,  28  persons  of  this 
character  were  furnished  with  transportation  on  their  way  to  their  homes,  while  for 
the  year  just  closed  15  received  like  benefits,  thus  showing  a  decrease  of  13. 

The  figures  also  show  that  25  unfortunate  women,  who  had  accompanied  their  hus- 
bands to  this  city  under  various  pretexts  and  having  been  left  here  in  destitute  cir- 
cumstances, were  furnished  transportation  to  their  homes,  or  as  near  thereto  as  possi- 
ble.   There  is  an  increase  of  1  in  this  class  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  ex-soldiers  and  sailors  seeking  pensions  amounted  to  61,  a  decrease 
of  24  for  the  year  1900. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cranks  who  visited  the  National  Capital  with 
strange  delusions  and  imaginations,  there  being  only  4  in  the  year  1901,  while  for  the 
preceding  year  10  of  these  persons  were  sent  out  of  the  city. 

A  decrease  was  noted  in  the  number  of  persons  who  visited  Washington  seeking 
private  work,  255  being  the  number  who  received  aid  in  1900  from  this  department 
and  227  in  1901,  a  decrease  of  28. 

Many  of  the  persons  assisted  were  in  need  of  food,  and  123  were  furnished  with 

HOSPITALS. 

During  the  year  1901,  5,058  persons  were  sent  to  the  several  hospitals,  an  increase 
of  667  over  the  preceding  year.  This  is  without  doubt  the  largest  number  of  sick 
and  indigent  persons  provided  for  during  any  like  period. 
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Those  in  charge  of  the  hospitals  certainly  merit  the  commendation  of  this  com- 
munity, for  the  institutions  on  many  occasions  have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost 
capacity,  and  I  do  not  know  of  any  worthy  person  who  failed  to  receive  medical 

attention.  .  •     .  . 

The  States  of  Virginia  and  Maryland  continue  to  send  their  sick  and  indigent  to 
Washington  for  hospital  treatment,  the  former  State  having  furnished  279,  an 
increase  of  22  over  the  preceding  year,  and  the  latter  212,  an  increase  of  21.  The 
injustice  of  these  persons  being  forced  on  the  District  at  an  expense  to  the  taxpayers 
is  so  manifest  that  comment  is  hardly  necessary. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  ambulances  have,  as  usual,  been  kept  busy  transporting  those  in  need  of  treat- 
ment to  the  various  hospitals,  the  number  of  calls  responded  to  during  the  year 
being  3,618,  an  increase  of  116  over  last  year.  Of  this  number  336  runs  were  unneces- 
sary, as  no  service  was  rendered.  Many  of  these  needless  calls  could,  without  doubt, 
have  been  avoided  if  better  judgment  or  discretion  had  been  used  on  the  part  of  those 
calling  for  the  vehicles.  I  do  not  know  of  any  more  beneficent  work  performed  by 
this  department  than  has  been  rendered  by  the  ambulances,  and  the  drivers  of  these 
vehicles  have  been  faithful  in  every  respect. 


INSANE. 


The  number  of  insane  persons  properly  tried  through  due  process  of  law  and 
admitted  to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  curative  treatment  was  295r 
an  increase  of  25  over  the  preceding  year.    This  marked  increase  is  to  be  regretted. 

In  disposing  of  those  suffering  from  dementia  under  an  act  of  Congress  approved 
January  31,  1899,  considerable  care  and  work  is  required,  as  it  is  frequently  found 
that  friends  of  those  afflicted  with  mental  disorders  from  other  jurisdictions  attempt 
to  have  them  provided  for  in  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital,  as  the  reputation  of  this 
institution  is  well  known.  • 

Efforts  are  often  made  in  the  case  of  persons  who  are  not  indigent  to  have  the 
department  arrange  for  their  commitment  to  the  hospital. 

The  investigation  and  preparation  of  the  data  of  all  cases  of  indigent  insane  persons 
tried  before  the  probate  court  is  conducted  in  this  office,  requiring  considerable  out- 
door work  in  making  the  necessary  investigations. 

I  would  be  unmindful  if  I  failed  to  say  that  the  thanks  of  the  police  department 
are  due  Dr.  A.  B.  Richardson,  superintendent  of  the  Government  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  for  his  generosity  and  kindness  in  providing  for  the  dangerously  insane  pend- 
ing investigation  by  the  court.   This  is  a  good  service,  and  worthy  of  commendation. 

In  this  connection  with  the  insane  persons  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  aid  and  assistance  I  have  received  from  the  House  of  Detention  in  providing 
temporarily  for  the  female  persons  charged  with  insanity  who  have  fallen  into  the 
hands  of  the  police.  The  care  of  these  unfortunates  awaiting  examination  has  always 
been  heretofore  in  a  station  house,  a  place  certainly  not  suitable. 

The  House  of  Detention  fills  a  long-felt  want,  and  I  have  heard  many  words  of 
commendation  of  its  facilities. 


CARE  OF  THE  INEBRIATE. 


I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  building  of  the  new  municipal  hospital  is  in  tangible 
shape,  and  from  what  I  can  learn  it  is  proposed  to  have  a  ward  in  that  institution! 
properly  equipped  for  the  treatment  of  those  who  may  be  addicted  to  intoxicants  or 
stimulants  of  any  character. 

Certainly  this  community  would  have  reason  to  be  grateful  if  provision  is  made  for 
the  compulsory  care  of  such  cases.  As  usual,  this  year  I  have  listened  to  many  sad 
and  distressing  stories  from  wives  and  mothers  relative  to  the  dissipation  and  inebriety 
of  their  husbands  and  sons,  and  indeed  some  cases  of  female  depravity  brought  about 
l>y  strong  drink  have  been  reported. 

Such  a  ward  in  the  new  hospital  would,  to  my  mind,  fill  a  long-felt  want  and 
accomplish  much  good. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  your  generous 
approval  of  my  work  during  the  vear.  I  also  desire  to  return  thanks  to  all  of  those 
who  have  aided  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Washington,  D.  C,  November  5,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  lire  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901. 

The  department  responded  during  the  year  to  710  alarms,  an  increase 
of  71  over  the  year  previous.  Of  these,  432  were  bell  alarms  and  278 
silent  or  local  alarms.    Of  the  710  alarms  sounded,  82  were  false. 

The  628  fires  occurring  during  the  year  resulted  in  a  loss  of  $285,677. 
The  insurance  on  the  property  involved  is  not  given  because  the 
records  of  the  department  were  not  so  kept  as  to  accurately  furnish 
such  information.  It  is  known,  however,  that  the  insurance  on  the 
property  burned  many  times  exceeded  the  loss  for  the  year. 

Of  the  628  fires,  274  occurred  in  frame  buildings  and  354  in  brick 
or  stone  structures. 

Of  the  710  alarms  sounded  during  the  year,  217  occurred  between 
noon  and  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  237  between  6  o'clock  p.  m.  and  midnight, 
97  between  midnignt  and  6  o'clock  a.  m.,and  159  between  6  o'clock 
a.  m.  and  noon. 

The  smallest  number  of  alarms  received  occurred  in  September — 39, 
and  the  largest  number  in  February — 104. 

One  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  alarms  were  received  during  the 
spring  months,  154  during  the  summer  months,  133  during  the  fall 
months,  and  243  during  the  winter  months. 

As  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  there  was  an  increase  of  39 
bell  alarms  during  the  past  year,  of  32  silent  alarms,  and  of  8  false 
alarms.  The  loss  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1901,  exceeded  by 
$61,438  that  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

The  record  of  alarms,  including  bell  and  silent  ones,  was  as  follows: 
1900 — July,  56;  August,  50;  September,  39;  October,  40;  November, 
54;  December,  65;  1901— January,  74;  February,  104;  March,  78; 
April,  57;  May,  45;  June,  48. 

There  were  4  second-alarm  fires  during  the  year,  7  third,  2  fifth, 
but  no  sixth  or  general  alarm. 

It  will  be  observed  that  nearly  one-ninth  of  the  alarms  responded  to 
by  the  department  during  the  year  were  false.  In  some  instances  these 
alarms  resulted  through  mistakes,  in  some  through  undue  haste,  and 
many  were  due  to  mere  wantonness,  the  boxes  in  the  last  mentioned 
cases  being  pulled  by  persons  impelled  by  a  spirit  of  malicious  mis- 
chief. It  is  estimated  that  it  costs  not  less  than  $25  to  answer  a  regu- 
lar alarm  of  fire,  so  it  would  seem  that  in  responding  to  the  82  false 
alarms  during  the  past  year,  the  municipality  suffered  an  expense  of 
not  less  than  $2,000.  Beyond  this  matter  of  expense  is  the  fact  that 
the  lives  of  the  firemen  were  needlessly  endangered  eighty-two  times, 
for,  in  responding,  the  horses  drawing  the  apparatus  are  driven  prac- 
tical^ the  entire  journey  at  full  speed,  during  which  the  breaking  of 
an  axle  or  part  of  the  harness,  the  fall  of  a  horse,  or  a  collision  means, 
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if  not  death,  serious  injury  to  the  men.  Then,  too,  while  companies 
are  responding  to  a  false  alarm  a  lire  may  occur  in  which  lives  may  be 
lost  or  much  valuable  property  destroyed  because  of  their  absence. 
For  these  reasons  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  maximum  pen- 
alty for  willfully  and  maliciously  sending  in  a  false  alarm  of  tire  should 
be  increased,  and  a  term  in  the  penitentiary  should  be  made  the  pen- 
alty for  a  second  offense. 


STRENGTH  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  strength  of  the  department  during  the  past  year  was  increased 
from  20  to  23  companies,  a  truck  company  being  established  in  George- 
town and  one  in  Columbia  Heights,  and  a  chemical  engine  company 
in  Tenleytown.  A  water  tower  of  the  latest  and  most  improved  type 
was  also  added  to  the  department,  very  materially  increasing  its  fire- 
tighting  strength.  The  department,  however,  is  hardly  more  than 
half  as  large  as  it  should  be,  and  in  respect  to  its  reserve  apparatus  is 
lamentably  weak,  there  being  but  2  steamers  in  reserve,  2  hose  car- 
riages and  1  truck,  the  last-mentioned  apparatus  having  been  in  the 
department  about  twenty-three  years,  and  it  has  become  so  antiquated 
ana  weakened  as  to  make  its  further  use  practically  impossible. 

The  newest  steamer  in  the  department  is  3  years  old,  and  some 
of  them  have  been  in  service  nearly  twenty  years.  There  is  but  one 
tirst-class  steamer  in  the  department — No.  14.  It  has  been  in  service 
ten  years,  and  while  it  is  rated  at  1,000  gallons  per  minute,  it  is  not 
believed  it  would  now  exceed  900  gallons. 

The  department  to  day  not  only  sadly  needs  a  number  of  larger  and 
up-to-date  engines,  but  also  several  more  reserve  steamers  and  trucks. 
There  is  hardly  a  piece  of  apparatus  in  the  department,  excepting,  of 
course,  those  acquired  during  the  last  year  or  so,  that  is  not  in  need 
of  more  or  less  repairs,  and  a  number  of  the  engines  are  liable  to 
break  down  at  any  time.  In  such  an  event  the  department  would  be 
badly  crippled,  for  it  is  impossible  to  replace  an  engine  in  less  than 
several  months1  time,  as  such  pieces  of  apparatus  are  not  kept  in  stock, 
but  are  built  on  order.  There  should  be  not  less  than  6  reserve  steam- 
ers and  2  trucks,  and  these  steamers  and  trucks  should  be  in  as  perfect 
condition  and  of  the  same  strength  as  those  kept  in  active  service. 

HORSES. 

During  the  year  45  horses  were  purchased  bv  the  department,  39 
were  condemned,  and  1  died,  making  the  number  on  hand  June  30, 
1901,  but  138,  despite  the  fact  that  the  department  was  then  larger  by 
6  companies  than  it  was  a  year  previous,  when  there  were  131  horses 
in  the  department. 

The  greatest  care  is  taken  in  the  purchase  of  these  animals,  and 
oetore  being  accepted  they  are  subjected  to  not  less  than  fifteen  days' 
trial.    They  must  be  not  less  than  16  nor  more  than  17  hands  in  height, 

i7veni 1,800  and  1,500  P°unds  in  weight,  free  of  bad  habits  and 
wen  broken,  of  good  disposition,  well  and  sound,  and  of  bay,  brown, 
mack  or  gray  color.  These  requirements  fix  a  very  high  standard, 
ana  it  is  believed  the  horses  of  the  department  are  inferior  to  those  of 
no  other  department  in  this  country. 

lo  the  credit  of  those  in  immediate  charge  of  the  horses,  it  can  be 
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said  that  they  receive  the  best  of  care,  and  when,  after  a  service  of 
several  years  in  the  department,  they  are  found  to  have  become  unfit 
for  further  tire  duty,  they  are  transferred  to  other  branches  of  the 
District  government,  where  they  remain  in  service  for  many  years. 
The  Department  has  endeavored  to  secure  horses  from  local  dealers, 
but  so  far,  except  in  rare  instances,  its  efforts  have  been  unsuccessful. 

INSPECTION  OF  CELLARS. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  fire  marshal  was  devoted  during  the  past 
year  to  the  examination  of  cellars.  During  the  first  several  months 
he  found  many  cellars  almost  made  impassable  by  the  great  amount  of 
waste  and  rubbish,  some  of  it  of  a  very  inflammable  character,  stored  in 
them.  Where  such  conditions  were  found  the  occupant  or  owner  of 
the  premises  was  notified  and  directed  to  clean  out  the  cellar  in  short 
order.  To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  tire  marshal  and  of  the  depart- 
ment the  police  regulations  were  amended  upon  its  recommendation 
so  as  to  authorize  the  chief  engineer,  the  assistant  chief  engineers,  and 
the  tire  marshal  to  enter  upon  at  reasonable  hours  any  premises  for 
the  purpose  of  examination,  the  amendment  providing  a  penalty  for 
interference  with  or  obstruction  of  such  examination,  and  also  a  pen- 
alty for  failure  to  remedy  conditions  found  by  the  examining  officers 
to  be  such  as  to  endanger  public  safety.  It  is  gratifying  to  record 
that  in  but  few  instances  have  owners  or  occupants  objected  to  the 
examination  of  their  premises  or  failed  to  promptly  remedy  bad  con- 
ditions. The  Department  has  found,  however,  that  in  a  number  of 
cases  owners  or  occupants  of  premises  in  bad  condition  allow  them  to 
become  so  again  soon  after  placing  them  in  good  condition. 

DEATHS. 

It  is  with  great  sorrow  the  death  of  two  members  of  the  department 
during  the  year  is  announced:  Private  Joseph  J.  Wiles,  of  truck  com- 
pany D,  passing  away  August  3,  1900,  after  a  short  illness  of  typhoid 
fever,  and  private  Charles  A.  Keefe,  of  truck  company  B,  dying  Feb- 
ruary 7,  1901,  as  result  of  injuries  received  in  a  collision  that  day 
between  the  apparatus  of  that  company  and  a  street  railway  car.  Pri- 
vate Wiles  entered  the  department  November  13,  1897,  and  Private 
Keefe  July  1,  1900,  and  their  service  was  faithfully  given. 

J uly  2,  1900,  a  street  railway  car  collided  with  the  hose  carriage  of 
No.  7  engine  company  at  Ninth  and  R  streets  NW,  and  Martin  J. 
Niland,  substitute  in  the  company,  died  from  injuries  received  in  that 
accident,  Foreman  Frank  J.  Wagner  and  other  members  of  that  com- 
pany being  more  or  less  hurt,  one  of  whom,  C.  E.  Shaffer,  was  per- 
manently injured.  In  the  accident  suffered  by  Truck  Company  B, 
Foreman  Timothy  J.  Donohue  and  Private  J.  J.  Ryan  were  also  injured, 
the  latter  so  severely  that  he  was  incapacitated  for  several  months. 
In  order  to  reduce  the  liability  of  such  accidents  to  a  minimum,  the 
department  has  directed  its  drivers  to  have  their  horses  under  such 
control  when  approaching  steam  or  street  railroad  tracks  as  to  enable 
them  to  bring  their  teams  to  a  standstill,  if  advisable  or  necessary, 
before  crossing  the  tracks.  Notice  of  such  directions  to  the  depart- 
ment's drivers  was  forwarded  to  the  street  railroad  companies,  together 
with  a  list  of  crossings  usually  made  by  the  department's  apparatus 
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over  their  tracks,  and  assurances  have  been  received  that  the  com- 
panies will  fully  cooperate  with  this  department  in  its  efforts  to  avoid 
accidents.  It  is  believed  that  if  both  drivers  and  motormen  exercise 
proper  care  there  will  be  no  repetition  of  these  accidents.  If,  how 
ever,  there  is  a  failure  on  the  part  of  either  side  or  on  the  part  of  both 
to  exercise  proper  care  there  will  be  more  of  them  with  loss  of  life. 

• 

FURLOUGHS. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  custom  to  have  the  annual  furlough  period 
run  from  about  the  1st  of  July  to  about  the  1st  of  the  following  Octo- 
ber, and  while  the  law  allowed  the  members  of  the  department  an 
annual  leave  of  not  more  than  twenty  days,  they  were  never  previous 
to  1900  given  more  than  ten  days  in  any  one  year.  A  year  ago  the 
members  of  the  department  were  allowed  fifteen  days  annual  leave, 
and  last  May  a  recommendation  of  the  department  that  they  be  granted 
the  full  twenty  days  allowed  by  law  was  approved.  The  furlough 
period  was  inaugurated  May  8,  members  of  the  department  having 
served  therein  one  year  or  longer  being  given  twenty  days,  those  hav- 
ing served  less  than  twelve  but  more  than  six  months,  being  given  ten 
days,  and  those  having  served  less  than  six  months,  five  days.  This 
increased  annual  leave  has  been  properly  appreciated  by  the  members 
of  the  department,  and  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  they  be 
given  twenty  days  annual  leave  every  year  hereafter. 

AN  EXECUTIVE  HEAD. 

When  Chief  Engineer  Joseph  Parris,  after  a  service  in  the  depart- 
ment of  nearly  half  the  threescore  years  and  ten  allotted  to  man,  retired 
May  1,  1901,  upon  a  well-earned  pension,  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
decided  that  thereafter  the  head  of  the  department  should  be  an  execu- 
tive one,  leaving  to  the  senior  assistant  chief  engineer,  Mr.  Wm.  T. 
Belt,  the  immediate  command  and  direction  of  the  fire-fighting  force. 
This  is  the  course  pursued  in  Boston  and  other  large  cities,  and  when 
it  is  understood  that  the  District  fire  department  has  become  a  great 
business  concern,  the  value  of  whose  plant  is  not  less  than  $000,000, 
employing  nearly  300  men,  and  expending  nearly  half  a  million  dollars 
a  year,  it  appears  eminently  proper  that  its  head  should  be  a  purely 
executive  one. 

There  should  be,  however,  it  is  respectfully  submitted,  a  further 
reorganization  of  the  department,  such  a  reorganization  as  would  place 
its  members  on  the  same  footing,  as  far  as  tenure  of  office  is  concerned, 
as  have  been  placed  the  members  of  the  police  department  by  the  act 
of  Congress  of  February  28, 1901,  which  provides,  among  other  things: 

That  no  removal  from  the  police  force  shall  be  made  except  on  written  charges, 
ami  after  an  opportunity  for  defense  on  the  part  of  the  person  against  whom  such 
charges  may  be  made,  but  no  person  so  removed  shall  be  reappointed  to  any  otiice 
in  «ud  police  force. 

TRIALS. 

During  the  year  charges  were  preferred  and  the  accused  tried  in  15 
cases.  In  one  case  the  accused  was  acquitted,  and  in  the  14  cases 
where  the  charges  were  sustained  4  of  the  men  were  deprived  of  their 

days  off  for  a  period  of  three  months;  2  were  fined  and  warned;  1, 
a  watchman,  was  assigned  to  double  dutv  for  four  months*  2  were 
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deprived  of  a  part  of  their  annual  leave;  1  of  all  of  his  annual  leave; 
2  were  dismissed,  the  charge  against  them  being  intoxication;  1  was 
reduced  in  rank,  and  1  was  deprived  of  his  annual  leave  and  allowed 
but  one  "day  oft'1  a  month  for  six  months.  Six  members  were  dis- 
missed without  trial — 2  for  inefficiency,  2  for  intoxication,  and  2  for 
desertion.  Ten  members  of  the  department  resigned  during  the  year, 
and  there  were  55  appointments. 

It  has  been  clearly  shown  that  the  depriving  of  members  of  the 
department  of  their  "days  off"  is  a  most  effective  method  of  punish- 
ment for  misconduct.  Heretofore,  members  guilty  of  misconduct 
were  in  most  cases  lined,  and  as  they  received  small  pay  the  imposition 
of  fines  punished  them  not  so  much  as  it  did  those  dependent  upon 
them.  But  where  a  man  is  deprived  of  his  "da3Ts  of"  or  of  his  annual 
leave,  the  punishment  falls  alone  upon  him. 

PENSIONS. 

July  1,  1900,  there  were  34  persons  on  the  pension  roll  of  the 
department,  and  a  year  later  this  number  was  increased  by  4.  During 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1900,  the  total  amount  paid  the  pension- 
ers was  $12,530.14,  while  $13,683.96  was  paid  them  during  the  past 
year,  an  increase  of  $1,153.82. 

By  the  act  of  March  3,  1901,  a  member  of  the  department  is  given 
the  benefit  of  the  pension  law  the  moment  he  enters  the  service.  Pre- 
vious to  the  passage  of  this  act  no  member  of  the  department  became 
entitled  to  a  pension  until  after  he  had  served  twelve  months  therein. 
As  the  law  stands  to-day,  the  chief  engineer  of  the  department  may 
be  retired  on  a  pension  not  exceeding  |l00  a  month,  but  no  other  offi- 
cer or  man  may  be  retired  on  more  than  $50  a  month.  This  is  hardly 
just  to  the  assistant  chief  engineers  and  the  foremen  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  law  be  so  amended 
as  to  raise  the  allowance  for  assistant  chief  engineers  to  at  least  $75  a 

month  and  that  for  foremen  to  not  less  than  $65  a  month. 

WORK  OF  SURGEONS. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  police  and  fire  surgeons  shows  that  during 
the  past  year  the  physicians  issued  167  sick  cards  to  the  members  of 
this  department,  one  less  than  was  issued  during  the  preceding  twelve 
months.  The  visits,  office  and  house,  exceeded  by  253  those  of  the 
year  previous.  Two  hundred  and  thirty  applicants  for  appointment 
were  examined  by  the  board.  Of  this  number  156  were  rejected 
because  of  their  failure  to  pass  the  required  physical  examination  and 
74  passed. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  difficult  at  times  to  secure  men  for  the  depart- 
ment, but  this  difficulty  has  been  overcome,  and  those  who  successfully 
passed  the  last  examinations  of  the  year  increased  the  list  of  eligibles 
to  59.  During  the  current  fiscal  year  it  is  believed  this  number  will 
be  doubled. 

ANNUAL  PARADE. 

The  annual  parade  of  the  fire  and  police  departments  took  place 
November  15,  1900,  and  was  reviewed  by  President  McKinley,  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District,  and  by  a  number  of  other  officials  and 
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prominent  citizens.  The  lire  department,  because  of  the  illness  of 
Chief  Engineer  Parris,  was  led  by  Senior  Assistant  Chief  Engineer 
Belt,  and  its  tine  appearance  was  most  favorably  commented  upon. 
Several  pieces  of  apparatus  were  speeded  past  the  reviewing  officers, 
to  the  great  delight  of  the  President  and  all  others  that  witnessed  the 
runs.  Just  before  the  parade  started  an  American  flag  was  presented 
by  its  donor,  Hon.  Henry  B.  F.  Macfarland,  to  engine  company  No.  5, 
to  be  held  by  that  company  for  one  year.  The  flag  was  awarded  to 
engine  company  No  5  because  of  general  excellence  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee  consisting  of  Hon.  John  B.  Wight  and  Hon. 
John  W.  Douglas,  ex-District  Commissioners,  and  Myer  Cohen,  esq., 
president  of  the  local  board  of  lire  underwriters,  these  gentlemen  mak- 
ing the  award  after  inspecting  every  company  in  the  department.  The 
nag  is  to  be  competed  for  every  year. 

THE  FIREMEN'S  RELIEF  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Firemen's  Relief  Association,  composed  of  members  and 
ex-members  of  the  department,  organized  November  21,  1876,  was 
reorganized  during  the  last  month  of  the  past  fiscal  year  and  placed 
upon  a  permanent,  business-like  foundation.  The  senior  assistant 
chief  engineer  of  the  department,  Mr.  William  T.  Belt,  was  elected 
president  of  the  reorganized  association;  Assistant  Foreman  T.  J. 
Brown,  vice-president;  Assistant  Foreman  H.  C.  Egloflf,  secretary, 
and  Foreman  James  Keliher,  treasurer.  The  terms  of  these  officers 
will  expire  June  30,  1902.  The  organization,  upon  the  death  of  one 
of  its  members,  assesses  each  survivor  $2.50,  and  the  amount  collected, 
less  a  sum  sufficient  to  erect  a  suitable  tombstone  over  the  grave  of 
the  deceased  member,  is  paid  over  to  his  widow,  or  if  he  was  unmar- 
ried to  his  heirs  at  law. 


UNIFORMS. 


The  providing  of  the  members  of  the  department  with  uniforms  is 
not  now,  and  probably  never  has  been,  a  matter  of  entire  satisfaction 
either  to  the  department  or  to  the  men.  Neither  the  District  nor  the 
department  is  authorized  to  make  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  these 
uniforms,  and  it  is  believed  that  goods  not  only  of  better  quality,  but 
also  at  lower  prices,  could  be  obtained  should  the  District  be  empow- 
ered by  Congress  to  provide  the  men  with  uniforms,  after  due  adver- 
tising for  proposals,  and,  after  furnishing  them  to  the  members  of  the 
department,  to  deduct,  by  authority  of  law,  the  cost  from  the  pay  of 
the  men. 

REPAIR  SHOP. 

The  importance  of  establishing  a  repair  shop  for  the  department  has 
grown  year  by  year  as  the  strength  of  the  department  has  increased. 
Kepair  work  on  apparatus  and  appliances  by  outside  parties  places  the 
department  at  a  serious  disadvantage  and  often  subjects  it  to  no  little 
delay.  The  doing  of  this  work  by  outside  parties  also  materially 
increases  the  expenses  of  the  department,  whereas,  if  the  department 
had  a  repair  shop  of  its  own,  it  is  believed  it  could  be  so  managed  as 
to  enable  it  to  do  the  work  at  considerably  less  cost  and  promptly  at 
any  time  of  the  day  or  night. 
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SALVAGE  CORPS. 

The  District  of  Columbia  is  without  a  salvage  corps,  an  organization 
to  be  found  in  most  of  the  large  cities  of  the  country.  In  those  cities 
the  salvage  corps  has  proven  a  most  important  and  valuable  adjunct  to 
the  tire  department,  and  much  valuable  property  has  been  saved  through 
it.  Generally,  if  not  without  exception,  salvage  corps  are  maintained 
by  private  enterprise,  and  it  being  believed  that  Congress  would  not 
establish  one  here,  the  department  hopes  to  see  one  established  by 
private  enterprise. 

FIRE  ESCAPES. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  law  relating  to  fire 
escapes.  As  the  law  now  stands,  it  is  understood,  the  authorities  can 
not  compel  the  equipment  of  any  building  with  lire  escapes  where  the 
structure  is  less  than  50  feet  in  height.  It  is  said  that  in  a  number  of 
instances  buildings  have  been  erected  to  a  height  an  inch  or  so  less 
than  50  feet  solely  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  their  equipment  with 
tire  escapes. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  character  of  a  building,  rather 
than  its  height,  should  determine  the  question  of  whether  or  not  it 
should  be  equipped  with  tire  escapes.  That  is,  if  the  building  is  so 
constructed  as  to  place  it  in  the  class  known  as  fast-burning  structures, 
the  owner  should  be  required  to  equip  it  with  lire  escapes.  Then,  too, 
the  purpose  for  which  a  building  is  to  be  used  should  no  less  fully 
determine  the  same  question.  For  instance,  if  it  is  to  be  occupied  as 
a  hotel,  apartment  house,  school,  hospital,  or  for  any  like  purpose,  its 
occupancy  should  not  be  permitted  until  it  is  amply  supplied  with 
tire  escapes,  though  it  does  not  reach  a  height  of  50  feet. 

While  there  are  slow-burning  buildings,  it  is  claimed  by  the  great 
majority  of  tire -lighters  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  an  absolutely 
fireproof  structure.  Therefore,  it  is  contended,  the  law  should  not 
permit  the  absence  of  fire  escapes  from  any  building  wherein  human 
beings  are  housed  or  wherein  they  congregate.  In  this  connection  it 
can  be  said  that  fire  escapes  are  not  only  valuable  as  a  means  of  escape 
from  a  burning  building,  but  they  also  often  afford,  when  run  to  the 
roof,  convenient  means  for  the  fire  department  to  reach  otherwise 
inaccessible  parts  of  a  building  so  equipped  from  which  to  more  effect- 
ively fight  a  tire  in  an  adjacent  structure.  It  is  earnestly  recom- 
mended that  the  escapes  be  run  to  the  roof  of  the  building  in  every 
instance,  for  should  this  be  done  not  only  would  the  work  of  the 
department  be  often  facilitated,  but  persons  in  a  burning  building 
cut  off  from  escape  by  fire  below  them  would  be  afforded  a  means  of 
escaping  to  the  roof,  and  in  many  instances  from  it  to  an  adjoining 
building. 

GASOLINE. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  93  fires,  or  about  15  per  cent  of 
the  total  number,  caused  either  directly  or  indirectly  by  gasoline  or 
like  fluids.  The  use  of  gasoline,  particularly  as  fuel,  is  increasing 
yearly,  and  the  traffic  in  it  correspondingly  increases.  It  is  admitted 
to  be  one  of  the  most  treacherous  and  dangerous  of  inflammable  oils, 
it  being  contended  that  its  explosive  power  is  double  that  of  gun- 
powder. Itys  earnestly  recommended  that  its  storage  in  large  quanti- 
ties within  the  fire  limits  be  not  permitted  except  under  such  conditions 
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as  will  insure,  or  tend  to  insure,  the  highest  possible  degree  of  public 
safety.  It  is  no  less  earnestly  recommended  that  dealers  in  gasoline 
and  gasoline  stoves  and  other  iike  appliances  be  required  to  furnish  to 
every  purchaser  printed  instructions  as  to  the  care  and  proper  use 
of  this  fluid  and  such  appliances,  for  there  is  general  and  surprising 
ignorance  among  those  who  use  them  of  the  dangerous  nature  of  the 
oil.    As  has  been  said:  - 

If  a  detailed  account  of  the  number  of  such  fires  occurring  annually  in  the  United 
States,  with  the  injuries  and  deaths  caused  thereby,  could  be  obtained,  the  record 
would  be  appalling.  If  to  this  were  added  the  records  of  such  accidents  throughout 
the  civilized  world  for  just  one  year,  it  would  be  difficult  to  believe  that  in  this 
so-called  era  of  enlightenment  such  a  constant  menace  to  life  and  property  could 
he  permitted  to  exist,  with  practically  no  legislative  safeguards  to  individuals  or 
community. 

ELEVATOR  SHAFTS. 

There  is  perhaps  no  greater  menace  to  a  building  in  which  fire  has 
started  than  an  elevator  well,  especially  where  the  well  is  an  open  one. 
In  numerous  cases  fires,  starting  on  the  lower  floors  of  buildings,  have 
been  drawn  up  elevator  wells  or  shafts  to  the  very  roofs,  resulting  in 
the  total  destruction  of  the  structures  with  almost  inconceivable  rapid- 
ity, the  destruction  in  many  eases  being  so  rapid  as  to  make  escape 
from  the  flames  impossible.  It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  ele- 
vator wells  be  either  walled  up  or  that  the  use  of  automatically-closing 
traps  be  required,  appliances  which  are  designed  to  prevent  fires 
passing  b}'  way  of  the  elevator  well  or  shaft  from  one  floor  to  another. 

HIGH-PRESSURE  WATER  SERVICE. 

This  department  heartily  indorses  the  proposition  of  the  water 
department  to  establish  in  the  business  section  of  the  city  a  high-pres- 
sure water  service  for  the  fire-lighting  branch  of  the  municipality. 
Such  a  service  would  be  of  immense  value,  for  it  would  enable  this 
department  to  practically  do  away  with  steamers  in  the  territory 
covered  by  the  proposed  service  and  replace  them  with  combination 
chemical  and  hose  wagons,  the  steamers  being  then  sent  to  the  resi- 
dential section,  where  the  need  for  additional  ones  is  yearly  increasing. 

ELECTRICITY. 

The  rapidly  growing  use  of  electricity  is  believed  to  be  responsi- 
ble in  no  small  degree  for  many  fires.  During  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1901,  26  tires  in  the  District  were  known  to  have  been  caused 
by  electric-light  wires;  and  of  the  146  fires  for  which  the  fire  marshal 
could  discover  no  cause  many  wTere  probably  caused  by  electricity. 
Defective  work  is  believed  to  have  originated  a  great  majority  of  these 
tires,  if  not,  indeed,  all  of  them,  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that 
Congress  be  urged  to  provide  an  electrical  inspector,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  inspect  all  such  work,  and  that  the  municipal  authorities  be 
empowered  to  enforce  such  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
and  proper  to  insure  the  public  safety  in  such  matters. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  WASTE. 


The  establishment  of  a  public  crematory  for  the  burning  of  waste 
id  rubbish  has,  this  department  is  satisfied,  decreased  in  no  small 
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degree  the  liability  of  fires.  Many  fires,  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ment show,  are  due  to  accumulated  waste  and  rubbish,  and  the  greater 
the  amount  of  it  that  is  removed  from  dwelling  and  business  houses 
that  much  is  the  danger  of  fires  occurring  decreased.  Many  fires  are 
also  caused  by  hot  ashes,  and  the  more  fully  the  regulation  prohibit- 
ing them  being  placed  in  wooden  receptacles  is  respected  the  greater 
will  be  the  security  of  the  community  against  fire. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  those  of  the  tire  marshal,  the  machinist, 
the  veterinarian,  and  the  board  of  police  and  fire  surgeons,  whk*h  give 
a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  work  of  the  department.  The  esti- 
mates for  the  next  fiscal  year  set  forth  in  full  the  needs  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  officers  and  men  of  the  department  have  rendered  excellent 
service  during  the  past  year,  and  the  chief  engineer  desires  to  express 
to  them,  as  well  as  to  the  various  branches  of  the  municipality,  bis 
grateful  appreciation  of  their  assistance  and  cooperation.

These  estimates  aggregate  the  sum  of  $570,260,  an  amount  $244,340  in 
excess  of  that  provided  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  difference 
between  the  sum  total  of  the  estimates  herewith  submitted  and  the 
amount  provided  by  the  current  appropriation  bill,  $244,340,  is  due  to 
the  following  items  of  increase:

Increase  of  department,  including  sites,  houses,  and  furniture  for  6  new 

companies   120, 900 

The  largest  item  of  increase,  $120,900,  represents  the  sites,  houses,  and  furniture 
for  the  six  new  companies  and  the  school  of  instruction.  The  site,  house,  and  fur- 
niture of  one  of  these,  that  at  Congress  Heights,  have  already  been  provided  for, 
and  only  the  apparatus  and  men  for  that  one  remain  to  be  secured.  These  addi- 
tional companies  are  badly  needed.  In  fact,  the  District  fire  department  is  just  about 
half  the  size  it  should  be.  The  department  covers  a  territory  of  69  square  miles,  and 
counting  the  Brookland  company,  which  will  be  established*  this  fall,  each  company 
averages  a  district  to  be  covered  by  it  of  2.87£  square  miles,  almost  double  that  cov- 
ered by  a  company  in  New  York  and  Philadelphia;  three  times  greater  than  a  com- 
pany's territory  in  Baltimore,  Buffalo,  Cincinnati,  or  New  Orleans;  four  times  larger 
than  those  of  Milwaukee  and  Louisville  companies;  about  six  times  more  extensive 
than  the  districts  covered  by  a  San  Francisco  company,  and  about  seven  times 
greater  than  a  Boston  company  covers. 

Of  the  additional  companies  asked  for,  the  one  most  badly  needed  is  the  truck 
company  proposed  to  be  located  in  the  southeastern  section  of  the  city.  In  all  this 
section  there  is  but  one  truck  company— Truck  A,  located  on  North  Capitol  street 
between  B  and  C.  In  this  part  of  the  city  and  District  are  located  St.  Elizabeth's 
Insane  Asvlum,  Providence  Hospital,  the  Naval  Hospital,  the  German  Orphan 
Asylum,  jail,  almshouse,  workhouse,  and  many  public  schools,  all  dependent  upon  a 
single  truck  company  on  a  first  alarm,  and  that  one  located  at  an  unusually  great 
distance  from  every  one  of  these  institutions,  institutions,  too,  to  which  not  less  than 
two  truck  companies  should  respond  on  the  first  alarm  in  the  event  of  fire  therein. 

lhe  next  company  in  point  of  desirability  is  an  engine  company  in  the  southwest- 
ern section  of  the  city,  in  which  section,  despite  its  extensive  territory  and  the  pres- 
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ence  therein  of  many  valuable  structures,  there  is  but  one  engine  company  located. 
There  should  be  another  established  in  this  portion  of  the  city  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble day.  An  engine  company  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the  city  is,  perhaps,  the 
next  company  most  badly  needed,  and  hardly  less  badly  needed  is  an  engine  company 
between  Seventeenth  street  and  Rock  Creek  and  south  of  H  street;  finally,  a  chemical 
engine  company  in  Good  Hope. 

Of  course  many  more  companies  are  needed;  but  if  those  recommended  are  pro- 
vided, good  progress  will  have  been  made  toward  increasing  the  present  size  of  the 
department,  an  increase  which  should  be  completed  within  the  next  few  years.  If 
the  department  is  not  materially  strengthened,  the  danger  of  encountering  a  fire 
beyond  its  power  to  subdue  will  remain.  At  the  power-house  fire,  September  29, 
1897,  every  company  in  the  department  was  engaged  for  several  hours.  Had  a 
second  fire  of  like  extent  broken  out  in  another  section  of  the  city  during  the 
progress  of  this  tire,  one  or  the  other  would  have  burned  practically  unmolested. 
That  a  second  fire  did  not  occur  at  that  time  was  most  fortunate  for  the  community. 
Such  a  thing  is  not  only  possible,  but  also  probable,  and  the  longer  it  does  not  happen 
just  so  much  greater  are  the  chances  that  it  will. 

The  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  a  school  of  instruction  is  earnestly  recommended. 
There  is  no  such  school  here,  and  men  appointed  to  the  department  enter  it,  as  a 
rule,  without  any  instruction  whatever  in  fire-fighting  duties.  In  several  of  the 
larger  cities  of  this  country  such  schools  have  been  established,  with  most  desirable 
results.  The  establishment  of  the  proposed  school  would,  it  is  believed,  add  very 
greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  desire  of  the-honorable  Commissioners,  that  the  head  of 
the  fire  department  shall  be  an  executive  officer,  the  position  is  designated  in  the 
estimates  submitted  herewith  as  superintendent,  and  their  suggestion  that  this  officer 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  less  than  $3,000  is  adopted.  The  making  of  the 
chief  officer  of  the  District  fire  department,  which  has  developed  into  a  great  and 
constantly  growing  business  concern,  a  purely  executive  one  is  in  harmony  with  the 
course  pursued  by  other  leading  cities  of  t  his  country  and  is  really  no  new  departure 
here,  as  several  years  ago  the  business  affairs  of  the  department  were  transacted  by 
a  board  of  fire  commissioners. 

The  senior  assistant  chief  engineer  of  the  District  fire  department  has  been,  since 
the  retirement,  May  1,  1901,  of  Chief  Parris,  its  fire-fighting  head.  This  officer  it  is 
proposed  to  des  gnate  as  chief  engineer,  and  the  salary  recommended,  $2,400  per 
annum,  would,  it  is  respectfully  submitted,  be  but  fair  compensation  for  so  worthy 
and  competent  an  officer.  The  salary  recommended  is  considerably  less  than  that 
paid  such  an  officer  in  other  cities  having  a  population  about  that  of  the  District, 
and  in  some  instances  less  than  that  of  the  national  capital. 

An  additional  assistant  chief  engineer  is  asked  for,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the 
salaries  of  these  officers  be  increased  from  $1,200  to  $1,500  per  annum.  They  occupy 
a  no  less  important  and  responsible  position  than  the  lieutenant-inspectors  of  police, 
and  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  in  all  fairness  they  should  receive  the  same 
salary. 

An  increase  of  $200  per  annum  is  recommended  for  the  clerk  to  the  department. 
This  officer  occupies  a  very  important  position.  The  rapid  increase  in  the  work  of 
the  department  has  fallen  very  heavily  upon  his  shoulders,  and  time  and  time  again 
it  becomes  necessary  for  him  to  work  at  night  in  order  to  keep  up  the  records  and 
other  daily  routine  business  of  the  department  assigned  to  him.  The  salary  now 
paid  him,  $1,000  a  year,  is  too  small  when  these  facts  are  considered. 

The  office  of  the  department  is  without  the  services  of  that  very  necessary  help,  a 
messenger,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  detail  during  the  past  two  years  one  of  the 
watchmen  of  the  department  to  perform  the  services  of  messenger  at  headquarters. 
Therefore  it  is  recommended  that  a  messenger  clerk  be  provided  at  a  salary  of  $720 
per  annum.  Such  an  assistant  would  be  not  only  able  to  perform  the  duties  of  a 
messenger,  but  also  assist  the  clerk  in  disposing  of  his  constantly  increasing  work. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  salary  of  the  fire  marshal  be  increased  from  $1,000  to 
$1,800  per  annum.  This  officer  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  necessary  in  the 
service  of  the  municipality.  He  occupies  a  position  of  great  responsibility  and  should 
be  a  man  well  acquainted  with  the  construction  of  buildings,  of  ripe  experience  and 
energy.  Such  a  man  can  not,  it  is  believed,  be  obtained  at  the  salary  now  provided. 
Hence  the  recommended  increase. 

An  assistant  to  the  fire  marshal,  at  $1,200  per  annum,  is  recommended.  It  has 
been  found  necessary  to  provide  the  fire  marshal  with  an  assistant  in  order  that  the 
laws  and  regulations  made  for  the  prevention  of  fires  could  be  properly  enforced,  a 

\ 
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private  in  the  department  having  been  detailed  for  the  purpose.  The  safety  of  the 
community  depends  to  a  very  great  extent  upon  the  full  enforcement  of  such  laws 
and  regulations,  and  it  has  become  apparent  that  the  fire  marshal  alone  and  unaided 
can  not  secure  their  enforcement. 

An  increase  of  $200  per  annum  in  the  salary  of  the  machinist  is  recommended. 
The  machinist  has  personal  charge  and  supervision  of  all  repairs  of  apparatus  and 
appliances  in  the  department  and  is  subject  to  call  day  and  night.  The  salary  now 
received  by  him  is  less  than  that  paid  a  machinist  in  ordinary  business  affairs,  and 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  why  the  machinist  of  the  department  should 
not  be  as  equally  well  paid.  ,  , 

The  foremen  of  the  fire  department  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,000,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  it  be  increased  to  $1,200.  These  officers  have  charge  of  the  sev- 
eral companies  of  the  department;  they  also  occupy  very  responsible  positions,  and 
are,  as  a  rule,  men  of  families  and  men  who  have  spent  the  greater  part  of  their  lives 
in  the  service  of  the  department.  They  now  receive  less  money  than  a  private  in 
the  New  York  fire  department,  barely  enough  to  provide  their  families  with  the 
necessaries  of  life. 

The  assistant  foremen  of  the  several  companies  of  the  department,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  every  sixth  day  during  the  year,  during  the  furlough  period  and  meal 
hours,  and  on  all  other  occasions  when  the  foreman  is  absent,  have  command  of 
their  companies,  receive  but  the  pay  of  a  private,  $840  per  annum.  It  is  respectfully 
submitted  that  there  is  no  good  reason  why  they  should  not  receive  a  salary  in 
keeping  with  their  responsibilities.  Therefore  it  is  recommended  that  they  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  $1,000. 

The  engineer  of  a  steam-engine  company  is  a  very  important  member  of  the  depart- 
ment, for  upon  him  depend  the  care  and  operation  of  the  engines.  They  now 
receive  the  same  salary  as  the  foreman,  but  it  is  not  believed  that  any  member  of  a 
company  should  receive  as  large  a  salary  as  its  foreman,  for  the  reason  that  it  tends 
to  detract  from  his  dignity  and  destroy  discipline.  For  these  reasons  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  engineers  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,100. 

The  other  members  of  the  company,  including  the  fireman,  driver,  and  privates,  are 
poorly  paid,  when  their  salaries  are  compared  with  those  received  by  such  officers 
and  men  in  other  cities  of  the  size  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Therefore  it  has 
been  deemed  advisable  to  recommend  that  the  firemen  and  drivers  be  given  an 
annual  salary  of  $960,  an  increase  of  $60,  and  that  the  166  privates  now  receiving 
$8.40  a  year  be  given  $900  a  year,  and  be  rated  as  privates  of  the  first  class. 

A  second  class  of  privates  at  $720  per  annum  should,  it  is  respectfully  submitted, 
be  established.  The  number  of  second-class  privates  is  placed  at  34,  in  order  to  pro- 
vide men  for  the  six  new  companies  and  to  increase  the  strength  of  the  existing  ones, 
their  strength  at  the  present  time  not  being  that  which  it  is  believed  the  demands  of 
the  service  require. 

During  the  next  few  months  the  stable  provided  for  by  the  current  appropriation 
bill  will  be  completed.  A  laborer  at  $480  per  annum  has  been  provided  to  care  for 
the  horses,  but  it  is  believed  that  there  should  be  2  laborers  at  the  stable  and  a 
stableman,  in  order  that  the  horses  to  be  sent  there  may  receive  proper  attention. 
Therefore  it  is  recommended  that  a  stableman,  at  $720  per  annum,  and  an  additional 
laborer,  at  $480,  be  provided. 

If  the  six  new  companies  recommended  are  provided,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide six  additional  watchmen,  and  such  an  increase  is  recommended. 

The  houses  of  the  department  are,  as  a  rule,  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  and  it  is 
believed  that  at  least  $10,000  should  be  provided  for  such  work  for  the  next  fiscal 
year. 

As  the  apparatus  now  in  service  becomes  older  the  extent  of  necessary  repairs 
increases,  and  as  the  department  is  enlarged  the  purchases  of  new  apparatus  and 
appliances  increase.    Therefore  the  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  this  purpose  is  asked. 

The  addition  of  six  new  companies  to  the  department  means  a  greater  outlay  for 
hose,  fuel,  horses,  forage,  and  contingent  expenses,  and  it  is  urged  that  they  be 
respectively  increased,  as  set  forth  in  these  estimates. 

To  equip  the  six  additional  companies  referred  to  in  these  estimates,  the  purchase 
of  three  extra  first-class  steam  engines,  at  $5,000  each;  three  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagons,  at  $1,800  each;  two  chemical  engines,  at  $2,500  each,  iRd  one 
truck,  at  $3,500,  will  be  necessary.  There  is  but  one  really  large  engine  in  the  de- 
partment, No.  14,  with  an  estimated  capacity  of  1,000  gallons  a  minute.  There 
should  be  several  larger  ones,  to  be  located  in  the  business  section  of  the  city,  and 
for  this  reason  the  purchase  of  three  steamers  of  extra  first-class  size,  with  an  esti- 
mated capacity  of  about  1,200  gallons  a  minute,  is  earnestly  recommended. 
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The  combination  chemical  and  hose  wagon  is,  as  its  name  implies,  a  chemical 
engine  and  hose  carriage  combined  in  one  piece  of  apparatus,  and  the  experience 
of  other  departments  has  demonstrated  its  great  efficiency.  It  is  believed  that  the 
efficiency  of  the  department  would  be  vastly  increased  should  every  hose  carriage  in 
it  be  replaced  by  a  combination  chemical  and  hose  wagon. 

One  of  the  two  chemical  engines  recommended  is  intended  for  the  Congress 
Heights  company  and  the  other  for  the  proposed  company  at  Good  Hope,  while  the 
truck  is  to  be  placed  in  the  truck  company  located  in  the  southeastern  section  of  the 
city.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  SI,  1901. 

Bib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  of  the  transactions 
of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  .lime  30,  1901  transactions 

During  the  year  !  investigated  432  bell  alarms,  an  increase  of  39  over  the  year 
previous,  the  tires  for  which  they  were  Bounded  entailing  a  loss  of  $275,022.    I  also 
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investigated  278  local  alarms,  an  increase  of  32  over  the  preceding  year,  the  tires 
occasioning  them  causing  a  loss  of  $10,655.  ,    Al_  . 

The  total  loss  during  the  year,  $285,677,  was  covered  many  times  by  the  insurance 
on  the  nropertv  involved,  so  that  while  there  were  numerous  instances  where  there 
wis  no  insurance  on  the  property,  or  where  the  loss  exceeded  the  insurance,  the  total 
loss  for  the  year  was,  as  stated,  considerably  less  than  the  total  insurance  on  the 

^T^  total  number  of  alarms  for  the  year  was  710,  an  increase  of  71  over  the  year 
previous.    Of  these  82  were  false.  . 

During  the  year  I  inspected  the  condition  of  3,922  business  houses  in  regard  to 
Bafety  from  tire  and  as  to  ample  passageway  for  the  fire  department  in  case  of  tire 
therein,  an  increase  of  2,119  as  compared  with  the  number  inspected  during  190U  I 
am  glad  to  state  that  of  the  number  of  stores  and  cellars  inspected  I  found  but  35  in 
bad  condition,  all  of  which  were  afterwards  put  in  proper  order. 

The  number  of  drug  stores  inspected  during  the  year  was  148,  19  of  which  were 
found  to  carry  larger  quantities  of  chemicals  than  are  considered  as  shelf  goods. 
These  19  have  been  examined  about  weekly  since  November  5  last  and  found  not  to 
vary  much  in  quantity,  being  about  the  same  at  all  times. 

Complaints  made  to  this  office  in  regard  to  danger  from  fire  from  different  causes, 
and  papers  referred  by  the  honorable  Commissioners  in  regard  to  storage  of  oil,  gaso- 
line, calcium  carbide,  hot  ashes,  to  build  open  sheds,  burn  old  cars,  were  attended 
to  and  reported  on. 

Casualties  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 

July  2,  1900,  Martin  J.  Niland,  substitute  fireman,  was  killed  in  a  collision  between 
No.  7  hose  carriage  and  a  street  car  at  Ninth  and  K  streets  NW.,  and  Foreman  Frank 
J.  Wagner,  Driver  J.  D.  Kinsinger,  Privates  A.  L.  Hancock  and  C.  E.  Schaier,  of  No. 
7  engine  company,  were  seriously  injured. 

July  6,  1900,  Mrs.  Mary  Dean*,  43  years  of  age,  and  her  daughter  Elizabeth,  16 
years  of  age,  were  severely  burned  from  using  gasoline  near  fire. 

Julv  30,  1900,  Saiah  Levitt  was  slightly  burned  from  overflow  of  a  gasoline  stove. 

August  21, 1900.  Mrs.  Mary  Vogelweis,  age  60  years,  was  badly  burned  and  her  son 
Theodore,  14  years  of  age,  was  burned  to  death,  the  accident  being  due  to  using 
gasoline  near  lire. 

September  10,  1900,  Mrs.  Annie  Walters  sprained  her  ankle  by  jumping  from  third- 
story  window  during  lire  caused  by  cleaning  bedding  with  gasoline. 

October  10,  1900,  Sarah  F.  Robinson,  15  months  old,  was  suffocated  in  a  fire  aris- 
ing from  unknown  cause. 

October  21,  1900,  D.  M.  Riedy  was  severely  burned  on  face  and  hands  and  badly 
cut  by  glass  from  jumping  through  a  window  to  escape  flames  caused  by  using  gaso- 
line near  iire. 

November  2,  1900,  the  following  members  of  Truck  Company  D,  Foreman  P.  W. 
Nicholson,  Assistant  Foreman  P.  R.  Davis,  and  Private  J.  B.  Watt,  were  slightly 
burned  in  rescuing  Mrs.  C.  Beckert  from  a  second-story  window  during  a  tire  at  No. 
309  New  York  avenue  NW. 

November  20,  1900,  Mrs.  Annie  Moose,  age  44  years,  was  burned  to  death  while 
kindling  a  fire  with  kerosene  oil. 

January  9,  1901,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Place  was  burned  to  death  while  kindling  a  fire 
with  kerosene  oil. 

January  22,  1901,  Raymond  Crick,  3  years  old,  was  burned  to  death. 
January  28,  1901,  Nellie  Jefferson  was  seriously  burned  bv  her  clothes  taking  lire 
from  a  stove. 

February  1,  1901,  Mrs.  Jessie  Coles,  26  years  old,  was  burned  to  death  by  the  over- 
flow of  an  oil  stove. 

February  7,  1901,  the  2  months-old  child  of  S.T.Smith  was  burned  to  death; 
cause  of  fire,  unknown. 

February  7,  1901,  Private  Charles  A.  Keefe,  of  Truck  Company  B,  was  killed  and 
fireman  Timothy  J.  Donohue  and  Private  J.  J.  Ryan,  of  that  company,  were  injured 
in  a  collision  between  the  truck  and  a  street  car  at  M  street  and  Connecticut  avenue. 

February  23,  1901,  Raymond  M.  Young,  jr.,  4  years  old,  was  burned  to  death  by 
clothes  taking  fire  from  stove. 

Merchants''  H^l  James  I)ononueJ  a8e  69  years,  was  suffocated  during  a  fire  at  the 

June  3,  1901,  John  Maker  was  severelv  burned  by  the  overflow  of  a  gasoline  stove.

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BEPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 

Washington,  D.  C,  November  26,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  The  board  of  charities  has  the  honor  to  submit  its 
first  annual  report,  the  same  being  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 
This  report  is  necessarily  of  a  somewhat  preliminary  and  historical 
character,  and  deals, to  a  considerable  extent,  with  the  principles  involved 
in  the  administration  of  charity  and  the  conclusions  of  the  board  in 
reference  to  important  matters  of  policy,  rather  than  a  chronicle  or 
statement  of  things  actually  accomplished  by  the  board  during  this 
first  year  of  its  existence. 

The  board  was  established,  in  the  language  of  the  joint  select  com- 
mittee, "as  the  first  step  toward  the  efficient  reorganization  of  the 
District  charities."  It  has  been  apparent  for  many  years  that  the  Dis- 
trict charities  lacked  organization,  and  after  a  lengthy  and  thorough 
investigation  of  the  subject  by  this  joint  Congressional  committee,  the 
board  of  charities  was  established  for  the  special  purpose  of  evolving 
a  reasonable  and  efficient  system  of  organization  for  the  charities  of 
the  District  of  Columbia.  The  board  is  established  by  the  following- 
act  of  Congress,  approved  June  6,  1900: 

[Public— No.  179.] 

An  Act  To  establish  a  board  of  charities  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

.  Be  «*  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Slates  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be  established  in  the  District  of  Columbia  a 
board  of  chanties,  to  consist  of  five  members,  residents  of  the  said  District,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  each  !<>r  a  term  of  three  years,  but  in  such  manner  that  the  terms 
of  not  more  than  two  of  them  shall  expire  in  any  one  or  the  same  vear.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  said  board  shall  serve  without  compensation.  During  his  term  of  office 
no  member  shall  serve  as  trustee  or  other  administrative  officer  of  any  institution 
subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  said  board.  The  board  shall  elect  a  president  and 
vice-president  from  among  its  own  members,  and  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  a  messenger,  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  per  annum;  and  may  appoint 
such  other  officers,  inspectors  and  clerks  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  fix  the  number,

pnations  of  Congress,  made  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  residents  of  \he  Wstrkt  of 
Columbia;  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  to  any  such  charitable  elelmosWrv 
correctional,  or  reformatory  institution  for  any  resident  of  the %i^i!iTc7Zuk 
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who  is  not  received  and  maintained  therein  pursuant  to  the  rules  established  by  such 
board  of  charities,  except  in  the  case  of  persons  committed  by  the  courts,  or  aban- 
doned infants  needing  immediate  care.  The  said  board  of  charities  shall  be  provided 
with  suitable  rooms  in  the  building  occupied  by  other  departments  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Regular  meetings  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
held  at  least  once  each  month,  and  more  often  if  required.  The  said  board  shall 
make  such  rules  and  orders  for  the  regulation  of  its  proceedings  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary.  The  officers  in  charge  of  all  institutions  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
board  of  charities  shall  furnish  said  board,  on  request,  such  information  and  statis- 
tics as  may  be  desired;  and  to  secure  accuracy,  uniformity,  and  completeness  of 
such  statistics  the  board  may  prescribe  such  forms  of  report  and  registration  as  may 
be  deemed  to  be  essential;  and  all  plans  for  new  institutions  shall,  before  the  adop- 
tion of  the  same,  be  submitted  to  said  board  for  suggestion  and  criticism.  The  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  at  any  time  order  an  investigation  by  the 
board,  or  a  committtee  of  its  members,  of  the  management  of  any  penal,  charitable, 
or  reformatory  institution  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  said  board,  or  any  author- 
ized committee  of  its  members,  when  making  such  investigation  shall  have  power 
to  send  for  persons  and  papers  and  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations;  and  the 
report  of  such  investigation,  with  the  testimony,  shall  be  made  to  the  Commission- 
ers. All  accounts  and  expenditures  of  said  board  shall  be  certified  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Commissioners,  and  paid  as  other  accounts  against  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  said  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Congress,  through  the  Commissioners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  giving  a  full  and  complete  account  of  all  matters  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  board,  all  expenses  in  detail,  and  all  officers  and  agents 
employed,  with  a  report  of  the  Secretary,  showing  the  actual  condition  of  all  insti- 
tutions and  agencies  under  the  supervision  of  the  board,  the  character  and  economy 
of  administration  thereof,  and  the  amount  and  sources  of  their  public  and  private 
income.  The  said  report  shall  also  include  recommendations  for  the  economical 
and  efficient  administration  of  the  charities  and  reformatories  of  the  District  of 
Columbia.  The  said  board  shall  prepare  and  include  with  its  annual  report  such 
estimates  of  future  appropriations  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority  of  its  mem- 
bers, best  promote  the  effective,  harmonious,  and  economical  management  of  the 
affairs  under  its  supervision;  and  such  estimates  submitted  shall  be  included  in  the 
regular  annual  Book  of  Estimates.  No  member  or  employee  of  said  board  shall  be 
cither  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  for  building,  repairing,  or 
furnishing  any  institution  which  by  this  act  the  board  is  authorized  to  investigate 
and  supervise.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  June  6,  1900. 

The  first  duty  of  the  board  was  to  study  things  rather  than  do  things. 
In  fact,  the  condition  of  the  District  charities,  so  far  as  regards  organ- 
ization, is  such  as  demands  careful  study  before  any  important  steps 
looking  to  reorganization  can  intelligently  be  taken. 

The  attention  of  the  board  during  the  year  was  therefore  largely 
devoted  to  a  study  of  existing  conditions.  Some  important  recom- 
mendations were  made  to  Congress  during  its  last  session.  As  a  result 
or  careful  investigation  and  study  during  the  year  additional  recom- 
mendations are  made  in  this  report,  but  the  board  is  not  yet  prepared 
to  outline  a  complete  plan  of  reorganization  which  will  embrace  the 
whole  field  of  public  charitable  work  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  board  met  for  organization  on  July  12,  1900,  and  organized  by 
electing  S.  W.  Woodward  president  and  Dr.  Charles  P.  Neill  vice- 
president.    George  S.  Wilson  was  appointed  secretary.

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II.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  hoard.  He  shall  appoint 
the  standing  committees  of  the  board  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
board  may  designate.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  vice-president  shall  act 
in  his  stead,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president. 

III.  Officers  of  the  board  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  regular  meeting. 

IV.  The  secretary  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  board,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  board  in  addition  to  those  laid 
down  in  the  law  establishing  the  board. 

V.  The  president  shall  annually  appoint  the  following  standing  committees  and 
designate  the  chairman  thereof:  1.  A  committee  on  medical  charities.  2.  A  com- 
mittee on  child-caring  work.  3.  A  committee  on  reformatory  and  correctional 
institutions.  4.  A  committee  on  miscellaneous  institutions.  The  president  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  all  standing  committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  com- 
mittees to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  work  being  done  by  the  Various  institu- 
tions in  the  departments  assigned  to  them,  and  to  report  in  writing  to  the  board 
from  time  to  time  the  conditions  of  these  institutions,  with  such  recommendations 
as  they  see  fit  to  make  in  reference  to  changes,  improvements,  etc. 

VI.  Cushing's  Manual  shall  be  used  to  govern  the  proceedings  of  the  board  in  all 
matters  not  provided  for  in  these  rules  and  regulations. 

VII.  These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
board,  provided  that  notice  oisuch  amendment  shall  have  been  given  at  the  previ- 
ous regular  meeting. 

The  following  standing  committees  were  appointed:  On  medical 
charities,  John  Joy  Edson,  Charles  P.  Neill;  on  child-caring  work, 
Simon  Wolf,  George  W.  Cook;  on  reformatories  and  correctional 
work,  George  W.  Cook,  John  Joy  Edson;  on  miscellaneous  institu- 
tions, Charles  P.  Neill,  Simon  Wolf. 

Each  of  these  committees  is  expected  to  give  special  consideration  to 
the  line  of  work  naturally  falling  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  to  advise 
the  board  in  all  matters  affecting  such  work. 

The  real  activity  of  the  board  began  in  September,  1900,  when  the 
work  of  preparing  the  estimates  for  1902  was  taken  up.  The  board 
found  it  necessary  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  this  work  and 
to  afford  hearings  to  representatives  of  various  institutions,  and  much 
time  was  consumed  in  this  way.  During  the  year  31  regular  and 
special  meetings  were  held,  and  these,  with  rare  exceptions,  were 
attended  by  the  entire  membership  of  the  board.  Much  time  was 
given  also  by  the  board  and  its  committees  in  visiting  institutions. 

As  a  result  of  the  experience  and  studv  of  the  past  year,  the  board 
submits  the  following  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  various  insti- 
tutions under  its  supervision,  together  with  such  recommendations  as 
it  is  now  prepared  to  make.  The  statistical  details  of  the  work  of 
these  various  institutions  will  be  found  in  their  individual  reports  and 
in  the  tables  which  accompany  the  secretary's  report. 

The  work  of  the  various  institutions  under  our  supervision  is  con- 
sidered under  four  principal  divisions,  namely:  (1)  Reformatories  and 
correctional 


institutions,  (2)  medical  charities,  (3)  child  caring  insti- 
tutions, and  (-1)  miscellaneous  institutions.  These  divisions  correspond 
to  the  four  standing  committees  of  the  board,  each  of  which  is  expected 
to  give  special  care  and  study  to  the  department  assigned  to  it 


L  REFORMATORIES  AND  PRISONS. 
WORKHOUSE. 


The  total  commitments  to  the  workhouse  during  the  year  1901  were 
4,023  as  compared  with  4,210  during  the  previous  year,  showing  a 
falling  otf  ot  187  commitments.  The  dailv  average  number  of  prison- 
ers shows  a  slight  increase,  the  daily  average  for  the  year  1901  beino-

260  as  compared  with  255  for  the  year  1900.  The  most  satisfactory 
feature  in  connection  with  statistics  of  commitments  is  the  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  commitments  of  boys  and  girls  15  years  of  age  and  under, 
the  number  of  such  commitments  for  the  year  1901  being  93  as 
compared  with  170  for  1900.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of  commit- 
ments of  those  from  16  to  20  fell  from  878  to  637.  Hereafter  there  will 
be  very  few  commitments  of  children  under  17  years  of  age  to  either  the 
workhouse  or  jail,  because  such  commitments,  in  the  cases  of  those 
charged  with  petty  offenses,  have  been  prohibited  by  a  law1  enacted 
at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  which  law  provides  for  the  release  of 
such  children  on  probation,  and  for  commitments  to  the  reform  schools 
for  boys  and  girls  in  such  instances  as  the  probation  system  does  not 
seem  to  tit. 

The  conditions  at  the  male  workhouse  are  still  very  unsatisfactory 
because  of  the  necessity  of  confining  from  eight  to  twelve  prisoners  in 
a  single  room;  but  these  conditions  will  soon  be  remedied  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  workhouse  for  males,  work  upon  which  has  been 
commenced  and  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  With  reference  to  the 
future  of  the  workhouse,  the  board,  after  very  careful  consideration, 
has  estimated  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  continu- 
ing the  erection  of  this  institution.  While  it  is  true  that  the  building 
now  under  construction  can  be  completed  for  a  sum  within  the  appro- 
priations now  available,  the  board  has  made  this  additional  estimate 
because  the  building  now  in  course  of  construction  will  not  be  nearly 
large  enough  for  all  the  male  prisoners  and  additional  buildings  will 
be  needed.  The  institution  is  so  planned  that  several  additional  build- 
ings could  be  erected  and  still  leave  the  institution  a  convenient  unit 
for  purposes  of  administration. 


REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 


The  work  at  the  Reform  School  for  Boys  has  continued  along  the 
same  lines  as  formerly.  The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  at  that 
institution  during  the  past  year  was  220,  as  compared  with  a  daily 
average  of  197  for  the  preceding  year.  The  law  prohibiting  the  send- 
ing of  boys  under  17  years  of  age  to  the  jail  or  workhouse  will  doubt- 
less result  in  more  boys  being  sent  to  the  Reform  School.  The  system 
of  parole  discharge,  now  in  operation  under  the  act  approved  June  5, 
1900,2  enables  the  school  to  discharge  boys  on  parole  whenever  their 
conduct  seems  to  warrant  such  action.  The  system  of  parole  has  been 
in  operation  for  only  one  year,  but  it  seems  to  work  satisfactorily.  It 
is  probable  that  the  school  will  find  it  desirable,  in  the  near  future,  to 
employ  some  competent  person  as  visiting  agent  or  inspector,  to  look 
after  the  interests  of  the  boys  after  they  leave  the  institution.  This 
work  can  not  be  done  in  a  wholly  satisfactory  manner  by  correspond- 
ence, and  the  operation  of  the  system  of  parole  discharge  will  occasion 
a  greater  need  for  the  work  of  such  visitation,  because  a  larger  number 
b°y«  will  be  discharged  and  still  remain,  in  some  degree,  under  the 
care  ot  the  institution. 

The  assembly  hall  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  is,  as  the 
^'f?1;0!,  ^e  institution  well  says,  "a  well-designed  and  well-con- 
ducted building,  creditable  alike  to  the  architect  and  to  the  construct-

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ors,  and  of  great  usefulness  in  the  school  work."  Repairs  to  buildings 
and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  school  have  been  made  out  of 
the  general  appropriation  for  maintenance,  but  several  of  the  buildings 
now  need  overhauling  and  painting,  requiring  a  larger  expenditure 
than  would  be  justified  from  the  general  maintenance  fund.  The 
board  has  therefore  estimated  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for 
repairs  and  painting.  On  the  whole,  the  institution  is  substantially 
and  well  equipped,  and  it  is  in  the  interests  of  economy  that  the 
buildings  and  other  property  should  be  suitably  maintained. 

REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

At  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  the  new  building  has  been  completed 
and  opened,  thus  enabling  the  institution  to  receive  white  girls  and 
obviating  the  necessity  of  sending  young  white  girls  t®  the  workhouse. 
The  building  is  well  equipped,  and,  on  the  whole,  well  adapted  for  its 
purposes.  It  is  larger  than  the  old  building,  and  for  that  reason  will 
Be  used  for  colored  girls,  while  the  old  building  will  be  used  for  white 
girls.  The  new  building  will  accommodate  63  and  the  old  building  27. 
The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  in  the  institution  during  the  past 
year  was  80,  so  that  there  is  room  for  a  considerable  increase  in  num- 
bers. A  slight  increase  was  allowed  by  Congress  in  the  appropriation 
for  1902  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  increased  number  of  inmates  which 
will  result  from  the  opening  of  the  school  to  white  girls.  Just  what 
the  exact  need  will  be  can  not  be  determined  except  by  experience, 
and  the  board  has  estimated  for  1903  the  same  amount  as  that  appro- 
priated for  1902. 

During  the  year  a  great  deal  of  grading  and  fencing  about  the  build- 
ings and  grounds  has  been  done,  adding  very  greatly  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  place.  This  institution,  like  the  Reform  School  for  Boys, 
now  has  a  specific  right  to  release  its  inmates  on  parole,1  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  operation  of  this  system  will  add  very  greatly  to  the 
usefulness  of  the  school. 

PROBATION  SYSTEM. 

By  virtue  of  an  act  approved  March  3,  1901,  entitled  "An  act  to 
enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts,"  etc.,2  the  probation  system  of  deal- 
ing with  juvenile  offenders  was  provided  for.  This  act  prohibits  the 
sending  to  the  jail  or  workhouse  of  boys  and  girls  under  17  years  of 
age  charged  with  petty  crimes,  and  provides  for  the  release  on  proba- 
tion of  juvenile  offenders  in  such  cases  as  the  court  may  determine. 
W  hen  a  boy  or  girl  is  convicted  of  a  petty  offense  he  or  she  may  be 
released  on  probation  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guar- 
dians and  allowed  to  go  to  his  or  her  home.  The  child  is  informed  by 
the  court  that  he  has  been  found  guilty  of  the  offense  charged  and  that 
he  is  still  under  the  charge  of  the  court,  and  is  allowed  to  return  to  his 
home  on  the  promise  of  good  behavior,  and  that  if  he  fails  to  conduct 
himself  properly  he  may  at  any  time  be  brought  before  the  court  and 
sent  to  the  Reform  School  without  further  hearing.  When  such  chil- 
dren are  released  the  agents  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  visit

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them  regularly  in  their  homes  and  try  to  encourage  them  in  a  course 
of  right  living,  so  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  bring  them  again 
before  the  court.  This  system,  though  new  in  Washington,  has  been 
tried  with  a  marked  degree  of  success  in  other  cities,  notably  Boston 
and  Chicago,  and  it  is  hoped  that  much  benefit  may  result  from  the 
operation  of  the  system  here.  Of  course,  very  much  depends  on  the 
degree  of  efficiency  with  which  the  probation  officer  under  whose 
charge  the  child  is  released  performs  his  duty.  The  operation  of  this 
law  has  created  a  necessity  for  at  least  one  probation  officer  who  can 
give  his  entire  time  to  this  work,  and  who,  doubtless,  would  be  assisted 
by  volunteers.  The  board  has  provided  for  such  an  officer  in  the  esti- 
mate for  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  and  it  is  earnestly  recom- 
mended that  this  appropriation  be  made.  In  connection  with  the  pro- 
bation system  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  one  step  further  can  be  taken  soon, 
and  that  Congress  will  provide  for  a  juvenile  court  where  cases  involv- 
ing children  can  be  heard,  for  the  purpose  of  obviating  the  necessity 
of  bringing  children  before  the  police  court  with  all  its  undesirable 
associations. 

2.  MEDICAL  CHAR] 


The  work  of  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries  during  the  year  has  been 
very  similar  to  that  of  former  years,  and  has  been  about  as  satisfactory 
as  could  be  expected  with  the  facilities  available.  There  has  been,  as 
in  prior  years,  some  difficulty  about  securing  admission  of  chronic 
cases,  as  all  of  the  general  hospitals,  with  the  exception  of  Washing- 
ton Asylum  Hospital  and  Providence  Hospital,  as  a  rule,  decline  to 
admit  these  cases.  One  of  the  most  encouraging  features  in  connec- 
tion with  the  hospital  work  of  the  year,  has  been  a  further  increase  in 
the  pay  patient  work  at  the  Columbia  Hospital.  Within  the  past  three 
or  four  years,  the  pay  patient  work  and  the  amount  of  money  received 
therefor,  at  this  institution,  has  been  almost  doubled,  the  total  receipts 
from  pay  patient  work  for  the  past  year  being  $7,233.72. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  at  the  Children's  Hospital  whereby, 
since  the  1st  of  July,  1901,  pay  patients  are  received  at  that  institu- 
tion, and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  report  next  year  will  show  that  a 
satisfactory  beginning  has  been  made  in  this  direction.  This  is  the 
only  hospital  in  the  city  whose  work  is  limited  to  children  exclusively, 
and  as  there  are,  no  doubt,  many  well-to-do  families  whose  children 
at  times  require  hospital  treatment,  there  is  no  reason  why  such  treat- 
ment should  not  be  paid  for.  The  board  hopes  that  this  hospital  will 
encourage  the  pay-patient  work,  as  it  believes  there  is  need  for  such 
work  in  Washington,  and  that  the  revenues  of  the  hospital  can  be  very 
considerably  increased  by  giving  attention  to  this  feature. 

rending  the  construction  of  the  new  municipal  hospital,  the  board 
recommends  that  the  contract  system,  at  present  in  operation  at  the 
Uuldren  s,  Homoeopathic,  Columbia,  and  Providence  hospitals,  be 
extended  to  cover  all  private  hospitals.  This  arrangement  enables  the 
puoiic  omcials  to  pass  upon  those  whom  they  will  receive  as  free 
patients,  and  under  this  arrangement,  as  the  Government  receives 
service  in  proportion  to  the  money  paid,  the  amount  of  money  earned 
tWDy  ??sPlt&1  depends  upon  the  number  of  patients  treated,  and 
bp  t  P,Jents  are  a11  ^ch  as  the  proper  public  officials  decide  should 
ue  treated  at  public  expense.  In  its  estimates  to  Congress  last  year 
tne  ooard  recommended  the  placing  of  all  private  hospitals  upon  a 
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contract  basis.  This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  Congress  with 
respect  to  some  of  the  hospitals,  but  was  not  made  applicable  to  all.  The 
board,  therefore,  felt  that  it  would  be  inequitable,  in  changing  from 
the  subsidy  to  the  contract  system,  to  impose  upon  those  hospitals  that 
were  placi  d  on  a  contract  basis  rates  that  would  materially  reduce 
their  incomes,  and  throw  an  increased  burden  upon  them,  while  others 
were  allowed  their  usual  appropriation  without  regard  to  the  amount 
of  service  rendered.  The  contract  rate  agreed  upon  by  the  board 
with  the  Columbia  and  Homoeopathic  hospitals  is  |1.12i  per  day  for 
each  indigent  patient  admitted  to  these  institutions  on  the  order  of  the 
board  of  charities.  This  rate  is  higher  than  should  be  established  as 
a  permanent  arrangement,  and  the  board  feels  that  it  will  be  in  a 
position  to  insist  equitably  upon  a  lower  rate  when  all  private  hos- 
pitals are  placed  alike  on  the  contract  basis. 

The  contract  system  is  not  recommended  for  the  Central  Dispensary 
and  Emergency  Hospital,  nor  the  Eastern  Dispensary  and  Casualty 
Hospital,  for  the  reason  that  the  board  believes  that  the  contract  sys- 
tem is  impracticable  for  dispensary  work  and  emergency  cases.  These 
two  institutions  are  largely  maintained  by  public  appropriation,  and 
in  the  interest  of  sound  public  policy  the  Government  should  have  a 
more  active  control  in  their  management  than  is  possible  under  present 
arrangements.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  new  municipal  hospital 
doubtless  some  emergency  stations  and  dispensaries  will  be  required, 
and  the  work  done  at  such  places  should  be  coordinated  with  the  work 
of  the  municipal  hospital,  and  in  so  far  as  the  Government  appropri- 
ates for  the  maintenance  of  such  emergency  work,  it  should  have  con- 
trol in  its  management.  Pending  some  more  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment for  controlling  this  emergency  work,  the  board  recommends  the 
usual  appropriations  for  the  Emergency  and  Casualty  hospitals. 

The  board  renews  its  recommendation  of  last  year  that  the  manage- 
ment of  Freedmen's  Hospital  and  Asylum  be  transferred  from  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  to  the  District  Commissioners,  and  in  this 
connection  repeats  the  language  of  its  former  report,  namely: 

Under  the  present  arrangement  the  management  of  the  hospital  is  under  the  joint 
control  of  the  Interior  Department  and  the  District  Commissioners,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  haying  authority  to  appoint  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  hospital, 
while  the  District  Commissioners  are  required  to  manage  its  financial  affairs  and  pur- 
chase its  supplies.  This  state  of  affairs  creates  much  confusion,  and  renders  a  wise 
and  proper  administration  exceedingly  difficult,  if  not  impossible.  Freedmen's  Hos- 
pital is  not  now  in  any  sense  a  national  institution,  for  it  is  meant  for  the  service  of 
the  poor  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  is  supported  entirely  by  District  funds. 

WASHINGTON  ASYLUM  HOSPITAL. 

This  hospital  has  continued  to  render  efficient  service  during  the 
year,  and  the  standard  of  service  is  undoubtedly  of  a  high  character, 
considering  the  cost  at  which  it  is  rendered.  Indeed,  the  hospital  is 
now  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  and  is  an  institution  to  which  any 
poor  person  requiring  hospital  treatment  might  properly  be  sent.  It 
has  been  difficult  to  prevent  overcrowding  at  times,  because  this  hos- 
pital has  been  the  last  resort  to  which  patients  could  be  sent,  who,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  were  refused  admission  at  other  hospitals. 
However,  in  view  of  the  plans  for  the  construction  of  a  new  municipal 
hospital,  the  board  recommends  no  further  additions  to  the  almshouse 
hospital. 
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There  is  at  present  under  process  of  construction  a  receiving  ward 
at  this  hospital,  which,  when  completed,  will  afford  a  means  for  sepa- 
rating from  the  general  mass  of  patients  those  who  on  account  of 
loathsome  diseases  or  other  objectionable  features  should  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  wards  with  other  patients.  This  receiving 
ward  is  arranged  with  eight  small-sized  separate  rooms,  so  that  a  con- 
siderable number  of  different  kinds  of  patients  could  be  received  and 
separated  from  one  another.  It  is  believed  that  this  receiving  ward 
will  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  in  the  free  wards  gen- 
erally by  enabling  the  authorities  to  withdraw  the  more  objectionable 
cases  from  the  common  wards  and  isolate  them  in  this  building.  This 
receiving-ward  building  will  be  completed  in  a  few  months,  and  will 
probably  be  ready  to  receive  patients  before  the  close  of  the  present 
tiscal  year. 

DISPENSARIES. 

The  several  dispensaries  of  the  city  have  continued  to  render  a  large 
amount  of  free  medical  and  surgical  service  to  the  poor,  and  some 
effort  has  been  made,  in  most  instances,  to  limit  this  dispensary  serv- 
ice to  those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  medical  treatment;  but  it  is  a 
difficult  matter  to  do  this,  and  there  is  undoubtedly  still  a  considerable 
abuse  rate  at  the  free  dispensaries.  The  investigations  made  by  the 
Associated  Charities  for  several  dispensaries  have  been  helpful  in 
weeding  out  many  unworthy  applicants.  The  board  recommends  no 
change  in  appropriations  for  dispensaries  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 


PHYSICIANS  TO  THE  POOR. 


Another  important  part  of  the  medical  charity  work  of  the  District 
is  the  medical  relief  of  the  poor  as  administered  by  a  corps  of  physi- 
cians who  treat  patients  in  their  own  homes.  This  work  has  been  car- 
ried on  up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1901  under  the  direction  of  the 
health  department,  and  the  report  of  this  service  for  the  past  year 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  health  officer. 

UNIFICATION  OF  CONTROL  OF  MEDICAL  CHARITIES. 

Some  important  changes  were  made  in  the  work  of  medical  charities, 
which  took  effect  July  1,  1901.  These  changes  were  brought  about 
by  executive  orders  of  the  District  Commissioners,  whereby  the  physi- 
cians to  the  poor  were  assigned  to  work  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  board  of  charities.  The  ambulance  service  was  also 
placed  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  board,  and  the  issuing 
ol  Permits  for  admission  to  hospitals  and  other  public  institutions  was 
made  the  duty  of  the  board.  These  changes  have  resulted  in  concen- 
trating the  medical  charity  work  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
tne  board  of  charities,  and  should  result  in  a  more  efficient  and  eco- 
nomical service.  With  these  changes  the  board  inaugurated  a  system 
oi  card-index  records,  covering  all  of  the  hospitals,  the  almshouse,  and 
me  insane  asylum.  By  this  system  a  record  is  kept  of  every  individ- 
nndT  ?u1S/eC61ved  as  a  charity  patient  in  any  of  these  institutions, 
rSSL  a  *  ii  e  the  board  wiU  be  in  a  Position  to  report  more  accu- 
thl  J ii  .tul/.statlstics  concerning  this  work.  By  the  card-index  system 
i ,  HiTp    5      .0f  aPP^ations  and  admissions  by  the  same  individual 

disclosed,  and  the  complete  record  is  kept  on  one  card,  so  that  if  one 
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person,  as  frequently  happens,  within  a  year  be  an  inmate  of  several 
institutions  these  facts  would  all  show  on  one  card,  and  the  person  con- 
cerned would  be  counted  as  only  one  dependent  person,  whereas  the 
system  of  counting  the  number  of  applications  or  admissions  frequently 
results  in  counting  the  same  person  several  times  within  a  year,  so 
that  no  accurate  statistics  regarding  the  number  of  dependents  cared 
for  can  be  obtained. 

The  board  now  receives  a  daily  report  from  each  hospital  in  the 
District  which  receives  a  public  appropriation,  showing  the  charity 
patients  admitted  and  discharged  during  the  preceding  twenty -four 
hours,  and  in  this  way  the  office  is  always  informed  as  to  the  number 
of  patients  in  each  free  ward  in  every  hospital,  and  when  application 
is  made  for  admission  the  office  is  in  a  position  to  determine  to  which 
hospital  the  patient  should  be  sent,  because  it  knows  the  capacity  of 
each  ward  and  the  number  of  patients  therein,  and,  consequently,  the 
available  room  for  additional  patients.  It  is  also  informed  as  to  the 
character  of  patients  that  each  hospital  will  receive.  The  result  is 
that  patients  sent  to  hospitals  through  this  board  are  not  refused 
admission,  because  it  is  known  in  advance  whether  or  not  such  patients 
can  be  received. 

3.  CHILD-CARING  WORK. 

Child-caring  work  is  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  chari- 
table work  in  the  District,  not  only  because  of  the  amount  of  money 
expended  in  this  work,  but  because  of  the  fact  that  the  future  of 
dependent  children  is  verv  largely  determined  by  the  efficiency  with 
which  the  work  of  child-caring  is  performed,  and  consequently,  the 
character  of  many  future  men  and  women  depends  largely  on  the 
work  done  for  them  while  they  are  dependent  children.  This  work 
is  also  one  of  the  most  difficult  branches  of  charitable  activity,  and 
many  unsolved  problems  are  connected  therewith.  There  has  always 
in  the  past  been  a  lack  of  proper  organization  in  this  work  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  in  this  respect  the  conditions  to-day  remain 
far  from  satisfactory. 

On  account  of  the  lack  of  proper  organization  of  this  work,  and  in 
view  of  its  great  importance  and  the  difficulty  of  determining  upon 
the  best  methods  of  procedure,  the  board  is  unprepared  at  this  time 
to  present  conclusive  recommendations.  Its  committee  on  child-caring 
is  at  present  engaged  in  making  an  exhaustive  study  of  all  public 
child-caring  work  in  the  District,  and  as  a  result  of  this  investigation 
the  board  hopes  later  to  be  able  to  present  an  intelligent  report, 
accompanied  by  some  definite  and  comprehensive  recommendations. 

Hoping  to  better  conditions,  the  Congress  established,  by  act  approved 
July  26,  1892,1  a  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  which  was  meant  to 
be  the  general  agent  representing  the  Government  in  child-caring  work 
in  the  District  of  Columbia.  It  was  hoped  bv  the  authors  of  that  act 
that  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  standing  for  and  representing 
the  community  for  the  protection  and  care  of  dependent  children, 
would  be  the  sole  agency  through  which  children  could  be  received  as 
public  dependents.  But  the  history  of  child-caring  work,  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  has  not  borne  out 
the  hopes  of  the  authors  of  that  act.    While  the  Board  of  Children's

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Guardians  is  at  present  the  great  central  agency  for  the  care  of  depend- 
ent children,  it  is  far  from  being  the  sole  agency  through  which  chil- 
dren can  be  received  into  public  dependence.  A  parent  or  guardian 
may  request  that  a  child  be  received  as  a  public  dependent  and,  after 
proper  examination  of  the  case  by  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians, 
it  may  be  decided  for  good  reasons  to  refuse,  to  receive  such  child  as 
a  public  dependent.  Upon  such  refusal  application  may  be  made  to 
any  one  of  several  other  agencies  which  receive  dependent  children 
and  which  are  largely  or  wholly  maintained  by  public  appropriation, 
and  the  child  may  still  be  admitted  as  a  public  dependent.  In  addition 
to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  the  child-caring  agencies  at 
present  receiving  appropriations  from  Congress  are  the  Industrial 
Home  School,  the  National  Association  for  Destitute  Colored  Women 
and  Children,  the  Newsboys'  and  Children's  Aid  Society,  the  German 
( )rphan  Asylum,  the  Washington  Hospital  for  Foundlings,  and  the 
St.  Ann's  Infant  Asylum.  All  of  these  agencies  have  the  power  to 
receive  children  as  dependents,  without  regard  to  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  thus 
seven  separate  and  distinct  agencies  in  the  District  of  Columbia  which 
may  receive  children  as  public  dependents.  It  is  evident  on  the  face  of 
it  that  such  a  system,  or  lack  of  system,  with  so  much  duplication  of 
work,  must  necessarily  be  uneconomical  and  unsatisfactory  In  addi- 
tion  to  the  agencies  named,  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  uses 
several  additional  institutions  where  its  wards  are  kept  under  contract, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  Hart  Farm  School,  the  Temporary  Home  for 
Colored  Children,  and  the  National  Junior  Republic. 

Pending  full  investigation  of  this  whole  subject  the  board  has  made 
very  slight  modifications  in  the  estimates  for  child-caring  work  for  the 
coming  year,  and  only  affecting  such  institutions  as  to  whose  future, 
in  relation  to  public  appropriations,  the  board  has  a  clearly  defined 
policy.  For  instance,  it  seems  clear  that  the  work  of  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians  must  be  maintained  and  enlarged,  as  this  agency 
is  obviously  the  one  which  must  exercise  a  general  oversight  and 
supervision  of  the  whole  field  of  public  child-caring  work  in  the  Dis- 
trict. The  work  of  the  board  is  constantly  growing,  and  as  its  wards 
are  committed  to  it  by  the  court,  after  a  careful  judicial  inquiry,  the 
noard  can  not  limit  the  number  of  such  wards.  Hence  proper  provi- 
sion must  be  made  to  maintain  the  work  as  it  is  increased  under  the 
operation  of  law.  For  instance,  the  probation  act  (Public—No.  152.— 
An  act  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
in  cases  involving  delinquent  children,  and  for  other  purposes)1  has 
resulted  in  placing  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  visita- 
tion a  greatly  increased  number  of  children,  and  the  Board  of  Guardians 
iias  recommended  that  a  probation  officer,  who  shaU  devote  his  whole 
time  to  looking  after  these  particular  cases,  be  appropriated  for.  Such 
ac '  Officer  is  regarded  as  absolutely  necessary  to  the  proper  carrying 
oui  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  board  of  charities  therefore 
urgently  recommends  this  appropriation. 

inis  act  has  provided  also  for  the  punishment  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment of  parents  or  guardians  who,  being  of—

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Several  cases  have  already  been  presented  to  the  court  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  parents  and  guardians  have  been  com- 
pelled to  provide  for  children  as  indicated  in  the  law.  The  provisions 
of  this  law  appeal  forcibly  to  fair-minded  persons,  and  undoubtedly 
the  law  will  be  vigorously  enforced. 

The  amount  of  the  estimate  for  maintenance,  Industrial  Home 
School,  National  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Destitute  Colored 
Women  and  Children,  and  German  Orphan  Asylum  is  the  same  as  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  year,  and  in  the  cases  of  the  two  last- 
named  institutions  it  is  recommended  that  the  money  be  appropriated 
under  provision  of  a  contract  to  be  made  with  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians,  so  that  the  Government  shall  pay  for  only  such  children 
in  these  institutions  as  are  received  as  proper  public  dependents  by 
the  agency  constituted  for  that  purpose.  No  estimate  is  made  for 
the  Newsboys'  and  Children's  Aid  Society,  because,  while  this  may 
undoubtedly  be  a  proper  private  charity,  doing  a  good  work  in  its 
field,  it  is  not  a  necessary  part  of  the  public  child-caring  work  of  the 
District,  and  is  not  such  a  work  as  the  board  feels  should  be  main- 
tained by  public  appropriation. 

In  the  cases  of  the  two  foundlings'  hospitals,  a  slight  reduction  in 
the  estimate  has  been  made  on  the  principle  that  the  subsidies  granted 
to  these  two  institutions,  which  are  both  private  organizations,  shall 
ultimately  be  eliminated  from  the  appropriation  bill,  in  harmony  with 
the  general  policy  expressed  by  the  board  in  its  preliminary  report 
last  year,  and  reiterated  with  increased  force  this  year,  because  a  dded 
experience  only  confirms  the  board  in  its  position  in  that  respect, 
namely— that  public  money  should  be  appropriated  only  for  public 
institutions,  or  that  public  control  must  reach,  in  all  cases,  as  far  as  the 
public  funds.  In  view  of  the  history  and  organization  of  these  two 
foundlings'  hospitals,  it  is  not  practicable  to  make  either  one  a  public 
institution,  and  the  board  therefore  recommends  a  gradual  decrease 
in  the  appropriation  of  public  money  until  such  appropriation  shall 
ultimately  cease. 

No  consideration  in  detail  is  here  given  to  the  work  of  the  individ- 
ual institutions  mentioned  under  the  head  of  u  child-caring,"  for  the 
reason  indicated  above— that  the  board  is  making  a  special°investiga- 
tion  of  this  whole  subject,  and  hopes  in  the  near  future  to  submit  a 
somewhat  comprehensive  report  thereon.  Attention  is  invited,  how- 
ever^ to  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians 
that  it  be  allowed  the  discretion  to  deal  on  a  contract  basis  with  any 
child-caring  institution,  the  services  of  which,  it,  in  its  judgment  sees 
fit  to  use;  and  the  board  of  charities  recommends  such  modification  of 
existing  law  as  will  give  this  discretion  to  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians. 

4.  MISCELLANEOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  present  in  the  almshouse  dur- 
ing the  year  was  237,  as  compared  with  220  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
this  average  number  57  were  white  males,  34  white  females,  84  colored 
males,  and  62  colored  females.  The  conditions  at  the  almshouse  dur- 
ing the  year  were  largely  similar  to  those  obtaining  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  new  building  for  colored  women  was  completed  and  affords 
comfortable  accommodations  for  about  30  women.    This  buildino-  is 
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admirably  adapted  for  its  uses,  though  it  is  not  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate as  many  people  as  would  be  desirable.  It  has  an  ample  sun- 
porch  running  the  entire  length  of  the  building  on  both  the  first  and 
second  stories,  and  this  feature  adds  very  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the 
inmates.  The  old  main  building  of  the  almshouse,  which  is  three  sto- 
ries high,  is  not,  of  course,  arranged  as  well  for  the  comfort  and  con- 
venienceof  its  inmates  as  would  be  the  case  in  a  more  modern  structure. 
It  is  found  necessary  to  have  quite  a  number  of  old  women  in  the  third 
storv,  where  it  is  practicably  impossible  for  them  to  get  out  into  the 
open  air,  as  the  majority  of  them  are  unable  to  go  up  and  down  stairs. 
The  health  of  the  inmates  at  this  institution  has  been  fairly  good, 
considering  all  the  circumstances  of  location  and  facilities  for  their 
care. 

In  view  of  the  proposed  new  almshouse,  for  which  Congress  has 
provided,  the  board  makes  no  recommendation  for  further  buildings 
or  permanent  improvements  at  the  old  institution.  The  board  has 
made  some  slight  changes  in  the  estimates  for  salaries  and  contingent 
expenses,  the  most  important  of  which  are  the  increases  recommended 
for  the  compensation  of  the  cooks.  The  highest  compensation  allowed 
for  a  cook  at  the  almshouse,  at  present,  is  $10  per  month.  The  board 
realizes  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  secure  competent  cooks  at  such 
compensation,  and  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  inmates  in  this 
institution  it  is  certainly  wise  economy  to  secure  competent  persons 
for  such  positions.  Very  much  better  results  can  be  obtained  without 
additional  outlay  for  food  supplies,  if  competent  cooks  are  employed 
at  such  institutions  as  this,  and  the  board  earnestly  urges  that  the 
estimates  recommended  for  the  cooks  be  allowed.  Several  employees, 
namely:  laundry  man,  gardener,  dairyman,  two  attendants  at  the  Old 
Men's  Home,  and  florist,  who  have  been  permanently  employed  at  the 
institution  and  whose  services  are  necessary,  but  who  were  paid,  here- 
tofore, from  the  contingent  fund,  have  been  added  to  the  payroll  in 
the  estimates  submitted,  and  the  board  urges  that  these  salaries  be 
allowed,  and  that  hereafter  the  contingent  fund  be  limited  strictly  to 
maintenance  proper,  and  that  no  payments  for  services  be  made  from 
this  fund. 

MUNICIPAL  LODGING  HOUSE. 

The  usual  appropriation  of  $4,000  is  recommended  for  this  institu- 
tion, which  continues  to  render  a  most  necessary  service  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner.  At  this  place  homeless  men  are  cared  for  who 
are  temporarily  stranded  here  and  become  a  charge  on  the  city.  The 
conduct  of  this  institution  under  its  present  administration  is  eminently 
satifactory. 

TEMPORARY  HOME  FOR  EX-UNION  SOLDIERS  AND  SAILORS. 

As  the  name  suggests,  this  is  a  temporary  home  for  ex-Union  soldiers 
.ina  sailors.    It  is  managed  by  representatives  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
ue  ttepuohc.    The  present  administration  is  effective  and  economical,

'>oaia  recommends  the  same  appropriation,  $2,500.

iu  ieeis  that  these  institutions  are  doing  a  work  that  is  very  prop- 
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erly  the  field  of  private  charity,  we  are  convinced  that  the  work  is 
such  that  the  Government  can  not  properly  maintain  it  by  appropria- 
tion, and  in  keeping  with  the  board's  declared  policy  of  estimating 
public  appropriations  for  public  institutions  only,  we  recommend  a 
gradual  reduction  and  ultimate  elimination  of  the  items  for  these  three 
institutions.  In  further  explanation  of  this  action  the  board  submits  the 
following  report  of  its  special  committee  on  miscellaneous  institutions: 

Report  of  the  committee  on  miscellaneous  institutions  with  regard  to  the  Women's  Christian 
Association,  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Home,  and  the  Hope  and  Help  Mission. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Home  and  the  Women's  Christian  Association 
have  heretofore  received  from  the  Government  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  and  $4,000 
per  annum,  respectively.   The  institutions  in  question  are  simply  well-conducted 
boarding  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  young  women,  strangers  in  the  city,  who 
are  either  working  or  seeking  work.    The  aim  of  the  .homes  is  to  provide  for  this 
class  of  young  women  a  boarding  house  in  which  the  moral  influences  are  more  than 
ordinarily  strong.    The  maximum  rates  charged  for  board  are  $5  per  week  in  the 
one  case  and  $4  per  wreek  in  the  other.    But  these  rates  are  not  adhered  to,  and,  in 
practice,  young  women  earning  nothing  are  maintained  in  the  homes  free  until  they 
secure  work,  and  those  whose  earnings  do  not  justify  their  paying  the  maximum 
rates  fixed  are  taken  at  such  rates  as  they  can  pay — in  some  cases  this  amount  being 
only  $1  «>r  $1.50  per  week  for  board  and  room.    The  object  of  the  homes,  in  so  far 
as  they  seek  to  surround  young  women  who  are  strangers  in  the  city  with  protective 
moral  influences,  is  unquestionably  praiseworthy;  but  the  wisdom  of  the  practice  of 
making  the  rates,  for  what  are  practically  high-grade  boarding  house  accommoda- 
tions, depend  on  the  earnings  of  the  inmates  is  open  to  very  serious  question,  for  it 
simply  allows  young  women  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  cheap  rates 
of  these  homes  to  underbid  others  in  the  competition  for  work,  and  this  tends  to 
complicate  an  industrial  situation  already  sufficiently  difficult.    But  as  to  the  justi- 
fication of  the  State  in  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  such  an  institution,  there 
can  be  but  one  view,  for  it  simply  means  that  the  State  steps  in  to  supply  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  earnings  of  those  who  chance  to  be  maintained  in  these  homes,  and  this 
practice,  experience  has  shown,  is  indefensibly  bad.    There  is  no  more  reason  why 
the  State  should  add  something  to  the  earnings  of  the  young  women  in  these 
homes  to  enable  them  to  live  better  than  their  earnings  will  justify  than  there  is  for 
the  State  to  add  its  share  to  the  earnings  of  every  individual  or  every  family  who  are 
in  the  ranks  of  under-paid  labor.    Further  than  this,  in  some  cases,  nonresidents 
arrange  by  correspondence  to  be  received  at  these  homes  for  merely  nominal  board 
after  they  come  to  the  city  and  while  they  are  waiting  for  work  or  working  for  some 
mere  pittance.    The  homes  thus  tend  to  attract  to  the  city  seekers  for  work  who 
might  not  otherwise  come,  or  who,  at  least,  would  not  come  until  there  was  such 
demand  for  their  work  that  they  would  be  paid  a  living  wage;  and  the  result  is  that 
the  homes  tend  to  congest  the  labor  market  in  a  city  in  which  the  industrial  openings 
are  now  confessedly  insufficient  to  absorb  the  supply  resulting  from  the  natural 
increase  of  its  own  population..  It  does  not  seem,  therefore,  that  the  State  is  justi- 
fied on  any  grounds  in  contributing  anything  whatsoever  to  the  maintenance  of 
these  institutions,  and  the  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  estimate  for  the 
Women's  Christian  Association  be  reduced  from  $4,000  to  $2,000,  and  that  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Home  be  dropped  from  the  list. 

The  recommendation  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  the  Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation for  the  next  fiscal  year  is  made  to  avoid  the  embarrassment  that  might  come 
to  the  institution  as  a  result  of  suddenly  withdrawing  the  entire  amount  of  the 
appropriation. 

In  reference  to  the  Florence  Crittenton  Hope  and  Help  Mission,  the  committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  this  institution  also  should  be  eliminated  from  the  appropriation 
bill  and  should  be  maintained  by  private  charity.  The  work  is  of  a  character  that 
can  not  well  be  done  by  public  officials,  and  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it 
can  be  much  better  done  by  an  institution  entirely  unhampered  by  the  supervision 
and  inspection  which  the  board  insists  must  necessarily  accompany  appropriations  of 
public  money.   The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the*  estimate  for  this 

a  view  to  ultimately  eliminating  it 

from  the  schedule  of  appropriations. 
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INSANE. 


The  estimate  for  the  care  of  the  insane  is  increased  from  $137,500 

to  $215,220. 

This  large  increase  is  due  only  in  small  part  to  increased  numbers. 
It  is  the  result  of  a  different  basis  of  estimate  adopted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  as  set  forth  in  the  following  letter  from  Dr.  A. 
B.  Richardson,  the  superintendent  of  the  insane  asylum: 

Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 

Washington,  D.  C,  Oct.  1,  1901. 

Dear  Sir:  Yours  of  the  HOth  ultimo,  requesting  a  statement  of  the  estimates  of 
appropriations  required  for  this  hospital  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1903,  is  at  hand. 
After  conference  with  the  officials  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  the  amount 
fixed  to  he  included  in  the  District  bill  and  which  will  be  recommended  to  the  hon- 
orable Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  be  so  included,  is  $215,220.    This  estimate  is  deter- 
mined upon  a  somewhat  different  basis  from  that  used  for  several  years  past.    It  is 
fixed  at  a  sum  equaling  a  per  capita  of  $220  per  year  for  the  average  number  of  indi- 
gent patients  from  the  District  of  Columbia  who  are  bona  fide  residents  of  the  District, 
excluding  all  transient  cases  and  all  pay  patients  from  the  District.    The  amount 
estimated  for  the  entire  hospital,  for  support  for  the  year  1903,  is  $495,000,  or  $220 
per  capita  for  an  average  of  2,250  patients.    The  daily  average  for  the  year  just  closed 
is  2,066.   This  is  an  increase  of  118  over  the  daily  average  of  the  year  previous.  The 
year  closed  with  2,176  patients  on  the  records.    If  the  increase  during  the  present 
year  equals  that  of  last  year  the  daily  average  will  be  2,184;  and  if  the  same  increase 
continues  during  the  year  1903  the  daily  average  will  be  2,302.    It  is  considered, 
however,  that  a  concession  can  be  made  safely  in  the  estimate  for  the  support  account, 
and  therefore  the  basis  of  2,250  patients  is  taken,  and  the  amount  of  $495,000  fixed 
as  the  sum  to  be  requested.    The  District's  share  of  this  is  determined  as  follows: 
The  daily  average  number  of  indigent  patients  present  in  the  hospital  from  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  who  were  bona  fide  residents,  was  as  follows:  For  the  year  ending 
June  30, 1900,  845;  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1901,  906,  an  increase  of  61.  Assum- 
ing that  this  increase  will  continue  in  relative  proportion,  the  daily  average  for  the 
year  ending  June  30, 1902,  will  be  967,  and  for  the  year  1903,  1,028.    A  daily  average 
of  1,000  for  that  year  is  taken  as  the  basis  of  the  estimate,  and  with  an  estimated  total 
of  2,300  patients,  1,000  being  indigent  from  the  District,  the  District's  share  will  be 
ten  twenty-thirds  of  the  total  appropriation.    Ten  twenty-thirds  of  $495,000  is 
$215,220,  as  already  indicated.    Estimating  the  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  District 
on  the  basis  used  for  several  years  past,  the  total  amount  would  be  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  current  vear  plus  the  increase  for  the  year  past,  or  $136,500  plus 
61  times  $220,  or  a  total  of  $149,920.    How  this  basis  for  estimating  was  first  begun 
I  have  not  yet  ascertained,  but  it  does  not  correspond  with  the  average  number  of 
patients  properly  chargeable  to  the  District,  although  the  estimated  increase  from 
year  to  year  has  been  determined  by  multiplying  the  increase  by  the  per  capita  cost, 
in  making  this  estimate  it  was  thought  equitable  to  exclude  from  it  all  the  transient 
cases  as  being  more  properly  chargeable  to  the  General  Government  than  to  the 
District  of  Columbia.    It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  District  pays  no  pro- 
portion of  the  expense  for  repairs,  or  improvements,  or  new  buildings.

Abf  ti\?  total  aPProPl  iati(>n  for  the  maintenance  of  the  asylum  is  made 
up  ot  the  amount  appropriated  in  the  sundry  civil  bill  supplemented 
ov  the  appropriation  in  the  District  bill  for  tlje  care  of  District 
patients,  in  order  to  harmonize  the  estimate  of  the  Department  of  the 
interior  with  that  of  this  board,  the  board  has  submitted,  as  a  pro- 
visional estimate,  the  amount  estimated  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
lienor,  as  set  forth  in  the  letter  of  the  superintendent  of  the  asylum, 
in  consideration  of  the  large  number  of  nonresident  insane  in  the 
5  lum  ch^ged  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
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that  most  of  these  people  come  here  because  of  the  presence  of  the 
National  Government,  it  is  recommended  that  the  District's  share  in 
the  maintenance  of  the  asylum  be  not  materially  increased. 

DEPORTATION  OF  NONRESIDENT  INSANE. 

One  of  the  most  important  things  undertaken  by  the  board  during 
the  year  was  the  effort  to  have  returned  to  their  homes  a  number  of 
the  nonresident  insane  persons  confined  in  St.  Elizabeth's  Asylum. 
These  people  had  been  accumulating  there  for  years,  as  no  appropria- 
tion had  ever  been  made  to  cover  the  expenditure  of  returning  them 
to  their  homes.  Their  numbers  were  constantly  being  added  to,  as 
almost  every  week  some  nonresident  cases  are  committed  to  the  asylum. 
Because  of  the  fact  that  many  of  these  persons  have  been  away  from 
their  homes  for  so  long,  and  because  of  the  farther  fact  that  communi- 
ties generally  are  not  anxious  to  have  such  people  returned  to  them, 
the  board  found  great  difficulty  in  locating  and  making  arrangements 
for  the  reception  of  some  of  these  people  at  their  former  homes. 
Extensive  correspondence  with  the  officers  of  State  boards  of  charities, 
public  institutions,  charity  organization  societies,  police  officers,  and 
others  was  necessary  in  tracing  these  people  and  determining  their 
residence.  During  the  year  the  board  succeeded  in  having  removed 
from  the  asylum  sixteen  of  such  nonresident  cases,  and  at  a  per  capita 
cost  of  $220  per  annum,  this  represents  a  saving  of  $3,520  each  year 
for  maintenance.  Most  of  these  people  would  have  stayed  in  the  insti- 
tution for  many  years,  because  nearly  all  of  them  were  hopelessly 
incurable.  There  are  still  over  a  hundred  nonresident  cases  in  the 
asylum,  and  some  new  cases  are  being  sent  there  almost  every  week. 
The  board  will  continue  its  efforts  along  the  lines  indicated,  and  will 
return  nonresidents  to  their  homes  just  as  quickly  as  their  legal  resi- 
dences can  be  determined. 


PURCHASE  OF  SUPPLIES  AND  DISBURSEMENT  OF  MONEYS. 

The  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  a  lack  of  economy  in  the 
system  of  purchasing  supplies  and  disbursement  of  moneys  that  now 
obtains  in  the  case  of  several  institutions.  These  institutions  purchase 
their  supplies  in  the  open  market  at  such  rates  as  they  can  secure,  and 
the  average  prices  paid  are  very  considerably  more  than  prices  paid  for 
like  articles  under  the  contract  system  of  the  District  government.  It 
is  alleged  by  some  that  supplies  obtained  by  the  contract  system, 
especially  food  supplies,  are  not  of  as  good  a  quality  as  those  obtained 
in  the  open  market.  The  board  has  made  it  a  point  to  examine  the 
food  supplies  of  various  institutions  and  compare  those  purchased  under 
the  District  supply  system  with  those  purchased  in  the  open  market, 
and  it  is  convinced  beyond  a  doubt  that  lower  prices  for  the  same  goods 
are  secured  under  the  District  supply  system;  and  if  any  supplies  are 
received  which  are  not  up  to  the  standard  it  is  the  fault  of  the  steward 
or  other  officials  whose  duty  it  is  to  receipt  for  such  supplies,  since 
the  contract  calls  for  articles  of  a  certain  definite  grade.  First-class 
goods  can  be  obtained  under  the  contract  system  of  the  District  gov- 
ernment, as  the  board  has  found  by  an  examination  of  the  supplies  in 
many  institutions  that  purchase  their  supplies  through  this  system. 
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With  reference  to  the  disbursement  of  moneys,  the  usual  system  of 
disbursement  through  the  auditor  and  the  disbursing  officer  of  the 
District  obtains  in  most  of  our  public  institutions;  but  several  institu- 
tions still  have  their  own  disbursing  officers,  and  in  most  cases  these 
officers  receive  a  salary  varying  from  §300  to  $000  per  annum.  The 
accounts  of  these  officers,  when  paid,  must  pass  through  the  District 
auditor's  office  and  then  go  to  the  office  of  the  Auditor  for  the  State 
and  other  Departments  at  the  United  States  Treasury,  the  same 
as  in  the  case  of  accounts  settled  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  Dis- 
trict; and  the  fact  that  these  institutions  have  their  own  disbursing 
officers  does  not  seem  to  lighten  the  labors  of  the  auditing  department 
to  any  appreciable  extent.  The  fact  is  that  about  $3,000  is  thus  paid 
out  to  disbursing  officers  for  disbursing  something  like  $120,000  or 
$130,000  annually  of  Government  funds,  while  the  District  disbursing 
office,  which  it  costs  about  $5,000  annually  to  maintain,  disburses 
about  $7,000,000. 

In  the  interest  of  economy,  therefore,  the  board  recommends  that 
in  future  all  appropriations  for  District  charities  and  reformatories  be 
disbursed  directly  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  all  supplies  purchased  from  such  appropriations  be  pur- 
chased under  the  District  supply  system  which  obtains  in  other 
departments  of  the  District  government.  If  this  recommendation  is 
adopted  it  will  enable  institutions  to  secure  more  for  the  money  than 
has  been  the  case  heretofore,  and  will  relieve  them  of  the  necessity  of 
paying  money  for  a  treasurer  or  disbursing  officer.  It  is  sometimes 
urged  in  defense  of  these  payments  that  because  a  treasurer  disburses 
United  States  funds  he  must  be  a  bonded  officer,  and  it  costs  some- 
thing for  a  bond,  and  the  s}^stem  of  bookkeeping  required  by  the 
Treasury  Department  is  so  complicated  as  to  entail  considerable  labor 
on  the  part  of  disbursing  officers.  If  the  above  recommendation  is 
adopted,  the  treasurers  of  charitable  institutions  will  not  be  obliged 
to  handle  public  funds,  and  the  board  believes  that  under  such  cir- 
cumstances there  will  be  no  occasion  for  the  payment  of  treasurers 
for  such  institutions.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  office  of  treasurer, 
or  that  of  secretary,  of  some  of  our  larger  charitable  institutions  entails 
some  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  those  who  accept  such  offices;  but  the 
very  idea  of  charity  itself  implies  sacrifice,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
lots  of  good  people  can  be  found  to  fill  these  offices  without  financial 
compensation.  Most  such  officials  in  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
now  serving  without  compensation,  and  doubtless  all  would  be  so 
serving  but  for  the  fact  that  heretofore  many  of  them  have  been  dis- 
bursing public  funds. 

The  board  believes  thoroughly  in  the  principle  of  keeping  the  man- 
agement of  charitable  institutions,  so  far  as  possible,  on  a  volunteer 
basis.  That  is,  those  who  are  to  have  the  general  supervision  of  the 
work  should  serve  without  compensation.  It  believes  that  this  prin- 
ciple invariably  results  in  securing  a  higher  degree  of  talent  and  of 
character  for  the  management  and  supervision  of  such  work  than  is 
the  case  where  small  allowances  are  paid  to  officers  or  to  board  mem- 
bers for  attendance  upon  meetings  or  as  an  annual  compensation.  Of 
course>  those  who  give  their  whole  time  to  this  work  must  be  compen- 
sated the  same  as  in  any  other  calling  or  profession,  and  the  routine 
and  laborious  work  should  be  done  by  the  paid  employees;  but  the 
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board  firmly  believes  in  the  nonpaid  volunteer  system  for  boards  of 
supervision,  such  as  the  boards  of  trustees  of  hospitals,  orphanages, 
temporary  homes,  etc. 

DISTRICT   CHARITIES   SHOULD   BE   UNDER   CONTROL   OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS. 

The  public  charities  of  Washington  are  organized,  some  under  the 
District  Commissioners,  others  under  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
and  still  others  under  the  Department  of  Justice.  All  this  simply 
tends  to  confusion  and  lack  of  uniformity  in  administration.  The 
board  believes  that  all  District  charities  should  be  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  District  Commissioners,  and  it  therefore  recom- 
mends that  those  charities  now  organized  under  departments  of  the 
Federal  Government  should  be  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia.  It  further  recommends  that 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  should  be  appointed 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  board  acknowledges  the  courtesy  and  cooperation  of  the  officers 
and  members  of  boards  of  management  of  the  various  institutions  and 
organizations  with  whom  our  official  duties  have  brought  us  in  con- 
tact. Special  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  cordial  support  afforded 
by  the  District  Commissioners.

These  items  were  formerly  carried 
in  the  sundry  civil  bill,  and  the  appropriation  was  paid  wholly  from  the 
United  States  treasury.  Now,  these  appropriations  are  paid  on  the  half-and- 
half  basis,  and  these  institutions  are,  by  law,  placed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  District  authorities.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  some  statistical  tables  presenting 
a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  various  charitable  institutions  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  the  board  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1901.  These  tables,  like  most  statistical 
compilations,  are  not  absolutely  accurate,  but  are  sufficiently  so  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses. The  reports  submitted  by  the  institutions  represented  are,  in  some  cases, 
lacking  in  desired  information,  which  makes  it  impossible  to  prepare  absolutely 
accurate  tables.  An  effort  will  be  made  during  the  current  year  to  obtain  more 
accurate  and  detailed  reports  from  institutions  than  heretofore.  The  card  index 
system  has  been  introduced  in  the  office  of  the  board  itself,  and  this  will  aid  greatly 
in  furnishing  more  accurate  information  of  the  actual  work  accomplished  in  many  of 
our  institutions. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  all  institutions  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
board,  and  most  of  them  I  have  visited  more  than  once.  But  owing  to  the  fact  that 
I  found  it  necessary  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  to  preliminary  study  of  the  history 
and  development  of  these  various  institutions,  I  have  been  compelled  to  spend  much 
time  in  the  office,  and  have  not  been  able  to  visit  institutions  and  attend  their  board 
meetings  as  irequently  as  would  be  desirable.  In  the  future  I  plan  to  make  more 
frequent  visits  and  keep  in  more  immediate  touch  with  all  the  institutions  subject  to 
the  supervision  of  the  board. 

The  tables  submitted  herewith  are  arranged  in  two  series,  the  first  covering  the 
financial  opera  ions  of  the  various  institutions,  and  the  second  covering  the  move- 
ment of  population  showing  the  admission  and  discharge  of  inmates,  etc.

Recently  Enacted  Laws  Concerning  Charities  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

[Public-No.  179.] 

AN  ACT  To  establish  a  board  of  charities  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be  established  in  the  District  of  Columbia  a 
board  of  charities,  to  consist  of  five  members,  residents  of  the  said  District,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  each  for  a  term  of  three  years,  but  in  such  manner  that  the  terms  of  not 
more  than  two  of  them  shall  expire  in  any  one  or  the  same  year.  The  members  of 
the  said  board  shall  serve  without  compensation.  During  his  term  of  office  no  mem- 
ber shall  serve  as  trustee  or  other  administrative  officer  of  any  institution  subject  to 
the  visitation  of  the  said  board.  The  board  shall  elect  a  president  and  vice-president 
from  among  its  own  members,  and  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  and  a  messenger,  who  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  per  annum;  and  may  appoint  such  other 
officers,  inspectors,  and  clerks  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  fix  the  number,  duties,  and 
compensation  of  such  other  officers,  inspectors,  and  clerks,  subject  to  appropriations 
of  Congress:  Provided,  That  the  office  of  superintendent  of  charities  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  is  hereby  abolished  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  nineteen 
hundred;  and  the  amounts  appropriated  in  the  Act  making  appropriations  for  the 
expenses  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one,  for  salaries  of  superintendent  of  charities  and  of  messenger  in 
the  office  of  said  superintendent  and  for  traveling  expenses  are  hereby  made  avail- 
able for  the  payment  of  secretary  of  the  board  of  charities,  messenger  for  said  board 
and  necessary  traveling  expenses  authorized  by  said  board.  The  said  board  of 
charities  shall  visit,  inspect,  and  maintain  a  general  supervision  over  all  institutions 
societies,  or  associations  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional,  or  reformatory 
character  which  are  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  appropriations  of  Congress 
made  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  no  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  to  any  such  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional,  or  reformatory 
institution  for  any  resident  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  is  not  received  and  main- 
tained therein  pursuant  to  the  rules  established  by  such  board  of  charities,  except  in 
the  case  of  persons  committed  by  the  courts,  or  abandoned  infants  needing  immedi- 
ate care.  The  said  board  of  charities  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  rooms  in  the 
building  occupied  by  other  departments  of  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Regular  meetings  of  the  said  board  shall  be  held  at  least  once  each  month,  and  more 
often  if  required.  The  said  board  shall  makesuch  rules  and  orders  for  the  regulation  of 
its  proceedings  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  The  officers  in  charge  of  all  institutions 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  charities  shall  furnish  said  board  on  request 
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such  information  and  statistics  as  may  be  desired;  and  to  secure  accuracy,  uniformity, 
and  completeness  of  such  statistics  the  board  may  prescribe  such  forms  of  report  and 
registration  as  may  be  deemed  to  be  essential;  and  all  plans  for  new  institutions  shall, 
before  the  adoption  of  the  same,  be  submitted  to  said  board  for  suggestion  and  criti- 
cism. The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  at  anytime  order  an 
investigation  by  the  board,  or  a  committee  of  its  members,  of  the  management  of  any 
penal,  charitable,  or  reformatory  institution  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  said 
board',  or  any  authorized  committee  of  its  members,  when  making  such  investigation, 
shall  have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers  and  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions; and  the  report  of  such  investigation,  with  the  testimony,  shall  be  made  to  the 
Commissioners.  All  accounts  and  expenditures  of  said  board  shall  be  certified  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Commissioners,  and  paid  as  other  accounts  against  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  "  The  said  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Congress,  through 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  giving  a  full  and  complete  account  of 
all  matters  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  board,  all  expenses  in  detail,  and  all 
officers  and  agents  employed,  with  a  report  of  the  Secretary,  showing  the  actual  con- 
dition of  all  institutions  and  agencies  under  the  supervision  of  the  board,  the  charac- 
ter and  economy  of  administration  thereof,  and  the  amount  and  sources  of  their 
public  and  private  income.  The  said  report  shall  also  include  recommendations  for 
the  economical  and  efficient  administration  of  the  charities  and  reformatories  of  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  said  board  shall  prepare  and  include  with  its  annual 
report  such  estimates  of  future  appropriations  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority 
of  its  members,  best  promote  the  effective,  harmonious,  and  economical  management 
of  the  affairs  under  its  supervision;  and  such  estimates  submitted  shall  be  included 
in  the  regular  annual  Book  of  Estimates.  No  member  or  employee  of  said  board 
shall  be  either  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  for  building,  repair- 
ing, or  furnishing  anyinstitution  which  by  this  Act  the  board  is  authorized  to  inves- 
tigate and  supervise.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved,  June  6,  1900.

AN  ACT  To  provide  for  the  care  of  dependent  children  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  to  create  a 

board  of  children's  guardians. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be  created,  in  and  for  the  District  of 
Columbia,  a  board  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  children's  guardians,  composed  of  nine 
members  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  the  said  board  to  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate  and  to  have  the  powers  and  to  be  constituted  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided. 

Sec  2.  That  the  members  of  the  board  of  children's  guardians  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  judges  of  the  police  court  and  the  judge  holding  the  criminal  court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  met  together  for  that  purpose;  the  assent  of  a  majority  of 
such  judges  being  necessary  to  appointment  in  each  case:  Provided,  That  there  shall 
always  be  at  least  three  representatives  of  each  sex  upon  the  board.  Of  the  nine 
members  first  appointed  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  three  shall  be  appointed  for 
one  year,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  three  years.  Thereafter  all  appoint- 
ments, except  such  as  shall  be  made  for  the  remainder  of  unexpired  terms,  shall  be 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  judges  of  the  police  court  and  the  judge  holding 
the  criminal  court,  or  a  majority  of  them,  when  met  together  for  that  purpose,  may 
remove  for  cause  any  member  of  the  board :  Provided,  That  such  member  shall  be 
given  art  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 

Sec  3.  That  the  board  shall  elect  from  its  own  members  a  president,  vice-president, 
and  secretary,  who  shall  severally  discharge  the  duties  usual  to  such  offices,  or  such 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  board  may  prescribe.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  to  employ  not  more  than  two  agents,  at  an 
annual  compensation  not  exceeding  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  for  the  two, 
and  prescribe  their  duties,  and  to  conclude  arrangements  with  persons  or  institutions 
tor  the  care  of  dependent  children  at  such  rates  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
f  ? c-\a'  Tiiat  sai(* boarcl  sna11  nave  tne  care  and  supervision  of  the  following  classes 
oi  children:  First,  all  children  committed  under  section  two  of  the  act  approved 
February  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
Piri0tv^!!i0n  of  cmldren  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes;"  second, 
all  children  who  are  destitute  of  suitable  homes  and  adequate  means  of  earning  an 
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honest  living,  all  children  abandoned  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  all  children  of 
habitually  drunken  or  vicious  or  unfit  parents,  all  children  habitually  begging  on  the 
streets  or  from  door  to  door,  all  children  kept  in  vicious  or  immoral  associations,  all 
children  known  by  their  language  or  life  to  be  vicious  or  incorrigible  whenever  such 
children  may  be  committed  to  the  care  of  the  board  by  the  police  court  or  the  crimi- 
nal court  of  the  District;  and  power  is  hereby  given  to  these  courts  to  commit  such 
children  when  not  over  sixteen  years  of  age  to  said  board:  Provided,  That  the  laws 
regulating  the  commitment  of  children  to  the  reform  schools  of  the  District  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  repealed  in  any  part  by  this  act;  third,  such  children  as  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Reform  School  for  Boys  or  the  Reform  School  for  Girls,  may, 
in  their  discretion,  commit  to  the  board  of  children's  guardians,  and  power  is  hereby 
given  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  said  reform  school  to  commit  any  inmate  of  their 
respective  institutions  to  the  said  board  of  guardians,  conditionally  upon  the  good 
behavior  of  the  child  so  committed;  fourth,  under  the  rules  to  be  established  by  the 
board  children  may  be  received  and  temporarily  cared  for  pending  investigation  or 
judgment  of  the  court. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  shall  be  the  legal  guardian  of  all  children  committed  to  it 
by  the  courts,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  board  them  in  private  families,  to  board 
them  in  institutions  willing  to  receive  them,  to  bind  them  out  or  apprentice  them,  or 
to  give  them  in  adoption  to  foster  parents.  Children  received  from  the  reform 
school  shall  be  placed  at  work,  bound  out  or  apprenticed,  and  at  any  time  before 
attaining  majority  may  be  returned  to  the  school  from  which  they  came,  if,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  guardians,  such  a  course  is  demanded  by  the  interest  of  the 
community  or  the  welfare  of  the  child.  All  children  under  the  guardianship  of  the 
board  shall  be  visited  not  less  than  once  a  year  by  an  agent  of  the  board,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  the  welfare  of  the  child  demands.  Children  received  temporarily 
may  not  be  kept  longer  than  one  week,  except  by  order  of  the  police  court  or  the 
crimanal  court. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  antecedents,  character,  and  condition  of  life  of  each  child  received 
by  the  board  shall  be  investigated  as  fully  as  possible,  and  the  facts  learned  entered 
in  permanent  records,  in  which  shall  also  be  noted  the  subsequent  history  of  each 
child,  so  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  shall  have  authority  to  prescribe 
the  form  of  records  to  be  kept  by  the  board  of  guardians,  and  the  methods  to  be 
employed  by  them  in  paying  bills  and  auditing  accounts;  and  an  annual  report  of  its 
operations  hereunder  shall  be  made  by  the  board  to  the  superintendent  of  charities. 
The  superintendent  of  charities  shall  have  full  powers  of  investigation  and  report 
regarding  all  branches  of  the  work  of  the  board,  as  well  as  over  all  institutions  in 
which  children  are  placed  by  the  board;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  recommend 
annually  the  appropriations  which  in  his  judgment  are  necessary  to  the  carrying  on 
of  its  work.

AN  ACT  To  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  cases  involving  delinquent 

children,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
m  Omgreu  assembled,  That  the  judges  of  the  criminal  and  police  courts  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  at  their  discretion,  to  commit  to 
the  custody  and  care  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
children  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  shall  be  convicted  of  petty  crimes  or  mis- 
demeanors which  may  be  punishable  with  fine  or  imprisonment;  and  said  Board  of 
Children  s  Guardians  shall  place,  under  contract,  such  children  in  such  suitable 
homes,  institutions,  or  training  schools  for  the  care  of  children  as  it  mav  deem  wise 
and  proper.  J 

Sec  2.  That  no  court  shall  commit  a  child  under  seventeen  years  of  age,  charged 
with  or  convicted  of  a  petty  crime  or  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  or  imprison- 
ment, to  a  jail  workhouse,  or  police  station,  but  if  such  child  be  unable  to  give  bail 
or  pay  a  fine  it  may  be  committed  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  temporarily 
or  permanently,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  said  board  shall  make  some  suita- 
ble provision  for  said  child  outside  the  inclosure  of  any  jail,  workhouse,  or  police 
station,  or  said  court  may  commit  such  child  to  the  reform  school  under  the  laws 
now  providing  for  such  commitment 
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Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  oJ  aiding  the  court  in  a  proper  disposition  of 
referred  to  in  section  one  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardian?  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  designate  one  of  its  employees  as  a  probation  officer,  whose  duty 
-hall  be  to  make  such  investigation  in  cases  involving  children  under  seventeen  years 
of  age  as  the  court  may  direct,  to  be  present  in  court  in  order  to  represent  the  inter- 
estsof  the  child  when'the  case  is  heard,  to  furnish  the  court  such  information  and 
assistance  as  the  judge  may  require,  and  to  take  charge  of  any  child  before  and  after 
trial  as  may  be  directed  by  the  court. 

Sec  4.  That  anv  person  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  of  sufficient  financial 
ability,  who  shall  fet'use  or  neglect  to  provide  for  any  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen 
years',  of  which  he  or  she  shall  be  the  parent  or  guardian,  such  fool,  clothing,  and 
shelter  as  will  prevent  the  suffering  and  secure  the  safety  of  such  child,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject  to 
punishment  by  a  line  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  workhouse  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  petition  or  information  shall  have  been  filed  in  any  court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  authorized  to  commit  children  to  the  care,  custody,  and 
guardianship  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  for  such  commitment  of  any 
child,  and  upon  the  hearing  of  the  same  before  said  court  it  shall  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  court  that  such  child  is  entitled  to  be  committed  as  aforesaid  under  or 
by  virtue  of  any  of  the  pn  .visions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  twenty-sixth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two.  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  care  of  depend- 
ent .  hildren  in  the  I  district  "or  Columbia  and  to  create  a  Board  of  Children's  Guard- 
ian-." and  if  said  evidence  tends  to  show  that  such  child  has  a  father  or  a  mother, 
either  of  whom  is  able  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  such  child,  either  by  reason  of 
having  means  or  property  or  having  an  income  consisting  of  wages  or  salary  due  for 
personal  services  or  labor  <-r  otherwise,  but  fails  or  neglects  so  to  do,  then  the  proper 
prosecuting  officer  shall  file  in  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  an  infor- 
mation charging  said  father  or  mother,  or  both,  with  such  failure  or  neglect,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  the  said  court  shall  require  the  father  or  the  mother  of  such  child, 
or  both  such  father  and  mother,  to  contribute  by  stated  payments,  to  be  made  to 
said  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  toward  the  support  of  such  child  such  sum  or 
sums,  monthly,  weekly,  or  otherwise,  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  court  either  or  both 
such  father  and  mother  should  and  may  be  able  to  pay;  and  the  courts  aforesaid 
may  at  any  time  hear  and  determine  any  petition  for  an  order  for  contribution 
toward  maintenance  of  any  child  who  has  heretofore  been  or  who  may  hereafter  be 
<  "inmitted  to  the  guardianship  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  "or  for  modify- 
ing or  suspending  the  operation  of  any  such  order  previously  made. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  person  against  whom  an  order  for  contribution  toward  main- 
tenance may  have"  r^een  made,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  make  such  payments  as  ordered,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  contempt,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  l>e  sentenced  to  suffer  imprisonment  in  the  workhouse  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year;  and 
such  imprisonment  shall  not  exempt  such  person  from  additional  imprisonment  for 
turther  neglect  or  refusal  to  make  contribution  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  however,  That 
if.  after  such  conviction,  any  such  parent  shall  appear  before  the  court  before  which 
such  conviction  shall  have  taken  place  and  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court 
that  the  amount  due  under  such  order,  up  to  the  time  of  conviction,  has  been  paid, 
and  further,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  shall 
enter  into  bond  to  the  United  States  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  con- 
ditioned that  he  will  thereafter  pay  such  sums  as  may  have  been  ordered  or  that  may 
thereafter  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  said  court  until  such  order  shall  be  revoked,  the 
said  court  may  suspend  sentence  therein  during  the  continuance  of  such  bond. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  shall 
receive  and  shall  be  responsible  under  his  bond  for  all  moneys  paid  to  said  board 
2?  S  t^le  Provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  pav  the  amounts  so  received  by  him  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  within  twentv  days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal 
quarter. 

^Ec-8-  That  all  acts  and  portions  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  men- 
tioned above  are  herebv  repealed,  and  the  terms  of  the  provisions  in  the  above 
tions  shall  become  law  on  and  after  the  date  of  approval.

AN  ACT  To  amend  sections  eight,  nine,  and  fifteen  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  revising  and  amend- 
ing the  various  Acts  establishing  and  relating  to  the  Reform  School  in  the  District  of  Columbia," 
approved  May  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  sections  eight,  nine,  and  fifteen  of  the  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  revising  and  amending  the  various  Acts  establishing  and  relating  to  the  Reform 
School  of  the  District  of  Columbia,"  approved  May  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  amended  as  follows: 

Amend  section  eight  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  8.  That  whenever  any  boy  under  the  age  of  seventeen  years  shall  be  brought 
before  any  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  judge  of  such  court,  and  shall 
be  convicted  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  other 
than  imprisonment  for  life,  such  court  or  judge,  in  lieu  of  sentencing  him  to  impris- 
onment in  the  county  jail  or  fining  him,  may  commit  him  to  the  Reform  School,  to 
remain  until  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  unless  sooner  discharged 
by  the  board  of  trustees.  And  the  judges  of  the  criminal  and  police  courts  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall  have  power  to  commit  to  the  Reform  School,  first,  any 
boy  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  maybe  liable  to  punishment  by  imprisonment 
under  any  existing  law  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  law  that  may  be  enacted 
and  in  force  in  said  District;  second,  any  boy  under  seventeen  years  of  age,  with  the 
consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  against  whom  any  charge  of  committing  any  crime 
or  misdemeanor  shall  have  been  made,  the  punishment  of  which,  on  conviction, 
would  be  confinement  in  jail  or  prison;  third,  any  boy  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
who  is  destitute  of  a  suitable  home  and  adequate  means  of  obtaining  an  honest  living, 
or  who  is  in  danger  of  being  brought  up,  or  is  brought  up,  to  lead  an  idle  or  vicious 
life;  fourth,  any  boy  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  is  incorrigible,  or  habitually 
disregards  the  commands  of  his  father  or  mother,  or  guardian,  who  leads  a  vagrant 
life,  or  resorts  to  immoral  places  or  practices,  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  perforin  labor 
suitable  to  his  years  and  condition,  or  to  attend  school.  And  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  may  also  commit  to  the  Reform  School  such  boys  as  are  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  third  and  fourth  classes  upon  application  or  complaint,  in  writing, 
of  a  parent,  or  guardian,  or  relative  having  charge  of  such  boy,  and  upon  such  testi- 
mony in  regard  to  the  facts  stated  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  him;  and  for  taking 
testimony  in  such  cases,  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer  oaths." 

Amend  section  nine  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  9.  That  every  boy  sent  to  the  Reform  School  shall  remain  until  he  is  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  unless  sooner  discharged  or  bound  as  an  apprentice." 
Amend  section  fifteen  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  15.  That  the  board  of  trustees  may  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions for  their  own  government  and  that  of  the  institution,  its  officers,  employees, 
and  inmates,  the  employment,  discipline,  instruction,  education,  removal,  and  abso- 
lute, temporary,  or  conditional  release  of  all  boys  committed  to  the  school,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  and  as  are  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  to 
the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia." 

Approved,  June  5,  1900.

AN  ACT  Supplemental  to  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,"  approved  July  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Cojigress  assembled,  That  sections  eight,  nine,  and  fifteen  of  the  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  revising  and  amending  the  various  Acts  establishing  and  relating  to  the  Reform 
School  of  the  District  of  Columbia,"  approved  May  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  which  Act  was  made  applicable  to  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  Act  to  which  this  Act  is  a  supplement, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  amended  as  applicable  to  the  said  Reform  School  for  Girls, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  8.  That  whenever  any  girl  under  the  age  of  seventeen  years  shall  be  brought 
before  any  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  or  anv  judge  of  such  court,  and  shall 
be  convicted  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment 
other  than  imprisonment  for  life,  such  court  or  judge,  in  lieu  of  sentencing  her 
to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  or  fining  her,  may  commit  her  to  the  Reform 
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School  for  Girls,  to  remain  until  she  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  the  board  of  trustees.  And  the  judges  of  the  criminal  and 
police  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  have  power  to  commit  to  the  Reform 
School  for  Girls,  first,  anv  girl  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  may  be  liable  to 
punishment  by  imprisonment  under  any  existing  law  of  the  District  of  Columbia  or 
any  law  that  may  be  enacted  and  in  force  in  said  District;  second,  any  girl  under 
seventeen  vears  of  age,  with  the  consent  of  her  parent  or  guardian,  against  whom  any 
charge  of  crime  or  misdemeanor  shall  have  been  made,  upon  probable  cause  shown 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court;  third,  any  girl  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  is 
destitute  of  a  suitable  home  and  adequate  means  of  obtaining  an  honest  living  or 
who  is  in  danger  of  being  brought  up,  or  is  brought  up,  to  lead  an  idle  or  vicious 
life-  fourth,  any  girl  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  is  incorrigible  or  habitually 
disregards  the  commands  of  her  father  or  mother  or  guardian,  who  leads  a  vagrant 
life,  or  resorts  to  immoral  places  or  practices,  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  labor 
suitable  to  her  years  and  condition  or  to  attend  school.  And  the  president  of  the 
hoard  of  trustees  may  also  commit  to  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  such  girls  as  are 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  third  and  fourth  classes  upon  application  or  complaint, 
in  writing,  of  a  parent  or  guardian  or  relative  having  charge  of  such  girl,  and  upon 
such  testimony  in  regard  to  the  facts  stated  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  him;  and  for 
taking  testimony  in  such  cases  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer  oaths. 

"Sec.  9.  That  every  girl  sent  to  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  shall  remain  until 
she  is  twenty-one  vears  of  age  unless  sooner  discharged  or  bound  as  an  apprentice." 

"Sec.  15.  That  Ihe  board  of  trustees  may  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions for  their  own  government  and  that  of  the  institution,  its  officers,  employees, 
and  inmates,  the  employment,  discipline,  instruction,  education,  removal,  and  abso- 
lute, temporary,  or  conditional  release  of  all  girls  committed  to  the  school  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper  and  as  are  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  to 
the  laws  <tf  the  District  of  Columbia."

AN  ACT  To  enable  the  directors  of  Providence  Hospital  to  increase  the  accommodations  of  that 

institution. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Conyress  as*c>n(>led,  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  amount  of  money  neces- 
sary to  construct  additional  buildings  for  hospital  purposes  on  square  seven  hundred 
and  sixty-four  in  the  City  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  the  directors  of  the 
Providence  Hospital  are  hereby  authorized  to  raise  by  mortgage  or  other  incumbran  ce 
on  the  real  estate  in  said  square  a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
which  said  incumbrance  shall  be  a  first  lien  on  said  real  estate;  and  the  said  corpo- 
ration is  hereby  authorized  to  hold  real  estate  in  the  said  square  without  limitation  as 
to  value:  Provided,  That  all  proceedings  under  this  Act  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  United  States.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WASHINGTON  ASYLUM. 

Washington,  D.  C. ,  September  12,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  usual  custom,  I  herewith  sub- 
mit the  annual  estimates  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  together  with  a  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  same  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901.  I  shall 
base  the  contingent  expense  fund  at  $100  per  annum  for  each  person 
actually  supported  by  the  institution  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  not 
taking  into  consideration  the  natural  increase  in  numbers  which  we 
shall  be  called  upon  to  care  for  two  years  hence.  1  therefore  trust 
that  my  estimates  may  meet  your  approval  and  not  be  reduced  before 
reaching  Congress.  In  vieAV  of  the  fact  of  the  contemplated  removal 
of  the  almshouse  department  to  a  different  locality  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  new  Municipal  Hospital,  which  it  is  believed  by  the  author- 
ities will,  when  in  running  order,  do  the  greater  part  of  the  work  of 
this  hospital,  I  refrain  from  making  recommendations  or  estimates  for 
either  of  these  departments  except  for  their  maintenance  in  their  pres- 
ent condition,  excepting  in  this  one  item,  i.  e.,  I  recommend  that  the 
pupil  nurses  be  furnished  material  for  working  uniforms,  a  reference 
library,  and  stationery  for  the  actual  work  of  the  training  school.  I 
believe  that  $600  per  annum  would  cover  the  cost  for  the  lifteen  pupil 
nurses  employed,  and  1  hope  it  will  meet  with  your  approval.

The  two  additional  overseers  and  the  six  night  watchmen  estimated 
for  are  for  the  purpose  of  shortening  the  hours  of  duty  of  the  guards 
at  the  male  and  female  workhouses.  The  slight  increase  in  salaries 
asked  for  intendent,  ph}Tsician,  principal  overseer,  driver,  cooks,  etc., 
is  for  the  purpose  of  making  their  compensation  somewhat  nearer 
a  just  equivalent  for  the  services  rendered  than  it  is  at  the  present 
rating. 

The  male  prisoners  of  the  workhouse  have  been  employed  as  usual 
during  the  year.  One  gang  has  been  engaged  in  grading  streets,  etc., 
under  direction  of  the  engineer  department  of  the  District,  principally 
at  Fifteenth  and  K  streets  SE.  and  Nineteenth  and  A  streets  SE.;  one 
at  Rock  Creek  Park  in  cleaning  up  the  underbrush  and  building  roads, 
bridges,  etc.,  of  that  reservation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer 
Commissioner  of  the  District;  also  one  gang  at  Kalorama  Heights, 
Columbia  road  and  Wyoming  avenue,  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  streets, 
Brookland,  and  on  Benning  road.  Another  small  gang  has  been 
employed,  as  its  services  have  been  required,  in  cleaning  the  streets 
adjacent  the  markets  and  removing  the  debris.  Of  the  rest  of  the 
inmates,  those  who  have  trades  have  been  employed  in  the  different 
shops  as  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  painters,  etc.,  and  the  remainder  in 
cultivating  the  farm  and  garden.

The  work  of  the  female  prisoners  of  the  workhouse  has  consisted  of 
making  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  insti- 
tution, in  the  laundry,  and  general  housework. 

As  often  as  necessary,  details  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  scrubbing 
and  cleaning  the  different  hospital  wards  and  quarters  of  the  inmates 
of  the  almshouse.

.  Th£  Principal  improvement  in  connection  with  the  institution  dur- 
ing the  past  year  was  the  completion  of  the  annex  to  the  almshouse, 
mentioned  in  my  last  report,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  old  col- 
ored women.  This  building  was  completed  and  occupied  on  the  20th 
ol  last  September  and  furnishes  pleasant  quarters  for  its  inmates, 
out  untortunately  is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  of  the  class 
ror  whom  it  was  designed,  as  the  great  increase  in  cost  of  labor  and 
materia  between  the  time  that  estimates  were  made  and  the  time 
or  construction  necessitated  a  decided  reduction  in  the  size  of  the 
Duuoing  trom  what  was  originally  intended,  in  order  to  bring  it  within 
^la,no""t.  0f  appropriation.  Work  on  the  glazed  porch  or  sun 
2',°  tf1.8  building  was  commenced  on  the  26th  of  September  and 
completed  in  February  last,  thus  allowing  its  inmates  to  enjoy  the 
old  q  aUt       sun%ht  in  fair  weather,  which  was  impossible  in  their 


1 
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In  the  hospital  the  old  wash  room  and  closet  of  No.  4  ward  was 
rebuilt  and  enlarged,  affording  considerable  more  room  and  conven- 
ience for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

On  the  3d  of  June  I  requested  that  the  inspector  of  boilers  be 
instructed  to  inspect  the  several  steam  boilers  in  use  at  the  institution, 
so  that  repairs,  etc,  found  necessary  could  be  made  before  cold 
weather  set  in,  as  several  of  them  have  been  in  use  for  many  years. 
The  boiler  at  the  male  workhouse  was  found  to  be  in  bad  condition  and 
not  worth  repairing,  and  new  boilers  were  recommended.  At  the 
almhouse  the  tubes  of  the  heating  boiler  were  condemned  and  several 
defects  discovered,  to  be  remedied  before  the  boiler  can  be  put  in  con- 
dition for  service  again.  The  other  boilers  were  found  to  be  in  good 
condition. 

The  live  stock  at  present  on  the  farm  belonging  to  the  District  con- 
sists of  22  horses,  1  bull,  26  cow3,  5  heifers,  and  113  pigs  of  all  ages. 
During  the  year  there  was  killed  15,680  pounds  of  prime  pork,  694 
pounds  of  beef,  and  550  pounds  of  veal,  all  of  which  was  consumed  by 
the  inmates  of  the  institution. 

The  amount  and  estimated  value  of  farm  and  garden  produce  raised 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  was  also  consumed  by  the  inmates  of  the 
asylum,  thereby  affording  an  agreeable  change  of  diet  from  the  regular 
fare,  was  as  follows:

Seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven  coffins  were  issued  during  the  past 
year  for  the  burial  of  bodies  of  the  indigent  poor  buried  at  public 
expense,  of  which  93  were  for  the  burial  of  those  who  died  at  this 
institution.  During  the  same  period  there  were  69i  burials  in  potter's 
field,  of  whom  70  died  at  the  asylum  hospital.

The  health  of  the  inmates  since  my  last  report  has  been  as  good  as 
ih  i?e  exPectec*-  We  have  had  no  case  of  contagious  disease,  and 
there  has  been  but  five  deaths  among  the  inmates  of  the  workhouse, 
which  is  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  number  received,  considering 
the  exposed  and  vicious  lives  led  by  many  of  them  before  they  come 
here.  Of  the  deaths  among  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  and  asylum, 
many  are  in  the  last  stages  of  disease  when  they  arrive,  having  been 
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kept  at  their  homes  as  long  as  possible  and  sent  here  as  a  last  resort 
after  it  is  found  that  nothing  further  can  be  done  for  them. 

The  work  of  the  painter  at  the  asylum  for  the  past  year,  assisted  by 
such  inmates  as  were  capable  of  performing  such  labor,  consisted  of 
painting  the  outside  walls  and  blinds  of  the  intendant's  house,  inside 
of  house  of  head  overseer,  front  porch  of  almshouse,  porch  of  annex 
to  almshouse,  inside  of  operating  room  at  the  hospital,  outside  of  ward 
No.  3,  outside  of  horse  stable,  cow  barn,  and  carpenter  shop,  gate 
houses  and  brick  wall  at  the  entrance  to  the  asylum  grounds,  together 
with  glazing  and  numerous  odd  jobs  as  required. 

The  carpenter,  in  addition  to  making  coffins  for  the  burial  of  the 
indigent  dead  of  the  District  who  are  buried  at  public  expense  and 
issued  on  order  of  the  health  officer,  which  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  787,  has  been  employed  as  follows:  Worked  out  42  new 
sash  trimmings  and  put  in  place  porch  of  almshouse  annex;  also  new 
screens  and  repairs  to  same  building  kept  up.  At  intendant's  house 
new  casings  were  put  on  outside  windows  in  upper  story,  tin  and  slate 
work  repaired.  New  floors  were  put  down  in  the  upper  story  of 
almshouse;  door,  sash  blinds,  and  trimmings  repaired. 

Repairs  to  sash  blinds,  locks,  floors,  etc.,  were  also  made  to  the  doc- 
tor's office,  nurses1  quarters,  hospital  kitchen,  and  wards  Nos.  1,  2,  3, 
4,  5,  6,  and  7.  The  tin  rooting  and  repairs  to  porches  of  said  buildings 
were  kept  up.  The  front  porch  and  steps  at  the  male  workhouse  were 
renewed,  and  the  tin  gutters,  slate  roof,  and  down  spouts  at  the  female 
workhouse  kept  in  order.  Two  new  window  frames,  sash,  and  blinds 
were  put  in  the  house  of  the  principal  overseer,  and  the  horse  stable, 
cow  barns,  hogpens,  henhouses,  and  fences  were  kept  in  good  condition. 

The  blacksmith  and  wheelwright  has  accomplished  a  large  amount 
of  work  in  his  line  of  business  during  the  year,  among  which  was  the 
making  of  a  new  body  for  Dayton  wagon,  new  body  for  dinner  wagon, 
cutting  and  setting  tires  for  5  wagons,  new  shafts  made  for  2  wagons; 
repairing  3  pair  of  cart  shafts,  6  car  bodies,  and  5  car  trucks;  repair- 
ing tire  tools  for  boiler  house,  plows,  and  cattle  box  for  horse  stable; 
sharpening  1,142  picks  for  working  gangs  on  K  street  and  Rock  Creek 
Park,  painting  and  trimming  3  wagons,  putting  on  954  horseshoes, 
sharpening  tools,  and  numerous  odd  jobs  as  required. 

In  the  bake  shop  is  baked  all  the  bread,  cakes,  pies,  etc.,  consumed 
by  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  and  a  great  amount  of  labor  is  nec- 
essary in  providing  for  the  large  and  constantly  increasing  number  of 
persons  to  be  provided  for.  Owing  to  this  fact  I  have  recommended 
that  the  compensation  of  the  baker  be  increased  to  $480  per  annum, 
which  I  consider  but  a  moderate  allowance  for  the  amount  of  labor 
performed.  The  material  furnished  and  work  done  in  this  department 
has  been  generally  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  baked  353,587  pounds  of  wheat  bread, 
14,606  pounds  of  corn  bread,  22,950  ginger  cakes,  832  pounds  of  pound- 
cake, 790  pies,  500  dozen  rolls,  and  15,680  pounds  of  pork  roasted. 

The  accompanying  annual  report  of  Dr.  Hickling,  visiting  physician 
to  the  asylum,  showing  the  work  of  the  medical  department  of  the 
institution  for  the  past  year,  is  herewith  forwarded,  and  1  hope  that 
his  recommendations  for  the  betterment  of  the  hospital  department 
may  meet  your  approval. 

The  report  of  Miss  S.  C.  Francis,  superintendent  of  nurses,  in  charge 
of  nurses'  home,  will  show  the  workings  of  the  school  for  the  past  year 
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and  I  hope  that  her  suggestions  and  recommendations  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  same  may  meet  your  approbation. 

I  herewith  beg  leave  to  acknowledge  my  thanks  to  my  entire  staff 
of  assistants  of  all  grades,  and  to  congratulate  them  upon  their  effi- 
ciency and  good  work  rendered  to  the  public  through  this  institution 
during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

To  the  honorable  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  to 
the  gentlemen  of  the  board  of  charities  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks  for 
your  generous  encouragement,  wise  council,  deep  interest,  and  ever 
helpful  assistance  and  approval  in  this  my  task  of  caring  for  the  old, 
sick,  and  infirm,  the  blind,  the  unfortunate,  erring,  misguided,  and 
vicious  that  make  up  the  population  of  this  your  house  of  last  resort.

Supplemental  Report. 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit,  agreeable  to  your  verbal  request 
of  the  5th  instant,  the  following  statement,  showing  in  condensed  form 
the  amounts  expended  from  the  contingent  fund  of  this  institution  dur- 
ing the  past  fiscal  year  under  the  following  headings,  i.  e. :

In  nmking  my  estimate  for  the  care  of  the  institution  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1903,  under  head  of  contingent  fund  of  $65,500, 
1  took  the  actual  number  of  persons  maintained  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  as  my  basis,  estimating  the  cost  of  maintenance  at  $100  per  capita 
each,  not  taking  into  consideration  the  natural  increase  which  for  the 
past  ten  years  has  been  about  14  per  cent  per  annum.  The  increase 
of  $10,500,  asked  for  over  the  present  sum  allowed,  is  partly  to  cover 
this  natural  increase  which  will  amount  to  probably  90  persons  or  over, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  affording  a  more  liberal  and  varied  diet  for  the 
hospital  patients  and  the  aged  infirm  and  unfortunate  inmates  of  the 
almshouse.  The  present  diet  is  suthcient  to  maintain  them  in  fair  phys- 
ical condition,  but  is  not  such  as  would  give  the  best  results  from  a 
medical  standpoint.  A  more  liberal  allowance  of  milk,  butter,  eggs, 
fruit,  vegetables,  etc.,  for  these  departments  are  greatly  to  be  desired, 
and  would  be  a  vast  improvement  to  the  diet  list.  I  hope  the  increase 
asked  for  to  enable  me  to  furnish  a  more  liberal  use  of  these  articles 
will  meet  with  your  earnest  support;  I  also  trust  that  the  request  of 
the  visiting  physician  for  hospital  furnishings,  kitchen  appliances,  and 
hacteriological  work  may  meet  with  vour  approval,  as  these  articles 
are  much  needed. 

The  increase  estimated  for  the  cooks— four  at  $180  and  two  at  $120 
each  per  annum— are  to  enable  me  to  secure,  if  possible,  persons  that 
nave  not  been  connected  with  the  institution  as  inmates,  as  they  now 
are  in  three  instances,  and  to  continue  the  service  of  three  others  who 
now  are  underpaid.  I  would  be  greatly  pleased,  also,  if  you  would  add 
to  my  estimates  as  now  given  one  cook  at  $480  per  annum  for  the  alms- 
house and  workhouse  kitchen,  as  I  find  that  it  is  impossible  to  secure 
me  services  of  a  competent  male  cook  for  a  less  sum.    1  desire  also 
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that  the  salary  of  the  baker,  who  is  a  faithful  and  competent  man  of 
long  service,  with  an  invalid  wife  to  support,  be  increased  to  $480  per 
annum.  The  compensation  of  the  intendent  and  baker  have  been  at 
the  same  rate  as  they  are  at  present  for  over  twenty  years,  while  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  positions  have  nearly  if  not  quite  doubled 
in  this  time.  In  the  matter  of  increase  of  salaries  asked  for  I  deem 
these— i.  e.,  the  cooks  and  baker — the  most  important;  second,  the 
increase  in  the  compensation  of  the  principal  overseer;  third,  the 
increase  in  numbers  of  overseers  to  twelve,  and  the  provision  for  the 
night  watchmen  to  shorten  the  hours  of  duty  of  the  present  officers, 
and  to  provide  a  guard  for  the  new  workhouse,  now  in  course  of  con- 
struction, which  I  hope  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  time  these  appro- 
priations become  available. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  specific  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
following  officers,  now  paid  from  the  contingent  fund:

Gardener,  per  annum   600 

Dairyman,  per  annum   420 

Two  attendants  at  old  mens'  home,  at  $420  per  annum  each   840 

Florist,  per  annum   365

It  would  also  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  administration  of 
this  institution  if  a  competent  and  trained  steward  and  bookkeeper 
were  provided  for  to  enable  me  to  keep  the  accounts  of  the  different 
departments  separate  and  distinct  from  each  other,  in  order  that  I  might 
be  able  to  lay  before  your  honorable  board  a  more  detailed  report  of 
the  workings  of  the  institution  than  I  am  now  able  to  do  with  the  pres- 
ent overworked  and  inadequate  clerical  force.  1  would  therefore  be 
pleased  if  your  honorable  board  would  fix  the  compensation  at  such  a 
rate  as  would  enable  us  to  secure  the  services  of  competent  and  relia- 
ble men  to  till  these  two  very  important  positions.

PvEPORT  OF  TnE  VlSITING  PHYSICIAN. 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  work  of  the  Washington  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901, 
together  with  such  recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  the  hospital  depart- 
ment as  the  work  seems  to  require.  The  statistics  have  been  carefully  prepared  and 
include  all  the  medical  and  surgical  work  in  the  three  departments  of  the  institution, 
and  show  that  3,669  patients  have  been  treated,  and  that  of  this  number  223  have 
died,  34  of  whom  died  within  forty-eight  hours  after  being  admitted  into  the  institu- 
tion. In  the  hospital  department  1,404  patients  have  been  treated,  631  of  whom 
have  been  discharged  cured,  367  improved,  103  unimproved,  and  218  have  died, 
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24  of  the  deaths  occurring  within  forty-eight  hours  of  the  time  they  were  admitted 
into  the  hospital. 

The  work  of  the  resident  staff  during  the  year  has  been  satisfactory.  The  nursing 
of  the  hospital  is  now  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  corps  of  pupil  nurses 
are  performing  the  work  in  an  earnest  and  able  manner.  The  arrangement  with  the 
Washington  Training  School  for  Nurses  and  the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency 
Hospital  has  proven  a  great  advantage  to  this  institution,  and  enables  the  pupil 
nurses  of  this  school  to  become  proficient  in  all  branches  of  nursing. 

The  accompanying  report  of  Miss  Francis,  together  with  the  information  concern- 
ing the  school,  will  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  training  received  in  this  institution. 

The  demands  made  upon  this  hospital  during  the  past  year  have  been  as  great  as 
in  the  year  1900,  and  have  been  considerably  in  excess  of  its  capacity.  The  records 
show  that  during  the  year  ward  1  has  had  more  patients  assigned  to  it  than  it  could 
accommodate  for  120  days,  ward  2  for  178  days,  while  ward  4  has  been  in  the  same 
condition  236  days.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
wards  1  and  2  (the  white  and  colored  male  wards)  contain  24  beds  each,  while  as  a 
matter  of  fact  they  should  not  be  permitted  under  any  circumstances  to  receive  more 
than  20  patients  "in  either  of  these  wards.  Wards  1  and  2  are  about  the  same  size 
and  contain  about  2,052  square  feet  of  floor  space  and  28,728  cubic  feet  of  air  space 
for  each  ward.  Now,  if  20  patients  were  assigned  to  each  of  these  wards,  each  patient 
would  have  about  102  square  feet  of  floor  space  and  1,436  cubic  feet  of  air  space,  which 
is  a  trifle  less  than  the  minimum  amount  required,  and  when  we  take  into  considera- 
tion the  class  of  patients  we  are  required  to  receive,  rather  above  the  maximum  than 
below  the  minimum  rate  should  be  supplied;  and  when  the  number  of  patients 
is  increased  to  30,  which  it  has  been  on  several  occasions,  the  floor  space  is  reduced 
to  69  square  feet  and  the  breathing  space  to  958  cubic  feet,  which  is  deplorable,  to 
say  the  least,  for  this  condition  subjects  the  patients  to  all  the  evils  of  overcrowding 
as  well  as  rendering  the  work  of  the  attendants,  nurses,  and  physicians  unsatisfactory. 

I  consider  it  my  duty  to  renew  my  request  for  an  administration  building  for  the 
hospital  department  for  reasons  given  in  my  last  annual  report.  I  have  the  honor 
to  request  that  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  surgical  instruments  and  appliances  and 
apparatus  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations;  also  $500  for  special  diet  for 
the  sick,  and  $1,000  for  cooking  utensils  and  kitchen  appliances.  These  three  items 
are  badly  needed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  hospital  department,  and  the  limited 
amount  of  the  contingent  fund  renders  it  impossible  to  obtain  them  without  special 
appropriations  l>eing  made.  I  also  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  the  salary  of 
the  hospital  cook  be  increased  from  $365  to  $600  per  annum.

Report  of  TnE  Superintendent  of  Nurses. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  third  annual  report  of  the  nursing  department 
of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending  June  HO,  1901. 

During  the  year  13  applicants  were  admitted  to  the  school,  7  of  whom  were  accepted 
as  pupil  nurses,  and  4  of  the  senior  pupils,  after  having  creditably  completed  their 
two  years'  training  here,  have  gone  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  for  the  third  and  last 
year  of  the  course, 

The  present  nursing  staff  consists  of— graduate  nurses,  2;  pupil  nurses,  12;  proba- 
tioners, 2;  male  attendants,  2. 

In  order  to  help  the  pupils  to  a  thorough  understanding  of  their  class  work,  we  are 
in  great  need  at  present  of  a  manikin  and  a  good  reference  library. 

We  would  like  to  thank  most  sincerely  the  members  of  the  staff  of  lecturers,  who 
have  so  generously  devoted  so  much  time  to  the  instruction  of  the  pupils. 

We  also  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  visiting  physician  and  the  resident  staff 
of  the  hospital  for  their  assistance  in  many  ways,  and  for  their  professional  services 
during  illness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  P,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  law,  I  submit  on  behalf  of  the 
Reform  School  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  report  covering  the 
operations  of  the  school  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901, 
giving  detailed  information  as  to  the  inmates,  the  amounts  received 
from  the  sale  of  surplus  farm  products  and  from  the  various  indus- 
tries carried  on  at  the  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  boys,  the  dis- 
position made  of  those  sums,  an  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts 
und  payments  of  the  treasurer  of  the  school,  an  inventory  of  all  per- 
sonal property  belonging  to  the  institution,  and  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  employees  and  the  compensation  paid  them. 

During  the  year  covered  by  the  report  such  necessary  repairs  for 
the  proper  care  and  preservation  of  the  buildings  and  personal  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  school  as  the  amount  of  the  appropriation 
available  for  the  purpose  would  permit  have  been  made,  including 
those  to  the  workshops,  family  buildings,  barns,  stables,  fencing, 
sewers,  roadway,  steam  plant,  etc. ,  in  all  of  which  work  the  boys  have 
been  employed  wherever  practicable. 

The  character  of  the  work  in  the  schoolroom,  the  manual  training 
school,  and  instruction  given  in  the  various  shops,  as  well  as  in  out- 
door work,  has  been  in  every  way  up  to  the  usual  standard. 

The  assembly  hall,  for  which  Congress  had  made  a  special  appro- 
priation, was  completed  during  the  year  and  has  been  in  use  since  the 
month  of  May.  It  is  a  well-designed  and  well-constructed  building, 
creditable  alike  to  the  architect  and  the  contractors,  and  of  great 
usefulness  in  the  school  work. 

The  system  of  parole  discharge,  authority  for  which  was  perhaps 
contained  in  the  act  of  1876,  but  which  was  especially  provided  for  by 
Congress  in  the  act  approved  June  5,  1900,  has  been  in  use  during 
the  year  and  found  to  work  well.  There  should  be  no  reason  now 
tor  the  commitment  of  boys  to  the  jail  and  workhouse  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  them  short  sentences  when  they  can  be  sent  to  this  well- 
equipped  school,  where  the  length  of  their  stay  will  be  dependent 
uP°n  tneir  conduct  and  degree  of  reformation. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  excellent. 

While  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  inmates  covers  ordinary 
Repairs,  there  is  not  always  enough  money  available  to  do  everything 

Tl  h  ?iGr ded  t0  keep  the  buildings  in  thoroughly  good  condition, 
fh  fvT  now  neea<  overhauling  and  painting  to  a  greater  extent 
tnan  the  small  amount  usually  spent  for  repairs  out  of  the  general 
appropriation.  The  board  recommends  and  has  estimated  for  an 
appropriation  of  $1,500  for  making  general  repairs  to  all  of  the 
windings  needing  them  and  for  painting  them.    I  send  with  this 
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report  an  estimate  of  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1903.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  30,  1901. 
Dear  Sirs:  Replying  to  your  recent  request  for  a  report  of  this 
institution  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  we  have  to  state  as  fol- 
lows: Total  number  of  inmates  on  July  1,  1900,  28;  total  number 
admitted  during  the  year,  25  (of  whom  15  were  admitted  upon  com- 
mitments by  the  courts  and  10  by  the  ^resident  of  the  board,  through 
applications  by  parents  or  guardians,  including  transfers  so  made  from 
the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians);  number  of  white  girls  admitted, 
2;  number  of  colored  girls  admitted,  23.  The  causes  for  which  these 
commitments  were  made  were  as  follows:  Incorrigibility,  21;  larceny, 
4.  Three  girls  who  had  previously  been  apprenticed  were  returned 
to  the  school.  Number  finally  discharged  during  the  year,  having 
reached  the  statutory  age  of  21,  3;  number  provisionally  released  to 
parents  and  guardians,  7 ;  number  apprenticed  under  indenture  for 
service  in  private  families,  3;  number  escaped,  2.  One  of  these  has 
not  been  recovered.  The  other  was  taken  into  custody  by  the  police 
and  sentenced  to  jail  by  the  police  court  on  previous  charges  of  lar- 
ceny.   Total  number  of  inmates  on  June  30,  1901,  40. 

The  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  inmates  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  during  February,  1901,  the  new  building  of  the  school  was 
occupied,  and  additional  room  was  thus  furnished.  The  old  building 
will  accommodate  27  girls  and  the  new  building  63.  The  new  building, 
being  the  larger,  is  used  for  colored  girls,  and  the  old  building  for 
white  girls,  of  whom  a  less  number  than  of  colored  girls,  of  the  legally 
defined  classes,  find  their  way  to  institutions  of  reform  and  discipline 
in  this  District.  It  is  our  experience,  which  we  believe  is  a  pretty 
uniform  experience  in  this  country,  that  for  many  practical  and 
proper  reasons  the  two  classes  of  girls  can  be  best  dealt  with,  trained, 
and  reformed  by  separation  in  their  living  arrangements  and  their 
work,  although  in  both  respects  the  treatment  is  identically  the  same. 
We  shall  continue  to  follow  this  policy  in  the  future  as  we  receive 
additional  white  girls. 

The  state  of  discipline  and  health  of  the  school  during  the  year  have 
been  excellent.  There  has  been  no  insubordination  of  any  moment 
nor  beyond  the  usual  individual  instances,  nor  have  any  special  repress- 
ive measures  been  required. 

During  the  year,  as  indicated,  the  new  building  was  completed  and 
equipped  and  occupied,  and  our  experience  has  been  that  in  most 
respects  the  building  is  well  adapted  for  its  purposes,  and  in  reference 
to  space,  arrangement,  and  equipment  is  well  up  to  the  requirements 
°  Th        !*nowledge  and  practical  experience. 

.  ine  heating  and  water-supplv  system  (which  latter  includes  a  pump- 
ing station  from  the  Distriet  mains  to  the  auxiliary  tank  in  the  build- 
ing) are  adequate  and  satisfactory;  the  doors  of  the  girls'  rooms  are 
controlled  by  an  automatic  locking  and  unlocking  device;  the  plumb- 
ing and  sanitary  arrangements  are  good;  the  building  is  equipped  with 
two  modern,  iron  fire  escapes  and  suitable  amounts  and  dispositions 
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of  hose  with  racks  and  fire  extinguishers.  A  revised  scheme  of  dis- 
cipline for  daily  routine  and  fire  instructions,  etc.,  has  been  adopted, 
a  copy  of  which  accompanies  this  report. 

Along  with  the  completion  of  the  building  and  equipment  out  of 
the  special  appropriation  applicable  to  these  ends,  both  buildings  were 
surrounded  by  a  substantial  brick  wall  about  10  feet  high,  giving 
separate  yards  to  each  and  adding  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the 
institution  as  a  whole  and  to  the  precautions  against  escapes.  As  a 
part  of  this  brickwork  a  passage  or  corridor  was  built  along  the 
front  portion  of  this  wall  connecting  the  two  buildings,  thus  provid- 
ing for  their  joint  administration  as  far  as  possible.  With  the  open- 
ing of  spring  the  work  of  symmetrical  grading  required  by  the  new 
construction  and  the  fencing  of  the  property,  especially  along  the 
line  of  the  Little  Falls  road,  was  begun  and  has  been  pushed  forward 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  until  now  the  appearance  of  the  building  and 
grounds  shows  an  orderly  arrangement  and  neatness  which  have  not 
heretofore  been  possible.  This  work  will  be  continued  as  fast  as  our 
resources  will  permit,  and  by  next  summer  it  is  expected  a  complete 
rearrangement  and  improvement  of  the  grounds  will  have  been 
accomplished. 

You  have  been  sufficiently  advised  heretofore  of  the  character  of  the 
work  and  discipline  carried  on  both  on  the  domestic  side  of  the  school 
and  in  the  farm  and  garden  work.  A  proper  proportion  of  the  work 
done  by  the  girls  is  done  in  the  open  air  in  the  ordinary  cultivation  of 
the  garden  and  farm.  The  opportunity  thus  to  work  out  of  doors  is 
prized  by  the  girls  and  amounts  to  a  reward  for  good  conduct.  We 
append  here  a  statement  of  the  work  done  and  the  products  raised 
during  the  year,  with  an  inventorv  of  the  stock  and  farm  equipment 
on  hand: 

STATEMENT  OF  WORK  DONE,  ETC. 

Besides  the  work  of  the  girls  in  the  school,  in  the  laundry,  kitchen, 
and  other  domestic  service,  as  indicated  on  the  daily  routine,  and  in 
the  cultivation  of  the  farm  and  garden,  there  have  been  made  during 
the  year  the  following  articles:  Dresses  and  other  articles  of  wearing 
apparel,  1,286  pieces;  sheets,  towels,  tablecloths,  and  other  articles  of 
house  linen  1,604  pieces;  making  a  total  of  2,890  pieces.  In  addition, 
72newmattresse8  were  made  and  27  old  mattresses  were  remade. 

lhe  farm  products  follow:  Eggs,  5,400;  milk,  2,450  gallons;  white 
potatoes,  8b  bushels;  sweet  potatoes,  16  barrels;  turnips,  16  bushels; 
onions,  <  bushels;  tomatoes,  44  bushels;  hay,  3  tons;  rye  straw,  3  tons; 
corn  fodder  and  sugar  cane  and  cow  peas  as  fodder,  21  tons;  and  suf- 
ficient quantities  ot  other  vegetables  and  fruits  to  supply  the  school. 
JNine  hogs,  3  calves,  and  51  chickens  were  killed 

The  stock ^n  hand  is  as  follows:  Three  horses,  5  cows,  1  heifer,  10 
hogs,  and  160  chickens.  The  farm  and  garden  implements  include  6 
wagons  and  carts  of  various  sorts,  with  5  sets  of  harness;  1  scale;  6 
plows;  2  harrows;  2  cultivators;  2  feed  cutters;  2  lawn  mowers,  with 
the  necessary  smaller  tools  and  implements,  both  for  the  farm  work 
and  the  engineer. 

The  furnishings  and  equipment  of  the  two  buildings,  not  heretofore 
noted,  are  such  as  are  ordinarily  in  use  in  similar  institutions  and  are 
known  to  you  through  inspection  by  members  of  your  board. 
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A  great  deal  of  work  in  the  way  of  improvement  and  repair  has  been 
done  daring  the  year,  especially  in  the  old  building  and  on  the  barns, 
such  as  plumbing  work,  plaster  repair,  and  painting  and  carpentering, 
a  great  part  of  it  being  done  by  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
school. 

You  will  recall  that  besides  the  main  property  of  about  19  acres 
there  is  a  small  additional  tract  of  some  15  acres  a  half  mile  away  along 
the  Conduit  road,  which  has  been  assigned  out  of  the  Government 
property  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  pasture  lot  and  for  such  additional 
cultivation  in  staples  as  we  may  from  time  to  time  find  necessary. 

We  send  with  this  a  summary  of  the  treasurer's  reports  for  the 
year,  of  which  you  have  heretofore  received  quarterly  abstracts  in  the 
form  submitted  by  yourselves. 

As  to  the  estimates  for  appropriations  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  we 
have  to  say  that  since  the  school  accommodations  have  been  increased 
the  number  of  inmates  is  steadily  growing  and  is  likely  to  grow  each 
year  until  the  capacity  is  fully  occupied.  We  think  that  the  present 
appropriations  (31  Stats.,  842)  should  at  least  be  maintained,  viz, 
$6,385  for  salaries  and  $10,000  for  maintenance,  because,  although  in 
the  current  year  a  substantial  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  salaries 
was  returned  to  the  Treasury  as  an  unexpended  balance,  we  are  neces 
siirilv  adding  to  our  list  of  employees  from  time  to  time  and  filling 
those  positions,  such  as  teachers  of  industries  and  assistant  engineer, 
of  whose  services,  until  the  new  building  was  occupied,  we  did  not  need 
to  avail  ourselves.  We  ought,  therefore,  to  be  in  a  position  for  the 
fiscal  year  1902-3  to  avail  of  the  full  scope  heretofore  granted  to  us 
by  Congress  in  this  regard.  The  positions  mentioned  have  all  beer 
tilled  since  the  close  of  the  year  now  under  review.  As  to  mainte 
nance,  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1901,  only  $4.02  was  covered  back  into  the  Treasury  as  unexpended 
balance,  and  therefore  we  think  it  is  clear  that  the  appropriation  on 
that  account  for  the  current  year,  viz,  $10,000,  should  be  fully  main- 
tained, if  not  increased  to  $12,000.  It  is  of  course  difficult  to  forecast 
what  number  of  inmates  we  may  have  by  the  1st  of  July,  1902,  but  in 
view  of  the  proper  consideration  of  all  contingencies  and  of  the  fact  that 
the  balance  of  any  unexpended  moneys  is  required  by  law  to  be  returned 
annually  into  the  Treasury,  we  conclude  that  $12,000  would  be  a  propel 
amount  to  ask  from  Congress  for  maintenance  for  the  year  1902-3. 

We  need  not  refer  especially  to  the  legislation  of  the  past  year 
applicable  to  the  courts,  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  and  this 
institution  in  their  inter-relations  in  dealing  with  the  control  and  cus- 
toay  oi  such  girls  as  we  receive,  because  the  acts  we  have  in  mind,  and 
particularly  the  act  of  February  25,  1901,  relating  to  this  school  are 
IS  ™*y  k™wn  to  you.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  public 
business  transacted  at  the  Freedmen's  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1901. 

The  very  brief  period  during  which  the  entire  work  of  the  hospital 
has  been  under  my  supervision  has  not  afforded  me  sufficient  oppor- 
tunity to  collect  and  formulate  the  necessary  data  usually  embodied 
in  the  annual  report  for  this  institution.  I  have  been  in  charge  of  the 
hospital  less  than  one  month,  and  have  been  compelled  to  continue 
the  executive  and  professional  part  of  the  general  work  here  just  at 
the  point  where  my  predecessor,  Dr.  A.  M.  Curtis,  left  off.  This 
sudden  widening  of  the  field  of  my  duties  has  left  me  but  little  time 
for  collecting  material  for  this  report. 

The  general  work  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year  has  been  con- 
ducted along  the  lines  indicated  in  our  last  annual  report,  and  with 
but  few  exceptions  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  hospital  have 
rendered  faithful  and  efficient  service  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
Hut  it  has  been  a  matter  of  quite  frequent  comment  that  the  surgical 
work  of  the  hospital  has  been  permitted  to  develop  at  the  expense  of 
the  medical. 

This  fact  has  been  made  apparent  by  the  increased  per  cent  of  loss 
in  medical  cases  and  by  the  facility  with  which  the  needs  of  the  surgi- 
cal department  were  satisfied  while  those  of  the  medical  department 
were  often  unheeded. 

This  situation  hinders  the  progress  of  the  general  work  in  the 
hospital,  and  thwarts  its  development  along  comprehensive  and  prac- 
tical lines.  In  my  opinion  neither  of  these  branches  of  the  hospital 
work  should  be  allowed  to  grow  at  the  expense  of  the  other;  both 
should  be  developed  together  and  provided  with  equal  facilities. 

PATIENTS. 

The  appended  tables  will  show  in  classified  detail  the  number  of 
patients  treated  by  the  hospital  corps  during  the  past  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  number  of  patients  received  into  the 
hospital  represents  an  increase  of  only  eight  over  the  number  received 
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during  the  previous  year,  while  the  whole  number  treated  in  the  hos- 
pital and  out-patients  department  by  the  hospital  corps  during  the 
past  year  represents  a  decrease  of  388  from  the  total  number  treated 
during  the  preceding  year. 

The  out-patient  cases  represent  those  who  come  to  the  hospital  for 
treatment  at  the  various  clinics  and  then  return  to  their  homes  imme- 
diately, and  the  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  cases  treated  is  due  to 
the  decrease  in  the  number  of  out-patient  cases. 

RECOMMENDATIONS.  . 

The  temporary  character  of  my  present  position  here  suggests  to 
me  the  impropriety  of  attempting  any  comprehensive  recommenda- 
tions concerning  any  change  in  the  policy  or  personnel  of  the  hospital; 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  very  urgent  needs  of  the  hospital  impels  me 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  them. 

First  and  foremost  is  the  urgent  need  of  a  new  building  large  enough 
to  gather  all  the  various  wards  of  the  hospital  under  a  single  roof,  and 
equipped  with  all  the  needed  appliances  of  a  modern  hospital.  This 
need  lias  been  strongly  presented  to  the  Department  by  every  surgeon 
in  chief  for  the  past  ten  years,  and  its  urgency  grows  stronger  and  the 
necessity  more  apparent  year  by  }Tear.  The  most  casual  inspection  of 
the  present  buildings  will  disclose  their  utter  unfitness  for  the  success- 
ful work  of  the  hospital.  They  are  old,  antiquated  frame  structures, 
difficult  to  heat,  troublesome  to  ventilate,  and  inaccessible. 

Another  pressing  need  is  that  of  a  large  boiler  in  the  engine  room. 
Those  now  in  use  are  of  a  very  ancient  type  and  have  been  already 
condemned  by  the  District  authorities.  A  new  horizontal  tubular 
boiler  could  easily  do  the  work  of  both  the  old  boilers,  and  in  a  far 
more  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner. 

We  are  in  need  of  new  ranges  in  the  culinary  department,  these  in 
use  at  present  being  unlit  for  service  and  beyond  repairs. 

Another  need  is  that  of  a  new  laundiy  outtit.  The  present  apparatus 
in  use  is  old,  worn  out,  weakened  by  frequent  repairs,  and  wholly 
inadequate  for  efficient  service. 

The  appropriation  for  the  present  fiscal  year  will  not  admit  of  these 
repairs  and  extra  needs,  and  I  urgently  recommend  that  an  appropria- 
tion of  $1,500  be  asked  of  Congress,  which  sum  would  place  facilities 
at  our  disposal  that  would  greatly  enlarge  the  usefulness  of  the  hos- 
pital, increase  the  efficiency  of  its  service,  and  reduce  the  unnecessar}r 
labor  of  its  officers  and  employees. 

1  would  recommend  that  the  number  of  internes  be  increased  from 
tour  to  six,  since  the  stress  of  labor  upon  those  now  in  service  makes 
too  p-eat  a  demand  upon  their  time  to  be  consistent  with  efficient  pro- 
fessional service. 

The  hospital  during  the  past  year  has  not,  I  regret  to  say,  received 
trom  all  of  the  visiting  staff  that  attention  and  help  which  the  needs 
ot  tne  institution  demanded.  But  since  this  staff  is  composed  of  phy- 
sicians who  have  achieved  success  in  their  several  lines  of  professional 
woiK,  and  who  are  expected  to  serve  the  hospital  without  pay,  this 
ooseivation  is  submitted  more  as  the  statement  of  a  fact  than  as  the 
miking  ot  a  criticism.

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

Freedmen's  Hospital, 
Washington,  D.  G,  July  1,  1901. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  this  training  school  for  nurses 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

The  final  examinations  of  the  graduating  class  were  not  completed  until  the  latter 
part  of  May.  The  graduating  exercises  took  place  in  the  Andrew  Rankin  Memorial 
Chapel,  May  7, 1901,  at  which  time  the  graduates,  sixteen  in  number,  were  presented 
with  diplomas  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Rankin,  president  of  Howard  University. 

Several  of  the  nurses  have  had  slight  ailments  from  time  to  time  in  the  course  of 
the  year,  but  nothing  of  a  prolonged  or  serious  nature  except  one  instance.  One 
having  contracted  smallpox  while  quarantined  in  a  ward  where  a  case  had  developed, 
wan  sent  to  the  smallpox  hospital. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Sarah  C.  Ebersole,  the  former  efficient  superintendent  of 
nurses,  and  the  appointment  of  two  successors  to  the  position  within  a  year,  neces- 
sarily made  some  interruption  and  irregularity  in  recitations  and  practical" class  work. 

The  regular  lec  tures  by  the  staff  of  physicians  and  the  lectures  and  demonstrations 
on  massage  were  continued  without  interruption.  Judging  from  the  examination 
papers,  the  class  did  not  fall  below  the  usual  average. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  nurses  almost  without  exception  manifest  an  interest 
m  their  work  and  are  earnest  and  faithful  in  their  effort  to  receive  and  to  apply  to 
their  work  the  instruction  given,  as  well  as  to  cooperate  with  the  authorities  in 
measures  taken  to  maintain  the  standard  of  the  school.

During  the  month  of  trial 
pared  for  ^  -g  accePted  as  a  pupil  in  the  school  the  applicant  must  be  pre- 
an  exammation  in  reading,  penmanship,  simple  arithmetic,  and  English 
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dictation.  The  examination  is  to  test  the  applicant's  ability  to  read  aloud  well,  to 
write  legibly  and  accurately,  to  understand  arithmetic  as  far  as  fractions  and  per 
cent,  and  take  notes  of  lectures.  This  amount  of  education  is  indispensable  for  a 
member  of  the  school,  but  applicants  are  reminded  that  women  of  superior  educa- 
tion and  cultivation  will  be  preferred. 

During  the  probationary  month,  board,  lodging,  and  laundry  work  are  provided 
by  the  school.    The  probationer  provides  her  own  dress. 

The  training-school  authorities  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  a 
pupil  with  the  school  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct,  inefficiency,  or  neglect  of 
duty.  Those  who  prove  satisfactory  are  accepted  as  pupils  after  signing  a  written 
agreement  to  remain  at  the  school  for  two  years,  including  the  probationary  month, 
and  during  that  time  to  obey  the  rules  of  the  school  and  hospital  and  to  be  subordi- 
nate to  the  authorities  governing  the  same.  Pupils  reside  at  the  home  and  serve  as 
assistants  in  various  departments  of  the  hospital  for  the  full  two  years.  They  are 
also  expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  to  them  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses. 

After  the  month  of  probation  pupils  are  required,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the  dress 
prescribed  by  the  hospital,  which  is  a  blue  gingham,  simply  made,  with  white  apron 
and  cap  and  linen  collar  and  cuffs.    Probationers  are  not  allowed  to  wear  this  dress. 

In  addition  to  their  board  and  lodging,  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  laundry  work, 
the  nurses  will  be  provided  with  uniforms,  the  necessary  note  and  text  books,  also 
$5  per  month.  This  sum  is  not  given  as  pay  for  services  rendered,  it  being  consid- 
ered that  their  education  during  that  time  is  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7.30  a.  m.  to  7.30  p.  m.,  with  an  hour  off  for 
dinner  and  additional  time  for  exercise  or  rest.  The  pupils  have  a  right  to  one-half 
of  Sunday  and  are  often  given  a  half  day  in  the  week.  A  vacation  of  two  weeks  is 
allowed  each  year  during  the  summer.  In  sickness  the  pupils  are  cared  for  gratui- 
tously, but  the  time  lost  must  be  made  up. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians  and  surgeons 
at  the  bedside  of  the  patients  and  by  the  superintendent  and  head  nurse.  A  regular 
course  of  lectures,  recitations,  and  demonstrations  is  also  given,  with  examinations 
at  stated  periods.  When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended  the  nurses  receive,  if 
they  pass  the  examination  and  are  otherwise  satisfactory,  a  diploma  certifying  to  the 
course  of  training  and  practice. 

Course  of  training.

(1)  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  wounds;  the  application  of  fomenta- 
tions, poultices,  cups. 

J2)  The  administration  of  enemas  and  use  of  catheter.

Board  of  Charities. 

Gentlemen:  I  transmit  herewith  the  reports  of  the  medical  super- 
intendent, the  superintendent  of  the  training  school,  the  report  of 
hidy  visitors,  and  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  Columbia  Hospital  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

The  report  of  the  medical  superintendent  shows  that  the  number  of 
admissions  to  the  hospital,  the  number  of  surgical  operations  per- 
formed, the  number  of  births,  the  daily  average  of  patients,  and  the 
amounts  received  from  pay  patients  were  greater  than  in  any  previous 
year.  During  the  same  period  the  dispensary  service  has  been  greatly 
increased  and  improved. 

On  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  obstetrical  department, 
a  new  ward  containing  fourteen  beds  is  now  in  process  of  construction, 
and  will  be  completed  early  in  August.  The  cost  of  this  improvement 
will  be  paid  out  of  the  pay -patients  fund. 

It  is  believed  that  the  hospital  is  now  in  a  better  condition  and  is 
equipped  to  render  greater  and  more  satisfactory  service  to  those  for 
whose  benefit  it  is  maintained  than  at  any  previous  time  in  its  history. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000,  made  for  the  current  year,  will  not  be 
sufficient  for  the  construction  of  an  elevator  and  for  making  the 
repairs  required.  It  is,  therefore,  earnestly  recommended  that  an 
appropriation  of  $2,500  be  asked  for  the  construction  and  equipment 
of  an  electric-power  elevator,  and  for  other  necessary  repairs. 

A  request  and  recommendation  for  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  hospital,  including  the  heating  and  lighting  of 
the  nurses,  home  building  connected  therewith,  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1903,  is  respectfully  urged.

prS?TITEMENa:,J  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1901: 

The  number  of  admissions,  the  number  of  births,  the  daily  average  of  patients,  and 
tm  amount  collected  from  pay  patients  were  all  greater  than  in  any  previous  year, 
cdgni  hundred  and  forty  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year,  165  more  than 
>ear  and  145  more  than  any  previous  year.    The  daily  average  of  patients  was 
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56.99,  as  against  43.99  last  year.  The  number  of  births  was  310,  as  against  246  last 
year. 

The  number  of  surgical  operations  was  343,  as  against  292  last  year.  Two  hundred 
and  six  laparotomies  were  performed  during  the  year. 

Four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven  visits  were  made  by  patients  to  the 
dispensary,  an  increase  of  2,401  over  last  year.  The  morning  dispensary,  which  was 
opened  for  the  first  time  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  is  now  fairly  well  attended, 
and  the  attendance  is  increasing.  Two  hundred  and  forty-nine  pay  patients  were 
treated  during  the  year  and  $7,233.72  was  collected  from  pay  patients. 

On  account  of  the  overcrowding  of  the  obstetrical  department  permission  was 
granted  to  erect  a  14-bed  ward.  The  construction  was  begun  during  June  and  will 
probably  be  completed  early  in  August.  A  well-appointed  bathroom  adjoins  the 
ward.  The  amount  of  pay-patient  fund  saved  during  the  year  is  more  than  enough 
to  pay  for  this  addition. 

During  the  year  the  front  and  ends  of  the  main  building  and  a  part  of  the  interior 
of  the  cottage  and  main  building  were  painted.  The  operating  room  was  painted 
and  refitted  with  excellent  instruments.  Most  of  the  private  rooms  were  painted 
and  refitted. 

The  rear  of  the  main  building  and  all  of  the  exterior  of  the  cottage  are  greatly  in 
need  of  paint.  The  kitchen  range  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one.  Most  of  the 
wards  and  halls  should  be  refloored.

Report  op  the  School  op  Nursing  op  Columbia  and  the  Children's  Hospital. 

Gentlemen:  Allow  me  to  present  the  report  of  the  training  school  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1901.  It  is  now  ten  years  since  the  school  was  established  by  Miss 
Pope. 

On  J une  14  last  fourteen  nurses  received  their  diplomas.  The  commencement  exer- 
cises were  held  at  Columbian  University  hall.  The  Rev.  Ulysses  G.  B.  Pierce  made  a 
very  happy  address,  in  which  he  said  much  that  was  encouraging  and  flattering  to 
the  nurses. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Wilson  then  presented  the  diplomas. 

Miss  Julia  A.  Nicholls,  who  has  had  charge  of  our  maternitv  department  for  the 
last  two  and  a  half  years,  leaves  us  to  take  the  position  of  superintendent  of  nurses 
of  the  University  Hospital,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  and  Miss  Myrta  Woodson  has  been 
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appointed  in  her  place.    Notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  nurses  added  to  our 
register  last  year  we  are  yet  unable  to  supply  the  calls  for  private  cases.    I  must 
again  thank  the  physicians  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  nurses.

Report  op  Board  op  Lady  Visitors. 

June,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  The  board  of  lady  visitors  submits  the  following  report: 

The  regular  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid,  and  monthly  meetings  held  from 
November  to  June,  as  usual,  during  the  past  year.  After  the  latter  date,  however,  it 
being  impossible  to  secure  a  quorum,  owing  to  the  absence  from  the  city  of  many  of 
the  board,  the  meetings  are  discontinued,  but  the  visits  are  kept  up  from  time  to  time 
by  those  remaining  through  the  summer.  The  ladies  have  only  commendation  for 
the  present  administration,  whose  care  of  both  the  house  and  of  the  patients  seems  most 
satisfactory.  The  patients  express  themselves  as  fully  content  with  the  attention 
bestowed  by  both  doctors  and  nurses,  as  well  as  with  the  food  provided.  Not  a  com- 
plaint has  been  reported  by  any  visitor  during  the  past  year. 

The  Sabbath  services  have  been  regularly  held,  but  more  in  the  form  of  familiar 
talks  by  ladies  accustomed  to  such  work  than  in  that  of  a  stated  service.  A  much 
larger  attendance  has  been  the  result  and  more  interest  has  been  evinced,  wrhich 
seems  to  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  change.  The  Bibles  provided  have  evidently  been 
appreciated,  since  they  have  disappeared  in  about  an  even  ratio  with  the  number  of 
patients  returning  to  their  homes.  The  ladies,  however,  console  themseh  res  with  the 
thought  that  while  accessories  to  the  "larceny"  they  thereby  become  "city  mis- 
sionaries," and  they  will  endeavor  to  keep  the  supply  equal  to  the  demand. 

The  supply  box  has  been  kept  up,  152  garments  having  been  given  to  outgoing 
patients  during  the  year.  A  place  as  cook  has  been  found  for  a  colored  convalescent 
and  a  home  as  permanent  seamstress  for  a  homeless  white  woman  of  advanced  years, 
and  plans  are  now  being  perfected  to  send  another  to  the  seashore  for  a  few  weeks, 
JJJ  oro-er  that  she  may  again  be  competent  to  take  up  the  care  of  her  young  family, 
the  ladies  note  with  pleasure  an  improvement  in  the  class  of  young  women  being 
admitted  as  pupil  nurses,  and  strongly  recommend  that  higher  educational  qualifica- 
tions be  required,  as  they  believe  the  future  success  and  standing  of  our  school  of 
nursing  depends  largely  upon  care  in  this  direction.  They  would  also  urge  that  the 
instructors  of  our  nurses  be  recommended  to  impress  upon  them  the  importance  of 
the  tact  that  they  go  as  helpers  rather  than  as  additional  burdens  into  the  families 
requiring  their  services.  One  of  our  graduates  has  been  recent!  v  highly  complimented 
in  this  particular,  thereby  reflecting  credit  upon  our  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHILDREN'S  HOSPITAL. 

Report  of  the  President. 

The  following  reports  are  herewith  submitted,  viz:  Report  of  the 
medical  staff;  report  of  the  superintendent  on  the  school  of  nursing; 
report  of  the  board  of  lady  visitors;  report  of  the  treasurer. 

The  number  of  patients  received  during  the  year  was  427,  the  num- 
ber treated  in  the  dispensary  .1,858;  making  a  total  of  2,285. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  legacies  and  donations 
have  amounted  to  $800,  and  subscriptions  for  annual  dues  to  about  the 
same  amount.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  our  receipts, 
including  the  liberal  aid  given  us  by  the  board  of  lady  visitors,  have 
enabled  us  this  year  to  close  our  books  without  a  deficit.  Under  the 
new  rules  governing  the  board  of  charities  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia for  the  disbursement  of  Congressional  appropriations,  we  are  now 
at  liberty  to  receive  a  limited  number  of  pay  patients.  It  is  feared, 
however,  that  the  promise  of  large  legacies,  which  if  ever  realized 
must  be  in  the  far  distant  future,  is  giving  a  wrong  impression  in  the 
community  as  to  our  financial  condition.  Our  resources  are  being 
strained  to  the  utmost  to  meet  not  only  the  interest  on  our  heavy  debt, 
but  also  the  enlarged  expenditures,  greater  this  year  than  ever  before, 
because  of  the  increased  prices  of  both  fuel  and  provisions. 

During  the  past  year  the  hospital  has  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the 
death  of  one  of  its  oldest  friends,  the  chairman  of  our  executive  com- 
mittee and  of  the  medical  staff,  Dr.  J.  W.  H.  Lovejoy,  who,  by  his 
earnest  work  and  untiring  energy  for  many  years,  contributed  largely 
to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  hospital. 

While  we  have  cause,  we  think,  to  feel  encouraged  by  the  record  of 
the  past  year,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  strong  effort  is 
still  needed,  not  only  to  meet  our  current  expenses,  but  also  to  lift  the 
heavy  debt  by  which  we  find  ourselves  so  greatly  hampered  from  year 
to  year.

Report  of  the  Boajrd  of  Lady  Visitors. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  always  directed,  after  careful  consideration,  to 
the  greatest  need  among  the  many  claiming  the  attention  of  the  board.  It  has 
been  difficult  at  times  to  decide  what  especial  improvement,  along  with  the  routine 
work  always  demanding  thoughtful  administration,  it  would  be  wisest  in  which  to 
engage.  One  of  the  first  improvements  in  the  summer  of  1900  was  the  painting  of 
the  reception  room,  hall,  library,  front  hall,  and  vestibule,  at  a  cost  of  $150.  New 
shades  and  muslin  curtains,  refurnishing  of  table  and  chairs,  a  mantel  picture,  and 
minor  details  render  the  reception  room  more  nearly  what  it  is  desired  it  should  be. 
lne  doctor's  room  was  also  repapered  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Joseph  Dieter. 

JN early  100  mattresses  and  60  pillows  were  remade  in  the  spring  and  the  comple- 
ment of  hospital  linen  kept  up  by  monthly  supplies,  which  constitute  one  of  the 
strongest  features  of  our  work. 

The  diet-kitchen  instruction  has  been  maintained,  with  the  usual  satisfactory 
results.  By  careful  management  the  only  expense  incurred  has  been  the  salary  of 
me  teacher.  Generous  contributions  have  supplied  all  the  materials  used  during 
\hl  J™'  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company  donated  a  new  gas  stove  when 
the  former  one  was  worn  out 

After  some  years  of  intermission  the  kindergarten  instruction  was  taken  up  again, 
SfW™11?  benefit.

"g  aoandoned  because  of  the  generous  check  for  $464  brought  in  by  children  who 
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had  worked  for  it  all  the  winter,  reaping  the  benefits  of  their  work  at  a  fair  held  at 
the  residence  of  Mrs.  Munn. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Fanny  Ricketts  last  December  the  hospital  lost  one  of  its  best 
friends  and  helpers.  Her  generous  impulses,  her  wise  judgment,  and  great  executive 
powers  furthered  its  interests  through  many  years  of  its  history.  To  her  eloquent 
presentation  of  its  great  work  and  needs  before  legislature  and  the  public  the  hospital 
is  indebted  for  many  of  its  benefits  to-day. 

The  efforts  of  the  committee  appointed  for  Thanksgiving  Day  brought  a  good  result 
in  groceries  and  money. 

The  entertainment  committee  gave  the  usual  beautiful  Christmas  tree  and  happy 
Christmas  to  the  sick  children,  and  also  the  Easter  festival,  which,  however,  had  to 
be  held  a  little  later  this  year  on  account  of  the  existence  of  measles.  The  usual 
supplying  of  ice  cream  by  this  committee  during  the  summer  was  never  more  grate- 
fully appreciated  than  in  the  excessive  heat  of  the  past  year  of  1900,  when  it  helped 
through  many  otherwise  almost  unbearable  days. 

To  Mr.  J.  E.  Berry  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Knox  the  thanks  of  this  hospital  are  due  for 
their  generosity  in  giving  the  children  pleasant  drives  through  the  heated  weather. 

The  various  guilds  are  constantly  visiting  the  hospital  and  in  their  quiet  way 
helping  to  secure  what  it  needs  and  to  meet  its  wants.  To  St.  Mary's  Guild,  the 
Children's  Hospital  Guild,  St.  Katherine's  Guild,  this  board  makes  grateful  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  unseen  hands  that  help  in  carrying  the  burden  of  their  work.  The 
junior  sewing  class  has  given  very  material  aid,  not  only  in  work  done  by  them,  but 
by  donations  as  well,  their  last  donation  being  $25,  given  for  particularly  sick 
children  for  luxuries  during  the  hot  summer. 

A  fine  sterilizer  costing  $500  and  a  mangle  costing  $50  were  put  in  by  this  board 
during  the  winter.  Both  are  doing  good  work  and  giving  general  satisfaction.  M  iss. 
Miller  secured  several  donations  for  the  sterilizer;  $100  was  contributed  by  Mrs. 
Westinghouse,  $200  by  St.  Mary's  Guild,  and  $25  by  Mrs.  Huidekoper  for  this  pur- 
pose, the  board  working  hard  to  pay  the  remainder  of  the  cost. 

The  next  improvement  of  consequence  contemplated  is  a  large  X-ray  apparatus 
which  the  board  at  present  is  taking  steps  to  secure  and  which  will  greatly  advance 
and  further  up-to-date  work  in  the  clinic. 

The  year  closes  with  the  commencement  of  the  school  of  nurses.  This  present 
class  made  a  higher  average  than  any  attained  before.  This,  with  the  daily  adminis- 
trations of  skilled  physicians  and  the  unprecedented  record  of  our  resident' physician 
at  his  university,  should  stimulate  the  ambition  for  the  best  equipment  we  can  give 
the  hospital  in  the  future.

Report  of  the  ScnooL  of  Nursing  connected  with  the  Children's  and  Columbia 

Hospitals. 

Dear  Siks:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  school  of  nursing  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

At  the  ninth  annual  commencement  14  pupil  nurses  were  presented  for  graduation. 
The  exercises  were  held  at  the  Columbian  University  hall  June  14, 1901,  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Wilson  president  of  the  board  of  directors,  Columbia  Hospital,  presiding.  The 
Rev.  Alfred  Harding  opened  the  exercises  with  prayer.  A  very  appropriate  and 
pleasing  address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Ulysses  G.  B.  Pierce,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  the  announcement  of  graduates  and  conferring  of  diplomas  by  Dr.  George  N. 
Acker,  dean  of  the  training  school. 

There  are  at  present  40  pupil  nurses  under  training  in  both  hospitals,  an  additional 
one  being  added  to  the  number  of  last  vear,  by  the  consent  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee, to  supply  the  call  for  another  nurse  to  the  Columbian  University  Hospital, 
in  January,  1901. 

We  have  had  a  large  number  of  applicants  during  the  year;  10  accepted  into  the 
school,  2  resigned,  and  1  dismissed.  We  have  100  graduates,  including  this  year's 
class;  18  holding  hospital  positions,  3  still  in  armv  hospital  service,  12  married, 
1  deceased,  and  the  remainder  doing  private  nursing' in  this  city  and  elsewhere. 

The  registries  for  nurses  at  both  hospitals  are  in  a  good  condition.  Although  hav- 
ing a  large  number  of  nurses,  we  frequently  have  more  calls  than  we  can  supply. 

The  alumnae  association  of  the  school  has  increased  in  members  the  past  year,  and 
is  now  represented  in  the  National  Associated  Alumnae  of  the  United  States. 

The  school  has  sustained  a  great  loss  by  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  W.  H.  Lovejoy,  he 
having  held  the  position  of  dean  of  the  training  school  since  its  organization. 
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To  the  board  of  directors  and  the  ladies'  board  of  visitors  we  extend  our  sincere 
tl Kinks;  also  to  the  present  dean  and  lecturing  staff  for  their  instructions  and  kind- 
nesses shown  the  nurses  during  the  year.

The  board  of  trustees  wish  to  emphasize  the  work  done  in  the  dis- 
pensary as  being  of  a  far-reaching  nature,  and  for  which  no  aid  is 
given  by  the  Government. 

The  ambulances  brought  245  cases  to  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year,  many  of  which  were  of  a  very  serious  nature.  This  work  we 
think  should  receive  some  recognition  from  your  board.  The  present 
contract  and  plan  seems  to  be  working  satisfactorily,  and  if  the  average 
number  of  patients  continues  as  it  has  during  July  and  August  the 
hospital  will  be  able  to  exceed  the  present  appropriation  by  over  $1,000. 
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Wo  hope  the  board  of  charities  will  investigate  this  matter  before  rec- 
ommending to  Congress  the  amount  of  our  appropriation  for  next 
year.  and.  if  possible,  increase  the  same  to  $10,000.

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BEPORT  OF  PROVIDENCE  HOSPITAL. 

Providence  Hospital, 
Washington,  D.  C,  September  16,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request  we  beg  to  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901.  Our  regular 
annual  report  has  heretofore  been  made  on  the  31st  of  October  in  each 
year,  and  we  submit  herewith,  and  as  a  part  hereof,  our  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1900.  Hereafter  our  annual  report 
will  be  made  to  conform  with  your  fiscal  year  ending  June  30. 

Between  the  dates  of  July  1,  1900,  and  June  30,  1901,  we  received 
and  cared  for  2,692  patients.  Of  this  number  2,607  were  treated  in 
main  building  and  85  in  isolation  building.  The  duration  of  treatment 
of  these  patients  varied,  as  will  be  more  fully  set  forth  in  our  regular 
annual  report. 

It  has  ever  been  the  aim  of  Providence  Hospital  to  never  refuse 
admission  and  treatment  to  worthy  sick.  During  the  past  year  we 
have  been  compelled,  owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  our  wards 
and  lack  of  space,  to  crowd  patients  together,  contrary  to  our  best 
judgment  of  hygienic  principles  that  patients  suffering  from  different 
diseases  should  be  separated  as  much  as  possible.  Every  available 
space  in  the  building,  including  the  hallways,  is  utilized  as  emergency 
wards,  dining  rooms,  etc. 

Realizing  some  time  ago  that  this  condition  must  continue,  but  in  a 
greater  degree,  we  had  plans  prepared  for  a  nurses'  home  and  power- 
house building,  where  all  the  nurses  could  be  housed  separate  and 
apart  from  the  patients  when  the  nurses  were  not  on  duty,  and  in  the 
same  building  apparatus  for  heating  and  lighting  the  entire  institution 
will  be  provided  for.  We  hope  that  this  building  will  be  soon  erected, 
Congress  having  appropriated  $50,000  toward  its  construction  and 
equipment.  Congress  also  authorized  us  to  borrow  $200,000  to  be  used 
in  the  enlargement  of  the  present  building  and  generally  increasing 
our  accommodations.  This  sum  we  borrowed  from  the  Philadelphia 
Savings  Fund  Society  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum.  The  new 
addition  is  now  under  way,  and  when  it  will  be  completed,  together 
with  the  nurses'  home  and  power  house,  it  will  more  than  double  our 
present  capacity  for  patients.  We  believe  that  when  these  improve- 
ments are  made  we  will  have  the  most  complete  hospital  in  the  world. 
All  of  the  modern  hospitals  in  the  United  States  and  in  Europe  were 
visited  before  the  final  adoption  of  the  plans  for  the  new  buildings, 
the  end  being  in  view  to  provide  Washington  with  a  hospital  in  keep- 
ing with  its  greatness  as  the  capital  city  of  the  United  States  and  the 
finest  city  in  the  world.  It  is  the  purpose  to  have  in  this  new  Provi- 
dence Hospital  everything  known  to  science  for  successfully  alleviating 
the  sufferings  and  treatment  for  the  sick. 

During  the  alterations  and  improvements  we  have  fixed  up  tempo- 
rary quarters  for  attendants  in  the  hospital  grounds  and  have  rented 
a  house  near  the  hospital  for  the  accommodation  of  some  of  the  nurses, 
so  that  the  efficiency  of  the  hospital  will  not  be  impaired  nor  the  accom- 
modations for  patients  diminished  during  the  construction  work. 
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Last  year  we  received  from  Congress  $19,000.  This  was  to  support 
an  average  daily  number  of  95  destitute  patients.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  ^average  daily  number  of  destitute  patients  in  our  hospital 
has  been  133.  We  are  enabled  to  do  this  additional  work  of  mercy  by 
receipts  of  money  from  private  rooms  and  by  observing  the  strictest 
economy  in  everything  pertaining  to  the  institution  consistent,  of 
course,  with  the  character  of  work  which  we  endeavor  to  perform. 
We  have  no  fixed  income  or  source  of  revenue,  except  that  which  we 
receive  from  Congress  and  the  revenue  from  private  rooms.  The 
Sisters  of  Charity  in  charge  of  the  hospital  labor  seventeen  hours 
each  day,  and,  of  course,  receive  no  monetary  compensation  for  their 
services. 

In  conclusion,  we  pray  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  continue  our  labor 
of  love  and  contribute  our  services  and  efforts  to  help  the  poor  and 
alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  afflicted,  that  being  our  mission,  and  we 
only  ask  such  appropriations  or  contributions  as  are  consistent  or  com- 
mensurate with  the  work  being  done  for  the  public  good  by  our  insti- 
tution, based  upon  your  observation  and  record  of  facts  which  we  have 
submitted  to  }'Our  board  quarterly.

October  31,  1900. 

GENERAL   INFORMATION  CONCERNING  THE  HOSPITAL. 

Providence  Hospital,  established  in  1861,  is  located  on  the  square  bounded  by  Sec- 
ond and  Third  and  D  and  E  streets  SE.,  having  a  high  and.  commanding  position  on 
an  eminence,  with  a  broad  view  in  every  direction.  The  front  faces  a  large  reserva- 
tion, giving  not  only  a  fine  view  to  the  north,  but  on  the  west  the  southern  portion 
of  the  city  is  overlooked — Georgetown,  the  Long  Bridge,  Arlington  Heights,  Alexan- 
dria, and  a  wide  sweep  of  the  Potomac  and  the  blue  hills  beyond,  constituting  a  tine 
view  trom  the  windows  of  the  public  wards.  The  elevation  of  the  hospital  above 
the  surrounding  grounds  and  buildings  exposes  it  to  the  breezes  from  every  quarter, 
by  which  it  is  cooled  in  summer  and  the  air  kept  fresh  at  all  times. 

The  humane  work  of  the  hospital  has  always  been  highly  appreciated  by  public 
men  and  private  citizens,  as  well  as  by  the  many  thousands  that  have  been  brought 
1  >ack  to  health  wTithin  its  walls.  During  the  recent  war  with  Spain  the  hospital  cared 
for  a  very  large  number  of  sick  and  injured  soldiers  from  the  camp  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  city  and  from  the  stations  in  the  South,  as  well  as  from  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico. 
It  also  sent  a  considerable  number  of  its  sisters  and  nurses  to  the  front  to  care  for  the 
disabled.  The  patriotism  of  the  late  Sister  Beatrice,  superioress  of  the  hospital,  was 
unbounded,  and  she  regretted  that  her  health  and  age  were  incompatible  with  work 
m  the  army  hospital. 

The  special  departments  of  medicine,  such  as  laryngology,  gynecology,  and  dis- 
eases of  the  eye  and  ear  are  in  charge  of  well-known  specialists,  so  that  by  this  divi- 
sion of  the  work,  added  to  the  regular  medical  and  surgical  staff,  patients  admitted 
to  this  hospital  can  feel  they  will  receive  the  most  careful  and  thorough  treatment. 

ine  appropriation  for  the  hospital,  which  provides  only  for  nonresidents,  is  lim- 
ited, and  is  at  a  very  small  per  diem  rate.  The  treatment  of  a  large  additional  num- 
ber oi  sick  poor  is  made  possible  by  receipts  of  money  from  private  wards.  No  cases, 
except  those  of  insanity,  are  refused  admission,  thus  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  a 
general  hospital. 

thT°rth-e  Public  wards  patients  are  admitted  on  the  order  of  the  Surgeon-General  of 
ie  Lnited  States  Army  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  where 
mey  receive  every  care  and  attention.    There  are  also  private  wards  and  rooms  into 
umch  patients  are  admitted  on  the  payment  of  $7,  $10,  $15,  $20,  or  $25  per  week. 
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Sailors  ore  admitted  to  the  marine  ward  and  treated  by  a  medical  officer  of  the 
Marine-Hospital  Service. 

The  hospital  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  ventila- 
tion. The  average  air  space  to  each  patient  is  896  cubic  feet,  exclusive  of  the  halls, 
which  would  increase  this  average  to  1,677  cubic  feet. 

The  members  of  the  attending  staff  will  visit  and  prescribe  for  patients  in  private 
rooms.  Such  patients,  when  able  to  pay  for  medical  services,  will  be  required  to  do 
so.  The  clinical  advantages  of  this  hospital  are  great.  Clinical,  medical,  and 
surgical  lectures  are  given  regularly  by  the  attending  staff. 

The  operating  room— a  semidetached  building — is  especially  designed  for  the  pur- 
pose and  is  equipped  for  modern  surgical  work.  This  building  is  in  charge  of  one 
of  the  Sisters,  who  devotes  her  time  to  it  and  the  preparation  of  surgical  dressings 
and  all  preparations  for  surgical  work.  The  amphitheater  has  a  seating  capacity  of  150. 

The  contagious  wards  are  now  in  operation,  and  during  the  year  89  patients  have 
been  treated  in  them  with  but  one  death. 

The  necessity  for  a  central  heating  and  power  station  is  becoming  more  and  more 
apparent.  The  disagreeable  effect  of  the  proximity  of  the  heating  boilers  to  some 
] tortious  of  the  hospital  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  summer  months.  The  over- 
crowding of  the  building  has  been  for  some  time  a  matter  for  serious  consideration. 
1  ustallation  of  an  electric  plant  for  lighting  and  elevator  power  is  much  desired.  An 
ice  plant  is  very  desirable.  All  these  improvements  can  be  secured  by  the  erection 
of  a  suitable  building,  the  plans  for  which  have  been  made.  This  building  should 
contain  the  heating  apparatus  for  the  whole  hospital;  dynamos  for  generating  all 
necessary  electric  power;  an  ice  plant  sufficiently  large  to  make  all  ice  used  in  the 
institution;  a  cold-storage  system;  sterilizers  for  clothing;  bedding,  including  hair 
mattresses  and  other  materials. 

The  appended  report  of  the  superintendent  of  nurses  shows  the  progress  and  pres- 
ent status  of  the  training  school  for  nurses  in  connection  with  the  hospital.  Its 
condition  is  such  as  to  render  pride  on  our  part  pardonable. 

Our  extreme  gratitude  is  due  the  many  kind  remembrances  of  a  number  of  friends 
of  the  hospital.  Especially  do  we  gladly  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  Mr.  N.  S. 
Simpkins  and  his  friends  for  installing  electric  bells  throughout  the  house  and  an 
X-ray  apparatus,  and  Mr.  John  R.  Galloway  for  the  work  in  connection  therewith. 
We  also  beg  to  acknowledge  the  thoughtful  kindness  of  the  Ladies  of  Charity  in 
sending  clothing,  etc.;  of  Col.  Theodore  A.  Bingham,  U.  S.  A.,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  in  sending  flowers,  which  help  to  lighten  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  atllieted,  and  of  many  other  friends  who  have  aided  us.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

The  training  school  for  nurses,  established  six  years  ago,  continues  in  successful  and 
harmonious  operation,  and  has  provided  a  course  of  training  from  its  very  beginning, 
which  has  kept  pace  with  the  increasing  demand  of  modern  medicine  and  surgery. 
This  school  was  the  first  in  Washington  to  adopt  the  three  years'  course  which  is  now 
obligatory  in  most  of  the  large  hospitals  in  the  country.  Through  the  hearty  coopera- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  medical  staff  the  school  has  been  enabled  to  reach  a  degree 
of  eminence  equal  to  that  of  any  institution  of  similar  kind,  and  has  provided  for  the 
hospital  a  staff  of  skillful  nurses  and  a  corps  of  graduates  upon  whom  there  has  been 
an  ever-increasing  demand.  Applicants  for  training  must  be  between  the  ages  of  23 
and  80,  must  possess  a  good  common-school  education,  and  present  letters  of  recom- 
mendation as  to  their  character  and  physical  fitness  to  undertake  the  arduous  duties 
of  the  profession.  If  approved,  applicants  are  received  for  two  months'  probation. 
At  the  end  of  this  period,  if  they  have  shown  an  adaptability  for  nursing,  they 
assume  the  full  duties  and  obligations  of  the  school.  A  monthly  allowance  of  $5  is 
given  for  books  and  incidentals.  This  is  not  considered  as  wages — the  training  which 
they  receive  being  deemed  ample  compensation  for  their  services  as  pupil  nurses. 
Two  weeks'  vacation  is  allowed  annually.  The  night  force  now  consists  of  five  nurses 
under  the  charge  of  a  night  sister  superintendent,  who  are  assisted  by  night  order- 
lies. The  pupil  nurses  are  divided  into  classes  of  juniors,  intermediates,  and  seniors, 
which  meet  twice  a  week  for  class  instruction  and  attend  lectures  by  members  of  the 
medical  staff.  Additional  instruction  is  given  in  massage  and  obstetrics,  the  latter 
by  outdoor  cases  under  the  direction  of  staff  physicians.  Written  and  oral  examina- 
tions are  held  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  followed  by  commencement  exercises. 
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At  the  last  commencement  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stafford  and  by 
Dr  J.  W.  Bayne,  after  which  the  following  nurses  were  awarded  the  medals  of  the 
school:  Miss  Belle  Moore,  Miss  Ella  Sheehan,  Washington,  D.  C;  Miss  Annie  Gal- 
lagher New  York;  Miss  Margaret  Ryan,  New  York;  Miss  Katherine  Bowen,  New 
York*  Miss  Katharine  Douglass,  Washington,  D.  C.J  Miss  Evelyn  Ridge  way,  Mary- 
land; 'Miss  Mary  Ridgeway,  Maryland. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  over  200  applications  to  the  school.  Of  this 
number  42  were  accepted  on  probation,  a  majority  of  whom  were  subsequently 
admitted  to  the  school,  which  now  has  a  membership  of  40.  With  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  nurses  additional  dormitories  have  been  provided,  with  separate  apart- 
ments on  the  upper  floor  for  night  nurses.  A  dining  hall,  with  an  adjacent  break- 
fast room  for  night  nurses,  has  been  fitted  up  on  the  third  floor. 

Lectures  are  now  held  in  the  amphitheater  twice  a  week  at  7  p.  m.,  this  arrange- 
ment having  proved  more  satisfactory  to  the  members  of  the  staff  and  interfering 
less  with  the  administration  of  the  hospital  affairs.

Vincent,  medicine,  January  7,  14,  21,  28.  Dr.  Mai lan,  surgery,  February  6,  13,  20, 
27;  March  6.  Resident  phvsicians,  hygiene  and  urinalysis,  February  4, 11,  18.  Dr. 
Parker,  pathology  and  bacteriology,  February  25,  March  5.  Dr.  Richardson,  larynx, 
March  11, 18.  Dr.  Bovee,  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  March  13,  20,  27;  April  3.  Dr.

REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  VISITORS. 

After  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  institution  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  it  in 
every  way  sustains  its  reputation  for  cleanliness,  order,  and  thoroughness.  The 
many  improvements  are  manifest,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  house  doctors,  and, 
still  further,  a  greater  increase  in  the  number  of  nurses,  which  latter  now  number 
40,  bring  the  institution  abreast  with  similar  institutions  of  the  land.  It  is  evident, 
however,  that  there  is  not  sufficient  room  for  all  patients  making  application  for 
admission,  since  during  the  past  year  space  used  for  other  purposes  has  been  used  to 
accommodate  the  excess,  but  no  deserving  sick  have  been  refused  admission.  During 
the  past  year  there  has  been  over  20  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  patients, 
which  condition  has  taxed  the  institution  to  its  fullest  capacity,  and  makes  more 
manifest  the  necessity  for  the  erection  of  a  building  to  be  used  as  a  nurses'  home,  for 
a  heating  plant,  ice  plant,  cold  storage,  etc. 

The  grand  work  for  which  the  hospital  is  intended  is  being  most  nobly  performed, 
and  that,  for  the  relief  of  suffering  humanity,  as  near  perfection  has  been  attained 
as  is  possible  in  human  work.

Gentlemen:  The  work  of  the  hospital  for  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory  in 
I  v. Jghest  degr(?e-  Tne  number  of  patients  treated  was  2,640,  as  compared  with 
-,180  for  the  previous  year.  The  mortality  rate,  though  higher  than  we  would  wish, 
is  lower  than  for  previous  years,  and  compares  favorably  with  similar  institutions 
throughout  the  country.  In  the  contagious  wards  especially  fortunate  was  this 
ieatiire.  There  were  treated  63  cases  of  scarlatina  with  but  1  death,  and  15  cases 
ol  measles,  4  of  diphtheria,  and  7  of  erysipelas,  with  no  deaths.  An  externe  staff  of 
jour  physicians  has  been  put  in  operation,  which,  with  the  excellent  service  of  the 
two  resident  physicians,  has  made  the  work  of  the  hospital  more  satisfactory  to  all 
coneerned.  Clinical  laboratories  have  been  established  in  every  ward  for  routine 
worfc.  rhis  feature  is  an  important  one  in  every  well-conducted  hospital.  An 
emergency  operating  room  has  been  installed  on  the  first  floor,  thus  ridding  the  reg- 
ular surgical  amphitheater  from  danger  of  infection  from  such  cases.   This  was  a 
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very  necessary  departure,  as  the  emergency  work  of  this  hospital  has  increased  at  an 
enormous  rate  during  the  past  few  years  and  now  forms  a  large  percentage  of  the 
work  done. 

The  necessity  for  more  room  has  been  apparent  to  every  person  connected  with  the 
institution,  and  it  seems  more  urgent  every  succeeding  day.  The  necessity  for  more 
careful  classification  of  patients  according  to  the  diseases  from  which  they  suffer  is 
now  fully  recognized,  and  steps  are  being  put  forward  to  more  fully  accomplish  this 
purpose. 

The  erection  of  a  new  building  for  purposes  of  heating  and  lighting  the  hospital  is 
urgently  needed,  particularly  as  it  may  be  employed  partly  as  a  dormitory  for  nurses, 
thus  relieving  the  crowded  condition.  The  40  nurses  now  occupy  four  wards  for 
sleeping  and  dining  rooms  that  might  be  otherwise  used  for  the  care  of  sick  people. 
The  value  of  electric  light  in  modern  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease  need  only 
to  be  mentioned  to  bring  to  your  minds  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  such  an 
electric-light  and  power  plant.  .This  building  as  planned  will  contain  not  only  a 
cold-storage  plant  and  an  ice  plant,  but  a  very  important  adjunct,  a  sterilizing  appa- 
ratus, in  which  even  the  hair  mattresses  may  be  successfully  renovated  and  cleaned. 
The  removal  of  the  boilers  from  the  main  building  will  also  give  additional  space 
lor  storage  and  cold  storage,  and  render  some  of  the  wards  more  comfortable  in  the 
heated  summer  season.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  building  is  $75,000,  and  it  is  ear- 
nestly hoped  the  friends  of  the  institution  will  come  to  its  rescue  in  this  time  of 
need,  as  without  financial  assistance  this  very  essential  structure  can  not  be  erected. 

The  medical  report  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1900,  as  pre- 
pared by  the  resident  physicians,  under  the  direction  of  your  committee,  is  hereby 
submitted.  The  following  statement  is  a  general  summary  of  the  work  done  in  that 
time:

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Washington,  September  11, 1901. 

The  Board  of  Charities: 

In  no  more  comprehensive  and  general  way  can  I  refer  to  the  work 
done  in  the  past  year  at  the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency  Hos- 
pital and  to  its  needs  than  by  quoting  the  first  paragraph  of  my  report 
for  1898: 

Probably  in  no  one  of  the  preceding  years  of  this  institution  have  the  purposes  of 
its  organization  been  more  satisfactorily  accomplished  than  during  the  past  year. 
The  perfect  harmony  and  cooperation,  as  well  as  the  eminent  skill  and  faithful 
labors  of  the  attending  staff,  have  greatly  enhanced  its  popularity.  It  is  only  to  be 
regretted  that  its  cramped  facilities  incapacitate  it  for  meeting  all  the  demands  made 
upon  it,  resulting  from  this  growth  in  popular  favor. 

For  statistical  information  relating  to  the  patients,  finances,  and 
internal  management  of  the  hospital  1  refer  to  the  official  reports  here- 
with submitted. 

As  in  former  reports,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to 
the  efficient  services  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board  in  the  making  of 
improvements  that  have  not  only  greatly  added  to  the  comfort  of 
patients,  but  have  also  enabled  the  members  of  the  attending  stall*  to 
perform  their  work  more  satisfactorily.  To  one  present  great  need  I 
desire  to  call  especial  attention,  and  that  is  to  the  obtaining  of  an  auto- 
mobile ambulance.  During  the  long  heated  term  of  the  past  summer 
the  horses  owned  by  the  hospital  gave  out  from  overwork,  and  had  it 
not  been  for  the  generous  act  of  the  Washington  Electric  Vehicle  and 
Transportation  Company  in  loaning  (without  charge)  to  the  hospital 
its  ambulance  lives  would  undoubtedly  have  been  lost  through  the  lack 
of  prompt  treatment.  An  automobile  ambulance  is  in  all  respects 
much  more  efficient  and  so  much  more  comfortable  for  nearly  all 
emergency  cases  that  no  emergency  hospital  should  be  without  one. 

The  trustees  therefore  respectfully  pray  that  in  considering  the 
matter  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Emergency  Hospital  for  the 
ensuing  year  the  honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
add  to  the  usual  appropriation  a  sum  sufficient  to  obtain  such  an 
ambulance.  Quite  recently,  but  prior  to  the  construction  of  those 
kind  of  ambulances,  the  old  ambulance  having  become  superannuated, 
a  few  philanthropic  citizens  of  Washington  contributed  the  money  for 
the  purchase  of  the  one  now  in  use. 

Herewith  is  transmitted  the  report  of  Dr.  Swan  M.  Burnett,  presi- 
dent of  the  attending  staff;  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  Hon.  John  B. 
Wight;  the  report  of  Miss  Irene  B.  Lenig,  the  superintendent,  and  the 
report  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board.

I  herewith  transmit  to  you  the  report,  in  detail,  of  the  work  done  in  the  various 
departments  under  the  care  of  the  attending  staff  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901.

The  aggregate  of  work  done  is  greater  than  in  any  previous  year  of  our  existence 
as  an  institution.  Compared  with  last  year,  the  increase  is  as  follows :  Total  num- 
ber of  visits,  1900,  35,201;  1901,40,170.  Operations,  1900, 2,502;  190],  2,768.  Ambu- 
lance calls,  1900,  988;  1901, 1,262.    Ward  patients,  1900,  617;  1901,  751. 

Every  indication  is  that  the  work  of  the  year  just  entered  upon  will  be  even  greater 
than  that  of  the  last,  in  spite  of  the  rigid  enforcement  of  the  rule  as  to  the  exclusion 
of  those  able  to  pay  a  physician.  In  this  endeavor  to  keep  out  the  unworthy  we 
have  again  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  valuable  aid  rendered  by  the  Associ- 
ated Charities. 

As  was  indicated  as  desirable  in  our  last  report,  some  important  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  fourth  floor  by  the  removal  of  the  Lionel  laboratory  to  a  smaller  room 
cut  off  from  the  laundry  on  the  north  side  of  the  building,  thus  securing  on  the  south 
side  in  the  room  thus  vacated  two  well-equipped  strongrooms  for  violent  cases  and  an 
overflow  ward  of  four  beds,  as  well  as  an  isolation  room  for  infection  cases,  all  of 
which  were  badly  needed.  The  means  of  accomplishing  this  much-desired  end  was 
furnished  by  the  ladies'  auxiliary.  Yet,  in  spite  of  this,  we  feel  almost  constantly 
the  necessity  for  more  beds  to  care  for  the  ever-increasing  number  of  operations  and 
accident  cases,  and  this  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  no  case  is  kept  in  the  institu- 
tion for  a  term  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

We  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  imperative  need  of  an  automobile  ambu- 
lance. Our  experience  during  the  heated  term  of  July  last,  during  w  hich  month  we 
broke  the  record  with  200  ambulance  calls,  has  impressed  upon  us  more  forcibly 
than  ever  before  the  absolute  necessity  for  such  a  vehicle  of  our  own.  On  that  occa- 
sion both  of  our  horses  became  exhausted  from  the  overwork  in  the  excessive  heat — 
as  many  as  20  runs  having  been  made  in  a  single  day — and  we  found  it  impossible  to 
secure  other  horses  for  anv  consideration  of  charity  or  money.  We  have  to  thank 
the  Washington  Electric  Vehicle  and  Transportation  Company  for  their  noble  and 
willing  response  for  help  in  our  dire  distress.  They  furnished  to  us,  without  expense, 
a  deli  very  wagon  fitted  up  for  our  wants,  with  which  we  were  able  to  serve  efficiently  a 
suffering  community,  which  without  it  would  have  had  no  adequate  succor. 

the  annual  appropriation  of  $15,000,  in  addition  to  the  contributions  from  our  citi- 
zens, has  been  barely  sufficient,  with  the  exercise  of  most  rigid  economy,  to  carry  us 
through  the  year.  To  carry  on  our  increased  work  for  the  coming  year  and  to  sus- 
tain the  nurses'  home  as  a  separate  building  will  require  at  least  $18,000,  which  is 
what  we  ask  should  be  made  the  appropriation  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 
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To  the  forty  assistants  in  the  dispensary  department  we  wish  to  render  thus  pub- 
licly our  hearty  appreciation  for  their  important  services,  often  arduous  and  exacting. 
To  the  resident  physicians  our  thanks  are  due  for  their  good  and  efficient  work.  The 
report  of  the  superintendent,  which  accompanies  this,  will  speak  for  itself  as  to  the 
very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  her  department  has  been  managed.  The  drug 
department  has,  as  heretofore,  been  most  admirably  taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Hoyle.

Report  of  the  Superintendent. 


The  Board  of  Directors: 

This  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  department  of  the  hospital  under  my  charge 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  contains  nothing  of  unusual  or  marked  interest, 
except  the  gradually  increasing  amount  of  work  done,  especially  in  the  wards.  The 
number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  wards  this  year  has  been  far  in  excess  of  that  of  any 
year  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  The  indications  are  that  this  will  be  maintained 
or  even  increased  for  the  coming  year.  It  has  been  my  constant  endeavor  to  keep 
the  expenses  of  the  hospital  within  the  amount  of  the  income  received  from  the 
appropriation,  private  contributions,  and  from  patients  in  the  private  wards,  but  the 
present  high  prices  of  all  food  products  will  make  it  impossible  to  keep  the  ex] tenses 
for  the  coming  year  inside  of  this  limit.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  and 
higher  prices  of  food  will  make  a  considerable  increase  in  the  appropriation  neces- 
sary if  we  are  to  carry  forward  our  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  training  school  established  in  connection  with  the  Washington  Asylum  Hos- 
pital has  accomplished  much  in  spite  of  the  many  obstacles  it  has  had  to  contend 
with.  We  have  this  year  sent  out  our  first  graduates.  There  are  now  20  pupils  in 
attendance  in  the  two  institutions.  I  would  ask  an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  board  in  this  department  of  our  work.  Under  proper  fostering  care  it  would 
develop  into  a  school  of  great  usefulness  to  both  the  hospital  and  the  community  at 
large. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  work  done  in  our  hospital  training  school 
during  the  school  year  just  closed:  Dr.  H.  L.  E.  Johnson,  gynaecology;  Dr.  Wallace 
Johnson,  bacteriology  and  hygiene;  Dr.  William  L.  Robins,  nervous  diseases;  Dr. 
Randolph  Cannichael,  dermatology;  Dr.  George  Lochboehler,  materia  medica;  Dr. 
Emory  W.  Reisinger,  medical  nursing;  Dr.  Swan  M.  Burnett,  care  of  the  eyes;  Miss 
Irene  B.  Lenig,  ethics  of  nursing;  Miss  Minker,  weekly  classes  in  practical  nursing 
and  massage.  Daily  instructions  are  given  in  the  drug  room.  Examinations  were 
held  during  May. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board  for  their 
readiness  and  promptness  in  responding  to  any  suggestion  as  to  the  needs  of  the 
hospital.  Their  valuable  aid  has  been  felt  in  every  department  of  the  institution. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  for  the  efficient  and  hearty  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
attending  staff,  as  well  as  to  the  present  resident  staff  and  to  our  druggist,  Mr.  Hoyle.

Report  op  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board. 

Gentlemen:  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board  I  was  requested  to 
submit  to  vou  a  report  of  the  work  done  by  us  during  the  year. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  the  12th  of  December  at  the  hospital,  it  was  reported  to  us 
that  the  following  articles  were  needed:  Twelve  pairs  of  blankets,  12 towels,  50  yards 
of  crash,  15  yards  of  muslin,  1  dozen  forks,  1  dozen  knives,  1  dozen  spreads,  12  pairs 
slippers.  They  were  therefore  purchased,  at  a  cost  of  $82.68.  Twenty-six  dollars 
was  also  spent  in  putting  corrugated  india  rubber  matting  in  the  hallways.  It  was 
also  found  necessary  to  repair  the  granolithic  driveway  to  the  south  entrance  of  the 
hospital,  at  a  cost  of  $132.72. 

In  January  the  following  amounts  were  also  expended  upon  painting:  In  the  oper- 
ating rooms,  hallways,  etc.,  $82;  fire  escapes,  fences,  elevators,  etc.,  $93;  extra  paint- 
ing in  the  hallway  upon  the  first  floor,  $18.  We  purchased  also  156  yards  of  muslin 
for  shrouds,  2  tablecloths,  2  dozen  socks,  knives,  forks,  etc.,  for  $49.58. 

In  February  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  nurses'  home  reported  that 
it  was  in  groat  need  of  a  portable  furnace  and  also  of  some  plastering  and  smaller 
repairs.  The  furnace  we  decided  to  purchase,  at  a  cost  of  $287,  and  to  have  the  other 
improvements  done,  at  a  cost  of  $125. 

The  board  has  also  agreed  to  undertake  some  changes  in  the  hospital.  The 
former  laboratory  is  to  be  converted  into  two  strong  rooms  and  a  ward,  as  it  was 
thought  best,  on  the  patients'  account,  that  the  location  of  the  old  strong  room 
should  be  changed.  There  will  also  be  some  other  work  incident  to  these  changes, 
the  bills  for  which  have  not  yet  come  in. 

The  amount  actually  so  far  expended  by  the  board  has  been  $770.98.

interior  arrangements  of  the  latest  and  most  improved  hospital  and 
dispensary  character,  the  comfort  of  the  poor,  sick,  and  injured,  would 
be  greater,  access  to  the  building  would  be  easier,  and  the  amount  of 
work  accomplished  by  our  present  force  would  be  much  greater  with  no 
more  effort  and  outlay  than  is  expended  now  in  an  old  building  inade- 
quately adapted.  The  present  location  is  not  only  easy  of  access  to  the 
poor  who  are  compelled  to  walk,  but  is  easy  of  access  by  street  railways, 
and  has  leading  to  it  smooth  pavements  for  ambulances.  It  is  more 
than  one  and  one-quarter  miles  east  of  the  larger  Emergency  Hospital 
of  this  city,  andean,  in  its  present  location  and  with  its  present  capacity, 
take  care  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  emergency  cases  and  dispensary 
needs  of  the  citv  east  of  Third  street  west. 

With  reference  to  the  tabulated  report  of  relief  supplied  to  dis- 
pensary patients,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  cases  have  increased  over 
the  previous  year  50  per  cent  and  that  there  were  very  nearly  4,651 
visits  from  new  and  old  patients,  a  daily  average  attendance  of  13y3^-. 
The  operations  performed  in  the  dispensary  department  amounted  to 
180.  Great  care  is  taken  by  the  house  physician  and  his  assistants  in 
diagnosing  all  new  dispensary  cases,  making  a  careful  record  of  name, 
age,  and  color,  and  address.  First  relief  is  given  to  all,  but  before  a 
patient  can  receive  additional  treatment  the  attending  physician  must 
be  satisfied  from  his  own  observation,  from  recommendations  of  a 
known  citizen,  from  any  physician,  from  the  health  department,  from 
any  doctor  to  the  poor,  or  from  the  associated  charities  that  the 
applicant  is  worthy  of  free  treatment.  The  associated  charities  has 
assisted  the  dispensary  to  sift  out  the  unworthy,  and  deserves  and 
receives  the  thanks  of  this  board  of  directors  for  their  prompt  and 
efficient  work  of  reporting  upon  applications  sent  to  them. 

The  casualty  department  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  about  33  per  cent  over  last  year,  with  operations  numbering  933  to 
their  credit.  The  total  number  relieved  through  the  year  was  1,276, 
an  average  of  3  per  day.  Reports  of  the  board  of  attending  physicians 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Dispensary  and  Casualty  Hospital  are 
attached  hereto. 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

The  board  of  directors  is  composed  of  32  members — 9  from  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Medical  Association  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
1  a  graduate  of  dentistry.  These  10  compose  the  attending  staff  of 
the  institution,  with  22  lay  members,  these  latter  from  the  professions 
and  from  the  business  and  the  industrial  interests  of  the  eastern  sec- 
tion of  the  city,    This  board  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
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month,  and  the  meetings  are  well  attended,  much  interest  being  taken 
both  by  the  medical  and  lay  members  in  the  work.  The  attending 
staff  is  devoted  to  its  work,  giving  constant  attention  to  each  clinic  day, 
and  is  a  devoted  body  of  workers,  giving  attention  cheerfully  to  work 
which  affords  them  no  compensation.  The  lay  members  of  this  board 
highly  appreciate  the  sacrificing  efforts  of  the  attending  staff,  and  give 
honor  to  them  for  the  work  they  daily  perforin  for  charity's  sake. 
The  house  physician  and  his  assistants  get  a  small  compensation  for 
the  work  they  perform,  but  when  it  is  explained  that  their  duty  covers 
all  of  the  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  at  a  compensation  too  small  to  be 
mentioned,  it  is  admitted  by  all  that  they  deserve  kind  words  and  the 
hearty  support  of  the  board  of  directors  and  the  public. 

LADY  MANAGERS. 

This  body  has  helped  the  treasury  of  the  board  during  the  past  year, 
as  will  be  noted  in  the  financial  report.  Many  years  of  labor  have 
been  given  freely  by  these  ladies  in  obtaining  funds  for  this  institu- 
tion. It  is  with  pleasure  that  this  board  thanks  them  for  all  that  they 
have  done  for  it,  and  feels  that  the  burden  laid  upon  this  board  is 
lightened  by  the  cheerful  and  charitable  work  done  by  them.  The 
same  can  be  said  of,  and  this  board  desires  also  to  acknowledge  the  help 
afforded  it  by,  the  Young  Ladies'  Guild,  which  has  supplied  the  hospi- 
tal and  dispensary  with  many  needed  household  articles  used  by  the 
dispensary,  hospital,  and  matron.

The  above  amount  is  required  to  keep  this  institution  in  an  efficient 
working  condition,  and  of  this  amount  we  ask  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  of  $3,000.  The  deficit  will  be  supplied  by  the  board  of  directors, 
lady  managers,  and  ladies'  guild. 

To  make  this  institution  an  economical  success,  that  success  being 
the  relief  of  a  greater  number  of  dispensary  applicants  and  all  of  the 
emergency  cases  brought  to  its  doors,  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  be 
housed  in  a  building  of  such  a  size  and  with  such  surroundings  as 
would  allow  it  to  perform  the  work  it  is  daily  called  upon  to  do.

LOCALITY  NEEDS  AND  LOCAL  SUPPORT. 

This  board  has  been  convinced  by  the  reports,  made  of  the  work  of 
this  institution  from  year  to  year  that  there  is  great  necessity  for  it  in 
the  eastern  section  of  the  city.  This  institution  has  been  kept  open 
and  work  has  been  done  cheerfully  for  more  than  thirteen  years.  The 
citizens  east  of  the  Capitol  take  great  pride  in  it  and  give  financial 
support.  They  ask  that  the  institution  also  be  supported  by  the  board 
of  charities,  so  far  as  it  can  consistently,  by  directing  that  the  dispen- 
sary applicants  and  emergency  cases  from  that  portion  of  the  city  east 
of  Third  street  west  shall  be  treated  by  the  institutions  located  therein.

Dear  Sir:  In  accordance  with  request  in  letter  of  September  6,  the 
annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Clinic,  1833  Fourteenth 
street  NW.,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  is  herewith  inclosed. 
The  board  of  directors  of  the  Woman's  Clinic  respectfully  requests 
that  the  Board  of  Charities  will  recommend  to  the  Congress  the  same 
amount  of  appropriation,  $1,000,  for  the  coming  year  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Woman's  Clinic  which  it  has  had  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  DISPENSARY. 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  2,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual 
report  of  the  Woman's  Dispensary  for  the  fiscal  year*  ending  June  30, 
1901.  Though  the  allotment  made  to  this  institution  was  reduced  last 
year  from  $500  to  $400,  we  have  been  enabled  to  treat  104  more  cases 
and  yet  show  a  larger  surplus.  The  latter,  however,  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  several  bills  due  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1901  were  not  presented  for 
payment  until  the  fiscal  year  of  1902.  When  it  is  noted  that  the  aver- 
age cost  of  a  treatment,  including  all  expenses,  amounts  to  only  24 
cents,  it  becomes  apparent  that  the  affairs  of  the  institution  are  admin- 
istered very  economically.  The  only  salary  paid  is  $10  per  month  to 
the  apothecary.  By  carefulty  kept  records,  close  scrutiny,  and  dili- 
gent inquiry  we  ascertain  who  are  deserving  of  this  charity;  and  while 
a  treatment  is  always  given  freely  to  any  who  may  be  urgently  in  need 
of  same,  a  second  treatment  is  not  given  to  the  same  person  when  they 
are  able  to  employ  a  physician. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  suffering  relieved  with  such  a  small 
outlay,  we  urgently  request  a  continuance  of  the  allotment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WASHINGTON  HOME  FOR  INCURABLES. 

Washington,  July  25,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report 
of  the  Washington  Home  for  Incurables,  including  the  statement  of 
the  treasurer,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901.  During  this 
the  twelfth  year  since  its  incorporation  there  have  been  4:8  patients 
cared  for  in  the  home.  On  June  30  there  were  7  in  the  men's  ward, 
5  in  the  Lolie  Wolcott  ward  for  children,  and  27  women,  each  having 
a  separate  room,  and  1  man  in  the  cancer  ward. 

Outside  that  ward  there  have  been  4  deaths  during  the  year.  There 
have  been  5  cancer  patients  brought  to  us,  of  whom  4  have  died. 
These  cases  do  not  come  under  the  rule  requiring  "  applicants  to  have 
been  three  years  residents  of  the  District."  Their  urgent  need  and 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  other  place  for  them  to  be  cared  for  in  the 
District  prompted  the  board  of  managers  to  make  them  exceptions. 
When  it  is  considered  that  all  patients  are  received,  whether  they  are 
able  to  pay  anything  toward  their  support  or  not,  and  that  all  have 
the  same  care  and  comforts,  it  would  seem  as  if  our  appeal  for  an 
increase  of  the  appropriation  deserved  your  approval.  The  decrease 
this  year  in  the  amount  paid  by  the  patients,  the  high  price  of  coal, 
and  the  necessity  for  repairs  to  the  buildings  have  made  the  tax  upon 
the  resources  of  the  board  of  managers  very  heavy,  and,  while  grate- 
fully acknowledging  the  assistance  given  the  past  year,  the  officers 
and  board  of  managers  respectfully  urge  that  it  be  increased  to  $3,000. 
Without  the  home  to  nurse  and  care  for  these  suffering  ones  the^y 
would  be  entirely  dependent  upon  the  District;  therefore  we  feel  we 
can  justly  ask  favorable  consideration  for  more  aid  in  our  work.

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The  board  began  the  year  with  634  wards,  not  including  9  children 
held  under  temporary  care  and  41  feeble-minded  children  for  whose 
support  in  institutions  it  was  responsible. 

It  received  during  the  year  146  wards,  135  children  for  temporary 
care,  and  added  5  to  the  number  of  feeble-minded  children  to  be  sup- 
ported. 

During  the  same  period  2  wards  came  of  age,  8  were  married,  28 
died,  21  were  returned  to  court,  and  1  adopted,  leaving  720  wards 
under  guardianship  of  the  board  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  hundred 
and  seventeen  children  were  discharged  from  temporary  care,  leaving 
27  still  in  charge;  and  1  feeble-minded  child  died  and  1  was  with- 
drawn, leaving  44  feeble-minded  children  on  the  expense  roll. 

Of  the  720  wards  of  the  board  454  are  boys  and  266  are  girls;  274 
are  classified  as  white  and  446  as  colored.  Of  those  committed  dur- 
ing the  year  89  were  boys  and  57  were  girls;  46  were  classified  as  white 
and  100  as  colored.

FEEBLE-MINDED. 

1  <>mf      44  feeble-mina!ed  children  under  charge  of  the  board  June  30, 
>i,  rf»  were  white  and  6  colored.    Of  these,  42  will  require  perma- 
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nent  sequestration  and  2  may  become  self-sustaining.  Of  the  27  at 
the  Pennsylvania  Training  School,  25  are  maintained  at  an  annual  cost 
of  $225  each  and  2  at  $100  each;  of  the  17  at  the  Virginian  Home  and 
Training  School,  all  are  maintained  at  an  annual  cost  of  $225  each. 
Thirty-two  are  physically  defective,  4  are  unable  to  walk,  10  are  unable 
to  talk,  15  have  imperfect  articulation.  The  oldest  is  29  years  old  and 
the  youngest  7  years  old.  In  29  cases  the  feeble-minded  condition  is 
attributed  to  heredity. 

No  appropriation  made  by  Congress  is  more  important  or  more 
profitably  expended  in  the  interest  of  humanity  than  that  for  the  train- 
ing and  custodv  of  this  class  of  the  community. 

As  the  Joint  Select  Committee  to  Investigate  the  Charities  and 
Reformatory  Institutions  in  the  District  of  Columbia  (1898)  says  in 
its  report: 

The  necessity  of  protecting  the  community  from  the  propagation  of  idiots  is  too 
well  established  to  need  comment.  Idiots' are  not  proper  patients  for  the  insane 
asvlnm,  but  much  less  should  they  be  suffered  to  go  at  large  and  to  inflict  their 
offspring  on  the  public.    (Report  No.  700,  Fifty-fifth  Congress,  second  session. ) 

NUMBER  OF  DAYS'  CARE  OF  CHILDREN. 

The  aggregate  number  of  days  that  wards  of  the  board  were  held 
under  guardianship  was  251,609,  this  constituting  an  average  of  689 
wards  on  everyday  of  the  year.  The  board  gave,  moreover,  5,841 
days'  temporary  care  to  children  not  its  wards,  and  not  feeble-minded, 
under  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  the  law  and  the  courts,  and  sup- 
ported feeble-minded  children  for  15,571  days.  In  addition  to  this,  as 
the  report  of  the  agent  will  show,  a  total  of  215  days'  board  was  paid 
for  temporary  support  of  some  of  the  95  children  committed  to  his 
charge  as  probation  officer  under  the  act  of  March  3, 1901.  The  num- 
ber of  days  these  95  children  were  held  under  probation  was  4,819. 

The  number  of  days'  care  of  wards  increased  36,649,  while  that  of 
days'  care  of  children  under  temporary  charge  decreased  1,457  and 
that  of  support  of  feeble-minded  children  460.  No  children  were  held 
under  probation  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  increase  in  average  number  of  wards  was  101,  the  decrease  in 
average  number  of  children  held  temporarily  was  4,  and  the  decrease 
in  average  number  of  feeble-minded  children  supported  was  slightly 
more  than  1. 

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  appropriations  for  administrative  uses  of  the  board  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1901,  was  $7,000,  of  which  amount  $6,713.17  was 
expended,  as  follows:

An  indebtedness  of  $252.17  to  the  Pennsylvania  Training  School  for 
Feeble-Minded  Children  was  incurred,  the  charge  for  maintenance  of 
these  children  in  that  school  for  the  year  being  $5,437.70,  but  no  fund 
1  >eing  availal >le  to  complete  the  payment.  For  this  reason  the  Congress 
should  be  asked  to  make  a  further  deficiency  appropriation  of  the 
amount  stated. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  administration  and  maintenance  was  $51,915. 34.

COMPARISON  OF  EXPENDITURES. 

It  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  tables  given  above  that 
the  increase  in  administrative  expenditures  beyond  those  for  the  year 
preceding  was  $747.17,  the  increase  for  salaries  being  $872.42,  for  rent 
$55.81,  for  sundry  office  expenses  $250.16,  and  for  stationery  and  print- 
tog  $115.74,  while  the  expenditures  for  travel  and  transportation  were 
$546.96  less.  The  increase  in  expenditures  for  salaries  is  due  mainly 
to  an  increase  in  the  average  number  of  employees;  that  for  rent  to  an 
enlargement  of  the  office;  that  for  sundry  expenses  to  the  purchase  of 
furniture,  including  an  additional  safe,  desks,  chairs,  file  cases,  and 
floor  coverings;  that  for  stationery  and  printing  to  current  needs,  the 
corresponding  expenditures  for  the  former  year  having  been  less  than 
tor  the  year  previous.  The  expenditures  for  travel  and  transporta- 
tion in  1900  were  unusually  large.  The  expenses  for  the  past  year 
approached  more  nearly  the  average.    The  agent  in  charge  of  place- 
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ment  and  visitation  was  not  able  to  go  mto  tne  so  much  daring 
the  past  year  as  in  the  year  preceding.  The  increase  in  the  expendi- 
tures for  maintenance  of  wards  was  nine  times  as  great  as  the  saving 
in  cost  and  transportation. 

The  increase  in  expenditures  for  maintenance  of  children  was 
$5,002.17,  of  which  $-1,862. 44 was  for  board  of  children  in  institutions, 
$47.97  for  clothing,  and  $181.20  for  medical  care,  while  the  expense 
of  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children  was  $21.47  less,  and  that  of 
board  of  children  in  private  homes  was  $17.97  less  than  in  the  preced- 
ing year.  (In  this  calculation  the  sum  of  $795.19,  paid  to  the  Bruen 
Home  in  1900,  and  then  reckoned  as  paid  to  a  private  boarding 
home,  is  now  transferred  to  the  account  of  maintenance  in  a  District 
institution.) 

The  increase  of  payments  to  the  Hart  Farm  School  was  $2,001.77, 
that  to  the  Children's  Temporary  Home  $1,520.47,  that  to  the  National 
Junior  Republic  $1,487.23,  that  to  the  Industrial  Home  School  $520.84, 
while  the  decrease  of  payment  to  St.  Rose's  Industrial  School  was 
$23.50,  that  to  the  Bruen  Home  $48.21,  that  to  the  House  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  for  Colored  Girls,  Baltimore,  Md.,  $140.17,  and  to  the 
National  Colored  Home  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Relief  of 
Destitute  Colored  Women  and  Children  $455.99,  the  last-named  insti- 
tution disappearing  from  the  list  entirely. 


PER  CAPITA  COST  OF  CARE  OF  CHILDREN. 


The  aggregate  cost  of  board  and  care,  clothing,  and  medical  attend- 
ance of  wards  and  temporary  charges  not  feeble-minded  and  not  held 
on  probation,  including  cost  of  administration  and  supervision,  was 
$42,698.45. 

Deducting  from  this  cost  $252.46  expended  for  permanent  office  fix- 
tures, the  administrative  expenditures,  on  a  basis  of  257,450  da}Ts'  care, 
were  at  the  rate  of  2.51  cents  per  diem  and  $9.16  per  annum  per 
capita,  and  the  administrative  and  maintenance  expenditures  together 
were  at  the  rate  of  16.49  cents  per  diem  or  $60.18  per  annum, 
per  capita.  The  cost  of  administration  was  58  cents  less  and  the  com- 
bined cost  of  administration  and  maintenance  was  40  cents  less  per 
capita  per  annum  than  in  the  preceding  year,  on  the  basis  above 
sttited.  The  cost  of  maintaining  feeble-minded  children  was  $5.74 
greater  per  capita  per  annum. 

As  these  rates  are  based  upon  the  number  of  children  in  institutions 
as  well  as  in  private  homes,  and  the  children  in  institutions  are  not 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  agent  in  the  same  sense  as  those  in 
homes,  while  many  of  the  children  in  homes  are  maintained  at  no 
expense  to  the  board,  the  following  table  is  given  to  show  the  finan- 
cial operations  of  the  board  and  the  pro  rata  cost  of  its  work  from 
several  other  points  of  view: 
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Feeble-minded  children  were  maintained  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  59.10 
cents  per  diem,  equal  to  1216.05  per  annum. 

POLICY  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  policy  of  the  board  has  been  to  find  free  homes  for  its  wards  as 
soon  as  they  are  fitted  to  go  into  such  homes.  Until  that  time  they 
are  kept  in  suitable  boarding  homes  or  institutions.  Personal  visita- 
tions are  made  to  every  child  in  a  home  or  institution  by  an  agent  at 
least  once  a  year.  The  exceptions  have  been  few  and  for  reasons  sat- 
isfactorvto  the  board.  Written  reports  of  visits  are  made  on  the 
forms  provided.  The  board  has  been  compelled  to  keep  some  of  its 
wards  on  expense  for  a  long  time,  and  some  will  always  be  dependent, 
being  crippled  or  afflicted  with  incurable  diseases. 

From  time  to  time  a  revision  of  its  list  of  children  reported  by  the 
agents  as  having  been  maintained  on  expense  for  six  months  or  more 
is  made.  The  following  are  reasons  given  for  not  placing  children  in 
free  homes i 

Vicious  habits—  Incorrigible  girls  needing  reformatory  training; 
incorrigible  and  neglected  boys  needing  a  long  course  of  training  to 
fit  them  for  family  homes. 

Physical  defects— Children  cross-eyed,  bow-legged,  dwarfed,  syphi- 
litic, in  consumption,  rickety,  mentally  unsound.  There  is  no  demand 
for  this  class  of  children. 

Difficulty  is  found  in  obtaining  free  homes  for  colored  infants  and 
children  of  tender  age,  especially  when  they  are  afflicted  with  various 
disorders. 

A  great  majority  of  the  children,  however,  are  sound  and  healthy, 
docile,  and  of  good  character.  There  has  been  little  trouble  in  finding 
good  homes  for  white  children  of  normal  health  and  character.  Free 
homes  have  been  found  during  the  year  for  65  white  children  and  102 
colored  children. 

HOME  PLACING. 

No  children  are  placed  in  free  or  boarding  homes  until  the  home 
has  been  examined  and  all  the  conditions  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

The  act  of  Congress  making  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1902 
requires  that  children  shall,  when  practicable,  be  placed  in  homes 
where  they  will  be  brought  up  in  the  same  religious  faith  as  that  of 
their  parents;  but  the  board  adopted  a  rule  to  the  same  effect  soon 
after  its  organization.  It  has  acknowledged  especially  the  assistance 
of  Rev.  Joseph  I.  Maguire,  under  the  recommendation  of  Cardinal 
Gibbons,  in  finding  homes  for  children  according  to  this  rule. 

BINDING  OUT  AND  APPRENTICESHIP  CONTRACTS  AND  ENLISTMENT. 

The  form  of  the  contract  under  which  wards  of  the  board  are  bound 
out  to  foster  parents,  usually  until  the  age  of  18  years  is  given 
in  the  appendix.  When  wards  are  placed  in  situations  in  which 
wages  are  to  be  paid  to  them,  the  agents  are  instructed  to  have  pass- 
books prepared,  in  which  receipts  for  the  payment  of  wages  are  to  be 
entered,  and  to  encourage  these  wards  to  save  a  portion  of  their  wages 
and  to  deposit  the  same  in  bank. 

Authority  is  given  to  the  president  of  the  board  to  consent  to  the 
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enlistment  of  wards  in  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  service 
when  such  enlistment  appears  to  him  to  be  desirable,  the  secretary  to 
countersign  the  certificate. 

RECEPTION  OF  FOUNDLINGS. 

The  officers  of  the  District  police  have  instructions  from  their  super- 
intendent to  convey  foundling  children  immediately  to  one  of  the 
corps  of  nurses  employed  by  the  board,  one  such  nurse  being  desig- 
nated specifically  in  each  police  precinct,  and  prepared  to  receive  the 
foundlings  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night.  As  soon  as  practicable 
thereafter,  notice  of  such  reception  is  given  by  the  nurse  to  the  agent  of 
the  board,  who  makes  suitable  disposition  of  the  child.  A  statement 
of  the  conditions  under  which  boarding  homes  for  infants  will  be 
approved  is  given  in  the  appendix. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  WARDS  AT  HOUSE  OF  DETENTION. 

An  arrangement  has  been  effected  with  the  police  authorities  of  the 
District  whereby  children  kept  at  the  House  of  Detention  after 
temporary  or  permanent  commitment  by  the  courts  are  maintained  by 
the  board  at  the  contract  price  of  20  cents  per  meal,  but  children  kept 
at  that  house  before  commitment  are  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
police  department. 

DECISIONS. 

For  the  determination  of  several  questions  which  have  arisen  during 
the  year  in  regard  to  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  board,  reference 
has  been  made  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  or  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District,  and  opinions  have  been  obtained  which  are  set 
forth  in  substance  below. 

AUTHORITY  TO  SUE  FOR  EXECUTION  OF  CONTRACTS. 

A  decision  was  requested  from  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
upon  the  question  whether  it  was  proper  for  the  board  to  advance  from 
any  of  its  funds  the  sums  necessary  to  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of 
bringing  suit  on  the  bond  of  persons  who  have  failed  or  refused  to 
pay  the  sums  due  from  them  under  indenture  contracts. 

In  an  opinion  dated  June  6,  1901,  that  officer  said: 

I  know  of  no  specific  appropriation  that  is  available  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred 
in  enforcing  the  contract  indentures  entered  into,  placing  children  committed  to  the 
"Board  of  Children's  Guardians,"  and  in  the  absence  thereof  of  any  law  prohibiting 
its  use  for  that  purpose,  the  general  appropriation  for  administrative  expenses, 
including  expenses  of  placing  children,  is  available  to  pay  such  expenses. 

CONTROL  OF  PROPERTY  OF  WARDS. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  were  requested  to  obtain  for  the 
use  of  the  board,  from  the  attorney  for  the  District,  an  opinion  as  to 
the  legal  right  of  the  board  to  advance  to  its  wards,  during  their 
minority,  accumulated  wages  or  other  moneys  that  may  become  due 
to  them;  in  other  words,  whether  the  rights"  of  guardianship  under 
section  5  of  the  act  creating  the  board  gave  the  board  full  control  of 
these  moneys,  or  whether  such  moneys  were  at  the  free  disposal  of 
the  wards,  or  were  to  be  held  in  trust  until  the  wards  should  come 
of  age.    When  moneys  have  been  received  by  the  agent  to  be  placed

to  the  credit  of  wards,  requests  have  been  made  in  many  cases  by  the 
wards  for  the  use  of  a  part  or  the  whole  of  those  moneys  for  the  pur- 
chase of  clothing  or  tools  or  for  other  purposes. 

In  response  to  this  request,  the  Commissioners  obtained  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  board,  with  their  approval,  the  opinion  of  Clarence  A. 
Brandenburg,  assistant  attorney,  District  of  Columbia,  dated  August 
21,  1900,  which,  aside  from  the  statement  of  the  question  to  be  con- 
sidered, is  mainly  as  follows: 

While  the  authority  is  given  to  bind  such  children  out  or  to  apprentice  them,  no 
express  authority  is  conferred  upon  the  board  to  receive  wages  or  compensation 
therefor;  but  this  authority  is  necessarily  implied,  and  is  constantly  exercised  by 
the  board.  As  the  board  is  the  legal  guardian  of  such  children,  it  is  obviously  the 
guardian  of  both  the  person  and  of  such  estate  of  the  wards  as  may  be  received  by 
it  in  connection  with  binding  them  out  or  apprenticing  them.  While  the  board  may 
not  be  a  guardian  in  the  sense  that  it  would  be  entitled  to  receive  an  estate  coming 
to  the  ward  from  other  sources,  as  has  been  held  in  the  case  of  a  pension,  still  it 
apparently  possesses  full  authority  as  legal  guardian  over  the  funds  it  does  receive  in 
the  manner  stated. 

This  board  is  not  required  to  account  to  the  courts.  It  is  given  full  authority  and 
control  over  the  children  and  impliedly  over  the  funds  thus  received,  and  the  very 
nature  and  purpose  of  the  board,  to  provide  and  care  for  the  children,  necessarily 
involves  the  expenditure  for  their  account  and  benefit  of  such  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  their  care  and  support  out  of  the  funds  to  which  such  children  may  be 
entitled. 

While  no  express  authority  is  given  for  the  purpose,  in  the  absence  of  prohibition, 
and  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the  institution  and  the  purpose  of  its  creation,  and  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  legal  guardian  of  its  wards,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
board  possesses  ample  authority  to  pay  over  to  its  wards  or  to  expend  for  their  bene- 
fit such  moneys  in  its  hands,  held  to  the  credit  of  said  wards,  for  the  purpose  stated 
in  the  communication  referred  to. 

• 

AUTHORITY  TO  RELINQUISH  GUARDIANSHIP. 

The  board  asked  the  Commissioners  for  an  opinion  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  its  authority  to  divest  itself  of  control  of  wards,  submitting 
the  following  inquiries: 

1.  I  las  the  board  the  right,  under  the  law  cited,  or  under  other  laws, 
to  release  its  wards  from  guardianship  before  the  expiration  of  the 
term  for  which  such  wards  were  committed  to  it? 

2.  May  the  board  transfer  its  authority  over  its  wards  to  other 
parties? 

3.  In  what  manner,  if  any,  may  the  board  relinquish  its  guardian- 
ship or  transfer  its  authority  over  its  wards  to  other  parties? 

The  attorney  for  the  District,  through  the  Commissioners,  in  an 
opinion  dated  January  7,  1901,  held  as  follows: 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  upon  a  satisfactory  showing  to  it,  the  police  court  has 
power  and  authority  to  vacate  its  order  committing  a  child  to  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  term  of  the  court  may  have  passed;  and, 
after  having  so  vacated  its  order,  the  court  may  make  such  other  order  in  the 
premises  as  the  case  may  require,  within  the  provisions  of  the  law;  or  the  court  may 
make  no  further  order  in  respect  to  the  child. 

The  effect  of  simply  vacating  the  order  of  commitment,  in  my  opinion,  would  be 
to  leave  the  control  of  the  child  as  it  was  before  the  court  intervened  in  its  behalf. 

Answering,  therefore,  the  specific  questions  contained  in  the  communication  of  the 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  I  have  the  honor  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion — 

1.  The  board  has  a  right  to  release  its  wards  from  guardianship  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  for  which  they  were  committed  to  it  only  by  obtaining  from  the 
police  court  or  criminal  court,  as  the  case  may  be,  an  order  vacating  the  order  of 
commitment  made  by  the  court. 

2.  The  board  may  not  wholly  transfer  its  authority  over  its  wards  to  other  parties, 
because  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  26,  1892,  contemplates  that  the  board  shall  con- 
tinuously exercise  visitorial  and  supervising  powers  over  such  children. 
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PROBATION  SYSTEM. 


Early  in  the  year  Messrs.  Thomas  C.  Noyes  and  George  A.  C. 
Christiancy  sought  the  cooperation  of  this  board  in  securing  the  pas- 
sage of  an  act  "to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  cases  involving  delinquent  children,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses." This  cooperation  was  granted  heartily,  and  a  bill  was  formu- 
lated which  resulted  in  an  act  approved  March  3, 1901,  under  the  above- 
quoted  title.  The  text  of  the  act  is  given  in  the  appendix.  By  this 
act  what  is  known  as  the  "probation  system"  was  introduced  into  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  advantage  of  this  system  of  treating  juve- 
nile offenders  as  children  instead  of  criminals,  and  of  disciplining  them 
in  homes  instead  of  in  jails  and  workhouses,  is  well  recognized  in 
many  jurisdictions  and  need  not  be  dwelt  upon.  Upon  the  passage  of 
the  act  the  board  appointed  Mr.  John  Wesley  Douglass,  one  of  its 
agents,  to  be  probation  officer.  His  report  as  agent  gives  details  of 
the  work  done  by  him.  The  thanks  of  the  board  are  due  to  the  vol- 
unteer visitors  who  assisted  him  in  visiting  the  children  on  probation. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  judges  of  the  police 
court  concerning  the  operation  of  this  probation  law.  It  was  agreed 
that  temporary  commitments  made  to  the  board,  in  default  of  fine 
imposed  after  conviction,  should  be  for  a  period  of  six  months,  at  any 
time  during  which  period  the  probation  officer  would  have  the  right 
to  ask  the  court  for  further  action,  the  child  being  regarded  as  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  during  these  six  months,  at  the  end  of 
which  time  such  jurisdiction  should  cease. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  this  board  that  the  operation  of  this  act  has 
been  beneficial  and  promises  good  results. 


COMPULSORY  SUPPORT  LAW. 


Provisions  for  compelling  parents  and  guardians  under  certain  con- 
ditions to  contribute  to  the  support  of  their  children  or  wards  was 
made  a  part  of  the  same  act,  as  may  be  seen  upon  reading  its  terms. 
The  need  of  such  provision  had  been  urged  upon  Congress  repeatedly, 
and  is  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  agents  for  1899,  where  men- 
tion also  is  made  of  the  need  of  a  law  establishing  a  children's  court, 
such  as  exists  at  present  in  several  States.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an 
act  for  the  latter  purpose  may  be  passed  soon. 

INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL  FOR  COLORED  CHILDREN. 

Since  the  benefits  of  the  present  Industrial  Home  School  of  the  Dis- 
trict are  confined  to  white  children,  there  is  need  of  a  similar  institu- 
tion for  colored  children.  A  committee  of  this  board  was  appointed 
April  13,  1901,  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Charities 
upon  this  subject,  and  reported  that  the  latter  committee  had  intimated 
its  purpose  to  recommend  the  establishment  of  such  a  school. 

DELEGATION  TO  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTION. 

April  17,  1901,  the  president  and  secretary  and  Agent  Douglass 
^ei,e  appointed  by  authority  of  the  board  delegates  to  the  twenty- 
eighth  national  conference  of  charities  and  correction,  which  was  held 
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in  the  city  of  Washington  May  9  to  16,  1901.  Mr.  Douglass  presented 
a  paper  before  the  section  on  neglected  and  destitute  children,  giving 
a  review  of  the  work  of  this  board. 


GOOD  RESULTS. 


Statistics  fail  to  show  the  far-reaching  influence  of  our  uplifting 
work,  not  only  on  the  children  under  our  care,  but  upon  families  con- 
nected therewith.  ,  4k. 

Interesting  instances  could  be  given  which  would  illustrate  this. 

Visits  made  by  our  agents  to  the  neglected  portions  of  our  city  show 
a  gradual  improvement  in  education  and  moral  and  social  conditions, 
especially  among  the  colored  people,  due  not  only  to  our  special 
work,  but  to  the  efficient  work  of  the  other  agencies  with  which  we 
cooperate. 

OFFICE  FORCE. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  two  agents  and  two  permanent  clerks  were 
employed.  One  of  the  permanent  clerks  resigned  one  month  before 
the  close  of  the  year.  One  clerk  employed  as  a  temporary  clerk  served 
throughout  the  year,  and  three  other  temporary  clerks  served  in  the 
aggregate  seven  months  and  live  days.  This  force  was  insufficient  to 
perform  the  work  needed,  part  of  which  remains  yet  in  arrears,  and 
part  of  which,  that  could  not  be  postponed,  was  performed  under  a 
pressure  that  should  not  be  required.  The  secretary,  although  serv- 
ing without  salarv,  was  obliged  to  perform  a  large  part  of  the  clerical 
work  pertaining  to  his  office,  because  the  employees  of  the  board  were 
too  busy  to  relieve  him, 

The  passage  of  the  act  "to  enlarge  the  power  of  the  courts  ot  tne 
District  of  Columbia  in  cases  involving  delinquent  children,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  approved  March  3,  1901,  threw  upon  the  office,  and 
especially  upon  the  agent  of  the  board,  who  was  designated  "proba- 
tion officer"  under  that  act,  a  large  amount  of  work  which  was  not 
contemplated  in  the  preparation  of  estimates  and  the  granting  ot 
appropriations  for  the  fiscal  vears  1901  and  1902.    An  additional 
employee  should  be  appointed  to  be  probation  officer,  or  to  relieve  the 
the  present  probation  officer  of  at  least  a  part  of  his  other  duties.  As 
has  been  urged  almost  constantly  heretofore,  the  law  limiting  tbe 
board  to  the  employment  of  two  agents  should  be  amended,  or  suffi- 
cient appropriation  should  be  made  to  enable  the  board  to  employ  a 
superintendent,  so  that  both  of  the  agents  may  be  sent  into  the  held 
whenever  occasion  calls.    In  this  case  one  of  the  agents  may  be  made 
probation  officer  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1901.    Such  an  appropria- 
tion is  urgently  needed  for  use  in  the  fiscal  year  to  end  June  30,1901. 
The  probation  officer  should  not  be  paid  less  than  at  the  rate  of  $1,200 
per  annum. 

Mr.  Samuel  S.  Parkman,  who  served  as  one  of  the  agents  ot  tne 
board  from  July  1,  1897,  to  June  30,  1901,  resigned  his  office  at  the  lat- 
ter date.  The  agent's  report,  prepared  by  Mr.  John  Wesley  Douglass, 
indicates  what  work  has  been  accomplished  by  the  office  during  the 
year. 
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ESTIMATES  FOR  1902-3.

A  comparison  of  these  estimates  with  the  statement  of  expenditures 
shows  an  increase  of  $1,500  for  superior  officers,  $611.25  for  clerks, 
1273.58  for  rent,  transportation,  and  sundries,  and  $300  for  salary  of 
the  secretary  of  the  board,  a  total  increase  of  $2,686.83  over  the 
expenditures  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  of  $2,400  over  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  fiscal  year  1901-2,  for  administrative  purposes.  As 
already  mentioned  above,  the  last  appropriation  was  made  without 
contemplation  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1901,  which  adds 
to  the  work  of  the  board  the  care  of  children  placed  on  probation  by 
the  courts,  and  requires  the  board  to  appoint  one  of  its  employees  a 
probation  officer.  The  need  of  an  increase  in  the  working  force  of  the 
board,  which  has  been  heretofore  urged  repeatedly,  is  thus  made  more 
pressing. 

The  agent  w  ho  has  been  appointed  probation  officer  was  already 
occupied  fully  in  superintending  the  work  of  the  office,  in  investigat- 
ing applications  for  the  placing  of  children  in  charge  of  the  board,  in 
attending  court,  and  in  arranging  for  the  immediate  care  of  children 
committed  to  the  board  temporarily  or  permanently  by  the  courts. 
The  children  placed  on  probation  average  more  than  20  each  month, 
and  if,  as  proposed,  they  be  kept  on  probation  six  months,  he  will  have 
constantly  in  charge  more  than  120  such  children.  The  work  of  find- 
ing free  homes  for  wards  of  the  board,  and  supervising  these  homes, 
was  even  two  years  ago  more  than  could  be  performed  as  fully  as  it 
should  be  by  the  one  agent  who  could  be  spared  from  the  office  long 
enough  at  a"  time  to  engage  in  it. 

In  the  fiscal  year  1900  the  number  of  wards  in  free  homes  increased 
71  and  in  the  fiscal  year  1901  it  increased  38.  Thus  109  more  children 
stood  in  need  of  supervision.  In  the  fiscal  year  1900  the  number  of 
wards  on  expense  for  maintenance  decreased  5;  in  the  fiscal  year  1901 
it  increased  33.  If  by  a  more  adequate  home-seeking  force  but  20  of 
the  latter  number  could  have  been  transferred  to  free  homes  at  an  esti- 
mated saving  on  maintenance  and  administrative  account  of  $75  per 
capita,  and  that  force  had  cost  $1,500  more  on  administrative  account, 
the  monetary  account  would  have  balanced,  but  the  efficacy  of  the 
work  of  supervising  the  placed-out  children  would  have  been  increased 
greatly.    The  probability  is  that  the  increased  administrative  force 
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would  have  accomplished  also  even  a  considerable  diminution  in  the 
number  of  wards  on  expense  for  maintenance.  The  argument  is  clear 
that  an  increase  of  appropriation  for  administration  should  be  made  in 
order  to  cut  down  the  total  expense  of  caring  for  the  wards  of  the 
board. 

The  "purchase  of  books"  requisite  for  office  use  is  stated  specifically 
in  the  estimate  because,  among  the  indispensable  tools  of  operation  in 
the  office  is  a  directory  of  the  city  of  Washington.  For  successive 
years  such  a  book  was  purchased  each  year  with  no  objection  upon  the 
part  of  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  Department,  until  the  fiscal 
year  L900,  but  lately  an  expenditure  for  such  a  purchase  was  disal- 
lowed in  view  of  the  provisions  of  section  3,  30  Statutes  at  Large, 
page  316,  and  the  cost  of  the  book  was  charged  against  the  disbursing 
officer  of  the  board.  The  request  is  therefore  made  that  in  the  appro- 
priation act  authority  for  the  "purchase  of  books"  may  be  given. 

Since  the  act  of  creat  ing  the  board  provides  that  the  members  of  the 
board  "shall  serve  without  compensation,"  and  that  the  board  "shall 

elect  from  its  members  a  secretary,"  in  view  of  which  provision 

the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  decided  some  years  ago  that  the  board 
could  not  even  use  any  of  its  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  bond  of  its 
secretary  acting  as  disbursing  officer,  it  will  be  necessary,  if  the  Con- 
gress see  fit  to  grant  a  salary  to  the  secretary,  to  make  the  grant  in 
explicit  language.  The  estimate  for  this  salary  is  a  renewal  of  that 
made  last  year  by  special  act  of  the  board.  The  other  members  of  the 
board  are  convinced  that  the  services  of  the  secretary  are  so  numerous 
and  so  arduous  that  some  compensation  should  be  made  to  him.  Every 
voucher  for  payment  made  by  the  board  since  the  board  was  created 
has  been  examined  and  signed  by  the  present  secretary,  to  certify  that 
the  payment  was  duly  authorized,  in  readiness  forthe  counter  signature 
of  t  he  president,  lhe  secretary  has  also  recorded  the  proceedings  of 
nearly  every  meeting  of  the  board  and  the  executive  committee,  and 
made  a  draft  of  every  annual  report  for  the  action  of  the  board. 

The  estimate  for  maintenance  of  children  not  feeble-minded  is 
greater  by  $514. 72,  and  that  for  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  chil- 
dren is  greater  by  $2,783.11,  than  the  actual  expenditures  for  the  fis- 
cal year  L901,  if  among  the  latter  expenditures  be  included  the  debt 
of  $252. 17  for  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children,  for  the  payment 
of  which  no  appropriation  was  available.  Had  the  act  making  appro- 
priation for  the  fiscal  year  1901  created  a  fund  of  $10,000  for  care  of 
feeble-minded  children  separate  from  that  for  care  of  other  children, 
as  the  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  1902  has  done,  a  surplus  of 
$783.  II  would  have  remained  in  that'  fund,  but  a  deficit  for  care  of 
other  children,  amounting  to  $v>o0.iM-.  would  have  resulted. 

The  appropriation  for  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children  was 
made  distinct  from  that  for  other  purposes  for  the  first  time  in  the  act 
providing  for  the  fiscal  year  190-2.  At  the  rate  of  $22;)  for  each  feeble- 
minded child  placed  in  a  proper  institution,  this  appropriation  allows 
for  an  increase  of  but  three  in  the  number  of  cases  during  the  year, 
and  is  almost  certain  to  be  exhausted.  In  order,  therefore,  not  to  put 
a  stop  to  the  important  work  of  caring  for  these  children,  the  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose  for  the  year  L903  should  be  increased.  It  is 
certainly  undesirable  that  the  board  be  compelled  to  call  for  deficiency 
appropriations,  as  it  has  had  to  do  in  this  and  several  preceding  years. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  office  and  field  force  of  employees  have  brought  to  their  work 
efficiency,  earnestness,  and  intelligent  sympathy  for  their  work,  which 
is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge.  \V  e  take  pleasure  also  in  acknowledg- 
ing the  cooperation  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District,  the  judges 
of  the  police  court,  the  officers  of  the  police  department,  the  Board  of 
Charities,  and  the  institutions  and  other  child-saving  agencies  with 
which  we  have  had  dealings. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  annexed  report  of  Agent  Douglass.  The 
hoard  concurs  in  the  recommendations  made  therein,  especially  in  that 
for  an  amendment  of  the  law  to  provide  against  the  abandonment  of 
children. 

The  appendix,  which  follows  the  report  of  the  agent,  contains  a 
series  of  documents  defining  or  illustrating  the  work  of  the  board.

REPORT  OF  AGENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  by  your 

executive  force  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

On  July  1,  1900,  there  were  634  permanent  wards,  146  have  been  added  during  the 
year,  and  60  have  passed  from  the  control  of  the  board,  leaving  720  wards  under 
active  supervision  July  1,  1901.  Of  these  274  are  white  and  446  colored,  454  males 
and  266  females,  the  average  of  all  being  about  five  and  a  half  years.  I  commend  to 
your  careful  attention  Table  A  as  a  comprehensive  statistical  presentation  of  the 
year's  work  on  cases,  arranged  by  months. 

The  growth  of  the  work  is  evidenced  in  one  way  by  the  following  figures,  indicat- 
ing the  number  of  children  in  whose  behalf  applications  and  investigations  were 
made:

1  he  latter  number  must  be  increased  by  the  95  probation  children,  making  1,159 
cases  dealt  with.  In  other  words,  the  office  has  handled  three  times  as  many  cases 
as  it  did  the  first  year  of  its  existence.  This  means  a  threefold  increase  of  influ- 
ence and  usefulness,  as  the  treatment  of  individual  cases  forms  the  basis  of  influence 

and  usefulness. 

Table  B  shows  the  causes  which  led  to  the  filing  of  petitions  and  the  orders  of  the 
court  directing  commitments.  Fifty-six  children  were  destitute  of  a  suitable  home- 
orphans,  half-orphans,  or  illegitimate  cast-offs.  Each  case  has  been  carefully  scruti- 
nized and  the  action  suited  to  the  individual  needs.  To  meet  real  necessities  among 
the  residential  child  population  of  this  District  has  been  our  constant  aim  and  effort, 
vj  e  also  have  sought  to  go  back  of  the  necessities  to  the  causes  which  lead  thereto 
anu  apply  suitable  remedies.  This  work  involves  much  study  and  time,  which  can 
^  he  tabulated.  Sixteen  children  were  committed  because  abandoned  by  parents 
inJ!  ff  ?M8i  Thi8  mmiDer  is  precisely  the  same  as  last  year.  This  method  of  work- 
ahn  a  cml(lren  uP°n  the  public  is  too  easy  of  accomplishment.  The  law  relating  to 
thev      i  fn-  ofuchlldren  should  be  amended  so  as  to  apply  to  children's  cases  where 

ej  are  left  in  homes  with  a  promise  of  payment  for  board  and  are  never  called  for.

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It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  locate  this  class  of  offenders.  One  such  was  found  to 
belong  to  a  family  in  comfortable  circumstances  in  Westmoreland  County,  Va.  The 
mother  was  influenced  to  come  to  the  city  and  remove  the  infant  to  her  home.  Six- 
teen children  were  taken  from  drunken  or  unfit  parents.  No  part  of  the  board's 
work  is  more  valuable  or  more  full  of  promise  and  hope  to  the  children  of  the  vicious 
than  this  rescue  feature.  The  board  stands  in  the  community  as  the  advocate  and 
defender  of  children's  rights.  These  cases  must  be  handled  with  great  tact  and  dis- 
cretion, for  it  is  a  solemn  matter  to  be  in  any  way  instrumental  in  the  breaking  up  of 
families. 

Fifty-eight  children  were  committed  because  classed  as  incorrigible.  These  were 
chiefly  large  colored  boys  and  girls,  who,  for  lack  of  wholesome  home  influence  and 
restraint,  had  become  dilficult  of  management  and  consequently  a  menace  to  the 
community. 

Table  C  shows  the  reason  for  declining  to  promote  commitment,  393  children  being 
in  no  proper  sense  dependent  by  reason  of  having  relatives  or  friends  of  sufficient 
financial  ability  to  provide  for  them,  52  being  nonresidents,  113  being  adjusted  by 
private  arrangement — which  represents  a  great  amount  of  correspondence,  visitation, 
travel,  and  other  work  not  appearing  in  any  statistical  table — 60  being  referred  to 
other  agencies  better  suited  to  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case,  and  71 
being  withdrawn  after  investigation  was  started  or  method  explained. 

Table  D  shows  the  number  maintained  in  the  various  institutions  with  which  the 
board  has  contracts,  the  average  number  being  136.5  as  against  118.72  last  year.

The  number  of  this  class  dealt  with  and  the  amount  expended  is  somewhat  less 
than  that  of  last  year.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  should  continue  to  decrease. 
Private  agencies  ought  to  cover  the  field  where  temporary  care  of  children  only  is 
necessary,  and  leave  to  the  strictly  public  agencies  the  cases  needing  permanent 
public  guardianship.  There  are  no  organizations  in  the  District,  public  or  private, 
which  receive  colored  infants  or  children  under  4  years  of  age,  except  this  board. 
Consequently,  we  shall  have  to  continue  to  meet  the  necessities  in  this  field,  both 
temporary  and  permanent.  The  total  number  of  days'  care,  for  which  board  was 
paid,  afforded  temporary  wards  was  5,841,  at  an  expense  of  $1,890.28,  or  32.3  cents 
per  day.    This  is  divided  between  institutions  and  boarding  houses  as  follows:

PROBATION  WORK. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Fifty-sixth  Congress  was  passed  an  act  ( 152)  entitled 
"An  act  to  enlarge  the  power  of  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  cases 
involving  delinquent  children,  and  for  other  purposes." 
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In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  this  act,  approved  March  3,  1901,  your  board 
did  me  the  honor  to  designate  me  to  act  temporarily  as  probation  officer.  I  have 
performed  the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  considering  the  other 
multifarious  obligations  connected  with  my  position  as  your  agent.  The  new  method 
of  dealing  with  juvenile  offenders  may  be  said  to  be  in  fairly  good  working  condition, 
and  I  respectfully  request  to  be  relieved  of  the  labors  connected  therewith  as  soon 
as  a  successor  can  be  determined  upon.  The  responsibility  and  labor  are  great  and 
the  field  very  wide  and  fruitful.  A  competent  person,  one  of  mature  judgment,  kind 
and  sympathetic,  yet  with  the  keenness  of  perception  to  detect  shams  and  imposters, 
of  sterling  character  and  of  first-class  all-around  ability  should  be  employed  to  devote 
his  entire  time  to  this  branch  of  the  board's  work.  This  is  the  only  way  that  it  can 
be  brought  to  the  highest  efficiency  and  its  value  to  the  community  fairly  tested.  I 
most  earnestly  recommend  that  Congress  be  requested  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
this  work  commensurate  with  its  importance.  From  a  merely  mercenary  point  of 
view,  I  hope  to  show  later  on  that  this  system  of  dealing  with  young  lawbreakers 
is  more  economical  for  the  taxpayers  than  the  old  system  of  sending  them  to  jail  or 
the  workhouse,  and  the  humanity  of  it  infinitely  more  uplifting. 

"To  punish  is  to  prevent,"  is  the  ethics  of  the  old  system,  crude  indeed,  and  a  sig- 
nal failure  either  as  a  deterrent  to  others  or  as  a  means  of  reforming  young  offenders. 
In  the  ten  years  from  July  1,  1889,  to  July  1,  1899,  there  were  2,839 "commitments  of 
children  under  15  years  to  our  workhouse.  For  the  year  ending  October  31,  1899, 
363  persons  under  18  years  of  age  were  committed  to  our  jail,  and  for  the  year  end- 
ing October  31,  1900,  there  were  232  such  commitments  of  children  under  17  years 
of  age. 

Strike  the  average  for  a  year,  from  the  above  figures,  and  you  will  have  approxi- 
mated 580  commitments  of  children  to  the  jailor  workhouse.  Suppose  the  average 
sentence  to  have  been  30  days— a  conservative  estimate.  This  would  make  17,400 
days'  board,  at  a  per  capita  of  33 J  cents  per  day,  or  $5,800,  which  it  has  cost  the  Dis- 
trict annually  to  keep  behind  the  bars,  in  absolute  idleness,  its  juvenile  offenders. 
And  what  have  you  for  results?  A  steadily  increasing  crop  of  adult  criminals  and 
l»aupers.  The  theory  of  the  probation  system  is  based  upon  the  principle  that  the 
home  is  the  unit  of  civilization,  that  from  the  home  emanates  the  influences  which 
mold  the  child  for  good  or  evil,  and  that  in  the  home  wayward  tendencies  can  be 
best  corrected,  provided  salutary  influences  prevail  therein.  The  boy  or  girl  who 
flagrantly  violates  the  law  is  out  of  joint  in  his  home.  He  needs  a  proper  adjustment 
there,  and  there  is  the  field  of  labor  for  the  probation  officer.  Perhaps  the  home  is 
a  poor  one,  or  the  parents  are  incompetent.  In  such  conditions  the  officer,  with  his 
delicacy  and  tact,  can  work  wonders. 

Now,  what  have  been  the  results  in  a  period  of  about  three  and  two-thirds  months? 
During  that  time  95  children,  93  boys  and  2  girls,  88  colored,  7  white,  were  com- 
mitted for  offenses  as  follows:

An  analysis  of  the  offenses  shows  moral  turpitude  in  less  than  one-half  of  the 
cases;  50  of  them  were  first  offenses.  Thirty -seven  of  the  children  were  in  regular 
attendance  on  the  public  school,  and  most  of  them  in  good  standing.  Of  the  others, 
29  were  regularly  employed  at  fair  wages,  15  had  occasional  wTork,  and  14  were 
neither  working  nor  attending  school.  Forty-four  of  these  children  have  what  may 
»e  termed  good  homes — parents  or  guardians  of  good  character  and  the  influences  of 
a  wholesome  kind;  25  have  onlv  fair  homes,  and  26  poor  homes.  The  average  age 
ot  these  offenders  is  13£  years,  the  number  at  different  ages  as  follows:

It  was  necessary  to  keep  some  of  these  children  a  few  days  on  expense  pending 
investigation  into  their  homes  or  past  records,  or  while  in  correspondence  with 
friends.  A  total  of  two  hundred  and  fifteen  days'  board  was  paid  for  such,  at  a  cosl 
of  $82.08.  Other  expenses  were  $8.90  for  transportation,  $13  for  a  record  book,  and 
$7.38  for  printing,  making  a  total  of  $111.36,  or  at  the  rate  of  about  $375  per  annum. 
Add  to  this  amount  $1,200  for  the  salary  of  a  probation  officer — and  it  should  be  no 
less — and  you  would  have  an  expenditure  of  $1,575  per  annum  as  against  $5,800 
under  the  former  system  as  shown  above,  or  a  saving  of  $4,225  each  year  to  the  tax- 
payers— no  inconsiderable  amount.  Of  the  76  children  under  active  supervision  July 
1,  1901,  45  were  working  at  regular  wages,  20  wrere  working  irregularly,  and  11  were 
loafing  and  not  doing  well.  Volunteer  assistant  probation  officers  have  been  enlisted 
as  follows:  D.  E.  Wiseman  in  the  northwest,  W.  J.  Howard  in  the  southwest,  Mrs. 
M.  C.  Rugg  in  the  northeast,  and  Mrs.  M.  Kirwan  in  Georgetown.  They  have 
visited  the  children  weekly  and  submitted  written  reports  to  this  office,  and  are 
enthusiastic  in  their  faith  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  this  way  of  dealing  with 
youthful  offenders.  One  of  them  writes:  "Permit  me  to  sav  that  to  mv  mind  it  is 
one  of  the  best  efforts  that  could  be  put  into  practice,  not  only  for  the  good  of  the 
individual  boy  or  girl,  but  for  the  parents  as  well  as  the  community."  "The 
appearance  of  the  visiting  officer  acts  as  a  benediction  to  the  family  in  many  ways." 

The  police  department  and  the  courts  have  been  inclined  to  look  with  something 
of  distrust  upon  this  method  of  dealing  with  delinquents.  We  are  firmly  of  the  belief 
that  such  distrust  arises  from  an  incomplete  knowledge  of  its  workings  and  the  ends 
sought.  The  success  attained  under  a  similar  system  in  other  cities— notably  Boston, 
Chicago,  and  New  York— has  been  phenomenal.  Here  the  work  needs  fostering  and 
the  cooperation  of  all  corrective  agencies.  It  has  come  to  stay  and  will  grow  to 
include  adults  as  well  as  youths,  under  its  beneficial  influences. 

NATIONAL  JUNIOR  REPUBLIC. 

The  National  Junior  Republic  of  Annapolis,  Md.,  has  been  utilized  to  quite  an 
extent  in  placing  large  white  boys,  who  have  started  on  the  wrong  road,  but  have 
not  traveled  far  thereon.  The  methods  of  dealing  with  boys  are  somewhat  different 
from  those  in  vogue  in  most  institutions.  The  results,  so  far  as  the  appreciable  effects 
upon  our  wards  can  be  estimated,  are  thus  summed  up  by  an  official  of  the  republic: 
"To  eradicate  idle,  vicious  habits  and  replace  them  with  good  and  thriftv  ones  is  a 
work  of  longer  time  than  has  yet  been  given  to  your  wards.  It  can  be  said  that  they 
have  done  well  and  that  most  of  them  promise  of  benefiting  to  the  fullest  extent 
from  their  present  training  and  surroundings."  The  aims  of  the  National  Junior 
Republic  are  summarized  as  follows:  (1)  To  train  for  honest,  industrious,  law-abiding 
citizenship;  (2)  to  help  them  discern  the  dignity  and  value  of  labor;  (3)  to  develop 
personal  responsibility  for  each  other;  (4)  to  teach  that  law  is  an  enemy  onlv  to  the 
evil  doer. 

HART  FARM  SCHOOL. 

uW^have  c?ntinnon!  t0  Pla<^  the  older  and  more  incorrigible  colored  bovs  on  the 
Hart  Farm  School.  There  has  been  an  average  attendance  there  of  a  little  over  50 
boys. 

Mr.  Hart,  in  a  report  made  to  the  agent,  says:  "There  has  been  no  sickness  worth 
mentioning  in  our  family,  and  no  deaths  since  the  school  has  been  in  existence.  The 
wholesome  board  and  outdoor  life  make  all  the  inmates  health  v  and  strong,  and  the 
boys  are  so  stout  and  able-bodied  as  to  immediately  attract  special  attention  in  this 
respect.  The  schoolroom  work  has  been  most  gratifying,  and  the  progress  in  every 
case  emphatically  marked,  as  mav  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  individual  quarterly 
reports  made  by  the  principal  of  the  school  to  the  agent  of  the  board.  *  *  *  The 
school  is  primarily  an  agricultural  institution  designed  to  train  and  develop  farmers. 
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This  is  its  distinctive  work,  and  by  its  work  in  this  particular  calling  it  is  to  be  judged 
and  valued.  *  *  *  Nearly  every  garden  product  that  will  grow  in  this  latitude 
has  been  studied,  planted,  cultivated,  harvested,  prepared  for  the  table,  and  con- 
sumed by  the  pupils.  *  *  *  The  children  are  docile,  industrious,  and  contented. 
No  child  has  been  restrained  of  his  liberty  under  lock  and  key  for  a  single  moment 
during  the  year.  There  has  been  a  steady  but  slow  growth  in  moral  culture  and 
character  building." 

children's  temporary  itome. 

The  temporary  home,  under  the  wise  superintendence  of  Miss  Susan  B.  Cook,  has 
continued  as  an  important  adjunct  to  the  board's  work  among  colored  children. 
This  is  used  as  a  way  station  to  the  family  home.  Here  the  children  are  cleansed 
and  built  up  physically;  at  the  same  time  they  are  taught  useful  lessons — all  with  a 
view  of  fitting  them  for  reception  into  family  homes.  Many  placements  here  are  of 
children  committed  for  limited  periods  to  relieve  temporary  distress.  The  average 
number  of  children  maintained  here  each  month  during  the  past  year  was  40,  and 
the  average  stay  was  but  twenty-four  days.  Miss  Cook  says  of  her  work:  "The  gen- 
eral deportment  has  been  better  than  could  be  expected,  and  most  hopeful  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  cases  of  several  wayward  children,  who  under  training 
have  evinced  such  better  tendencies  as  to  make  us  regret  to  part  with  them  when  the 
time  for  parting  came.  *  *  *  A  spirit  of  cooperation  and  helpfulness  is  mani- 
fested in  all  who  are  engaged  in  the  work."  This  home  is  located  at  No.  607  How- 
ard avenue,  northwest. 

HOUSE  OF  THE  GOOD  SHEPHERD. 

Six  children  were  withdrawn  during  the  year  from  the  House  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd  (for  colored  girls),  Baltimore,  and  committed  to  the  Girls'  Reform  School. 
These  institutions  deal  with  about  the  same  class  of  girls.  When  the  office  was 
informed  that  there  were  vacancies  at  the  reform  school,  it  seemed  imperative  that 
a  sufficient  number  of  District  dependents  maintained  in  a  Maryland  institution 
should  be  transferred  to  the  District  institution  to  fill  the  vacancies. 


THE  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL. 


The  Industrial  Home  School  has  been  exceedingly  obliging  in  the  matter  of  receiv- 
ing our  wards.  With  all  our  local  institutions  this  office  maintains  the  most  cordial 
relations. 

OTHER  INSTITUTIONS. 

Five  of  our  wards  are  maintained  at  St.  Joseph's  Asylum,  1  at  St.  Vincent's, 
1  at  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Washington,  which  institutions  we  have 
not  been  able  to  pay  because  held  to  be  sectarian.  Your  agent  earnestly  recom- 
mends that  special  authority  be  sought  from  Congress  to  enable  this  board  to  pay 
any  and  all  institutions  for  specific  service  rendered.  The  7  children  above  referred 
to  have  been  adjudged,  by  a  court  having  jurisdiction,  proper  subjects  for  public 
support,  and  there  is  no  sound  reason  why  their  maintenance  should  not  be  paid  for 
by  the  pul die  at  whatever  institution  it  seems  best  to  keep  them.  "Specific  payments 
tor  specilic  service"  is  undebatably  sound  public  policy. 

FEEBLE-MINDED.

At  the  Virginia  Training  School,  at  Falls  Church,  16  children  were  maintained  at 
tne  beginning  of  the  year,  2  were  added  during  the  year,  and  1  was  withdrawn, 
leaving  1,  on  July  1,  1901..

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INFANTS. 


Good  results  have  attended  the  board's  work  among  infants,  due  (1)  to  the  system  • 
(2)  to  the  carefully  selected  homes;  (3)  to  the  intelligent  care  of  our  nurses,  and  (4) 
to  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  the  board's  physician.  If  there  is  one  conclusion  which 
the  policy  of  the  board  for  eight  years  has  demonstrated  beyond  cavil,  it  is  that 
private  homes  for  the  care  of  infants  are  superior  to  institutions.  The 'mortality 
percentages  are  continued  from  last  year,  and  are  as  follows:

That  the  board  shall  be  the  legal  guardian  of  all  children  committed  to  it 
by  the  courts,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  board  them  in  private  families,  to  board 
them  in  institutions  willing  to  receive  them,  to  bind  them  out  or  apprentice  them,  or 
to  give  them  in  adoption  to  foster  parents.  Children  received  from  the  reform 
school  shall  be  placed  at  work,  bound  out  or  apprenticed,  and  at  any  time  before 
attaining  majority  may  be  returned  to  the  school  from  which  they  came,  if,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  guardians,  such  a  course  is  demanded  by  the  interest  of  the 
community  or  the  welfare  of  the  child.  All  children  under  the  guardianship  of  the 
board  shall  be  visited  not  less  than  once  a  year  by  an  agent  of  the  board,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  the  welfare  of  the  child  demands.  Children  received  temporarily 
may  not  be  kept  longer  than  one  week,  except  by  order  of  the  police  court  or  the 
criminal  court. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  antecedents,  character,  and  condition  of  life  of  each  child  received 
by  the  board  shall  be  investigated  as  fully  as  possible,  and  the  facts  learned  entered 
in  permanent  records,  in  which  shall  also  be  noted  the  subsequent  history  of  each 
child,  so  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  shall  have  authority  to  prescribe 
the  form  of  records  to  be  kept  by  the  board  of  guardians,  and  the  methods  to  be 
employed  by  them  in  paying  bills  and  auditing  accounts;  and  an  annual  report  of  its 
operations  hereunder  shall  be  made  by  the  board  to  the  superintendent  of  charities. 
The  superintendent  of  charities  shall  have  full  powers  of  investigation  and  report 
regarding  all  branches  of  the  work  of  the  board,  as  well  as  over  all  institutions  in 
which  children  are  placed  by  the  board;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  recommend 
annually  the  appropriations  which  in  his  judgment  are  necessary  to  the  carrying  on 
of  its  work.

Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  approved  June  16,  1880: 

"  Current  expenses  Columbia  Institution  for  Deaf  and  Dumb,  for  support  of  the  insti- 
tution: Provided,  That  when  any  indigent  applicant  for  admission  to  the  institution 
belonging  to  the  District  of  Columbia  and  being  of  teachable  age  is  found,  upon 
examination  by  the  president  of  the  institution,  to  be  of  feeble  mind  and  hence 
incapable  of  receiving  instruction  among  children  of  sound  mind,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  may  cause  such  person  to  be  instructed  in  some  institution  for  the  edu- 
cation ot  feeble-minded  children  in  Pennsylvania  or  some  other  State,  at  a  cost  not 
greater  for  each  pupil  than  is  or  may  be  for  the  time  being  paid  by  such  State  for 
similar  instruction,  and  the  sum  necessary  therefor  is  appropriated  out  of  the  sum 
above  provided  for  current  expenses  of  the  institution."

An  act  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  cases 
involving  delinquent  children,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Br  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  ( kmgress  assembk  d,  That  the  judges  of  the  criminal  and  police  courts  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  at  their  discretion,  to  commit  to 
the  custody  and  care  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia children  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  shall  be  convicted  of  petty  crimes  or 
misdemeanors  which  may  be  punishable  with  fine  or  imprisonment;  and  said  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians  shall  place,  under  contract,  such  children  in  such  suitable 
homes,  institutions,  or  training  schools  for  the  care  of  children  as  it  may  deem  wise 
and  proper. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  court  shall  commit  a  child  under  seventeen  years  of  age,  charged 
with  or  convicted  of  a  petty  crime  or  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  or  imprison- 
ment, to  a  jail,  workhouse,  or  police  station,  but  if  such  child  be  unable  to  give  bail 
or  pay  a  fine,  it  may  be  committed  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  temporarily 
or  permanently,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  said  board  shall  make  some  suit- 
able provision  for  said  child  outside  the  in  closure  of  any  jail,  workhouse,  or  police 
station,  or  said  court  may  commit  such  child  to  the  Reform  School  under  the  laws 
now  providing  tor  such  commitment.

such  imprisonment  shall  not  exempt  such  person  from  additional  imprisonment  for 
further  neglect  or  refusal  to  make  contribution  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  however,  That 
if,  after  such  conviction,  any  such  parent  shall  appear  before  the  court  before  which 
such  conviction  shall  have  taken  place  and  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court 
that  the  amount  due  under  such  order,  up  to  the  time  of  conviction,  has  been  paid, 
and  further,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  shall  enter 
into  bond  to  the  United  States  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned 
that  he  will  thereafter  pay  such  sums  as  may  have  been  ordered  or  that  may  there- 
after be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  said  court  until  such  order  shall  be  revoked,  the  said 
court  may  suspend  sentence  therein  during  the  continuance  of  such  bond. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  shall 
receive  and  shall  be  responsible  under  his  bond  for  all  moneys  paid  to  said  board 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  pay  the  amounts  so  received  by  him  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  within  twenty  days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal 
quarter. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  acts  and  portions  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  men- 
tioned above  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  terms  of  the  provisions  in  the  above  sec- 
tions shall  become  law  on  and  after  the  date  of  approval.

good  condition,  and  with  clothing  and  supplies  as  good  as  were  delivered  to  him 
with  said  child. 

That  it  said  child  shall  remain  in  the  home  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
beyond  the  time  set  for  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  trial,  then  this  indenture  shall 
become  fully  operative,  and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  is  not  to  be  released 
from  any  of  its  conditions  except  by  consent  of  the  party  of  the  first  part. 

That  the  said  partyof  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  treat  said  child  properly 
and  kindly  at  all  times  as  a  member  of  his  family.  That  he  will  provide  the  child 
suitable  and  sufficient  clothing  for  all  seasons  of  the  year,  for  week  days,  and  for 
attending  public  religious  worship,  and  with  suitable  food  and  other  necessaries, 
including  medical  attendance  in  health  and  sickness,  and  a  decent  burial  in  case  of  the 

death  of  said  ,  after  having  lived  two  years  continuously  in  the  family  of 

the  partyof  the  second  part.  That  he  will  have  it  taught  some  useful  occupation  and 
the  branches  usually  taught  in  the  common  schools,  causing  it  to  attend  the  public 

Bchools  \\  here  he  resides  at  least  months  each  year  until  —  years  of  age.  That 

at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  indenture  he  will  provide  the  child  with  two  good

APPROVED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  CHILDREN'S  GUARDIANS  OF  THE 
DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA — RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  NURSES 
AND  DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  PREPARATION  OF  FOOD  FOR  INFANTS. 

This  little  folder  is  issued  by  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  for  the  purpose  of 
rinFm£  about  an  exact  understanding  with  every  person  to  wThom  the  board  intrusts 
a  child  for  pay.    The  rules  now  published  have  "been  made  the  general  basis  of  all 
arrangements  heretofore  made  for  the  board  of  children  in  private  families,  and  are 
to  continue  in  force  until  further  notice. 

the  office  of  the  board  is  at  472  Louisiana  avenue,  on  the  second  floor,  and  is 
open  every  week  day  from  9  to  5  p.  m. 

HOME  CONDITIONS. 

1.  The  home  must  be  on  a  fairly  good  street  or  in  the  country.  No  infants  will  be 
1 'laced  m  homes  in  the  alleys  or  courts  of  the  city. 

«hf™  -i,  mes  .must  be  dean>  well  kept,  well  ventilated,  and  so  situated  that  sun- 
stone  will  come  into  the  rooms  part  of  the  day. 
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3  There  must  1*  ample  room  for  the  number  of  persons  living  in  the  house,  and 
the  presence  of  boarders  and  small  children,  other  than  those  placed  by  this  agency, 
will  he  considered  objectionable. 

4  The  income  of  the  care  taker,  including  the  legitimate  profit  on  the  amount 
paid  by  this  board  for  the  care  of  its  children,  must  be  sufficient  for  reasonable  sup- 
port  for  herself  and  all  dependent  upon  her.  One-half  of  the  amount  paid  will  be 
considered  as  payment  to  the  care  taker  for  her  trouble  and  labor,  and  the  other 
half  is  to  provide  food  and  clothing  for  the  child. 

5.  All  that  part  of  "South  Washington"  lying  east  of  Four-and-adialf  street  and 
south  of  Estreel  southwest  and  all  of  "  West  Washington  "  lying  south  of  Bridge 
Btreel  are  considered  objectionable,  and  hereafter  infants  will  only  be  placed  in  those 
localities  in  special  cases  and  for  special  reasons.

The  plain,  short,  dark  rubber  nipple,  with  any  ordinary  bottle,  is  decidedly 
the  best  and  the  only  arrangement  allowed.  Infants  must  not  be  given  the  bottle 
and  put  down  and  left.  Every  nurse  is  expected  to  take  the  child  upon  her  lap  to 
be  fed,  and  to  give  the  meal  and  take  the  bottle  away  within  twenty  minutes.  Bot- 
tles must  be  scalded  after  each  meal  is  given,  before  being  refilled  for  the  next,  and 
nipples  must  be  kept  in  a  bowl  of  fresh  water  when  not  in  use. 

9.  All  water  used  in  the  preparation  of  food  for  infants  during  hot  weather  must 
be  boiled.  A  small  quantity  should  be  boiled  each  morning  and  put  aside  to  cool  in 
a  covered  vessel.  The  directions  for  the  preparation  of  milk  and  barley  water  for 
children  of  various  ages,  which  are  furnished  by  the  board,  must  be  carefully 
followed. 

10.  Upon  the  first  appearance  of  serious  bowel  trouble  the  case  must  be  reported 
at  this  office  or  to  the  physician  designated  at  once.  Doors  and  windows  should  be 
opened  on  the  shady  side  of  the  house  and  the  child  should  be  given  fresh  air.  A 
fan  must  be  used,  if  necessary,  to  keep  the  child  cool.  Give  no  food  and  nothing  to 
drink.  If  vomiting  or  purging  sets  in,  give  5  to  10  drops  of  lime  water  in  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  cold  water  every  ten  minutes  until  the  doctor  comes.  Give  no  more 
and  nothing  else.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  PREPARATION  OF  FOOD  FOR  INFANTS  FED  ON  COWS'  MILK. 

Barley  water. 

Take  three  tablespoon fuls  of  clean  pearl  barley  and  one  cup  of  cold  water.  Let 
soak  for  four  hours.  Have  two  cups  of  water  in  a  clean  dish  in  a  kettle  of  boiling 
water.  Stir  in  the  barley  and  the  water  in  which  it  has  soaked  and  cook  for  half 
hour.  Strain  off  the  barley  water  through  coarse  muslin,  salt  enough  to  take  off  the 
flat  taste,  and  sweeten  slightly. 

Milk. 

Milk  must  be  secured  fresh  daily  and  must  be  kept  as  cool  as  possible.  Upon  the 
arrival  of  the  morning  supply,  place  the  milk  for  the  baby  in  a  glass  jar  and  set  into 
a  kettle  of  water  over  the  fire.  Have  the  water  well  up  around  the  jar  and  boil 
gently  for  ten  minutes.  Remove  the  jar  and  cool  the  milk  as  quickly  and  thoroughly 
as  possible.  Milk  from  several  cows  mixed  is  preferable  to  getting  supply  from 
one  cow. 

•  The  food. 

For  a  very  young  infant  take  half  and  half  of  barley  water  and  milk,  prepared  as 
directed,  and  give  from  a  nursing  bottle. 

For  a  child  3  or  4  months  old,  take  less  barley  water  and  more  milk. 

Most  children  can  take  milk  full  strength  when  6  months  old,  and  the  proportion 
ol  milk  must  be  increased  and  less  water  given  as  the  child  seems  to  require.  If  this 
tood  proves  constipating,  use  thin,  strained  oatmeal  gruel  instead  of  barley  water  in 
every  other  bottle  of  food. 

One  or  two  teaspoonfuls  of  cool  boiled  water  should  be  given  several  times  daily.

Have  the  water  well  up  around  the  jar  and  boil 
gently  for  ten  minutes.  Remove  the  jar  and  cool  the  milk  as  quickly  and  thoroughly 
as  possible.  Milk  from  several  cows  mixed  is  preferable  to  getting  supply  from 
one  cow. 

•  The  food. 

For  a  very  young  infant  take  half  and  half  of  barley  water  and  milk,  prepared  as 
directed,  and  give  from  a  nursing  bottle. 

For  a  child  3  or  4  months  old,  take  less  barley  water  and  more  milk. 

Most  children  can  take  milk  full  strength  when  6  months  old,  and  the  proportion 
of  milk  must  be  increased  and  less  water  given  as  the  child  seems  to  require.  If  this 
tood  proves  constipating,  use  thin,  strained  oatmeal  gruel  instead  of  barley  water  in 
every  other  bottle  of  food. 

2ne,°J,two  teaspoonfuls  of  cool  boiled  water  should  be  given  several  times  daily. 
Kead  the  rules  for  the  government  of  nurses.

Deab  Sir:  In  response  to  your  communication  addressed  to  me  on  February  4,  and 
herewith  attached,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  observations  by  way  of  reply: 

That  "The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  would  seem  to  be  intended  primarily 
for  charitable  work,"  to  quote  the  language  of  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  Reform  School,  is  doubtless  true;  but  that  it  obtains,  "through  the  courts,  con- 
trol of  many  hoys  who  should,  perhaps,  more  properly  be  sent  to  the  Reform  School" 
is  at  least  a  debatable  question  and  one  concerning  which  there  may  be  honest  dif- 
ferences of  opinion.  Among  the  classes  of  children  mentioned  in  the  act  creating 
the  hoard  as  properly  coming  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  board  are  "All 
children  known  by  their  language  or  life  to  be  vicious  or  incorrigible."  That  the 
courts  may  properly  and  legally  commit  such  children  to  the  board  and  that  the 
hoard  must  make  adequate  provision  for  all  children  thus  committed,  may  be  con- 
ceded by  all.  The  same  may  he  said  as  to  the  rights  and  legality  of  the  courts'  com- 
mitment oi  this  class  of  children  to  the  Reform  School.  Where,  then,  should  the  line 
of  demarcation  he  drawn  so  that  each  should  not  intrench  upon  the  legitimate  field 
ot  the  other? 

For  several  years  after  the  creation  of  this  board  there  was  a  feeling  on  the  part  of 
the  agents  and  others  cognizant  of  conditions  that  provisions  for  certain  classes  of 
delinquent  children  were  inadequate.  Colored  bovs  of  tender  years,  who  were 
regarded  as  not  sufficiently  incorrigible  to  warrant  committing  to  the  Reform  School, 
could  be  sent  for  minor  offenses  nowhere  save  to  the  jail  or  workhouse.  It  was  to 
save  such  hovs  from  such  a  fate,  as  I  understand  the  matter,  that  the  board  made  its 
provision  at  the  Hart  Farm  School.    There  are  degrees  of  incorrisibility.    The  more

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wheelwrighting,  to  a  limited  number  of  the  large  boys,  besides  the  farm  work  and 
housework,  are  all  the  industries  in  existence.  The  Reform  School  is  an  old  estab- 
lished institution,  well  equipped  and  organized,  and  their  children  are  better  housed 
and  instructed  than  it  is  possible  now  to  do  at  the  Hart  Farm  School. 

2.  "Whether  after  leaving  the  Reform  School  their  prospects  for  life  are  as  good 
as  if  they  remain  under  our  charge?"  I  would  answer  this  negatively.  I  do  not 
think  the  prospects  for  life  to  the  Reform  School  graduate  are  as  good  as  lor  those  in 
charge  of  the  board.  Commitments  to  the  Reform  School  are  until  21  years,  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  the  trustees.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  boys  can  by  good  conduct 
earn  their  discharge  in  twenty  months,  and  the  superintendent  informed  me  that  the 
average  stay  was  about  twenty-four  months.  They  are  then  turned  loose  and  no 
further  attention  paid  them.  Their  fight  in  life's  battle  is  decidedly  an  uphill  one. 
The  stigma  of  having  been  to  a  reform  school  attaches  to  them,  and  to  again  get  a 
foothold  is  exceedingly  difficult,  The  brand  is  upon  them.  At  the  Marine  Barracks 
they  will  not  take  a  boy  if  they  know  he  has  been  to  the  Reform  School.  Within  a 
year  a  police  officer  of  this  city — a  married  man  and  of  good  standing  as  an  officer — 
had  it  flung  at  him  before  a  trial  board  that  when  a  boy  he  was  sentenced  to  the 
Reform  School.  The  authorities  of  the  Reform  School  now  have  the  right  to  parole 
boys  on  their  good  behavior  and  recommit  them  if  they  go  wrong.  But  the  weak- 
ness of  this  system  lies  in  the  fact  that  they  have  no  parole  officer  and  they  have  no 
way  of  keeping  watch  of,  or  in  touch  with,  released  boys.  The  guardianship  of  the 
board's  wards  is  continuous  up  to  the  age  of  21  years.  There  is  no  stigma  attached 
to  a  commitment  to  the  board,  and  if  a  ward  seems  to  be  in  need  of  the  disciplinary 
restraint  of  the  Hart  Farm  School  for  a  time,  and  is  returned  to  relatives  again  or 
employment  found  for  him,  he  is  supervised,  guarded,  and  guided  there.  As  to  the 
two  systems — the  Reform  School  and  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  in  both  of 
which  commitments  are  up  to  21  years — it  appears  to  me  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians  is  markedly  the  stronger  in  having  and  exercising  the  continuous  guard- 
ianship. While  in  the  physical  possession  of  their  boys  I  believe  the  Reform  School 
affords  even  better  training  and  discipline  than  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is 
at  present  affording  to  a  like  class. 

3.  "Is  our  board  at  liberty  to  send  boys  committed  to  us  to  the  Reform  School?" 
No,  not  directly.  Through  its  agent  it  can  present  any  of  its  wards  to  the  court  and 
ask  a  commitment  to  the  Reform  School.  Evidence  must  be  submitted  that  the  sub- 
ject is  a  proper  one  for  the  Reform  School.  This  course  has  been  pursued  in  the  case 
of  several  boys  with  whom  the  board  has  dealt,  not  very  successfully,  because  of 
vicious  tendencies. 

I  trust  this  covers  in  an  imperfect  way  the  points  raised  by  you.

AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-LAWS. 


March  9, 1901,  Articles  I,  la,  and  II  of  the  by-laws  were  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
I.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  shall  consist  of  a  president, 
vice-president,  and  secretary. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
board  to  be  held  in  November,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  elected. 


Their  duties  shall  be  such  as  are  usual  to  their  respective  offices,  in  accordance  with 
parliamentary  rules. 

In  the  event  that  the  term  of  membership  of  any  person  who  is  a  member  of  the 
board  expires  while  such  person  is  an  officer  of  the  board,  and  such  person  be  reap- 
P(y!-  i  i  t0u memDersniP  before  another  person  shall  have  been  elected  to  the  office 
*  inch  he  held,  said  reappointed  person  shall  resume  his  former  office  as  though  his 
membership  had  been  continuous. 

II.  A  regular  meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Saturday  of  each 
month,  except  that  when  said  Saturday  shall  fall  on  a  legal  or  special  holiday  the 
meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  next  preceding  day,  not  a  holiday.  The  hour  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  the  board,  and  notice  stating  the  hour  and  day

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RULES  FOR  GOVERNMENT  OF  EMPLOYEES. 


January  5,  1901,  the  following  rules  for  the  government  of  employees  of  the  board 
were  Adopted: 

The  office  of  the  board  shall  be  kept  open  for  business  from  9  a.  m.  until  5  p.  m. 
each  dav  when  the  offices  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  kept 
( ipen  from  9  a.  m.  until  4  p.  m.,  and  may  be  closed  at  such  times  as  the  District  offices 
are  closed;  but  the  hours  of  service  of  the  employees  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  allow 
those  employees  who  come  on  duty  at  9  a.  m.  to  depart  at  4  p.  m.,  and  those  who 
depart  at  5  p.  m.  to  come  on  duty  at  10  a.  m.,  and  all  employees  to  have  one-half 
hour  of  recess  during  the  day;  or  to  allow  employees  who  come  at  9  a,  m.  and  depart 
at  5  |>.  m.  to  have  one  and  one-half  hours  of  recess  during  the  day.  The  apportion- 
ment of  hours  among  the  office  employees  shall  be  made  by  Agent  Douglass  in  such 
manner  as  to  give  equivalent  privileges  to  each  employee. 

The  disbursing  officer  shall  render  a  written  statement  at  each  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  hoard  showing  the  amount  of  the  expenditures  from  each  separate 
fund  since  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  month  preceding 
that  on  which  the  meeting  is  held,  the  amount  of  liabilities  incurred  to  the  same 
date,  the  excess  or  deficiency  of  such  expenditures  and  liabilities  pro  rata  for  the 
year,  and  an  estimate  of  the  liabilities  to  be  incurred  for  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
and  of  the  excess  or  deficiency  of  each  fund  for  the  year. 

Agent  Douglass  shall  render  a  written  statement  at  each  regular  monthly  meeting 
of  the  hoard  showing  the  amount  of  moneys  held  by  him  to  the  credit  of  wards  of 
the  board  at  the  end  of  the  month  preceding  that  on  which  the  meeting  is  held,  and 
the  receipts  or  payments  of  these  moneys  since  the  rendering  of  the  preceding  state- 
ment. 

The  two  agents  of  the  board  are  of  equal  rank,  but  when  joint  reports  are  signed 
by  them,  or  their  names  are  coupled,  Agent  Parkman's  name  shall  precede,  because 
i  >t  seniority  in  office. 

Agent  Parkman's  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to  all  matters  concerning  the  placing 
and  visiting  ot  children  in  homes  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Agent 
I  >ouglass  s  jurisdiction  to  al  1  matters  concerning  the  placing  and  visiting  of  children  in 
institutions  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  in  homes  and  institutions  within 
the  District.

REPORT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL. 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Industrial  Home 
School  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  institution  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901. 

meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  are  held  at  the  home  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  and  special  meeting's  when  occasion 
requires. 
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Extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  held  during-  the  year  are 
given  below: 

July  10,  1900. — A  motion  was  made  and  adopted  that  the  superintendent's  recom- 
mendations to  have  the  two  greenhouses  rebuilt  at  an  expense  of  $1,300  and  to  change 
the  heating  apparatus  from  steam  to  hot  water  at  a  cost  of  $900  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  buildings  and  grounds  with  power  to  act. 

Thr  superintendent's  recommendation  that  the  hospital  floors  be  oiled  and  waxed 
was  referred  to  the  housekeeping  committee  with  power  to  act. 

On  motion  the  superintendent  was  authorized  to  change  the  officers'  dining  room 
to  what  was  the  reading  room  and  to  put  the  reading  room  in  the  place  where  the 
dining  room  was. 

The  superintendent  requested  that  the  children's  and  officers'  dining  room  be  car- 
peted with  linoleum.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  ladies  of  the  board  with  power 
to  act. 

The  requisition  tor  new  furniture  was  referred  to  the  ladies  of  the  board  with  power 
to  act. 

Mr.  Janney,  of  the  committee  on  employees  and  industries,  reported  that  the 
balance  ot  money  on  hand  for  1900  had  been  invested  in  a  mortising  machine  and 
small  tools  to  the  amount  of  $176;  also  that  the  salaries  of  the  housekeeper,  sewing 
teacher,  and  matron  for  small  boys  had  each  been  increased  $5  per  month  making 
t  he  housekeeper's  salary  $30,  sewing  teacher's  $27.50,  and  matron's  $27.50  per  month 
A  motion  that  the  report  be  approved  was  adopted.

"3.  A  one-story  plan  gives  a  basement,  the  cubical  contents  of  which  are  nearly 
one-half  of  that  of  the  entire  building,  being  about  twice  as  large  as  that  required 
for  a  two-story  building,  and  there  would  be  little  use  for  such  a  basement,  especially 
if  the  building  is  to  be  heated  from  the  present  steam  plant,  which  appears  to  be 
probable. 

"4.  A  one-story  building  will  require  t  wice  as  large  a  roof  as  a  t  wo-story  building, 
involving  a  needless  expense. 

"5.  The  building  is  to  occupy  a  conspicuous  site  in  the  foreground  of  the  present 
main  building  and  the  girls'  cottage,  which  are  three  stories  high,  and  the  contrast 
would  ever  give  the  one-story  building  a  very  low,  squatty,  and  insignificant  appear- 
ance. 

"6.  The  arrangement  of  the  four  rooms  in  two  stories,  two  rooms  in  each  story, 
will  be  in  accordance  with  all  the  four-room  buildings  erected  for  the  public  schools 
of  the  District,  and  which  has  been  found  to  be  well  adapted  to  its  purpose. 

"As  the  objections  to  a  one-story  plan  of  a  building  are,  in  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  your  committee,  so  serious  as  to  demand  its  abandonment,  any  criticism  of  the 
details  of  the  plans  submitted  in  other  respects  would  be  out  of  place  in  this  report. 

"Your  committee  is  therefore  constrained  to  unanimously  recommend  that  the 
plans  for  a  one-story  building  submitted  to  it  be  disapproved  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, and  that  the  architect  be  requested  at  his  earliest  convenience  to  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  board  for  its  inspection  and  action  preliminary  plans  for  a  two-story 
building.

Mrs.  Blount  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted  and  that  the  architect  be  requested, 
at  his  earliest  convenience,  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  board  for  its  inspection  and 
action  preliminary  {dans  for  a  two-story  building.  Adopted. 

November  IS,  1900. — Mr.  Rheem  moved  that  the  building  committee  be  authorized 
to  recommend  to  the  Commissioners  the  details  of  the  plans  of  the  new  school  build- 
ing. Adopted. 

February  1J,  1001. — Superintendent's  report  states  that  Mrs.  Lucie  E.  Blount  had 
given  seven  very  pretty  pictures  to  the  home.  On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  board 
were  extended  to  Mrs.  Blount, 

April  9,  1901.— The  superintendent  asks  the  board  to  employ  a  supervisor  of  boys, 
at  a  salary  of  $50  per  month. 

The  matter  of  employing  an  additional  man  wras  referred  to  the  committee  on 
employees  to  investigate  and  report. 

Committee  on  buildings  and  grounds  reported  that  the  Commissioners  have  adver- 
tised for  proposals  on  the  new  school  building,  to  be  received  on  the  20th  of  April, 
also  that  the  Engineer  Commissioner  had  promised  to  give  attention  to  the  extension 
of  the  girls'  cottage  at  once.    On  motion  the  report  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  Blount  brought  up  the  question  of  introducing  the  silk  industry  at  the  home. 
Mr.  Tupper  moved  that  the  committee  on  industries  collect  information  on  the  sub- 
ject and  report  to  the  board.  Adopted. 

May  17,  1901  [postponed  monthly  meeting  of  the  trustees  at  the  home).— Mr.  Wilson 
reported  for  the  committee  on  buildings  and  grounds  that  the  site  for  the  new  school 
building  had  been  determined  by  a  conference  of  the  committee,  in  connection  with 
the  architect,  the  Commissioners,  and  the  trustees.  On  motion  the  report  was 
accepted. 

The  president  stated  that  he  had  w  ritten  to  the  secretary  to  notify  each  trustee 
that  they  were  designated  as  delegate  to  the  convention  of  charities,  etc.,  held  in 
Washington  from  May  9  to  16,  1901.    On  motion  this  action  was  approved. 

Mr.  Wilson  presented  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Kate  B.  Barlow,  stating  that  her  health 
did  not  permit  her  to  undertake  the  duties  of  superintendent  of  the  home,  and  there- 
fore she  tendered  her  resignation. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rheem,  Mrs.  Barlow's  resignation  was  accepted  to  take  effect 
June  30,  1901.  Adopted. 

June  11,  1901— Mr.  Janney,  for  the  committee  on  employees,  recommended  an 
increase  in  the  monthly  salaries  of  the  officers  as  follows: 

Miss  Thompson,  matron,  from  $25  to  $30;  Miss  Taylor,  sewing  teacher,  from  $27.50 
to  $30;  Mrs.  Risdon,  matron,  from  $27.50  to  $30;  Mrs.  Jarvis.  assistant  matron,  from 
$20  to  $25;  Flora  Lee,  cook,  from  $15  to  $18;  Alice  Cummins,  laundress,  from  $15  to 
$18;  Katie  Cummins,  housemaid,  from  $10  to  $12;  Hattie  Brown,  housemaid,  from 
$10  to  $12.    The  recommendations  were  approved  and  adopted. 
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Mr.  Janney  recommended  that  a  supervisor  for  the  boys  be  engaged  at  a  salary  of 
*4<)  per  month.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  Mr.  McCaslin  be  elected  permanent  superintendent,  to 
.late  fr-om  July  1,  1901.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  Mrs.  McCaslin  be  appointed  to  teach  the  summer  school 
at  a  salary  of  $5  per  week.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Tapper  moved  that  in  case  the  committee  on  admissions  and  placement  desires 
to  place  a  child  in  a  home,  if  in  their  opinion  it  is  advisable,  they  shall  have  the 
authority  to  place  the  child  tirst  under  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  Adopted. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORTS. 

The  superintendent  makes  report  monthly  to  the  board,  giving  full 
particulars  respecting  transactions  at  the  home,  with  recommendations 
and  requisitions  for  supplies. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  these  reports,  commencing 
July  1, 1900,  and  ending  June  30, 1901: 

July,  1900. — All  the  furniture  ordered  at  the  last  meeting  except  the  linoleum  has 
come  and  is  in  the  school.  Mrs.  Blackford  and  Mrs.  Blount  took  many  days  of  their 
time  to  make  the  selections.  Through  their  kindness  and  work  we  owe  the  beauti- 
ful pieces  of  furniture  at  a  much  lower  price  than  would  otherwise  have  been  possible. 

Greenhouses.— The  new  greenhouses  are  well  under  way  and  will  be  ready  to  be 
planted  by  the  first  of  the  month. 

Farm,  house,  and  grounds.— The  dry  weather  has  kept  many  of  the  vegetables  from 
maturing,  so  that  we  are  just  beginning  to  get  enough  tomatoes  for  our  tables. 

August.-  Greenhouses.  The  large  greenhouse  on  the  hill  has  been  torn  down  and 
the  material  that  was  tit  has  been  used  in  the  construction  of  the  new  houses. 
I'avarini  &  Greer  have  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  new  houses,  and  will 
complete  two  of  them  this  week. 

Carpenter  shop.— More  room  and  more  machinerv  are  needed  for  the  shop  and  for 
the  laundry  The  old  schoolrooms  should  be  torn  down  and  a  building  better 
adapted  to  the  use  and  requirements  of  the  school  put  up  in  its  stead 

Bwldmps  andarounds-Al]  the  new  furniture  has  arrived  and  has  been  placed  in 
the  building.  1  he  linoleum,  chairs,  and  oilcloth  make  the  children's  dining  room 
much  more  comfortable  and  homelike.

Greenhouses. — The  stem  rot  in  the  carnations  and  the  lack  of  sunshine  on  the 
violet  house  have  made  both  of  these  houses  failures.  Neither  has  paid  for  the 
stock  and  heat  during  the  year. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  committee  who  selected  the  elegant  antique  davenport  for 
their  discriminating  judgment  and  good  taste.  Also  to  the  committee  who  selected 
the  new  carriage  and  harness  for  their  wise  and  economical  expenditure  of  money. 

March. — The  farm. — The  farmer  has  finished  most  of  the  plowing  and  hauling  and 
has  planted  a  large  bed  of  onions  and  the  early  potatoes.  The  cabbage  seed,  tomato 
seed,  lettuce  seed,  etc.,  have  all  been  planted  so  as  to  furnish  the  plants  for  the  farm 
at  the  proper  time. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  better  and  closer  supervision  of  the  children  in  their 
play  and  on  the  grounds,  and  thus  lessen  the  danger  from  fire  and  the  destruction  of 
property  and  give  aid  in  building  up  and  maintaining  a  healthful  moral  tone  in  the 
school,  I  recommend  that  a  man  be  employed  at  a  salary  of  $50  per  month. 

April.— There  has  been  no  sickness  in  the  school  during  the  month  aside  from  the 
little  ailments  that  constantly  beset  children. 

Carpenter  shop. — Thirty-six  tables  were  made  in  the  carpenter  shop  during  the 
month. 

The  farm. — Almost  all  the  planting  has  been  done  and  the  vegetables  are  doing 
very  well.  About  3,000  cabbage  plants,  the  same  number  of  tomato  plants,  and  a 
proportionate  number  of  lettuce,  cucumber,  beets,  radishes,  rhubarb,  etc.,  have  been 
planted. 

May. — The  farm. — The  vegetables  have  all  been  planted  and  are  doing  very  well. 
The  first  crop  of  peas  are  now  in  prime  condition  for  eating,  and  the  potatoes  and 
other  crops  are  doing  remarkably  well. 

The  greenhouses.— There  were  sold  from  the  greenhouses  during  the  month:  Roses 
to  the  amountof  $86.55;  sage,  cannas,  geraniums,  coleus,  etc.,  to  the  amount  of  $79.33; 
total,  $165.88.  The  flowfers  are  mostly  removed  from  the  greenhouses  now  and  the 
benches  are  being  whitewashed  and  the  houses  painted  for  the  summer. 

June. — The  little  boy,  Gilbert  Duvall,  who  had  pulmonary  consumption,  died  June 
21,  1901.  Mr.  Douglass  had  engaged  a  place  in  the  country  for  him,  and  Mr.  Dawson, 
the  agent  of  the  board,  was  here  to  take  him  to  the  new  home  when  the  little  boy 
died.    He  was  buried  in  the  Episcopal  cemetery  at  Tenley. 

The  farm.— The  farmer  has  been  busy  keeping  the  weeds  and  morning  glories  out  of 
the  vegetables.  The  potatoes,  beans,  and  peas  are  making  a  good  crop  and  the  rest  of 
the  farm  products  are  doing  very  well. 

ADMISSION  AND  PLACEMENT. 

The  admission  of  children  and  their  discharge,  except  those  received 
from  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  is  under  charge  of  a  committee 
acting  under  rules  adopted  by  the  board.  Before  a  child  is  admitted 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  are  carefully  investigated.  The  com- 
mittee has  been  assisted  in  the  work  by  agents  of  the  Associated  Chari- 
ties and  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians. 

There  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  68  children,  besides  75 
received  under  contract  with  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians. 
Forty -four  have  been  discharged  by  the  authorities  of  the  school  and 
67  removed  by  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  Twenty-eight  were 
returned  to  parents  or  friends,  5  of  whom  were  to  accept  situations  at 
wages.    Nine  have  been  placed  in  homes. 

Great  care  is  exercised  in  placing  children  in  homes.  The  party 
taking  a  child  is  required  to  sign  an  agreement  that  the  child  shall  be 
well  treated,  supplied  with  suitable  clothing,  taught  some  useful  occu- 
pation, and  sent  to  school  at  least  four  months  in  a  year,  and  that  said 
party,  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  agreement,  shall  provide 
the  child  with  two  good  suits  of  clothes  and  the  sum  of  $50. 

Efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  trace  former  wards  who 
have  left  the  institution,  and  letters  have  been  sent  calling  for  reports. 

These  efforts  have  met  with  only  a  partial  success.  There  is  no 
system  of  visiting  wards  in  their  homes  and  no  appropriation  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  such  visitation. 
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THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Mr.  E.  E.  McCaslin  was  chosen  superintendent  after  Mrs.  Barlow's 
resignation.  His  previous  connection  with  the  school  and  his  educa- 
tionand  service  as  teacher  qualified  him  for  the  responsible  and  diffi- 
cult  task.    His  annual  report  follows. 

REPORT  OF  MR.  E.  E.  M'CASLIN,  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

There  were  in  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  27  girls  and  73  boys;  total, 
100.  The  admissions  during  the  year  were  143.  The  discharges  during  the  year 
were  111.  There  remains  in  the  school  at  the  end  of  the  year,  35  girls  and  97  boys; 
total,  L32.

The  smallest  number  during  the  year  was  98.  The  greatest  number  during  the  year

I  Hiring  the  year  28  children  were  returned  to  their  parents  or  relatives.  Five  of 
these  had  positions  obtained  to  work  at  wages.  All  of  them  are  doing  well  and 
giving  satisfaction  to  their  employers. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good  during  the  vear.  The  little  troubles  that 
beset  childhood  are  carefully  looked  after  by  the  doctor  and  the  nurse.  One  little 
boy  who  came  to  us  with  consumption  died  in  June.  This  is  the  second  death  that 
has  occurred  in  our  school  during  twelve  years. 

The  work  of  the  school  the  past  year  has  progressed  satisfactorily  mall  departments 
rhe  children  have  been  interested  in  their  school  work  in  which  they  have  made 
substantia]  progress.

SCHOOL  INSTRUCTION. 


The  schools  are  a  part  of  the  public-school  system  of  the  District 
with  the  same  curriculum  modified  to  meet  the  circumstances  and  con- 
ditions of  our  institution. 

The  teachers  the  past  year  have  been  Mrs.  McCaslin,  Miss  Donovan, 
and  Miss  Fishel,  who  have  rendered  highly  satisfactory  service. 

REPORT  OF  MRS.  BERTHA  B.  m'CASLIN,  THE  PRINCIPAL  TEACHER  OF  THE  SCHOOLS.

The  graded  schools  at  the  institution  are  a  part  of  the  public  schools  of  the  District, 
and  the  course  of  study  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  the  city  schools.  Owing  to  the 
half-day  sessions  in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades,  it  has  been  found  nec- 
essary to  modify  the  course  of  study  somewhat  to  adjust  it  to  these  conditions.  How- 
ever the  work  done  by  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  shop,  greenhouses,  sewing  room,  and 
on  the  farm  broadens  their  experience  and  makes  the  work  done  in  the  schoolroom 
more  effective. 

The  appointment  of  a  third  teacher  has  made  it  possible  to  do  more  individual 
work  in  the  first  and  second  grades  were  such  work  is  most  necessary  and  most 
beneficial. 

Special  programmes  were  prepared  for  Christmas,  Easter,  and  the  closing  of  school 
in  June.  The  presence  of  so  many  friends  and  relatives  made  these  occasions  espe- 
cially happy  ones  for  the  children. 

The  trustees  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  erection  of  the  handsome  new  school 
building,  which  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  Christmas.  School  work  will  be  a 
pleasure  in  the  large  well-lighted  rooms  away  from  all  the  noises  of  shop  and  play- 
ground. 

REPORTS. 


Attention  is  called  to  the  following  reports  showing  the  work  done 
in  the  different  departments: 

REPORT  OF  MISS  J.  M.  ROBERTS,  MATRON. 

The  year  has  passed  without  special  event  beyond  our  daily  routine.  With  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1900,  ends  six  years  of  my  connection  with  the  work. 
During  that  time  I  have  cared  for  nearly  300  boys.  Many  of  them  have  entered  the 
real  activities  of  life,  and  some,  1  think,  will  make  promising  young  men. 

The  number  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  65,  an  increase  of  22  over  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  last  year.  The  highest  number  reached  was  67.  This  number  lasted 
only  for  a  day.  Four  were  transferred  from  the  nursery.  The  boys  have  engaged 
in  the  various  industries  of  the  institution  as  heretofore  for  the  same  purpose  and 
with  the  usual  beneficial  results.  Some  assist  about  the  work  of  the  house,  doina:  all 
the  things  that  children  between  the  ages  of  10  and  15  can  do.  The  health  of  the 
work  n       keeD  excePtionaUy  good.    It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  growth  of  the 

Our  home  is  now  beautiful  and  everyone  seems  happy  and  contented. 

REPORT  OF  MISS  MINNIE  L.  THOMPSON,  MATRON. 

The  year  closes  with  37  girls  in  this  department,  from  5  to  16  years  of  age.  The 
number  in  the  early  summer  reached  42,  which  was  greater  than  ever  before.  Al- 
inougn  we  were  crowded,  the  girls  were  easily  managed  and  the  large  number  caused 
no  particular  trouble.    Indeed,  it  seems  that  many  of  them  submit  to  the  government 
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here  much  more  readily  than  they  do  in  private  families,  which  fact  is  proved  by  the 
frequent  cases  <>t  return  t<>  the  institution.  The  majority  of  the  large  girls  assist 
greatly  in  the  domestic  work  of  the  main  building  and  the  others,  under  supervision, 
do  the  work  of  the  cottage,  which  is  to  keep  it  in  order  and  help  the  matron  with 
the  mending  and  darning.  Some  of  the  girls  are  very  fond  of  reading,  but  the  greater 
number  much  prefer  having  some  one  read  to  them. 

REPORT  OF  MRS.  B.  L.  RISDON,  MATRON. 

There  have  been  in  the  nursery  during  the  past  year  an  average  of  30  boys.  They 
assist  in  the  work  by  making  beds,  scrubbing  floors,  and  making  themselves  useful  in 
many  ways.    Some  of  them  mend  and  darn  beautifully. 

With  hut  few  exceptions  they  come  here  in  a  neglected  state.    By  kind  treatment, 

g  1  discipline,  healthful  food,  and  proper  bathing,  they  soon  look  like  different 

children. 

The  nursery  lias  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year.  The  matron's  room 
has  been  newly  furnished,  and  but  for  the  noise  and  heat  from  the  laundry,  one 
would  think  it  a  new  room.  We  have  new  closets,  large  enough  to  keep  our  clothes 
in  per  fect  order,  in  place  of  the  old  ones  not  one-fourth  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date us.  We  have  also  a  new  linen  closet  and  a  new  sewing  machine.  All  these 
things  help  to  make  the  nursery  work  more  easy  and  more  pleasant. 

REPORT  OF  MISS  M.  A.  TAYLOR,  SEWING  TEACHER. 

The  .  lasses  in  this  department,  as  in  the  past,  are  arranged  in  accordance  with  the 
school  grades,  and  are,  therefore,  not  equally  divided.  The  morning  class  number- 
ing-! to  t>,  the  afternoon  class  is  larger,  from  8  to  12,  with  some  variations,  as  the 
pupils  are  required  in  other  departments  some  days  in  the  week.  On  Saturdavs 
some  of  the  smaller  children  are  in,  but  not  as  regular  pupils. 

This  year  we  have  made  the  experiment  of  having  bovs  in  these  classes,  and  the 
result  has  been  satisfactory  in  more  than  one  way.  The  boys  have  done  good  work 
and  they  also  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  amount  of  work  required  to  clothe 
the  children  of  the  institution. 

Of  course,  it  is  an  old  song  with  the  girls,  giving  them  due  credit  for  work  well 

done.    Coeducation  has  been  a  stimulus  to  both,  and  we  are  encouraged  to  increase 

the  number  of  boys  in  this  department  the  coming  vear.

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INDUSTRIES. 


A  carpenter  is  employed  who  teaches  the  boys  the  use  of  toos,  and 
under  his  instruction  they  have  made  the  necessary  repairs  on  fences 
and  buildings,  besides  manufacturing  plain  tables,  which  are  sold  at 
$1.15  each.  The  proceeds  from  the  shop  have  amounted  to  1300.15, 
but,  deducting  the  cost  of  tools  and  material  and  the  salary  of  the  car- 
penter, no  revenue  has  resulted. 

There  are  five  greenhouses,  and  the  larger  boys  receive  practical 
instruction  from  the  florist  in  the  cultivation  of  a  variety  of  plants  and 
flowers,  which  are  sold.  The  proceeds  have  amounted  to  $1,355.11. 
The  expenses,  besides  the  salary  of  the  florist,  were  $990.09. 

The  children  of  sufficient  age  are  also  taught  the  usual  branches  of 
housekeeping. 

REPORT  OF  FRANK  E.   CADETT,  THE  FLORIST. 

During  the  year  the  two  old  houses  near  the  cottage  on  the  hill  have  been  torn 
down  and  new  ones  of  more  modern  construction  have  been  erected  below  the  terrace, 
where  they  are  more  protected  from  the  north  and  west  winds,  which  in  winter 
weather  means  quite  a  little  saving  of  fuel.  This  change  resulted  in  all  the  green- 
houses being  brought  together,  and  a  building  12  by  40  feet  has  been  erected  in  the 
center,  from  which  all  houses  can  be  entered  with  the  exception  of  the  small  violet 
house. 

This  building  is  divided  into  three  rooms,  a  potting  room,  a  tool  room  for  the 
storage  of  tools,  etc.,  and  an  office  for  the  florist.  The  basement  is  divided  into  two 
rooms,  one  being  used  for  the  storage  of  bulbs,  etc.,  and  keeping  cut  flowers  prepar- 
atory to  being  sent  to  market.  The  other  room  contains  our  new  hot-water  boiler, 
used  for  heating  the  two  new  houses,  which  have  been  used  the  past  year  for  the 
growing  of  roses  and  carnations. 

The  roses  produced  have  been  of  very  fine  quality  and  of  goodly  quantity.  Carna- 
tions did  not  do  so  well,  owing  to  the  plants  being' affected  with  stem  rot,  the  most 
dreaded  disease  of  this  flower,  as  a  plant  once  affected  never  recovers. 

We  have  at  present  three  houses  devoted  to  growing  roses.  One  contains  plants 
grafted  on  Manetti  stock,  varieties  used  being  Bride,  Bridesmaid,  Golden  Gate,  and 
Liberty,  the  last-named  a  new  rose  of  magnificent  coloring — a  rich  fiery  ruby  with 
deep  crimson  tones  in  the  depths  of  the  flowers,  covered  with  a  rich  velvet.  This 
rose  is  a  difficult  one  to  handle,  but  we  hope  to  have  it  as  near  perfection  as  possible. 
Another  house  contains  American  Beauty  and  Bride.  The  third  one  contains 
Bridesmaid  and  Golden  Gate.  In  all,  we  have  grown  also  quite  a  large  quantity  of 
spring  bedding  plants,  such  as  geraniums,  colers,  scarlet  sage,  verbenas,  heliotrope, 
cannas,  etc.  We  have  also  grown  Easter  lilies,  lily  of  the  valley,  azaleas,  spireas, 
hydrangeas,  and  some  violets.    The  season  has  been  profitable. 

The  boys  employed  in  the  greenhouses  are  taught  the  theory  of  plant  life  and  are 
?iven  practical  instruction  in  the  growing  of  the  same.  They  are  also  taught  the 
value  of  being  at  all  times  careful,  obedient  to  orders,  and  to  be  thorough  in  all  work. 
During  the  season  they  have  been  of  much  assistance  to  me  in  painting,  glazing, 
potting,  weeding,  etc.,  and  I  must  say  thev  are  always  willing  to  do  and  learn,  and 
are  obliging  and  attentive  to  duty.

INDUSTRIAL    HOME   SCHOOL  CAN    NOT   BECOME  A  GUARDIAN — OPINION 

BY  ATTORNEY  DUVALL. 

The  attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  whom  the  question 
was  referred,  holds  that  the  Industrial  Home  School  is  without  author- 
ity to  assume  the  guardianship  of  children.  He,  in  an  opinion  recently 

made,  says: 

I  have  duly  considered  the  communication  of  the  Industrial  Home  School,  stating 
that  its  board  of  trustees  had  voted  that  the  school  should  become  the  legal  guardian 
of  Kate  Lowry  and  educate  her.  She  is  at  present  a  ward  of  the  institution,  and 
the  object  and  purpose  of  guardianship  is  to  educate  her  to  be  a  teacher.  At  the 
suggestion  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  charities  this  communication  was  referred 
to  me  for  opinion  whether  the  Industrial  Home  School  had  authority  under  the  law 
to  assume  such  guardianship. 

The  Industrial  Home  School  was  originally  incorporated  March  12,  1872  (sees.  545 
to  552,  inclusive,  R.  S.  D.  C,  Liber  I,  folio  193,  Book  of  Incorporations).  On  April 
7  f  riiolffiff)**  art*C*eS  °*  mcorPorati°n  were  recorded.    (Book  of  Incorporations,  No. 

The  objects  of  the  incorporation  were  declared  to  be  "to  provide  for  destitute 
unite  children  of  both  sexes  in  the  District  of  Columbia  a  good  home,  in  which 
|  iev  shall  receive  the  moral,  mental,  and  industrial  education  calculated  to  make 
tnem  upright,  intelligent,  and  useful  citizens  upon  arriving  at  vears  of  maturity." 

in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June,  11,*1896, 
me  hoard  of  managers  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  transferred  said  school  to  the 
L  oininissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Commissioners,  under  the  said 
act  oi  Congress,  appointed  a  board  of  nine  trustees  for  said  school.  The  trustees,  said 
•n't  declared,  "shall  manage  the  school  under  such  regulations  as  now  exist  or  may 
nerearter  be  made  by  said  board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners,"  etc. 
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I  do  not  find  anywhere  in  the  original  charter  of  incorporation,  or  in  the  act  of 
Congress  authorizing  the  transfer  to  the  Commissioners,  any  authority  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Industrial  Home  School  as  lejral  guardian  of  children  in  the  sense  in 
which  that  term  is  ordinarily  used. 

The  objects  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  did  not  contemplate  such  legal  guard- 
ianship of  children,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Industrial  Home  School  is 
without  authority  to  assume  such  guardianship.  That  is  to  say,  such  guardianship 
is  foreign  to  its  purposes.  And,  in  my  opinion,  our  courts  having  the  control  of 
minors  would  he  without  authority  to  appoint  the  Industrial  Home  School  legal 
guardian  for  a  minor. 

NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

The  new  4-room  school  building-,  which  is  being  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$20,000,  is  progressing  and  will  be  completed  in  the  fall.  It  is  an 
improvement. which  has  been  much  needed,  and  will  add  geatly  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  institution.

Another  improvement  authorized  for  the  coming  year  is  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  girls'  cottage  and  dormitories,  for  which  an  appropriation 
of  |5,000  was  made  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  year  1901-1902. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  Appendix  contains  the  names  of  the  children  admitted  to  the 
home  during  the  year,  those  discharged,  and  those  in  the  institution 
Jane  30.  1901,  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  other  matters 
relating  to  the  institution.

The  increase  of  $2,000  in  the  amount  estimated  for  maintenance  oyer  the  amount 
appropriated  for  this  purpose  the  present  fiscal  year  is  to  meet  the  additional  expenses 
01  a  Id  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  the  institution,  provide  for  the 
heating  of  the  new  schoolhouse  and  cottage,  and  pa v  the  salary  of  the  additional 
officer  made  necessary  by  the  increase  in  number  of  children. 

The  increase  of  $1,000  in  the  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  plant  for  indus- 
trial training  is  asked  to  enable  the  management  to  replace  the  heating  in  the  two 
west  greenhouses. 

To  keep  all  the  buildings  in  good  repair,  repair  and  paint  the  fences,  keep  up  the 
loads,  make  proper  drains,  and  other  minor  repairs  will  require  the  amount  esti- 
mated above. 

The  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  smaller  boys,  and  known  as  the  nursery,  are 
located  on  the  second  Moor  above  the  carpenter  shop  and  the  laundry.  The  noise 
and  jar  of  the  machinery  from  the  shop  and  the  odors  and  heat  from  the  laundry 
make  these  rooms  undesirable  and  at  times  in  the  summer  almost  unbearable.  These 
rooms  are  badly  needed  by  the  laundry.  To  meet  and  provide  suitable  dormitories 
for  the  smaller  boys,  provide  workrooms  for  the  matrons,  and  to  establish  a  bakery 
for  the  institution,  an  appropriation  is  asked  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  old  schoolrooms.

— The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  board  shall  designate 
Notices  of  meetings  shall  be  served  on  members  personally,  or  be  mailed  to  them,  at 
least  two  days  previous  to  the  time  of  meeting,  by  the  secretary.  The  president 
shall  call  special  meetings  when  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  or  when  so  requested  in 
writing  by  rive  members  of  the  board. 

5.  Order  of  business—  At  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  for  the  transaction  of  ordi- 
nary business,  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows:  (I)  Reading  of  the  minutes; 
(II)  report  of  the  superintendent;  (HI)  reports  of  committees;  (IV)  unfinished 
business;  (V)  communications;  (VI)  new  business. 

6.  Committees. — The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  three  members 
each,  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  president,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
board:  (I)  Committee  on  buildings,  grounds,  expenses,  and  legislation;  (II)  commit- 
tee on  employees,  education,  and  industries;  (III)  committee  on  admission,  place- 
ment, housekeeping,  and  hygiene. 

7.  Duties  of  the  comjnittee  on  buildings,  grounds,  expenses,  and  legislation. — (I)  They 
shall  have  the  care  of  the  buildings,  attend  to  all  needed  repairs  and  insurance,  see 
that  the  grounds  are  properly  inclosed,  protected,  and  provided  with  roads  and 
walks,  and  supervise  the  erection  of  new  buildings  and  requisitions  for  supplies  for 
their  department;  (II)  they  shall  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  the  general 
expenses  of  the  school,  and  see  that  all  the  money  appropriated  for  the  school  is 
expended  to  the  best  advantage;  (III)  they  shall  make  up  and  submit  to  the  board 
for  approval  all  estimates  of  amounts  required  for  the  annual  maintenance  of  the 
school,  improvements  of  the  grounds,  repairs  of  buildings  and  new  buildings,  and 
attend  to  all  legislation  required  from  Congress;  (IV)  they  shall  make  a  wTritten  or 
verbal  report  of  their  department  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 

8.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  employees,  education,  and  industries. — (I)  They  shall 
consider  all  questions  relating  to  the  number  and  qualifications  of  employees  required 
for  the  school  and  the  salaries  or  compensation  to  be  paid  the  same,  and  shall  make 
report  thereon  to  the  board,  with  such  recommendations  as  they  may  deem  proper; 

(II)  they  shall  nominate  to  the  board  for  confirmation  all  regular  employees 
authorized  by  the  board,  and  provide  for  temporary  help  required  in  any  emergency; 

(III)  they  shall  supervise  the  schools,  shops,  greenhouses,  gardens,  cultivation  of 
the  grounds,  all  other  industries,  the  sales  of  their  products,  and  all  requisitions  for 
supplies  for  their  department;  (IV)  they  shall  make  a  written  or  verbal  report  of 
their  department  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 

9.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  admission,  placement,  housekeeping,  and  hygiene. — (I) 
They  shall  exercise  control  of  the  admission  of  children  and  placing  them  in  homes 
under  regulations  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees.  They  shall  require  a  semi- 
annual report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  all  children  placed  in  homes  until  they 
have  become  of  adult  age  or  able  to  look  out  for  their  own  interests.  They  shall 
prescribe  a  form  of  book  to  be  kept  at  the  home  and  to  contain  a  full  history  of  each 
child,  and  shall  see  that  the  superintendent  properly  makes  all  entries  therein  up 
to  date.  They  may  require  such  assistance  from  the  secretary  in  keeping  this  record 
as  they  may  deem  proper;  (II)  they  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  the  domes- 
tic affairs  of  the  home,  approve  the  bill  of  fare,  and  supervise  the  requisitions  for 
supplies  for  their  department;  (III)  thev  shall  give  special  attention  to  all  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  the  home  and  the  "health  of  the  children;  (IV)  they  shall 
Im^l a  wr*tten  or  verkal  report  of  their  department  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 

10.  Regulations  relating  to  children  of  the  Home  School— 

1.  Admissions:  Only  destitute  children,  or  those  depending  upon  charity  for  sup- 
port and  care,  shall  be  admitted,  and  no  child  under  5  years  of  age  or  over  12  years 

fTge™ia11  be  admitted  without  a  special  order  of  the  board. 
•         .lacement:  Whenever  a  satisfactory  home  can  be  found  for  any  child  of  the 
institution,  the  committee  on  admission,  etc.,  shall  select  a  suitable  child  to  be 
placed  in  such  home. 

HI.  Industrial  work:  The  children  in  the  home  of  suitable  age  shall,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  school  work,  engage  regularly  in  some  occupation  suited  to  their 
capacity,  with  the  object  of  acquiring  habits  of  industry,  of  stimulating  mental 
activity  as  an  educational  process,  and  of  learning  various  manual  processes  for 
me  purpose  of  securing  suitable  employment  when  discharged. 

i\  .  Religious  instruction:  No  sect  distinction  shall  be  recognized  in  regard  to 
eimer  teachers  or  scholars,  and  the  same  religious  subjects  or  scripture  shall  be 
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taught  to  the  whole  school,  and  be  confined  to  points  of  doctrine  and  practice  about 
which  there  is  no  dispute  among  Christian  sects. 

V  Classification:  The  scholars  in  both  week-day  and  Sunday  schools  shall  be 
graded  or  classified  according  to  their  ages  and  attainments,  and  not  according  to  any 
Bupposed  religious  opinions.  . 

VI  Discipline:  The  discipline  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  shall  be  such  as 
would  be  exercised  by  an  intelligent,  judicious,  and  kind  parent  in  a  family— vigi- 
lant, kind,  firm.  The  superintendent  and  assistants  under  her  direction  shall 
endeavor  on  all  proper  occasions  to  inculcate  upon  the  minds  of  the  children  truth- 
fulness, self-control,  obedience  to  parents,  to  all  properly  constituted  human  author- 
ity, and  to  the  laws  of  God,  respect  for  the  aged,  forbearance  toward  the  weak, 
regard  lor  the  rights  of  others,  politeness  to  all,  kindness  to  animals,  industry,  tem- 
perance, and  frugality.  The  avoidance  of  corporal  punishment,  as  far  as  may  be 
consistent  with  a  due* regard  to  obedience  on  the  part  of  the  children  and  the  good 
order  of  the  home,  is  enjoined,  and  the  infliction  of  such  punishment  on  parts  of  the 
body  liable  to  be  permanently  injured  thereby,  or  so  as  to  leave  temporary  marks  of 
an  objectionable  character,  or  by  any  person  other  than  the  superintendent  or  an 
assistant  specifically  authorized  by  her  to  do  so,  is  positively  forbidden. 

VII.  Leaving  without  consent:  Whenever  a  child  of  the  home  leaves  the  institu- 
tion without  consent,  written  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  immediately  by  the  super- 
intendent to  the  person  who  recommended  the  child  for  admission  and  to  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  admission,  etc. 

11.  Physician.— A  physician  shall  be  employed  to  visit  the  home,  wTho  shall  make 
a  monthly  report  on  the  health  of  the  children  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
home  to  the  committee  on  admission,  etc. 

12.  Duties  of  the  superintendent. — (I)  The  superintendent  shall  have  direct  control 
of  all  the  employees  of  the  school,  see  that  the  duty  of  each  is  properly  performed, 
have  the  power  to  suspend* any  inellicient  or  insubordinate  employee  temporarily, 
and  immediately  shall  report  such  action,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  to  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  employees,  etc.;  (II)  the  superintendent  shall  make  monthlv 
reports  to  the  hoard,  giving  for  the  preceding  month  the  whole  number  of  children 
in  the  school  during  the  month,  the  number  admitted,  and  the  number  discharged, 
the  amounts  received  from  sales  of  products  and  from  payments  for  board,  and  the 
total  expenses  of  the  month  as  nearly  as  they  can  be  ascertained;  (III)  the  superin- 
tendent shall  present  monthly  requisitions  for  supplies  to  the  board  for  approval  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  and  all  requisitions  must  be  presented  to  and  approved  by 
the  board  and  so  certified  by  the  secretarv  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  District 
Commissioners,  excepting  in  a  pressing  emergency,  in  which  case  the  committee 
charged  with  the  supervision  of  the  requisition  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  board: 
Provided,  1  hat  the  secretary  be  authorized  to  certify  the  approval  of  the  board  upon 

•ills  tor  petty  expenses  necessarily  incurred  for  the  school  by  the  superintendent  on 
her  own  authority,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  $10  in  any  one  month.

Of  this  amount,  $9,900  wrere  furnished  by  appropriation  of  Con- 
gress and  the  remainder  from  the  private  fund  of  the  association. 
Also  during  the  current  fiscal  year  the  association  paid  the  loan  of 
$500  with  accrued  interest — an  obligation  previously  incurred  for 
maintenance  and  reported  to  the  superintendent  of  charities. 

The  designation,  "National  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Destitute 
Colored  Women  and  Children,"  contains,  briefly  stated,  the  object  of 
the  organization,  which  is  "to  support  such  aged  and  indigent  colored 
women  and  children  as  may  properly  come  under  the  charge  of  such 
an  association;  to  provide  for  them  a  suitable  home,  board,  clothing, 
and  instruction,  and  to  bring  them  under  Christian  influence."  It  has 
existed  thirty-eight  years,  having  been  incorporated  by  act  of  Congress 
in  February,  1803.  "  The  charter  provides  for  annual  and  quarterly 
meetings  of  the  association  and  for  monthly  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee,  consisting  of  the  executive  officers  and  a  board  of  managers. 
At  the  regular  monthly  meetings  reports  of  committees  and  superin- 
tendent are  heard,  and  the  accounts,  which  are  rendered  monthly,  are 
passed  upon  before  they  are  presented  at  the  treasury. 

The  number  of  inmates  is  determined  in  part  by  the  capacity  of  the 
building,  the  aged  women  being  limited  to  10  and  the  number  of  chil- 
dren varying  between  100  and  125.  The  women  must  be  of  good  char- 
acter, without  relatives  or  friends  able  to  support  them,  and,  though 
sufficiently  advanced  in  years  to  come  under  the  description  "aged," 
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not  too  feeble  to  help  themselves  and  to  perform  small  services,  such 
as  mending,  darning,  etc.  Of  the  deaths  reported,  three  were  those 
of  women  aged,  respectively,  75,  81,  and  86  years.  #  Of  the  two  chil- 
dren, one  belonged  to  a  family  found,  in  February,  in  the  utmost  des- 
titution. The  neighbors  sent  the  sick  mother  to  the  hospital,  where 
she  died  in  a  few  days,  and  the  children  were  taken  to  the  home,  but 
the  eldest,  a  boy  of  10,  had  suffered  so  much  from  exposure  and  priva- 
tion that  medical  attention  and  the  kindest  care  were  powerless  to  save 
his  life. 

Children  are  not  received  below  3  years  nor  above  10,  unless  the 
circumstances  are  exceptional.  As  they  are  indentured  at  14  years, 
and  often  at  12  if  a  good  home  offers,  it  is  necessary  that  they  should 
remain  under  instruction  at  least  two  years,  one  of  the  primary  objects 
of  the  institution  being  to  tit  them  to  take  care  of  themselves  when 
they  leave  the  home.  In  pursuance  of  this  training,  they  are  employed, 
out  of  school  hours,  in  every  department  of  the  household  work- 
kitchen,  laundry,  etc.  The  freshly-ironed  clothes  are  taken  from  the 
laundry  to  the  industrial  room  and  are  there  put  in  order  under  the 
direction  of  the  teacher  before  being  sent  to  the  linen  room.  The  boys 
are  all  taught  to  knit  stockings,  to  mend  and  sew  on  buttons;  the  older 
ones  work  with  the  shoemaker  and  learn  to  halfsole  shoes  and  to  put 
on  a  patch  neatly. 

The  sloyd  work,  in  which  regular  lessons  are  given  three  times  a 
week  during  the  summer  and  on  Saturday  throughout  the  rest  of  the 
year,  gives  elementary  training  in  the  use  of  tools  to  girls  as  well  as 
hoys.  They  arc  taught  to  do  an  errand  promptly,  to  make  a  small 
purchase  and  bring  back  the  right  change,  to  deliver  a  message  cor- 
rectly, to  take  care  of  younger  children,  and  to  prepare  themselves  in 
every  way  possible  for  the  duties  of  their  after  life.  Conscientious 
effort  is  made  to  secure  a  favorable  environment  for  the  children  upon 
their  eavmg  the  home.  Among  the  many  who  apply  those  are  pre- 
ferred who  are  willing  to  continue  their  schooling  and  who  seem  able  to 
teach  them  mtel h.uent  and  systematic  methods  of  work.  Frequent  visits 
on  the  part  of  the  superintendent  or  other  agent  are  found  to  be  a 
great  incentive  to  both  guardiansand  wards, and  the  management  look

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a  continual  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  those  responsible  for  the 
safety  of  the  inmates.  The  case  has  been  already  reported  to  the  office 
of  the  Engineer  Commissioner.  A  recommendation  from  the  board  of 
charities,  after  an  examination  into  the  facts,  would  go  far  toward 
securing  this  simple  improvement,  which  would  be  a  benefit  to  the 
whole  neighborhood. 

The  income  from  investments  of  the  private  fund  will  enable  the 
management  to  make  much-needed  repairs  to  their  building,  especially 
the  renooring,  renewal  of  stairways,  and  general  woodwork  referred 
to  in  last  year's  report.  A  contract  has  been  entered  into  which 
involves  an  outlay  of  $690;  the  work  will  be  completed  before  the 
time  for  reopening  the  schools. 

Notwithstanding  these  and  other  extraordinary  expenses  including 
an  unusual  annual  assessment  paid  to  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
water,  the  waste  being  attributable  to  defective  plumbing,  also  a  heavy 
assessment  for  the  widening  of  Sherman  avenue,  the  association  hopes 
to  meet  all  demands  without  asking  for  more  than  the  usual  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1902-3.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEWSBOYS  AND  CHILDREN'S  AID  SOCIETY. 

With  the  resignation  and  removal  from  the  city  of  the  superintend- 
ent, and  in  the  absence  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  society, 
the  report  can  not  be  as  complete  as  could  be  desired.  The  figures 
given  will.  I  think,  be  found  approximately  correct. 

As  is  known  to  the  board  the  work  of  the  society  is  twofold.  First, 
that  for  the  newsboys.  For  hundreds  of  these  the  work  has  been  in- 
valuable, furnishing  them  night  after  night  with  instruction  and  enter- 
tainment, thus  withdrawing  them  from  the  streets  and  from  places  of 
more  than  questionable  resort.  In  this  work  the  gymnasium,  the 
reading  room,  and  the  lecture  room  are  important  elements. 

There  are  fifteen  or  sixteen  comfortable  sleeping  rooms  for  working 
boys  which  with  board  can  be  had  for  a  comparatively  small  sum  a 
week.  This  feature  of  our  work,  which  we  had  hoped  would  be  a  special 
benefit  and  success,  has  met  with  a  singular  drawback.  Some  of  the 
boys  without  a  home  of  their  own,  but  earning  their  own  living  and 
able  to  pay  something  for  their  own  support,  get  the  idea  that  as 
"paying  boarders"  they  should  have  better  service  and  board  than 
the  children  of  the  home.  For  these  the  food  is  designed  to  be  sim- 
ple, but  wholesome  and  ample.  The  complaints  of  the  "working 
boys"  tend  to  affect  more  or  less  the  other  children  and  to  make  difficult 
a  part  of  our  work  from  which  we  had  hoped  marked  benefits  and  suc- 
cess. Any  suggestions  which  the  experience  of  the  board  may  enable 
them  to  give  us  here  would  be  gladly  received. 

The  Maulsby  Home  proper  is  more  especially  designed  for  the  care 
and  training  <>f  young  and  homeless  children.  Other  children  whose 
parents-  often  a  widowed  or  deserted  mother  or  a  father  without  wife 
or  friend  to  care  for  his  child-are  received  and  cared  for  in  our  home. 
l<  or  some  of  them  the  parents  are  enabled  and  are  glad  to  meet  a  part 
of  the  expenses,  i  his  we  think  it  wise  to  have  them  do  as  far  as 
possible.

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  rights,  duties,  and  privileges 
of  St.  Ann's  Infant  Asylum  as  provided  by  the  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved by  President  Lincoln  March  3,  1863,  and  to  the  fact  that  our 
incorporators  have  every  }^ear  held  annual  meetings. 

The  work  of  the  institution  is  the  caring  for  little  children  under  the 
age  of  7  years  of  all  denominations.  We  have  not  received  any  extra 
help  by  way  of  legacies  or  otherwise  this  year,  in  consequence  of 
which  we  have  not  been  able  to  make  necessary  repairs  or  to  meet  our 
expenses  without  adding  to  our  standing  debts. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  Congress  for  the  assistance  afforded  us  each 
year  by  appropriating  a  certain  sum  of  money,  which,  though  it 
assists  us  greatly,  is  far  below  what  is  really  needed  when  you  con- 
sider what  it  is  to  feed,  clothe,  and  keep  comfortable  over  100  little 
ones,  with  all  the  necessary  expenses  that  follow. 

We  have  no  suggestions  to  make  with  regard  to  our  works,  not  hav- 
ing means  of  in  any  way  extending  them. 

We  therefore  earnestly  request  that  our  appropriation  of  $5,100  be 
continued  to  assist  us  in  our  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GERMAN  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  12,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request  1  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  German  Orphan 
Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1901,  together  with  a  finan- 
cial statement  covering  the  same  period: 

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  was  52. 
The  largest  number  at  any  one  time  during  the  year  was  56;  the  aver- 
age number,  52.  The  number  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  was  53—30 
boys  and  23  girls.  Thirteen  children  were  admitted  and  12  discharged 
during  the  year.  Of  the  12  children  discharged,  10  were  returned  to 
friends  or  guardians  and  2  were  placed  out  to  learn  a  trade  or  profes- 
sion. All  children  of  school  age  attended  the  public  schools  at  Ana- 
costia  or  Good  Hope,  respectively. 

Formerly  sufficient  bread,  meats,  and  vegetables  were  voluntarily 
contributed  by  bakers,  butchers,  grocery  men,  farmers,  and  others, 
but  during  the  last  few  years  these  contributions,  of  meats  especially, 
have  been  very  scant,  so  that  most  of  the  meats  used  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  inmates  is  now  bought  in  open  market  and  the  vegeta- 
bles are  raised  on  the  farm  belonging  to  the  institution. 

No  deaths  or  serious  illness  has  marred  the  progress  and  welfare  of 
the  institution. 

Four  acres  of  land  were  sold  by  the  association  to  the  trustees  of  the 
Christian  lluppert  Home  for  the  Aged  for  the  sum  of  $5,000,  accord- 
ing to  the  conditions  of  the  legacy  in  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
Mr.  Christian  Ruppert.  The  buildings  for  this  home  are  now  in  course 
of  erection  on  the  ground  purchased,  northwest  of  the  asylum. 

Another  legacy  of  $200  was  received  from  the  estate  of  William 
Witthaft. 

The  board  of  directors  has  succeeded  in  getting  an  efficient  and  ex- 
perienced superintendent  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Ernst  Schmid,  in  place 
of  Mr.  Henry  Ermold,  deceased. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Fifty-sixth  Congress  the  German  Orphan 
Asylum  Association  was  reincorporated  and  its  term  made  perpetual. 

In  conclusion,  I  submit  a  list  of  officers,  directors,  and  delegates,  and 
in  the  name  and  by  instruction  of  the  board  of  directors  solicit  your 
recommendation  of  an  appropriation  of  $1,800  for  maintenance,  and 
$700  for  necessary  repairs  to  buildings  of  the  German  Orphan  Asylum 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901.

By  reason  of  the  increasing  infirmity  of  the  veterans  and  the  ad- 
ditional care  and  attention  required  of  the  superintendent  and  the 
employees  it  is  urgently  recommended  that  an  appropriation  of  #4,<>00 
be  made  for  the  use  of  the  home,  thus  enabling  us  to  property  com- 
pensate the  superintendent  and  employees  for  the  additional  labor  and 
provide  for  the  purchase  of  needed  supplies,  and  also  for  the  service  of 
a  nurse  when  required. 

Special  attention  is  invited  to  the  number  of  sick  and  totally  disabled 
veterans  who  have  been  cared  for  during  the  past  year,  which  clearly 
demonstrates  the  fact  that  they  are  rapidly  becoming  more  and  more 
decrepit,  necessitating  additional  expense  and  care  on  the  home. 

The  appropriation  of  $2,500  was  all  expended  and  vouchers  for  the 
same  are  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  Treasurer. 

The  condition  of  the  home  has  been  greatly  improved  since  the  last 
annual  report. 

You  are  earnestly  requested  to  make  frequent  inspection  of  the 
home.

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The  auxiliary,  composed  of  young  ladies,  which  was  formed  more 
than  a  year  ago,  has  done  efficient  work  the  past  year  in  establishing 
a  library,  taking  charge  of  entertainments,  raising  some  money  to  help 
in  buying  books  and  bookcases,  and  in  many  other  ways  rendering  aid 
to  the  officers  of  the  association.  This  auxiliary  now  numbers  over  50 
members. 

Devotional  meetings  are  held  each  Monday  evening  in  the  parlors  of 
the  home,  and  ministers  from  our  various  denominations  freely  give 
their  service.  Regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  managers  are  held 
the  tirst  Friday  of  each  month,  except  during  the  summer.  The  anni- 
versary exercises  last  November  were  attended  by  Commissioner 
Macfarland,  who  delivered  an  address. 

We  respectfully  ask  that  the  usual  appropriation  of  $4,000  may  be 
continued  as  a  partial  support  of  the  association. 

Permit  me  to  repeat  the  suggestion  contained  in  my  last  annual 
report  that  Congress  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to  complete  the 
building  according  to  its  original  plan.  The  grounds  of  the  associa- 
tion are  ample  for  such  enlargement,  and  the  requirements  of  our 
work  make  it  a  necessity  if  such  work  is  to  be  increased.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FLORENCE  CRITTENTON  HOPE  AND  HELP 

MISSION. 

Gentlemen:  We  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Florence 
Crittenton  Hope  and  Help  Mission,  218  Third  street,  NW.,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  for  the  year  closed  June  30,  1901. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  earnest  labor,  and,  we  believe,  has 
been  crowned  with  satisfactory  results.  Our  house  has  been  full  at  all 
times,  but  even  with  our  enlarged  quarters,  we  would  not  have  been 
able  to  care  for  many  that  have  come  to  us  had  it  not  been  for  the 
interest  shown  in  our  work  by  friends,  many  noble  women  opening 
their  homes  to  take  in  and  care  for  those  whom  we  were  unable  to 
accommodate,  and  yet  whom  we  felt  were  worthy  of  aid.  At  no  other 
time  during  our  history  has  it  been  possible  for  us  to  find  such  good 
homes  for  our  inmates,  when  they  were  prepared  to  enter  into  the 
activities  of  the  outer  world  once  more.  Many  of  our  young  mothers 
whom  we  reported  placed  in  good  country  homes  in  our  last  report  are 
still  in  those  homes  to-day,  giving  entire  satisfaction.  We  have  adhered 
strictly  to  our  principle  of  keeping  mother  and  child  together,  and 
during  the  year  not  one  who  has  come  under  our  care  has  voluntarily 
relinquished  her  little  one. 

The  personal  interest  which  the  ladies  of  our  board  take  in  our  work, 
and  the  sacrifices  that  they  are  willing  to  make  for  it,  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  during  the  year  the  only  two  babies  that  we  had  for  adoption 
were  taken  by  members  of  the  board,  and  are  being  reared  as  their  own 
children,  with  all  the  surroundings  of  refined  Christian  homes. 

I  t  has  been  one  of  the  unsolved  philanthropic  problems  of  the  District 
to  know  what  to  do  with  the  unmarried  colored  mothers  who  are  to  be 
found  in  so  many  of  the  institutions.  Previously  we  have  cared  for  a 
lew,  but  it  has  been  only  during  the  past  year  that  we  have  been  able 
to  undertake  systematic  work  in  their  behalf.  Through  the  generosity 
of  friends,  in  connection  with  our  colored  mission  in  Alexandria,  we 
have  been  able  to  care  for  all  those  who  have  applied  to  us.  Results 
nave  been  most  satisfactory,  and  it  has  been  proved  that  these  colored 
girls  can  be  cared  for  more  easily  and  at  less  expense  that  the  average 
wnite  girl.  As  a  rule,  they  are  better  trained  for  work,  and  more 
capable  ot  earning  their  own  living  in  a  shorter  time.  In  a  number  of 
cases  every  penny  that  has  been  expended  upon  them  has  been  returned 
to  us  by  thorn.  I  mention  this  matter  in  detail  because,  so  far  as  I 
MioA\ .  this  is  the  first  organized  effort  which  has  been  made  to  reach

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  police  a  larger  number  of  girls 
have  been  brought  to  us  from  the  street  than  eve?  before.  We  rejoice

inoth  Z  *rSU!nU;  tho-v  have  bro^t  her  to  us,  and  given  her 
anothei  chance  to  "  think  on  her  ways."    We  have  also  had  a  number 
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of  girls  from  the  police  courts  that  have  had  leniency  shown  them 
and  have  been  sent  to  us,  hoping  that  in  this  way  they  might  be  saved 
from  becoming  registered  criminals.  Some  of  these  cases  nave  proved 
that  they  were  worthy  of  this  consideration;  others  have  been  returned 
to  the  authorities.  Two  cases  received  from  this  source  deserve  spe- 
cial mention: 

A  little  Jewish  girl,  barely  13  years  old,  was  discovered  by  some 
ladies  visiting  the  jail.  She  had  run  away  from  her  home  in  an 
adjacent  city,  had  come  to  Washington,  and  been  arrested  for  larceny, 
having  stolen  a  few  cents  from  one  of  the  large  stores.  These  ladies 
after  visiting  her  applied  to  the  authorities  in  her  behalf  and  were 
enabled  to  have  clemency  extended  to  her.  By  them  she  was  brought 
to  us,  and  was  found  to  be  docile  and  obedient,  giving  no  evidence 
whatever  of  depravity,  but  winning  the  love  of  all  by  her  gentle, 
childlike  manner.  Her  father  was  notified  of  her  whereabouts,  came 
gladly  and  took  her  home.  How  terrible  it  would  have  been  for  that 
child  to  have  spent  those  days  in  the  demoralizing  atmosphere  of  a 
prison. 

The  second  case  was  equally  interesting.  A  girl  of  about  17  years, 
of  good  family  connections,  was  guilty  of  using  about  $10  of  money 
belonging  to  a  friend  with  whom  she  was  very  intimate.  When  the 
loss  was  reported  to  the  police  suspicion  pointed  to  her.  They  imme- 
diately went  to  see  her.  When  asked  if  she  knew  anything  of  the 
money  she  confessed  that  she  had  used  it,  but  expected  to  return  it 
in  a  short  time.  The  case,  however,  was  prosecuted,  and  the  girl  con- 
victed and  sentenced  to  seven  months'  imprisonment.  The  judge, 
however,  suspended  execution  of  sentence  upon  condition  that  she 
come  and  spend  that  time  with  us,  which  of  course  she  gladly  agreed 
to  do.  At  this  writing  six  months'  time  of  her  sentence  has  expired, 
and  it  is  the  general  opinion  that  we  have  seldom  had  a  more  useful, 
willing,  or  obedient  girl.  She  knew  but  little  of  how  to  work  when 
she  came  to  us,  but  she  was  a  willing  pupil,  and  for  the  past  two 
months  has  been  in  charge  of  our  kitchen,  doing  the  most  important 
part  of  the  cooking  for  a  family  of  fifty  to  sixty  people.  We  feel  that 
she  has  been  cared  for  at  a  much  less  expense  in  our  home  than  the 
District  could  have  cared  for  her,  even  in  jail,  and  she  leaves  us  fully 
equipped  to  earn  her  own  living,  feeling  that  she  has  friends  among 
many  of  the  best  women  in  Washington  interested  in  her  career. 
Instead  of  going  out  a  branded  criminal,  she  leaves  us  after  having 
earned  a  reputation  for  faithful  service.  In  looking  at  her  1  am 
reminded  of  what  a  girl,  serving  a  three  months'  sentence  in  jail,  said 
to  me,  with  a  bitterness  of  expression  appalling  in  one  so  young: 

The  judge  said  my  sentence  was  but  three  months,  but  it  is  a  life  sentence,  for  it 
does  not  make  any  difference  how  long  I  live,  I  can  never  regain  my  position.  I 
must  remain  a  criminal  all  my  life,  because  the  world  never  forgives  a  woman. 

This  dear  girl  has  been  saved  such  an  awful  fate  as  this,  and  the 
world  has  a  useful  member  of  society  where,  under  different  circum- 
stances, she  might  have  been  an  outcast. 

We  wish  to  reiterate  the  fact  that  we  desire  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  correctional  and  reformatory  departments  of  the  District. 
We  believe  we  can  be  of  great  value  as  a  means  of  giving  a  last  chance 
for  a  better  life,  under  circumstances  which  preclude  its  being  taken 
advantage  of  by  those  desirous  of  escaping  the  punishment  justly  meted 
out  for  their  transgressions.    There  is  no  public  institution  belonging 
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to  the  District  that  can  do  this  work,  as  the  Reform  School  is  intended 

for  quite  a  different  class. 

In  speaking  to  a  member  of  your  honorable  body  upon  the  subject 
of  our  appropriation,  he  said:  "There  is  no  argument  why  we  should 
recommend  this  appropriation  any  more  than  that  of  the  many  other 
private  institutions  in  the  District."  I  do  not  think,  however,  that 
he  bad  hud  an  opportunity  of  studying  the  character  of  the  work  done 
in  our  institution.  Without  in  any  way  going  into  the  merits  of  the 
case  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of  giving  public  money  to  private 
institutions,  but  in  order  to  answer  the  question,  I  wish  to  call  atten- 
tion to  one  point. 

In  almost  every  case  that  we  receive  from  the  D.jtrict  the  individual 
is  a  lawbreaker,  and  sooner  or  later  will  become  amenable  to  the  law. 
The  taxpayers  or  the  philanthropic  of  the  District  will  have  to  care 
for  her,  either  in  the  hospitals,  the  house  of  detention,  the  Reform 
School,  the  city  jail,  or  the  insane  asylum,  and  frequently  she  will  be 
buried  at  their  expense.  In  any  of  these  places  she  is  a  dead  expense, 
because  she  can  not  do  anything  to  earn  her  own  support  or  learn  to 
be  more  self-respecting  or  self-supporting,  and  the  cost  per  diem  for 
her  support  will  be  far  more  than  it  would  be  if  she  were  placed  in  our 
charge.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  if  she  is  placed  with  us,  she  will 
have  refined,  stimulating  environment,  coupled  with  practical  training, 
and  every  opportunity  will  be  afforded  her  to  make  something  of  her- 
self. If  she  rails  to  do  this,  we  can  at  least  feel  that  she  has  had  the 
opportunity  and  has  willfully  rejected  it. 

Many  girls  become  public  charges  in  the  District  who  are  too  old  to 
be  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  For 
many  reasons  they  can  not  be  put  into  the  Reform  School,  and  the  only 
thing  that  is  to  be  done  with  them  is  to  send  them  to  the  city  jail,  for 
a  shorter  or  a  longer  period,  and  then  turn  them  loose,  to  repeat  over 
and  over  again  the  same  offenses,  with  the  same  punishment,  until  the 
end  of  the  sad  story. 

Our  work  has  no  endowment  whatsoever,  and  is  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  amount  raised  annually  for  its  support.  The  president  of 
our  national  organization,  Mr.  Charles  N.  Crittenton,  of  New  York, 
has  been  most  generous  to  our  work  in  the  District,  and  apart  from 
the  handsome  donations  which  he  has  made  direct  to  our  treasury,  he 
has  spent  many  hundreds  of  dollars  in  caring  for  individual  cases, 
which  have  come  under  our  charge,  by  giving  opportunities  which  we 
would  have  been  unable  to  offer.  Because  of  its  unpopularity,  and  the 
misconception  of  this  work,  it  has  taken  heroic  efforts  to  raise  what 
money  we  have  secured  this  past  year. '  We  can  not  do  any  more,  and 
unless  we  are  allowed  the  appropriation  hereafter  our  work  must  be 
curtailed  m  the  District. 

While  our  institution  can  not  be  legally  called  a  public  charity,  still, 
trom  the  fact  that  at  least  two  officials  of  the  District  are  officially  con- 
nected with  it,  and  we  have  always  held  ourselves  bound  to  take  any 
one  sent  to  us  officially  from  any  officer  of  the  District,  that  our  books 
are  always  open  for  inspection  to  any  official  of  the  District  who  desires 
to  examine  them,  and  we  hold  ourselves  entirely  amenable  to  your 
honorable  body,  we  feel  that  we  meet  all  the  requirements  which  would 
justify  us  in  being  intrusted  with  the  small  amount  of  public  funds 
wVf i! °.  n^cessaiT  t0  th*  future  maintenance  of  our  work.  We  be- 
ueve  tnat  the  amount  of  private  funds  which  our  institution  receives, 
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compared  with  the  receipts  of  other  institutions  in  the  District,  is  a 
sufficient  guaranty  that  we  have  not  ceased  to  labor  because  of  public 
assistance,  but  on  the  other  hand,  have  felt  encouraged  and  stimulated 
to  go  on  to  greater  efforts.  We,  therefore,  most  earnestly  request 
your  honorable  body  that  you  will  recommend  to  Congress  for  the 
coming  year  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  which  we  have  hereto- 
fore received,  namely,  $2,000. 

We  are  encouraged  to  believe  that  you  will  grant  this,  from  the  fact 
that  Florence  Crittenton  homes  in  twenty-four  different  States  this 
3^ear  receive  State,  county,  or  city  aid,  This  year,  in  several  locations, 
where  the  strictest  supervision  by  State  board  of  charities  exists,  the 
appropriation  has  been  increased,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board. 
Also  new  grants  have  been  voted  by  State  legislatures.  In  all  these 
instances  there  has  been  no  necessity  for  lobbying,  and  not  a  penny 
has  been  required  to  be  expended  for  the  services  of  those  who  have 
aided  us  to  get  our  appropriations.  The  interest  has  been  entirely 
because  they  believed  in  the  worthiness  of  the  cause,  which  they  were 
willing  to  assist. 

Our  methods  of  dealing  with  erring  girls  have  received  the  com- 
mendation of  many  of  the  foremost  philanthropists,  men  and  women, 
who  have  given  years  of  study  to  the  social  question.  A  recent  num- 
ber of  the  Outlook,  June  1,  discussing  editorially  the  deplorable  moral 
condition  existing  in  the  Philippines,  recommended  to  the  United 
States  Government  the  consideration  of  the  methods  used  in  the  Flor- 
ence Crittenton  homes,  and  suggests  that  the  establishment  of  such 
homes  by  the  Government  would  do  far  more  to  better  this  condition 
than  any  of  the  methods  that  have  been  discussed. 

We  note  these  facts  with  pleasure,  because  it  shows  that  competent 
persons  are  turning  their  attention  to  the  condition  of  unfortunate 
women,  and,  while  we  do  not  claim  to  have,  in  any  sense,  solved  the 
problem,  we  do  believe  that  because  of  the  existence  of  a  Florence 
Crittenton  Home  no  woman  in  Washington  need  make  a  dishonest 
living,  because  a  door  of  escape  is  always  open  to  her,  if  she  is  will- 
ing to  enter  it. 

We  have  made  extensive  repairs  during  the  past  year,  and  have 
built  a  wing  containing  twenty  single  bed  rooms.  In  this  way  we  are 
able  to  grade  our  work  in  a  manner  most  advantageous  to  the  comple 
tion  of  our  plan  of  advancement,  and  also  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  the 
members  of  the  family.  An  operating  room  and  a  bath  room  have 
been  added  to  our  maternity  department,  and  porches,  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  building  in  the  rear,  have  been  built,  which  gives 
much  more  air  as  well  as  freedom  to  those  whose  activities  must,  at 
best,  be  confined  to  a  limited  space. 

Owing  to  these  improvements  we  could  not  receive  maternity  cases 
for  several  months,  which  accounts  for  the  small  number  of  births 
recorded,  and  also  for  the  number  of  children  received  in  the  Home, 
many  of  our  inmates  coming  to  us  after  the  birth  of  their  children 
elsewhere. 

Our  work  has  been  greatly  retarded  during  the  past  year,  owing  to 
an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  through  which  we  passed,  and  in  spite  of  a 
most  thorough  examination  by  the  health  officers  no  cause  could  be 
discovered  for  the  outbreak. 

We  desire  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  us  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Garfield  Hospital,  who  kindly  received  all  of  our 
diphtheria  cases  until  the  contagious  ward  was  filled,  after  which  time 
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we  had  to  care  for  them  ourselves.  Because  of  the  watchful  care 
which  the  patients  received  from  our  corps  of  physicians,  as  well  as 
the  faithful  attention  bestowed  at  the  hospital,  not  a  death  occurred. 

We  have  had  only  one  adult  death  during  the  year,  that  being  the 
case  of  a  young  girl  who  had  recently  come  to  the  Home  and  was 
transferred  by  us  to  the  Columbia  Hospital,  where  she  died  a  few  hours 
afterwards. 

It  is  impossible  to  record  a  great  deal  of  the  money  that  is  spent 
upon  the  inmates  of  our  institution.  Frequently  persons  of  promi- 
nence become  interested  in  individual  cases,  and  will  make  themselves 
responsible  for  the  expenses  of  their  advancement.  Sometimes  large 
amounts  are  spent  which  can  not  be  recorded  by  us.  One  case  is 
characteristic: 

A  prominent  clergyman,  interested  in  educational  and  sociological 
questions,  became  interested  in  the  advancement  of  a  case  which  he 
was  instrumental  in  placing  in  our  charge.  After  the  girl  had  been  a 
year  under  our  care,  and  had  shown  a  true  reformation  of  character, 
with  ability  and  courage,  he  was  determined  to  give  her  the  best  edu- 
cational opportunities.  The  money  was  forthcoming  to  send  her  to  a 
distant  State,  to  a  well-known  educational  institution,  where  she 
remained  until  she  was  graduated  with  honorable  mention.  At  the 
resent  time  she  is  occupying  a  lucrative  and  honorable  position,  and 
er  social  surroundings  and  acquaintances  are  of  the  highest  order. 
This  has  been  accomplished  at  the  cost  of  more  than  $1,000,  none  of 
which  appears  on  our  treasurer's  books.  This  is  a  case  which  typifies 
what  we  mean  when  we  speak  of  social  as  well  as  moral  regeneration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COLUMBIA  POLYTECHNIC  INSTITUTE  FOR  THE 

BLIND. 

Gentlemen:  As  secretary  of  the  Columbia  Polytechnic  Institute  for 
the  Blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  writer  gladly  avails  himself 
of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  invitation  of  your  secretary,  Mr. 
George  8.  Wilson,  to  submit  a  report  for  your  consideration. 

The  Columbia  Polytechnic  Institute  became  incorporated  on  the  17th 
day  of  May,  1900,  with  the  following  list  of  incorporators:  Rev.  H.  N. 
Couden,  Hon.  Joseph  R.  Hawlev,  Mr.  Justice  Brewer,  Dr.  J.  W. 
Bischotf,  The  Right  Rev.  Henry  Y.  Satterlee,  Mr.  F.  E.  Cleaveland, 
Rev.  J.  F.  Mackin,  Mr.  E.  S.  Parker,  Judge  J.  M.  Wilson,  Lieut.  Com- 
mander Fred  A.  Miller,  Mr.  H.  R.  W.  Miles,  Mr.  S.  H.  Kaufman,  Mr. 
Beriah  Wilkins,  Mr.  Myron  M.  Parker,  Rev.  Richard  P.  Williams,  Rev. 
Alexander  Mackay-Smith,  Col.  Frank  S.  Colton,  and  Dr.  S.  O.  Richey. 

Its  objects,  as  set  forth  in  the  articles  of  incorporation,  are  to  provide 
instruction  and  employment  for  the  adult  blind,  with  a  view  to  their 
becoming  self-sustaining.  Provision  is  made  for  giving  the  progressive 
and  experienced  blind  representation  on  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  building  1808  H  street  has  been  purchased  by  the  corporation, 
is  located  near  the  junction  of  H  street,  Eighteenth  street,  and  Penn- 
sylvania avenue,  within  two  blocks  of  the  White  House;  it  is  in  even- 
way  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  an  institution.  The  organization 
starts  out  with  a  donation  of  $5,000  from  Congress,  and  is  looking  for- 
ward to  the^support  of  the  philanthropic  friends  of  the  work.

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This  department  alone,  if  supplemented  b}^  the  patronage  of  the 
public,  will  unquestionably  furnish  profitable  employment  to  a  large 
number  of  the  blind  people  of  this  District. 

Other  branches  of  industry  will  be  established  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
capital  can  be  secured. 

So  short  a  time  having  elapsed  since  actual  work  began,  we  can  do 
little  more  in  this  report  than  give  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons  for 
u nd  the  need  of  such  an  institution  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  with 
a  brief  history  of  the  efforts  of  the  friends  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  sightless  to  provide  employment  for  the  blind  people  of  the  Dis- 
trict, and  at  the  same  time  create  an  object  lesson  that  will  be  of  great 
value  to  the  cause  of  the  blind  throughout  the  country. 

Every  person  who  asserts  a  truth  which  is  opposed  to  the  commonly 
accepted  theory  and  settled  belief  of  the  world  assumes  the  burden  of 
proving  and  maintaining  the  correctness  of  his  assertion.  There 
appears  to  be  a  law  which  makes  it  necessary  for  every  upward  and 
progressive  step  taken  in  the  cause  of  humanity  to  stand  the  test  of 
the  most  persistent,  unreasoning,  and  bitter  opposition.  This  is  true 
even  when  the  proposition  is  susceptible  of  the  plainest  demonstration, 
and  when  popular  error  and  prejudice  are  defeated  in  every  encounter. 
There  are  always  relations  in  life  which  will  be  affected  by  the  adop- 
tion of  a  new  theory. 

The  pride  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  those  heretofore  commonly 
accepted  as  authority  on  the  questions  presented  for  consideration 
must  be  encountered.  It  matters  not  though  the  cause  be  that  of  a 
class  whose  condition  in  life  excites  the  greatest  commiseration  and 
sympathy;  the  rule  is  not  relaxed  even  when  the  new  theory  advanced 
claims  to  be  able  to  rescue  this  class  from  their  unhappy  condition. 

Not  many  years  ago  it  was  common  in  dealing  with  the  insane  to 
chain  them  with  an  iron  collar  about  their  necks  to  the  wall  of  a  nar- 
row, cold  cell,  and  by  this  treatment  to  goad  them  to  violent  raving. 
To-day  thousands  of  the  insane,  comfortably  cared  for,  are  permitted 
such  liberties  that  they  are  enabled  to  wander  about  beautiful  grounds, 
enjoying  warmth  and  sunshine,  enter  concert  halls  provided  for  their 
entertainment,  and  thus  become  so  docile  in  their  behavior  that  it  is 
difficult  to  believe  them  insane,  and  yet  the  hopes  of  the  promoters  of 
this  change  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane  were  only  realized  after 
many  years  of  determined  and  most  disheartening  opposition. 

Ninety  years  ago  the  deaf  were  believed  to  be  in  as  hopeless  a  con- 
dition in  life  as  are  the  imbeciles  of  to-day.  Now  they  go  forth  from 
institutions  of  learning  equipped  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  life, 
and  any  able-bodied  deaf  person  attempting  to  assume  the  role  of  men- 
dicant on  account  of  his  limitation,  or  would  be  content  to  be  supported 
in  idleness,  would  find  neither  an  indulgent  public  nor  friends  willing 
to  be  thus  imposed  upon. 

There  has  been,  and  still  is,  a  marked  difference  between  the  policies 
pursued  by  the  would-be  benefactors  of  the  blind  in  Europe  and 
America.  In  Europe,  and  especially  in  Great  Britain,  the  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  the  adult  blind  has  received  as  much  attention 
as  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  instruction  of  blind  children.  In 
America,  with  few  exceptions,  the  institutions  for  the  blind  have  had 
Kr  af6  ^m^.0*  admission  which  excludes  adults.  Those  who  became 
bund  by  accident  or  otherwise  after  they  were  eighteen  years  of  age 
as  a  rule  found  no  provisions  made  for  their  instruction  or  employ  - 
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meat  Homeless  and  friendless  blind  children  were  and  are  received 
u  pupils,  and  after  receiving  instruction  for  a  term  of  years,  during 
which  time  they  were  provided  with  a  comfortable  home,  found  their 

ad  nation  day,  however,  to  be  the  saddest  instead  of  the  gladdest 
day  of  their  lives.  Their  home  at  the  institution  was  gone,  and  they 
b  id  no  other:  the  aim-house  was  their  only  refuge.  Cultivated  and 
refined  young  women  were  brought  face  to  face  with  the  problem  of 
self-support,  and  they  have  gone  out  of  institutions  conscious  of  their 
abilitv  to  do  much,  only  to  tind  that  as  soon  as  they  stepped  out  into 
the  world  they  were  regarded  and  treated  as  helpless  paupers — their  en- 
treaties to  be  given  a  chance  to  do  something  for  their  own  support 
met  by  the  same  incredulous  smile  with  which  persons  of  sound  mind 
treat  the  vagaries  of  the  insane.  Men  in  the  prime  of  life,  with  a  wife 
and  children  depending  on  them  for  support,  suddenly  deprived  of 
sight  by  some  terrible  accident,  have  been  compelled  to  see  their  chil- 
dren bound  out  to  strangers,  the  wife  and  mother  forced  to  find  work 
for  her  own  support,  while  the  husband  and  father  wasted  a  young 
and  vigorous  manhood  in  idleness  as  the  inmate  of  a  poorhouse/  Had 
these  men  been  residing  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  or  near  any  of  the 
many  large  towns  in  Great  Britain,  they  would  have  known  that  there 
was  an  institution  at  hand  where  blind  men,  like  themselves,  were 
being  employed  and  earning  sufficient  wages  to  support  themselves 
and  families,  and  they  would  have  been  spared  the  added  misery  of  a 
separation  from  wife  and  children. 

The  tir>t  in-titution  for  the  instruction  of  the  blind  established  in 
the  United  States  was  the  Perkins  Institute  in  Boston,  Mass.  This 
institution  was  incorporated  March  2, 1829.  Dr.  Samuel  G.  Howe,  the 
rioted  philanthropist,  became  its  director  August,  1831.  After  eight- 
een years  of  experience  at  the  head  of  this  institution  in  the  report  of 
the  institution  published  in  1849  we  find  Dr.  Howe  making  use  of  the 
following  language: 

It  is  found  by  experience  that  often  sufferers  present  themselves  and  ask  earnestly 
for  help  and  solace,  and  work,  for  whose  case  the  institution  was  not  originally 
intended,  but  who  are  totally  unprovided  for  elsewhere,  and  whose  appeal  is  so  touch- 
ing as  to  t*  irresistible ;  we  mean  those  who  are  suddenly  struck  blind  in  early  man- 
hood, by  accident  or  by  disease.

Ms  skv *iT2^^LS?*AWS.a,ld  his  interest  in  life  is  reawakened ;  but  soon 
nis  sky  is  clouded  again  by  the  discovery  of  his  helplessness,  and  his  dependence. 
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The  interest  and  the  sympathy  of  others,  so  warmly  excited  at  first  by  his  terrible  mis- 
fortune, gradually  grow  less,  and  if  he  has  no  parents  to  support  him,  he  begins  to 
be  considered  a  burden.  He  has  then  before  him  the  dreary  prospect  of  a  life  of 
dependence  upon  relatives  and  friends,  to  be  dragged  on  until  they  are  weary  of  well- 
doing, or  are  dead ;  and  beyond  that  lies  the  cheerless  scene  of  an  old.  age  and  a 
deathbed  in  the  almshouse.  Besides  this  the  rust  of  idleness  soon  begins  to  eat  into 
his  soul.  He  finds  that  it  is  not  life  merely  to  be  alive  and  unemployed,  and  begins 
to  pine  for  an  occupation  as  much  as  he  ever  pined  for  recovery  of  his  sight.  He  is 
not  young  enough  to  enter  a  school  for  the  blind,  and  go  through  a  course  of  study 
with  the  boys,  but  he  is  not  too  old  to  learn  a  trade  and  earn  his  own  livelihood. 

It  is  for  the  relief  of  such  cases  as  the  one  thus  described  that  further  provision  is 
necessary. 

Had  Dr.  Howe  lived  to  see  his  suggestions  carried  out,  who  can  tell 
what  changes  might  have  taken  place  to  better  the  condition  of  the 
adult  blind  during  the  past  fifty  years?  As  an  example  of  what  may 
be  accomplished  by  simply  inspiring  hope  and  self-reliance,  we  here 
give  an  article  printed  in  the  Inland  Printer: 

Probably  there  is  no  more  striking  instance  of  what  can  be  accomplished  by  grit 
and  insistent  and  ambitious  courage,  in  the  face  of  almost  insurmountable  difficulties, 
than  is  set  forth  in  the  case  of  Charles  J.  Leary,  who  conducts  a  job-printing  estab- 
lishment in  Fall  River,  Mass.  Deprived  as  he  is  of  one  of  nature's  most  valued  and 
necessary  gifts — the  sense  of  sight — yet  he  successfully  carries  on  and  conducts  per- 
sonally a  printing  establishment  which  is  always  busy,  and  which  has  the  reputation 
of  turning  out  work  second  to  none  of  its  class  in  the  city.  No  pen  can  picture  and 
no  language  describe  the  despair  and  anguish  of  heart  and  soul  during  those  dark 
hours  of  trial  and  despondency  immediately  following  his  loss  of  sight.  Mr.  Leary, 
when  he  now  talks  of  them  feels  perplexed  as  to  why  he  did  not  break  down  in 
spirit  and  in  courage,  and  give  up  the  unequal  battle  with  the  vicissitudes  of  a  cruel 
fate.  One  day,  while  in  one  of  his  saddened  and  despairing  moods,  two  of  his  friends 
Bought  to  encourage  him  by  reference  to  a  hopeful  future.  They  were  Miss  Hughes 
and  Miss  McHale,  of  Bristol,  R.  I.  They  began  to  tell  him  of  the  almost  marvelous 
work  of  blind  people  done  by  the  inmates  of  the  Connecticut  Industrial  Home  for 
the  Blind,  which  was  under  the  management  of  F.  E.  Cleaveland,  a  lawyer,  blind 
himself,  yet  engaged  in  the  regular  practice  of  his  profession. 

Mr.  Leary,  after  hearing  the  encouraging  reports  of  the  kindly  disposed  young 
women,  had  a  letter  written  to  Mr.  Cleveland,  the  outcome  of  which  was  that  the 
latter  invited  the  Fall  River  printer  to  enter  the  department  for  printing  and  book- 
binding. 

Mr.  Leary  went  to  Connecticut  with  a  friend,  and  with  the  intention  of  accepting 
the  offer  he  soon  returned.  He  says  that  he  had  been  there  but  a  few  hours  when 
he  got  to  thinking  over  his  case  and  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  if  he  could  work 
at  the  good  old  trade  in  an  institution,  what  was  to  hinder  him  from  doing  the  same 
at  home  for  the  benefit  of  those  dependent  upon  him,  and  where  he  might  be  able  to 
accept  and  enjoy  the  comfort  and  companionship  and  affection  they  were  so  anxious 
to  bestow  upon  him. 

With  the  assistance  of  kind  friends,  two  of  the  city's  leading  business  men,  he 
fitted  out  a  small  room  in  the  A.  J.  Borden  building  and  started  in  to  earn  a  living. 
Inside  of  one  year  he  had  to  double  the  size  of  his  room  and  add  new  stock.  At  the 
end  of  two  years  he  finds  himself  forced  to  take  still  larger  quarters  in  the  M.  T. 
Hudner  building,  on  South  Main  street.  His  place  is  one  of  the  neatest,  best  arranged 
job  rooms  in  the  city,  and  he  keeps  from  four  to  six  hands  at  work.  Not  long  ago 
he  had  a  call  from  Superintendent  Bates,  of  the  public  schools,  who  asked  him  if  he 
could  do  a  job  for  him  personally.  Mr.  Leary  replied  that  he  could,  and  Mr.  Bates 
left  the  copy  for  a  circular,  of  which  he  ordered  quite  a  number.  Mr.  Leary  set  up 
the  copy,  having  it  read  to  him,  took  a  stone  proof,  and  sent  it  to  the  office  of  Superin- 
tendent Bates  for  correction  and  revision.  It  came  back  without  a  single  correction, 
and  Superintendent  Bates  was  so  enthusiastic  over  the  accuracy  of  the  work  that  he 
took  occasion  to  show  it  to  several  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  as  an  instance  of  what 
might  be  accomplished  by  courage,  energy,  and  persistency  in  the  face  of  disad- 
vantage and  adversity. 

Mr.  Leary  had  followed  the  trade  of  printing  and  bookbinding  for 
eighteen  years  prior  to  his  becoming  blind.  His  giving  up  all  attempts 
to  go  on  with  his  trade  and  surrendering  to  despair  was  because  he 
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shared  with  the  seeing  world  the  notion  that  the  blind  must  necessarily 
be  hopelessly  dependent.  It  was  only  necessary  to  disabuse  his  mind 
of  this  idea  and  take  him  into  a  printing  office  where  blind  people  were 
actually  working  at  the  ugood  old  trade,"  as  he  called  it,  to  enkindle 
courage  and  self-reliance,  and  he  had  only  to  make  the  attempt  to  dis- 
cover  that  the  knowledge  and  experience  gained  in  eighteen  years' 
work  at  the  trade  was  still  a  valuable  asset  which  only  needed  to  be 
made  use  of  to  make  him  once  more  a  happy  and  useful  member  of 
society. 

Twenty-eight  years  ago  the  writer  was  confronted  by  a  condition  and 
a  theory.  The  condition  was  a  total  loss  of  sight;  the  theory  was  that 
a  blind  person  was  necessarily  helpless  and  hopelessly  dependent.  The 
condition  remains,  but  the  theory,  so  far  as  he  himself  is  concerned, 
has  been  effectually  exploded.  After  twenty  years  of  active  business 
life  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  during  five  of  which  he  held  the 
office  of  public  prosecutor  for  the  county  in  which  he  resided,  the  writer 
was  appointed  secretary  of  the  State  board  of  education  for  the  blind  of 
his  native  State.  During  the  past  eight  years  he  has  been  called  upon 
to  solve  for  other  blind  people  the  problems  which  he  was  forced  to 
solve  for  himself. 

In  Julv,  1899,  he  was  chosen  by  the  American  Association  of  Edu- 
cators  of  the  Blind  chairman  of  a  committee  to  wait  upon  Congress  to 
obtain  desired  legislation.  As  a  delegate  from  the  United  States  to 
the  International  Conference  of  Educators  of  the  Blind,  held  in  Paris, 
France,  August,  1900,  an  opportunity  was  afforded  the  writer  to  visit 
the  institutions  for  the  blind  in  Scotland,  England,  and  France.  All 
this  experience  and  study  of  the  conditions  and  limitations  of  the  blind 
has  but  served  to  strengthen  his  conviction  that  every  able-bodied 
blind  person  is  capable  of  self-support,  and  that  when  this  is  understood 
by  the  public  and  the  blind  people  themselves  by  and  through  the 
establishment  of  workshops  for  the  blind  in  all  the  large  business  cen- 
ters of  the  country,  blind  persons  everywhere  will  throw  off  the  burden 
of  dependence  and  become  active  and  useful  members  of  society. 

In  June,  of  the  year  1900,  a  meeting  of  the  educated  and  progressive 
blind  people  of  New  England,  as  guests  of  the  alumni  of  the  Perkins 
Institution,  was  held  at  the  United  States  Hotel  in  Boston,  and  was 
addressed  by  Dr.  Couden  and  many  others,  whose  success  in  life  had 
qualified  them  to  speak  from  knowledge  gained  by  experience.  Shortly 
after  this  conference  the  writer  received  the  following  communication: 

Resolved  That  this  association  views  with  great  gratification  and  approval  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  institution  for  the  training  of  the  adult  blind  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
under  the  fostering  care  of  the  National  Government,  and  we  are  especially  gratified 
with  the  article  of  association  of  this  institution  which  provides  that  at  least  three  of 
its  nine  trustees  shall  be  chosen  from  the  experienced  and  progressive  blind. 

Mesouejt  lhat  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, and  that  a  copy  be  transmitted  to  Mr.  F.  E.  Cleaveland.

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A  CHANCE  FOR  THE  BLIND — OPEN  LETTER  TO  THE  DISTRICT  COMMISSIONERS,  BY  F.  B. 

CLEAVELAND. 

Gentlemen:  My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  letter  from  the  superintendent 
of  charities  to  the  editor  of  the  Washington  Post,  which  appeared  in  its  issue  of 
February  19,  and  I  am  much  gratified  to  see  the  progress  he  had  made  toward  grasp- 
ing the  correct  idea  of  the  position  taken  by  intelligent  blind  people,  who,  from  years 
of  contact  with  the  world,  have  been  able  to  bring  to  a  thoughtful  consideration  of 
the  problems  presented  to  the  sightless  a  knowledge  born  of  experience.  In  the 
communication  referred  to,  in  which  he  takes  exceptions  to  the  published  abstract 
of  his  report,  he  makes  use  of  the  following  language: 

"  Blind  persons  of  the  better  class  are  everywhere  clamoring  for  the  correction  of 
the  exaggerated  notion  of  their  helplessness.  They  are  not  asking  for  charity.  What 
they  want  is  a  fair  recognition  of  their  abilities  and  a  chance  to  work  out  their  own 
independence." 

I  recall  the  interview  which  I  had  with  the  superintendent  of  charities  one  even- 
ing on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  my  office,  at  which  time  he  did  me  the  honor  to 
confer  with  me  concerning  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation  proposed  by  bill  H.  R.  4347. 
I  recall  stating  in  reply  to  his  question  that  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  origin  of  this 
bill,  or  that  it  was  to  be  introduced.  I  speak  of  this  in  this  connection,  as  I  have 
noted  from  conversation  with  people  in  Washington  interested  in  the  efforts  of  our 
association  in  this  city  that  the  impression  has  obtained  that  our  association  had 
caused  this  bill  to  be  introduced,  and  that  by  an  unfavorable  report  the  superintend- 
ent of  charities  had  placed  himself  in  a  position  to  oppose  the  measures  advocated 
by  me  and  the  association  I  represent. 

I  recall  that  at  this  interview  he  and  I  discussed  the  measures  proposed  by  the  bill, 
and  that  I  stated  it  to  be  my  judgment  that  the  bill  asked  for  too  much,  and  that  I 
feared  by  so  doing  its  advocates  would  defeat  the  very  object  it  was  intended  to 
further.  The  superintendent  of  charities  assured  me  at  the  time  that  such  was  the 
impression  he  had  formed,  but  that  he  would  give  the  subject  careful  consideration 
and  would  endeavor  to  obtain  information  from  every  source  that  would  throw  light 
upon  the  problems  involved. 

MR.  LEWIS'S  CONCLUSIONS. 

I  have  waited  with  considerable  anxiety  for  his  conclusions.  The  reason  for  this 
anxiety  will  be  apparent  when  I  state  that  I  knew  he  would  find  a  wide  difference 
existing  between  the  opinions  of  sighted  persons  holding  positions  which  give  color 
to  their  claims  to  be  authority  on  the  subject  and  the  opinions  entertained  by  the 
educated  and  successful  blind. 

It  is  therefore  with  much  gratification  that  I  note  the  language  employed  by  him 
in  the  communication  above  cited,  and  that  after  having  given  the  subject  a  careful 
study,  and  having  read  the  theories  and  opinions  of  sighted  persons  claiming  to  be 
authority  on  the  subject,  he  has  been  able  to  grasp  so  correct  an  idea  of  the  real 
needs  of  the  adult  blind.  I  specify  the  adult  blind  because  the  institutions  now 
existing  for  the  education  of  blind  children,  so  far  as  the  scope  of  their  work  extends, 
are  accomplishing  excellent  results.  It  is,  therefore,  with  the  adult  blind  and  their 
chances  in  life  that  we  have  to  deal,  and  in  what  follows,  I,  as  their  advocate,  desire 
to  submit  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  the  principal  reasons  why 
I  believe  the  efforts  of  the  American  Association  to  Promote  the  Education  and 
Employment  of  the  Blind  should  be  seconded,  first,  by  the  people  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  finally  by  Congress. 

When  the  hopes,  aspirations,  and  all  that  is  worth  living  for  in  the  lives  of  the 
blind  are  to  be  placed  on  one  side  of  the  scale,  and  a  petition  to  Congress  for  a  sum 
of  money  required  to  enable  the  adult  blind  to  realize  these  hopes  and  aspirations 
submitted  for  your  approval  are  placed  on  the  other  side  of  the  scale,  the  judge 
appointed  to  hold  the  balance  should  be  an  ideal  judge.  In  order,  therefore,  that 
the  member  of  your  board  selected  to  examine  into  the  merits  of  our  petition  may 
be  placed  in  a  position  to  see  and  consider  the  case  presented  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  blind,  as  well  as  from  the  standpoint  of  the  seeing,  before  I  proceed  let  there  be 
placed  over  his  eyes  a  bandage,  foAhas  not  the  wisdom  of  the  ages  created  as  its 
ideal  a  goddess  of  justice  with  bandaged  eyes? 

BRINGING  THE  ARGUMENT  HOME. 

Therefore,  Mr.  Commissioner,  let  us  suppose,  for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  that 
you  are  totally  and  permanently  blind.  Would  you  therefore  become  altogether  a 
different  person;  a  person  whose  judgment,  discretion,  motives,  and  character  would 
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become  so  changed  that  you  would  thereby  need  to  have  some  person  with  sight  to 
think  act  and  decide  for  you  upon  all  matters?  Are  you  able  to  discover  now  any 
impairment  of  the  powers  of  the  mind?  Do  you  not  recall  that  many  tunes  in  your 
life  when  vour  mind  was  occupied  in  the  solution  of  some  difficult  problem  and  you 
desired  to  reason  closely,  you  have  closed  the  natural  eyes  in  order  that  you  might 
reason  more  clearly  and  see  more  plainly  with  the  eyes  of  the  mind?  Do  you  per- 
ceive any  reason  why,  even  if  you  were  compelled  to  walk  through  life  thus  handi- 
capped you  would  not  be  as  capable  of  exercising  sound  judgment  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  the  office  you  now  hold?  In  fact,  can  you  discover  any  reason  why 
you  could  not  continue  to  hold  the  office  of  Commissioner  and,  making  use  of  the 
eyes  of  others,  as  men  use  spectacles,  be  as  serviceable  and  valuable  a  public,  servant 
as  you  now  arc?  Will  you  not  agree  with  me  that  the  office  you  now  hold  is  an 
office  the  incumbent  of  which  should  be  selected  because  of  his  qualities  of  mind? 
Will  you  not  go  one  step  further  and  agree  that  any  office,  occupation,  or  position 
where  probity  and  superior  powers  of  the  mind  are  the  chief  requisites,  could  be  filled 
by  a  person  possessing  these  qualifications  even  though  he  should  be  blind?  Do  you 
not  recall  that  Mr.  Fawcett,  postmaster-general  under  Gladstone,  who  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  successful  postmasters-general  England  ever  had,  was  a  blind  man? 
Turn  with  me  to  the  encyclopedia  and  read  the  life  of  the  celebrated  naturalist, 
Huber,  who  is  still  a  leading  authority.  Let  us  have  his  testimony  in  his  own  words 
on  the  ability  of  the  sightless  to  overcome  the  disadvantages  of  the  loss  of  sight.  We 
quote  his  language  to  a  friend  who  could  see:  "I  am  much  more  certain  of  what  I 
declare  to  the  world  than  you  are,  for  you  published  what  your  own  eyes  only  have 
seen,  while  I  take  the  mean  among  many  witnesses. " 


IN  POETRY  AND  HISTORY. 


Entering  the  domain  of  poetry  and  history,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  ask  you  to 
recall  that  Homer  completed  the  Iliad  and  composed  the  Odyssey  after  he  became 
blind.  That  it  was  not  until  after  Milton  was  turned  from  his  political  career  by 
his  becoming  blind  that  he  wrote  Paradise  Lost,  and  that  our  own  Prescott,  author 
of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  Conquest  of  Mexico  and  Conquest  of  Peru,  gathered  his 
material  and  produced  these  valuable  contributions  to  history  after  losing  his  sight, 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  wonderful  achievements  of  the  mind  and  the  triumph 
of  inventions.  But  ask  of  any  scientist  or  inventor  whether  he  can  not  trace  much 
of  his  success  to  the  quiet  hour,  when,  with  the  head  upon  the  pillow  and  the  eyes 
closed,  he  has  found  greater  power  to  see  clearly  with  the  eye  of  the  mind?  Did 
you  ever  realize  that  it  is  to  the  sense  of  hearing  and  not  to  the  sense  of  sight  that 
we  are  indebted  for  the  invention  of  the  telegraph  and  telephone,  and  that  a  seeing 
man  when  connected  by  telephone  with  the  business  world  in  this  relation  is  no 
better  off  than  a  blind  man  would  be? 

Blind  men,  as  clergymen,  have  attained  the  greatest  eminence,  and  as  lawyers 
and  physicians  have  met  with  remarkable  success.  W7illiam  E.  Cramer,  of  Milwau- 
kee, as  a  journalist,  and  at  one  time  editor  of  the  Albany  Argus,  takes  rank  among 
the  distinguished  men  in  that  vocation  in  this  country.  How  many  men  are  aware 
that  Herreshoff,  the  designer  and  builder  of  the  Defender  and  Columbia,  is  a  blind 
man.  Blind  men  have  successfully  engaged  in  printing,  bookbinding,  telegraph v, 
rarmmg  and  mining  typewriting,  stenography,  crystal  cutting,  contracting  and  build- 
ing, to  say  nothing  of  the  well-known  vocations  such  as  broom  making,  chair  caning, 
mattress  making;  and  as  musicians,  who  stand  higher  than  David  Wood  and  Dr. 
Inaction,  of  this  city? 

With  so  many  examples  of  achievements  of  the  blind  and  a  thousand  more  instances 
inat  might  be  cited,  where  blind  men  have  overcome  all  obstacles  and  have  carved 
out  tor  themselves  a  successful  professional  or  business  career,  how  is  it,  you  ask,  that 
an fShln? ^eH  hSndred  ar^  dependent  either  upon  friends  or  the  public, 
almshouses?  most  in  evidence  are  mendicants  or  the  inmates  of

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TRAINING  SCHOOLS  IMPORTANT. 

Dr.  E.  Park  Lewis,  of  the  New  York  Institute;  Maurice  de  la  Sizeranne,  author 
and  leading  authority  on  work  for  the  adult  blind  in  France;  Dr.  F.  J.  Campbell, 
at  the  head  of  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind,  in  England,  and  Prof.  C.  F. 
Fraser,  director  of  the  Canadian  Institution  for  the  Blind,  at  Halifax,  which  institu- 
tion is  the  most  successful  in  the  training  of  blind  people  to  become  self-sustaining  of 
any  in  America,  all  agree  that  the  blind  and  the  public  must  be  impressed  that  the 
powers  and  possibilities  of  the  sightless  are  worth  developing;  that  the  obligations 
of  the  public  are  not  fulfilled  by  the  giving  of  alms.  It  is  important,  say  these  gen- 
tlemen, three  of  whom  are  themselves  blind,  that  training  schools  for  the  adults 
should  be  established  and  an  opportunity  for  employment  afforded. 

I^et  every  blind  child  come  to  know  that  he  is  expected  by  his  parents,  his  friends, 
and  the  public  to  prepare  himself  to  take  his  place  among  the  workers  in  the  world; 
let  it  become  so  thoroughly  understood  by  the  people  everywhere  that  blindness  is 
no  excuse  for  a  life  of  idleness  and  mendicancy,  and  that  self-respect,  independence 
of  thought  and  action  may  be  preserved  even  though  the  sight  be  lost,  and  you  will 
make  blindness  a  thousand  times  easier  to  bear;  empty  your  almshouses  of  their 
blind  inmates  and  hand  down  to  posterity  a  blessing  which  will  make  glad  the  lives 
of  those  whose  fate  it  shall  be  to  walk  in  darkness  in  the  centuries  to  come. 

1  learn  that  over  a  half  million  dollars  has  been  expended  by  Congress  in  aid  of 
the  grand  and  noble  work  for  the  deaf  and  dumb;  that  they  are  leaving  Gallaudet 
College  to  take  their  places  as  respected  and  honored  citizens  in  all  parts  of  the  land. 
I  find  no  deaf  and  dumb  beggars  on  the  streets  of  Washington,  and  yet  I  have  only 
to  go  back  to  the  time  when  the  illustrious  father  of  your  honored  citizens,  Dr. 
Edward  Miner  Gallaudet,  began  his  work  to  educate  and  elevate  the  deaf  mutes  of 
America  to  find  that  their  lot  was  as  unenviable  and  their  condition  as  pitiable  as 
that  of  the  majority  of  the  blind  to-day.  Is  it  strange,  then,  that  I  should  indulge  the 
thought  that  if  Dr.  Gallaudet,  had  been  a  blind  man,  and  laboring  in  the  interests 
of  the  blind,  there  would  not  be  forty  blind  men  begging  on  the  streets  of  the  capital 
city  in  the  daily  view  of  representative  people  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States, 
and  saying  by  their  presence  and  condition,  "We  are  the  typical  blind?"  Blindness 
is,  indeed,  a  pitiable,  hopeless,  and  helpless  condition,  and  all  you  can  do  for  us  is 
to  give  us  alms,  that  we  may  live  on  and  clog  the  wheels  of  progress. 

Do  they  not  blast  the  hopes  and  aspirations  of  those  who  seek  to  rend  the  pall  that 
hangs  over  the  land  in  order  that  the  light  of  intelligence  may  dispel  the  miserable 
misconception  of  the  seeing  world? 

As  space  at  my  disposal  will  not  permit  me  to  extend  this  communication,  let  me 
close  by  calling  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  adult  blind  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  which  speaks  with  a  more  eloquent  tongue  than  I  possess,  and  add  that  the 
association  I  represent  craves  the  opportunity  to  demonstrate  that  the  possibility  of 
placing  every  able-bodied  adult  blind  person  in  the  District  in  a  way  to  become  self- 
sustaining,  and  by  so  doing  to  furnish  an  object  lesson  to  the  Representatives  of  the 
several  States  that  will  not  fail  to  arouse  a  spirit  of  emulation  on  the  part  of  the  State 
governments. 

Praying  that  I  may  have  the  support  of  the  philanthropic  people  of  this  District 
until  Congress  can  be  made  to  see  its  plain  duty,  I  remain,  my  dear  sir,  most  sin-

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REPORT  OF  THE  AID  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  BLIND  OF  THE 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Washington,  D.  C,  December  6,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind  of  the  District  of 
Columbia: 

The  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was 
organized  on  December  8,  1897,  with  the  object  of  establishing  "an 
industrial  home  for  the  blind."  On  April  13,  1899,  the  association 
was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the 
object  somewhat  more  specitically  stated,  as,  "to  establish  a  nonsec- 
tarian  home  for  the  blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  said 
District,  to  promote  the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  blind, 
and  to  aid  the  needy,  dependent  blind,  and  help  them  to  become  self- 
supporting." 

With  the  large  number  of  indigent  blind,  all  conditions  being  care- 
fully considered,  the  immediate  duty  was  decided  to  be  the  opening  of 
the  home  department  and  the  providing  of  shelter,  food,  and  clothing 
before  employment. 

Early  in  our  work  we  received  a  small  rental  for  a  part  of  the  second 
floor  of  our  building.  As  our  family  increased,  in  harmony  with  our 
intention  to  provide  a  home  in  the  truest  sense,  we  felt  the  need  of 
parlors;  hence  deemed  it  wise  to  ask  for  our  tenant's  removal  in 
December,  1900. 

These  rooms,  with  the  halls,  have  now  been  comfortably  furnished 
by  donations,  notably  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Phoebe  A.  Hearst  of  $100  for 
papering.

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Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  V.  L.  W.  Fox  we  were  enabled  to 
reconstruct  the  stable  in  the  rear  of  our  premises  into  workshops.  In 
November,  1900,  we  transferred  our  industries  from  the  home  to  these 
newly  equipped  shops,  and  though  unpretentious  they  are  much 
superior  to  the  undesirable  space  of  the  halls  where  the  work  had 
previously  been  done. 

A  number  of  blind  men  who  live  at  their  own  homes  work  in  the 
shop  by  the  day  and  receive  compensation  for  work  done.  These  are 
furnished  a  hot  lunch  each  day  without  charge. 

The  orders  in  our  shop  have  increased  so  rapidly  that  there  is  imme- 
diate need  for  more  machinery,  which  we  have  no  means  at  hand  to 
purchase. 

The  home,  915  E  street  NW.,  is  a  large  four-story  brick  building, 
conservatively  estimated  at  a  value  of  $22,500,  and  is  subject  to  a 
mortgage  of  $12,500,  of  which  only  $500  has  been  paid.  The  mortgage 
is  placed  at  5  per  cent.  Payments  of  interest  have  been  regularly  met. 
The  property  is  insured  for  $8,000.  The  taxes  have  been  remitted 
during  the  use  of  the  property  for  charitable  purposes. 

The  present  tinds  us  with  many  demands  and  small  means,  there 
being  no  income  excepting  from  store  rental  and  the  efforts  of  the 
board  of  directors,  and  we  trust  this  report  may  give  you  an  idea  of 
our  intention  and  necessities,  and  that  you  will  include  in  your  next 
report  a  recommendation  for  funds  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  care  not 
only  for  those  now  in  the  home  but  for  others  waiting  to  enter. 

In  conclusion  we  submit  the  treasurer's  report  to  the  close  of  our 4 
year,  April  30,  1901,  with  list  of  officers.

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REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BATHING  BEACH. 


Washington,  November  1,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  The  committee  on  the  bathing  beach  has  the  honor  to 
make  the  following  report  respecting  the  conduct  of  that  department 
of  the  District  government  during  the  season  of  1901. 

The  beach  was  opened  to  bathers  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  and  was 
closed  on  the  11th  of  September. 

The  superintendent  of  the  beach  reports  that  the  number  of  bathers 
during  the  season  was  47,788. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  from  September  30,  1900,  to  Novem- 
ber 1,  1901,  were  as  follows:

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The  appropriation  made  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  bath- 
ing beach  for  the  pear,  and  the  receipts  from  miscellaneous  sources, 
were  barely  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  running  expenses  and  a  few 
of  the  most  urgent  repairs. 

The  bath  houses  and  other  structures  needed  general  repairs,  and 
should  have  been  to  a  great  extent  remodeled,  as  recommended  in  the 
reportof  this  committee  for  the  fiscal  year  1900.  and  as  further  outlined 
by  the  superintendent  of  the  beach  in  his  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1901. 

Whatever  may  be  the  outcome  of  the  proposed  improvement  of  the 
inner  basin  or  of  other  public  bathing  accommodations,  the  present 
bathing  beach  must  be  maintained  for  a  few  years  more  unless  all 
public  bathing  facilities  arc  to  be  discontinued.   At  least  #5,000  worth 
of  improvements  in  the  bath-house  accommodations  should  be  made 
th<      '-ning  of  the  next  bathing  season.   Substantial  immunity 
from  the  driftwood  and  algae,  now  occasionally  blown  in  and  carried 
ifi  ;<v  the  tidal  currents,  might  be  secured  by  the  construction  of  a 
slu*  eway     I  —  the  inlet  from  the  Georgetown  channel,  which  would 
the  authorities  to  regulate  the  water  supply  so  that  it  could 
■  hen  in  an  extremely  muddy  condition. 

I  he  fi  1 1  lins  of  the  past  summer  kept  the  water  at  the  bath- 
ing beach  in  a  more  or  less  turbid  state  during  almost  the  entire  bath- 
ing season,  which  was  in  remarkable  contrast  with  the  bathing  season 
of  1900,  during  which  the  water  was  almost  constantly  clear. 

The  growth  of  water  grass,  which  was  extremely  prolific  during  the 
bathing  season  of  L900,  and  caused  much  inconvenience  and  hazard  to 
bathers  by  its  interference  with  their  freedom  of  action,  was  inconsid- 
erable  during  the  season  covered  by  this  report. 

The  muddy  condition  of  the  water  was  probably  the  principal  cause 
ot  the  falling  off  in  the  attendance  during  the  last  season. 

rhe  reportof  the  committee  to  manage  the  swimming  contests  is 
transmitted.  This  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Eugene  B.Wilkins, 
Robert  Small,  J.  C.  Ransom,  Alexander  McKenzie,  Dr.  F.  W.  Gren- 

i  ;fn,,  '  u  st,'Vf'ns-(lis('hai¥editsresponsi})ilitv  with  impartiality 
and  skill,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned,  and  is  entitled  to  unqual- 
ified thanks  lor  its  able  and  public-spirited  service  in  that  respect.  Its 
businesslike  methods  relieved  the  occasion  of  all  tedium,  and  kept  the 
large  assemblage  of  spectators  deeplv  interested  in  all  of  the  events. 

Ul  all  the  forms  of  physical  exercise,  none  exceeds  swimming  in 
usefulness  nor  in  the  pleasure  which  muscular  effort  excites.  The 
records  made  in  some  of  the  contests  reflect  very  creditablv  upon  this 
institution  as  a  means  of  physical  culture,  the  100- yard  race  having 
been  won  in  the  recorded  period  of  one  minute  and  fifteen  seconds, 
or  about  three  and  four-fifths  seconds  faster  than  any  preceding  record 
hat  event  at  this  beach,  which  is  excellent  time  in  view  of  the  fact

HISTOKY  OF  THE  BATHING  BEACH. 

For  general  information  and  convenience  of  reference,  the  com- 
mittee submits  the  following  brief  account  of  the  origin  and  develop- 
ment of  the  bathing  beach. 

The  Washington  Bathing  Beach  is  located  on  the  tidal  reservoir  near 
the  Washington  Monument.  This  tidal  reservoir  was  intended  oriiri- 
nally  as  a  pool  for  the  accumulation  of  water  at  high  tide  from  the 
Georgetown  channel  of  the  Potomac  River,  in  order  that  it  might  be 
discharged  on  the  ebb  tide  through  the  automatic  flood  gates  at  the 
cast  end  of  the  Lonof  Bridge  to  flush  the  Washington  channel  between 
the  Long  Bridge  and  the  Arsenal  Point.  It  owes  its  origin  principally 
to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  W.  X.  Stevens,  who.  with  five  others,  in  1889, 
associated  themselves  into  an  unincorporated  association  styled  the 
Washington  Bathing  Beach  Association,  and  requested  the  Commis- 
sioners to  grant  them  the  privilege  of  constructing  "a  bathing  beach 
along  the  shore  of  the  tidal  basin  adjacent  to  the  monument  grounds, 
and  that  we  and  all  other  respectable  and  well-behaved  persons  be  per- 
mitted to  use  the  said  beach  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  asso- 
ciation."   (L.  R.  159,  574,  C.  O.) 

They,  and  others,  also  requested  that  adequate  police  surveillance 
there  be  provided. 

One  of  the  principal  arguments  used  by  its  projectors  was  that  as  a 
life-saving  proposition  it  would  more  than  requite  the  efforts  made  for 
its  establishment,  as  it  would  furnish  a  place  where  the  youth  ol"  the 
District  could  resort  for  aquatic  diversion  under  supervision  that  would 
reduce  to  a  minimum  the  hazard  from  accident  incident  to  river  bath- 
ing, and  at  the  same  time  eliminate  the  rudeness  which  boys  will  exhibit 
toward  each  other  when  assembled  at  such  places  without  authoritative 
surveillance  and  restraint. 

The  municipal  authorities  had  no  power  to  grant  the  use  of  any  portion 
of  the  tidal  reservoir  as  requested,  nor  were  any  of  the  executive  officers 
of  the  General  Government  vested  with  such  authority.  Thereupon  the 
Bathing  Beach  Association  resorted  to  Congress,  and  secured  the  intro- 
duce ion  in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  February  17,  IStH),  of  II.  K. 
7<>56,  establishing  "a  free  bathing  beach  on  the  Potomac  River  near  the 
Washington  Monument."  This  bill  was  referred  by  the  House  Commit- 
tee on  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  Commissioners,  who  recommended 
its  enactment.    It  became  a  law  on  September  26,  1890,  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  Establishing  a  free  public  bathing  beach  on  thePatomac  River  near  Washington  Monument 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
"i  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby 
authorized  and  permitted  to  construct  a  beach  and  dressing  houses  upon  the  oast 
shore  of  the  tidal  reservoir  against  the  Washington  Monument  grounds,  and  to  main- 
tain the  same  for  the  purpose  of  free  public  bathing,  under  such  regulations  as  they 
shall  deem  to  be  for  the  public  welfare;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  requested  to 
permit  such  use  of  the  public  domain  as  may  be  required  to  accomplish  the  objects 
above  set  forth. 

Sbc.  2.  That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the 
revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  immediately  available,  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act. 

Approved,  September  26,  1890. 
(U.S.Stat.,  Vol.  26,  p.  490.) 
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Pursuant  to  this  law  the  Secretary  of  War  approved  of  a  plan 
setting  aside  a  portion  of  the  beach  of  the  tidal  reservoir  immediately 
west  of  the  Washington  Monument,  as  follows: 

Whereas  it  ia  provided  in  an  ad  of  Congress  approved  September  26, 1890,  entitled 
"An  net  establishing  a  free  public  bathing  beach  on  the  Potomac  River  near 
Washington  Monument,"  "that  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to  construct  a  beach  and  dressing  houses  upon  the 
easl  shore  of  the  tidal  reservoir  against  the  Washington  Monument  grounds,  and  to 
maintain  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  free  public  bathing,  under  such  regulations  as 
they  shall  deem  to  be  for  the  public  welfare;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  requested 
to  permit  such  use  of  the  public  domain  as  may  be  required  to  accomplish  the  objects 
above  set  forth;" 

And  whereas  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  have  applied  for  per- 
mission  to  use,  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  the  said  act  of  Congress,  that  part  of  the 
public  domain  shown  on  the  map  hereto  attached  and  described  as  follows,  viz:  Begin- 
ning at  a  stone  distant  133  feet,S.  77°  -V  W., from  the  west  end  of  the  northwest  face  of 
the  stone  engine  house  of  Washington  Monument,  and  running  S.  21°  15'  E.,  475  feet, 
to  a  stone;  thence  S.  (is0  45/  \\\,  300  feet,  to  a  point  in  the  tidal  reservoir;  thence  N. 
21°  l.V  W..  -17.")  feet,  to  a  point  in  the  tidal  reservoir,  and  thence  N.  68°  45'  E.,  300 
feet,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  the  hearings  being  magnetic,  taken  in  May,  A.  D. 
1891,  and  the  said  parcel  of  the  public  domain  containing  Sfiffa  acres; 

Now,  therefore,  in  obedience  to  the  said  act  of  Congress,  I,  Redfield  Proctor,  Sec- 
retary of  War,  do  hereby  give  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  per- 
mission to  use  the  said  parcel  of  the  public  domain  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  the 
said  act  of  ( Jongress.

Work  was  commenced  under  the  appropriation  of  June  11,  1896,  of 
14,000,  to  be  used  "toward  adapting  the  inner  basin  on  the  Potomac 
Flats  for  a  public  bathing  pool,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,"  under  the  following  permit: 

Whereas  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  11,  1896,  entitled  "An  act  making 
appropriations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  for  the  liscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  and  for  other  purposes,"  contains  the  following  item: 

"  Bathing  beach:  *  *  *  and  toward  adapting  the  inner  basin  on  the  Potomac 
Flats  for  a  public  bathing  pool,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  four  thou- 
sand dollars;" 

And  whereas  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  have  submitted  to 
the  Secretary  of  War  for  his  approval,  as  required  by  said  act,  a  plan  for  adapting 
the  said  inner  basin  (the  "small  tidal  reservoir")  for  a  public  bathing  pool,  which 
plan  is  shown  on  the  attached  drawing  and  is  described  in  the  attached  extract  from 
letter  from  the  superintendent  of  the  bathing  beach,  dated  September  12,  1896,  and 
for  permission  to  use  in  connection  with  the  bathing  pool  that  portion  of  the  Potomac 
Flats  described  in  said  extract  and  indicated  on  said  drawing. 

Now  therefore,  this  is  to  certify  that  the  Secretary  of  War  hereby  approves  the 
plan  for  adapting  said  inner  basin  for  a  public  bathing  pool,  as  shown  on  said  draw- 
ing and  described  in  said  extract;  and  hereby  grants  permission,  revocable  at  will 
by  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  the  use  in  connection  with  the  bathing  pool  of  that 
portion  of  the  Potomac  Flats  described  in  said  extract  and  indicated  on  said  drawing, 
upon  the  following  conditions: 

1.  That  the  United  States  shall  not  be  bound  in  any  case  whatever,  on  account  of 
said  permit,  to  make  any  rill  or  excavation,  or  be  at  any  expense  in  connection  with 
the  said  bathing  pool  or  its  appurtenances. 

2.  That  the  work  to  be  done  under  this  instrument  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  War.

It  is  now  proposed  that  the  Commissioners  be  permitted  to  grade  the  surrounding 
banks  to  leave  a  sand-covered  beach  about  25  feet  wide,  a  few  inches  above  the  level 
of  the  water,  nearly  all  around  the  pool,  and  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  sand  to  grade 
the  bank  at  a  general  incline  of  about  30  degrees,  to  be  maintained  in  place  by  grow- 
ing tree  and  grass  roots. 

At  the  mouth  it  is  proposed  to  introduce  a  flume  about  50  feet  long  by  10  feet 
wide  and  high  enough  to  extend  from  the  general  road  level  to  the  bottom  of  the 
outlet,  and  to  place  a  gate  at  the  inner  end  of  the  flume  to  control  the  rise  and  fall 
of  tides.  Over  this  flume  is  to  be  a  bridge  and  public  road,  which  latter  will  even- 
tually circuit  the  pool,  part  way  on  the  general  road  level  and  part  way  at  the  water's 
edge.  The  proposed  flume  and  till  across  the  outlet  is  indicated  in  red  ink  on  the 
drawing.  It  will  be  understood  that  many  of  the  details  can  best  be  designed  as  the 
work  progresses,  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  natural  facilities  as  they  are  discovered, 
and  it  would  at  present  be  impossible  to  draw  a  map  of  the  banks  exactly  as  it  would 
be  best  to  have  them. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Secretary  of  War  is  not  hereby  requested  to  have  done 
any  other  work  around  the  small  tidal  reservoir  in  question  than  he  would  neces- 
sarily have  done  in  accordance  with  the  general  plan  of  filling  the  flats,  it  is  thought 
that  the  accompanying  map  will  be  sufficient  to  make  this  recommendation  clear. 
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1  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  requested  to  assign  for  the  purposes  of  a  public 
bathing  beach  the  territory  surrounding  and  including  the  little  lake  known  as  the 
"small  tidal  reservoir,"  and  bounded  as  follows: 

On  the  east  by  a  line  starting  at  a  point  marked  "B"  on  the  accompanying  map, 
150  feet  north  of  the  wall  at  the  point  "A"  of  the  "large  tidal  reservoir"  and  in 
line  of  the  west  side  of  Seventeenth  street,  and  running  due  north  a  distance  of  775 
feet  to  the  point  "C;"  thence  due  west  a  distance  of  255  feet  to  the  point  "D;" 
thence  in  southwesterly  direction  parallel  with  the  adjacent  side  of  the  "small  tidal 
reservoir"  a  distance  of  1,115  feet  to  the  point  "E;"  thence  due  south  a  distance  of 
350  feet  to  the  point  "F;"  thence  due  east  a  distance  of  731)  feet  to  the  point  "G;" 
thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  parallel  with  the  opposite  line  "E  D"  a  distance 
of  475  feet,  be  the  same  more  or  less,  to  the  starting  point  "B." 

2.  That  permission  be  granted  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  close  the  mouth  of  the  small  tidal  reservoir  with  a  dam  and  water  gate  so  that 
Hie  ebb  and  How  of  the  tide  in  the  small  tidal  reservoir  may  be  controlled. 

3.  That  the  right  to  raise  the  ground  surrounding  the  banks  of  the  small  tidal 
reservoir  in  conformity  with  the  general  level  of  the  adjacent  flats  be  reserved  by 
the  General  Government.

After  considerable  progress  had  been  made  with  this  work,  at  an 
expenditure  of  $2,194.81,  it  was  discovered  that  it  was  not  practicable 
to  throw  the  sand  upon  the  bottom,  from  the  scows  in  which  it  was  deliv- 
ered, so  as  to  make  a  surface  approximately  uniform,  nor  to  grade 
it  to  such  a  surface  after  it  had  been  deposited.  In  consequence  of 
this  embarrassment,  the  Commissioners  decided  that  it  was  not  advisable 
to  proceed  with  the  work  without  a  more  thorough  study  of  the  plan 
and  details  of  execution.  The  work  was  thereupon  suspended  and  has 
not  been  resumed.  In  the  District  appropriation  law  of  June  30,  181)8, 
the  unexpended  balance  of  that  appropriation  was  made  applicable  to 
the  improvement  and  repair  of  the  old  beach,  and  no  further  appro- 
priations have  been  made  for  work  in  the  inner  basin. 

Aside  from  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  that  the  further  prog- 
ress of  the  work  should  be  deferred  until  an  expert  investigation  and 
report  upon  its  feasibility  and  cost  should  be  made,  the  necessity  for 
all  the  available  revenue  of  the  District  in  other  directions  has  con- 
strained the  Commissioners  to  withhold  anv  estimates  for  this  purpose, 
although  the  project  to  convert  the  inner  basin  into  a  bathing  plant  has 
also  been  made  the  subject  of  an  elaborate  study  and  report"by  Assist- 
ant] Engineer  W.  ,1.  Douglass,  of  the  Distiict  engineer  department, 
whose  plan,  hereto  appended,  is  discussed  and  described  on  pao-es  489 
et  seq.  of  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
tor  the  hscal  year  1900. 

The  annual  appropriations  for  the  beach  have,  as  shown  in  the  fore- 
going statement,  been  supplemented  by  the  receipts  from  rent  of  suits 
the  privilege  of  selling  refreshments,  and  checking  bicycles,  which 
average  nearly  $750  a  year  more.  J 

No  charge  is  made  at  the  beach  for  those  who  bring  their  own  suits- 
but  a  charge  is  made  of  10  cents  for  boys  under  10.  and  15  cents  for 
persons  over  16  for  the  use  of  suits.  In  some  cities  the  suits  are  fur- 
nished free  to  all  bathers,  but  the  sentiment  of  Congress  in  behalf  of

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pany,  in  donating  about  150  cubic  yards  of  sand  for  use  on  the  beach 
This  sand  was  spread  upon  the  floor  of  the  beach  and  effected  a  great 
improvement  in  its  condition.

Gentlemen:  The  committee  appointed  by  yourselves  to  conduct 
the  annual  swimming  and  diving  contests  marking  the  close  of  the 
District  bathing  beach  season  of  1901,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  events: 

There  were  eleven  contests  scheduled,  but  one  of  them,  an  umbrella 
race,  was  omitted,  owing  to  the  inability  to  have  the  necessary  floats 
placed  in  position.  The  contests  were  held  at  the  bathing  beach 
Wednesday  afternoon,  September  11,  1901,  under  the  most  favorable 
conditions.  The  day  was  a  perfect  one,  and  upon  the  terraces  border- 
ing the  scene  of  the  events  were  several  hundred  spectators  who 
watched  the  proceedings  with  interest.  The  entries  were  large  and 
the  conduct  of  the  races  was  such  as  to  conclude  each  event  on  the 
closest  schedule  time.  All  long  waits  between  events  experienced  in 
seasons  before  were  absolutely  done  away  with.  The  time  made  in 
the  various  races  was  good,  and  in  one  event,  the  100  yard  swimming 
race,  the  winner  made  the  time  of  1  minute  15  seconds,  the  best  time 
ever  made  for  a  similar  event  at  the  beach. 

A  number  of  merchants  and  citizens  supported  the  committee  in  the 
providing  of  trophies  for  the  winners  of  the  events.  The  following 
donated  for  the  purchase  of  medals:  Woodward  &  Lothrop,  Lansburgh 
&  Bra,  W.  B.  Moses  &  Sons,  William  Hahn  &  Co.,  R.  Harris  &  Co., 
and  G.  Taylor  Wade,  as  well  as  employees  of  the  District  government. 

An  entrance  fee  of  25  cents  each  was  required  of  all  of  the  con- 
testants in  the  races  for  every  event  in  which  the  contestant  desired 
to  enter.  The  amount  received  from  this  source  was  $8.50.  In  the 
last  race,  the  consolation  event,  in  which  only  those  who  had  failed  to 
win  in  other  events  could  qualify,  no  entrance  fee  was  required.  With 
the  sum  realized  from  the  entrance  fees,  together  with  a  sum  of  $10 
placed  to  its  credit  by  the  District  Commissioners  from  the  bathing 
beach  fund,  the  committee  was  enabled  to  purchase  prizes  for  those 
who  finished  second.  The  medals  for  the  winners  were  all  of  the  same 
design  and  of  gold.  The  design  is  one  that  has  been  used  for  several 
seasons  by  the  committee  for  medals  ordered  by  them,  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  design  be  officially  known  as  the  "  Bathing  beach 
medal."  The  second  trophies  are  of  silver,  but  in  design  follow  closely 
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the  same  idea  as  the  gold  medals.  The  following  summary  shows  the 
winners  and  the  prizes:

Eighth  event.— Plain  and  fancy  diving.  First  prize,  gold  medal,  donated  by  Wood- 
ward &  Lothrop,  won  by  P.  0.  Lowe;  second  prize,  silver  medal,  won  by  Frank  B. 
White. 

Ninth  event. — Swimming  race,  open  to  all,  440  yards.  First  prize,  gold  medal, 
donated  by  Lansbnrgh  it  Bros.,  won  by  Rodger  Murray.  No  second  prize.  All  other 
contestants  dropped  out  before  the  close  of  the  race. 

Tenth  event.— -Consolation  swimming  race,  open  to  those  who  failed  to  win  in  any 
other  event  after  contesting  for  the  same.  First  prize,  gold  medal,  donated  by 
R.  Harris  &  Co.,  won  by  Carl  Ricks.    No  second  trophy. 

Mr.  Alexander  MeKenzie  served  as  referee  and  Messrs.  Francis  Nye 
and  De  Knight  as  judges.  Mr.  W.  X.  Stevens  was  starter  of  the  events 
and  Mr.  Daniel  Curry  was  timer,  with  Mr.  A.  E.  Waller  as  clerk  of 
the  course.  All  rendered  most  satisfactory  service,  and  their  prompt- 
ness aided  greatly  in  the  speedy  and  timely  completion  of  the  various 
events.  The  newly  equipped  police  boat,  the  VtgMant,  with  a  crew  of 
Harbormaster  Sutton's  best  officers,  under  command  of  Captain  Dean, 
was  in  the  waters  of  the  basin  during  the  races,  and  the  best  of  order 
was  maintained,  as  well  as  a  clear  course  for  the  contestants. 

The  prizes  were  presented  to  the  successful  contestants  informally 
by  the  chairman  of  your  committee  Wednesday,  October  2,  in  the 
press  room  of  the  District  Building. 

In  submitting  the  report  the  undersigned  committee  wishes  to 
express  the  appreciation  of  each  member  of  it  of  the  compliment  con- 
ferred by  his  appointment  by  the  Commissioners  to  so  serve,  and  also 
to  express  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  those  who  generouslv  and 
willingly  gave  donations  for  prizes,  as  well  as  to  others  whose  aid  and 
suggestions  contributed  to  the  successful  culmination  of  the  events. 
Kchitive  to  the  recommendations  made  by  the  committee  of  1900  in 
their  report,  it  was  found  to  be  practically  impossible  to  carrv  out  the 
second  one  of  these.  This  was  that  no  entrance  fee  should  be  chained  of 
amateur  swimmers  who  desired  to  contest.  It  was  the  belief  of  the 
committee,  this  season,  that  all  the  swimmers  that  would  enter  would 
be  o f  the  amateur  ckss,  and  that  should  no  fee  be  charged  the  water 
would  have  been  tilled  with  miscellaneous  swimmers,  who  would  not

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  BATHING  BEACH. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Octobw  7,  1901. 

Sirs:  Concerning  the  doings  and  condition  of  the  Washington  bath- 
ing beach  for  this  season  and  its  needs,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the 
following  report  and  recommendation: 

The  attendance  numbers  47,788.  For  the  past  four  years  the  attend- 
ance has  been  as  follows  in  round  numbers:  In  1898,  58,000;  in  181)9, 
55,000;  iii  1900,  51,000;  and  this  year,  48.000.  This  falling  off  is  due 
to  want  of  facilities  to  accommodate  the  public,  and  particularly  to  the 
annually  increasing  dilapidated  condition  of  the  premises.  Every  sea- 
son there  has  been  a  considerable  expenditure  for  repairs,  but  just  as 
soon  as  the  heated  term  begins  it  is  required  to  put  three  or  four  per- 
sons in  each  room.  The  rooms  are  3  by  5  feet.  In  order  to  get  in  at 
all,  strangers  have  to  room  together,  'if  one  comes  out  of  the  water 
before  the  rest  do  he  may  go  through  all  the  clothing  and  take  what 
he  wants,  so  there  is  a  rule  that  all  the  occupants  of  a  room  shall  come 
to  the  room  at  once.  But  some  do  not  want  to  come  out  of  the  water 
when  others  do,  so  those  who  come  out  first  get  impatient  and  tear 
open  the  doors.  1  hus  locks  have  been  broken  and  torn  off;  the  doors 
are  split,  broken  and  some  torn  from  their  hinges,  and  though  much 
effort  is  made  to  keep  the  houses  serviceable  yet  over  90  rooms  of  our 
m  were  out  of  use  at  one  time.

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is  stated  that  he  died  on  the  way  to  the  hospital.  A  special  examina- 
tion was  made  by  the  bathing  beach  committee  and  the  sanded  grade  of 
the  bottom  was  found  to  be  perfect  at  the  point  where  the  drowning 
took  place.  Bathers  play  in  water  as  far  out  as  they  can  wade,  some- 
times on  tiptoes;  then  one  step  farther  is  3  inches  deeper  and  the 
bather's  nose  going  under  water,  he  strangles.  This  is  the  history  of 
a  very  large  percentage  of  the  drownings,  and  deep  holes  are  reported 
where  there  are  none.  There  were  two  arrests  for  petit  larceny.  One 
was  lined  and  one  dismissed  by  the  police  court.  Policeman  Kenny  also 
arrested  Thomas  Dorsey,  colored,  who  was  offering  a  bicycle  for  sale 
at  the  beach  for  $2.  Dorsey  was  convicted  of  theft.  The  condition  of 
the  water  has  been  very  bad  this  season.  It  has  been  muddy  all  but 
three  days,  then  it  was  clear  enough  to  see  the  sandy  bottom  a  foot  deep. 
The  wharves  and  floats  have  kept  fairly  well,  but  are  wasting  away  by 
decay.  In  driving  rains  the  office  windows,  which  are  nothing  but  open- 
ings with  board  lids,  have  to  be  closed,  and  they  are  so  loose  that  the 
rain  drives  in  almost  across  the  room  through  cracks.  In  fact,  1  can  not 
too  strongly  emphasize  the  statement  that  a  large  portion  of  the  struc- 
tures at  the  beach  are  old,  decayed,  and  worn  out.  In  planning  for 
improvements  in  the  adjacent  parking,  the  officer  in  charge  of  public 
grounds  has  discovered  that  the  present  beach  was  given  limits  by  the 
law  that  established  it,  and  that  our  fence  trespasses  20  feet  beyond  the 
land  side  limit  and  our  buildings  are  against  the  fence.  On  the  present 
plan  four  times  as  many  houses  are  needed  to  accommodate  the  patronage, 
and  I  am  sure  that  the  present  patrons  are  not  one-quarter  of  those  who 
would  use  the  beach  if  it  were  as  it  should  be  for  Washington.  After 
long  study  of  the  conditions  and  requirements,  I  have  devised  apian  that 
^  will  accommodate  an  unlimited  number,  will  keep  personal  tab  on  each 
bather,  and  yet  leave  him  independent  of  others.  It  will  hold  an 
absolute  check  on  all  in  the  houses,  preventing  theft,  bad  language, 
and  all  improprieties.  At  an  expense  of  $500  this  plan  could  be  nearly 
carried  out  on  these  premises,  but  it  would  cost  three  times  that  if  we 
had  to  move  20  feet  nearer  the  water  and  rearrange  everything.  In 
building  new  it  would  cost  less  per  capita  accommodated  than  the 
present  houses  did,  and  the  current  expenses  would  be  very  little  more 
to  give  entire  satisfaction  to  200,000  bathers  in  a  season  than  they  now 
are  in  poorly  accommodating  50,000. 

The  chief  objections  to  the  present  locality  are:  First,  there  is  noth- 
ing to  show  how  far  out  anyone  can  wade,  nor  to  prevent  wading  into 
deep  water,  nor  how  far  one  must  swim  to  reach  wading  depth  from 
the  float.  This  is  the  cause  of  nearly  all  the  drownings,  and  it  can 
not  be  obviated  here  where  the  tide  rises  and  falls  4  feet  twice  a 
day.  Second,  the  reflection  of  the  sun  on  the  wTater  in  the  afternoon 
makes  it  difficult  and  tiresome  to  see  the  bathers  from  the  shore. 
Third,  the  open  water  of  the  river  is  usually  very  muddy  and  is  fre- 
quently covered  with  a  very  uninviting  scum.  Fourth,  the  ice,  the 
tides,  and  storms  of  winter  have  many  times  broken  the  wharves,  so 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  maintain  such  gymnastic  appliances  as 
are  desired  and  as  might  well  be  freely  used  by  the  public  for  health 
and  vigorous  development.  It  is  impossible  to  remedy  these  objections 
at  the  present  location,  but  the  inner  basin,  which  was  given  to  the 
city  by  Congress  five  years  ago  for  a  bathing  beach  at  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Commissioners,  meets  eve^  requirement.  A  dam  and 
gates  would  hold  the  water  at  one  level  in  all  bathing  hours.  While 
there  is  plenty  of  deep  water  for  diving  and  long  distance  swimming, 
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there  is  also  a  great  area  of  water  deep  enough  for  swimming  and  yet 
not  over  head  in  depth,  and  a  wharf  would  separate  this  wading  area 
from  deep  water  so  that  no  one  could  ever  get  into  deep  water  unex- 
pectedly. The  area  of  the  so-called  little  basin  is  so  great  that  water 
need  never  be  let  into  it  from  the  river  unless  it  was  better  in  the 
river  than  in  the  basin,  and  no  scum  would  ever  be  let  in.  The  posi- 
tion is  such  that  in  bathing  and  driving  hours  there  would  be  no  reflec- 
tion from  the  water  toward  the  spectators  on  shore,  and  the  surround- 
ing trees  not  only  provide  shade  enough  for  thousands  of  spectators, 
but  with  this  lake  they  form  a  veritable  beauty  spot,  and  the  drive 
around  it  from  Seventeenth  street,  viewing  the  antics  of  bathers  and 
gymnasts,  would  form  an  enchantingly  romantic  loop  in  the  proposed 
Washington  boulevard.  The  fact  that  the  capital  of  the  nation  is  far 
behind  all  progressive  cities  in  the  matter  of  public  bathing  places, 
while  for  a  mere  nominal  expenditure  it  might  have  a  more  commo- 
dious and  attractive  bathing  place  than  can  be  found  near  the  center 
of  any  other  city,  leads  me  to  strongly  recommend  that  you  ask  the 
coining  Congress  for  an  appropriation,  to  be  made  immediatelv  avail- 
able and  sufficient  to  carry  out  this  project  at  the  earliest  possible  time.

Two  hundred  and  four  wagon  scales  were  found  weighing  correctly, 
and  the  balance,  with  the  exception  of  the  11  scales  condemned  for 
repairs,  were  within  the  tolerance.  Where  it  was  found  practicable 
scales  needing  but  slight  repairs  were  placed  in  good  condition  by  the 
office.

The  city  has  been  very  thoroughly  canvassed  and  the  rigid  exami- 
nations arid  regular  inspection  of  scales  and  measures  have  had  the 
desired  effect  of  diminishing  the  number  of  false  weights  and  measures 
During  the  year  repeated  efforts  have  been  made  to  regulate  the 
proper  use  of  the  dry  and  liquid  measures.  A  liquid  quail  contains 
5,., o  cubic  inches  and  a  dry  quart  67.2  cubic  inches.  Many  dealers 
do  not  appreciate  this  difference  in  capacity,  and  are  themselves  as  fre- 
quently the  losers  thereby  as  the  consumer.    Aside  from  this  we  tind

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The  District  hay  scales,  six  in  number,  are  inspected  at  the  intervals 
prescribed  by  law,  at  which  times  the  usual  fee  is  charged  the  person 
who  has  purchased  the  right  to  use  them.  In  addition  to  this  inspec- 
tion, we  make  an  examination  of  them  every  thirty  days  to  ascertain 
that  they  continue  in  good  condition  and  weigh  correctly.  The  sale 
of  the  use  of  these  scales  is  now  in  charge  of  this  office,  as  per  order 
of  July  10,  1901.  On  the  10th  instant  the  use  of  these  scales  was  sold 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  at  an  aggregate  sum  of  $1,610 
gross — some  less  than  last  year.  In  my  previous  report  I  recom- 
mended the  placing  of  a  new  scale  of  10  tons  capacity  at  the  Center 
Market,  Eleventh  and  B  streets  NW. ,  and  am  still  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  needed,  and  recommend  that  it  be  placed  there  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable. All  of  the  District  scales  are  old  and  require  frequent  repair, 
and  as  they  are  often  used  for  testing  disputed  weights  they  should  be 
of  standard  quality  and  at  all  times  correct.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  the  use  of  the  Anacostia  and  Brightwood  scales  were  so  low  and  so 
much  less  than  the  amount  expended  on  them  each  year  for  repairs 
that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  unless  there  is  a  more  liberal  price  paid 
in  the  future  these  scales  should  be  abandoned  or  removed  to  some 
more  available  place.  Tenley  is  very  much  in  need  of  a  public  scale, 
and  I  think  one  of  the  District  scales  least  needed  should  be  placed  at 
some  convenient  point  for  the  public  at  this  place. 

I  have  the  honor  to  renew  my  previous  recommendation  for  an 
annual  inspection  of  measures,  the  fee  for  same  to  be  a  mere  nominal 
one,  and  also  the  adoption  of  a  metal  measure  with  open  meshes  at  the 
bottom  for  oyster  measures,  recommended  in  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  ended  June  30, 1900. 

On  the  1st  of  August  we  commence  the  inspection  and  sealing  of 
milk  bottles  or  jars  used  in  the  delivery  of  milk  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict, and  also  milk  cans.  For  sometime  past  this  matter  has  been 
before  us,  but  owing  to  a  lack  of  assistance  we  have  been  unable  to 
take  it  up  before  this  time.  Our  need  in  this  direction  was  called  to 
the  attention  of  Congress,  and  at  its  last  session  we  were  granted  an 
assistant  for  this  work.  Under  section  10  of  the  act  entitled  44  An  act 
for  the  appointment  of  a  sealer  and  assistant  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  March  2,  1895,  milk,  coming  under  the  head  of  provisions, 
must  be  sold  by  measure  in  duly  inspected  and  sealed  measures,  and 
can  not  be  sold  either  as  a  bottle  or  jar,  or  delivered  in  said  bottles  or 
jars  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  inspected  and  sealed.  Taking  into 
consideration  the  number  of  these  bottles  or  jars  used  in  the  District, 
I  recommended  to  your  honorable  board  that  a  nominal  fee  of  50  cents 
per  100  bottles  or  jars  be  charged  for  such  inspection  and  sealing, 
which  said  recommendation  has  been  approved.  The  order  of  your 
honorable  board  establishing  the  tolerance  and  fee  above  referred  to 
has  been  printed  in  circular  form  and  mailed  to  each  dairyman  in  the 
District.  We  have  estimated  that  this  fee  will  cover  the  expense  of 
inspection  and  sealing. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  consideration  you  have 
shown  my  department  and  to  me  personally.

As  to  extension  or  modification  deemed  advisable  for  the  betterment 
of  the  market,  I  would  like  to  call  }rour  attention  to  the  limited  number 
of  stalls  in  the  market  at  present,  which  are  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
needs  of  this  part  of  the  city.  The  people  have  been  demanding  an 
enlargement  for  some  time,  and  the  East  Washington  Citizens'  Asso- 
ciation has  taken  action  on  the  same  with  a  view  to  enlarging  it. 
While  I  am  unable  to  make  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvement,  yet  I  believe  that  there  should  be  as  many  more  stalls 
as  there  are  now.  If  this  addition  were  built  to  the  market  in  the 
form  of  an  L,  there  would  be  space  in  the  angle  to  erect  sheds  for  the 
outside  dealers  or  gardeners  to  expose  their  goods,  thereby  taking  that 
part  of  the  business  off  the  streets.  There  is  a  large  unsightly  plat  of 
ground  north  of  the  market  on  Seventh  street  extending  to  North 
Carolina  avenue,  which  if  graded,  and  parked  by  putting  out  trees  and 
shrubbery,  would  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  surroundings. 

Hoping  that  this  report  may  meet  with  your  approval,  I  am,

A  net  increase  of  cash  receipts  over  the  preceding  year  of  $285.10, 
the  largest  receipts  received  in  the  four  years  just  closed.  Nothing  of 
an  unusual  character  has  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  market  is  in  a  better  condition  in  general  appearance  than  it 
has  ever  been  since  it  was  first  established.  There  is  still  needed  to 
place  it  in  first-class  order  fifteen  new  stands  and  a  few  minor  repairs. 

The  courtyard  of  the  market  is  4  feet  lower  than  an  alley  on  the 
south  side  of  the  market.    This  alley  is  held  up  by  a  retaining  wall 
which  is  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  should  be  rebuilt,  for  I  fear  if 


south  and  east  sides  of  the  market  yard  for  the  protection  of  the 
dealers  teams.  1  here  is  also  needed  about  150  square  yards  of  pave- 
ment in  the  courtyard  to  place  it  in  a  thoroughly  sanitary  condition. 
1  do  hope  these  repairs  and  improvements  will  be  made  from  the  appro- 
priation for  this  year's  repairs  to  markets.    If  the  same  conditions

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  STREET-CLEANING 

DEPARTMENT. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  13,  1901. 
Gentlemen:  T  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  street-cleaning  department,  covering 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901.  The  accompanying  exhibits  pre- 
sent a  statement  of  the  workings  of  the  department  during  the  said 
year,  and  following  them  is  an  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  L903,  together  with  such  recommendations  as  in  my  opinion  will 
improve  the  service.

The  District  appropriation  act  for  the  liscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1901,  provided  as  follows: 

That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  make  specifications  for 
the  manner  of  sweeping  and  cleaning  the  streets  by  machinery  and  by  hand  labor, 
and  shall  advertise  to  let  the  work  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  according  to  such 
specifications,  and  if  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  can  not  be  procured  to  be  done 
at  a  price  not  exceeding  20  cents  for  machine  work  per  1,000  square  yards,  then  they 
may  do  said  work  under  their  immediate  direction. 

In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  provision  of  the  appropriation  act, 
specifications  were  prepared  and  bids  advertised  for,  but  no  contract 
was  secured,  and  the  following  order  was  approved  by  the  honorable 
Commissioners: 

June  30,  1900. 

Whereas  after  due  advertisement  no  proposal  was  received  to  do  the  work  of 
sweeping  and  cleaning  the  streets  by  hand  labor,  under  the  appropriation  for  said 
purpose  in  the  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  law  approved  June  6,  1900,  it  is 
ordered : 

That  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning  proceed  to  do  said  work  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Commissioners,  according  to  the  specifications  approved 
by  the  Commissioners  on  this  date. 

Preparatory  to  commencing  the  work  on  July  1, 1900,  an  outfit  was 
purchased  consisting  of  bag  carriers,  brooms,  scrapers,  shovels, 
sprinklers,  etc. 

The  area  of  the  streets  scheduled  for  daily  hand  cleaning  amounted 
to  1,565,809  square  yards,  and  the  force  required  to  clean  said  area 
was  200  laborers,  at  a  salary  of  $1.25  per  diem  each.  During  July 
and  August  teams  were  hired  to  remove  the  sweepings  from  the  streets, 
which  service  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  expensive,  after  which 
18  horses  and  9  wagons  were  purchased  for  use  in  removing  the 
sweepings. 

The  daily  area  cleaned  during  the  year  was  divided  into  eight 
divisions  of  about  200,000  square  yards  each.  An  inspector  was 
assigned  to  each  division  in  charge  of  25  laborers,  each  laborer  being 
assigned  to  a  certain  block,  which  he  is  required  to  keep  clean  during 
the  day. 

The  total  area  cleaned  during  the  year  was  413,765,028  square  yards, 
at  a  total  cost,  including  incidentaf  expenses,  of  $76,439.47,  which  is 
at  a  rate  of  18.6  cents  per  1,000  square  yards. 
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A  comparison  of  the  cost  of  hand  cleaning  by  day  labor  with  that  of 
the  cost  of  hand  cleaning  under  our  last  contract  might,  I  think,  be 
of  interest  to  you,  and  1  therefore  submit  the  following: 

The  contract  rate  for  hand  cleaning  during  the  fascal  year  ended  June 
30  L900,was  21i  cents  per  1.000  square  yards,  whereas  the  cost  ot  the 
sun,  work  by  day  labor  without  contract,  as  shown  by  the  foregoing 
statement,  was  18.6  cents,  or  2.65  cents  per  1,000  square  yards  ess  than 
the  cost  of  the  work  under  contract.  In  other  words^  to  clean  the 
total  area  of  413,765,028  square  yards  cleaned  hist  year,  it  would  cost, 
at  the  rate  paid  under  the  last  and  lowest  contract,  $87,925.00  per 
annum  or  $11,487.00  more  than  it  cost  to  perform  the  work  by  day 
labor  The  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  work  from  year  to  year  has 
enabled  us  to  enlarge  the  daily  area  cleaned  from  400,000  square  yards 
in  L898  to  1,505,809  square  yards  during  the  past  year 

At  the  beginning  of  the  current  year  a  hand  "pick-up  sweeper 
was  adopted,  by  the  use  of  which  the  laborers  can  clean  one-third  more 
area  than  they"  could  with  the  hand  brooms  and  at  the  same  time  do 
the  work  better.  The  further  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  work  on 
account  of  the  use  of  the  hand  machine,  which  amounts  to  $90  per 
day,  or  $24,300  per  annum,  has  enabled  us  to  enlarge  the  daily  area 
by  adding  thereto  500,000  square  yards,  thus  making  the  daily  hand- 
cfeaning  schedule  for  the  current  year  2,000,000  square  yards.  At  the 
end  of  the  current  year  we  expect  to  be  able  to  report  a  rate  of  15 
cents  per  1,000  square  yards  for  hand  cleaning  by  day  labor,  which 
rate  is  17  cents  less  per  1,000  square  yards  than  was  paid  under  con- 
tract during  the  fiscal  year  1898,  the  rate  for  that  year  being  32  cents 
per  1,000  square  yards. 

The  hand-cleaning  work  is  more  satisfactory  at  the  present  time  than 
ever  before,  for  the  reason  that  the  hand  machine  takes  up  much  more 
of  the  tine  dust  than  can  be  taken  up  with  the  hand  broom.

The  six  schedules  for  machine  cleaning,  which  giyes  the  area  to  be 
swept  each  night  during  the  week  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1901,  averaged  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  740,000  square  yards  each, 
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the  schedules  having  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  amount  of 
money  available  for  that  class  of  work. 

During  the  year  the  schedules  were  enlarged  by  adding  thereto  the 
newly  paved  streets,  which  averaged  about  60,000  square  yards  per 
schedule,  making  the  average  area  swept  each  night  800,000  square 
yards  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Machine  cleaning  is  done  at  night  between  the  hours  of  8  p.  m.  and 
5  a.  m.  during  the  spring,  summer,  and  autumn  months,  and  in  the  day- 
time during  the  winter  months. 

The  extension  of  the  hand-cleaning  system  for  the  current  year, 
which  includes  500,000  square  yards  of  area  that  were  swept  by 
machine  last  year,  enables  us  to  clean  the  area  swept  by  machine  three 
times  per  week,  instead  of  two  times,  as  was  done  last  year,  and  still 
keep  within  the  bounds  of  the  appropriation  and  the  contract  provisions. 

By  sweeping  the  streets  scheduled  for  machine  cleaning  three  times 
per  week  a  great  improvement  is  shown  in  this  branch  of  the  service, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  our  future  appropriations  will  be  sufficient  to  con- 
tinue the  present  service,  as  nothing  less  than  three  sweepings  per  week 
will  keep  the  streets  in  a  cleanly  condition.

The  contract  price  for  cleaning  unimproved  streets  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1901,  was  §61  per  day  for  furnishing  36  laborers,  12 
horses  and  carts  with  drivers,  and  all  tools  necessary  to  do  the  work. 
This  consists  of  keeping  the  roadways  clean,  and  the  drainage  of  the 
gutters  clear  and  free  from  weeds  and  grass. 

The  contract  further  provides  that  extra  laborers  and  horses  and 
carts  with  drivers  will  be  supplied,  when  ordered,  at  $1.35  and  $1.75, 
respectively. 

It  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  have  extra  force  in  connec- 
tion with  this  class  of  work,  the  cost  of  which  amounted  to  $1,801.05, 
as  shown  in  the  foregoing  table.  An  equal  division  of  the  force  into 
three  gangs  gives  12  laborers  and  4  horses  and  carts  with  drivers  to 
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each  gang,  the  gangs  being  assigned  to  different  sections  of  the  city, 
each  in  c  harge  of  an  inspector,  who  supervises  the  work  and  makes 
daily  reports  to  the  office.  , 

By  consulting  the  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  comparatively  small 
force  has  kept  a  large  area  of  streets  clean  during  the  year,  the  total 
number  of  square  yards  being  33,8*20,093,  and  the  number  of  cubic 
yards  of  refuse  removed  was  14,079. 

The  area  to  be  cleaned  is  constantly  increasing,  on  account  of  the 
extension  and  opening  of  new  streets,*  and  the  present  force  will  have 
to  be  increased  in  proportion  to  the  work  to  be  done.

The  work  of  cleaning  the  improved  and  unimproved  alleys  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1901,  was  performed  under  one  contract 
at  32|  cents  per  1,000  square  yards. 

Previous  to  the  past  year  the  two  classes  of  alleys  were  cleaned 
under  separate  contracts,  which  cost  much  more  than  the  present 
method,  for  the  reason  that  two  forces  had  to  go  over  the  same  terri- 
tory, whereas  under  the  present  method  the  same  force  can  clean  both 
classes  of  alleys  while  they  are  on  the  ground,  and  therebv  save  much 
time.  1  he  only  tune  now  lost  by  the  men  is  in  going  from  one  alley 
to  another.  J 

The  alleys  are  cleaned  once  a  week,  schedules  for  each  dav  having 
been  prepared  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  city  is  divided  into 
three  divisions,  each  division  in  charge  of  an  inspector,  with  a  force 
sufficient  to  clean  the  area  scheduled  for  each  day  of  the  week. 

lo  keep  the  alleys  clean  is  a  difficult  task,  and  one  that  requires 
special  pains,  tor  the  reason  that  a  great  manv  of  them  are  so  narrow 
that  a  horse  and  cart  can  not  be  gotten  into  them,  the  laborers  in  such 
instances  having  to  scrape  the  filth  to  the  entrance  or  carry  it  out  in 
small  receptacles.  J 

It  is  into  this  class  of  alleys  that  most  all  of  the  filth  and  rubbish 
from  adjacent  premises  finds  its  way,  besides  being  made  a  dumping 
ground  by  the  scavenger  or  ash  man. 

The  service  on  this  class  of  work  has  been  very  good  during  the 
past  year,  and  but  tew  complaints  have  been  received.

During  the  year  there  has  been  deposited  on  these  dumps  26,739 
loads  of  street  cleanings,  184,004  loads  of  ashes,  and  167,549  loads  of 
dirt,  making  in  all  378,292  loads  of  refuse. 

The  17  dump  men  employed  by  the  department  are  in  charge  of 
a  foreman,  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit  each  dump  daily.  He  sees  that 
the  dumps  are  properly  kept;  reports  the  time  of  the  dump  men,  the 
number  of  loads  of  refuse  deposited  daily,  and  the  general  condition 
of  the  dumps  to  this  office. 

Much  annoyance  to  citizens  and  the  department  has  been  caused  by 
deposits  of  paper  and  other  objectionable  material  on  these  dumps 
after  the  hours  of  the  men  in  charge  of  them.  The  paper  is  frequently 
set  on  fire  by  mischievous  persons  or  is  blown  by  the  wind  over  the 
streets,  parkings,  etc. 

The  depositing  of  this  objectionable  material  on  the  dumps  is  not 
the  only  source  of  annoyance,  for  it  is  frequently  dumped  on  the 
streets,  in  the  alleys,  and  on  vacant  lots  in  the  cit}T  to  be  blown  about 
by  the  wind.  The  material  in  question  is  hauled  from  the  various 
business  places  in  the  city  by  the  "  old  ash  man,"  there  being  no  provi- 
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sion  or  appropriation  for  collecting  it  from  these  premises.  This  mate- 
rial should  be  separated,  so  that  the  ashes  could  be  taken  to  the  dumps 
and  the  combustible  matter  to  the  crematory  at  the  foot  of  South 
Capitol  street.  . 

This  department  has  no  control  over  private  parties  hauling  from 
business  houses,  and  until  provision  is  made  for  collecting  ashes  and 
miscellaneous  refuse  from  these  places,  as  is  now  done  from  private 
residences,  the  citizens  will  be  annoyed  and  complaints  of  lire  on  the 
dumps  and  paper  blown  over  the  streets,  etc.,  will  continue  to  be  made. 

The  only  way  to  make  the  service  satisfactory  is  to  have  all  of  the 
work  done  under  one  supervision.  In  this  way  the  regulations  requir- 
ing a  separation  of  the  different  classes  of  material  can  be  enforced, 
and  the  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  in  a  proper  manner.  To  this 
end  I  have  submitted  an  estimate  of  $35,000,  which  amount,  if  allowed, 
will  enable  us  to  extend  the  service  so  as  to  include  all  business  places 
in  the  District  of  Columbia.

rhe  sprinkling  of  our  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  is  a  class  of 
work  that,  owing  to  our  limited  appropriation,  has  been  sadly  neg- 
lected.  The  funds  available  permitted  of  hiring  but  4  large  and  3 
small  sprinklers,  and  those  were  used  to  sprinkle  some  of  the  heavilv 
trawled  streets  and  avenues. 

A\  ith  the  7  sprinklers  we  could  only  care  for  about  10  miles  of  streets 
and  avenues  whereas  all  of  the  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  should 
be  sprinkled  during  the  summer  months. 

Citizens  who  live  on  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  and  those  who 
travel  over  them  are  constantly  complaining  of  the  dust  raised  by  the 
wind  or  bv  passing  vehicles.  If  all  were  sprinkled  this  nuisance  would 
be  avoided  and  the  surface  of  the  street  would  also  be  preserved,  thus 
reducing  the  cost  ot  repairs. 

Although  a  comparatively  small  sum  has  been  expended  on  this  class 
.?nn^'ha  i  f?  by  ^Woing  table,  the  limited  service  has  been 
Wreciated  bv  those  who  have  benefited  thereby.    On  the  other  hand, 

nnu  ^v;WuJ1Ve  T  umm?rove<i  afreet  and  avenues  which  are  not 
no>N  spnnkled  condemn  us  for  not  extending  the  service. 
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It  is  our  aim  to  sprinkle  all  the  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  in 
the  city  during  the  summer  months,  and  in  order  that  this  can  be  done 
we  have  submitted  an  estimate  of  $5,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending' 
el  une  30,  1903,  which  amount  will  enable  us  to  secure  the  end  in  view.

Snow  and  ice  work  was  very  light  during*  the  past  winter,  there 
having  been  but  two  light  snow  storms  that  required  attention. 

The  work  was  done  by  the  regular  hand-cleaning  force,  and  the  only 
charge  against  the  snow  and  ice  appropriation  was  for  the  labor 
employed,  as  the  horses  and  wagons  used  in  carting  away  the  snow 
were  owned  by  the  District. 

Had  teams  been  hired  for  the  removal  of  the  snow  and  ice  the  cost 
of  same  would  have  increased  the  amount  expended  by  about  one-third. 
It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  quite  a  saving  is  effected  by  the  District 
owning  its  own  teams,  not  only  in  the  regular  street-cleaning  work, 
but  in  that  of  snow  and  ice  as  well. 

During  the  past  y ear  the  cost  of  snow  and  ice  removal  was  the  lowest 
in  the  history  of  the  department,  for,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to 
the  above  table,  out  of  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $195  remains. 

This  small  expenditure  for  snow  and  ice  work  during  the  past  winter 
can  not  be  taken  as  a  basis  for  future  appropriations;  neither  can  the 
large  amount  of  $30,229  which  the  service  cost  in  the  winter  of  1899; 
but  we  should  have  a  sufficient  sum  to  at  all  times  take  up  the  work 
promptly  and  prosecute  it  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose 1  have  submitted  an  estimate  of  $5,000.

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The  horses,  wagons,  harness,  and  bag  carriers  referred  to  under 
incidental  expenses  are  used  on  hand-cleaning  work,  and,  it  the  life  ot 
the  equipment  could  be  determined,  the  proportionate  annual  cost 
should  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  average  rate  per  1,000 
square  yards  for  hand  cleaning,  which  would  possibly  raise  the  rate 
to  18J  cents  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901. 

In  the  miscellaneous  expenses  is  included  the  cost  of  all  office  furni- 
ture, typewriter,  telephones,  repair  of  bicycles,  stationery,  street-car 
tickets,  brooms  for  use  at  hack  stands,  storage  room,  etc. 

The  appropriation  act  provides  for  "  necessary  incidental  expenses," 
and  until  within  the  past  few  months  all  supplies  for  the  department 
were  purchased  under  this  clause. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  past  year  and  the  beginning  of  the 
current  one  the  work  of  the  department  has  been  very  much  inter- 
fered with  by  the  holding  up  of  requisitions  for  necessary  supplies  on 
the  ground  that  they  were  contingent. 

In  order  to  avoid  technical  questions  being  raised  in  this  regard, 
thereby  causing  annoyance  and  delay  and  seriously  interfering  with 
the  work  of  the  department,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
clause  of  the  act  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  contingent  as  well  as 
incidental  expenses.

The  work  of  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  and  dead  animals  is 
done  under  contract  with  the  Washington  Fertilizer  Company,  which 
company  is  composed  principally  of  prominent  business  men  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  with  Col.  M.  M.  Parker  as  president. 

The  contract  was  entered  into  for  a  period  of  five  years,  commencing 
December  1,  1900,  at  a  cost  of  $51,600  per  annum. 

During  the  period  from  July  1,  1900,  to  December  1,  1900,  of  the 
past  fiscal  year,  as  shown  in  the  foregoing  table,  the  work  was  done 
under  a  temporary  contract  with  our  former  contractor,  Mr.  J.  N. 
Warfield,  at  a  cost  of  $35,800,  provision  having  been  made  for  same 
in  the  act  making  the  appropriation  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
city  refuse. 

COLLECTION  EQUIPMENT. 

The  company's  stables  and  transfer  station  are  located  at  New  Jersey 
avenue  and  K  street  SE.  The  equipment  consists  of  good  stables 
sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  100  horses,  office,  scales,  telephone, 
blacksmith  shop,  11  flat  and  2  box  cars  (the  flat  cars  for  transporting 
garbage  and  the  box  cars  for  dead  animals),  one  stationary  steam 
engine  for  hoisting  garbage  tanks  to  and  from  the  cars  and  for  switch- 
ing the  cars  from  place  to  place  in  the  yard,  65  wagons  for  hauling 
garbage,  260  iron  tanks  (9  by  3£  by  2  feet,  with  tight-fitting  covers) 
especially  designed  for  the  wagons,  2  large  and  2  small  dead-animal 
wagons,  3  buggies,  and  85  horses.  The  force  employed  by  the  com- 
pany consists  of  1  superintendent  of  collection,  2  inspectors,  yard 
master,  engineer  of  hoisting  engine,  watchman,  stable  boss,  3  hostlers, 
and  65  collectors,  making  in  all  75  employees  on  the  collection  service. 

COLLECTION  SERVICE. 

In  order  that  a  proper  supervision  might  be  maintained  over  the 
collection  service,  and  that  the  work  of  each  inspector  of  the  depart- 
ment might  be  brought  within  smaller  compass,  the  city  was  divided 
into  six  districts,  each  in  charge  of  an  inspector,  whose  duties  are  to 
investigate  all  complaints  coming  from  his  district  and  to  report  all 
derelictions  on  the  part  of  the  collectors;  also  to  carefully  supervise 
the  collection  service  in  his  district. 
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Each  district  is  subdivided  into  sections  and  a  collector  assigned  to 
every  section,  his  duty  being  to  visit  all  the  houses  therein  and  make 
collections  according  to  the  following  regulations: 

Garbage  will  be  collected  as  follows:  (a)  Within  the  city  of  Washington  and  its 
more  densely  populated  suburbs,  as  said  suburbs  may  be  designated  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia,  daily,  including  Sunday,  during  the  entire  year, 
from  such  hotels,  apartment  houses,  markets,  and  other  like  places  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissioners. 

District  No.  1,  which  shall  cover  the  city  of  \\  ashington:  Collections  shall  be  made 
from  all  places  not  embraced  in  section  (a)  daily,  not  including  Sunday,  from  April 
16  to  October  31,  inclusive,  and  triweekly  from  November  1  to  April  15,  inclusive. 

District  No.  2,  which  shall  cover  such  densely  populated  suburbs,  or  parts  thereof, 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Collections 
shall  be  made  from  all  places  not  included  in  section  (a)  triweekly  from  April  16  to 
October  31,  inclusive,  and  semiweekly  from  November  1  to  April  15,  inclusive,  and 
to  remove  all  such  garbage  to  such  place  or  places  within  convenient  hauling  dis- 
tance as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  for  its  reception. 

The  collectors  start  out  on  their  respective  routes  at  6.30  a.  m.,  and 
when  they  have  collected  a  sufficient  quantity  of  garbage  to  till  the 
tanks,  each  of  which  holds  over  a  ton,  they  return  to  the  transfer  sta- 
tion, where  the  loaded  wagons  are  driven  onto  the  scales  and  weighed 
by  the  weighmaster,  who  is  employed  by  the  department  for  that  pur- 
pose. After  the  load  is  weighed  it  is  driven  to  the  end  of  the  flat  car, 
where  the  tank  is  hoisted  by  means  of  a  steam-power  hoisting  engine 
and  is  carried  back  by  an  overhead  pulley  to  a  vacant  space  on  the  car, 
and  as  each  loaded  tank  is  placed  on  the  car  an  empty  one,  which  has 
been  scalded  out  and  returned  from  the  factory,  is  taken  forward  and 
put  on  the  wagon,  and  the  garbage  man  is  ready  for  another  trip. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901,  the  collection  service 
was  excellent,  and  is  so  at  the  present  time,  although  there  was  dur- 
ing  the  latter  part  of  July  and  early  in  August  of  the  current  year 
some  interruption,  which  was  due  to  the  breaking  down  of  cars  and 
the  failure  of  the  railroad  company  to  render  prompt  transportation 
service. 

DISPOSAL  SERVICE. 

The  flat  cars  hold  20  tanks,  each  car  having  been  especially  designed 
for  the  purpose,  and  as  soon  as  two  or  three  of  the  cars,  which  are 
owned  by  the  company,  arc  loaded  they  are  transported  to  Cherry 
Hill,  Va.,  about  28  miles  down  the  Potomac  River,  over  the  Seaboard 
Air  Line  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company.  There,  at  a 
point  pleasantly  situated  on  the  river,  is  the  mammoth  reduction  plant 
of  the  company. 

The  tanks  of  garbage  upon  arriving  at  the  plant  are  lifted  by  steam 
power  to  the  second  story  of  the  works  and  there  emptied  upon  the 
floor  after  which  the  tanks  are  scalded  out  with  hot  water  and  replaced 
on  the  car  to  be  returned  to  the  city.  Here  the  garbage  is  raked  over 
by  employees,  and  all  foreign  substances,  such  as  tin  cans,  broken 
bottles,  crockery,  etc  removed.  The  garbage  is  then  shoveled  into 
14  large  digesters,  where  it  is  boiled  by  steam  and  subjected  to  steam 
pressure.  J 

This  treatment  extracts  a  great  portion  of  the  oils  and  greases,  which, 
together  with  an  unavoidable  quantity  of  water,  is  pumped  to  the 
upper  story,  where  it  is  allowed  to  settle  for  some  hours,  and  the  oil  is 
hen  drawn  off.    The  pressed  garbage  is  broken  up  and  transferred  by 
bucket  belts  to  an  oven,  where  all  of  the  moisture  is  dried  out.  The 
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product  is  then  ground  finely  and  is  deposited  in  a  storehouse  for  fer- 
tilizer, and  this  fertilizer,  together  with  the  oil  extracted  in  the  first 
instance,  is  the  result  of  the  converting  process. 

The  disposal  service  is  perfect,  and  a  revelation  to  those  who  regard 
garbage  as  mere  waste. 

While  the  income  from  the  products  of  the  factory  may  or  may  not 
be  large,  the  District  has  certainly  been  greatly  benefited:  First,  by  a 
reduction  in  the  annual  cost  of  collection  from  $57,000  to  $51,600; 
second,  by  a  rebate  of  50  cents  per  ton  for  all  over  20,000  tons  collected 
per  annum,  which  will  amount  to  between  $4,000  and  $5,000  yearly,  to 
be  deducted  at  the  end  of  the  contract  year,  i.  e.,  November  30,  1901, 
from  the  sum  which  will  then  be  due  the  company;  and  third,  by  the 
best  collection  service  ever  given  in  the  city,  as  sections  which  were 
only  visited  once  per  week  under  the  old  contract  are  now  visited 
twice,  and  those  which  were  visited  twice  are  now  served  three  times 
weekly. 

In  this  same  connection  I  may  add  that  the  service  has  been  very 
much  interfered  with  by  householders  mixing  the  refuse.  Tin  cans, 
broken  crockery,  glassware,  and  such  material,  which  should  be 
removed  with  the  ashes,  have  been  put  into  the  garbage  receptacle  in 
violation  of  the  regulations,  and  the  garbage  contractors  can  not  be 
required  to  remove  material  other  than  animal  or  vegetable  matter. 

DEAD  ANIMALS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901,  8,636  dead  animals  and 
fowls  were  collected,  consisting,  as  shown  in  the  foregoing  statement, 
of  horses,  cows,  mules,  cats,  dogs,  goats,  rabbits,  rats,  chickens,  etc. 

The  dead  animals  are  collected  and  removed  to  the  transfer  station 
in  wagons  designed  for  that  purpose,  where  they  are  placed  in  a  tight 
box  car  lined  with  zinc,  the  doors  of  which  are  kept  closed  at  all  times, 
except,  of  course,  when  the  animals  are  being  loaded  into  it.  Every 
evening  the  car  is  taken  to  the  garbage  plant  and  unloaded,  after 
which  it  is  thoroughly  washed  and  fumigated  before  being  returned 
to  the  transfer  station. 

The  dead  animals  are  cut  into  pieces,  placed  in  the  digesting  tanks, 
and  disposed  of  with  the  garbage.

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In  accordance  with  the  act  making  appropriation  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  city  refuse,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  R.  V.  Rusk 
for  collecting  ashes  from  private  residences  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
at  an  annual  cost  of  $29,979. 

The  recommendation  and  estimates  submitted  by  me  and  approved 
by  the  honorable  Commissioners  in  the  years  189S  and  1899  for  collec- 
tion and  disposal  of  ashes  at  public  expense  was  finally  favorably  con- 
sidered by  Congress  and  an  appropriation  made  for  the  service.  The 
estimate,  however,  as  passed  was  considerably  reduced,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence we  could  only  enter  into  a  contract  for  a  weekly  service  from 
private  residences. 

Prior  to  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901,  the  ashes  was  collected 
and  removed  without  supervision,  and  the  work  was  done  in  a  reckless 
manner.  The  ashes  was  mixed  with  all  kinds  of  refuse,  and  was  scat- 
tered on  the  streets,  deposited  on  dumps  and  vacant  lots,  where  it 
became  a  nuisance  and  a  source  of  complaint.  Under  the  present 
system  the  refuse  from  private  residences  is  separated,  the  ashes  taken 
to  low  land  and  used  for  filling  purposes,  and  the  combustible  waste  to 
a  crematory  and  burned. 

The  service  being  new,  much  time  was  required  to  properly  organize 
it;  the  greatest  trouble  being  with  householders  not  complying  with 
the  regulations  regarding  receptacles  and  the  separation  of  the  refuse. 

Ihe  service  of  collecting  ashes  during  the  past  year,  although  in  a 
measure  experimental,  has  been  satisfactory  and  beneficial  to  the  city. 
As  shown  by  the  foregoing  table  57,069  cubic  yards  of  ashes  were 
collected  and  properly  disposed  of;  whereas,  under  the  old  method 
they  would  have  been  mixed  with  paper  and  other  objectionable 
material,  and  deposited  on  dumps,  streets,  vacant  lots,  and  alleys,  as  is 
done  at  the  present  time  by  private  parties  hauling  from  business 
places.  * 

The  supervision  by  the  street  cleaning  department  over  the  ash  serv- 
ice is  similar  to  that  of  the  garbage  service,  each  of  the  six  inspectors

Miscellaneous  refuse  is  collected  from  private  residences  and  dis- 
posed of  under  a  hive-year  contract  with  R.  V.  Rusk,  at  a  cost  of  $8,000 
per  annum. 

The  collection  of  ashes  and  miscellaneous  refuse  is  done  by  the  same 
contractor  and  by  the  same  collectors,  the  refuse  being  put  in  large 
bags  and  removed  with  the  ashes  to  the  place  for  depositing  the  latter, 
from  which  point  it  is  taken  to  the  crematory  at  the  foot  of  South 
Capitol  street  and  disposed  of. 

Collections  were  made  during  the  past  year  in  accordance  with  the 
following  regulations: 

Sec.  1.  The  term  "miscellaneous  refuse,"  as  herein  used,  is  intended  to  include  all 
daily  waste  from  private  residences,  and  applies  particularly  to  such  articles  as  paper, 
paper  boxes,  rags,  old  shoes,  carpets,  bottles,  tin  cans,  broken  crockery  or  glass,  and 
such  other  articles  as  are  daily  thrown  into  the  waste  basket  or  rubbish  barrel,  but 
it  is  understood  not  to  include  anything  like  building  materials  or  accumulations  on 
lawns  or  back  yards,  such  as  trimmings  of  shrubbery,  leaves,  grass,  etc. 

Sec.  2.  Miscellaneous  refuse  will  be  collected  and  removed  at  public  expense  from 
all  private  residences  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  the  more  densely  populated 
suburban  sections  once  per  week. 

Sec  3.  All  refuse  intended  for  collection  must  be  deposited  by  householders  in 
receptacles  suitable  for  that  purpose,  and  which  can  be  easily  handled  by  one  man. 
All  receptacles  aforesaid  will  be  placed  at  points  accessible  to  collectors. 

Sec.  4.  All  refuse  from  hotels,  apartment  houses,  and  business  establishments  not 
provided  for  in  section  1  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  contractor  if  brought  to  the 
place  of  disposal. 

Although  a  large  quantity  of  refuse  has  been  collected  from  private 
residences  by  the  contractor,  it  does  not  represent  half  the  amount 
that  should  be  collected  from  business  places  at  public  expense  and 
under  proper  supervision. 

While  some  of  the  refuse  from  business  establishments  is  taken  to 
the  crematory  and  there  disposed  of,  for  which  disposal  provision  was 
made  in  the  contract,  a  large  quantity  finds  its  way  into  the  streets 
and  alleys  and  on  dumps  and  vacant  lots,  to  be  blown  about  by  the 
wind,  much  to  the  annoyance  of  the  public.  Paper  not  only  litters 
the  streets,  but  is  also  objectionable  because  of  the  danger  of  horses 
being  frightened  thereby. 
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It  is  hoped  that  provision  will  be  made  at  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress for  collecting  this  material  from  places  of  business.

A  contract  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil  was  entered 
into  with  R.  V.  Rusk  for  a  period  of  live  years,  at  a  cost  of  $17,000 
per  annum. 

Since  this  class  of  work  has  been  performed  at  public  expense  a 
marked  improvement  is  shown  in  the  service.  Under  the  old  method 
the  people  paid  for  the  service,  and  some  of  them,  especially  the 
poor,  had  to  be  forced  by  the  health  authorities  to  remove  the  con- 
tents of  their  privies. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900,  as  shown  in  the  report 
of  the  health  officer,  District  of  Columbia,  there  were  collected  6,157 
barrels  of  night  soil,  and  for  the  past  year.  14.417  barrels— more  than 
twice  the  quantity  for  an  equal  period— from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  citizens  have  been  greatly  benefited. 

The  work  of  collection  is  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  the  mate- 
rial being  pumped  into  tight  barrels  made  specially  for  the  purpose, 
and  removed  all  sanitary  precautions  being  taken/to  the  wharf  at  the 
loot  of  booth  Capitol  street,  whence  it  is  transported  down  the  river 
and  buried  on  land.

In  submitting  the  estimate  of  $225,000  for  sprinkling,  sweeping, 
and  cleaning  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  and  suburban  streets,  which 
includes  $15,000  for  increase  in  the  pay  of  laborers  on  hand  cleaning 
and  $20,000  for  flushing  streets,  I  would  respectfully  invite  attention 
to  the  fact  that  for  the  past  year  we  had  an  appropriation  of  $155,000 
and  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  $6,240,  making  in  all  $161,240.  This 
amount  was  not  sufficient  to  continue  the  work  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  we  were  compelled  to  discontinue  all  work  for  the  last  three  days 
of  the  year.  We  also  took  advantage  of  very  light  rains  and  sus- 
pended work  on  a  number  of  days  in  order  to  avoid  a  deficiency.  For 
the  current  year  we  have  an  appropriation  of  $155,000,  which  is  $14,400 
less  than  the  amount  required  to  do  the  work. 

The  increased  estimate  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  1903  is  to  pro- 
vide for  a  greater  number  of  days  work  during  the  year  and  for  the 
care  of  newly  paved  streets  and  alleys  added  to  the  schedules  each  year; 
also  added  unimproved  streets  due  to  street  extension,  otherwise  the 
natural  growth  of  the  city. 

Fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  increase  estimated  is  to  enable  us  to 
pay  210  laborers  on  hand  street-cleaning  work  $1.50  per  day,  an  in- 
crease of  25  cents  per  day  each.  This  small  increase  in  their  pay  would 
only  be  a  just  recognition  of  the  untiring,  faithful,  and  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  they  perform  their  work. 

The  estimate  of  $20,000  for  flushing  is  to  provide  for  a  thorough 
cleansing  of  the  streets  during  the  heated  period  when  we  have  but 
little  or  no  rain. 

During  extreme  hot  weather  there  is  a  gluey  substance  drawn  from 
the  asphalt  that  plasters  the  poisonous  matter  to  the  streets,  and 
nothing  but  a  heavy  rain  or  flushing  will  remove  it. 

Flushing  will  wash  away  all  of  the  fine  dust  and  more  of  the  poison- 
ous germs  than  any  other  method  of  cleaning,  therefore,  in  the  interest 
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of  health,  cleanliness,  and  public  comfort,  I  submit  the  estimate  in  the 
hope  that  it  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  honorable  Commis- 
sioners and  of  the  committee  of  Congress. 

SNOW  AND  ICE  WORK. 

The  estimate  of  $5,000  for  snow  and  ice  work  is  small  as  compared 
with  the  cost  of  this  work  for  a  number  of  winters  in  the  past. 

The  cost  of  snow  and  ice  removal  for  the  winter  of  1899  amounted 
to  132,000,  and  while  we  may  never  again  require  that  sum  we  should 
always  he  prepared  with  a  sufficient  amount  to  take  up  the  work 
promptly  and  prosecute  it  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  There  should, 
therefore,  be  available  for  this  work  at  least  £5,000  for  the  winter. 

CITY  REFUSE. 

The  estimate  of  $107,079,  submitted  for  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  city  refuse  under  existing  contracts,  is  $7,921  less  than  the  amount 
for  the  current  year,  the  reduction  being  due  to  the  transfer  of  the 
inspection  and  clerical  force  from  the  per  diem  to  the  annual  salary 
list. 

The  estimate  of  $35,000  is  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  ashes  and  miscellaneous  refuse  from  hotels,  restaurants,  flats,  apart- 
ment houses,  markets,  and  all  other  business  places  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  system  of  collecting  this  material  from 
private  residences  there  has  been  no  end  to  the  petitions,  requests, 
and  demands  for  an  extension  of  the  service  to  business  establishments. 

In  the  absence  of  funds  to  extend  the  service  the  ashes  and  refuse 
have  been  removed  from  business  places  by  private  parties,  and  the 
work  is  done  without  proper  supervision,  thus  causing  numerous 
complaints  of  the  reckless  manner  in  which  the  material  is  collected 
and  hauled  through  the  streets.  Further,  the  material  is  not  sepa- 
rated, and  the  mixture,  which  includes  paper  and  other  combustible 
waste  that  should  be  taken  to  the  crematory  is  placed  on  the  public 
dumps  and  on  vacant  lots,  and  thus  becomes  a  serious  nuisance  by 
being  blown  over  the  streets  and  burned  on  the  dumps. 

Until  all  the  ashes  and  miscellaneous  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed 
of  under  one  supervision  the  service  will  be  defective,  and  a  nuisance 
rather  than  a  benefit.  The  appropriation  made  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  city  refuse  was  $115,000,  or  $35,000  less  than  the  estimate 
submitted  for  the  work,  and  until  we  are  allowed  the  additional 
amount  it  can  not  be  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

SALARIES. 

A  reorganization  of  the  personnel  of  the  department  is  extremely 
necessary  at  this  time,  for  the  reason  that  the  Treasury  officials  placed 
a  different  construction  on  the  law  which  applies  to  offices  and  work 
under  the  street-cleaning  department  than  that  placed  upon  it  by  the 
honorable  Commissioners,  and  we  were  thereby  forced  to  dispense  with 
two  foremen,  which  seriously  interferes  with  the  work  of  the 
department. 

At  the  present  time  some  of  the  employees  on  street  cleaning  are  on 
the  annual  salary  list,  others  on  the  per  diem  list,  and  all  emplovees 
on  city  refuse  work  are  on  the  per  diem  list 
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The  annual  salary  list  provides  for  only  one  clerk  in  the  office, 
whereas  we  have  been  compelled,  on  account  of  increased  work,  to 
detail  two  inspectors  on  street  cleaning  and  two  on  city  refuse  work 
to  serve  in  a  clerical  capacity  in  the  office  most  of  the  time. 

In  the  estimate  submitted  for  salaries  I  have  asked  for  no  new 
places,  but  only  a  proper  classification  in  accordance  with  the  work 
performed,  and  that  the  per  diem  employees  be  placed  on  the  annual 
salary  list.  This  done,  much  of  the  annoyance  to  the  Commissioners 
over  per  diem  pay  will  be  avoided.

If  this 
small  increase  can  be  allowed  and  the  employees  properly  classified  on 
the  annual  list  the  department  will  thereby  be  greatly  benefited. 

In  closing  this,  my  fourth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks 
to  all  of  the  employees  of  the  department  for  the  faithful  and  intelligent 
support  they  have  rendered  me  at  all  times.

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SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  HAND  CLEANING  BY  CITY. — MANNER  OF  CLEANING. 

Section  1.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  daily,  when  weather  permits,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  Each  of  the  paved  streets  will  be  first  sprinkled  by  a  hand  watering  can, 
or  any  other  plan  that  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners,  sufficiently  to  lay 
the  dust. 

The  sweeper  or  patrolman,  either  working  separately  on  a  block  or  patrol  system 
or  in  gangs,  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Commissioners,  shall,  if  on  the  patrol  or  block 
system,  be  furnished  with  a  bag  carrier  and  half  dozen  bags,  watering  can,  broom 
and  scraper,  short-handle  shovel  and  broom;  also  squeegee  for  use  in  wet  or  slippery 
weather. 

Sec.  2.  The  sweeper  or  patrolman  will  thoroughly  clean  such  area  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him,  going  over  the  entire  surface  in  the  morning,  after  which  the  area 
shall  be  patrolled  and  all  droppings  or  other  street  refuse  gathered  and  placed  in 
bags,  which  shall  be  removed  at  once. 

Sec.  3.  If  at  any  time  the  patrol  system  on  any  or  all  streets  shall  be  ordered 
changed  to  the  gang  system  of  cleaning,  the  sweeper  or  broom  men  shall,  after 
sprinkling  the  street,  as  aforesaid,  sweep  entire  surface  from  center  of  street  to  the 
curb,  piling  the  sweepings  within  2  feet  of  the  curb,  which  sweepings  shall  be  removed 
in  covered  carts  within  one  hour  from  time  of  piling.  Care  must  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  flying  of  dust  in  so  doing,  either  by  sprinkling  the  pile  or  in  some  other  manner 
that  will  accomplish  this  result. 

Sec.  4.  The  laborers  must  see  that  no  sweepings  are  thrown  into  the  sewer  traps 
or  drops,  and  will  remove  from  the  mouths  or  throats  thereof  any  material  lying 
therein.  Should  any  sweepings  be  thrown  upon  the  sidewalks  they  must  be  promptly 
removed  by  the  sweeper. 

Sec.  5.  The  Commissioners  may  designate  such  hours  for  commencing  and  closing 
wrork  as,  in  their  judgment,  they  may  deem  advisable  or  circumstances  may  seem  to 
require,  hours  of  labor,  however,  in  no  case  to  exceed  eight  hours,  except  in  cases 
of  emergency,  as  provided  by  the  act  approved  August  1, 1892,  being  "An  act  relating 
to  the  limitation  of  the  hours  of  daily  service  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed 
upon  the  public  works  of  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia." 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  work  of  sweeping  or  removing  sweepings  be  necessarily  delayed 
or  suspended  the  time  lost  may  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  hours  fixed,  but  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  the  sole  judges  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  delay  or  suspen- 
sion, and  their  decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  7.  While  work  is  in  progress  loud  talking  on  the  part  of  the  employees  and 
unnecessary  noises  of  all  kinds  are  prohibited. 

Sec.  8.  The  work  of  cleaning  shall  be  thorough,  and  shall  include  the  removal 
of  mud,  dirt,  etc.,  from  depressions  or  ho^es  in  the  carriage-way  surface,  caused  by 
defective  pavement  or  otherwise,  and  the  character  and  the  thoroughness  of  the  work 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning. 

Sec.  9.  The  wagons  or  carts  for  the  removal  of  the  street  cleanings  shall  be  strong 
and  tight  in  all  parts,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from  dropping  on  the  streets,  and 
shall  be  provided  with  a  canvas  cover  to  prevent  contents  from  being  blown  or  scat- 
tered, and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning 
at  all  times.

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Sec.  3.  The  daily  sweeping  must  be  done  between  the  hours  of  10  p.  m.  and  7  a.  m. 
from  April  1  to  November  15,  and  12  m.  and  9  p.  m.  from  November  16  to  March  31, 
one  hour  allowed  for  feeding  and  watering.  All  sweepings  must  he  removed  from 
the  streets  within  one  hour  from  the  time  the  sweeping  machines  have  finished 
work,  as  herein  prescribed.  The  Commissioners  may  direct  such  variation  from  the 
hours  of  commencing  and  closing  work  as  in  their  judgment  they  may  deem  advisa- 
ble or  circumstances  may  seem  to  require;  hours  of  labor,  however,  in  no  case  to 
exceed  eight  hours  in  nine  consecutive  hours,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  act  approved  August  1,  1892,  being  "An  act  relating  to  the  limitation  of 
the  hours  of  daily  service  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed  upon  the  public 
works  of  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia." 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  work  of  sweeping  or  removing  sweepings  be  necessarily  delayed 
or  suspended,  the  time  lost  may  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  hours  fixed  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  but  the  Commissioners  shall  be  the  sole  judges  as  to  the  necessity  of 
such  delay  or  suspension,  and  their  decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  5.  While  work  is  in  progress  loud  talking  on  the  part  of  the  employees  and 
unnecessary  noises  of  all  kinds  are  prohibited.  Such  disturbances  will  be  suppressed 
by  the  police,  but  the  contractor  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
specification. 

Sec.  6.  The  sweepings  shall  be  the  property  of  the  contractor.  The  contractor 
must  provide  a  place  of  deposit  for  the  sweepings  or  scrapings;  but  they  shall  not  be 
placed  on  a  public  street,  avenue,  place,  or  alley,  and  nothing  in  this  contract  shall 
be  held  to  give  the  contractor  the  right  to  violate  any  lawT  of  Congress  or  health  ordi- 
nances of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  said  Commissioners  will  not  at  anytime 
undertake  to  provide  dumps  for  the  contractor,  and  in  case  there  are  none  available 
the  contractor  must  remove  the  sweepings,  etc.,  from  the  city  at  his  owrn  expense. 

Sec.  7.  The  sweepings  must  include  everything  in  the  nature  of  dirt,  refuse,  ashes, 
old  building  material,  droppings  from  excavations,  dirt,  etc.,  from  wagons,  leaves 
and  sand,  or  other  material  used  in  repair  of  pavements,  which  may  be  found  upon 
the  carriage  ways.  Ashes  (without  permit),  refuse,  old  building  material,  droppings 
of  excavations,  dirt,  etc.,  from  wagons,  leaves,  grass  from  lawns,  etc.,  are  only  placed 
on  the  carriage  ways  in  violation  of  the  city  ordinances,  and  parties  placing  them 
there  are  liable  to  punishment  for  so  doing,  and  the  District  authorities  will  use 
every  reasonable  endeavor  to  prevent  such  deposits,  but  the  contractor  must  accept 
the  risk  of  removing  all  such  ashes,  refuse,  etc.,  as  may  be  found  on  the  streets. 

Sec.  8.  The  work  of  cleaning  shall  be  thorough,  and  shall  include  the  removal  of 
mud,  dirt,  etc. ,  from  depression  or  holes  in  the  carriage-way  surface  caused  by  defect- 
ive pavement  or  otherwise,  and  the  character  and  thoroughness  of  the  work  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning  and 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Six-.  9.  The  wagons  or  carts  used  by  the  contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  street 
cleanings  shall  be  strong  and  tight  in  all  parts,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from 
dropping  on  the  streets,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of 
street  cleaning  at  all  times.  All  wagons  or  carts  used  for  this  purpose  shall  have  on 
each  side  the  name  of  contractor  or  contractors  conspicuously  painted  or  shown;  also 
the  number  of  the  wagon  or  cart. 

Sec.  10.  The  filling  of  all  machine  brooms  used  in  sweeping  must  measure  not  less 
than  8  inches  in  length  outward  from  surface  of  spindle  before  being  put  on  the  work. 
All  machine  brooms  while  in  use  must  be  set  in  proper  notch  to  sweep  street  surface 
and  there  left  until  necessary  to  change  on  account  of  wear.  When  any  scheduled 
street  or  part  of  street  has  not  been  swept  on  route  being  cleaned,  or  any  streets  or 
parts  of  street  have  been  badly  cleaned  by  the  machines,  gutters  left  in  bad  con- 
dition, or  dirt  not  taken  up,  a  deduction  shall  be  made  (according  to  estimated  area 
so  neglected)  at  the  contract  rate.  When  the  work  on  any  particular  route  is  gen- 
erally bad  the  Commissioners  may  direct  such  deduction  from  amount  due  on  said 
route  as  they  shall  deem  a  reasonable  penalty  for  such  inferior  work. 

Sec.  11.  No  payment  will  be  made  for  any  work  wherein  strict  compliance  with 
the  foregoing  provisions  is  not  observed.

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CITY  REFUSE. 

Garbage  Regulations. 

Section  1.  The  word  garbage,  wherever  it  occurs  in  these  regulations,  shall  be 
held  to  mean  the  refuse  of  animal  and  vegetable  matter  which  has  been  used  or 
intended  for  food. 

Sec.  2.  Occupants  of  dwelling  houses,  proprietors  of  boarding  houses,  commission 
warehouses,  hotels,  restaurants,  and  other  places  where  garbage  is  accumulated,  and 
owners  and  occupants  of  apartment  or  tenement  houses  shall  provide  for  the  use  of 
such  premises  a  sufficient  number  of  water-tight  metal  receptacles  to  contain  all 
garbage  which  may  accumulate  on  said  premises  during  the  usual  interval  between 
the  collections  of  garbage  therefrom,  and  shall  keep  such  receptacles  at  all  times 
water-tight  and  in  good  repair.  Each  such  receptacle  shall  have  a  tight  cover,  pro- 
vided with  a  handle.  No  person,  without  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  streejt 
cleaning,  shall  use  for  the  reception  of  garbage  any  receptacle  having  a  capacity  of 
less  than  three  or  more  than  ten  gallons,  nor  more  than  one  receptable  containing 
less  than  ten  gallons. 

Sec.  3.  Occupants  of  any  dwelling  house,  apartment  or  tenement  house,  and  each 
proprietor  of  any  boarding  house,  commission  warehouse,  hotel,  restaurant,  and  other 
place  where  garbage  is  accumulated,  shall  cause  all  garbage  from  his  or  her  premises 
to  be  put  into  the  receptacle  provided  for  that  purpose.  Each  person  aforesaid  shall 
cause  such  receptacle  to  be  kept  covered  at  all  times,  and  to  be  placed  and  to  remain, 
between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  day  on  which  the 
collection  is  made  from  his  or  her  premises,  in  such  position  as  to  be  easily  accessible 
to  the  garbage  collector,  or  as  may  be  designated  by  the  superintendent  of  the  street- 
cleaning  department.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any  garbage 
receptacle  any  substance  other  than  garbage. 

Sec.  4.  Owners  of  premises  from  which  garbage  is  to  be  removed  having  street  and 
alley  entrances  shal  l  place  c<  mspicuously  at  the  side  and  rear  alley  entrance  thereof  the 
street  and  number  designations  in  letters  and  figures  respectively,  not  less  than  two 
inches  in  height,  so  as  to  be  easily  read. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  alter,  deface,  remove,  or  destroy  any 
name  of  any  street  or  number  required  to  be  displayed  by  these  regulations. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  or  persons  having  possession,  custody,  or 
care  of  meat,  fish,  vegetables,  or  provisions  of  any  kind  intended  for  sale  as  food,  but 
which  has  become  unfit  for  such  use,  to  forthwith  remove  such  meat,  fish,  vegetables, 
or  provisions  to  such  place  as  has  been  designated  by  the  superintendent  of  street 
cleaning  for  such  purpose.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  know- 
ingly bring  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  the  District  of  Columbia  any  diseased,  spoiled, 
or  decayed  meat,  fish,  vegetables,  or  provisions  of  any  kind  intended  for  food. 

Sec.  7.  No  driver,  owner,  or  superintendent  having  charge  or  control  of  any  cart 
or  other  vehicle  for  carrying  garbage  shall  allow  such  cart  or  other  vehicle  to  need- 
lessly remain,  nor  allow  a  needless  number  of  such  carts  or  vehicles  to  gather  before 
any  residence,  building,  or  place  of  business  within  the  city  of  Washington  or  the 
more  densely  populated  suburbs  thereof,  nor  allow  any  such  cart  or  vehicle  or  any- 
thing thereto  appertaining,  to  be  in  a  condition  needlessly  filthy  or  offensive,  nor 
allow  any  such  cart  or  vehicle,  or  implement  used  in  connection  therewith,  to  be 
stored  and  kept  in  any  place  where  needless  offense  is  given  to  any  person  or  persons. 
No  driver  of  any  such  cart  or  vehicle  shall  occupy  an  unreasonable  length  of  time  in 
loading  or  unloading  such  cart  or  vehicle,  or  in  passing  along  any  alley,  street, 
avenue,  or  public  road  allow  the  lid  or  cover  of  such  cart  or  vehicle  to  be  otherw  ise 
than  securely  closed,  except  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  loading  and  unloading  and 
cleaning  of  such  cart  or  vehicle. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  other  than  the  owner  or  authorized  collector  shall  interfere  with 
or  disturb  any  garbage  after  it  shall  have  been  put  in  a  garbage  receptacle  and  placed 
in  an  accessible  place  for  collection,  nor  shall  any  unauthorized  person  molest,  hinder, 
delay,  or  in  any  other  manner  interfere  with  any  garbage  collector  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty. 

Sec  9.  No  person  other  than  such  as  hold  permits  from  the  superintendent  of 
street  cleaning  shall  haul  any  garbage  through  dV  over  any  street,  alley,  cr  avenue 
in  the  city  of  Washington  or  its  more  densely  populated  suburbs,  and  each  cart  or 
other  vehicle  used  for  such  purpose  shall  have  the  word  "Garbage"  and  the  number 
of  the  permit  in  large  white  letters  on  a  black  ground  plainly  painted  or  attached  to 
each  side  of  the  wagon  bed.  No  cart  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  used  for  the  collection 
of  garbage  except  such  a,s  are  water-tight  and  provided  with  tight-fitting  covers  and 
such  as  have  been  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court  be  punished  by  a  fine  
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Collection  Service. 

Garbage  will  be  collected  as  follows:  (a)  Within  the  city  of  Washington  and  its 
more  densely  populated  suburb*,  as  said  suburbs  may  be  designated  by  the  Commis- 
sion era  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  daily,  including  Sunday,  during  the  entire  year, 
from  such  hotels,  apartment  houses,  markets,  and  other  like  places  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissioners.  _ 

District  No.  1,  which  shall  cover  the  city  of  Washington:  Collections  shall  be  made 
from  all  places  not  embraced  in  section  (a)  daily,  not  including  Sunday,  from  April 
16  to  October  31,  inclusive,  ami  triweekly  from  November  1  to  April  15,  inclusive. 

District  No.  2,  which  shall  cover  such  densely  populated  suburbs  or  parts  thereof 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Collections 
shall  be  made  from  all  places  not  included  in  section  ((f)  triweekly  from  April  lb'  to 
October  31,  inclusive,  and  semiweekly  from  November  1  to  April  15,  inclusive,  and 
te  remove  all  such  garbage  to  such  place  or  places  within  convenient  hauling  distance 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  CommisMoners  for  its  reception. 

Ash  Regulations. 

Sec.  11.  The  term  "ashes"  will  be  construed  to  include  ashes  from  wood,  coal, 
and  other  substances  used  for  fuel  in  connection  with  the  ordinary  conduct  of  dwell- 
ings, but  not  such  as  may  accumulate  as  the  result  of  building  operations,  etc. 

DBC.  12.  Occupants  of  premises  from  which  ashes  are  collected  at  public  expense 
shall  provide  for  the  use  of  such  premises  a  sufficient  number  of  metal  receptacles  to 
contain  all  ashes  that  may  accumulate  on  said  premises  during  the  usual  interval 
between  the  collections  of  ashes  therefrom,  ami  shall  keep  such  receptacle  or  recep- 
tacles at  all  times  in  good  repair;  each  such  receptacle  to  be  provided  with  a  handle. 
No  person,  without  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  street  and  alley  cleaning, 
shall  deposit  ashes  for  collection  in  any  receptacle  having  a  capacity  of  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  twenty-four  gallons,  nor  in  more  than  one  receptacle  containing  less 
than  twenty  gallons. 

Sec.  1:5.  Receptacles  when  tilled  must  be  placed  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  easily 
accessible  to  the  collector  between  the  hours  of  seven  o'clock  a.  in.  and  six  o'clock 
p.  m.  of  each  day  on  which  the  collection  is  made  from  the  premises. 

Sec.  14.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than 
forty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Miscellaneous  Refuse  Regulations. 

Section  1.  The  term  "miscellaneous  refuse."  as  herein  used,  is  intended  to  include 
all  daily  waste  from  private  residences,  and  applies  particularly  to  such  articles  as 
paper,  paper  boxes,  rags,  old  shoes,  carpets,  bottles,  tin  cans, 'broken  crockery  or 
glass,  and  such  other  articles  as  are  daily  thrown  into  the  wastebasket  or  rubbish 
barrel;  but  it  is  understood  not  to  include  anything  like  building  materials  or  accu- 
mulations on  lawns  or  back  yards,  such  as  trimmings  of  shubbery,  leaves,  grass,  etc. 

Sec.  2.  Miscellaneous  refuse  will  be  collected  and  removed  at  public  expense  from 
all  private  residences  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  the  more  densely  populated 
suburban  sections  once  per  week. 

Sec.  3.  All  refuse  intended  for  collection  must  be  deposited  by  householders  in 
receptacles  suitable  lor  that  purpose,  and  which  can  be  easily  handled  by  one  man. 
All  receptacles  aforesaid  will  be  placed  at  points  accessible  to  collectors

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term  "ashes"  will  be  held  to  include  ashes  from  coal,  and  such  mineral  substances 
as  old  plastering,  etc.,  as  may  accumulate  in  connection  with  the  ordinary  conduct 
of  dwellings  and  places  of  business,  but  not  such  as  may  accumulate  as  the  result  of 
building  operations. 

2.  Garbage,  night  soil,  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  ashes  must  be  collected  between 
eight  o'clock  a.  m.  and  six  o'clock  p.  m.;  dead  animals  must  be  collected  between  six 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  nine  o'clock  p.  m.  Special  collections  at  other  hours  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  may  be  required 
by  said  Commissioners  whenever  in  their  judgment  they  are  necessary  for  public 
health  or  safety. 

3.  Garbage  intended  for  collection  will  be  deposited  by  householders  in  water-tight, 
covered  vessels,  which  can  be  easily  handled  by  one  man;  ashes  and  miscellaneous 
refuse,  intended  for  collection,  will  be  deposited  by  householders  in  receptacles  suit- 
able for  that  purpose  and  which  can  be  easily  handled  by  one  man.  All  receptacles 
aforesaid  will  be  placed  at  points  accessible  to  collectors.  In  the  case  of  hotels,  apart- 
ment houses,  markets,  etc.,  larger  receptacles  will  be  allowed  under  such  restrictions 
as  said  Commissioners  may  determine.  In  event  of  dispute  between  citizen  and  con- 
tractor as  to  the  point  at  which  the  garbage,  ashes,  or  miscellaneous  refuse,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  be  placed  for  collection,  the  case  shall  be  referred  to  said  Commis- 
sioners,'whose  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  contractor.  And  if  the  house- 
holder refuse  to  abide  thereby,  said  Commissioners  will  cause  prosecution  against 
him  to  be  instituted  in  the  police  court,  so  as  to  have  the  matter  determined  by  that 
court,  Night  soil  intended  for  collection  will  be  placed  by  householders  in  box  priv- 
ies constructed  as  nearly  as  maybe  practicable  in  accordance  with  law.  For  the 
details  of  construction  of  such  privies,  attention  of  bidders  is  invited  to  an  act  to 
regulate,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  disposal  of  certain  refuse,  and  for  other 
purposes,  approved  January  25,  1898. 

4.  Each  contractor  for  the  removal  of  any  class  of  material  enumerated  in  section 
1  of  these  specifications,  which  is  ordinarily  kept  in  receptacles  on  the  premises  of 
the  householder,  must,  as  exceptional  circumstances  render  it  necessary,  remove 
such  material  from  any  public  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road,  or  from  any  vacant  lot, 
park,  or  unenclosed  land. 

5.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will  enforce  the  separation  by 
householders  of  each  class  of  material  named  in  section  1  of  these  specifications,  so 
far  as  may  be  practicable.  But  whenever,  through  neglect  on  the  part  of  a  house- 
holder, or  otherwise,  two  or  more  classes  of  such  materials  have  been  deposited  in 
the  same  receptacle  or  place,  said  Commissioners  may  determine  by  which  contractor 
or  contractors,  if  any,  the  materials  so  deposited  shall  be  collected  and  disposed  of; 
and  such  contractor  or  contractors  must  collect  and  dispose  of  such  materials. 

6.  If  any  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road  be  obstructed  so  that  vehicles  used  for  the 
collection  of  any  material  mentioned  in  section  1  of  these  specifications  can  not  pass 
into,  over,  or  through  the  same,  every  contractor  for  the  collection  of  any  such  mate- 
rial must  cause  it  to  be  removed  from  such  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road,  and  from 
the  premises  abutting  thereon,  to  vehicles  on  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  or  roads  which 
are  not  obstructed. 

7.  The  contractor  for  the  removal  of  dead  animals  will  be  required  to  remove  them 
promptly  from  time  to  time  as  they  maybe  found  or  as  they  may  be  reported  to  him. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will,  however,  assume  no  responsibility 
for  the  correctness  of  such  reports  as  may  be  made  by  any  department  of,  or  employee 
in  the  service  of,  said  District. 

8.  Each  contractor  must  establish  and  maintain,  without  cost  to  the  District  of 
Columbia  beyond  the  price  stated  in  his  proposal  or  proposals,  such  scheme  or 
schemes,  with  all  such  wharves,  boats,  cars,  vehicles,  buildings,  furnaces,  boilers, 
driers,  presses,  and  other  devices  and  apparatus,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them 
or  him  to  perform  the  work  specified  in  his  contract  or  contracts. 

9.  All  garbage,  dead  animals,  night  soil,  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  ashes  must  be 
within  the  digesting  tanks,  or  within  the  furnace,  or  otherwise  in  process  of  actual 
disposal,  not  later  than  six  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  day  following  their  receipt  by  the  con- 
tractor for  such  disposal.  All  such  garbage,  dead  animals,  and  night  soil  must  be 
completely  disposed  of  within  twenty-four  hours,  and  all  miscellaneous  refuse  and 
ashes  within  seventy-two  hours  after  their  receipt.  The  capacity  of  any  plant  or 
scheme  established  by  any  contractor  must  be  sufficient  to  enable  all  necessary 
repairs  to  be  made  without  interfering  with  the  work  of  disposal. 

10.  Arrangements  for  transportation  and  the  method  of  disposal  must  be  such  that 
regular  daily  disposal  will  not  be  interrupted  by  reason  of  the  obstruction  of  the 
Potomac  River  bv  ice  or  otherwise. 

11.  If  a  single  contract  be  awarded  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  any  material, 
all  such  material  collected  will  he  the  property  of  the  contractor  from  the  time  of 
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its  collection.  If,  however,  separate  contracts  be  awarded  for  the  collection  of  any 
material  and  for  the  disposal  thereof,  the  contractor  for  collection  w  ill  have  no  own- 
ership in  the  material  collected  except  such  as  may  he  necessary  to  enable  him  or 
them  to  transfer  the  same,  hut  must  deliver  all  such  material,  without  alteration, 
except  such  as  may  result  from  the  use  of  disinfectants  and  deodorizers,  to  the  con- 
tractor for  disposal.  Such  material  will  he  the  property  of  the  contractor  for  the 
disposal  thereof  after  it  has  been  delivered  to  him  or  them  by  the  contractor  for  its 
collection. 

12.  Articles  of  special  value,  as  silverware,  dog:  tags,  collars,  etc.,  found  in  the 
material  or  on  the  dead  animals  collected  must  he  kept  by  the  contractor  for  the  dis- 
posal of  such  material  or  dead  animals  in  his  office  for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the 
finding  thereof,  and  if  unclaimed  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  they  shall,  so  far  as 
may  he  possible,  become  the  property  of  the  contractor.  Each  contractor  for  the 
disposal  of  any  material  included  in  the  foregoing  proposals  must  cause  each  such 
article  as  aforesaid  as  may  come  into  his  possession,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  (hid- 
ing thereof,  to  he  properly  marked,  so  as  to  show  t  he  date  of  finding  and  as  nearly  as 
may  he  possible  the  place  where  found.  A  list  of  such  articles  shall  be  forwarded  to 
said  Commissioners  daily,  describing  each  article  found  since  the  preceding  report 
and  showing  the  collection  district  from  which  it  came,  the  name  of  the  tinder,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  of  possible  assistance  in  discovering  the  owner. 

18.  If  a  contract  be  awarded  for  the  collection  of  any  material,  and  a  separate  con- 
tract for  the  disposal  thereof,  and  if  under  such  circumstances  it  be  desired  by  the 
contractor  for  the  disposal  of  any  such  material  to  dispose  of  it  at  some  place  not  in, 
nor  at  convenient  hauling  distance  from,  the  City  of  Washington,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  consent  thereto,  the  contractor  for  disposal  must 
establish  and  maintain  in,  or  within  convenient  hauling  distance  from,  said  city, 
such  station  or  stations  as  in  the  opinion  of  said  Commissioners  may  be  necessary 
for  the  reception  and  transfer  of  the  material  collected  or  delivered  there;  and  such 
contractor  must  transfer  all  such  material  from  such  station  or  stations  to  the  place 
or  places  of  final  disposal  without  creating  a  nuisance;  all  to  be  done  by  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  contractor  for  disposal. 

14.  All  material  collected  under  these  specifications  must  he  transported  by  the 
contractor  or  contractors,  whether  within  or  without  the  District  of  Columbia  in 
covered  conveyances  saiisfactory  to  said  Commissioners. 

15.  All  vehicles  used  by  any  contractor  for  the  collection  of  any  one  class  of  mate- 
rial described  in  section  1  of  these  specifications  must  be  uniform,  except  as  other- 
wise authorized  m  writing  by  said  Commissioners.  Each  such  vehicle  must  be  BO

23.  Each  contractor  for  the  collection  of  garbage,  of  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  of 
ashes,  shall  issue  cards,  approved  by  said  Commissioners,  stating  the  days  for  collect- 
ing such  material  in  particular  streets  and  districts,  and  designating  as  nearly  as  may 
be  between  what  hours  the  collector  will  call  in  each  locality;  shall,  before  beginning 
work,  cause  one  or  more  copies  of  such  cards  to  be  left  at  every  building  from  which 
such  material  is  to  be  collected;  and  whenever  it  is  proposed  to  make  any  change  in 
the  days  or  hours  of  collection,  and  prior  to  making  such  change,  shall  cause  one  or 
more  copies  of  cards  showing  proposed  time  of  collection  to  be  left  at  each  building 
affected  by  it.  Each  such  contractor  shall  keep  at  the  street  cleaning  department  at 
all  times  a  supply  of  cards  showing  the  days  and  hours  of  collections  in  every  part  of 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

24.  No  person  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  in  connection  with  any 
work  performed  under  these  specifications. 

25.  No  laborer  or  mechanic  performing  any  work  under  these  specifications  shall 
be  permitted  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  except  in  case 
of  emergency.  This  is  a  requirement  of  law,  and  a  disregard  thereof  is  punishable 
by  fine  and  imprisonment  (27  Stat,,  340). 

26.  Every  contractor  must  punctually  pay  all  persons  employed  by  him  upon  the 
work  under  his  contract  in  cash  current,  and  not  in  what  is  denominated  store  pay 
or  orders. 

27.  If  anv  emplovee  of  any  contractor  use  improper  language  or  be  under  the 
influence  of  liquor  while  on  duty,  or  demand  pay  from  citizens  for  service  rendered, 
or  falsifv  anv  report  he  may  be  called  upon  to  make,  the  contractor  by  whom  he  is 
employed  shall  at  once  discharge  such  employee  from  his  service.  No  contractor 
shall  knowingly  employ  on  any  work  under  his  contract  any  person  who  has  been 
discharged  incompliance  with  the  foregoing  requirement.

Each  contractor  for  the  collection  and  each 
contractor  for  the  disposal  of  any  material  aforesaid  shall  furnish  in  writing  such 
information  in  reference  to  the  conduct  of  work  under  his  contract  as  may  be  called 
for  from  time  to  time  by  said  Commissioners. 
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31.  All  work  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  street 
cleaning,  and  all  details  of  such  work  as  are  not  herein  particularly  specified  shall  be 
done  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  him. 

32.  If  any  contractor  engaged  in  work  under  these  specifications,  in  the  opinion  of 
said  Commissioners,  neglects  or  wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  his  contract,  he  may 
be  fined  by  said  Commissioners  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  and  the  amount  of 
such  fine  will  be  deducted  from  any  money  due  or  which  may  become  due  to  said 
contractor.

eight  hours  after  receipt  of  such  order,  or  forthwith  if  such  night  soil  l)e  on  any 
public  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road,  or  upon  any  open  lot;  or  to  execute  any  order 
for  t  he  removal  of  miscellaneous  refuse  or  ashes  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the 
receipt  of  such  order,  or  forthwith  if  such  miscellaneous  refuse  or  ashes  be  on  any 
public  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road,  said  Commissioners  may  cause  such  dead  ani- 
mal, or  garbage,  or  night  soil,  or  miscellaneous  refuse,  or  ashes  to  be  removed  and 
charged  against  the  contractor,  the  cost  of  such  removal  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  in 
any  one  case;  and  such  cost  will  be  deducted  from  any  money  due  or  which  may 
become  due  the  contractor,  and  paid  to  the  party  making  such  removal. 

34.  The  imposing  and  the  collecting  of  any  fine  upon,  or  the  performance  of  any 
work  at  the  expense  of,  a  contractor,  will  not  constitute  a  waiver  of  the  right  of  said 
Commissioners  to  annul  his  contract. 

35  The  absence  of  any  employee  will  not  be  considered  as  a  sufficient  excuse  for 
failure  or  refusal  to  perform  any  work  required  by  any  contract. 

36.  The  use  of  unlawful  receptacles,  or  the  placing  of  such  receptacles  by  house- 
holders m  inaccessible  places,  will  not  be  considered  a  sufficient  excuse  for  more 
than  two  successive  failures  to  collect  garbage,  miscellaneous  refuse,  or  ashes,  from 
the  same  premises,  unless  the  contractor  shall  have  notified  the  Commissioners  in 
writing,  of  such  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  occupant,  prior  to  the  receipt  of  such  com- 
plaint, it  any,  as  may  have  been  made  by  said  occupant. 

37-  Ordinarily  inspectors  will  be  employed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MEDICAL  SUPERVISORS. 

Washington,  June  SO,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  The  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  presents  herewith  its  fourth  annual  report: 

On  July  1, 1900,  there  were  in  the  hands  of  the  board  awaiting  action 
•1  applications  for  licenses  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  from 
physicians  who  were  registered  at  the  health  office  prior  to  the  enact- 
ment of  the  law  now  in  force  regulating  such  practice,  and  sought 
licenses  by  virtue  of  such  registration.  During  the  year  8  similar 
applications  were  received.  One  applicant  withdrew,  and  licenses 
were  issued  to  the  remaining  11. 

Six  physicians,  licensed  to  practice  medicine  in  as  many  States  and 
desiring  to  locate  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  applied  for  licenses  to 
practice  medicine  here  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  authorizing  the 
issue  of  licenses  to  such  candidates,  without  fee  and  without  examina- 
tion, whenever  the  licensing  boards  of  such  States  granted  equal  privi- 
leges to  licentiates  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  As  none  of  the  State 
boards  by  which  these  applicants  had  been  licensed  were  prepared  to 
grant  such  privileges  to  licentiates  of  this  District,  the  requests  of  such 
applicants  for  licenses  were  necessarily  denied. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  32  applications  for  licenses  to  practice 
medicine  and  surgery,  to  be  issued  after  examination,  were  in  the 
possession  of  the  board.  During  the  year  76  were  received.  The 
total  number  to  be  acted  upon  was  therefore  108.  Two  applicants 
withdrew  their  applications  with  the  consent  of  the  board,  3  were 
refused  admission  to  the  examinations,  and  27  were  awaiting  examina- 
tion at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  total  number  examined  was  76. 
Fifty-six  of  these  candidates  passed  satisfactory  examinations  and  were 
duly  licensed.  The  examinations  of  the  remaining  20,  being  26.32  per 
cent  of  those  examined,  not  being  satisfactory,  licenses  were  denied 
them.  Of  the  successful  candidates,  1  failed  twice  prior  to  receiving 
his  license,  and  9  had  failed  once. 

During  the  year  5  applications  for  licenses  to  practice  midwifery 
were  received  from  women  who  were  registered  mid  wives  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  the  medical-practice  act.  Licenses  were  issued  to  all  of 
them. 

One  application  for  a  license  to  practice  midwifery,  to  be  issued 
after  examination,  was  on  file  on  July  1,  1900,  and  3  were  received 
during  the  year.  Two  of  these  candidates  were  duly  examined  ana 
found  qualified.  Licenses  certifying  to  that  fact  were  issued.  Two 
were  awaiting  examination  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  board  of  medical  supervisors  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Commissioners  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  is  made  for  the  adequate 
compensation  of  the  various  boards  of  medical  examiners,  or  in  tact 
even  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors.  The  members  of  these 
boards  perform  their  duties  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and 
under  existing  law  receive  for  their  services  whatever  happens  to  be 
left  over  from  the  fees  paid  by  applicants  for  licenses  after  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  the  board  have  been  deducted.  No  member  ot  the 
board  of  eclectic  medical  examiners  has  ever  received  a  cent  for  nis 
services.  The  average  amount  received  per  annum  by  each  member  of 
the  board  of  homeopathic  medical  examiners  has  been  $1.75;  by  the 
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lay  members  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  $20;  and  by  the 
members  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners,  $32.14.  The  total  num- 
ber of  applications  acted  on  to  date  is  1,559,  and  the  total  number  of 
licenses  issued  is  1,411.  The  inadequacy  of  the  compensation  received 
for  the  work  done  is  therefore  manifest.  It  is  respectfully  recom- 
mended that  provision  be  made  to  pay  each  member  of  the  board  of 
medical  supervisors  and  each  member  of  the  board  of  examiners  $10 
for  each  meeting  attended. 

The  board  of  medical  supervisors  desires  to  express  its  appreciation 
of  the  kindness  of  the  Georgetown  Law  School,  which  has  granted 
without  cost  the  use  of  its  examination  room  for  the  examinations 
conducted  under  the  supervision  of  this  board.  It  desires  also  to 
acknowledge  the  work  of  the  police  department  in  enforcing  the  law 
regulating  the  practice  of  medicine. 

A  table  showing  the  colleges  from  which  the  various  applicants  have 
graduated  and  the  results  of  the  examinations  of  the  candidates  from 
each  college  is  appended;  also  a  table  showing  the  results  of  the  exam- 
inations of  applicants  for  licenses  to  practice  midwifery.

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REPORT  OF  EOAIiD  OP  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


Washington,  D.  C,  September  30,  1901. 
Gentlemen:  Within  the  twelve  months  since  the  submission  of  the 
last  annual  report  the  work  upon  the  new  building  for  the  public 
library  has  been  vigorously  pushed,  and  the  beautiful  lines  of  the 
structure  as  designed  are  fast  taking  concrete  shape  in  marble  and 
granite.  The  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  which  was 
signed  August  22,  1900,  by  Richardson  &  Burgess,  of  Washington, 
required  completion  of  the  work  b}T  March  1, 190:4.  In  spite  of  certain 
obstacles,  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  which  threaten  some 
delay,  assurance  is  given  that  the  superintendent  of  construction  (Mr. 
Bernard  R.  Green)  and  the  library  commission  will  be  able  to  report 
that  their  task  is  finished  shortly  after  that  date  and  two  or  three 
months  before  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

A  year  ago  operations  had  just  begun  on  the  superstructure  of  the 
library  building,  the  Vermont  Marble  Company  had  undertaken  to 
dress  and  deliver  all  of  the  marble  required  for  the  exterior  walls 
before  September  1,  1901,  and  the  Bay  State  Fink  Granite  Company, 
of  Milford,  Mass.,  had  similarly  agreed  with  the  general  contractor  to 
furnish  all  of  the  granite  for  the  basement  story  in  season  to  he  set  in 
the  walls  by  winter.  James  H.  McGill,  of  this  city,  had  the  subcon- 
tract for  the  steel  work  of  the  interior  structure,  floors,  and  roof,  with 
material  to  be  supplied  to  him  by  the  Carnegie  Steel  Company. 

The  progress  of  erection  of  a  building  having  finely  selected  and 
dressed  marble  or  granite  walls  is  necessarily  regulated  and  limited  by 
the  quarry  work,  which  is  naturally  slow  as  compared  with  the  prep- 
aration and  manufacture  of  the  other  building  materials. 

According  to  the  contract  programme,  however,  the  granite  walls 
of  the  basement  were  completed  January  17, 1901,  and  the  steel  beams 
of  the  first  or  principal  story  were  laid  shortly  afterwards. 

Large  quantities  of  the  marble  had  been  prepared  at  the  quarries 
and  began  to  arrive  in  carloads  at  the  opening  of  spring,  when  build- 
ing of  the  walls  was  resumed.  This  work  has  continued  without 
interruption  ever  since;  the  last  of  the  marble  was  delivered  when 
due,  and  all  of  the  exterior  walls  have  now  been  completed  in  readi^ 
ness  for  the  roof,  while  the  two  wings  were  ready  in  the  middle  ol 
August. 

All  of  the  cut  granite  for  the  beautiful  exedra,  pedestals,  and  steps 
of  the  main  entrance  approaches  has  been  delivered  and  will  shortly 
be  set  in  place. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  with  the  exterior  marble  carv- 
ing on  the  main  front  from  models  by  Philip  Martiny,  under  direction 
of  the  architects. 
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The  interior  walls,  excepting  those  of  the  court,  have  kept  pace 
with  the  exterior,  and  the  steel  work  of  the  second-story  floor  has  been 
laid,  but  now,  unfortunately,  the  first  delay  in  the  general  progress  of 
the  building  is  occurring  while  waiting  on  the  subcontractor  for  the 
steel  framework  of  the  roof.  Several  weeks  are  likely  to  be  lost  on 
this  account. 

A  separate  contract  for  the  fireproof  book  stack,  three  tiers  high 
to  occupy  the  northern  end  of  the  central  pavilion,  was  made  on  Mav 
L5, 1901,  with  the  Snead  &  Co.  Iron  Works,  the  stack  to  be  of  the  same 
design  as  those  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  work  on  it  is  well 
.mdci  way  J  he  capacity  of  the  shelving  will  be  approximately 
.  .  volumes,  only  three-fifths  of  the  capacity  of  the  stack  room 
but  the  shelving  may  be  readily  raised  to  the  full  five  tiers  whenever 
the  growth  ot  the  collection  shall  require. 

The  contract  has  also  been  made  for  the  small  elevator  needed  for 
genera  service  in  the  book  stack  and  to  facilitate  station  deliverv 
about  the  city.  J

The  library,  near  the  center  of 
the  reservation,  will  also  enjoy  in  quiet  and  in  healthful  freshness  and 
coolness  the  full  benefit  of  its  park  surroundings. 

The  walks  in  Mount  Vernon  square  should  be  granolithic  and  the 
curbs,  borders,  and  sidewalk  steps  opposite  the  main  approach  to  the 
building  should  be  of  granite.  The  cost  of  the  work  is  estimated  by 
Superintendent  Green  at  $25,000. 


CARE  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  NEW  BUILDING. 


The  care  and  maintenance  of  the  building  will  include  the  heating 
and  ventilation  of  it  during  cold  weather  and  its  illumination  at  night 
by  electricity,  furnished  through  a  conduit  laid  into  the  machinery 
room  under  the  main  approaches  from  the  street  south  of  the  square. 
As  a  partial  offset  to  the  cost  of  this  electric  current  the  building  will 
be  relieved  of  the  expense  of  operating  an  electric  generating  plant  of 
its  own  and  of  the  heat  incident  thereto  in  the  long  summer  season 
when,  except  for  this  purpose,  the  boiler  need  not  be  in  use. 

The  superintendent  of  construction  estimates  the  annual  cost  for 
coal,  for  heating  only,  at  $600;  for  electric  current,  $2,500,  and  for 
miscellaneous  supplies,  $1,000. 

In  his  opinion  the  mechanical  and  working  force  necessary  to  oper- 
ate the  heating  apparatus,  attend  to  minor  repairs,  cleaning,  handling, 
etc.,  will  be  one  engineer,  at  $900;  one  fireman,  $540;  one  workman, 
$480,  and  four  charwomen,  at  $180. 

He  suggests  also  that  a  small  appropriation  for  additional  furniture 
in  the  nature  of  special  library  equipment  should  be  asked  from  Con- 
gress at  the  coming  session.  The  building  fund  will  supply  the  impor- 
tant and  substantial  pieces  of  furniture  pertaining  to  the  building 
proper,  and  also  meet  those  library  needs  in  this  regard  which  are 
obvious  and  urgent  in  advance  of  actual  removal  to  the  new  building. 

On  the  24th  of  April,  1901,  the  corner  stone  of  the  public  library 
building  was  laid,  without  formal  public  ceremonies,  in  the  presence  of 
the  library  commission  and  the  trustees.  The  customary  articles 
placed  in  the  corner  stone  included  a  picture  of  Andrew  Carnegie  and 
a  copy  of  his  original  memorandum  giving  $250,000  to  erect  the  library 
building.  Elaborate  ceremonials  were  reserved  for  the  occasion  of  the 
dedication  of  the  building  to  public  uses  and  its  opening  to  the  people 
next  spring  or  summer,  when  it  is  anticipated  all  the  conditions  will 
unmistakably  indicate  the  public's  grateful  appreciation  of  the  benefits 
that  flow  from  the  institution  at  the  national  capital  of  a  people's  cir- 
culating library,  open  at  night,  with  literary  treasures  rendered  easily 
accessible  to  everyone  who  wishes  to  utilize  them. 

WANTED!  BOOKS  AND  AN  ADEQUATE  LIBRARY  FORCE. 

When  the  building,  completed,  equipped  with  furniture  and 
embellished  as  to  its  approaches  and  surroundings,  is  thus  dedicated 
to  the  public  use,  a  library  skeleton  is  provided  which  must  be  clothed 
with  flesh  and  blood  and  animated  into  useful  activity.  The  building 
is  a  mockery  for  library  purposes  without  books  and  an  adequate  force 
to  render  the  books  quickly  accessible  to  the  public. 

The  acceptance  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  of  a  library  building  carries 
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with  it  the  pledge  of  suitable  maintenance  of  the  library  by  Congress, 
upon  which  the  donation  was  conditioned.  In  what  does  "suitable 
maintenance"  consist? 

The  factors  recognized  by  librarians  as  affecting  the  cost  of  such 
maintenance  are  the  size  of  the  building  to  be  cared  for,  the  number 
of  separate  reading  places  to  be  supervised,  the  number  of  active 
readers  and  borrowers  and  in  general  the  activity  of  the  library.  To 
the  cost  of  current  maintenance  must  be  added,  in  the  case  of  a  library 
in  process  of  organization  or  adaptation  to  a  new  building  and  a  larger 
constituency,  a  special  expenditure  for  new  apparatus  in  the  way  of 
catalogues,  etc.,  and  for  the  preparation  of  new  books  for  use,  in 
addition,  of  course,  to  an  expenditure  for  the  acquisition  of  new  books 
to  meet  the  suddenly  enlarged  demand. 


SIZE  AND  ARRANGEMENT  OF  NEW  BUILDING. 


The  maintenance  requirements  both  for  library  supervision  and 
general  care  of  the  building  that  are  based  on  the  size  and  arrange- 
ment of  the  structure  may  be  most  intelligently  estimated  through 
consideration  of  these  actual  conditions  in  the  case  of  the  library 
building.  Cuts  accompany  this  report  which  show  the  exterior  of  the 
library  and  its  actual  floor  plans  and  interior  arrangement.  These 
floor  plans  to  meet  the  requirements  of  library  convenience  have  been 
slightly  altered  from  those  shown  in  the  last  report. 

The  library  building  is  fireproof  throughout,  solidly  and  strongly 
constructed,  and  in  every  way  a  monumental  and  permanent  structure, 
appropriate  for  its  purposes  as  a  public  library  building  in  a  public 
square.  It  consists  of  a  rectangular  central  pavilion  111  feet  5  inches 
long  and  90  feet  10  inches  broad,  with  equal  wings,  east  and  west, 
respectively,  each  63  feet  6  inches  long  and  54  feet  10  inches  broad, 
lhe  structure  thus  has  a  maximum  width  at  the  basement  of  219  feet 
10  inches  at  its  front  on  the  east  and  west  line  and  a  maximum  depth

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occupies  the  whole  north  end  of  this  pavilion,  extending  up  through 
both  the  first  and  second  stories,  though  only  three  of  the  five  tiers  of 
possible  shelving  are  at  tirst  supplied.  On  one  side  of  this  passage  is 
located  the  accessions  room  and  on  the  other  the  catalogue  room. 

The  east  wing  is  used  as  the  general  public  reading  room,  and  the 
west  wing  is  divided  equally  by  partition  between  the  children's  read- 
ing room  and  the  main  open-shelf  room.  The  latter  and  the  two 
reading  rooms  will  be  provided  with  wall  shelving  all  around  within 
easy  reach  of  readers.  There  is  considerable  flexibility  in  the  area 
available  for  the  open-shelf  and  children's  rooms,  which  are  among  the 
notable  features  of  the  new  building.  Ample  provision  is  made  for 
future  expansion  in  these  two  directions. 

In  the  second  story  the  central  pavilion  contains  a  memorial  or 
exhibition  hall,  several  private  study  rooms,  and  the  trustees'  room. 
The  east  wing  in  this  story  contains  the  public  reading  room  for  peri- 
odicals and  newspapers,  and  the  west  wing  may  also  be  used  as  a  read- 
ing room,  but  is  designed  as  a  lecture  or  class  room. 

There  are  altogether  thirty-six  rooms  and  halls,  of  which  seventeen 
are  in  the  basement,  ten  in  the  first  story,  and  eight  in  the  second 
story,  besides  the  main  book  room,  or  book  stack,  occupying  the  north 
end  of  the  central  pavilion,  and,  as  stated,  extending  from  the  first- 
story  floor  to  the  roof.

These  ample  and  conveniently  related  Hoot-  areas  supply  very  satis- 
factory library  facilities,  but  involve  considerable  necessary  expendi- 
ture for  supervision,  care,  and  maintenance,  for  which  the  'conditions 
and  provisions  in  the  present  crowded  rented  quarters  furnish  no 
precedent  whatsoever. 
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ACTIVITY  AND  USEFULNESS  OF  WASHINGTON'S  LIBRARY. 

The  activity  of  the  public  library  in  its  new  building  as  a  factor  in 
the  cost  of  maintenance  is  of  course  only  faintly  indicated  by  the 
showing  now  made  in  respect  to  the  existing  library,  which  consists 
almost  exclusively  of  miscellaneous  donated  volumes,  many  of  which 
are  not  of  immediate  popular  interest.  The  small  percentage  of  books 
for  which  there  is  general  demand  is  soon  swept  from  the  shelves,  and 
applicants  are  continuously  disappointed,  with  the  result  of  discour- 
aging in  many  cases  the  attempted  use  of  the  library.  Notwithstand- 
ing all  the  drawbacks  of  a  haphazard  library,  inadequate  handling 
force,  and  small  and  inconveniently  arranged  quarters,  the  showing  of 
the  popular  use  of  the  public  library  conclusively  demonstrates  the 
widespread  and  constantly  increasing  demand  at  the  capital  for  public 
circulating  library  facilities,  and  strongly  suggests  the  vastly  increased 
library  activity  which  will  follow  when  in  the  new  building  the  speci- 
fied obstacles  to  prompt  gratification  of  the  public  desire  for  books  are 
very  largely  removed.  Between  July  1,  1900,  and  July  1,  1901,  the 
number  of  books  in  the  library  has  increased  from  18,940  to  22,811,  a 
gain  of  3,871.  The  number  of  registered  borrowers  has  grown  to 
13,3118,  a  gain  of  2,871.  The  average  daily  circulation,  previously 
extraordinarily  large  in  the  light  of  the  small  number  of  desirable 
circulating  books,  has  slightly  increased  and  for  the  year  was  404. 
The  total  issue  of  books  for  the  year  was  123,555,  and  as  the  average 
number  of  books  in  the  library  during  this  period  was  20,875,  the 
circulation  during  the  year  aggregated  nearly  six  times  the  whole 
libir* 


irv. 


The  most  obvious  and  urgent  special  maintenance  need  of  the  library 
for  1901-1902  is  that  of  books  and  catalogues. 

When  the  public  are  invited  to  the  opening  of  the  library  next  year 
no  Barmecide  feast  should  be  spread  before  book  lovers,  offering  carved 
marble  and  granite  and  attractive  walls  and  ceilings  as  a  substitute  for 
well-tilled  shelves  and  book  stack. 


THE  PLEA  FOR  BOOKS. 

Up  to  this  time  the  plea  for  appropriations  for  books  has  been 
weakened  and  rendered  practically  ineffective  by  the  fact  that  the 
[jorarys  temporary  rented  quarters  have  been  overcrowded  and  the 
limited  cataloguing  force  overtaxed  merely  by  donated  volumes.  Con- 
gress was  slow  to  provide  more  books  when  the  library  could  hardly 
catalogue  and  shelve  those  it  had.    Now  conditions  are  completely 

\eiseu.  Instead  of  overcrowding,  ample  areas  in  the  new  building 
are  to  be  enjoyed.    The  23,000  volumes  which  overflow  the  present

An  immediate  extensive  purchase  of 
books  is  necessary — 

First.  As  adequate  maintenance  to  decently  till  the  shelves  of  the 
new  building. 

Second.  To  round  out  the  existing  library,  which,  from  the  fact 
that  it  is  composed  largely  of  donations,  is  unsystematic  and  unsyni- 
metrical,  full  of  weaknesses  and  omissions.  The  special  classes  of 
books  most  needed  for  this  purpose  are  noted  by  the  librarian  in  his 
report  to  the  trustees.  Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  necessary 
strengthening  of  the  reference  and  children's  departments.  The 
library  is  by  the  law  creating  it  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the 
District — a  supplement  of  the  public  schools — and  no  effort  can  wisely 
be  omitted  to  enlarge  its  usefulness  and  to  cause  it  to  meet  its  full 
responsibility  in  this  capacity. 

Third.  To  meet  the  equities  of  library  maintenance  as  established  by 
the  precedents  of  other  cities.  In  stocking  new  library  buildings  with 
collections  of  books  and  in  providing  ample  cataloguing  and  circulat- 
ing library  forces  American  municipalities  have  not  been  illiberal. 
Statistics  on  this  subject  are  presented  in  the  discussion  of  the  local

The  current  appropriations  are  noted  in  pursuance  of  custom  in 
presenting  next  year's  estimates,  but  on  this  occasion  the  effect  is  mis- 
leading, since  it  is  not  merely  the  normal  development  of  the  existing 
library,  with  its  appropriation  last  year  of  $19,380,  which  is  to  be  met; 
but  the  extraordinary  conditions  raised  by  the  occupancy  of  the  new 
building  under  a  pledge  of  suitable  library  maintenance  render  the 
problem  an  original  one,  to  be  decided  largely  on  the  precedents  fur- 
nished by  other  libraries  similarly  housed  and^ conditioned,  and  we  are 

aided  little  by  consideration  of  the  provisions  heretofore  made  for  the 
existing  library. 

To  examine  the  estimates  in  detail.  The  original  estimate  of  salary 
for  librarian  in  1897  was  $2,500.  This  recommendation  has  several 
times  been  renewed.  So  much  of  the  library's  public  usefulness 
depends  upon  the  librarian,  and  the  responsibilities  of  this  office  will 
be  so  great  in  the  new  building  that  the  trustees  urge  especially  at  this 
time  that  the  librarian's  salary  be  placed  at  a  figure  commensurate  with 
tnedignity  and  duties  of  the  office.

Some  of  these  libraries  have  numerous  branches,  which  increase  the 
size  of  the  force  beyond  that  required  for  Washington.  Examination 
in  detail  of  the  list  of  employees  in  the  main  libraries  of  Newark,  Prov- 
idence, Minneapolis,  and  San  Francisco,  whose  conditions  most  closely 
approximate  those  of  the  Washington  library  in  its  new  building, 
shows  that  they  differ  little  in  the  size  of  force  employed,  and  from 
a  comparison  of  their  figures  a  good  idea  can  be  obtained  of  what  Wash- 
ington's library  will  require  in  this  respect.

Of  Washington's  (proposed)  employees,  three  are  temporary  cata- 
loguers  to  assist  in  handling  the  anticipated  large  accession  of  new 
books  which  are  to  fill  the  first-floor  shelves  of  the  new  building,  thus 
leaving  a  permanent  force  of  31. 

The  Washington  library  building  is  larger  than  the  new  homes  of 
the  Newark  and  Providence  libraries,  and  is  believed  to  be  the  largest 
of  the  above  list  of  five.  It  covers  an  area  of  17,307  square  feet. 
The  cost  of  its  supervision  and  maintenance  would  not  be  expected  to 
be  less  than  in  the  case  of  the  smaller  buildings. 

The  number  of  borrowers  and  the  annual  issue  of  books  in  the  case 
of  Washington's  library  indicate,  in  view  of  the  comparatively  small 
number  of  popular  volumes  in  the  library,  a  degree  of  library  activity 
and  of  popular  demand  for  circulating  books  which  is  not  surpassed 
in  any  of  the  other  cities. 

The  average  salaries  of  the  Washington  library  employees  are  esti- 
mated at  something  less  than  the  salaries  in  the  otherVities.  This 
difference  is  even  greater  in  practical  effect  than  appears  on  the  sur- 
face, for  it  is  recognized  that  the  National  Government,  which  sets  the 
pace  of  salary  rates  at  the  capital,  pays  more  for  the  same  service  than 
the  corresponding  individual  employer  in  other  cities.  Thus,  while 
other  employees  are  paid  higher  in  "Washington  than  in  other  cities, 
the  library  employees  are  paid  less. 

1  he  estimates  for  the  library  force  in  general  are  thus  shown  to  be 
reasonable  and  moderate  by  the  maintenance  statistics  of  other  libraries 
under  substantially  similar  conditions'  The  librarian's  report  empha- 
sizes the  necessity,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  new  building,  of  special 
^istants  and  subassistants  for  the  children's  room,  reference  room, 
very  desk,  cataloguing,  and  registration  departments, 
he  figures  concerning  the  force  required  for  the  care  of  the  build- 
iig  are  submitted  by  the  superintendent  of  construction,  Mr.  Bernard 
ireen,  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  whose  wide  experience  in  such 
iters  entitles  his  opinion  to  every  consideration.  He  also  presents 
;  estimates  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  building  as  distin- 
guished Worn  those  of  the  library.  As  special  library  items  of  the 
contingent  fund  the  librarian  urges  the  necessity  of  supplies  and 
uiuipnient  tor  the  new  registration  beginning  in  1902  and  for  the 
extensive  cataloguing  of  new  books. 
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ur  efficiency  for  the  establishment  of  a  bindery  in  the  new  building. 
ovn.M ,?ie^lng  u,pon  the  reasonableness  of  the  maintenance  estimates  in 
ai,  it  may  be  added  that  Mr.  Carnegie's  later  donations  for  the 
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tion  of  libraries  have  specified  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  building 
as  the  minimum  annual  maintenance  fund  which  the  municipality  is  to 
provide.  In  the  present  case  this  rule  would  require  that  the  main- 
tenance appropriation  should  not  fall  below  $35,000.  Omitting  from 
consideration  the  first  heavy  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  hooks 
and  temporary  expenditures  in  cataloguing  them  and  preparing  them 
for  public  use,  this  amount  approximates,  as  will  be  seen  on  examina- 
tion of  the  estimates,  the  sum  deemed  necessary  for  adequate  main- 
tenance of  the  Washington  library. 

The  cost  of  library  maintenance  is  not  dependent  upon  the  number 
of  books  upon  the  shelves.  The  disbursements  of  the  Newark  library 
for  1890,  its  second  year,  when  it  had  22,848  books  (compare  Wash- 
ington, 22,811)  and  a  force  of  31  employees  (the  number  of  permanent 
employees  proposed  for  Washington),  were  as  follows:

In  1899,  though  the  number  of  volumes  had  increased  to  over 
70,000,  the  cost  of  maintenance  had  been  reduced  to  $38,620.52. 

COLLECTING  BACK  DUES  IN  BOOK  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  estimate  of  $40,000  for  books  proposes  not  merely  a  maintenance 
appropriation  of  the  present,  but,  in  addition,  represents  an  accumula- 
tion of  overdue  appropriations  of  the  past  for  this  purpose,  and  looks 
to  the  future  as  well.  It  is  in  part  maintenance  and  in  part  the  crea- 
tion of  a  library  to  maintain.  For  the  years  ending  June  30,  18^ 
and  1900,  respectively,  no  appropriation  for  books  was  made,  lor 
that  ending  June  30,  1901,  the  sum  of  $1,000  was  appropriated,  ana 
for  the  current  vear  $5,000.  It  is  the  habit  of  municipalities  to  make 
large  appropriations  for  books  in  the  first  few  years  of  a  horary  s  lite, 
and  when  a  rounded,  symmetrical  collection  has  been  secured,  to  reduce 
the  appropriations  to  the  simple  maintenance  basis.  Thus  the  appro- 
priations for  books  in  the  first  years  of  Newark's  library  were  as  fol- 
lows: 1889  (first  year),  $14,572.35;  1890,  $14,986.59,  while  last  year 
the  book  appropriation  was  only  $4,351.    A  present  appropriation  oi 


icsponding  yeais  of  lioia  > 
life  and  compensating  for  what  was  left  undone  at  the  national  capirai. 
It  will  enable  the  library  to  fill  the  shelves  of  the  first  floor  oi  d 
building,  so  that  the  municipality  may  not  be  humiliated  when 
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structure  is  dedicated  to  the  public.  It  will  prevent  the  library  from 
losing  prestige  among  book  lovers  and  from  discouraging  recourse  to 
it  by  constantly  disappointing  applicants,  displaying  for  their  benefit 
only  a  beggarly  array  of  empty  shelves.  Mr.  Herbert  Putnam,  the 
Librarian  of  Congress,  urges  strongly  the  necessity  of  avoiding  this 
destructive  blow  at  the  library's  successful  development,  and  bases  his 
advice  upon  his  own  experience  as  librarian  of  the  popular  circulating 
library  at  Minneapolis,  where,  opening  with  30,000  volumes,  within 
three  days  the  shelves  were  swept  clean  of  all  the  most  popular  books, 
and  the  inability  to  meet  the  ensuing  demand  injured  materially  the 
opportunity  of  the  library  to  take  advantage  of  the  public  interest 
awakened  by  the  opening  of  the  new  building. 

The  appropriation  of  140,000  to  provide,  with  other  accessions,  the 
50,000  additional  volumes  which  are  absolutely  essential  to  a  credita- 
ble opening  of  the  new  library,  should  be  made  immediately  available, 
and  the  same  provision  should  be  attached  to  the  item  for  temporary 
cataloguers.  Wise  forethought  in  preparation  for  the  opening  of  a 
library,  which,  through  large  additions,  is  to  be  practically  new,  sug- 
gests the  purchase,  cataloguing,  and  arrangement  of  the  books  on  the 
shelves  before  the  people  are  invited  to  inspect  and  enjoy.  The  pre- 
cedents of  the  Fort  Worth  (Tex.)  library  and  that  of  Armour  Insti- 
tute, cited  by  the  librarian,  are  only  samples  of  observance  of  an 
obviously  wise  custom. 

It  is  possible  and  probable  that  the  District  appropriation  bill  ma}r 
not  be  enacted  until  near  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  in 
which  event  the  provision  of  immediate  availability  in  respect  to  the 
appropriation  for  books  and  temporary  cataloguers  would  fail  to  accom- 
plish its  intended  purpose.  An  earnest  and  united  effort  should  be 
made  to  secure  the  enactment  of  these  items  on  the  urgent  deficiency  bill, 
in  order  that  the  books  may,  with  reasonable  certainty,  be  on  the  library 
shelves  at  the  time  of  the  opening  to  the  public  of  the  new  building. 

BOOK  DONATIONS  FOR  THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

When  the  library  is  housed  in  a  handsome  fireproof  building,  with 
ample  areas,  so  that  donated  collections  may  be  safely  handled  and 
creditably  displayed,  renewed  impetus  will  be  given  to  such  donations 
by  beneficent  citizens.  These  gifts  can  be  held  together  in  special 
alcoves,  if  their  nature  permits,  so  as  to  retain  identity  as  the  collec- 
tions of  their  donors.  They  will  be  safe,  carefully  cared  for,  and  will 
contribute  in  the  highest  degree  to  the  public  welfare.  The  librarian's 
reports  of  donations  for  the  last  two  years  show  the  liberality  and 
public  spirit  of  Washingtonians  in  this  particular,  even  without  the 
encouragement  and  invitation  to  such  donations  which  conditions  in 
the  new  building  present. 

v  astlv  increased  accessions  for  the  future  may  be  confidently  antici- 
pated along  the  lines  of  donation  upon  which  beginnings  have  been 
made,  and  in  new  directions  which  will  readilv  suggest  themselves.  An 

u  A*  the  Henry  Pastor  memorial  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is 

tJ|C  j  7  dev  oted  to  the  purchase  of  scientific  periodicals,  is  promised, 
■in  l  ^Lean's  agreement  to  provide  a  complete  collection  of 
an  oooks  relating  to  the  history  of  Ohio  suggests  to  loyal  and  benefi- 
cent citizens  representing  other  States  the  idea  of  collecting  at  the 
national  capital  historical  State  records.    Especially  should  the  prec- 
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edent  be  effective  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  All  valuable  mate- 
rials of  history  pertaining  to  the  national  capital  should  be  treasured 
within  the  fireproof  inclosure  of  the  Washington  Public  Library  and 
there  made  most  easily  accessible  to  the  student,  while  secure  from  the 
vandal.  The  cooperation  of  the  Historical  Society  and  other  local 
organizations  and  of  individual  citizens  interested  in  local  history  is 
earnestly  desired. 

Additional  donations  of  books  or  of  money  to  buy  special  collections 
of  books  are  also  reasonably  expected.  The  precedent  of  the  "Anthony 
Pollok  collection"  will  doubtless  prove  usefully  suggestive.  The 
executors  of  Mr.  Pollok,  in  presenting  1,500  valuable  volumes  to  the 
library,  provided  that  the  collection  should  be  known  as  the  "Anthony 
Pollok  collection,"  and  that  each  volume  should  be  supplied  with  a 
suitable  book  plate  upon  which  these  words  should  be  inscribed.  Many 
public-spirited  citizens  whose  gifts  or  legacies  have  been  acknowledged 
from  time  to  time  by  the  librarian  have  given  liberally  of  money  and 
useful  books,  and  their  example,  under  the  inspiration  of  the  new  con- 
ditions, is  likely  to  be  widely  followed. 

USE  OF  DUPLICATES  FROM  THE  LIBRARY  OF  CONGRESS. 

Coincident  with  the  housing  of  the  public  library  in  its  new  building 
there  should  be  a  clear  definition  of  its  relations  to  the  Library  of 
Congress,  to  the  end  that  both  institutions  may  best  serve  the  public 
uses  of  their  creation  and  to  the  end  that  the  waste  of  national  library 
treasure  at  the  capital  may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The  opening 
to  circulation  or  the  creation  of  a  circulating  department  of  the  Library 
of  Congress  has  been  frequently  urged,  but  always  unsuccessfully. 
The  policy  seems  now  to  be  fixed  of  treating  and  developing  that 
library  exclusively  as  one  of  the  world's  great  reference  collections  for 
scholars  and  students.  The  Washington  Public  Library,  as  primarily 
a  circulating  library,  supplements  the  Library  of  Congress  just  as 
numerous  popular  circulating  collections  of  London  and  Paris  supple- 
ment the  library  of  the  British  Museum  and  the  French  national 
library,  the  latter  being  exclusively  reference  collections.  The  rela- 
tions of  nation  and  capital,  involving  complete  control  of  the  capital  s 
affairs  by  Congress,  make  the  Washington  Public  Library  as  much  a 
Government  institution  in  principle  as  the  Library  of  Congress.  I  be 
problem  presented  to  the  National  Legislature  is  to  so  use  the  capital  s 
reference  and  lending  libraries  that  the  nation  will  waste  no  fraction 
of  its  library  resources  and  that  all  its  books,  whether  valuable  for 
reference  or  circulating  purposes,  shall  be  rendered  most  fully  availa- 
ble for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  Republic. 

In  fixing  the  status  of  the  Library  of  Congress  as  exclusively  a  ref- 
erence library,  many  miscellaneous  volumes  suitable  for  circulating 
purposes  may  be  condemned  to  decay  almost  unused  on  the  shelve-. 
Congress,  in" controlling  the  affairs  of  both  libraries  for  the  highest 
public  benefit,  would  wisely  institute  a  system  of  reciprocity  between 
the  two  libraries  and  divert  so  far  as  possible  valuable  reference  col- 
lections to  the  Library  of  Congress,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  transtcr 
as  a  loan  to  the  shelves  of  the  public  library  and  render  accessible  to 
the  people  duplicate  miscellaneous  volumes  in  the  Library  of  Congress 
suitable  for  general  circulation.  , 

Several  years  ago,  before  there  was  anv  promise  or  hope  ot  sucn  a 
home  for  the  capital's  lending  library  as  the  structure  on  Mount  Vei- 
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non  Square  will  afford,  the  effort  was  made  to  secure  for  public  use 
in  the  Washington  Library  some  15,000  uncopyrighted  duplicates  on 
the  shelves  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  the  then  Librarian  of  Con- 
gress (Mr.  Spofford)  approved  a  resolution  which  authorized  the  Joint 
Committee  on  the  Library  to  designate  and  turn  over  as  a  loan  to  the 
public  library  such  books  of  that  description  as  could  be  spared  from 
the  Library  of  Congress.  There  should  be  ascertained  at  this  time 
through  the  Librarian  of  Congress  whether  any  duplicates  in  the 
library  can  without  inconvenience  be  spared  that  would  be  of  value 
for  popular  circulating  purposes.  Then  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Library  might  be  authorized  to  remove  temporarily,  as  a  loan,  from 
the  shelves  of  the  reference  to  the  lending  library,  such  of  these  vol- 
umes as  it  may  designate.  This  shifting  of  books  to  serve  the  ends  of 
wise  public  economy  and  the  highest  public  benefit  should  not  be  con- 
fined to  uncopyrighted  books.  Copyright  duplicates  might,  it  would 
seem,  be  kept  as  well  and  as  legally  in  one  public  library  under  com- 
plete Congressional  control  as  in  another.  v 

In  accordance  with  the  same  principle  of  scientific  division  of  labor 
and. economic  concentration  of  effort  is  the  suggestion  that  the  public 
library  be  made  for  popular  lending  purposes  the  general  depart- 
mental library,  as  a  substitute  for  the  small  miscellaneous  collections 
which  have  been  secured  by  a  few  of  the  Departments.  The  public 
library  would  not,  if  thus  used,  affect  in  the  slightest  the  departmental 
libraries  as  technical  reference  collections  for  official  use.  The  vol- 
umes of  the  latter  character  number  nearly  300,000,  while  there  are 
only  between  20,000  and  30,000  miscellaneous  lending  books  in  the 
aggregated  departmental  libraries.  To  turn  over  these  books  to  the 
public  library,  using  the  people's  collection  also  as  a  general  depart- 
mental library,  would  save  the  Government  the  expensive  duplication 
of  books  in  numerous  small  collections  and  would  also  economize  in 
the  room  space  devoted  to  departmental  library  purposes. 

WASTE  OF  THE  CAPITAL'S  LIBRARY  TREASURE. 

To  render  accessible  to  the  people  for  circulating  purposes  and  for 
reading  at  night  the  Congressional  Library  duplicates  and  the  miscel- 
laneous books  in  the  departmental  libraries  will  spare  Washington  the 
humiliation  of  remaining  longer  that  city  which,  of  all  the  world, 
boasts  the  highest  per  capita  of  library  books  and  confesses  the  oppor- 
tunity to  make  the  smallest  use  of  them. 

In  the  special  report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  committee  on  library  in 
in  4  attention  was  called  to  this  delusive  display  of  local  library  wealth, 
and  the  beginning  was  marked  of  the  effort  to  give  to  the  capital  a  pop- 
mar  circulating  tax-sustained  library,  a  public  library  of  the  modern 
type.   This  report  said:

of  the  great  Government  collections  is  open  in  the  evening,  when  alone  the  great 
mass  of  the  people  can  use  the  books.  There  are  fifty-two  libraries  in  the  District, 
each  containing  over  1,000  volumes,  and  not  one  of  them  is  a  free  lending  library  j 
with  a  reading  room  open  at  night  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public.  Viewing 
this  ocean  of  more  than  a  million  books  spread  tantajizingly  before  them,  the  work- 
ingmen,  the  school  children,  the  Government  clerks,  the  great  mass  of  the  citizens  of 
Washington,  thirsty  for  the  knowledge  which  comes  from  reading,  may  well  exclaim 
with  the  Ancient  Mariner:  "Water,  water  everywhere,  nor  any  drop  to  drink." 

The  campaign  then  undertaken  has  resulted  in  a  series  of  notable 
successes.  First,  legislation  was  enacted  in  1896  creating  a  tax-sus- 
tained modern  library.  Second,  in  1898  an  appropriation  for  the  main- 
tenance of  this  library  on  the  half  and  half  basis,  as  a  part  of  the  local 
educational  s\stem,  was  secured.  Third,  in  1899  Mr.  Carnegie  made 
his  offer  of  money  to  erect  a  building  for  the  public  library  if  Congress 
would  furnish  a  site  and  suitable  maintenance.  The  way  was  already 
prepared  for  acceptance  of  this  offer.  The  maintenance  condition  did 
not  disturb  Congress,  since  that  body  had  already,  after  protracted  delib- 
eration, made  provision  of  tax  support  for  a  public  library.  But  for 
the  campaign,  however,  which  had  terminated  only  after  several  yours 
of  unsuccessful  effort  in  the  establishment  of  a  municipal  library. 
Washington  evidently  would  not  have  been  able  to  avail  itself  with 
the  necessary  promptness  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer.  Fourth,  in  1899  the 
legislation  was  secured  accepting  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer,  designating 
the  library  site,  and  inferentially  pledging  suitable  maintenance. 

On  another  line  of  library  development  a  distinct  advance  has  been 
made.  The  treasures  of  the  Library  of  Congress  have  become  availa- 
ble  for  reference  use  b}T  night  as  well  as  by  day.  The  farce  of  main- 
taining a  reference  library  accessible  only  at  hours  when  the  mass  of 
the  people  are  unable  to  enjoy  it  is  no  longer  performed. 

The  nation,  having  thus  developed  at  the  capital  its  reference  library 
facilities  so  that  they  accomplish  the  most  possible  for  the  public  good, 
will  doubtless  pursue  the  same  policy  of  enlarging  the  usefulness  of 
its  books  adapted  for  general  circulation.  To  this  end  it  will,  in  ful- 
fillment of  the  Congressional  pledge,  supply  adequate  and  creditable 
maintenance  for  the  capital's  lending  library  on  Mount  Vernon  square, 
and  through  this  medium  will  place  before  the  people  of  the  Republic 
for  their  enjoyment  and  educational  improvement  all  of  the  circulat- 
ing books  at  its  command,  whether  in  the  Library  of  Congress  or  in 
the  departmental  libraries.  Thus  will  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
the  public  library  perfectly  supplement  each  other  as  reference  and 
circulating  collections,  respectively,  for  the  public  benefit  in  the  man- 
ner dictated  by  sound  economy  and  practical  wisdom,  and  thus  will 
the  reproach  be  finally  and  completely  removed  from  Congress  that  it 
has  buried  the  talent  of  the  nation's  library  treasure  in  the  earth  instead 
of  actively  utilizing  it  to  promote  the  general  welfare.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

Washington,  September  30,  1901. 
Gentlemen:  Herewith  is  submitted  a  report  of  the  work  of  the 
library  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901.  This  is  the  second  report 
for  a  complete  year  since  the  opening  of  the  library,  and  by  the  tables 
and  statements  included  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  demand  for  books.  The  approaching  completion  of  the  new 
library  building  has  seemed  to  add  to  the  demand  for  a  lamely 
increased  number  of  books  and  larger  means  to  properly  accommodate 
the  reading  public,  two  things  which  it  has  been  impossible  to  furnish 
A  vast  amount  has  been  done  with  the  limited  facilities  furnished  and 
it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  notwithstanding  the  limited  means 
at  hand  as  to  appropriations,  force,  and  building  conveniences  there  is 
so  good  a  showing.  The  pressure  upon  the  stack  rooms  has  become 
diincult  to  manage,  so  that  it  is  only  the  hope  of  larger  quarters  in  the 
near  future  that  enables  the  library  force  and  pSblic  to  bear  the 
present  inconveniences.  With  all  the  difficulties  mentioned  there  has 
been  a  considerable  gain  in  the  matter  of  better  books,  a  finer  condi- 
n ii ml  f  books  on  the  shelves,  caused  by  rebinding,  and  a  larger 
umber  of  books  and  periodicals  in  the  reference  roorn.    The  result

On  account  of  lack  of  force  and  proper  arrangement  for  taking  the 
records  no  statistics  are  given  in  the  foregoing  table  of  books  consulted 
in  the  reference  room,  nor  of  the  use  of  periodicals  except  for  a  few 
duplicate  bound  volumes.  A  full  record  of  these  would  add  quite  a 
proportion  to  the  general  circulation.  The  total  issue  of  books  is 
123,555,  or  an  average  of  10,296  volumes  a  month.    The  number  of

books  in  the  library  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  18,910,  and  on 
June  30,  1901,  22,811,  so  that  the  average  number  for  the  year  was 
about  20,875.  This  makes  the  real  circulation  equal  to  nearly  six  times 
the  whole  library. 

In  making  this  statement  there  must  be  taken  into  account  the  still 
imperfect  condition  of  the  books  and  the  fact  that  quite  a  large  pro- 
portion are  well  worn  and  not  the  most  popular.  The  average  number 
of  registered  borrowers  during  the  year  was  about  10,000,  and  the 
average  number  of  books  issued  to  each  reader  was  12i,  or,  taking  into 
account  all  who  registered,  each  borrower  had  a  book  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  days  out  of  the  three  hundred  and  three  library  days 
of  the  year. 

The  largest  circulation  on  any  one  day  was  750  volumes  and  the 
smallest  195  volumes.  The  average  daily  circulation  for  the  different 
months,  as  shown  in  the  table,  has  varied  from  315  to  168,  the  largest 
being  February,  1901,  and  the  smallest  in  August,  1900.  The  percent- 
age of  fiction  and  juvenile  works  continues  about  the  same,  but  quite  a 
large  increase  is  noticed  in  several  of  .the  class  books,  especially  in 
literature,  history,  and  travel,  next  in'  order  being  biography,  phi- 
losophy, and  religion,  natural  science,  social  science,  recreation  ana 
fine  arts,  and  useful  arts.  , 

The  condition  of  the  stacks  now  is  worse  than  that  of  last  year,  and 
with  all  the  changing  and  putting  in  of  extra  shelves  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  find  room  for  the  classed  books  after  portions  of  the 
spaces  allotted  to  fiction  had  been  taken  for  the  additions.  The  present 
circulation  of  books  is  scarcely  a  test  of  the  work  of  the  library,  tor 
the  reason  that  with  sufficymf  books  it  would  even  under  present  con- 
ditions be  increased  many  fold. 
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DUPLICATE  COLLECTION. 

Durin"  the  past  year  462  volumes  have  been  purchased  for  the  dupli- 
cate collection  and  416  volumes  were  transferred  to  the  regular  library 
shelves.  During  1899-1900  extra  copies  of  several  books,  such  as  Wor- 
cester's Philippine  Islands,  Higginson's Cheerful  Yesterdays,  and  Hille- 
gas's  Oom  Paul's  People  were  added  to  the  library  by  means  of  the 
duplicate  collection,  and  with  the  exception  of  two  titles  nothing  but 
fiction  has  been  added.  The  exceptions  were  the  two  volumes  of 
Browning  Letters  and  three  extra  copies  of  Rostand's  L'Aiglon.  In 
the  case  of  the  latter  book  three  times  as  many  copies  would  have  paid 
for  themselves.  The  462  volumes  purchased  included  only  112  separa- 
rate  titles.  In  many  cases  but  1  extra  copy  was  bought,  but  of  the 
popular  books  from  25  to  30  copies  have  paid  for  themselves.  So  that 
as  :i  direct  result  of  the  duplicate  collection  the  library  owned  the  fol- 
lowing:

and  from  1  to  10  extra  copies  of  many  other  good  but  less  popular 
works  of  fiction. 

The  preceding  list  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  class  of  books 
most  successful  in  the  duplicate  collection.  These  extra  copies  of 
popular  books,  loaned  at  10  cents  a  week,  are  purchased  whenever 
the  demand  for  them  seems  to  warrant.  As  soon  as  the  weekly 
income  from  a  book  has  equaled  its  actual  cost  to  the  library  the  vol- 
ume is  transferred  to  the  regular  free  circulating  shelves  and  the 
money  expended  in  buying  another  copy  of  the  same  or  some  more 
popular  book,  so  that  both  the  library  and  the  readers  gain  by  the 
arrangement. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June,  1901,  1.801  different  card  hold- 
ers used  the  pay-duplicate  collection.  As  the  total  number  of  card 
holders  was  13,328,  the  record  shows  that  about  one-seventh,  or  a 
little  more  than  13  per  cent,  of  the  library's  registered  patrons  found 
this  special  collection  valuable.  The  number  of  readers  using  these 
duplicates  is  larger  than  was  supposed  before  the  final  records  were 
compiled,  and  it  has  now  been  proved  conclusive^  that  such  a  collec- 
tion adds  greatly  to  the  library's  popularity. 

Another  interesting  fact  is  that  of  the  1,80-1*  card  holders  who  drew 
out  duplicates,  880,  or  nearly  one-half,  used  it  more  than  once,  thus 
proving  that  their  first  experience  having  been  satisfactory  they  grew 
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accustomed  to  depending  on  the  collection  for  new  books,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  following  table:

Other  borrowers  took  a  book  a  less  number  of  times,  making,  as 
has  been  said,  a  total  of  880  persons  who  used  the  duplicate  collection 
two  or  more  times. 

It  has  seemed  well  to  make  this  detailed  report  of  the  work  during 
the  first  complete  year  because  pay-duplicate  collections  have  not  yet 
been  started  in  many  libraries.  The  experience  here  shows  that  when 
the  library  funds  are  not  sufficient  to  buy  more  than  one  copy  of  a 
popular  book,  the  demand  may  be  met  by  duplicates.  These  extra 
copies  are  loaned  at  10  cents  a  week  until  they  have  paid  for  them- 
selves, when  they  are  transferred  immediately  to  the  open  shelves  and 
allowed  to  circulate  freely.  Over  1,800  card  holders  appreciated  hav- 
ing new,  clean  copies  of  popular  books,  and  were  glad  to  pay  for  the 
privilege.  Duplicate  books  may  be  reserved,  and  as  many  may  be 
drawn  at  a  time  as  the  reader  chooses  to  pay  for.  At  the  same  time 
the  regular  library  cards  may  be  used  for  books  on  the  shelves.  The 
more  carefully  the  duplicates  are  selected  the  more  valuable  the  col- 
lection becomes,  for  by  its  means  the  library  will  secure,  at  very  slight 
outlay,  many  copies  of  good  books. 

REGISTRATION. 

When  the  library  was  opened  in  January,  1899,  the  trustees  directed 
that  cards  should  be  issued  to  readers  entitling  them  to  the  privileges 
of  the  library  for  three  j^ears.  This  was  done,  and  on  June  30,  1901, 
13,328  persons  had  registered.  On  January  2,  1902,  the  first  cards 
issued  will  expire  and  reregistration  must  begin,  which  means  addi- 
tional work.  A  complete  registration  should  be  made  and  every 
resident  of  the  District  of  Columbia  encouraged  to  become  a  reader  at 
the  library. 

In  1900,  3,746  persons  registered;  in  1901,  2.871.  In  1900  there 
was  general  interest  in  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift,  in  the  discussion  of  the 
sites  and  the  new  building,  and  in  the  work  of  the  library  in  its 
cramped  quarters  on  New  York  avenue.  Hardly  a  week  passed  with- 
out some  mention  of  the  library  in  the  daily  papers.  During  the  past 
year  the  gift,  the  new  building,  and  the  organized  public  library 
seemed  old  stories  and  were  seldom  mentioned,  hence  less  interest  has 
been  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  public  in  the  matter  of  registra- 
tion, but  one  great  reason  has  been  the  lack  of  books  demanded  by 
the  mass  of  readers  which  can  only  be  remedied  by  large  purchases. 
But  even  with  books  in  abundance  it  will  be  well  for  the  library  to 
make  its  privileges  fully  known  to  the  people  in  all  proper  ways- 
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Some  of  these  methods  are  by  having  attractive  finding  lists  of  books; 
printing  weekly  or  monthly  bulletins  of  additions  to  the  library;  lists 
in  the  local  papers  of  new  books  or  special  collections,  bulletin  boards, 
lectures  cooperation  with  study  clubs,  literary,  scientific  and  his- 
torical and  other  societies  and  various  local  organizations.  It  will  be 
well  to  secure  outlines  of  the  work  which  study  or  trade  clubs  expect 
to  pursue  and  have  all  the  material  bearing  on  the  subjects  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  leader  and  the  individual  members. 

The  higher  educational  institutions  of  Washington  arrange  lecture 
courses  each  winter,  and  these  might  add  indirectly  to  the  popularity 
of  the  library  if  only  the  book  fund  were  large  enough  to  buy  the 
di  tie  rent  works  referred  to  by  the  lecturers,  and  buy  them  just  at  the 
time  they  are  needed.  To  illustrate:  In  one  of  the  lecture  courses  at 
Columbian  University  Prof.  William  A.  Wilbur  devoted  an  hour  to 
the  analysis  of  the  plot  in  the  Last  Days  of  Pompeii.  For  a  week 
afterwards  there  was  a  constant  demand  at  the  library  for  Bulwer 
Lytton's  novel.  Many  persons  who  had  never  before  registered  came 
at  that  time  to  get  the  book.  Unfortunately,  with  only  one  copy  on 
the  shelves  and  no  means  to  buy  more,  many  readers  were  greatly 
disappointed.  It  would  have  been  better  for  the  library  if,  knowing 
Professor  Wilbur's  subject,  several  new  copies  of  a  standard  work 
like  Last  Days  of  Pompeii  could  have  been  bought  and  ready  for  cir- 
culation when  the  extra  demand  comes.  The  registration  of  children 
will  be  much  larger  when  the  library  is  well  advertised  in  the  schools, 
which  can  be  easily  done  if  the  juvenile  collection  becomes  as  large  as 
it  ought  to  be  and  teachers  can  be  encouraged  to  refer  their  scholars 
to  the  library  for  help  in  the  preparation  of  essays  or  for  outside 
reading  matter,  which  will  be  provided  for  in  the  new  building.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  carefully  selected  sets  of  books  suitable  for  the 
different  grades,  and  these  small  libraries  being  sent  for  a  few  weeks 
at  a  time  to  one  school  and  then  sent  to  another  school.  Owing  to 
lack  of  books  this  work  hitherto  has  been  impossible. 

Delivery  stations  and  branch  libraries  are  also  means  of  increasing 
popularity,  but  have  not  yet  been  attempted  by  the  library  for  the  lack 
of  means  to  do  so,  but  will  have  to  be  provided  for  soon.  In  some 
cities  arrangements  have  been  made  with  manufacturers  and  employers 
of  workmen  to  insert  in  each  pay  envelope  a  small  slip  furnished  by 
the  library.  On  this  slip  is  printed  an  invitation  to  the  laborer  to  use 
the  library.  It  also  tells  him  how  to  register  in  order  to  obtain  the 
privileges.  Explanations  of  the  library's  aims  and  resources  are  some- 
times sent  to  labor  organizations  and  fraternal  societies,  and  requests 
are  made  that  the  members  inspect  the  books  on  subjects  connected 
with  the  purposes  of  the  organization  or  suggest  titles  of  other  books 
which  would  be  valuable  along  that  special  line.  In  addition  to  these 
snorts  at  arousing  interest  among  a  large  number  of  persons  there 
should  be  constant  striving  of  the  friendly  support  of  individuals  of 
all  classes,  especially  ministers,  teachers,  and  specialists  in  any  depart- 
ment ot  learning,  who  should  rely  on  the  library  and  give  as  well  as 
Receive  help.  This  has  been  done  already  to  a  large  extent,  greatly 
to  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

As  was  mentioned  in  the  first  report  (1898,  p.  3): 

ei  Jl\ncfCll°o1  trUHtees>  the  workingmen's  organizations,  and  various  citizens' 
^oiis  cooperated  to  sustain  the  public  library  movement.    *   *  * 
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They  should  still  cooperate  to  sustain  the  library  established  through 
their  efforts,  and  they  can  best  show  their  interest  by  registering  and 
then  making  use  of  the  books. 

The  registration  during  the  past  year  has  varied  greatly  from  day 
to  day.  At  times  only  3  persons  registerd,  while  again,  with  no 
apparent  reason  for  increase,  there  have  been  30  new  cards  taken  dur- 
ing the  day.  If  time  allowed,  it  might  be  interesting  to  examine  the 
causes  of  this  lack  of  uniformity  and  perhaps  discover  new  methods 
of  increasing  the  registration.  The  average  for  the  year  has  been 
9  new  readers'  cards  a  day.  It  is  true  that  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, with  a  population  of  278,718,  has  a  registration  at  the  public 
library  of  only  13,329,  showing  that  about  1  person  in  every  20  has 
availed  himself  of  the  library  privileges,  but  hitherto  Washington 
scarcely  had  such  privileges. 

Considering  the  difficulties  under  which  the  work  has  been  done, 
there  is  no  real  ground  for  discouragement;  still  it  is  plain  that  ener- 
getic measures  must  be  taken  to  increase  our  work.  Only  authorized 
card  holders  can  draw  books  from  the  library,  so  that  the  circulation 
is  largely  dependent  on  the  registration,  and  we  must  encourage  the 
people  to  come  to  the  library  by  having  all  the  facilities  for  doing  the 
work  easily  and  well,  then  be  able  to  furnish  the  books  for  the  people 
who  have  registered,  and  the  result  will  be  a  much  increased  circulation. 

The  method  of  registration  adopted  by  the  library  is  the  one  recom- 
mended by  the  American  Library  Association  and  is  the  same  as  that 
used  in  the  best  libraries  in  the  country.  With  liberal  provisions,  the 
public  library  tries  to  guard  equally  the  rights  of  the  library  and  of 
the  readers,  and  the  method,  though  simple,  answers  in  every  respect 
all  the  demands  made  on  a  perfect  registration  system,  and  after  three 
years'  trial  no  suggestions  are  made  for  changes. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT  OF  COLLECTIONS.

As  usual,  the  largest  item  in  the  table  is  for  fines,  amounting  to 
$830.48  for  the  year,  or  an  average  of  $69.20  per  month,  this  being- 
collected  at  2  cents  a  day  for  an  overdue  book.  This  shows  a  payment 
for  41,724  days,  and  in  a  way  indicates  the  use  of  the  books  in  so  small 
a  library  as  this.    This  fine  is  made  to  insure  the  prompt  return  oi 
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books  and  is  not  collected  as  a  revenue,  for  the  expense  of  the  service 
exceeds  the  amount  received,  as  many  of  the  books  have  to  be  collected 


by  a  messenger. 

'The  next  item  in  size  is  $530.70,  for  books  in  the  duplicate  collection, 
but  this  money  is  used  to  purchase  other  books  for  the  collections,  and 
is  not  a  source  of  revenue.  It  is  an  important  matter,  as  it  helps  to 
increase  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  library,  and  is  a  great  con- 
venience to  those  desiring  to  draw  new  books,  which  otherwise  could 
not  be  purchased.  The  other  items  are  small,  but  the  whole  table 
indicates  quite  an  amount  of  labor  in  attending  carefully  to  details  in 
such  a  large  number  of  small  fees. 


CATALOGUE. 


The  library  has  a  duplicate  card  catalogue,  one  a  typewritten  copy, 
of  which  it' is  justly  proud.  The  work  has  been  so  planned  that 
whether  the  library'  contain  a  hundred  volumes  or  a  hundred  thou- 
sand, the  catalogue  will  meet  all  requirements  and  can  grow  with  the 
increasing  library.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  have  the  cata- 
logue cards  prepared  on  the  typewriter,  thus  avoiding  the  slow  method 
of  writing  the  so-called  library  hand,  and  providing  a  much  neater 
collection  of  cards  for  the  use  of  the  public.  A  special  machine  has 
been  used  for  preparing  the  book  cards,  which  will  save  much  time 
and  eventually  dispense  with  the  pen  in  this  work.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary to  have  several  more  typewritten  copies  of  this  catalogue  when 
the  new  building  is  occupied.  The  records  of  the  library  are  now  fairly 
complete  as  in  modern  libraries — accession  books,  shelf  lists,  records 
of  books  worn  out  and  lost,  and  of  current  periodicals  received  by 
subscriptionand  gift.  Five  thousand  six  hundred  and  ten  entirely  new 
catalogue  cards  have  been  made  and  filed  in  the  catalogue  during  the 
year,  but  this  represents  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  necessary  to 
keep  a  first-class  dictionary  catalogue  at  its  highest  point  of  usefulness. 
One  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  books  have  been  worn  out 
or  lost  and  paid  for,  or  for  other  reasons  been  withdrawn  from  circula- 
tion. Many  of  the  more  popular  books  have  been  replaced  by  new 
copies,  and  many  more  will  be  replaced  as  soon  as  the  book  fund  is 
properly  increased. 

The  printing  of  finding  lists  or  of  monthly  bulletins,  should  that  be 
deemed  advisable,  can  be  commenced  at  any  time.  Valuable  pamphlets 
have  been  classified,  catalogued,  and  can  easily  be  prepared  for  bind- 
ing. Missing  periodicals  have  been  noted,  and  old  periodicals  have 
been  saved  with  a  view  to  making  scrapbooks,  and  collections  of  por- 
traits such  as  are  found  valuable  in  other  libraries,  while  duplicate 
periodicals  have  been  sorted  out  ready  for  sale  or  exchange.  Some 
material  has  been  collected  also  for  making  bibliographies  on  current 
topics,  and  with  a  view  to  the  future  work  with  school  children.  No 
step  has  been  taken  without  considering  the  good  of  the  library,  both 
at  the  present  and  in  the  future.  The  urgent  needs  are  more  books 
and  better  facilities  for  placing  the  books  in  the  hands  of  readers, 
and  this  means  good  catalogues. 

v  arlyle  in  describing  the  British  Museum  said: 

A  library  is  not  worth  anything  without  a  catalogue.    It  is  a  Polyphemus  without

BINDING. 

During  the  next  few  months  every  book  in  the  library  should  be 
carefully  examined,  and  those  needing  repair  put  in  perfect  order, 
borne  of  this  work— such  as  cleaning  soiled  margins,  mending  torn 
pages,  pasting  in  loose  illustrations,  and  the  like— can  be  done  at  the 
library  but  when  the  stitching  is  broken,  whole  signatures  loose,  or 
the  book  has  a  "broken  back,"  it  must  be  sent  to  a  regular  binder. 
JWery  book  should  be  ready  to  issue  as  soon  as  the  library  moves  into 
its  new  building.  I  he  supply  of  books  then  will  be  far  below  the 
demands  ot  the  public,  even  if  every  volume  is  available.  During  the 
past  year  over  2,000  books  were  rebound,  and  a  much  larger  number 
will  probably  need  rebinding  during  the  next  year,  owing  to  the  wear 
and  tear  of  constant  use.  A  careful  examination  of  the  shelves  will 
probably  show  several  thousand  volumes  in  need  of  repair.  Five 
hundred  and  twenty-five  periodicals  were  bound  last  year.  These 
were  the  later  numbers  of  magazines  taken  in  the  reading  room,  and 
in  tew  cases  do  they  make  our  sets  complete.  During  the  coming 
year  the  current  numbers  will  be  more  than  last  year,  and  in  addition 
to  the  cost  of  binding  them  the  library  should  have  money  for  com- 
pletion of  breaks  in  the  sets.  Many  of  these  earlier  volumes  are  now 
on  hand  waiting  to  be  bound.  Friends  of  the  library  have  generously 
given  thousands  of  unbound  periodicals,  and  if  the  binding  fund  were 
larger  there  is  no  doubt  that  fifteen  hundred  volumes  could  be  pre- 
pared for  circulation  at  once.  At  present  two  rooms  on  the  top  floor 
are  devoted  entirely  to  unbound  periodicals. 

The  popularity  of  the  library  would  be  greatly  increased  if  all  these 
magazines  could  be  bound  and  placed  on  the  shelves  of  the  new  peri- 
odical room.  At  least  $5,000  will  be  necessary  to  do  the  work  the 
coming  year,  and  there  should  be  a  larger  margin  for  unexpected 
binding.  The  true  economy  of  having  a  binding  fund  is  shown  by  the 
experience  of  the  library  during  the  past  year.  In  1899-1900  there 
was  no  binding  fund  and  books  circulated  until  they  fell  to  pieces, 
consequently  2,232  volumes  were  worn  completely  out.    In  1900-1901, 
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by  careful  management  of  the  appropriation  for  binding,  the  most 
popular  books  were  kept  in  fair  condition,  and  only  1,129  volumes 
became  useless,  only  a  little  more  than  half  as  many  as  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the  books  in  the 
library  were  older  and  the  circulation  had  increased.  These  facts 
show  conclusively  that  with  prompt  repairing  the  books  can  be  made 
to  last  much  longer.  Three-fourths  of  the  books  now  in  the  library 
are  gifts  from  public-spirited  citizens  who  have  taken  volumes  from 
their  own  collections  to  present.  These  books,  being  more  or  less 
worn,  often  require  necessary  repair,  and  in  order  to  keep  them  in 
circulation  need  rebinding  very  soon.  The  new  books  bought  for 
the  library  are  from  regular  book  dealers'  stock,  and  neither  paper  nor 
cloth  covers  are  suited  to  the  constant  handling  they  receive  in  a 
public  library.  The  plates  loosen,  the  stitches  break,  corners  wear 
rough,  and  soon  a  popular  book  must  be  rebound  or  else  it  is  unfit  to 
circulate.  The  poor  paper  and  binding  used  in  modern  books  is  a 
matter  frequently  discussed  at  the  meetings  of  the  Library  Associa- 
tion, and  the  experience  of  our  own  library  is  repeated  in  every  large 
circulating  library  in  the  country.    As  Mr.  Spofford  says : 

Few  books  are  issued  either  here  or  abroad  in  what  may  be  called  permanent  bind- 
ings. Every  library  strives  to  keep  its  books  neat  and  attractive,  and  there  is  no 
question  that  readers  take  a  greater  interest  in  books  that  are  neatly  and  attractively 
bound,  than  in  volumes  dressed  in  mean  garb.  The  care  bestowed  upon  thorough 
and  enduring  binding  can  hardly  be  overrated,  since  the  life  of  the  book  depends 
upon  it. 

Mr.  Dana,  librarian  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  has  clearly  stated  the 
difficulties  under  which  public  libraries  suffer  when  buying  new  books. 

He  says: 

Most  books  are  poorly  made  and  will  not  long  stand  the  wear  and  tear  of  constant 
use.  The  bindings  in  which  they  are  purchased  are  usually  made  of  very  cheap 
material,  and  books  and  bindings  are  generally  carelessly  put  together.  The  paper 
used  is,  as  a  rule,  thick,  heavy,  and  pulpy.  This  makes  the  book  look  large.  Very 
often  the  glue  on  the  back  of  a  book  splits  away  from  the  leaves.  But  if  the  book 
be  taken  in  time  and  sent  to  the  bindery  it,  if  properly  bound,  will  be  much  stronger 
than  before. 

It  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  nearly  all  the  books  now  in  the 
library  will  need  rebinding. 

In  addition  to  the  books  in  the  circulating  department  of  the  library 
there  is  a  large  collection  of  periodicals,  many  of  them  unbound. 
Since  the  printing  of  the  Poole  Index,  which  analyzes  the  contents  of 
187  sets  of  different  periodicals,  many  of  the  sets  containing  hundreds 
of  vol nmes,  libraries  have  found  serials  of  the  greatest  value  to  all 
students.  Every  large  library  now  attempts  to  have  as  complete  sets 
a>  possible  and  to  have  them  bound  and  ready  for  use.  The  plans  for 
the  new  building  provide  a  large  space  especially  for  them,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  library  will  have  such  a  collection  as  will  be  a  credit 
to  the  city.  Thousands  of  magazines  have  been  given,  many  of  them 
scientific  and  technical  and  of  the  highest  value.  These  only  need 
binding  to  be  put  in  the  hands  of  readers.  The  library  has  been  given 
th  u°  ?^  ^e  subscription  price  of  a  certain  class  of  serials  and 
these  should  be,  of  course,  bound  and  preserved  whenever  a  volume 
js  complete.  Another  class  of  unbound  literature  is  made  up  of 
monographs,  reports,  and  such  valuable  special  treatises.    These  pam- 

int     fC>an  not  ^e  *ssuecl  in  tneir  present  condition,  but  will  form  an 
nteresting  addition  to  the  library  as  soon  as  properly  bound. 
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Every  library  finds  that  even  if  the  books  are  not  in  constant  circu- 
lation, and  so  wearing  out  by  use,  the  volumes  that  stand  on  the  shelves 
often  need  repair,  since  the  leather  backs  are  injured  by  heat  and  bind- 
ings warp  and  collect  dust.  A  certain  amount  must  always  be  allowed 
to  keep  these  standard  works  in  perfect  condition.  These  are  the 
main  needs  in  every  library  for  a  large  expenditure  on  binding,  but  in 
a  library  like  ours,  where  the  circulation  is  so  great  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  books,  a  large  fund  for  binding  is  especially  necessary. 
With  this  increased  fund  the  foreign  books  which  are  generally  given 
to  the  library  in  paper  covers  can  be  made  available  for  circulation 
when  properhT  bound. 

In  connection  with  the  circulation  of  books  there  is  quite  a  number 
each  week  which  must  be  withdrawn  to  be  repaired,  and  in  order  to 
be  of  use  to  readers  it  is  necessary  that  this  work  be  done  as  speedily 
as  possible.  The  most  convenient  method  is  to  have  this  done  at  the 
library.  The  same  may  be  said  of  rebinding  and  the  binding  of  new 
books.  Many  libraries  have  all  their  binding  done  in  the  library  itself, 
thus  avoiding  the  risk  of  loss,  and  having  the  books  near  at  hand  at 
all  times,  which  is  often  a  very  important  matter. 

In  looking  into  this  subject  I  have  made  some  inquiries  as  to  the 
expense  of  a  small  binding  plant  to  be  located  in  the  new  building,  and 
find  it  will  not  be  over  $1,000.  Doubtless  this  small  sum  expended 
would  be  fully  repaid  in  a  short  time,  to  say  nothing  of  the  great  con- 
venience of  having  the  books  at  hand  and  saved  from  the  danger  of 
loss  by  removing  them  from  the  library  and  kept  for  a  time  in  a  build- 
ing not  fireproof.  As  aprovision  for  this  I  recommend  that  an  esti- 
mate be  submitted  for  a  binding  plant  to  be  placed  in  the  rooms  set 
apart  for  such  purposes  in  the  new  building. 

READING  AND  REFERENCE  ROOM. 

Aside  from  the  shelf  and  delivery  rooms,  the  greatest  need  during 
the  }^ear  has  been  a  larger  space  for  readers  in  the  reference  room, 
which  has  been  crowded  both  day  and  night.  The  demand  has  been 
so  great  that  it  has  been  utterly  impossible  to  accommodate  those  wish- 
ing to  use  the  room.  The  list  of  reference  books  has  been  increased 
to  a  considerable  extent,  so  that  the  collection  is  a  fairly  good  one  for 
the  size  of  the  present  library,  but  entirely  inadequate  to  the  needs  of 
the  public  when  the  library  is  transferred  to  the  new  building.  The 
collection  of  periodicals  has  not  been  materially  increased  during  the 
past  year  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  the  principal  means  of  support 
being  the  interest  from  the  Henry  Pastor  memorial  fund;  but  the  addi- 
tions to  the  list  of  bound  periodicals  in  the  library  by  gift  and  pur- 
chase has  been  considerable. 

As  suggested  in  my  last  report,  it  has  proved  necessary  to  have  in 
charge  of  this  room  an  assistant  who  has  the  requisite  familiarity  with 
books  and  with  the  needs  of  readers,  making  special  investigations  in 
any  specific  work.  It  has  been  a  source  of  gratification  that  this 
department  has  been  so  largely  used  during  the  year,  and  it  is  very 
important  that  as  soon  as  possible  proper  conveniences  may  be  fur- 
nished, when  this  will  become  a  very  essential  department  of  the  library 
for  students  and  workingmen  in  the  various  industries,  and  especially 
to  those  who  can  use  the  library  only  during  the  evening  hours. 
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CHILDREN  AND  THE  SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  facts  has  been  the  constantly  increasing 
number  of  readers  among  the  children,  the  majority  of  whom  are  from 
the  public  schools,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  owing  to  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  library  and  lack  of  room  no  special  work 
has  been  undertaken  with  the  teachers  or  pupils  of  the  schools  of  the 
city.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  more  fully  than  was  given  in  the 
last  report  in  regard  to  the  proposed  children's  room,  as  ample  pro- 
vision for  the  room  has  been  made  in  the  new  building.  There  is  still 
imperative  need  of  greatly  improved  facilities,  as  to  books,  perodicals, 
ami  incidental  accessories,  and  especially  for  an  assistant  well  trained 
for  work  with  children  to  be  put  in  charge  of  this  department  of  the 
library.  Such  a  person  in  connection  with  the  schools  should  assist 
in  cultivating  a  taste  for  reading  good  books  and  periodicals,  and  have 
a  knowledge  of  the  way  to  guide  and  urge  the  younger  readers  to 
make  their  own  selections,  a  thing  which  they  are  always  very  anxious 
to  do. 

The  record  of  books  borrowed  from  this  department  shows  the 
young  people's  interest  in  the  reading  of  good  books,  and  this  may  be 
taken  for  granted,  as  Matthew  Arnold  says,  "that  culture  is  reading, 
hut  reading  with  a  purpose  to  guide  it  and  with  system.  He  does  a 
good  work  who  does  anything  to  help  this;  indeed  it  is  the  essential 
service  to  be  rendered  to  education."  This  is  what  the  schools  really 
ought  to  do  in  the  early  years  of  study  in  connection  with  the  use  of 
libraries,  and  may  be  considered  the  foundation  of  a  liberal  education. 

Everyone  who  is  trained  to  read  books  for  a  purpose  finds  in  them 
the  power  there  is  in  life— that  is,  the  power  to  become  an  important 
mem  her  of  society,  one  who  carries  into  life  a  deference  for  acquired 
knowledge,  which  is  of  incalculable  value  to  youth,  especially  where 
there  is  tendency  to  think  that  there  is  no  special  need  to  profit  by  the 
teachings  and  experiences  of  those  who  have  gone  before. 

BOOKS  IN  WASHINGTON. 

Perhaps  in  no  city  is  there  so  great  a  contrast  between  the  number 
ot  books  and  the  lack  of  facilities  for  their  use  to  the  general  public 
as  in  Washington,  and  this  condition  of  things  can  not  be  avoided 
except  by  having  a  large,  well-endowed  public  library.  In  this  capi- 
tal of  the  nation  many  large  special  libraries  must  be  maintained  and 
used  only  by  a  limited  number  of  people.  The  Library  of  Congress 
is  a  national  library  and  for  a  specific  purpose,  and  of  necessity  this 
ana  the  other  special  libraries  can  only  be  used  as  provided  by  law, 
not  being  intended  for  general  circulation.  The  accumulation  of  books 
in  \  asnington  is  large  for  a  city  of  its  size.  There  were  in  the  pub- 
lic libraries  of  the  whole  United  States  in  1900,  59  books  to  every  100 
population  The  District  of  Columbia  has  in  its  various  governmental 
ana  other  libraries  899  books  to  every  100  population.  Now  the  great 
question  seems  to  be  how  to  bring  books  and  people  together  in  the 
nost  emcient  way.  There  seems  but  one  answer  to  the  problem, 
nwvrf  75?  ,  the  leisure  ^  go  to  the  Library  of  Congress  will  find 
most  ot  the  books  waiting  for  them;  those  who  must  do  their  reading 
tb  at  odd  moments  snatched  from  other  occupations— and 

ese are  the  great  majority— can  not  go  to  the  books;  the  books  must 
*    J  tnem-   These  are  the  people  who  wiU  be  best  served  by  a  free 
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circulating  library.  According  to  the  bare  statistics,  without  explana- 
tion, the  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia  should  find  it  about  fif- 
teen times  as  easy  to  secure  appropriate  reading  matter  as  the  average 
citizen  of  the  country  enjoys.  But  the  facts  are  that  the  people  of 
Washington  have  hitherto  had  very  limited  facilities  for  enjoying  the 
full  benefits  of  free  libraries  and  can  not  expect  to  have  them  until  the 
collections  of  books  in  the  public  library  is  increased  a  hundredfold, 
and  this  can  alone  be  accomplished  by  very  large  appropriations  for 
books  for  the  new  building  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  arrangements 
may  be  made  for  branches  or  stations  for  the  distribution  of  books  in 
different  parts  of  the  city. 

LIBRARY  FORCE. 

The  regular  force,  though  small,  has  been  able  to  accomplish  a 
great  work  in  organizing  and  carrying  on  the  library  as  well  as  it  has 
been  done  since  its  foundation;  every  assistant,  cataloguer,  or  in  fact 
any  employee  of  whatever  grade,  does  the  best  work  only  after  years 
of  service.    A  library  dealing  with  the  public  is  not  the  place  for 
experimenting,  as  the  needs  of  the  service  are  too  urgent  and  the 
demands  for  trained  workers  too  great.     Persons  working  under 
these  adverse  conditions,  such  as  have  been  existing  here,  should  have 
some  hope  of  improvement  of  the  conditions  in  the  future.    The  need 
of  increased  salaries  for  the  grade  of  work  that  must  be  done  is 
urgent,  so  that,  as  already  stated,  this  library  may  stand  on  a  par  with 
other  institutions.    Some  36  persons  have  been  permanently  or  tem- 
porarily employed  in  the  library  since  its  work  began.    A  serious 
result  that  may  be  expected  from  the  lack  of  proper  salaries  for  the 
skill  demanded  will  be  noticeable  in  the  circulation.    To  serve  the 
public  properly  at  the  delivery  desk  requires  considerable  skill,  tact, 
and  education.    It  is  the  one  place  where  it  is  dangerous  to  have 
untrained  assistants.    Where  the  work  is  directly  with  the  borrower 
it  becomes  absolutely  necessary  that  mistakes  should  be  few,  as  they 
are  so  serious  when  made.    There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  small 
increase  in  the  desk  force  provided  for  1901-1902  will  cause  a  growth 
in  the  use  of  the  library,  and  with  the  proper  appropriations  tor  the 
next  year  there  will  be  a  manifest  increase  in  the  daily  average  ot  the 
circulation.  . 

The  readers  in  a  public  library  represent  all  classes  of  society  ana 
all  need  help  to  a  greater  or  less  degree.  In  the  circulating  depart- 
ment, success  is  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  personality  of  the  assist- 
ants. A  good  desk  assistant  must  be  well  educated,  courteous,  patient, 
tactful,  must  have  a  grasp  of  details,  and  added  to  these  requirements 
an  abundance  of  physical  strength,  as  the  work  is  hard  and  constant. 
The  position  is  a  very  trying  one.  As  the  disappointed  borrowers  con- 
stantly complain  when  the  book  wanted  is  "  not  in,"  the  assistant  mus 
try  to  satisfy  them  by  selecting  some  other  popular  book  it  a  novei 
was  asked  for;  and  if  a  classed  book,  some  other  reliable  authority 
that  will  give  the  information  sought  Whatever  the  service,  it  nu  >i 
be  pleasantly  given,  for  only  thus  can  the  library  and  the  people  ot 

kept  on  a  friendly  footing.  „nh\\c 
The  need  of  putting  the  very  best  people  in  contact  with  the  puu  u 
is  evident,  as  it  is  from  the  desk  assistant  that  an  estimate  or  w 
library  is  made,  and  if  ignorant  and  inefficient  attendants  wait  upoi 
the  public  it  injures  the  library  in  every  way;  in  fact  no  assistant 
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should  be  taken  into  any  position,  however  small,  who  is  not  worthy 
of  promotion  when  opportunity  offers,  and  it  is  by  such  appreciation 
that  the  best  work  is  secured. 

Aside  from  the  circulation  of  books  the  truest  estimate  of  the 
efficiency  of  a  library  is  to  be  reckoned  from  the  ease,  skill,  and 
promptness  with  which  it  supplies  those  books  to  the  public.  Long 
rows  of  shelves  overcrowded  with  volumes  do  not  serve  their  purpose 
unless  the  volumes  are  quickly  accessible.  Therefore,  in  a  pubfic 
library  particularly,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  at  the  delivery 
desk  the  appreciative  public  should  be  accommodated. 

In  the  reference  work  quite  as  much  as  in  the  issue  work  the  need 
for  well-trained  assistants  is  felt.  A  reference  librarian  must  have  all 
the  qualifications  of  a  desk  attendant,  and  added  to  these  a  large  S3'm- 
pathy  and  intuition  to  supply  the  wants  of  people  who  have  only  vague 
ideas  of  what  they  seek.  Much  tact  is  required  to  deal  with  the  gen- 
eral public,  as  it  is  composed  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  people,  for 
the  timid  must  be  encouraged  and  helped  and  no  one  offended.  The 
reference  Librarian  should  be  familiar  with  reference  books,  indexes, 
current  periodicals,  and  should  know  thoroughly  the  resources  of  the 
library,  as  so  much  of  the  real  usefulness  of  a  library  depends  upon 
the  ability  of  the  assistants  who  know  just  where  to  find  the  things 
required.  In  a  small  library  such  as  ours  this  assistant  should  be  able 
to  meet  the  borrowers,  to  explain  the  uses  of  the  dictionary  catalogue 
and  the  classification  by  which  books  on  the  same  subject  are  brought 
together  on  the  shelves. 

The  usual  estimate  as  to  the  compensation  of  employees  in  libraries 
has  been  to  make  a  comparison  with  the  public  schools— the  librarian 
of  a  public  library  in  a  city  having  the  same  salary  as  the  superintend- 
ent of  schools,  the  assistants  of  higher  grades  the  same  pay  as  princi- 
pals and  teachers  in  the  high  schools,  and  the  other  attendants  in  the 
relative  ranks  of  other  grades  of  teachers  in  the  schools.  Taking  this 
ratio  there  should  be  quite  an  increase  in  the  salary  list  of  the  differ- 
ent grades  of  those  employed  in  the  library.  The  number  of  attend- 
ants and  others  required  will  depend  somewhat  upon  the  amount  of 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  new  books  for  the  year.  In  the 
Moch  Pratt  Free  Library  the  force  in  the  library  building  proper, 
not  including  the  branch  work,  numbers  some  43  persons,  as  follows: 
librarians  office  and  assistant,  6;  reading  room  and  reference  depart- 
ment 1  m  charge  with  3  assistants;  catalogue  department,  1  in  charge 
witn  b  assistants;  binding,  1  in  charge  and  2  assistants;  delivery  and 
registration,  1  chief  and  18  assistants  and  clerks;  2  janitors,  and  2 
otners.  In  this  force  no  provisions  are  made  for  cleaning  the  build- 
ing as  this  is  done  by  contract.

NEED  OF  AN  INCREASED  BOOK  FUND. 


It  seems  hardly  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  need  of  very  large 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  books.  With  less  than  23,000 
volumes  at  present  to  be  transferred  to  the  new  building,  and  these 
not  new  books,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  should  be  provision  made  for 
40,000  or  50,000  volumes  at  once;  in  fact,  before  the  appropriation  for 
1902  becomes  available.  Seventy  thousand  books  will  be  rather  a 
small  collection  for  the  new  quarters  and  the  demand  that  will  be  made 
by  the  public.  Mention  may  be  made  of  some  of  the  special  needs  which 
will  be  required  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  The  library  needs  bibli- 
ographies. They  are  the  working  tools  with  which  to  prepare  a  fine 
collection  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  public.  The  library  needs  under 
this  head  catalogues  of  other  libraries,  lists  of  books  on  special  sub- 
jects, all  the  literature  on  library  history  and  economy,  and  the  many 
technical  works  on  cataloguing,  indexing,  and  the  administration  of 
libraries.  During  the  last  twenty -five  years  the  rapid  growth  of  pub- 
lic libraries  has  called  forth  many  works  on  their  management,  also 
many  publishers'  lists  like  the  Trade  List  Annual  and  the  reference 
catalogue  of  English  books,  booksellers'  catalogues  like  Quaritch, 
catalogues  of  the  sales  of  private  collections,  and  bibliographies  of 
American  literature.  There  should  be  a  fairly  large  collection  of  ref- 
erence books  for  the  use  of  the  public.  . 

The  man  who  stops  at  the  library  to  learn  the  date  of  some  important 
invention,  the  woman  holding  a  street-car  transfer  who  hurries  in  to 
ask  the  author  of  some  favorite  poetical  quotation,  the  school  child 
preparing  a  little  essav  for  next  dav's  history  lesson  want  exact,  brier, 
and  quickly  found  information.  It  would  be  absurd  to  refer  such  per- 
sons to  a  shelf  of  books  and  say:  "Here  are  the  works  on  useful  arts 
and  inventions  : "  or,"  The  library  has  hundreds  of  volumes  of  poetry, 
here  is  the  catalogue;"  or,  "Look  at  all  these  works  on  history. 
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What  is  wanted  in  such  a  case  is  a  good  encyclopaedia,  dictionary, 
volume  of  quotations,  or  reader's  handbook,  and  an  assistant  who  is 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  books  and  has  time  to  help  each  inquirer. 
The  library  now  owns  a  very  few  of  the  necessary  English  and  Amer- 
ican reference  books,  but  needs  many  more.  And  it  should  have  foreign 
dictionaries  and  cyclopaedias  such  as  the  recently  completed  National 
Biography,  Laroiisse's  Dictionnaire  Universel,  Meyer's  Lexikon,  and 
especially  works  in  Spanish. 

Of  the  general  works  needed  by  the  library,  those  next  in  importance 
to  cyclopaedias  are  the  American  and  foreign  periodicals.  These  con- 
tain a  mass  of  curious  information,  more  varied  and  nearer  up  to  date 
than  that  found  in  any  other  class  of  books.  Many  important  articles 
in  magazines  are  never  reprinted  in  book  form,  but  by  the  help  of 
indexes  they  can  be  readily  found,  and  often  give  exactly  the  informa- 
tion desired.  New  inventions,  scientific  discoveries,  and  the  discussion 
of  political  questions  are  treated  in  magazines  long  before  they  are 
incorporated  in  cyclopaedias. 

Through  the  kindness  of  friends  the  library  has  now  several  hun- 
dred bound  volumes  of  magazines,  but  few  of  the  sets  are  complete. 
All  these  breaks  should  be  rilled,  and  also  man}7  sets  not  now  in  the 
library  must  be  added.  Not  only  sufficient  money,  but  also  time  and 
skill  will  be  necessary  in  completing  the  collection  of  periodicals,  for 
the  old  volumes  must  be  secured  from  secondhand  dealers  or  at  private 
sales. 

Of  course  the  collection  of  rare  and  costly  periodicals  is  left  to  the 
Library  of  Congress,  but  the  Public  Library  should  be  able  to  furnish 
the  back  numbers  of  the  more  popular  magazines  and  those  on  its  pre- 
sent subscription  list.  The  subscription  list  might  well  be  many  times 
larger  than  it  is. 

One  of  the  library's  most  important  functions  is  to  guide  the  read- 
ing of  school  children,  and  not  only  furnish  books  to  help  them  in 
their  class  work,  but  also  supply  attractive  stories  which  will  cultivate 
a  love  of  reading.  Every  public  library  recognizes  this  duty.  A 
children's  room  has  been  provided  in  the  new  building,  but  books  are 
needed  to  fill  the  shelves.  The  library  now  has  very  few  juvenile 
works,  yet  the  corner  where  they  are  shelved  is  carefullv  examined  by 
every  child  who  comes  to  the  library.  It  is  no  unusual  thing  for  a 
little  girl  to  approach  one  of  the  assistants  and  say  wistfully,  "I've 
read  every  book  on  the  shelf.  When  do  you  suppose  one  of  Miss 
Alcott  s  books  will  come  in  %  "  The  boys  take  more  vigorous  measures, 
and  he  m  wait  on  the  stairs  or  at  the  door  until  another  bov  is  seen 
coming  with  a  book  he  wishes  to  return.  They  pounce  on  him  with 
eager  inquiries  as  to  the  coveted  books.  If  it  proves  to  be  something 
aesired,  the  newcomer  is  escorted  to  the  issue  desk,  and  greedy  eves 
roilow  that  particular  book  till  it  is  ready  to  be  given  out  again.  Chil- 
aren  have  sometimes  waited  two  and  three  hours  at  the  library  hoping 
tnat  some  favorite  story  might  be  returned.  It  is  certain  'that  ten 
nines  as  many  good  juvenile  books  could  be  circulated  if  the  library 
had  the  money  to  buy  them.

plicate  collection  the  Public  Library  has  been  able  to  furnish  manv 
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copies  of  the  popular  books.  The  older  literature,  which  must  be 
bought  from  the  regular  book  fund,  has  worn  out  from  constant  use, 
or  else  never  was  in  the  library  at  all.  A  large  book  fund  is  needed  to 
supply  sets  of  Dickens,  Thackeray,  Scott,  Jane  Austen,  and  the  like. 
The  demand  for  these  older  works  is  constant,  and  it  is  especially 
noticeable  here  in  Washington,  where  there  are  so  many  temporary 
residents.  They  own  the  books  but  their  libraries  are  somewhere  else, 
and  when  thev  wish  to  read  their  old  favorites  thev  do  not  care  to  sit 
all  day  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  So  thay  come  to  the  circulating 
library  from  which  they  can  draw  a  volume  and  keep  it  in  their  homes 
for  two  weeks.  It  is  hard  to  tell  such  readers  that  the  library  does 
not  own  the  books  or  that  all  the  copies  are  out.  The  St.  Louis  Public 
Library  has  boasted  for  years  that  no  reader  who  asked  for  an  old 
standard  work  ever  went  away  unsatisfied;  there  were  always  enough 
of  these  to  supply  the  demand.  Consequently  Les  Miserables,  not  The 
Master  Christian,  headed  the  St.  Louis  list  of  popular  novel*. 

The  present  general  library,  including  such  classes  as  religion, 
biograpny,  history,  literature,  and  the  like,  is  composed  largely  of 
gifts.  With  but  $6,000  ever  appropriated  by  Congress,  not  many 
books  could  be  purchased.  Under  the  circumstances  the  collection  is 
fairly  good,  and  having  been  thoroughly  catalogued  and  the  books 
analyzed  when  necessary,  the  library  is  much  more  useful  than  a 
larger  number  of  books  not  so  well  catalogued,  but  our  22,800  volumes 
will  seem  very  few  when  shelved  in  the  new  library  building.  The 
current  publications  number  many  thousands  a  }Tear.  The  American 
catalogue  of  books,  issued  1890-1895,  contains  about  25,000  titles.  A 
still  larger  number  have  been  issued  in  the  past  five  years.  Most  of 
these  works  can  be  consulted  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  but  many 
of  them  are  such  as  readers  wish  to  take  to  their  own  homes;  these 
should  be  found  in  the  circulating  department  of  the  Public  Library. 
Aside  from  these  current  books  there  are  many  old  volumes  now  out 
of  print  or  not  in  the  hands  of  dealers  which  should  be  on  the  library 
shelves.  They  are  often  the  best  books  on  their  subjects  and  are 
called  for  constantly,  but  unfortunately  the  library  has  no  copies. 

The  donations  to  the  library  do  not  cover  all  branches  of  knowledge, 
and  while  rich  in  some  subjects  there  are  serious  gaps  in  many  classes 
of  books.  For  instance,  the  Audubon  Society  has  given  many  valuable 
books  on  birds,  so  that  the  library  can  furnish  much  information  on 
that  subject.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  almost  nothing  about  Shake- 
speare. We  need  sets  of  Rolfe,  the  Cambridge  and  Temple  editions, 
textual  commentaries  of  every  kind,  and,  in  fact,  almost  everything  about 
Shakespeare.  The  patriotic  societies  have  given  valuable  works  about 
the  Revolution,  and  one  friend  of  the  library  has  given  it  a  set  of  the 
Campaigns  of  the  Civil  War,  but  of  the  war  of  1812,  Mexican  war,  and 
State  histories  we  have  almost  nothing.  At  the  time  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  centennial  the  Normal  School  Library,  at  the  Franklin 
Building,  showed  a  much  better  collection  of  the  books  about  Washing- 
ton than  the  Public  Library  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

As  soon  as  possible  the  library  should  have  a  well-rounded  collection, 
not  given  up  to  specialties,  but  with  books  on  different  subjects  in  fair 
proportions.  This  work  of  filling  the  gaps  should  commence  at  once. 
The  labor  of  preparing  lists  of  needed  books  and  securing  the  older 
ones  will  take  more  time  than  to  buy  the  current  works  directly  from 
the  dealers.    The  few  months  between  the  occupation  of  the  new 
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building-  and  the  commencement  of  the  next  fiscal  year  will  hardly 
be  sufficient  for  all  the  necessary  work.  The  Carnegie  Library  of 
Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  which  does  not  expect  to  open  its  doors  for  cir- 
culation for  several  years,  has  already  appointed  its  librarian  and 
assistants  and  furnished  the  funds  to  begin  the  purchase  of  books. 
The  late  Philip  Armour,  when  planning  the  library  of  the  Armour 
Institute  in  Chicago,  followed  the  same  policy.  He  appointed  his 
regular  librarian  and  assistants  ten  months  before  the  library  was  to 
open,  but  employed  all  the  extra  assistants  necessary  to  prepare  the 
books  and  have  everything  in  perfect  order  for  the  opening. 

Our  library  being  composed  so  largely  of  gifts,  it  is  natural  that  the 
proportion  of  books  on  different  subjects  should  not  be  very  well 
arranged.  Some  classes  are  weak,  while  others  are  strong.  At  a  gen- 
eral discussion  in  the  world's  library  congress,  Chicago,  1893,  it  was 
the  opinion  that  in  a  well-rounded  public  library  the  books  should  be 
distributed  about  as  follows:  General  works,  2  per  cent;  philosophy 
aud  religion,  8  per  cent;  biography,  10  per  cent;  history  and  travel, 
23  per  cent;  social  sciences,  6  per  cent;  natural  sciences,  8  per  cent; 
useful  arts,  6  per  cent;  tine  arts  and  recreation,  4  per  cent;  language 
and  literature,  13  per  cent;  fiction,  20  per  cent. 

A  rough  count  of  the  books  on  different  subjects  in  this  library, 
June,  1900,  showed  that  they  were  distributed  about  as  follows:  Gen- 
eral works,  5  per  cent;  philosophy  and  religion,  4  per  cent;  biography, 
7  per  cent;  history  and  travel,  14  per  cent;  social  sciences,  5  percent: 
natural  sciences,  5  per  cent;  useful  arts,  3  per  cent;  fine  arts  and 
recreation,  2  per  cent;  language  and  literature,  20  per  cent;  fiction, 
35  per  cent. 

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  library,  for  its  small  size,  is  fairly  well 
supplied  with  general  works,  language  and  literature,  and  has  propor- 
tionally an  excess  of  fiction,  it  is  very  weak  in  other  classes.  That  it 
should  fall  below  the  average  in  books  treating  of  the  useful  arts,  such 
as  mining,  engineering,  electricity,  etc.,  is  quite  natural,  for  each 
library  tries  to  adapt  itself  to  the  local  needs,  and  there  are  probably 
fewer  mechanics  in  Washington  than  in  any  other  city  of  the  same  size. 
Ihe  demand  for  books  on  the  social  and  natural  sciences  is  probably 
largely  met  by  the  technical  libraries  in  the  different  departments. 
Ihe  library  need  only  provide  the  more  popular  works  such  as  would 
be  used  by  the  general  public  and  bv  school  children,  and  should  refer 
specialists  to  other  sources  of  information  in  the  District.  The  library's 
funds  can  be  better  expended  than  in  duplicating  costly  technical  works 
already  available  in  special  libraries.  The  library  has  only  half  as 
many  books  on  philosophy  and  religion  as  might  be  expected. 

rossibly  the  libraries  of  the  various  denominational  schools  in  the 
district,  the  Library  for  the  Home  Study  of  the  Scripture,  and  the 
fh*  1001118  connected  with  many  of  'the  churches  partly  cover 
tneheid  of  philosophical  and  religious  literature,  but  the  demand  at 
tne  library  for  this  class  of  books  is  quite  large.  This  leaves  biography, 
n  story,  travel,  fine  arts,  and  recreations  as  the  classes  in  which  the 
urn  ary  is  most  deficient,  and  these  are  the  very  classes  in  which  a  public 
ux>rary  m  V\  ashington  should  be  strongest.  These  biographies  should 
wY  Clreulatlng  library  where  every  citizen  can  freely  secure  the 
wok  to  read  at  his  leisure  and  to  which  teachers  can  refer  their  pupils, 
in  h\i  Wltb0ut  saying  that  the  library  should  be  particularly  strong 

'  J 0ry> not  °nly  local  and  national,  but  also  in  foreign  history,  both 
"^tnt  and  modern.    Where  more  than  in  Washington  does  one  have 
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references  to  historical  personages  and  events,  and  where  else  should 
the  school  children  be  more  thoroughly  drilled  in  patriotism? 

Referring  to  the  need  of  books  on  travel  and  description,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  recall  how  large  a  proportion  of  our  readers  are  tempo- 
rary residents,  what  a  migratory  class  the  Washingtonians  are,  and 
how  our  readers  come  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  library  should 
be  well  supplied  with  every  book  that  can  be  classed  as  geography. 
Persons  wish  to  read  about  places  they  have  seen  or  expect  to  see,  or 
gain  information  about  localities  mentioned  by  acquaintances.  Wash- 
ingtonians, as  a  class,  have  wider  sympathies  than  the  residents  of  any 
other  American  city  and  feel  the  spirit  of  the  times  more  quickly 
because  of  the  close  relations  between  the  residents  and  the  Government. 

A  collection  of  books  on  fine  arts,  amusements,  athletics,  and  the 
like  would  attract  many  readers.  This  is  a  favorite  home  of  artists, 
andloversof  the  fine  arts  find  Washington,  with  its  art  gallery  and  deco- 
rated public  buildings,  a  pleasant  winter  resort.  Their  tastes  should 
be  consulted  in  purchasing  books  for  the  library,  just  as  in  another 
city  a  librarian  would  select  with  reference  to  the  leading  industries  of 
the  town. 

W7herever  there  is  a  large  leisure  class  recreations  fill  much  of  the 
time.  Recognizing  that  fact,  the  public  libraries  near  summer  resorts 
collect  books  on  outdoor  sports,  games,  theatricals,  and  amusements 
of  all  kinds.  The  same  influences  surround  the  library  here,  and  spe- 
cial efforts  should  be  made  to  form  collections  of  books  sufficient  to 
meet  the  demand.  In  addition,  therefore,  to  its  book  fund  for  pro- 
viding a  symmetrical  increase  of  the  collection,  the  library  should  nave 
special  sums  to  bring  the  classes  of  biography,  history,  travel,  line 
arts,  and  recreations  up  to  a  fair  standard. 

To  show  that  a  small  book  fund  does  not  permit  the  best  growth  of 
a  library  it  is  only  necessary  to  examine  the  accessions  of  the  past 
year  by  classes.  Expensive  books  could  not  be  purchased,  and  of 
course  quite  a  portion  of  these  were  fiction,  the  percentage  being 
larger  than  the  normal  growth  of  a  public  library.  This  excess  is 
largely  due  to  the  demand  for  books  of  this  class  for  the  duplicate  col- 
lection, which  was  really  a  free  gift  to  the  library,  and  the  seeming 
excess  is  not  so  much  a  larger  proportion  of  the  books  in  the  library 
as  it  seems,  but  merely  from  the  meager  supply  in  some  of  the  other 
classes. 

Although  the  count  of  June,  1900,  showed  what  classes  needed 
building  up,  still  it  was  not  possible  to  purchase  the  books.  Travel, 
description,  and  fine  arts  are  expensive  works,  and  old  books  on  the 
subjects  are  seldom  worth  purchasing,  as  they  are  so  soon  superseded. 
Consequently  only  5  per  cent  of  biography  was  bought  during  the  past 
year  instead  of  the  10  per  cent  needed,  9  per  cent  of  history  and  travel 
when  we  should  have  had  23  per  cent,  and  2  per  cent  of  fine  arts  and 
amusements  when  those  classes  should  have  made  up  at  least  4  per  cent 
of  the  accessions.  In  view  of  these  facts  there  is  a  special  need  for  an 
increased  book  fund,  and  all  necessary  facilities  to  properly  carry  on 
this  part  of  the  work  and  make  the  collection  of  books  to  some  degree 
what  it  should  be. 

ADDITIONS  TO  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  additions  to  the  library  during  the  year  as  far  as  classified  are, 
classed  books  2,211,  divided  as  follows:  General  works,  49;  periodicals, 
340;  philosophy  and  religion,  146:  bioarraDhv.  218;  history  and  travel, 
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357;  social  science,  138;  natural  science,  260;  useful  arts,  98;  recrea- 
tions and  fine  arts,  79;  literature,  526.  The  fiction  list  amounts  to 
1  353  and  the  juvenile  308,  and  these  include  all  the  books  purchased 
for  the  duplicate  collection.  The  following  (Table  C)  gives  a  detailed 
statement  of  books  purchased  by  classes  for  each  month  of  the  year:

SPECIAL  GIFTS  TO  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  gifts  to  the  library,  especially  of  books,  has  not  equaled  the 
former  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  private  collection  left  by  bequest 
has  not  yet  been  formally  turned  over  to  the  library,  and  will  not  be 
until  the  settlement  of  an  estate.  The  only  money  donations  received 
were  $100  from  Messrs.  Woodward  &  Lothrop  for  books,  and  1100 
from  Col.  James  T.  Du  Bois,  the  interest  on  the  Henry  Pastor 
memorial  fund. 

The  number  of  donors  of  books  was  183  and  the  number  of  volumes 
1.347,  pamphlets  175,  and  periodicals  2,336.  showing  an  increase  of 
periodicals  over  that  of  last  year  of  2,015.  Principal  among  the  donors 
were  Mrs.  Sarah  Clementson,  53  volumes;  Miss  C.  Pile,  61  volumes;

DEVELOPMENT  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 

In  late  years  the  increase  in  the  number  of  public  libraries  and  the 
wonderful  growth  in  their  value  and  efficienc}7  among  the  masses  of  the 
people  has  been  very  marked  and  gives  promise  of  greater  things  in 
the  future.  Mr.  C.  A.  Cutter,  in  a  late  article  on  the  growth  ot 
libraries,  says; 

The  century's  library  history  falls  into  two  main  periods— the  first  three-quarters 
and  the  last  quarter.  The  first  is  characterized  by  paucity,  poverty,  slow  increase, 
slow  development  of  purposes  and  methods,  by  conservatism,  limitation,  and  restric- 
tion. The  latter  period  shows  an  astounding  increase  in  number  and  size;  money 
given  in  an  increasing  ratio;  library  buildings  going  up  all  over  the  land,  their  suita- 
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bility  to  their  purpose  improving;  experiments  making  in  administration;  new  chan- 
nels of  library  influence  constantly  opening;  the  collection  of  books,  though  no  longer 
considered  the  main  object,  going  "on  morfe  rapidly;  the  use  of  the  books,  now  regarded 
as  the  supreme  consideration,  daily  spreading  in  all  directions.  The  causes  of  this 
luxuriant  growth  are  many.  Chief,  no  doubt,  is  the  increase  in  population  and 
wealth,  which  has  at  the  same  time  led  to  the  foundation  of  hosts  of  new  libraries 
and  quickened  the  growth  of  those  planted  during  the  first  period.  Another  cause 
is  the  spread  of  education  and  culture,  furnishing  an  army  of  readers  with  awakened 
minds.  The  trend  of  opinion  is  toward  libraries  established  by  legislation,  supported 
by  taxation,  helped  as  far  as  possible  by  private  generosity,  managed  by  their  own 
authorities,  free  to  all,  the  library  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people. 

In  the  last  half  of  the  last  quarter  of  the  century,  great  as  has  been  library  prog- 
ress in  everything  else,  the  progress  in  ways  of  reaching  the  public  has  been  greater. 
( H>  into  a  modern  library  and  see  the  steady  stream  of  books  flowing  into  the  hands 
of  every  class  in  the  city,  their  time  of  waiting  reduced  to  a  minimum;  see  hung  up 
near  the  delivery  desk  lists  of  the  best  new  books,  made  attractive  by  pictures  and 
instructive  by  criticism;  at  the  information  desk  watch  the  versatile  clerk  answering 
a  constant  succession  of  questions  about  the  most  diverse  subjects,  telling  one  where 
to  look,  rescuing  another  from  a  fruitless  search,  explaining  the  reference  books, 
directing  to  the  shelves,  guiding  the  reading;  see  in  convenient  nooks  the  portraits 
of  authors  whose  birthday  is  at  hand  hung  over  tables  covered  by  their  writings  and 
the  works  about  them,  of  look  at  other  tables  spread  with  the  best  that  the  library 
has  on  approaching  anniversaries,  Christmas,  Halloween,  the  discovery  of  America, 
at  once  showing  the  resources  of  the  library,  and  suggesting  to  frequenters  to  read 
for  some  better  object  than  entertainment  or  novelty;  go  into  the  children's  room, 
mark  their  satisfaction  as  they  cluster  'round  the  shelves  and  discuss  their  favorite 
books,  or  sit  absorbed,  the  older  ones  in  magazines,  the  younger  in  picture  books; 
see  their  friend,  the  attendant,  helping  them,  or  rather  showing  them  how  to  help 
themselves,  now  and  then  putting  in  a  word  about  their  choice  of  books,  but  obtruding 
nothing;  in  a  class  room  see  a  school  teacher  showing  her  scholars  the  books  that 
illustrate  their  lessons;  go  into  the  exhibition  room  and  see  the  lines  of  photographs 
illustrating  some  great  painter,  or  the  architecture  and  art  galleries  of  some  famous 
city,  the  dwellings  and  peasantry  of  some  unknown  country,  the  peaks  and  glaciers 
of  a  great  range  of  mountains;  hear  in  one  room  a  man  reading  to  the  blind,  in 
another  a  musician  trying  music,  in  a  third  see  a  photographer  reproducing  manu- 
script documents;  here  a  clerk  is  dispatching  books  borrowed  by  a  distant  library 
for  one  of  its  clients,  there  another  is  choosing  books  which  are  sent  once  or  twice 
a  week  to  a  delivery  in  an  outlying  village;  an  intelligent  assistant  will  go  with  them 
and,  knowing  all  the  borrowers,  will  recommend  to  each  the  book  which  will  suit 
him  best,  gently  leading  him  to  better  reading — a  sort  of  pastoral  care  that  it  is  not 
easy  to  give  in  the  rush  of  the  crowded  central  delivery  room;  note  that  this  goes  on 
ten  or  twelve  hours  every  day  in  the  year;  that  it  is  free  to  all;  that  if  formerly 
libraries  were  for  the  learned,  nowT  it  is  certainly  to  the  ignorant  that  the  gospel  of 
learning  is  given,  and  then  say  whether  the  public  library  is  failing  in  its  duty  to  the 
community. 

GENERAL  NOTES.
